CHAP.  I. 


AN  ACT  for  the  appointment  of  a  Treasurer  of  this  Slate. 

Passed  February  14,  1816. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  PeopU  of  the  Stale  of  New-York*  represented 
x  j     in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Charles  Z.  Piatt  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
appointed  Treasurer  of  this  state,    to  continue  in  office  until  the 
twelfth  day  of  February,  io  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventeen.

\  CHAP.  II. 

lN  ACT  concerning 
children  of  clcrgyme 
state  of  New-York. 


AN  ACT  concerning  the  corporation  for  the  relief  of  widows  and 
v  children  of  clergymen  of  the  protestani  Episcopal  church  in  the 
^*    state  of  New-York. 

Passed  February:  14,  1816. 

^  WHEREAS  the  corporation  for  the  relief  of  widows  andchildren 
PQ  of  clergymen  of  the  protestant  Episcopal  church  in  the  state  of  New- 
York,  by  their  petition  under  their  common  seal,  have  prayed  that 
'^  such  provision  may  bt  made  respecting  them  as  is  hereinafter  con- 
C\  tained ;  which  petition  appears  to  the  Legislature  to  be  reasonable. 
^  Therefore,  • 

^  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York*  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  said  corporation,  to  afford  such  relief  as  they  may  think  proper, 
to  the  widows  and  children  of  such  clergymen  as  have  removed,  or 
may  hereafter  remove  from  tills  state,  after  having  been  contributors 
to  the  funds  of  the  said  corporation ;  and  may  also,  in  such  cases  as 
they  may  think  proper,  repay  to  such  clergymen  as  shall  hereafter 
remove  as  aforesaid,  after  having  been  such  contributors,  the  amount 
of  their  contributions,  any  thing  io  the  act  incorporating  the  said 
corporation  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
corporation,  from  time  to  time,  to  make  such  by  laws  to  regulate  the 
manner  and  amount  of  such  relief,  and  the  manner  of  mating  such 
repayment,  as  they  may  find  expedient,    -

AN  ACT  to  otter  the  name  of  the  town  cfSchlosser,  in  the  county 
yNiegatta. 

Passed  February  14,  1816. 

BE  it  enacted  by  (He  people  of  the  State  ofNevyltcrk^represcnUd 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act, 
the  town  of  Sctdosser  shall  be  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name 
of  the  town  of  Niagara. 


CHAP.  IV.

AN  ACT  to  divide  the  town  of  Attica,  in  the  county  of  Genesee* 

»  *  Passed  February  14,  1816. 

]  Townrf  I-  BE  it  enacted  by  dbrpe^pUcf  the  State  ofNetv-Yorky  repre- 
j  223SJ111*  voided  *»  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  .and  after,  the  passing  of 
this  act  all  that  part  of  the  town  of  Attka  known  as  townships  num- 
bers eight  and  nine,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  erected  into  a 
separate  town,  by  the  name  of  Orangeviflcj  and  that  the  first  town 
meeting  shall  be  held  at  the  school  house,-  near  the  dwelling  house  of 
John  Grover. 
A«tkfr  -  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  regaining  part  of  the 

said  town  of  Attica  shall  be  and  remain  a  separate  town,  by  the  name 
of  Attica;  and  that  the  first  town  meeting  shall  be  held  at  the  place 
at  which  the  last  town  meeting  of  the  town  of  Attica  was  adjourned. 

r  III*  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the 

4in&.  first  Tuesday  of  April  next,  the  supervisors  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  the  towns  pf  Attica  and  Orangeville  aforesaid,  shall,  by  notice  to 
be  given  by  the  supervisors  of  Attica  and  Orangeville. aforesaid,  for 
that  purpose,  meet  together  and  apportion  the  poor  maintained  bjr 
said  town  previous  to  the  division,  and  also  to  divide  all  money  which 
is  or  may  be  in  the  hands  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  in  an  equitable 
manner  ;  and  if  the  supervisors  and  overseers  cannot  agree  upon 
such  division,  then  the  supervisors  of  the  county,  at  their  next 
annual  meeting,  shall  apportion  tffe  poor  and  money,  belonging  to  the 
said  town  of  Attica,  between  the  said  towns,  and  that  each  town  shall 
forever  thereafter  maintain  its  own  poor* 

CHAP.  V. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act,  entitled  u  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Stint 
Andrew's  Society  of  the  city  of  Schenectady.  # 

Passed  February  14,  1616. 

WHEREAS  a  number  of  Scotchmen  and  their  descendants,  in 
the  city  of  Schenectady,  have  associated  together  for  benevolent 
and  charitable  purposes,  and  whose  incorporation,  by  virtue  of  the 
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aforementioned  act,  passed  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  March,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven,  to  continue  in  force  for 
the  term  of  ten  years ;  and  they  having  found  the  beneficial  effects  ot 
the  said  society,  in  aiding  their  indigent  countrymen,  have  prayed 
for  an  extension  of  their  said  charter.     Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  act  to  incorporate  "  The  Saint 
Andrew's  Society  in  the  city  of  Schenectady,"  passed-  March  the 
twenty -seventh,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven, 
be  and  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  until  the  first  day  of  April, 
in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-one. 

GHAP.'YL 

AN  ACT  concerniiglhc  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Churches  in 
the  city  of  Albany. 

Passed  February  14,  IB  16. 

WHEREAS  the  congregation  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutcfe 
Church  in  the  city  of  Albany  has  been  divided  inNTtwo  congrega- 
tions, and  the  minister,  elders  and  deacons  of  one  of  the  said  congre- 
gations have  become  incorporated  underlie  existing  taw  relative  to 
the  incorporation  of  religious  societies,  hy  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Second  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  in  the  city  of  Albany : 
And  whereas  the  said  minister,  elder*  and  deacons  of  the  last  men- . 
tioned  congregation,  are  desirous  to  obtain  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges which  are  granted  by  charter,  to  the  minister,  elders  and 
deacons  of  the  said  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  in  the  city 
of  Albany.     Therefore, 

I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented  ******* 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  sakl  minister,  elders  and  deacons  ported?'0** 
of  the  aforesaid  second  congregation  and  their  successors  in  office, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by 
|he  name  and  style  of  "  The  Minister,  Elders  and  Deacons  of  the 
Second  Protestant  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  the  city  of  Albany,*' 
and  that  they  and  their  successors,  by  that  name  and  in  their  corpo- 
rate capacity,  shall  have  and  enjoy  the  like  powers,  rights  and  priv- 
ileges, and  be  subject  to  the  like  responsibr&ties,  regulations,  restric- 
tions, limitations  and  government,'  as  are  granted  by  and  expressed  in 
the  original  charter  to  the  said  minister,  elders  and  deacons  of  the 
reformed  prote&tant  Dutch  Church  in  the  city  of  Albany,  and  the 
several  acts  of  the  legislature  confirming  or  amending  the  same. 

II.  And  be  HJvrther  enacted  and  declared,  That  all  bona  fide  former  acti 
contracts  and  conveyances  heretofore  made  by,  to  and  with  the  said  C0Ilinlle,i• 
minister,  elders  and  deacons  of  the  said  second  reformed  protestant 
Dutch  Church,  in  their  said  corporate  name,  shall  be  binding  upon 
the  parties,  and  previous  thereto,  in  like  msuiner  as  if  the  same  hid 
been  made  subsequent  to  the  passing  of  this  act;  and  that  the  division 
made  between  them  and  the  said  minister,  elders  and  deacons  fif  th» 
•aid  reformed  protestant  Dutch  Church,  of  real  and  personal  estate, 
be  and  the  same  ia  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed. 
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J22LT*  IXI-  And  he  Hfurllur  enacted,  That  each  of  tlie  aforesaid  church- 
es shall  have  four  elders  and  four  deacons,  to  be  elected  at  the  times 
and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  aforesaid  charter.

AN  ACT  to  divide  live  town  of  Ridgeway*  in  the  count})  of  Genesee. 

Passed  February  14,  1816. 

Town  or  I-  #E  ft  enacted  by  (he  people  oj  the  Slate  of  New-York*  rcpre- 

uvcted.       9fntid  in  Senate  and  Assembly*  That  from  and  after  the  passing  oi' 

this  act,  all  that  part  of  the  town  of  Rid£eway,  lyii»g  east  of  the 

division  line  belwien  the  second  and  third  ranges  of  townships,  as 

surveyed  for  the  Holland  land  company,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is 

hereby  erected  into  a  separate  town,  by  the  qame  of  Gaines;  and 

that  the  first  town  meeting  shall  be  held  at  the  dwelling  house  of 

Oliver  Booth,  in  said  town. 

RMjew»T.        n.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  remaining  part  of  the  town 

of  Ridge  way  shall  be  and  remain  a  separate  town,  by  the  name  of- 

Ridgeway  ;   ai>d  il^aj.   the  next   town  mceliug  shall  be  held  at  the 

dwelling' house  of  Eli  Moore,  iu  sci'l  towu. 

Ttormonfy       in.  And  be  itfuither  evaded*  That  as  soon  as  may  be,  after  the 

be  dmded?  first  Tuesday  of  April  next,  the  supervisors  and  overseers  of  the 

poor  of  the  towns  of  Ridgeway  and  Gaines  aforesaid  shall,  by  notice 

to  be^given  by  the  supervisors  of  the  towns  of  Ridgeway  and  Gaines 

aforesaid,  for  that  purpose,  meet  together,  and  apportion  the  poor 

maintained  by  taid  town  previous  to  the  division,  and  also  to  divide 

all  money  whicli  is  or  may  be  in  the  hands  of  the  overseers  of  the 

poor,  in  an  equitable  manner ;  and  if  the  supervisors  and  overseers 

of  the  poor  cannot  agree  upon  such  division,  then  the  supervisors  of 

the  county,  at  their  next  annual  meeting,  shall  apportion  the  poor 

and  money  belonging  to  the  said  town  of  Ridgeway,  between  the 

Said  towns,  and  that  each  town  shall  thereafter  support  its  own  poor. 


CIIAP.  VIII. 

AN  ACT  to\onjirm  tltc  sale  of  certain  common  lands  made  by  the 
Trutlccs  of  the  village  of  Lansing 'burgh. 

Passed  February  14,  1816. 

Preamble.  WHEREAS  it  appears  fmm  the  petition  of  the  trustees  of  the 
village  of  Lansingbwsh,  that  Jacob  A.  Lansing,  deceased,  Levinus 
Lansing  and  Cornelius  Lansing,  have  formerly  conveyed  to  the 
trustees  of  the  said  village  and  their  successors  in  office,  certain 
common  lands,  adjacent  to  said  village,  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the 
freeholders  and  inhabitants  thereof.  Andwhrcas  it  also  appears, 
that  in  consequence  of  the  said  lands  being  unproductive  to  the  said 
freeholders  and  inhabitants  in  tli'h  present  state,  and  die  difflcn!ty  of 
making  them  productive,  hereafter,  under  the  tenure  by  which  they 
arc  holden  :  the  said  freeholders  and  inhabitants,  at  a  regular  meeting 
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convened  for  the  purpose,  unanimously  recommended  to  the  Said 
trustees,  to  sell  and  reconvey  the  said  lands  to  the  said  Levinus 
Lansing  and  Cornelius  Lansing,  and  to  Derick  Lane,  Abraham  C. 
Lansing,  James  Van  Schoonhoven  and  William  I.  Lansing,  heirs  and 
representatives  of  the  taid  Jacob  A.  Lansing,  deceased,  for  a  valuable 
consideration,  by  them  offered  for  the  same.  Jnd  whereas,  in  pur- 
suance of  said  recommendation,  the  trustees  have  made  and  executed 
a  reconveyance  of  the  said  lands  to  the  persons  above  mentioned,  and 
have  petitioned  the  Legislature  to  confirm  the  same.    Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Neiv-York,  repre-    flaierfthe 
'  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  said  conveyance  made  by    i£nd,coa- 

the  trustees  as  aforesaid,  for  themselves  and  their  successors  in  office,  fin***- 
of  all  their  right,  title  and  interest  in  aod  to  the  said  common  lands, 
unto  the  said  Levinus  Lansing,  Cornelius  Lansing,  Deiick  Lane, 
Abraham  C.  Lansing,  James  Van  Schoonhoven  and  William  I.  Lan- 
sing, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  to  be  established  and  con- 
firmed ;  and  that  up*n  the  delivery  of  the  said  reconveyance,  so  made 
and  executed,  the  lee  of  the'  said  common  lands  shall  be  absolutely 
Tested  in  the  said  Levinus  Lansing,  Cornelius  Lansing,  Derick  Lane, 
Abraham  C.  Lansing,  James  Vao  Schoonhoven  and  William  I.Lau- 
sing,  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  as  tenants  in  common,  any  thicg 
in  the  conveyances  originally  made  to  the  said  trustees,  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

II.  And-be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  trustees  shall  have  .comi«Vm- 
power,  and  are  hereby  authorised  to  collect  and  receive  the  consid-  how™"^ 
eration  money  agreed  to  be  pa?d  for  the  said  common  lands,  and  that  '^p©**1  «*» 
the  same  shall  forever  remain  a  fund  for  the  benefit  of  the  freeh#i!ers 

and  inhabitants  of  the  said  village ;  and  that  it  <-hall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  trustees,  and  of  their  successors  in  office,  to  place  and  continue 
the  said  money  at  interest,  either  by  vesting  it  iu  Eome  productive 
public  or  bank  steck,  or' by  loaning  it  to  individual.*,  sufficient- 
ly secured  by  mortgage  on  real  property ;  and  that  the  interest 
thereof  only,  shall  be  collected  and  applied  by  the  said  trustees  and 
their  successors  in  office,  for  such  purposes  and  in  such  manner,  as 
they  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  judge  proper  and  mest  advantage- 
ous to  thel  inhabitants  of  said  village. 


CHAP.  IX. 

AN  ACTflkr  the  relief  offarah  Trumbull,  the  wife  of  John 
*^  Trumbull 

Passed  February  14,  1816* 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assemfjly,  That  Sarah  Trumbull,  the  wife  of 
John  Trumbull,  late  of  the  state  of  Connecticut,  now  of  (he  city  of 
New-York,  be,  and  she  is  hereby  vested  with  the  same  rights  in 
every  respect,  as  to  real  estate  already  acquired,  or  hereafter  to  be 
acquired  by  the  said  John  Trumbull,  her  husband,  in  this  state, 
wherewith  she  would  be  vested  by  law  if  she  were  a  native  citizen 
of  this  state;  the  alienage  of  the  said  Sarah  Trumbull  tojhe  contrary 
thereof  in  any  wise  notwithstanding. 
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CHAP.  X.

AN  ACT  to  divide  the  town  of  Chautauque,  in  tike  county  of 
Chautauque. 

Passed  February  14,  1816. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  ike  people  of  the  Stale  of  New-York,  rcpxt* 
sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  ail  that  part  of  the  town  of 
Chautauque,  bounded  as  follows — beginning  at  the  south-west  corner 
of  the  town  of  Etlicott,  on  the  state  line,  thence  running  north  on  t)ie 
west  tide  of  the  town  of  Ellicott,  until  it  strikes  the  Chautauque  lake ; 
thence  bounded  by  said  lake,  running  north  and  north- west  until  it 
intersects  the  line  between  second  and  third  townships ;  thence  bound- 
ed on  the  north  by  said  line,  running  west,  until  it  intersects  the  line 
between  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  ranges  of  townships;  thence 
bounded  on  the  west  by  said  line,  running  south  until  it  intersects  the 
state  line ;  thence  bounded  on  the  south  bynhe  state  Hoe,  to  the 
place  of  beginning — shall  be  and  is  hereby  erected  into  a  separate 
town,  by  the  name  of  Harmony ;  and  the  first  town  meeting  shall  be 
held  at  the  house  of  Fletcher  and  Drury,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
April  next. 
bmt  money  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  soon  as  may  be,  after  the 
to  iNtted!0  first  Tuesday  of  April  next,  the  supervisors  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  the  towns  of  Harmony  and  Chautauque  shall,  by  notice  to  be  given 
for  that  purpose,  by  the  supervisors  of  the  towns  of  Harmony  and 
Chtttauque,  meet  together,  and  apportion  the  poor  maintained  by 
theiakl  town  previous  to  the  division,  and  also  to  divide  all  money 
which  is  or  may  be  in  the  hands  .of  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  in  an 
equitable  manner;  and  if  the  supervisors  and  overseers  of  the  poor

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  incorporate  the 
National  Insurance  Company  in  the  city  of  NcnhYork"  passed 
April  14,  1815. 

Passed  February  14,  1816. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
president  aud  directors  of  the  said  company,  to  regulate  the  amount 
and  terms  of  payment  Tor  the  stock  subscribed,  or  to  be  subscribed, 
and  the  investment  thereof.  Provided,  that  the  same  be  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  the  eleventh  section  of  the  act  hereby 
amended,  any  thing  in  the  said  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding* 
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CHAP.  XII. 

AN  ACT  to  reorganise  the  town  sfJuniusyin  the  county  of  Sensed, 
end  to  appoint  a  place  to  hold  the  first  town  meeting  in  the  said 
town* 

Passed  February  14,  1816. 

WHEREAS  it  is  represented  to  the  Legislature,  that  the  town 
of  Junius,  in  the  county  of  Seneca,  has  for  years  past  holden  two 
annual  town  meetings  and  two  elections,  to  the  great  detriment  and 
inconvenience  of  the  good  people  of  the  said  town.  For  remedy 
whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  that  tract  of  land  now 
known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of  the  town  of  Junius,  in 
the  county  of  Seneca,  be  a  town,  and  be  called  by  the  name  of  Junius, 
and  shall  hold  their  next  annual  town  meeting  at  the  now  dwelling 
house  of  Pontius  Hooper,  in  the  said  town. 


CHAP.  XIII. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  Lansingburgh  Academy. 

Passed  February  20,  1816.. 

WHEREAS  it  appears  to  this  Legislature,  that  the  president; 
directors  and  company  ofthebauk  of  Lansingburgh,  have  consented 
that  the  trustees  of  the  Lansingburgh  academy  may  subscribe  one 
thousand  shares  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  bank,  for  the  benefit 
of  said  academy,  provided  the  Legislature  will  authorise  the  same. 
Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  treasurer  of  the  Lansing- 
burgh academy  may  subscribe  one  thousand  shares  to  the  capital 
stock  of  the  bank  of  Lansingburgh,  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  said 
academy;  and  the  capital  stock  of  said  bank  is  hereby  increased  to 
the  amount  of  said  shares. 


CHAP.  XIV. 

AN  ACT  to  alter  the  time  of  holding  the  June  Term  of  the  Count 
of  Common  Pleas  in  and  for  the  comity  of  Otsego. 

Passed  February  20,  1816. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  court  of  common  pleas 
in  and  for  the  county  of  Otsego,  shall  hereafter  be  holden  on  the  last 
Tuesday  in  May,  instead  of  the  first  Tuesday  in  June,  and  may 
continue  to  be  holden  from  the  commencement  thereof  until  Saturday 
of  the  same  week  inclusive,

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Troy  and  Sand  Lake  Turnpike  Com 

pony. 

Passed  February  20,  1816. 

Co",pM2iLI"  '•  **  *  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre* 
wcpw"  sented  in  Setuttc  and  Assembly,  That  Jedediah  Tracy,  Stephen 
Warren,  John  Sampson,  Silas  Corel!,  and  all  such  other  persons  as 
shall  associate  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  good  and  sufficient  turn- 
pike road,  to  begin  at  or  near  the  house  of  Lemuel  Hawley,  in  the 
towu  of  Troy,  and  extending  from  thence  in  the  most  direct  and 
practicable  route,  until  it  intersects  the  Williamslown  and  Bath  turn- 
pike, at  such  place  as  may  best  accommodate  the  public,  near  Sand 
Lake,  io  the  town  of  Sand  Lake,  and  their  successors,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  created  a  body  carporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of 

tyi*  ft*  " tne  President,  Directors  and  Company  of  the  Troy  and  Sand  Lake 
Turnpike.9'  And  they  are  hereby  ordained  and  constituted  and 
declared  to  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name, 

'  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and  may  hare 

continual'  succession,  and  be  persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and

Utica,  in  the  town  of  Wliitestown,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise ;  and 
to  execute  conveyances  therefor,  which  shall  be  valid,  and  transfer 
to  the  purchaser  thereof,  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  said

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  Stale  of  New-York,  repre* 
seated  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  a  court  of  general  sessions  of 
the  peace,  shall  be  holdeu  in  and  for  the  county  of  Clinton,  on  the 
third  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at  the  house  in  the  town  of  Pittsburgh, 
in  said  county,  in  whi«  h  the  last  court  of  general  sessions  was  bolden 
for  said  county,  and  that  the  powers  of  the  said  court  so  to  be  bolden 
shall  be  equal,  and  its  judgments  and  proceedings  similar,  to  those  of 
other  courts  of  geueral  tensions  of  the  peace  for  6aid  county,  as  now 
established  by  law :  And  further,  that  the  jury  to  serve  at  said  court 
so  to  be  holdea,  shall  be  drawn  and  summoned  in  the  manuer  pre* 
scribed  by  law  for  the  drawing  and  summoning  of  juries  to  serve  at 
the  courts  of  general  sessions  of  the  peace  for  said  couuty ,  as  now 
established  by  law.

And  whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Legislature,  that  sundry 
persons  inteuded  to  have  been  benefitted  and  aided  by  the  provisions 
of  the  said  act,  could  not  make  such  application  previous  to  the  said 
first  day  of  September  last  past,  and  that  a  large  portion  of  the  money 
borrowed  by  the  comptroller  of  this  state,  under  the  provisions  of 
said  act,  remains  unexpended.    Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented m  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  time  mentioned  in  the 
first  section  of  the  act  bereby  amended,  until  which  the  comptroller 
is  allowed  to  receive  the  applications  for  the  loans  therein  mentioned, 
be,  and  die  same  is  hereby  extended  until  the  first  day  of  September 
next ;  and  that  until  the  said  first  day  of  September  next,  the  said

shore  of  Lake  Ontario,  at  the  north-west  corner  of  the  (own  of  Rich- 
land, and  running  easterly  on  the  division  line  between  the  Counties 
of  Jefferson  and  Oneida,  to  the  north-east  corner  of  the  town  of  Red- 
field  ;  thence  southerly  along  the  east  line  of  the  town  of  Redfield,  to 
the  north  line  of  the  town  of  Florence ;  thence  westerly  on  the  said  line,

Banyar's  real  and  personal  estate,  thereby  declaring,  that  the  said 
Goldsborough  Banyar  Le  Roy,  upon  the  decease  of  the  said  Oolds- 
brow Banyar,  should  assume,  and  if  practicable  obtain  a  legislative 
act  to  change  the  name  of  the  said  Goldsborough  Banyar  Le  Roy  to 
the  name  of  Goldsborough  Le  Roy  Banyar  ;  and  hath  prayed  that 
an  act  might  be  passed  to  effect  the  testator's  ioteotioo.

CHAP.  XXVII. 

AN  ACT  to  authorise  the  building  of  a  Bridge  across  the 
Big  Chasy  River.

BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  Stale  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
such  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  towns  of  Champlafio  and  Chazv,  in  the 
county  of  Clinton,  as  may  associate  together  for  that  purpose,  to  erect 
a  bridge  across  the  Big  Chazy  river,  at  such  place  near  the  mouth 
of  the  Corbo  river  as  they  may  deem  most  convenient :  Provided, 
that  the  said  bridge  shall  be  so  constructed,  that  there  shall  be  left 
a  passage  over  the  deepest  part  of  the  river,  of  the  breadth  of  at  least 
sixty  feet  between  the  supports  of  the  bridge,  for  the  passage  of  boats 
and  rafts ;  and  that  the  under  side  of  the  string  pieces,  and  other 
timbers  of  that  part  of  said  bridge  leading  across  said  passage,  shall 
be  at  least  six  feet  above  the  surface  of  the  river  at  the  highest  spring 
freshet  in  ordinary  seasons.  And  provided,  it  shall  be  found  at  any 
time  hereafter,  that  said  bridge  shall  materially  obstruct  the  naviga* 
tion  of  the  said  river,  the  judges  and  assistant  justices  of  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Clinton,  or  a  majority  of  them,  when 
in  session,  may  order  the  said  bridge  to  be  removed,  or  so  constructed 
as  not  to  obstruct  the  navigation  as  aforesaid.  And  provided  also, 
that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  give  a  right  to  lay 
out  roads,  leading  to  or  from  said  bridge,  in  any  manner  other 
than  is  provided  in  the  act  regulating  highways* 


CHAR   XXVIII. 

AN  ACT  to  authorise  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the 
city  of  New-York,  to  extend  Hudson  street  to  the  ninth  avenue. 

Passed  March  1,  1816. 

WHEREAS  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city 
pf  fl" ew-York  have  represented,  that  they  are  desirous  to  extend 
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clerk  of  the  town  of  Verona;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of 
the  town  of  Verona  to  receive  and  record  the  same.  , 


CHAP.  XXXIL 

AN  ACT  for  Hie  relief  \  of  Charles  Harford. 

Passed  March  1,  1816. 

WHEREAS  Charles  Harford  hath,  by  his  peiition  to  the  Legis- 
lature, set  forth,  that  to  secure  the  payment  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
he,  oo  the  seventeenth  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred

state  :  that  said  mortgaged  premises  are  very  valuable,  and  that

CHAP.  XXXV. 

AN  ACT  for  opening  and  improving  certain  streets  in  the  village 

of  Troy. 

Passed  March  8,  1816. 

WHEREAS  it  appears  to  the  Letjslature,  that  it  would  greatly  rmnhie. 
promote  the  convenience  of  the  iimabiTants  of  the  village  of  Troy,  to 
remove  the  buildings  erected  on  a  certain  pfcee  of  ground  in  said 
village,  included  between  River  street,  Albany  street  and  Second 
street,  and  to  lay  open  the  said  piece  of  ground  as  a  public  highway 
or  street.    Therefore,

cation  of  the  trustees  of  the  village  of  Troy,  shall  and  may  appoint  p***** 
three  disinterested  freeholders,  who  shall  be  citizens  of  this*  state,  to 
be  denominated  commissioners  of  valuation  and  assessment,  for  the

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purpose  of  performing  the  duties  hereinafter  mentioned,  which  com- 
missioners, before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  assigned  to  them  by  this 
itakdutiM  act,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  (he  presi- 
dent of  the  village  of  Troy,  or  one  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  of  Rensselaer  county,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  perform 
the  trust  and  duties  required  of  them  fry  this  act,  which  oath  shall  be 
filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  of  Rensselaer ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  after  having  viewed  the  ground  and 
buildings  thereon  mentioned  in  the  preamble  of  this  act,  and  the  lands, 
tenements  and  hereditaments  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  and  which  in  their 
opinion  will  be  benefitted  and  increased  in  value,  by  removing  the 
buildings  from  the  said  piece  of  ground,  and  laying  the  same  open  for 
a  street  or  highway,  to  proceed  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  value 
of  the  said  piece  of  ground  and  the  buildings  standing  thereon,  and 
also  the  expense  of  removing  the  buildings  therefrom  and  levelling 
the  ground ;  and  after  ascertaining  and  determining  the  value  of  the 
said  ground  and  buildings,  and  the  expense  of  removing  the  buildings 
and  levelling  the  ground,  the  said  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  make 
a  just  and  equitable  apportionment  and  assessment  01  the  amount  so 
ascertained,  among  and  upon  the  owners,  lessees,  parties  and  persons 
respectively  entitled  unto,  or  interested  in,  the  lands,  tenements,  here- 
ditaments and  premises,  fronting  on  the  ground  so  to  be  laid  open,  or 
which  are  so  situated  in  respect  to  the  said  ground,  as  in  the  opinion 
'  of  the  said  commissioners,  to  be  benefitted  and  increased  in  value  by 
laying  open  the  said  piece  of  ground  for  a  street  or  highway,  the  mm*

as  far  forth  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained  by  them,  and  an  apt 
and  sufficient  designation  or  description  of  the  respective  lots  or  parcels 
of  land  and  other  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises,  contained 
within  or  situate  on  the  ground  so  to  be  laid  open  for  a  street  or 
highway,  and  also  the  names  of  the  respective  owners,  lessses,  parties 
and  persons  entitled  unto  or  interested  in  the  respective  lots  or  parcels 
of  land  and  other  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises  not  included 
Within  the  said  piece  of  ground  so  to  be  laid  open  as  a  street  or  high* 
way,  but  deemed  to  be  benefitted  by  the  same,  and  so  assessed  by  tlm

TWshan       H*    And  be  it  further  enacted,   That  the  said  commissioners, 
five  bond,    before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  give  a  bond  to

CHAP.  XXXtlll. 

AN  ACT  to  divide  the  town  of  Caneadta,  in  the  county  of 
Allegany. 

Passed  March  8,  1818. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  (lie  State  <fNm*YorJh  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  'Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  wry  pre- 
ceding the  first  Tuesday  in  April  next,  all  that  part  of  the  town  of 
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Caoeadea,  in  the  county  of  Allegany,  comprehended  and  included 
in  township  number  five,  in  the  second  range  of  townships,  and  so 
much  of  township  number  fou-,  in  the  second  range,  as  lies  south  of 
the  fifth  township,  so  as  to  divide  the  town  of  Caoeadea  into  two 
equal  parts,  shall  be  and  hereby  is  erected  into  a  town,  by  the  name 
of  Kushford  :  And  the  first  town  meeting  in  the  said  town  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  next,  at  the  houBe  of  Levi  Ben- 
jamin. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  after  the  day  preceding  c*n«a«  « 
the  first  Tuesday  in  April  next,  all  the  remaining  part  of  said  town  ttmaMm 

of  Caneadea  shall  be  and  remain  a  separate  town,  by  the  name  of 
Caneadea ;  and  that  the  first  town  meeting  in  the  6aid  town  shall  be 
held  at  the  house  of  Alexander  V.  P.  Mills,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
April  next. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  soon  as  may  be  afle/  the  Poor  nancy 
first  town  meetings  in  said  towns,  the  supervisors  and  overseers  of  the^f^f 
poor  of  the  aforesaid  towns  shall,  by  notice  previously  given  for  that 
purpose  by  the  supervisors  thereof,  meet  together  and  apportion  the 

poor  maintained  by  the  said  town  of  Caneadea,  and  the  poor 
money  belonging  to  the  same  previous  to  the  division  thereof,  agree- 
able to  the  last  tax  list,  and  that  each  of  the  aforesaid  towns  shall 
forever  thereafter  maintain  its  own  poor. 


CHAP.  XXXIX. 

AN  ACT  far  the  relief  of  the  settlers  on  the  lands  belonging  to 
the  Stockbridge  Indians.

the  south  end  of  Martin's  Lake;,  thence  to  intersect  the  eastern  un- 
ion turnpike  road,  Bear  Asa  Upham's,  in  the  town  of  Nassau,  in  the 
County  of  Rensselaer,  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  created,  ordained,  constituted  and  appointed  a  body  cor-

tional horse  six  cents ;  for  every  chair  or  pleasure  carriage,  with  one 
horse,  twelve  and  an  half  cents,  and  for  every  additional  horse  six 
cents ;  for  every  cart  drawn  by  two  oxen,  eight  cents,  and  lor  every 
additional  yoke  three  cents;  tor  every  saddle  or  led  1 1  or  Be,  f<ur

ty of  Madison,"  passed  April  18lh,  18 15,  relative  to  the  Londs  for  the 
purchase  monies,  of  the  lots  therein  mentioned,  shall  be  and  the  same 
are  extended  to  the  bonds  given  on  lots  number  one,  located  to  John 
Woollaver;  lot  number  twe,  located  to  Johu  Schuyler;  lot  number 
six,  located  to  Sylvanus  Seeber;  and  lot  number  seven,  located  to 
William  Seeber,  on  thfewrth  side  of  the  two  mile  strip  of  the  Oneida

WHEREAS  the  proprietors  of  the  aqueduct  in  the  city  of  Hud- 
son, have,  by  their  petition,  represented  that  the  laws  relative  to  the 
said  aqu-dutt,  now  in  force,  have  been  found  by  experience  insuffi- 
cieat  for  the  due  regulation  and  management  of  the  same,  and  have

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  efNerv-¥orkf  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly)  That  Robert  Jenkins,  William 
Johnson,  Judah  Paddock,  Ebenezer  Comstock  and  Gaj  er  Gardner 
and  others,  their  pre? ent  and  future  associates,  their  successors  and 
assigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  aod  declared  to  be  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  in  fact,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Presi- 
dent and  Directors  of  the  Hudson  Aqueduct  Company ;"  and  by 
that  name  may  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  in  law  be  capa- 
ble of  suing  and  being  sued ,< in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  and 
may  have  a  common  seal,  with  power  to  alter  the  same,  and  by  the 
name  and  style  aforesaid,  capable  of  purchasing  and  holding  such* 
real  property  as  shall  be  necessary  to  attain  the  object  of  this  in- 
corporation;  Provided,  such  real  estate  shall  not  exceed  in  value 
ten  thousand  dollars.

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CHAP.  XIAX. 


AN  ACT  for  the  payment  by  this  State  of  Us  quota  of  the  dire* 
tax,  laid  upon  the  Untied  Stales  by  an  act  of  Congress,  passed 
the  jjfth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen. 

Passed  March  25,  1816. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  this  state  shall  and  will  pay 
into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States  of  America,  its  quota  of  the 
direct  tax  laid  upon  the  United  States  by  the  act  of  Congress,  passed 
the  fifth  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen,  entitled 
"an  act  to  reduce  tbe  Amount  of  direct  tax  upon  the  United  States 
and  the  district  of  Columbia,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  ^|reet  ^  rf 
and  sixteen,  and  to  repeal  iu  part  the  act,  entitled  "aaact  to- provide  the  ik 
additional  revenues  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  government,  and 
.  maintaining  the  public  credit,  by  laying  a  direct  tax  upon  the  United 
States*  and  to  provide  for  assessing  the  same,1'  and  the  act,  entitled 
"  an  act  to  provide  additional  revenue  for  defraying  the  expenses  of 
government,  and  maintaining  the  public  credit,  by  laying  a  direct 
tax  upon  the  district  of  Columbia,"  oo  or  before  the  first  day  of 
May  next,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  said  act;  and  that  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  of  this  state,  to  give  notice  hereof 
to  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  April  next 


CHAP.  L. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  the  people  of  (he  United  Society  called 

Shakers. 

Passed  March  29,  1816. 

BE  it  enacted  by  ihe  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  present  and  future  mem- 
bers of  the  united  society  called  Shaken,  shall,  from  and  after  the 
passing  of  this  act,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  exempted  from  all  manner 
of  military  services  within  this  state,  and  from  any  commutation  in 
lieu  thereof  in  time  of  peace* 


CHAP.   LI. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  the  Children  of  the  late  Robert  Ed- 

meston. 

Passed  March  29,  1810* 

WHEREAS  Robert  Edmeston,  late  of  the  kingdom  of  Great* 
Britain,  on  the  seventh  day  of  June,  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
tod  eighty-eight,  in  pursuance  of  an  act,  entitled  '*  an  act  to  natural- 
ize Robert  Edmeston,"  passed  the  sixth  day  of  February,  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  became  a  naturansed  citizen 
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of  this  state,  and  did  by  said  act,  and  by  a  patent  issued  to  said 
Robert  Edmeston,  on  the  ttrenty^seveuth  day  of  May,  one  ihotisaud 
aeyep  hundred  and  ninety-one,  became  vested  in  fee  with  the  title 
to  certain  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  within  the  same. 
And  whereas  ttie  said  Robert  Edmeston,  intending  to  bring  his  family 
to  this  country   in  order  to  a  permanent  resident  in  the  Fame,  do 

Earted  for  England,  and  there  died  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven 
uodred  and  ninety-two,  leaving  three  children,  Samuel  Raiker  Edr 
mestou,  Elizabeth  Francis  Edmestou,  and  Andrew  Edmeston,  his 
only  heirs  at  law,  then  residing  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Rritain. 
And  whereas  Andrew  Eamesio ),  one  of  the  said  children  of  the  said 
-Robert  Edmeston,  now  resiling  in  the  town  ol  Otsego,  in  the  county 
of  Otsego,  did,  on  the  fourth  fr«y  of  February,  in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  twelve,  in  pursuance  of  the  laws  of  the.  United 
States,  declare  in  open  court  h.s  intention  to  bccc.me  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States.  And  whereas  it  is  represented  to  the  Legislature, 
that  some  contracts  in  relation  to  the  lands  the  said  Robert  Edmeston 
became  entitled  to  as  aforesaid,  have  been  made  by  liixn,  or  his  re* 
preventatives  or  agents,  with  certain  persons,  which  have  not  been 
fulfilled  by  ether. party  to  them,  on  account  of  the  peculiar  situation 
o»'  thetiie  of  said  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments :  Therefore, 

I.  BIS  it  enacted  hy  the  people  rf  the  Sta'c  of  S  en-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,   That  the  title  of  the  said  Robert 

.       Edmeston  to  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  whereof  he  died 
*t  the  lata    seised  in  the  state  of  New- York,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
^tedhMri! VC8te(l  *n  Samuel  Barker  Edmeston,  Elizabeth  Francis  Edmeston 
chUdMB.      and  Andrew  Edmestou.     And  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  aforesaid  persons,  or  any  of  them,  to  have  and  to  hold  the  same; 
to  his,  ber  or  their  heirs  or  assigns  forever,  aoy  plea  of  alienage  I© 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.     Provided  always,  that  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  the  said  Samuel  Darker  Edmeston,  Elizabeth  Francis 
An  eonditfon  Fdmeston  and  Andrew  Ednieston,  or  the  heirs  or  assigns  of  any  one 
■»!«"«•  be  0f  them,  being  aliens,   to  reserve  any  rent  or  service  whatsoever, 
upon  any  grant,  lease,  demise  or  conveyance  wha'.soever,  to  be  made 
of  any  such  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments;  and  all  rentp,  pay- 
ments, services  or  reservations  whatsoever,  which  shall  be  reserved 
or. made  payable  in  or  by,  or  in  consequence  of  any  such  lands  or 
tenements,  *ha!l  be  utterly  void  and  of  no  effect :  Provided  always* 
StJSJto  *n*  I"'8  ac*  fe  on  the  express  condition,  that  die  pcisous  to  whom  the 
•ci'abeitkn.  tide  is  hereby  passed,  shall  duly  convey  to  the  actual  settlers  on  the 
said  lands,  so  much  thereof  as  is  within  their  actual  possession,  on 
such  terms  as  to  compensation  and  time  of  payment,  and  the  value 
?mpE?b£    of  the  security  to  be  given  therefor,  as  the  chief  justice  and  surveyor- 
feefctei  by    general  shall,   on  a  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  deem  reasonable 
£diam££  •**  J"8**    And  provided  also,  that  thej  shall  pay  all  such  expenses 
gtuavi.       as  have  been  incurred'  in  the  prosecution  of  the  escheat  of  the  said 
lands  as  the  said  .chief  jusvjee  and  surveyor  general  shall  deem  rea- 
sonable. 

II.  And  he  it  farther  enacted,  That  it  sliall  be  lawful  for  the 
JjJ^b^  justices  of  the  peace  in  (his  state,  to  issue  subpoenas  to  compel  wit- 
*wi*pvr  nesses  to  attend  and  give  evidence  before  the  commissioners  mentioned 

in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  on  default  of  attendance,  such 
witnesses  shall  suffer  the  same  penalties  as  are  inflicted  by  the  act, 
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entitled  "  an  act  for  the  recovery  of  debts  to  the  value  of  twenty-fire 
dollars,*  for  default  in  attending  i  he  justice's  court  when  sunpoenaed, 
to  be  levied  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  and  for  the- same  pur- 
poses, on  complaint  of  any  person  aggrieved  by  such  default.     And 
further,  that  if  any  person,  in  any  oath  to  be  taken  or  made  under 
or  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  shall  wilfully  and  knowingly  affirm  or 
swear  falsely,  the  person  so  offending  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  pajns 
and  penalties,  as  those  who  are  convicted  of  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury.  JJJ*  ***** 
And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  mentioned  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  to  require  the  person  or  persons  applying  to 
them  fov  an  examination  of  witnesses,  to  give  reasonable  notice  to  the  v&]ct  n  te 
settlers  of  the  lands  herein  mentioned  ;  and  that  no  examination  of  pvJ»  *°  *• 
witursscs  be  taken  by  them  without  satisfactory  proof  that  such  notice 
has  been  giveu.

AN  ACT   to  incorporate  the  Ulica  Insurance  Company. 

Passed  March  29,  1816. 

WHEREAS  it  has  been  represented  to  this  Legislature,  that 
iucorpor at rog  an  Insurance  company,  which  has  been  formed  in  the 
village  of  Utica,  will  tend  to  mitigate  the  awful  calamities  of  fire,  to 
give  greater  security  to  manufacturer?,  and  more  confidence  to  those  TmaNk. 
who  adventure  their  properly  on  our  vast  uavigable  waters.  And 
whereas  it  doth  appear,  that  these  objects  are  laudable,  and  that  a 
company  promoting  them  in  the  interior  of  our  country,  where  the 
profits  must  necessarily  be  small,  should  be  liberally  encouraged  : 
Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  Stale  of  New-Yorfa  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  Mich  persons  as  now  are  associ- 
ated, or  hereafter  shah  associate  together  for  the  purpose,  shall  be  and 
hereby  are  constituted  and  d«  eland  to  be,  from  time  to  time,  and  at 
all  times  hereafter,  from  the  passing  of  this  act  until  tlie  first  Tuesday 
of  July,  which  will  be  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-six,  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the 

name  of  the  "  Utica  Insurance  company ;"  and  that  by  the  same  Declared  a 
name  they  and  their  successors,  during  the  period  aforesaid,  shall  and  **£y  ' 
may  have  continual  succession,  and  bhall  be  capable  in  law  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being 
answered  Unto,  defending  and  being-defended,  io  all  courts  and  places 
whatsoever,  and  ia  all  manner  of  actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters 
and  causes  whatsoever ;  and  that  they  and  their  successors  may  have 
a  common  seal,  aud  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure; 
and  by  the  same  name  be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  convey- 
ing any  estate  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation,  in 
the  convenient  transaction  of  its  business,  and  subject  to  the  restric- 
tions and  conditions  herein  after  contained. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  corporation  shall  hare 
full  power  and  authority  to  make  contracts  of  insurance,  with  any  , 
person  or  persons,  body  corporate  or  politic,  against  losses  or  damages    * 
by  fire  or  otherwise,  of  any  houses,  or  boats,  ships,  vessels,  or  build- 
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logs  whatsoever,  and  of  any  goods,  chattels  or  personal  estate  what* 
7toCbTsu£8oever'  aof*  *N  kinds  of  Insurance  upon  the  inland  transportation  of 
jceu  of  uubc  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  for  such  term  or  terms  of  time,  and  for 
anMa  such  premium  or  consideration,  and  umter  such  modifications  and 

restrictions,  as  may  be  agreed  on  between  the  said  corporation  aud 
the  person  or  persons  agreeing  with  them ;  aud  in  general,  of  doing 
and  performing  in  these  operations,  all  the  business  generally  per- 
formed by  insurance  companies ;  excepting  therefrom,  that  this  cor- 
ggjffiff    poration  shall  not  engage  in  loaning  airy  money  upon  bottomry  aod 
respondentia,  nor  in  making  any  insurance  upon  any  life  or  lives,  by 
way  of  tontine  or  otherwise,  nor  in  issuing  any  ootps  which  grant  of 
stipulate  to   pay   annuities  upon  any  life  or  lives ;  any  thing  which 
may  be  in  the  practice  or  charter  of  any  other  insuiance  company  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding ;  and  excepting  farther,  the  restrictions 
aod  prohibitions  herein  after  contained. 
a»cen»s  to     Hi*  And  be  it  farther  enacted.  That  the  stock,  property,  estate, 
br  timSn!  a^r8  ^  concerns  of  the  said  corporation,  shall  be  managed  and 
m        conducted  by  directors ;  who  shall,  alter  the  first  election,  be  annually 
elected  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  July  in  each  year,  and  at  such  time 
1  of  the  day,  aod  at  such  place,  as  shall  have  been  regulated  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  company  ;  and  the  directors  so  elected,  shall  hold  their 
Sera!??    offices  for  one  year  from  the  day  ou  which  they  are  elected;  and 
ie»ted.        public  notice  shall  in  each  case  be  given,  of  the  number  of  directors 
to  be  elected,  and  of  the  time  and  place  as  aforesaid,  not  less  than 
KoHeetobe  fourteen  days  previously  thereto,  in  one  of  the  public  newspapers 
given.         printed*  in  the  village  of  Utica.    And  all  elections  shall  be  by  ballot, 
and  the  persons  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes,  shall  be  elected; 
and  each  stockholder  who  may  vote  at  any  such  election,  shall  be 
ttov  w*   entitled  to  as  many  votes  as  he  or  she  may  possess  shares  of  stock  of 
cwnioeted.    the  said  corporation  ;  and  at  every  election,  the  stockholders  may 
vote  either  in  person  or  by  proxy ;  and  the  persons  who  may  be  chosen 
to  be  directors,  shall  meet  as  soon  as  may  be  after  every  election,  and 
President,    choose  out  of  their  number  one  person  to  be  president ;  and  in  case  of 
m    own*  tjje  ^ealu>  resignation,  inability  or  refusal  to  serve,  of  the  president  or 
any  of  the  directors,  tlie  vacancy  thereby  occasioned  in  the  number 
of  the  directors,  may  be  supplied,  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  in 
which  it  may  happen,  by  the  remainder  of  the  directors  for  the  time 
being;  and  the  number  of  directors  of-  the  said  corporation,  shall 
£«o52oi2,lcver  exceed  nine  persons,  and  they  shall  be  stockholders  of  the  said 
en.  corporation,  and  citizens  of  this  state. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  a  share  in  the  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  the  number  of  shares 
shall  never  exceed  two  thousand.

duty  of  the  tfaid  directors,  as  soon  as  may  be,  to  dispose  of  all  the

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%t  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation,  which  may  have  been  loaned 
by  the  said  corporation,  and  all  debts  of  any  .nature,  whiofi  may  be

WHEREAS  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of 
New  York  have  by  their  memorial,  represented  to  the  legislature 
that  ihry  axe  desirous  to  become. possessed  of  the  lands,  tenement

ed  south- westerly  by  Beekman'sslip,  north-westerly  by  Front-street, 
north-easterly  by  Crane-wharf,  and  south-easterly  by  the  East  riv- 
er, for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  an  extensive  and  commodious 
public  market,  and  with  the  right  of  converting  and  disposing  of  the , 

•  said  lands  and  premises,  for  other  public  purposes,  or  otherwise, 
whenever  they  or  their  successors  may  deem  the  continuance  of  the 
said  market  there  unnecessary ;  and  that  they  are  willing  and  desir- 
ous to  defray  the  whole  expense  of  the  purchase  of  the  said  premises, 
out  of  the  city  treasury,  upon  the  said  premises  being  vested  in.  them, 
in  fee  simple,  but  that  the  present  law  presents  difficulties  which  ren- 
der legislative  interference  necessary,  and  praying  the  aid  of  the  le- 
gislature in  the  premises:  And  whereas  the  said  prayer  appears  rea-

AN  ACT  to  regulate  Hie  tare  of  Butter  Firkins,   and  for  other 

purposes. 

Passed  April  12,  1816. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  tlie  people  of  the  State  of  New-Ycrk,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  aud  after  the  first  day 

Virkjng  to  °f  March  next,  any  firkin   in  which  any  butter  or  lard  shall    be 

be  weighed  packed  for  sale,  shall  be  carefully  weighed  by  the  person  or  person* 

&  narked.   packing  the  same,  and  the  true  weight  of  such  firkin  shall  be  marked 

or  stamped,  ia  a  legible  or  durable  manner,   on  one  of  the  staves 

thereof,  together  villi  the  initial  letters  of  the  name  of  the  person 

so  packing  the  same. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,    That  from  and  after  the  day 
aforesaid,  no  butter  or  lard  shall  be  exposed  to  sale  in  any  firkin, 

Penalty  for  unless  such  firkin  shall  be  so  marked  or  stamped  as  aforesaid ;  and 
•ot  marking  ^^  if  any  person  shall  knowingly  expose  or  offer  for  sale,  a*ry  firkio 
of  butter  or  lard,  not  marked  or  btampe.d  as  aforesaid,  lie  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  every  offence,'  to  be  recovered 
by  ^ny  person  who  shall  sue  for  the  same,  in  an  action  of  debt,  ia 
any  court  having  cognizance  thereof. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person,  from  and 
•r  fairly  a^er  tne  day  aforesaid,  shall  put  any  false  mark  on  any  such  firki(\ 
markiog.     or  shall  expose  or  offer  for  sale,  or  shall  sell  any  butter  or  lard,  in  any 

firkin  which  such  person  shall  know  to  be  falsely  marked,  such  person 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  ofituce,  to  be 
recovered  by  any  person  who  shall  sue  for  the  same  iu  manner  aforesaid. 
J  TV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  bn  eveiy  sale  of  any  firkiu 

^  of  butter  or  lard,  the  weight  so  marked  or  stamped  on  such  firkin, 

together  with  an  addition  of  two  pounds  weight,  shall  be  deemed  and 
taken  to  be  the  tare  of  such  firkin. 


CHAP.  XCVII. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Spencer  and  Candor  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Passed  April  12,  1816. 

I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly^  That  Eleazer  Dana,  Andrew  Pur- 
6y7  Henry  Miller,  Joel  Smith,  George  Allen,  and  all  such  other 
persous,  as  with  them  shall  associate  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
otiicT^ia^  good  and  sufficient  turnpike  road,  to  begin  near  the  court  house  in 
•orpontcd.  the  town  of  Spencer,  thence  running  the  most  convenient  direction 
until  it  intersects  the  Owego  and  Ithtca  turnpike,  near  the  house  of 
Abet  Hart,  in  the  town  of  Candor,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the 
name  of  the  President,  Directors  and  Company  of  the  Spencer  and 
Candor  turnpike  road,  and  by  that  name  they  shall  and  may  have 
continual  succession,  and  be  persons  iu  law  capable  of  suing  aud 


E.  Dana  and* 
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being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  an- 
swered unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  place* 
whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of  actions  and  complaints,  matters  and 
causes ;  and  by  the  same  name  and  style,  shall  be  in  law  capable  of 
purchasing  and  holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  and  personal, 
for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation :  Provided,  that  such  estate,  Wi^^^.

of  said  village  to  be  trustees  thereof :  and  that  the  said  justice  shall 
preside  at  such  meeting,  and  declare  the  several  persons  having  a 
majority  of  votes  as  duly  chosen  as  trustees ;  and  on  every  second 
Tuesday  of  May  thereafter,  there  shall  in  like  manner  be  a  new 

f.  .  n<v  election  of  trustees  of  said  village,  and  the  trustees  for  the  time 
Jrlofiultt  being  shall  preside  at  juich  election,  and  shall  in  like  manner  give 
election     notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same. 

II.  And be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  freeholders  an#  inhabitants 
Body  politic  foresaid  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic 
tcoKyomttftnd  corporate,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Trustees  of  the  village  of 

Hamilton,"  and  by  that  name  they  and  tlieir  successors  may  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  be  persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  and  of  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  of 
justice  and  in  all  actions  and  causes  whatsoever  ;  and  may  have 
a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  shall  be  in 
law  capable  of  holding,  purchasing  and  conveying  any  estate,  real 
and  personal,  for  the  public  use  of  said  village,  and  of  erectirg 
public  buildings,  and  of  making  any  other  necessary  improvements ; 
which  money  so  to  be  raised,  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  freeholder* 
Afsmnenit  and  inhabitants  of  said  village,  in  proportion  to  !he  relative  value  ef 
<o  be  pro-  y^  prop^y  therein,  to  be  assessed  by  three  judicious  assessors  to 
be  chosen  from  amongst  the  freeholders  in  said  village,  at  their  annual 
meetings,  and  collected  by  a  collector  to  be  appointed  by  the  trustee* 
aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  for  that  purpose, 
signed  by  the  trustees  or  a  majority  of  them,  and  when  so  collected, 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer,  to  the  use  of  the  corporation, 
and  drawn  out  of  the  treasury  by  the  trustees,  and  applied  to  the 
purposes  for  which  it  shall  be  raised,  which  said  treasurer  shall  be 
appointed,  appointed  by  the  trustees,  and  for  whose  responsibility  the  said 
trustees  shall  be  liable  :  Provided  nevertheless,  that  no  tax  shall  be 
levied  or  monies  assessed,  raised  or  collected  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, nor  any  purchases  of  sale  of  any  real  estate  be  made,  em  any 
public  buildings  erected  or  disposed  of  without  the  consent  of  the

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Freeholders  and  inhabitants  aforesaid,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  who 
shall  attend  at  a  public  meeting  duly  notified  by  the  trustees  of  said 
village,  or  a  justice  M  the  peace  as  aforesaid.  And  providedfurther, 
that  every  assessment  made  for  the  raising,  levelling,  paving  or  re-

ways;  relative  to  the  public  markets;  relative  to  all  necessary  means, 
for  preventing  and  extinguishing  fires;  relative  to  slaughter  houses 
and  nuisances ;  relative  to  any  thing  whatsoever,  that  may  tend  to  the 
police  and  good  government  and  order  of  the  said  village,  which  may 
not  be  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  or  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the 
United  States :  and  may  make  and  provide  such  reasonable  fines 
against  the  breach  of  such  laws,  as  they  may  think  proper,  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  dollars  for  any  one  offence,  to  be  prosecuted  and 
recovered  by  the  trustees,  in  their  own  name,  before  any  justice  of 
the  peace  in  the  county  of  Madison,  and  paid  over  to  the  treasurer, 
for  the  use  of  the  said  freeholders  and  inhabitants  as  aforesaid.

Passed  April  12,  1816. 

WHEREAS  it  is  represented,  that  the  bridge  erected  by  the 
Said  company  over  the  Schoharie  creek,  is  in  a  state  of  rapid  decay, 
Insomuch  that  it  is  dangeious  and  unsafe  to  pass  over  it ;  that  the 
unexpired  term  of  the  said  act  of  incorporation,  will  not  justify  the 
petititiooer*  to  repair  and  rebuild  the  said  bridge,  as  it  would  be 
attended  with  a  sacrifice  of  property,  unless  there  is  an  extension  of 
the  charter  of  the  said  company  :  In  remedy  whereof, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  Thai  the  term  of  twenty  five  years 
mentioned  in  the  first  enacting  clause  of  the  act  hereby  amended, 

'  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  continued  and  extended,  until  the 
twenty-eighth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
one,  any  thing  in  the  said  clause  hereby  amended  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.

a  grist  mill,  for  the  purpose  of  grinding  tor  their  own  family's  use, 
■hall  pass  and  rapass  the  said  bridge  without  paying  toll ;  and  also* 
all  persons  drawing  fire  wood  for  sale,  shall  pass  the  said  bridge  by 
paying  half  the  rate  of  toll  men'ioned  in  the  ninth  section  of  the  act 
jiereby  amended,  any  thing  therein  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  proviso  of  the  ninth 
section  of  the  act  hereby  amended  is  repealed.

And  be  it  father  enacted,  That  the  said  James  Le  Ray  Do 
Chaumont,  his  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  shall,  'as 
to  the  turnpike  road  to  this  act  authorised  to  be  made,  have  and 
enjoy  all  the  rights,  privileges,  Doners  aud  immunities,  which  are 
given  and  granted  iu  the  act  herein  amended,  and  shall  br  subject 
to  all  the  conditions,  provisions,  restrictions  and  regulations  contained 
in  the  said  act*

AN  ACT  to  revive  and  amend  an  act,  entitled  «  an  act  to  incor* 
porate  the  Cortland  and  Seneca  Turnpike  Company." 

Passed,  April  12,  1816. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  act,  entitled  "an  act  to 
incorporate  the  Cortland  and  Seneca  turnpike  company /''passed  the

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  soon  as  two  hundred  snares, 
instead  of  five  hundred  shares  required  by  the  before  meutioned  act, 
of  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  subscribed,  the  subscribers 
shall  proceed  to  choose  their  directors,  to  manage  the  concerns  of 
said  company  agreeable  to  the  said  act,  relative  to  turnpike-  com- 
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CHAP.  CX. 


AS  ACT  for  (he  relief  of  John  Jay  and  Peter  Jay  Munro, 

Passed  April  12,  1816. 

WHEREAS  John  Jay  and  Peter  Jay  Macro  have  represented 
to  the  Legislature,  that  previous  to  the  last  May  terra  of  the  supreme 
court,  they  were  respectively  6eised  in  fee  as  teoaets  in  common  of 
one  undivided  fourth  part  of  the  thirteenth  township  of  Scriba's  patent, 
being  part  of  the  town  of  Constantia,  in  the  county  of  Oneida,  and 
that  the  remainder  of  the  said  township  was  owned  by  persons  to  them 
unknown;  that  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fourteen, 
they  instituted  in  the  said  court  a  suit  at  law,  for  the  partition  of  the 
said  township;  that  commissioners  were  appointed  by  the  said  court 
to  make  partition  thereof,  who  divided  the  sameicto  lots,  and  allotted 
a  part  thereof  to  the  said  John  Jay,  a  part  thereof  to  the  said  Peter 
Jay  Muuro,  and  a  part  thereof  to  the  said  unknown  owners;  that  the 
said  partition  was  confirmed  by  the  judgment  of  the  said  court,  at 
the  last  May  term  thereof;  that  the  said  John  Jay  paid  to  the  comp- 
troller of  this  state,  his  equal  fourth  part  of  all  taxes  assessed  upon 
the  said  land,  before  the  partition   thereof;  that  the  said  Peter 
Jay  Muoro  has  paid  1i:s  equal  fourth  part  of  all  such  taxes,  except 
a  small  sum,  the  omission  to  pay  which  was  occasioned  by  mistake ; 
that  the  said  unknown  owners  having  omitted  to  pay  their  proportion 
of  the  said  taxes,  the  said  comptroller  in  November  last  sold,  for  the 
arrears  of  taxes  which  had  been  assessed  on  the  said  land,  four  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  acres  of  the  said  township,  no  regard  being  had 
to  the  said  partition ;  which  representations  appear  to  the  Legislature 
to  be  true.  , 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  several  lots  and  parcels  of 
land  allotted  to  the  said  John  Jay  by  the  said  partition,  that  is  to  say, 
lots  number  one,  founcen,  sixteen,  twenty-six,  twenty-eight,  twenty- 
nine,  thirty- five,  thirty-six,  thirty-eight,  thirty-nine,  forty -six  and  tlie 
uorth  east  quarter  of  lot  number  thirteen,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  discharged  and  exonerated  from  the  payment  of  all 
arrears  of  taxes  remaining  due  upon  the  said  township,  at  the  time  of 
the  completion  of  the  said  partition,  and  from  the  interest  and  costs 
accrued  thereon,  and  from  the  sale  before  mentioned. 

II.  And  be  &  further  enacted,  That  if  the  said  Peter  Jay  Muoro 
■hall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  ol  May  next,  pay  to  the  comptroller 
tlie  sum  of  eighty-four  dollars  and  thirty-nine  cents,  beiug  the  princi- 
pal and  interest  of  the  sum  so  omitted  to  be  paid  by  him  as  aforesaid,

four,  forty,  forty-three,  forty-four,  and  the  north-west  quarter  of  lot   J* 
number  thirteen,  shall  be  discharged  and  exonerated  from  the  pay«fe  1 
meot  of  all  arrears  of  taxes  remaining  due  upon  the  said  township  tft? 
the  time  of  the  completion  of  the  said  partition,  and  from  the  interest 
and  costs  accrued  thereon,  aod  from  the  sale  before  mentioned* 
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III.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  residue  gl  the  said 
township  shall  be  subject  to  the  said  arrears,  interest  auneosts,  and 
to  the  said  sale,  ft)  like  manner  as  if  the  said  at  rears  had  been  ori- 
ginally assessed  and  chargeable  on  the  said  residue  only.

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Ilhata 
and  Geneva  Turnpike*  Company. 

Passed  April  12,  1816. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  tf  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assemhfyr  That  the  time  mentioned  in  the  act 
incorporating  said  company  for  the  completion  of  the  road,  shall  be 
and  hereby  is  extended  to  the  first  day  of  October,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventeen  5  and  if  said  road  be  completed  by  the 
day  last  mentioned,  the  said  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  and  remaiu 
in  full  force,  any  thing  therein  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 


CHAP.  CXIL      . 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act,  entitled  "an  act  to  incorporate  the 
Washington  Insurance  Company  of  the  city  of  New-York" 
passed  March  13,  1814. 

Passed  April  12,  1&16. 

WHEREAS  it  has  been  represented  by  the  memorial  of  the  said 
company,  under  their  seal,  that  it  would  be  of  very  great  convenience 
to  the  said  company,  and  the  persons  who  transact  business  with 
them,  that  the  said  company  should  be  authorised  to  dispense  with

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
Washington  insurance  company  of  the  city  of  New-York  to  dispense 
with  the  use  and  application  of  their  seal  to  such  policies  of  insurance 
as  may  be  hereafter  made  or  entered  into  by  the  said  corporation, 
with  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever ;  and  that  all  policies 
of  insurance  hereafter  to  be  made  or  entered  into  by  the  said 
corporation,  though  not  uuder  their  seal,  if  subscribed  by  the  presi- 
dent, or  in  case  of  his  absence,  resignation  or  inability  to  act,  by 
the  president  pro  tempore,  or  such  officer  or  officers,  or  person  or 
persons,  as  may  be  for  that  purpose  authorised  by  the  act  of  incorpo- 
ration or  thejty-laws  of  said  incorporation,  and  countersigned  by  the 
secretary,  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  upon  the  said  corporation, 
and  shall  have  the  like4  force  and  effect,  to  all  intents  and  purposes, 
as  If  the  seal  of  the  said  corporation  had  been,  or  was  affixed  thereto; 
and  that  an  action  upon  the  case  may  be  maintained  thereon,  against 
the  said  corporation.

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  qf Nero-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Robert  T.  Shaw,   William 

R.  T.  Shaw  Goodwin,  Joha  Ellis,  John  Marsh,  Joseph  Knittles,  Elijah  Conger, 
*0therain- Richard  Townley,  Abraham  Ozroan,  Harmon  Newman,  William 
corporate*].  Miller,  Asa  Church,  and  all  such  ether  persons  as  with  them  shall  asso- 
ciate, to  make  a  good  and  sufficient  road,  to  begin  at  or  near  the 
house  of  Daniel  Miller,  in  the  town  of  Homer,  in  the  county  of  Cort- 
land, and  running  thence  the  moBt  direct  and  eligible  route  to  the 
houhe  of  John  Ellis,  in  the  town  of  Drydeo,  and  thence  along  the 
Btate  road  by  the  house  of  Robert  T.  Shaw,  to  Cayuga  lake,  near 
the  mouth  of  Salmon  Creek,  in  the  town  of  Genoa,  shall  be  and 
are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name, 
•  by  the  name  of  "  the  President,  Directors  and  Company  of  the 
Homer  and  Genoa  Turnpike  road,"  and  by  that  name  they  and 
fwren.  tne*r  successors  shall  and  may  have  coutiuuai  succession,  and  shall 
be  persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and 
being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and 
being  defended,  iu  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of 
actions,  suits,  matters  and  causes  ;  and  by  the  same  name  and  style 
shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any 
estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation :  Provuled, 
that  such  estate,  as  well  real  as  personal,  so  to  be  purchased  and  held, 
shall  be  necessary  to  fulfil  the  intent  of  the  said  corporation,  and  to 
no  other  purpose  whatsoever.

Rates  of  neater  or  less  distance,  that  is  to  saj*,  for  every  waggon  with  two 
horses  or  oxen,  twelve  and  an  hall  cents,  and  three  cents  for  every 
additional  horse  or  ox  used  before  any  waggon,  cart  or  other  car* 
riage ;  for  every  one  horse  cart  or  waggon,  six  cents ;  every  coach, 
coachce,  phaeton  or  curricle,  with  two  horses,  twenty-five  cents  ; 
for  every  sulkey,  chair,  chaise  or  other  one  horse  pleasure  carriage, 
twelve  and  an  half  cents  ;  for  every  cart  drawn  by  two  oxen,  eight 
cents,  and  for  every  additional  yoke,  four  cents;  for  eyery 
horse  and  rider  or  led  horse,  four  cents;  for  every  sleigh  or 
sled  drawo  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  six  c^uts,  and  for  every

Passed  April  9,  1816; 

I.  BE  $  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assenting,  That  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  be 
paid  to  William  Hotchkiss,  attorney  for  the  Brothertown,  Oneida 
and  Stockbridge  Indians,  by  the  treasurer  of  this  state,  on  the  war- 
rant of  the  comptroller,  being  the  balance  due  to  him  for  two  years* 
salary  ending  December  last,  by  virtue  of  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act 
relative  to  tjjie  different  tribes  and  nations  of  Indians,"  passed  April 
10,1813. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  treasurer,  <m  the  war- 
rant of  the  comptroller,  shall  hereafter,  annually,  pay  td  the  attorney 
of  the  said  Indians,  the  sum  of  seventy -five  dollars,  in  part  of  the 
salary  allowed  him  by  the  act  above  mentioned ;  and  that  the  remain* 
der  of  his  salary  shall  be  paid  in  the  manner  in  said  act  mentioned.

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  (he  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre-  T 
sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  whenever  any  tax,  of  any  de-  tob?i23e4 
acription,  on  lands  or  tenements  in  the  said  city,  shall  remain  unpaid 
on  ttye  day  upon  which  the  collectors  are  limited  by  law  to  account 
for  the  collection  of  the  same,  and  the  collector  of  the  ward  in  which 
the  same  shall  be  charged,  shall  make  such  affidavit  in  relation  to  the 
aaid  tax  as  is  specified  in  the  eleventh  section  of  the  act,  entitled 
**  an  act  for  (he  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,"  passed  April  5th, 
1813;  if  shall  be  lawful  for  the  mayor,  recorder  and  aldermen  of 
Xke  said  city,  or  any  five  of  them,  of  whom  the  mayor,  or  recorder 
•hall  be  one,  to  issue  a  warrant  under  their  bands  and  seals,  directed 
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to  fund  requiring  some  proper  person  to  levy  the  said  lax,  by  distress

terest  thereon,  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent,  per  annum  (the  interest 
on  said  tax  to  be  calculated  from  the  time  of  making  the  above  men- 
tioned affidavit,  and  the  interest  on  such  assessment  to  be  calculated 
from,  the  time  of  the  confirmation  of  the  said  assessment)  to  the  time 
of  payment,  with  the  charges  of  such  notice  and  advertisement,  to  the 
treasurer  or  chamberlain  of  the  said  city;  and  notice  shall  be  given 
by  such  advertise  meuts,  that  if  default  shall  be  made  in  such  pay- 
ment, such  lands  and  tenements  will  be  sold  at  public  auction,  at  a 
day  and  place  therein  to  be  specified,  for  the  lowest  term  of  years 
at  which  any  person  or  persons  shall  offer  to  take  the  same,  in  con- 
sideration of  advancing  the  said  tax  or  assessment,  and  the  interest 
thereon  as  aforesaid,  to  the  time  of  sale,  and  together  with  the  char- 
ges of  the  above  mentioned  notice  and  advertisement,  and  the  here- 
in  after  mentioned  certicate,  lease  and  advertisement,  and  all  other 
te  tddfor  a costs  and1  cnar?es  accrued  thereon  :  And  if,  notwithstanding  such 
term  of  yean  notice,  the  owner  or  owners  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  such  tax  or 
assessment,  with  interest  as  aforesaid,  and  the  charges  attending  such/ 
notice  and  advertisement,  then  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  foe 
tlie  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty,  to  cause  such  lands  and 
tenements  to  be  sold  at  public  auction,  for  a  term  of  years,  for  the 
purpose  and  in  the  manner  expressed  in  the  said  advertisements ;  and 
such  sales  shall  be  made  on  the  day  for  that  purpose  mentioned  in 
the  said  advertisements,  and  shall  be  continued  from  day  to  day,  if 
necessary,  until  all  the  lands  and  tenements,  so  advertised,  shall  be 
sold :  And  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  shall  give  to 
the  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  any  such  lands  and  tenements,  a  cer- 
tificate, in  writing,  describing  the  lands  and  tenements  bo  purchased 
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the  term  of  years  for  which  the  same  shall  have  been  sold*  the  sup 
paid  therefor,  and  the  time  when  the  purchaser  will  be  entitled  to  a 
lease  for  the  said  lands  and  tenement* :  And  the  mayor,  aldermen 
and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New-York,  shall  at  least  six  months 
before  the  expiration  of  two  years  after  any  such  sale,  cause  an  ad- 
vertisement to  be  published,  at  least  once  in  each  week  for  four  wee^s 
successively,  in  the  newspaper  printed  by  the  printer  to  this  state, 
and  in  one  of  the  public  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  of  New- York,

purchaser,  his  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  a  lease,  under  the 
common  seal  of  the  said  city,  of  the  lands  and  tcneuieots  so  sold)  for 
such  terni  of  years  as  the  same  shall  have  been  sold ;  and  such  lease 
shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the  sale  was  regular,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act :  And  such  purchaser  or  purchasers,  his, 
her  or  their  executors,  administrators  and  assigus  shall,  by  virtue 
thereof,  and  of  this  act,  lawfully  hold  and  enjoy  the  said  lands  and 
tenements,  in  the  said  lease  mentioned,  for  his,  her  or  their  own  pro* 
per  use,  against  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  said  all  claiming  under 
him,  her  or  them,  until  such  purchaser's  term  therein  shall  be  fully 
complete  and  ended :  And  the  said  purchaser  or  purchasers,  his,  her 
or  their  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
remove  all  the  buildings  and  materials  which  he,  she  or  they  shall 
erect  or  place  thereon,  during  the  said  term,  within  one  month  after

be  and  is  hereby  annexed  to  the  town  of  Alfred. 


CHAP.  CXIX. 

AN  ACT  concerning  the  proof  of  deeds  in  foreign  countries. 

Passed  April  12,  1816. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  acknowledgments  and 
proofs  of  any  deeds,  conveyances  or  writings  of  and  concerning  any 
lands,  tenements  or  real  estate,  within  this  state,  hereafter  to  be  made 
by  any  person  or  persons,  actually  residing  or  beiog  in  any  state  or 
kingdom  in  Europe,  before  any  minister  of  the  United  States,  resi- 
dent and  accredited  within  such  state  or  kingdom,  such  acknowledge 
ments  or  proofs  being  made,  takeo  and  certified  according  to  the  di- 
rections of  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  concerning  deeds,"  shall  be  of 
the  like  force  and  validity,  and  entitle  the  same  to  be  recorded  or 
registered  in  like  manner,  as  if  the  same  were  taken  or  made  before 
a  judge  of  the  supreme  court  of  this  state. 
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CHAP.  CXX. 

AN  ACT  to  divide  the  county  of  Montgomery  into  two  counties, 
and  for  other  purposes. 

Passed  April  12,  1816. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  qf  Nttv-York,  rtpre- Hamilton  - 
sented  in  Shnate  and  Assembly,  That  all  that  part  of  the  county  of  J"™]J  e~ 
Montgomery,  lying  north  of  the  tract  of  land,  called  Jeneyfield,  ^ 
and  the  south  bounds  of  the  township  of  Benson  continued  to  the 
west  bounds  of  the  county  of  Saratoga,  be  meted  into  a  county  by 
the  name  of  Hamilton,  and  that  the  remaining  part  of  the  county  of 
Montgomery  be  and  remain  a  separate  county,  by  the  name  of  Mont*

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Loop  are  hereby  authorised  to  erect  a  dam,  not  to  exceed  three  feet 
in  height,  across  the  Conhocton  river,  ia  the  county  of  Steuben, 
about  eight  miles  above  the  village  of  Bath,  and  on  the  lands  owued 
by  the  said  Cershom  Towner,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  mills : 
Provided,  that  the  said  Gershom  Towner  and  John  Loop  shall  erect 
an  apron  or  lock  in  the  said  dam,  of  such  construction  as  to  render 
the  passage  sale  and  easy  for  rafts,  arks  and  boats,  common  iu  said 
river,  at  all  times  during  the  continuance  of  said  dam :  And  provided 
further,  that  if  the  passage  aforesaid  shall  at  any  time  be  obstructed, 
the  grant  hereby  intended  to  be  made,  shall  be  absolutely  void. 

II.  And  be  U  further  enacted,  That  William  Wambaugh  is  hereby 
authorised  to  erect  a  dam,  not  to  exceed  two  feet  iu  height,  across 
4he  Canisteo  river,  about  thirty  reds  below  the  bridge  which  crosses 
naid  river,  in  the  town  of  Addison,  in  the  county  of  Steuben,  with 
the  privilege  of  erecting,  in  times  of  low  water,  when  the  said  river 
cannot  be  navigated,  slash  boards  three  feet  high  on  said  dam,  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  mills :  Provided,  that  the  said  William  Wam- 
baugh shall  erect  an  apron  or  lock  in  the  said  dam,  of  such  construc- 
tion as  to  render  the  passage  safe  and  easy  for  arks,  rafts  and  boats, 
common  in  said  river,  at  all  times  duricg  the  continuance  of  the  said 
dam :  And  provided  further,  that  if  the  passage  aforesaid  shall  at  any 
time  be  obstructed,  the  grant  hereby  intended  to  be  made,  shall  be 
absolutely  void :  And  provided  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  authorise  either  of  the  persons  herein  named  to  flood  the  lands 
of  any  other  person  or  persons. 


CHAP.  CXXIV. 

AN  ACT  to  alter  the  name  of  the  town  of  Bengal. 

Passed  April  12,  1816. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  first  day 
of  June  next  the  town  of  Bengal,  in  the  county  of  Oneida,  shall  be 
called  and  known  by  the  name  of  Vienna.

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  Eastern  Union  Turnpike. 

Passed  April  12,  1&16\ 

WHEREAS  the  president,  directors  and  company  of  the  Eastern 
tlnion  turnpike  road,  have  by  their  petition  set  forth,  that  they  have 
completed  more  than  nine  miles  of  the  said  road,  over  the  most  diffi- 
cult and  mountainous  part  of  the  same,  and  which  has  entirely  ex- 
hausted the  subscription  and  funds  of  the  said  company,  leaving 
about  three  miles  at  the  east  end,  and  two  miles  at  the  west  end  of 
the  tract  of  said  road  unfinished ;  and  praying  further  time  to 
finish  the  same,  and  to  be  permitted  to  erect  a  half  toll  gate  when 
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the  said  road  is  completed,  in  addition  to  the  gate  already  erected  : 
Therefore,  " 

BE  U  enacted  by  the  people  cf  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  time  for  finishing  the  said 
road  be  extended  to  the  first  day  of  July,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-seven  ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  . 
president,  directprs  and  company,  when  the  said  road  shall  be  com- 
pleted, to  erect  another  gate  on  the  same,  and  to  collect  thereat  one 
naif  the  tolls  now  allowed  to  be  collected  at  the  gate  already  erected,, 
and  to  continue  to  collect  at  the  gate  now  erected,  the  tolls  now  allowed 
by  law  to  be  received  at  the  same,  and  so  to  continue  to  receive  the 
same,  until  the  Legislature  shall  or  may  otherwise  direct. 


CHA?.  CXXVL 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act,  entitled  "mart  to  incorporate  the 
Hamilton  and  Skeneateles  Turnpike  Company?  passed  the  second 
day  of  April,  1800. 

Passed  April  12,  181*. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  cf  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Hamilton  and  Skeneateles 
turnpike  company,  to  demand  and  receive  toll  from  the  same  de- 
scription of  persons  as  are  liable  to  the  payment  of  toll  by  the  gene- 
ral law,  entitled  4(  an  act  relative  to  turnpike  companies,"  passed 
March  13th,  1807,  (excepting  such  persons  as  hereafter  are  excepted) 
-any  tiling  contained  in  the  said  act  of  incorporation  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  aH  persona  who  have  here- 
tofore been  stockholders  in  said  company,  or  have  in  any  way, 
either  by  subscribing  and  paying  for  the  making  of  the  said  turnpike 
road,  or  in  any  way  have, contributed  to  the  making  of  the  same, 
either  in  labor  or  money,  or  by  voluntary  donation  to  the  amount  of 
ten  dollars,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  be  under  the 
same  regulations  as  if  this  law  bad  not  been  passed. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  time  for  making  and 
completing  the  said  turnpike,  be  and  is  hereby  extended  until  the 
first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  nineteen.

I.  BE  it  enaeUd  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented m  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commissioners  of  higlrwayB.  in  the  town  of  Cazenovia,  in  the  county 
Of  Madison,  to  form  one  road  district  of  that  part  of  said  town,  com- 
pebended  within  the  limits  of  the  village  of  Cazenovia,  as  descrilied 
in  the  act  of  incorporation  of  said  village :  And  that  the  president  of 
•aid  village,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  the  overseer  of  highways  irx 
•aid  road  district ;  and  shall  cause  the  assessments  upon  the  inhabit- 
ants of  said  road  district,  under  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  regulate 
Wiwaya*  to  be  expended  within  the  limits  of  said  district. 

II.  And  be  kjurther  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  continue  in 
jorce  far  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  passage  thereof,  and  no

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assam  ly,  That  the  district  of  country  con- 
tained within  two  miles  square,  of  which  the  public  square  in  the  J*0*""?*  of 
village  of  Bath,  in  the  county  of  Steuben,  called  Pultney  square,  **  vlU*g* 
shall  be  the  centre,  shall  continue  to  be  known  and  dis«ingui  Jied  by 
the  name  of  the  village  of  Bath  :  And  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  Style,  ft*. 
of  said  village  qualified  to  vote  at  town  meetings,  and  who  may  from 
time  to  time  reside  within  the  aforesr.M  limits,  bhail  annually,  on  I  be 
second  Tuesday  of  May,  meet  at  (he  court-house  in  the  said  tillage, 
a  notice  of  which  meeting  eliall  be  made  in  writing,  and  signed  by  a 
justice  of  the  peace  residing  in  the  said  county  of  Steuben,  aud  put 
up  in  three  public  places,  ten  days  before  the  said  second  Tuesday 
in  May  next,  and  then  and  there  proceed  to  elect  five  discreet 
freeholders,  residents  within  said  village,  to  be  trustees  thereof;  who, 
-when  chosen,  shall  possess  the  several  powers  aud  Tights  hereinafter 
epecified  :  And  such  justice  shall  preside  at  such  election,  and  shall 
declare  the  persons  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes,  duly  elected 
trustees ;  aud  on  every  second  Tuesday  in  May,'  after  die  first  elec- 
tion of  trustees,  there  shall  in  like  maoBer  be  a  new  election  of  trus- 
tees for  said  village;  and  the  trustees  for  the  tin.e  being  shall 
perform  the  duties  required,  in  respect  to  notifying  meetings  and 
presiding  at  such  elections. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  ThBt  all  the  freeholders  and  In-

and  shall  be  In  law  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  aud  conveying 
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ao  y  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  public  use  of  said  village ;  and 
erecting  toy  buildings  or  aqueducts,  and  digging  any  reservoirs  for 
water,  for  the  use  of  the  said  village,  and  for  keeping  in  repair  such 
aqueducts,  buildings  and  reservoirs  <;  of  purchasing  and  keeping  in 
repair,  fire  engines,  ladders,  buckets  and  other  instruments,  for  ex- 
tinguishing fires,  for  improving  the  streets,  erecting  hay-scales,  and 
for  making  any  other  regulations;  for  preventing  and  extinguishing 
fires,  and  preventing  and  removing  nuisances  ;  and  for  raising  a  sum 
by  tax  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  :  Provided,  that  no  tax  shall  be 
levied,  or  money  rased,'  assessed  or  collected,  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  and  purchase  or  sale  of  any  real  estate  be  made,  and  no 
building  or  reservoir  be  made,  or  disposed  of,  without  the  consent 
of  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  said  village,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  at  the  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  trustees,  first 
obtained. 

III.  And  be  itfurther  enacted.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
trustees  of  said  village,  or  a  major  part  thereof  and  for  their  success^!* 
in  office  forever,  to  make,  ordain,  constitute  and  publish  such  prudeo-

fee  made,  deem  meet  and  proper,  and  such  in  particular  as  relate  to  public  mar- 
kets within  said  village ;  relative  to  the  streets,  alleys  and  highways 
therein  ;  and  draining,  filling  up,  paving,  flagging,  keeping  in  order 
and  improving  the  same ;  relative  to  slaughter  houses,  and  nui- 
sances generally ;  relative  to  a  town  watch,  and  lighting  the  streets 
of  the  said  village  ;  relative  to  the  number  of  taverns  or  inns  to  be 
licensed  in  the  said  village ;  relative  to  the  restraining  of  geese,  horses,

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  trustees  and  their  successors,  annually  to  assess  on  the  several  Taxe*. 
inhabitants  and  f reeeholders  living  in  the  said  village,  the  amount 

of  the  taxes  which  the  freeholdei-s  and  inhabitants  shall,  at  their 
annual  meetings,  determine  to  be  raised,  levied  or  collected,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  property  and  situation  of  the  inhabitants  so  to  be  assess- 
ed, and  the  advantages  they  shall  respectively  derive  from  said  tax; 
and  they  shall  also  execute  the  du;ies  of  fire-wardens  of  said  village, 
in  cases  of  fire  :  Provided,  that  if  any  person  shall  deem  himself  or 
herself  aggrieved  by  any  such  assessment  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  such  person  to  appeal  from  the  determination  of  the 
trustees  to  any  three  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  said  county  of 
Steuben,  giving  notice  to  the  said  trustees  of  such  appeal,  aod  of 
the  time  and  place  for  determining  thereof,  by  such  justices,  who 
shall  hear  the  same,  aw)  to  do  therein  what  to  justice  shall  appertain. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  trustees,   within  twenty 

days  after  their  election,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  shall,  and  it  feP^dentto 
hereby  made  their  duty,  to  assemble  at  some  convenient  place  in  e  ehow0' 
said  village,  and  there  to  choose  and  appoint  some  one  suitable 
person  of  their  body,  to  be  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and 
some  other  suitable  person  to  be  clerk  of  said  board  of  trustees ;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
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trustees;  to  order  extraordinary  meetings  whenever  he  may  consider 
it  for  the  interest  of  the  said  village ;  to  see  that  all  by-laws  and 
regulations  of  the  said  Tillage  are  enforced  and  faithfully  executed; 
to  prosecute  in  the  name  of  die  trustees  all  offences  against,  or  violations 
of  the  by-laws  ordained  and  published  as  aforesaid ;  to  keep  the  seal

passed  by  them  ;  and  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  remove  such 
clerk  and  appoint  another,  and  to  appoiut  one  pro  tempore  in  the 
absence  of  the  clerk ;  and  the  clerk  shall  receive  such  compensation 
for  his  services,  as  the  trustees  shall  deem  sufficient,  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  funds  of  the  village. 
Collector's  X.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  collector  shall,  within 
4uty.  auch  time  as  shall  be  hereafter  limited  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corpo- 
ration, after  receipt  of  his  warrant  for  the  collecting  any  tax  that 
may  have  been  ordered  to  be  raised,  collect  and  pay  the  same  over 
to  the  treasurer ;  and  that  such  collector  shall  have  and  exercise 
the  same  power  iu  collecting  said  taxes,  by  distress  and  -sale,  sb  the 
several  collectors  of  towns  have  iu  the  levying  and  collecting  of 
taxes  ;  and  that  all  monies,  which  may  at  any  time  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  treasurer,  shall  be  liable  to  be  drawn  out  by  the  trustees,  or

CHAP.  CXXXI. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Troy. 

Passed  April  12, 1816. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre-^^^  rf 
sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  that  district  of  country,  in  the  city  cf 
the  county  of  Rensselaer,  contained  within  the  boundary  lines  of  theTr°7* 
town  of  Troy,  as  now  established  by  law,  and  all  the  freemen  of  this   . 
state,  inhabitants  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  be  and  hereby  are  or- 
dained, constituted  and  declared  to  be,  from  time  to  time,  and  forev- 
er hereafter,  one  body,  corporate  and  politic,  in  bet  and  in  name,  by 
the  name  of  "  The  Mayor,  Recorder,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  Corporate 
the  city  of  Troy,9'  and  that  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors,  name,rightt 
forever,  shall  and  may  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  per-  "*  P0**1- 
sons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being 
defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of  ac- 
tions, suits,  complaints,  matters  and  causes  whatsoever,  and  of  what 
kind  or  nature  soever;  and  that  they  and  their  successors  may  have 
4  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure; 
and  also  thai  they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name  of  the  mayor, 
recorder,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  Troy,  shall  be  iu 
law  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or 
personal,  for  the  public  use  of  die  said  corporation;  and  that  the 
said  mayor,  aldermen,  recorder  and  commonalty,  and  their  succes- 
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son,  stall,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  become  and  be  absolutely  and  con*. 
pletely  vested  with,  possess  aud  eojoy  all  the  lands,  tenements,  here- 
ditaments, property,  rights,  causes  of  action,  privileges,  immunities 
and  estate  whatsoever,  both  in  law  and  equity,  in  possession,  leversioo 
or  remainder,  which  at  ibe  time  of  passing  of  this  act,  are  Vested  in 
or  belong  to  the  trustees  of  the  village  of  Troy ;  and  shall  be  vested 
with  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  which  the  said  trustees  are 
authorised  to  do  and  perform,  by  virtue  of  the  act,  entitled  "  an 
act  for  the  further  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Hudson  ri- 
ver, between  the  village  of  Troy  and  Coey man's  overslaugh,  passed 
1Mb  June,  1812:"  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained 
shall  affect  any  suit  or  suits  now  pending  in  the  name  of  the  trustees 
of  the  village  of  Troy. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  city  shall  be  divid- 
ed into  six  wards,  in  manner  following,  to  wit:  All  that  part  of  said 
city,  bounded  south  by  Poesteo  kill ;  west  by  the  west  bounds  of  said 
city ;  north  by  a  line  running  through  the  center  or  middle  of  Ferry- 
street,  and  parallel  with  the  same,  from  the  said  west  bounds  of  said 
city  to  the  east  bounds  of  the  village  of  Troy,  as  now  established  by 
law ;  aud  thence  on  the  same  east  bounds  of  the  village  of  Troy,  to 
said  Poesten-kill,  shall  constitute  one  ward,  and  be  denominated  the 
first  ward:  \nd  all  that  tart  of  said  city,  bounded  on  the  south  by 
the  north  bounds  of  said  first  ward ;  west  by  the  west  bounds  of  said 
city ;  and  north  by  a  line  running  from  said  west  boundsof  said  city 
through  the  center  or  middle  of  State-street,  and  parallel  therewith,  to 
the  east  bounds  of  the  village  of  Troy,  as  at  present  established  by 
law ;  and  thence  on  the  same  east  bounds  of  said  village,  to  the  place 
of  beginning,  shall  constitute  one  ward,  and  be  denominated  the  se- 
cond ward :  And  all  that  part  of  said  city,  bounded  on  the  south  by 
the  north  boundary  line  of  said  second  ward;  west  by  the  west  bounds 
of  said  city,  and  north  by  a  line  drawn  from  the  same  west  bounds 
of  said  city,  to  and  through  the  center  or  middle  of  Elbow-street,  to 
the  east  bounds  of  said  village,  as  now  established  by  law ;  and 
thence  on  the  same  east  bounds  of  said  village,  to  the  north  boundsof 
said  second  ward,  shall  constitute  one  ward,  and  be  denominated  the 
third  ward :  And  all  that  part  of  said  city,  bounded  on  the  south  by 
said  third  ward ;  west  by  the  west  bounds  of  said  city ;  north  by  the 
uortb  bounds  of  said  village  of  Troy,  as  now  established  by  law ;  and 
east  by  the  east  bounds  of  the  same  village,  shall  constitute  one  ward, 
and  be  denominated  the  fourth  ward :  And  all  that  part  of  said  city, 
not  included  in  either  the  Said  first,  second,  third  or  fourth  wards, 
which  lies  north  of  a  line,  beginning  at  the  bridge  standing  across 
Poesten-kill,  near  the  grist-mill  of  Townseod  M'Coun,  in  said 
city,  and  running  along  the  south  line  of  the  road  running  over  and 
across  said  bridge,  up  the  hollow,  until  it  intersects  the  road,  usually 
culled  the  Schuyler  road;  and  then  by  a  line  running  due  south,  to 
the  south  bounds  of  said  city,  shall  constitute  one  ward,  and  be  de- 
nominated the  fifth  ward :  Aud  all  the  rest  and  residue  of  the  same 
city,  not  included  within  the  bounds  of  either  of  the  before  mentioned 
wards,  shall  constitute  one  ward,  to  be  denominated  the  sixth  ward, 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  be,  and  forever  here*

per ticket,  containing  the  name  or  names  of  such  officer  or  officers  as

poor  in  said  city,  in  such  roanuer  as  the  common  council  may  direct ; 
and  of  making  all  orders  io  relation  to  the  poor  of  said  city :  And 
A\m-hoaa»Jurther,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  common  council,  whenever  they 
shall  think  proper,  to  erect  and  establish  an  alms-house,  in  said  city*, 
and  to  yearly  determine  the  sum  necessary  to  be  raised,  by  tax,  for 
the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  poor  of  said  city,  for  the  ensu- 
ing year ;  and  the  building  and  establishing  such  alms-house,  when* 
ever  they  shall  think  proper  to  build  and  establish  the  same,  and  the 
supervisors  of  the  county  of  Rensselaer,  being  served  with  a  copy  of 
the  resolution  of  said  common  council,  and  directing  such  sum,  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  raised,  assessed  and  collected  according  to  law: 
And  silch  monies  when  collected  by  tax,  shall  be  paid  to  the  cham- 
berlain of  said  city,  and  shall  be  drawn  for  and  applied  under  the 
direction  of  the  common  council :  And  further,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  common  council  to  pass  ordinances  for  regulating  the  alms-house, 
and  the  officers  thereof,  within  the  said  city,  and  to  appoint,  during 
pleasure,  all  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  good 
government  of  the  said  alms-house,  and  the  poor  therein ;  and  that 
the  monies  directed  by  law  to  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  poor, 
within  the  said  city,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  directed  by  the 
common  council  to  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  said  alms-bouse 
and  the  poor  within  the  same,  in  such  manner  as  the  said  common 
House  of  council  shall  deem  proper :  And  also,  for  establishing  a  house  of  cor* 
wrectioo.  rection,  for  petty  offender*  within  the  said  city ;  to  appoint,  during

CHAP.  CXXXIII. 

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  Shinecock  tribe  of  Indians. 

Passed  April  15,  1815. 

Ziustess  to  i.  BE  U  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Ncto-York,  repre- 
*  elected,  sente(t  t/l  Sctiate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  male 
Indians,  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  belonging  to  the  Shine- 
cock  tribe,  id  Suffolk  county,  to  meet  together  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  April,  in  every  year,  at  the  place  for  holding  town  meetings,  in 
the  town  o(Southampton,  and  by  plurality  of  voices,  annually  to  elect 
three  persons,  belonging  to  the  said  tribe,  as  trustees :  And  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  said  town  to  attend  and  preside  at  such 
meetings  of  the  said  Indians,  and  to  enter  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by 
him  for  that  purpose,  the  names  of  the  trustees  to  be  chosen  as  afore- 
said,  and  the  proceedings  of  such  trustees,  and  of  the  said  trustees' 
and  the  justices  hereafter  mentioned. 

JanJ* tobe     II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  trustees  are  hereby 

*      authorised  and  empowered,  from  time  to  time,  to  lay  out  and  appro-' 

priate  such  quantity  of  the  lands  of  the  said  tribe,  to  each  individual 

or  family  of  the  said  tribe,  as  they  shall  judge  proper  and  necessary 

ProTiio.  for  his  or  their  improvement :  Provided,  That  the  whole  quantity  so' 
laid  out  and  appropriated,  in  any  one  year,  shall  not  exceed  onehun- 
dred  and  twenty-five  acres :  And  the  said  trustees,  by  and  with  the 
consent  of  three  justices  of  the  peace,  residing  in  or  near  the  town  of 
Southampton,  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered,  from  time  to* 
time,  to  lease  out  so  much  of  the  said  lands,  as  they  shall  think  pro- 
per, for  the  benefit  of  the  said  tribe,  and  for  any  term  not  exceeding 
throe  years :  And  also  to  order  and  direct  on  what  part  of  the  said 
lands  fire-woo^  and  timber  may  be  cut  by  the  said  tribe  for  theiruse. 
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III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  not  of  the  Penalty  for 
said  tribe  shall  io  any  manner  hire,  use  or  occupy  any  of  the  said  Sf'tEe^triEi 
lauds,  Which  shall  be  so  (aid  out  and  appropriated  as  aforesaid,  such  tohirelaod* 
person  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  acre  so 
hired,  used  or  occupied;  and  if  any  person  shall  occupy  or  use  any 
of  the  said  lands,  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  said  trus- 
tees, and  of  at  least  two  of  the  said  justices  first  obtained  and  entered 
in  the  said  book,  sucji  person  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars  for  every  acre  so  used  or  occupied :  And  if  any  person  be- 
longing to  the  said  tribe,  shall  cut  any  wood  or  timber  on  the  said 
lands  without  such  order  aud  consent  of  the  said  trustees  aud  justices 
first  entered  in  the  said  book,  such  person  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  ten 
dollar  for  each  offence ;  the  one  half  of  which  penalties  shall  be  to 
the  use  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Southampton,  and 
the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  party  who  will  sue  for  the  same,  by 
action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof. 


CHAP.  CXXXIV. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  tp  establish  a  Turn- 
pike  Corporation  for  improving  and  making  a  road  from  the  I 

Susqtieliatmah  river,  in  the  town  of  Jericho,  in  Chenango  county,  I 

to  the  (own  qf'  Bath,  in  the  ccunty  of  Steuben,  and  to  incorporate  * 

the  Jericho  Bridge  Company.9* 

Passed  April  15,  1810. 

WHEREAS  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Susqnehannah  Preamble, 
and  Bath  turnpike  road  company,  have  presented  their  petition  to 
this  Legislature,  stating,  that  there  are  upon  the  route  of  said 
road  already  contemplated  no  less  than  five  very  expensive  bridges, 
some  of  which,  having  been  erected  and  used  for  several  years,  have 
already  began  to  decay ;  and  that  the  expenses  of  the  said  company  ' 
have  already  been  so  great  as  to  exhaust  all  their  funds,  and  that 
they  are  thereby  unable  either  suitably  to  repair  the  said  bridges,  or 
rebuild  them  in  case  of  their  being  destroyed  : 

And  whereas  all  persons  residing  within  four  miles  of  any  gate 
trected  on  said  turnpike  road,  are  by  the  said  act  entirely  exempted 
from  the  payment  of  any  toll  for  travelling  said  road,  which  exemp- 
tion is  not  only  very  unusual,  if  not  unprecedented,  but  improper  : 
!Por  remedy  whereof, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre-  Part  of  th* 
tented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  so  much  of  the  eighth  section  original  act 
pf  the  act  hereby  amended,  as  exempts  from  the  payment  of  toll,  all1,6***1*1- 
persons  residing  within  four  miles  of  any  of  the  gates  erected  upon . 

the  said  turnpike  road,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  Gatei,  how 
far  the  president  and  directors  of  the  said  company  to  erect  a  gate  J*  ba  «"•«*■ 
upon  oue  end  of  the  turnpike  bridge  across  the  Onondaga  branch 

of  the  Chenango  river,  in  the  town  of  Lisle,  in  the  county  of  Broome, 
and  also  to  erect  a  gate,  upon  one  end  of  the  turnpike  bridge  across 
the  eastern  branch  of  the  Chenango  river,  in  the  town  of  Greene,  io 
the  couaty  of  Chenango,  and  to  appoint  toll  gatherers  at  said  gates 
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to  collect  aod  receive  from  all  persons  crossing  the  said  bridges  re- 
spectively, the  same  rates  of  toll,  with  the  addition  of  two  cents  from 
every  foot  passenger,  as  the  toll  gatherers  are  authorised  to  receive 
and  collect  at  any  of  the  gates  or  turnpikes  upou  said  road,  and 
no  more :  And  further,  that  the  toll  gatherers  appointed  to  the  said 
gates,  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to 
the  same  duties,  which  are  given  and  directed  to  Loll  gatherers  in 
and  by  the  act  hereby  amended. 
ToHj.  HI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  exemptions  from  the 

payment  of  toil  at  any  of  the  gates  erected  on  said  turnpike. road, 
(except  the  exemption  specified  in  the  first  section  of  this  act)  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  extended  to  the  gates  erected  on  the  said  bridges 
by  this  act  authorised  to  be  erected. 


CHAP.   CXXXV. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  Fish,  in  the  towns  of  Gto- 
verack,  Taghkanick  and  Ana  am,  in  the  county  of  Columbia. 

Passed  April  15,  1816. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  ana  Assembly,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
any  person  or  persons,  at  any  time  or  in  any  manner,  before  the 
first  day  of  May,  which  will  be  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighteen,  to  take  any  fish  hi  any  of  the  ponds  or  lakes 
situate  in  the  towns  of  Claverack,  Taghkanick  or  Ancram,  in  the 
county  of  Columbia,  into  which  any  pike  or  pickerel  have  been 
put  or  placed  by  any  person  or  persons ;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  at 
any  time  within  three  years  from  Hie  passing  of  this  act,  to  take  airy 
fish  of  any  kind,  in  any  of  the  waters  situate  in  the  towns  of  Claver- 
ack, Taghkanick  or  Ancram,  by  means  of  seios,  nets  or  spears,  uot 
at  any  time  thereafter  by  means  of  seios  or  nets. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons 
ahall  fish  contrary  to  the  provision  of  the  preceding  section,  he  shall 
forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence,  to  he  sued 
for  and  recovered  by  aoy  person  who  will  prosecute  for  the  same, 
in  an  action  of  debt,  in  his  own  name,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  any  court 
within  this  state  having  cognizance  thereof.

CHAP.  CXXXVI. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  the  Settlers  on  the  west  Cayuga  reserves 
Hon,  in  the  county  of  Seneca, 

Passed  April  15,  1816. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Jftm-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for,  and  (he  comptroller  of  this  state  is  hereby  required  to  extend 
the  term  of  credit  on  the  bonds  and  mortgages  due  to  the  people  of 
this  state,  on  that  part  of  the  lands  in  the  west  Cayuga  reservation 
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situate  in  the  county  of  Seueea,  for  the  term  of  four  years  from  the 
•passage  of  this  act :  Provided  however,  that  the  several  owners  of 
Ihe  lands  so  mortgaged,  shall,  within  one  year  from  the  passing  of 
this  act,  pay  into 'the  treasury  of  this  state  all  the  interest  which 
shall  then  be  actually  due  on  the  said  mortgages  respectively,  and 
shall  also  satisfy  the  comptroller,  that  the  .extension  of  credit  will  not 
endanger  the  ultimate  payment  of  the  money  securedby  the  mortgage 
on  the  property  by  them  severally  owned. 


CHAP.  CXXXVII. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Peter  Lawrence. 

Passed  April  15,  1816. 

WHEREAS  .Zalmon  B.  'Lawrence,  of  the  town  of  Mar  cellos, 
in  the  county  of  Onondaga,  was  appointed  a  collector  of  taxes  for 
said  town,  at  their  last  annual  town  meeting,  and  Peter  Lawrence 
J^ecame  the  bail  and  surety  of  the  said  collector  :  And  whereas  the 
said  Zalmon  having  collected  a  considerable  part  of  said  tax,  hat 
absconded,  and  left  the  said  Peter  liable  to  pay  the  whole  amount 
thereof,  and  without  any  power  or  authority,  by  existing  laws,  to- 
collect  that  part  of  said  tax  which  the  said  collector  left  uncollected: 
For  the  remedy  whereof, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  thepeople  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent' 
edin  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  said  Peter  Lawrence,  and  he  is  hereby  authorised  to  proceed 
and  collect  what  remains  uncollected  on  the  rate  bill  or  tax  Kst  of 

'  the  said  Zalmon  B.  Lawrence,  and  to -make  returns  of  the  amount 
falling  on  non-resident  lands,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  said  Zalmon, 
as  collector  aforesaid,  might  or  <would  have  done. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  person  taxed  in  the  said 
Tate  bill  or  tax  list,  and  not  having  a  receipt  nor  credit  on  the  said 
rate  bill  or  tax  list,  and  claiming  to  "have  paid  the  same  to  the  said 
Zalmon,  shall,  on  making  an  affidavit  of  such  payment,  and  presenting 
said  affidavit  to  the  said  Peter,  be  exonerated  from  the  payment 
thereof.

CHAP.  CXXXIX.

Passed  April  15,  1816. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  ihe  people  cf  the  Slate  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  Nalhauiel  Sisson  and  Zebedmh  Sisson,  both  of  the  town  of  Man- 
iius,  in  the  county  of  Onondaga,  to  erect  a  dam  across  Limestone 
<sreek,  aboqt  one  mile  and  an  half  north  of  the  viHage  called  Manlius 
Square,  where  the  said  Nathaniel  Sisson  and  Zebediah  Sisson  have 
commenced  the  buikttog  of  a  dam,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  mills 
IK  other  water  works  with  water;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  die

Sisson,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  unreasonably  delay  or  hinder  any 
person  or  persons  with  boats  from  passing  such  lock  or  canal,

AN  ACT   to  prevent  obstructions  in  a  stream  ef  water  tkereia 
mentioned. 

Passed  April  15,  181  & 

WHEREAS  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Reading,  in  the 
bounty  of  Steuben,  have  by  their  petition  to  the  Legislature  repre- 
sented, that  several  mills  have  been  erected  on  a  creek  emptying 
into  the  Seneca  lake,  which  creek  is  known  by  the  name  of  the  Big 
•Stream  ;  and  that  tlie  interest  of  the  public  requires,  that  the  said 
fcreek  should  be  kept  clear  of  obstructions,  and  the  said  petitioners  have 
prayed  that  a  law  might  be  passed  for  that  purpose :  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Nero-York,  repre-

Provided  nevertheless,  tl*at  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  affect  the  right  of  any  proprietor  or  proprietors  of  ajiy 
mill  or  damf  now  erected  or  hereafter  to  be  erected,  from  cutting 

.  timber  to  build  or  repair  any  such  mill  or  dam  on  said  creek  ;  And 
provided  also*  that  nothing  in  this  act  coutained  shall  be  constmed  to 
affect  the  right  of  any  owner  or  occupant  of  lands  lying  on  both  sides 
of  said  creek,  from  feuciqg  across  the  said  creek,  in  such  manner  as 
riot  to  obstruct  the  waters  thereof. 

II.  4nd  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  the  owner  or  owners  of 
any  land  lying  on  the  said  creek,  shall  neglect,  for  the  space  of  four

tented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  assessor  named  in  said 

act  shall  revise  and  alter  the  assessment  by  him  heretofore  made,  of 

-which  a  copy  was  filed  with  the  said  board  of  supervisors,  and  shall 

so  alter  the  same  as  not  to  include  any  lands  possessed  by  any  of     < 

the  inhabitants  living  on  the  state  road  leading  from  Johnstown  to 

Brownville,  in  the  towns  of  Turin  and  Leyden,  and  the  inhabitants 

living  on  the  road  leading  by  Jonathan  Collins's,  who  five,  io  the 

towns  of  Turin  and  Leyden,  southerly  from  where  the  said  road 

from  Rome  to  Turin  intersects  the  same ;  and  the  Baid  assessor  shall 

deposit  the  said  assessment  with  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  fhe  People  of  the  State  of  Neiv-York,  rcpr* 
sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  any  person  or  persons  owning 
f  ro=«edinss  or  possessing  any  swamp,  bog,  meadow,  or  other  low  land,  not  ex- 
loake  draine  ceeding  oue  hundred  acres  in  quantity,  lying  in  any  county   within 
this  state,  the  county  of  Orange  excepted,  may,  in  case  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  adjoining  land  through  which  it  shall  be  necessary  to* 
open  a  ditch  or  ditches,  in  order  to  drain  such  swamp,  bog,  meadow 
%   -  or  other  low  land,  shall  refuse  to  have  said  ditch  or  ditches  opened 

through  his,  her  or  their  land,  apply  to  any  justice  of  the  peace

on  the  Canandaigua  outlet  near  the  house  of  Henry  Creager,  in  the 
town  of  Galen,  to  Sodus  bay,  does  not  run  in  the  most  eligible  route, 
and  that  the  country  will  admit  of  a  nearer  and  better  road. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Neto-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Nathan  Whitney,  of  Ontario, 
Jacob  L.  Larzelere,  of  Seneca,  and  Hezejkiah  Goodwin,  of  Cayuga, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  to  lay  out  a  road 
from  the  bridge  on  the  Canandaigua  outlet,  near  the  house  of  Henry 
Creager,  on  the  nearest  and  most  eligible  route  to  Great  Sodus  bay, 
where  vessels  that  navigate  Lake  Ontario  can  conveniently  come; 
and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  'of  the  said  commissioners  to  cause  the 
survey  aad  map  of  the  same  to  be  lodged  with  the  clerks  of  the  sev- 
eral counties  through  which  the  said  road  shall  be  laid ;  and  also

sego, to  the  Cayuga  lake,  and  to  intersect  the  Jericho  and  Bath 
turnpike,9'  for  the  completion  of  the  said  road,  shall  be  and  is  hereby 
extended  to  the  first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  one  thousand

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  ofNenhYark,  repreTi^  fM^ 
scnted  in  Senate  and  Assembly*  That  the  said  fifty  acres  of  land  firmed. 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  confirmed  to  the  said  John  Cornelia, 

bis  heirs  aod  assigns  for  ever. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  i^  my 
for  the  said  John  Cornells,  and  his  heirs,  to  grant*  bargain*  sell  and  be  told, 
convey,  in  fee  simple,  to  any  person  or  persons*  being  a  citizen  or

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  courts  in  the  county  of  Madison 
shall  continue  to  be  held  at  the  court-house  in  the  town  of  Cazenovia, 
in  said  county,  until  the  said  courts  shall  be  adjourned  to  the  court* 
house  to  be  erected  in  the  town  of  Eaton;  and  that  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  the  supervisors  of  the  said  county  to  sell  or  dispose  of  the 
said  court-house  in  the  town  of  Cazenovia,  without  reserving  the 
right  to  the  said  county  to  hold  the  said  courts  at  the  said  court* 
house  until  the  said  courts  shall  be  adjourned  agreeably  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  for  altering  and  fating  the  site 
for  die  court-house  and  gaol  for  the  county  of  Madison  "  passed 
March  seventeenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen. 


CHAP.  CLIX. 

AN  ACT  granting  additional  powers  to  the  special  Justices  for 
preserving  the  peace  in  the  city  of  New- York,  in  Certain  cases. 

Passed  April  16,  IS  16. 

I.  BE  it  ehacted  hy  the  people  of  the  State  of  Few-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  whenever  any  such  recog- 
nizance, as  is  mentioned  in  the  twenty-sixth  section  of  the  act,  entitled 
"  an  act  to  reduce  several  laws  relating  particularly  to  the  city  of^ 
New-York  into  one  act,"  shall  be  forfeited,  the  said  recognizance 
shall  not  be  estreated  or  delivered  to  the  common  council  of  the  said 
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city,  bat  the  said  justices  shall  cause  such  recognizances  to  be  sued 
la  any  proper  court,  and  the  monies  recovered  thereon  shall  be  de- 
posited in  the  city  treasury,  and  form  a  part  of  die  fund  before  mee- 
tfeoed,  and  be  appropriated  in  like  maimer.  \ 

If.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  justices  to  cause  to  be  apprehended  and  sent  to  the  almshouse 
ki  the  said  city,  aH  idle  children  who  shall  be  found  in  the  said  city, 
going  about  to  beg,  and  whose  parents  are  prostitutes,  or  disorderly 
persons,  or  keepers  of  notorious  gambling  houses,  or  ltouses  for  tiie 
purposes  of  prostitution ;  and  the  commissioners  of  the  almshouse 
and  bridewell  of  the  city  of  New* York,  are  hereby  authorised  to 
kind  but  such  children  without  the  consent  of  their  parents,  in  like 
manner  as  if  such  children  were  chargeable  to  the  said  city. 


CHAP.  CLX. 

AN  ACT  further  to  extend  the  powers  and  duties  cf  Commissioners 
of  estimate  and  assessment  on  opening  and  improving  of  streets 
in  the  city  of  New-York. 

Passed  April  16,  1816. 

WHEREAS  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city 
Preamble,    of  New- York,  have  by  their  memorial  represented  to  the  Legislature, 
that  the  opening  and  improving  of  streets  in  the  compactly  built  part 
of  the  said  city,  will  not  infrequently  render  it  necessary  that  a  new 
regulation  should  take  place  iuthe  elevation  or  depression  of  streets 
already  regulated  previous  to  such  improvement ;  that  by  such  new 
regulation,  the  buildings  erected  upon  such   streets  in  conformity 
with  the  previous  regulation  thereof,  may  be  essentially  damaged  ; 
and  that  no  provision  is  made  by  the  existing  laws  to  afford  indemni- 
ty to  the  owners  of  property  Urns  injured,  for  the  loss  and  damage 
which  may  be  sustained  by  them  in  the  premises,  and  have  prayed 
legislative  aid  for  the  purpose  of  such  indemnity  :  Therefore,

style*  &c  the  Neversink  Navigation  Company  ;w  and  by  that  name  they  and 
successors  shall  and  may  liave  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be 
persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  aud  being  sued,  pleading  and 
being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending 
and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  for  the 
purpose  of  opening  and  improving  that  part  of  the  Keversink  river, 
herein  before  described,  in  such  manner  as  to  render  the  same  pass- 
able for  rafts  of  lumber;  and  that  they  and  their  successois  may 
have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure, 
and  also  that  they  and  their  successors,  by  the  same  name,  shall  be 
in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real 
or  persoaat,  for  the  use  of  said  corporation. 
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III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  Stock, 
company  shall  consist  of  two  thousand  shares,  at  twenty  five  dollars  v 
each  share- ;  and  that  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  ooe  vote 

lor  every  share  he  or  she  shall  hold  ;  and  that  subscriptions  shall  be 
kept  open  under  the  direction  of  said  president  and  directors, 
until  the  whole  number  of  shares  6hall  have  beeu  subscribed,  at  such 
times  and  places  as  they  shall  deem  expedient  :  Pr&vided,  the  Whole 
amount  of  the  stock,  estate  and  property,  which  the  said  corporation 
shall  at  any  time  hold,  shall  not,  including  the  capital  stock  above 
mentioned,  exceed  in  value  \>ue  hundred  thousand  dollars.

rectors ;  and  the  said  elections  shall  be  held  and  made  by  such 
stockholders  as  shall  attend  for  that  purpose,  either  in  persba  or  by 
proxy 9  and  that  all  elections  shall  be  by  ballot ;  and  the  said  direct- 
ors shall  proceed  by  ballot  to  elect  one  of  their  number  president :

of  disagreement  between  the  said  parties  respecting  the  value  thereof, 
or  if  the  owner  or  owners  shall  be  femes  covert,  insane,  under  age, 
or  out  of  the  county,  theo  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said 
president  and  directors  to  apply  to  one  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Sullivan,  who  is  hereby  authorised

shall  thereupon  proceed  to  view  the  premises,  and  having  determined 
the  damages  which  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lands  or  materials 
shall  respectively  sustain,  shall  make  an  inquisition  under  their 
hands  and  seals,  or  the  hands  and  scab  of  any  two  of  them,  etRtiog 
the  amount  of  such  damages  respectively,  if  any — which  inquisition 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  said  county  ;  and  the 
said  president  and  directors  shall  pay  to  the  judge  who  has  made  such

and  fifty  cents;  for  every  thousand  feet  of  pine  scantling  or  square 
timber,  one  dollar ;  for  every  thousand  feet  of  hard  wood,  hewed,  one 
dollar;  for  every  thousand  feet  of  hemlock  scantling  or  square  lim- 
ber, seventy-five  cents;  for  every  thousand  feet  of  square  timber  or 
ecaotHog,  of  wood  not  herein  before  mentioned,  one  dollar :  (The 
above  rates  of  toll  to  be  calculated  inch  board  measure :)  For  every 
hemlock  log,  twelve  feet  long  or  under,  ten  cents,  so  io  proportion  for 
a  greater  length ;  for  other  logs  of  any  description,  (like  length)  fif- 
teen tents,  and  so  in  proportion  for  a  greater  length ;  for  every  thou- 
sand eighteen  inch  shidgle,  fifty  cents;  for  every  thousand  twenty- 
seven  inch  shingles,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents ;  for  every  cord  of  bark 
fifty  cents;  for  every  thousand  barrel  slaves,  one  dollar;  for  every 
thousand  hogshead  staves,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents;  for  every 
thousand  pipe  staves,  two  dollars;  all  other  kiqds  of  lumber  in  like 
proportion  according  to  its  weight  and  value. 

Ton  gather-     XL  And  be  it  firther  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 

«"•  said  president  and  directors  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents  or  toll 

gatherers,  adjacent  to  Jhe  said  river,  to  demand  and  receive  the  said 
tolls  above  granted :  And  further,  That  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  run,  or  attempt  to  run,  any  lumber  on  or  along  the  aforesaid 
part  of  said  river  or  any  part  thereof,  without  having  paid  to  the 
said  agents,  or  one  of  them,  the  amount  of  the  tolls  above  granted, 
or  shall  turn  any  kind  of  lumber  adrift  on  said  part  of  said  river, 
apparently  for  the  avoidance  of  tolls,  or  shall  in  any  case  render 
a  wise  account  of  the  quantity  of  lumber  contained  in  any  such

CHAP.  CLXII. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  certain  of  the  Devisees  of  Petrus  Stuy-  Praspbie. 
vesant,  deceased 

Passed  April  16*  1810. 

WHERE  \S  Benjamin  Winthrop  and  Judith  his  wife,  Derick 
Ten  Brocck  and  Cornelia  his  wife,  Margaret  Stuy vesant  the  young- 
er, and  Nicholas  Fish  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  have,  by  their  peti- 
tion to  the  legislature  of  this  state,  set  forth,  that  Petrus  Stuyvesant, 
late  of  the  city  of  New- York,  now  deceased,  was,  in  his  life  time, 
seised  in  fee  and  possessed  of  certain  lands  herein  after  mentioned  $ 
and  being  so  seised  and  possessed  did,  by  his  last  will  and  testament, 
made  and  published  in  due  form  of  law,  for  passing  real  estate,  de- 
vibe  the  said  lauds  to  his  daughters,  the  before  named  Judith,  Cor- 
nelia, Margaret  and  Elizabeth,  as  tenants  in  common,  that  is  to  say : 
As  to  the  shares  of  the  said  Margaret  and  Elizabeth,  in  fee  sim- 
ple, and  as  to  the  shares  of  the  said  Judith  and  Cornelia,  for  their 
respective  lives  with  certain  remainders  over;  and  did  also  by  his 
said  last  will  and  testament,  direet  that  his  said  daughters  should, 
with  all  convenient  speed  after  his  decease,  make  partition  of  the 
said  lands,  in  the  manner  in  the  said  last  will  and  testament  directed  ; 
and  that  the  said  Petrus  Stuyvesant  afterwards  died  so  seised  and 
possessed  of  the  said  lands  as  aforesaid,  and  without  having  revoked  or 
altered  the  said  last  will  and  testament,  so  far  as  the  same  related  to 
the  said  devise  aod  direction :  And  that  in  pursuance  of  the  said  last 
will  and  testament,  partition  hath  been  made  of  the  said  lands,  in  the 
manner  therein  directed  :  And  that  at  the  time  of  such  partition  the 
lands,  together  with  the  lands  adjoining,  were  laid  out  into  streets, 
according  to  a  plan  which  had  been  theretofore  made ;  and  that  io 
making  ihc  said  partition,  regard  was  had  to  the  said  streets ;  and 
that  since  the  making  of  the  said  partition,  a  great  part  of  the  said 
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lands  hare  been  laid  out  anew  Into  streets  and  avenues,  by  the  cotfr- 
mistiooera  appointed  io  and  by  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  relative  tar 
improvements,  touching  the  laying  out  of  streets  and  roads*  in  the 
tity  of  New-York,  and  for  other  purposes :"  And  that  the  streets  and 
avenues*  laid  out  by  the  said  commissioners,  pass  through  the  sakh

WHEREAS  it  is  represented  by  the  chiefs  of  the  Oneida  nation 
of  Indians,  in  conjunction  with  George  F.  Helmer,  that  the  said 
George  is  now  erecting,  at  considerable  expense,  a  grist-mill,  near 
the  lands  of  the  said  Indiana,  lying  in  the  town  of  Vernon,  in  tie 
county  of  Oneida,  and  that  the  said  grist-mill  will  be  an  advantage- 
to  the  said  Indians;  that  the  water  necessary  to  supply  the  said  mill 
is  taken  from  the  Skanendo  creek,  by  means  of  a  canal,  and  that 
there  is  no  convenient  way  to  return  the  water  into  the  said  creek, 
except  across  the  lands  of  the  said  Indians,  which  are  now  a  swamp, 
the  same  will  be  made  more  valuable  by  cutting  a  canal  through  and 
thereby  conduct  the  said  water  to  the  said  creek  : 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  Stale  of  New-York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  Geoige 
P.  Helmer,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  to  make  a  canal  through  the  lands 
of  the  said  Oneida  Indians,  lying  near  the  grist  mill  which  he  is  now 
building,  in  the  town  of  Vernon,  in  the  county  of  Oneida,  so  as  to 
conduct  the  water  from  his  said  mill  to  the  Skanendo  creek,  and  to 
enjoy  the  privilege  of  keeping  open  said  canal  so  long  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary for  the  accommodation  of  the  said  grist-mill 


CHAP.  CLXIV. 

AN  ACT  to  enlarge  the  Gaol  Liberties  in  the  county  of  Sullivan^ 

Passed  April  16,  IfflO. 

BE  it  cnacUd  by  (he  people  of  the  Stale  of  New-York,  repre* 
sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  be  lawful,  and  it  is

son whereof  the  said  church  canuot  obtain  the  benefit  of  the  provis- 
ions cootaioed  in  the  seventh  section  of  the  act,  entitled  u  an  act  fur- 
ther to  amend  the  acta  concerning  quit-rents,"  passed  18th  April, 
1815;  Therefore,

AN  ACT  directing  the  incorporation  of  the  Hartwick  Seminary. 

Passed  April  17,  1816. 

WHEREAS  the  reverend  John  C.  Hartwicke,  deceased,  by  hi*  FrnmMe. 
last  will  and  testament,  hath  devised  a  considerable  estate,  for  the 
eodowmeut  of  a  literary  and  theological  seminary,  to  be  established 
within  the  bounds  of  a  tract  of  land  whereof  he  died  seised,  situate 
In  the  town  of  Hartwick,  in  the  county  of  Otsego:  And  whereas  one 
of  the  declared  objects  of  the  said  testator,  was  to  promote  the  edu-  ' 
cation  of  pious  young  men,  for  the  gospel  ministry  in  the  Lutheran 
church,  whereof  he  was  a  membpr:  And  whereas  John  G.  KnaufT, 
the  present  trustee  of  (he  said  estate,  hath,  by  his  petition  to  the  le- 
gislature, represented,  that  he  hath  erected  a  commodious  building 
for  the  use  of  the  said  seminary,  on  the  said  tract  of  land,  and  hath 
employed  a  respectable  Lutherau  minister,  of  competent  talents  .and 
learning,  who  has  taken  upon  himself  the  charge  of  conducting  the 
said  seminary,  and  that  the  said  seminary  is  now  in  a  flourishing 
situation,  and  that  be,  together  with  the  reverend  synod  of  the  Lu« 
theran  churcb,  agreeably  to  the  intentions  of  the  testator,  have  agreed 
upon  the  plan  herein  after  mentioned,  for  the  incorporation  of  the  said 
seminary,  and  bath  prayed  the  legislature  to  pass  an  act,  authoriz- 
ing aud  directing  the  regents  of  the  university  of  this  state,  to  grant 
to  the  persons  herein  after  named,  a  charter  for  incorporating  the

Passed  April  17,  1810. 

WHEREAS  Augustus  Porter,  Charles  Towosend,  Erastns 
Granger,  Ebenezer  Walden,  and  Jonas  Harrison  and  others,  asso- 
ciated as  a  company,  under  the  name  and  style  of  "  the  Bank  of 
Niagara,"  by  their  petition  presented  to  the  Legislature,  have 
prayed  for  the  privilege  of  being  incorporated  as  a  company  and 
body  corporate  c  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  such  persons  as  shall  be 
stockholders  of  the  said  bank,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  ordained, 
constituted  and  declared  to  be,  from  time  to  time,  and  until  the  first 
day  of  January,  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  a  body  corporate  aod  politic,  iu  fact 
and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  President,  Directors  and  Company 
of  the  "  Bank  of  Niagara,"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  suc- 
cessors, until  that  day,  may  and  shall  have  succession,  and  shall  be

which  the  St.  Regis  Indians  hove  any  title  or  claim,  the  person  ad- 
■nnistering  the  government  of  this  state  stall  be,  and  he" is  hereby 
authorised,  to  purchase  the  sajkl  land  from  the  said  Indians,  in  behalf 
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of  tills  state ;  and  that  the  treasurer  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorised, 
on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  to  pay  to  the  order  of  thf  Gov- 
ernor, such  sum  of  money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  completing  tbe

of  any  other  person  or  persons,  situate  in  the  town  of  Claverack,  la 
the  county  of  Columbia,  unless  he,  she  or  they  shall  previously 
thereto  have  received  permission  in  writing  from  such  owner  or 
owners,  so  to  do,  on  pain  ot  forfeiting  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
improved  lands,  for  each  and  every  offence,  f  be  sum  of  ten  dollars, 
to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  in  any  court  within  this  state 
having  cognizance  thereof.

CHAP.  CLXXXIX. 

Aft  ACT  to  amend  an  ad,  entitled  "an Met  appointing  commission- 
ersto  lay  out  the  root!  therein  mentioned,  within  tlu  counties  of 
Oneida  and  Jefferson." 

Passed  April  17,  1816. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  ofNcithYvtk,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  there  shall  be  assessed,  paid  aud  col- 
lected, io  the  manner  directed  by  the  fifth  sectiou  cf  the  act  hereby 
amended,  for  the  purpose  of  opening  and  making  the  road  mentioned 
in  the  first  section  of  the  said  act,  on  every  acie  « f  land  lying  within 
one  mite  of  the  said  road,  the  like  sums  as  in  and  by  the  said  act  Is 
directed  to  be  assesed,  paid  and  collected  on  every  acre  of  non- resi- 
dent land  lying  within  one  mile  of  the  said  road,  any  thing  io  the 
said  fifth  section  ef  the  said  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 


CHAP.   CXC. 

AN  AC  t  for  the  relief  of  James  M'Cormick. 

Passed  April  17,  1810. 

WHEREAS  James  M'Cormidc,  by  his  petition  presented  to  the 
i  Legislature,  hath  represented,  that  on  the  fourth  day  of  November, 
|  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-five, 
|  Charles  Williamson,  Esquire,  did   by  a  warrantee  deed,  convey 

I  unto  John  O'Neal,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  thirty  acres  of  land  io  the 

!  county  of  Ontario,  near  Geneva,  between  the  old  and  new  pre-emption 
\  lines,*  that  the  said  John  O'Neal  afterwards  sold  and  conveyed  four 
\  acres  of  the  said  land,  and  soon  after  died  without  leaving  any  heirs; 
that  afterwards  the  said  petitioner  intermarried  wi  h  the  widow  and 
relict  of  the  said  John  O'Neal,  and  went  immediately  thereupon  into 
the  possession  of  twenty -six  acres  of  land,  -being  the  residue  of  the 
said  thirty  acres,  so  as  aforesaid  sold  to  the  said  John  O'Neal;  af- 
ter deducting  the  four  acres  abovementtoned,  that  the  said  twenty-six 
acres  derive  their  chief  value  from  the  labor  and  improvements  made 
thereon,  by  the  petitioner  aforesaid;  and  that  without  legislative  in- 
terposition, the  said  twenty-six  acres  will  escheat  to  this  state.

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BE  it  amOed  by  &r  people  of  the  State  of  Nap-York,  repr* 
seabed  in  Saute  mdA*mMy%  That  all  tbe  right,  title  and  interest 
of  the  people  of  this  stale,  to  twenty-six  acres  of  land,  now  in  the 
possession  of  Jaores.  M'Connick,  ljiugintbe  county  of  Ontario, 
near  Geneva,  beiweeo  the  old  and  new  pre-emption  lines ;  and  being 
part  of  thirty  acres  of  laad,  conveyed  by  Charles  Williamson,  Es- 
quire, to  John  O'Neal  by  deed,  dated  the  fourth  day  of  November, 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety -five,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  vested  io  the  said  James  M'Cormick,  his  heirs  and  assigns 
forever. 


CHAP.  CXCI. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Nelson  Turnpike  Company. 

Passed  April  17,  1816. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  reprer 
tented  in  Senate  and  Assembly*    That   Edward  Hudson,  junior,  j».  Hndm 
Joseph  Sims,  Samual  Stow,  Noble  S.  Johnson,  and  all  such  persons  ftothenin- 
as  shall  associate  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  good  and  sufficient  corporate. 
turnpike  road,  to  commence  at  the  Hamilton  and  Skeneatelas  turnpike, 

near  the  west  line  of  the  town  of  Eaton,  and  running  from  thence  in 
the  most  convenient  route,  in  a  north-western  direction,  to  intersect 
the  third  great  western  turnpike  about  one  mile  east  of  the  corporate 
limits  of  Uie  village  of  Cazenovia,  and  their  successors,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the 
"  President  and  Directors  and  Company  of  the  Nelson  Turnpike 
Company,"  in  fact  and  iu  name,  and  by  that  name  they  and  their 
successors  shall  and  may  have  continuance,  succession,  aud  be 
capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended, 
in  aH  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  actions  and  complaints, 
natters  and  causes,  and  by  the  same  name  and  style  shell 
be  in  law  capable  of  holding  and  conveying  airy  estate,  real  and 
personal,  for  the  use  of  said  corporation  t  Provided,  that  such  estate, 
as  well  real  as  personal,  so  to  be  purchased  and  held,  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  fulfil  the  end  and  intent  of  tbe  said  corporation,  and  to  do 
other  purpose  whatever. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  stock  of  said  company  stock,  fttj 
hereby  incorporated,  shall  consist  of  five  hundred  shares,  of  twenty 
dollars  each  \  and  that  Joseph  Sims,  Edw&rd  Hudson,  junior,  and  Commit- 
Sanmel  Stow,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to8ioDW 
receive  subscriptions  for  the  said  stock,  in  the  manner  directed  by 

tbe  act,  entitled  "  an  act  relative  to  turnpike  companies,"  passed  the 
13th  day  of  March,  1 807. 

III.  And  be  itfurlher  enacted,  That  the  said  company  shall  be 
entitled  to  erect  one  gate  in  the  town  of  Nelson,  on  said  road,  and  ot»  grit 
that  they  shall  be  entitled  to  exact  and  receive  at  the  said  gate,  the 
following  sums  of  money  from  all  persons  travelling  or  using  the  road; 

%  every  waggon  or  cart  drawn  by  two  horses,  oxen  or  mules,  twelve 
apd  an  half  cents,  and  three  cents  for  every  additional  horse,  mule 
«  ox  attached  to  such  c$rt  or  carriage ;  for  .every  cart  or  other 
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carriage  drawn  by  one  bone,  mule  or  ox,  six  cents;  for  every  horse 
ahd  ri<lcr,  four  cents;  for  every  bouse  led  or  driven;  three  cents  $ 
lor  every  6tage  waggon,  chariot,  coach  or  coachee,  phaeton,  or  ether 
pleasure  carriage  with  springs,  drawn  by  two  horses  attached  to  audi 
carriage,  twenty-five  cents;  and  for  every  other  chaise,  chair,  sulkey  or 
other  pleasure  carriage  drawn  by  one  horse,  twelve  and  an  half  cents, 
and  in  like  proportion  for  every  additional  horse;  for  every  sled  or 
sleigh  drawn  by  two  horses,  mules  or  oxen,  six  cents,  and  for  every 
additional  horse,  ox  or  mule,  three  cents ;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh 
drawn  by  one  horse,  mule  or  ox,  four  cents ;  for  every  score  of 
cattle,  horses  or  mutes,  twenty  cents;  and  for  every  score  of  hogs  or 
sjieep,  ten  cents,  ami  so  iu  proportion  for  a  greater  or  less  number. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  Thai  the  number  of  directors  of 
the  company  hereby  incorporated,  shall  be  five,  three  of  whom  shall 
be  a  quorum,  capable  of  managing  the  concerns  and  business  of  the 
company  incorporated,  and  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the  rights  and 
immunities  which  are  usually  given  and  graoted  in  and  by  the  afore- 
said act,  entitled  "  an  act  relative  to  turnpike  companies,'*  and  shall 
be  subject  to  all  the  conditions,  provisions,  restrictions  and  regulations 
contained  iu  the  said  act. 

V.  And  be  it  furUier  enacted.  That  the  first  judge  of  the  court 
of  common  pleas  tor  die  county  of  Madison,  ^hall  name  and  appoint 
three  disinterested  per  oris,  not  being  residents  of  any  of  the  towns 
through  which  the  roa  i  shall  pass,  as  commissioners  to  lay  out  said 
road  agreeably  to  die  provisions  of  this  act.

AN    ACT  to  establish  and  regulate  a  ferry  across  the  Cayuga 

lake. 

Passed  April  17,  1810. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  tlie  People  of  Hie  "tate  of  New-York*  reprc*> 
sentcd  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  president,  directors  add  company  of  the  fifth  great  western  turn- 
pike road,  and  their  successors  in  office  to  set  up,  keep  and  maintain  a 
ferry,  over  and  acrosss  the  Cayuga  lake,  from  the  land  of  Mathew 
Tillostou,  in  the  town  of  Genoa,  where  the  said  turnpike  road  ter- 
minates, to  the  west  bank  of  the  lake  opposite,  on  the  land  of  Jasper 
Shuth,  in  <he  town  of  Ovid,  iu  (he  county  of  Seneca. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  tlie  said  president  and  di- 
rectors aud  their  successors  in  office,  shall,  if  they  set  up,  keep  and 
maintain  a  ferry,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  erect  such  convenient  docks 
or  landing  places,  as  shall  be  most  suitable  and  convenient  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid ;  aud  shall  keep,  maintain  and  support  suitable  and 
convenient  ferry  boats,  capable  and  sufficient  for  conveying  and 
transporting  carriages,  horses,  cattle  and  passengers,  and  be  ready  at 
all  reasonable  times  andt  seasons,  to  transport  and  ferry  across  the 
said  lake,  persons,  goods  and  chattels. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  court  of  common  pleas

west  course  to  the  center  of  the  Conesewanta  creek ;  thence  down 
the  center  of  said  creek  to  a  point  ten  rods  north  of  the  grist-mill  of 
Peter  B.  Garnsey,  Esquire;  thence  west  fifty  rods,  thence  south 
fifty  rods,  thence  east  to  the  center  of  the  said  creek,  thence  down 
the  center  thereof  to  a  point  ten  rods  north  of  the  turnpike  bridge 
crossing  the  said  creek;  thence  a  due  east  course  io  the  center  of 
the  Chenango  river;  tbence*up  said  river  to  the  bridge  crossing  the 
same;  thence  round  the  east  end  of  the  bridge  and  adjoining  the

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  comptroller  shall 
Wtidttt/.  publish  the  notice  which  he  is  directed  to  publish  in  and  by  the  last 
part  of  the  seventeenth  section  of  the  act  for  the  assessment  and  col* 
lection  of  taxes,  in  all  the  public  newspapers  printed  in  this  state, 
and  in  addition  to  such  notice,  the  following  notices  shall  be  given ; 
the  comptroller  shall  at  least  *ix  months  before  the  time  for  the  re- 
demption of  lands  sold  for  taxes  expires,  prepare  a  separate  notice 
for  each  county  in  this  state,  in  which  at  the  time  there  shall  appear 
to  be  any  lands  sold,  and  which  remain  unredeemed,  specifying 
particularly  every  parcel  of  land  remaining  so  unredeemed,  and  the 
amount  necessary  to  be  paid  io  order  to  redeem  the  same,  calculating 
the  interest  to  the  last  day  on  which  redemption  can  be  made,  and 
shall  thereupon  transmit  the  several  notices  so  prepared,  by  mail, 
at  the  expense  of  this  state,  to  the  county  treasurers  of  said  counties 
respectively;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  county  treasurer* 
respectively,  to  cause  to  be  published  forthwith  io  at  least  one  of  the 
public  newspapers  printed  in  their  counties  respectively,  the  said  no* 
tice  so  to  be  sent  to  them,  once  a  week  for  six  weeks  successively ; 
and  such  notices  shall  be  published  in.  the  body  of  the  said  newspa*

with  the  east  line  of  said  town,  to  the  south  line  of  said  (own;  thence 
easterly  on  the  south  line  of  said  town,  to  the  south-east  corner  of  the 
said  town  of  Sparta ;  thence  easterly  on  the  south  Hue  of  the  town 
of  Naples  five  and  an  half  miles  \  thence  northerly  parallel  with  the 
wort  fine  of  said  town  of  Naples,  to  the  north  line  of  said  town* 
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thence  iresterly  on  the  north  line  of  said  town,  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning, is  hereby  erected  into  a  tiew  town  by  the  name  of  Springwater ;

ers having  filed  such  security. 

CHAP.    CCX. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act,  entitled  uan  act  for  determining  differ- 
ences by  arbitration,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Passed  April  17,  .1816. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  reprc- 

Arbitrators  8enied  in  Senate  an^  AssenMy,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 

may  swear*  ror  any  justice  of  the  peace,  residing  in  any  city  or  county  in  this 

witnesses,    state,  in  which  any  dispute,  controversy  or  difference  whatsoever, 

may  have   been  submitted  to  arbitration,  tJther  by  bond  or  other 

agreement,  written  or  parol,  to  swear  or  affirm  the  several  witnesses 
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required  to  give  testimony  before  said  arbitrator  or  arbitrators;  and 
id  case  any  witness  so  sworn  or  affirmed  shall  wilfully  and  corruptly 
swear  or  affirm  falsely,  be  shall  be  subjected  to  all  the  pains  and 
penalties  imposed  by  the.  act*  entitled  "  an  act  to  prevent  perjury." 

II.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  eighth  section  «^  tbe  SteambofcU 
act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  lay  a  duty  on  strong  liquors,  and  for  regula-  regulated. 
ting  ions  and  taverns,"  passed  7th  April,  1801,  be,  and  die  same  ia 
hereby  extended  to  all  boats  and  vessels,  moved  by  steam  or  fire, 
and  constructed  and  used  for  transportation  or  conveyance  of  pas* 
seogerson  any  of  the  waters  within  this  state. 


CHAP.  CCXL 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Freeholders  and  [Inhabitants  of  the 
village  of  Stillwater. 

Passed  April  17,  1816. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  end  Assembly,  That  the  district  of  country  com- 
prehended within  the  following  bounds,  to  wit,    beginning  at  a  Bdundarlsfc 
point  in  the  line  dividing  the  counties  of  Saratoga  and  Rensselaer, 
directly  east  of  the  mouth  of  Stillwater  creek,  running  thence  to  the 

mouth  of  the  said  creek ;  thence  up  the  said  creek,  as  it  winds  and 
turns,  half  a  mile ;  thence  northerly  to  the  north-west  corner  of  the 
farm  of  William  Patrick,  junior ;  thence  along  the  north  bottnds  of 
the  said  farm  easterly,  to  the  bank  of  the  Hudson  river,  and  in  that 
direction  to  the  east  bounds  of  the  county  of  Saratoga ;  thence  south* 
eriy  along  the  east  bounds  of  the  county  of  Saratoga,  to  the  place" 
of  beginning,  shall  continue  to  be  known  and  distinguished  by  the 
name  of  the  village  of  Stillwater ;  and  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants 
who  are  qualified  to  vote  at  town  meetings,  who  may  from  time  to  TJme  for 
time  reside  within  the  said  limits,  may,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  freeholders 
May  next,  meet  in  the  said  village,  at  such  time  of  the  day  and  place  to  n**t. 
as  may  be  appointed  by  any  justice  or  justices  of  the  peace  within 
the  town  of  Stillwater,  and  notified  to  the  iphabitants  of  said  village, 
at  least  one  week  previous  thereto,  and  then  and  there  proceed 
to   elect    five  discreet   freeholders,  resident  within  the  said  vii-  TrMtee§  ta 
lage,  to  be  trustees  thereof;  who,  when  chosen,  shall  possess  and  be  chosen. 
exercise  the  several  powers  and  rights  herein  after  specified :  And 
such  justice  or  justices  shall  preside  at  such  meeting,  and  shall  de- 
clare the  several  persons  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  tb  be  Annual 
duly  chosen  trustees ;   and  every  first  Tuesday  of  May  thereafter,  election 
there  shall  be  an  annual  election  of  trustees  for  the  said  village,  at 
suet)  place  within  the  said  viHage  as  the  trustees  for  the  time  being 
shall  notify,  giving  at  least  one  week's  notice,  by  setting  up  the 
same  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  said  village,  and  the  said 
trustees  shall  preside  at  such  annual  meeting. 

II.  And  he  it  further  enacted;  That  the  freeholders  and  in-Jj^^tJ 
habitants  residing  within  the  aforesaid  limits  be.  and  they  are  hereby  to  N  a  bo- 
ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be,  from  time  to  time,  and  for-  &  politfc 
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ever  hereafter,  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name, 
Sl)rle'  by,  the  Dame  of  "  the  Trustees  of  the  Tillage  of  Stillwater ;"  and 
by  thaUname  Jthey  and  their  successors  forever  shall  and  may  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  be persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and 
Deing  /sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  defending  and  being 
defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of 
actions,  complaints  and. causes  whatsoever;  and  that  they  and  iheir 
successors  may  have,  a  common  seat,  aud  may  alter  the  same  at 
their  pleasure ;  and.  that  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors 
shall  be  in  law  capable .  of  purchasing,  holding,  receiving  and 
conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  village  ; 
provided  the  said  real  estate  shall  be  wimin  the  said  village ;  and  of 
erecting  any  public  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  said  village,  and 
of  rasing  money  by  tax  for  erecting  such  public  buildings,  pur- 
chasing such  real  or  personal  property,  procuring  fiie  engines  and 
other  utensils  for  extinguishing  fires,  and  for  making  a  reasonable, 
compensation  to  the  officers  of  the  corporation,  and  for  making  any 
necessary  repairs  or  improvements  in  said  village ;  which  money,  so 
Amewmonti to  De  ra*8C(l»  ahalltbe  assessed  upon  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants 
of  the  said  village,  according  to  law,  by  the  assessors  of  the  said 
village,  and  collected  by  the  collector  of  the  corporation,  to  be 
chosen  by  the  trustees  of  said  village  annually,  in  like  manner  as 
the  taxes  of  towns  and  counties  are  collected,  by  virtue,  of  a  war- 
rant to  iiim  directed  by  a  majority  of  the  trustees :  Provided 
ProvUo.  nevertheless,  that  no  taxes  shall  be  levied,  or  monies  raised,  as- 
sessed or  collected,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  or  any  other  pur- 
pose, and  no  purchase  or  saje  of  any  real  estate  made,  and  no 
public  buildings  erected  or  disposed  of,  without  the  consent  of 
the  legal  voters  of  the  said  village  in  open  meeting,  duly  warned 
and  notified,  first  given  .and  expressed  by  a  majority  of  votes 
then  aud  there  given  :'  Provided  also,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the 
to^^apllt,  ^u^  °^  *a*^  a8aessor8>  m  assessing  the  taxes  so  to  be  raised  upon 
portioned,  the  inhabitants  of  said  village,  to  have  regard  both  to  the  property 
and  relative  situation  of  each  individual,  so  as  that  the  said  taxes 
may  be  assessed  in  an  equitable  and  just  manner,  of  and  from  the 
ow  tiers  aud  occupants  of  the  houses  and  lands  in  said  village,  in 
proportion,  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the  property  and  to  the  advan- 
tages which  each  shall  be  deemed  to  receive  from  the  improvements 
or  purchase  to  be  made  by  said  money  when  collected :  And 
Pronto  provided  also,  that  if  any  person  shall  conceive  himself  or  herself 
aggrieved  by  any  such  assessment,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such 
app«al?f  P61*00  to  appeal  from  the  said  assessors  to  the  trustees  of  the  said 
village,  iu  ten  days  after  such  assessment  shall  be  made,  and 
Wfetnoti  e  public  notice  thereof  given,  giving  notice  to  the.  said  assessors  or 
to  be  given,  any  one  of  them  of  such  appeal,  and  (he  time  and  place  of  de- 
termining thereon  by  said  trustees,  who  sjiall  hear  the  same  and  do 
justice  in  the  premises. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  i\  riiall  be  lawful  for  the 

inhabitants  of  said  village,  as  often  as  they  shall  vote  to  raise  any 

Objeetofth*  sum  or*UD1£  cf  money  for  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid,  to  specify, 

usesment   as  far  as  is  convenient,  the  particular  purpose  for  which  said  sum  or 

tobtftpeci-  Bums,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  appropriated,  that  the  assessors 
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my  have  regard  thereto  In  assessing  the  same  upon  the  respective 
inhabitants  of  said  village. 

IT.    And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
trustees  of  the  said  Tillage,  or  the  major  part  of  tbem,  and  their 
successors,  to  make,  ordain,  constitute  and  publish  such  prudential  fl  , 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  from  time  to  time  may  deem    7" awi* 
meet  and  proper,  and  such  particularly  as  are  relative  to  the  streets,  Powcn  of 
alleys  and  highways  of  the  said  village ;  and  draining,  filling  up,  ft*  ""***• 
repairing ,  keeping  in  order  and  improving  the  same ;  relative  to 
slaughtering  bouses,  and  nuisances  generally  ;  relative  to  a  village 
watch,  and  fighting  the  streets  of  the  said  village ;  relative  to  re- 
straining geese,  swine  or  cattle  of  any  kind  ;  relative  to  the  better 
improving  of  their  common  lands  ;   relative  to  the  inspection   of 
weights  and  measures;  relative  to  the  keeping  and  regulating  hay 
scales;  and  relative  to  any  thing  whatsoever    that  may  concern 
the  public  and  good  government  of  said  village ;  but  no  such  by-laws 
shall  extend  to  the  regulating  or  fixing  the  prices  of  any  commodi- 
ties or  articles  of  provision  offered  for  sale  :   Provided  also,  that  such  Prow- 
by-laws  be  not  contrary  to,  nor  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state, 
or  of  the  United  States :  And  it  shall  also  be  lawful  for  said  trustees,  to 
require  the  householders  and  occupants  of  buildings  in  the  said  village,' 
under  suitable  penalties,  to  furnish  themselves  with  fire  buckets,  and 
other  necessary  utensils  for  extinguishing  fires,  and  also  keep  their 
fire  places  and  chiranies  clean  and  in  good  repair. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  trustees,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  as  often  as  they  shall  make,  ordain  and  publish 
any  by-laws  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  may  make,  ordain,  limit 

and  provide,  such  reasonable  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  against  ?*!$***■  4 
the  offenders  of  such  by-laws,  as  they  may  think  proper,  never  ex-  forfcitum- 
ceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  any  one  offence,  to  be  prosecuted 
and  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  court  having 
cognizance  of  the  same,  by  the  trustees,  to  and  for  the  use  of  the 
said  corporation ;  and  in  all  ca»es  it  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for 
said  trustees,  in  any  suit  or  action  to  be  brought  for  any  such  fines, 
penalties  and  forfeitures,  to  declare  generally,  that  the  defend- 
ant or  defendants  are  indebted  to  the  trustees  of  the  village  of 
Stillwater,  in  the  amount  of  such  fine,  penalty  or  forfeiture,  to  be 
paid  to  the  said  trustees  for  the  time  being,  when  thereunto  required,  » 
and  under  such  declaration  to  give  the  special  matter  in  evidence; 
and  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  said  village  shall  be  deemed, 
and  are  hereby  declared  competent  to  give  testimony  in  any  cause 
wherein  the  said  trustees  are  a  party,  notwithstanding  any  remote 
interest  which  they  may  have  as  members  of  said  corporation. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  matted,  That  the  person  in  possession  of  Ttxefc 
any  real  estate  in  the  village  of  Stillwater  at  the  time  any  tax  is  assess- 
ed, shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  amount  assessed  thereon ;  and  in  case 
such  person  is  not  bouud  by  contract  or  otherwise,  to  pay  such  tax 

or  any  part  thereof,  he  or  she  shall  aod  may  recover  the  same  from 
the  owner  of  such  real  estate,  or  other  person  whose  duty  it  was  to 
have  paid  the  same ;  and  all  taxes  upon  any  real  estate  in  said  vil- 
lage *hall  be  a  lieu  thereon. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,   That  the  inhabitants  of  said 
village  of  Stillwater,  qualified  to  vote  at  town  meetings,  at  the  annual 
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Y^J^.*  meetings  io  every  year  hereafter  to  be  held  for  choosing  trustees, 
or  any  other  meeting  duly  notified,  shall,  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ised, to  choose  by  a  major  vote,  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five 
judicious  freeholders,  inhabitants  of  said  village,  as  assessors,  and 
we  treasurer. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  the 
&°Sr*r  trU8teeB>  or  a  majority  of  them,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and 
e  *  empowered,  to  appoint,  under  the  hand  of  the  president  and  seal  of 
the  village,  one  collector  and  one  clerk ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  the  doings  and  votes 
of  the  inhabitants  of  said  village,  at  their  annual  and  other  legal 
meetings,  in  a  book  for  that  purpose  to  be  provided  by  the  trustees  ; 
and  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  trustees,  and  to  record  the  laws* 
orders  and  proceedings  of  the  trustees,,  io  a  book  provided  for  tliat 
purpose  by  the  trustees  :  And  the  said  trustees  may  remove  their, 
collector  and  clerk,  and  appoint  others  in  their  stead,  and  appoint  a 
clerk  pro  tempore, 
omeeri  to  *^'  ^ndbe  &  farther  enacted,  That  the  trustees,  assessors,  treasur* 
make  oath.  er>  collector  and  clerk  shall,  within  ten  days  after  their  election  and 
appointment,  and  before  they  proceed  to  the  exercise  of  their  several 
offices,  respectively  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  village  or  county  of  Saratoga,  that 
they  will  faithfully  execute  the  office  or  trust  to  which  they  may  be 
severally  chosen  or  elected ;  and  the  treasurer  and  collector,  hereafter 
to  be  chosen  or  elected,  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  give  such  security  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  trust  reposed  in  them,  as  the  major  part  of  the  trustees, 
for  the  time  being,  shall  deem  sufficient ;  and  that  election  of  officers 
by  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  shall  be  by  ballot. 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  for  the  good  government  of  the  said 
village,  that  it  should  be  more  particularly  the  business  of  some  one 
of  ihe  trustees  of  said  village  to  attend  toils  more  immediate  concerns: 
Therefore, 
X.    Be  it  further  enacted^   That  the  trustees,  within  ten  days 
cboSm  to  a^er  lne*r  election,  \u  every  year  thereafter,  or  the  major  pari  of 
president,    them,  shall,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  to  assemble  in  some 
convenient  place  in  said  village,  and  there  to  choose  and  appoint 
some  one  suitable  person  of  their  body,  to  be  president  of  said 
board  of  trustees,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  when  present,  to  preside 
at  the  meeting  of  the  trustees;  to  order  extraordinary  meetings 
of  the  trustees  whenever  he  shall  think  proper;  to  receive  complaints 
of  the  breach  of  any  of  the  laws ;  to  see  that  the  by-laws,  rules  and 
ordinances  are  faithfully  executed  and  observed,  and  to  prosecute, 
in  the  name  of  the  trustees,  all  offenders  against  such  by-laws;  and 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  more  particularly,  to  see  that*  the  public 
»  property  belonging  to  the  said  village,  and  relating  to  the  fire  engines 

and  .utensils,  be  suitably  taken  care  of  and  kept  in  order;  and  to 
do  such  other  acts  and  things  as  may  be  proper  for  him,  as 
president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  to  do:  And  in  case  of  the  death 
or  disability  of  such  president,  the  said  trustees  shall  pioceed  to 
choose  out  of  their  body  a  successor,  in  manner  as  above  men- 
tioned. 
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XI.  And  be  H  farther  ehactrd,  That  the  elector  shall,  wilDm^**"'1 
such  time   as  shall  be  hereafter  specified  by  the  by-laws  of  said    v* 
corporation,  next  after  the  receipt  of  his  warrant  for  the  collection 

of  any  tax  that  may  have  been  ordered  to  be  raised,  collect  and  pay 
over  the  same  to  the  treasurer ;  and  all  monies  at  any  time  in  the 
hands  of  the  treasurer,  shall  be  liable  to  be  drawn  out  by  the  trustees, 
or  a  major  part  of  them,  and  applied  and  disposed  of  as  shall  have 
been  directed  by  the  inhabitants  of  said  village. 

XII.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  trustees  shall  keep  a  AdtbUHt|  ^ 
just  and  accurate  account  of  their   necessary  expenses   and  dis-be  kept  * 
bursements,  at  alt  reasonable  times  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  said  Tillage  ;  and  on  exhibiting  the  same  to  the 
treasurer,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  amount  thereof  out  of  any 

money  In  the  treasury  ;  and  that  the  treasurer,  collector,  assessors 
and  clerk  shall  be  paid  for  their  several  services,  such' suitable  com- 
pensation' as  the  said  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  by  a  by-law . 
of  the  corporation,  shall  provide  ?  and  that  the  said  trustees  shall 
reserve  for  their  services,  such  reasonable  compensation,  as  the  in- 
habitants of  said  village,  at  their  annual  meetings,  ahull  think  proper 
to  grant  and  allow. 

'    XIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted, t  That  the  trustees  to  be  elected  j^^ 
~by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  continue  in  office,  and  be  authorised  to^^^ 
exercise  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  in  this  act  con- 
tained, and  belonging  to  their  office  of  trustees  as  aforesaid,  until  the        N 
first  Monday  of  May  next  following  after  their  election  as  trustees 
as  aforesaid,  and  until  a  new  election  for  trustees  of  the  said  village 
shall  be  made,  pursuant  to  this  act,  and  until  the  said  trustees  so 
last  chosen  shall  take  and  subscribe  tjie  oath  or  affirmation  of  the 
office  of  uustee. 

XIV.  And  be  UfurtJur  enacted,  That  the  said  village  of  Still* 
water  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  constituted  a  road  district,  subject 

to  be  subdivided  by  the  sajd  trustees,  and  that  the  same  be  exempt  The  vilhge 
from  the  superinteudance  of  the  commissioners  of  highways  of  the  tocomtituu 
town  of  Stillwater;  and  the  said  trustees  of  the  village  of  Stillwater  ^.^  *■" 
shall  have  all  the  powers  .over  the  said  road  district,  and  discharge 
all  the  duties  which  by  law  are  given  to  or  enjoined  upon  die  said 
commissioners  of  high  way b,  and  subject  to  the  like  restrictions  and 
appeals;  and  it  Is  hereby  declared  lawful  for  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  village,  at  their  annual  meetings  as  aforesaid,  to  choose  an  over- 
seer of  highways  for  eacji  and  every  subdivision  in  said  xoad  district, 
as  shall  belaid  out  by  the  said  trustees ;  which  overseers  or  path- 
masters  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  discharge  all  the  duties  in  their 
several  districts  or  subdivisions  which  by  law  are  given  to  or  en- 
joined upon  other  overseers  of  highways,  giving  in  their  lists,  and 
being  accountable  to  said  trustees,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  over- 
seers of  highways  are  bound  by  law  to  do,  to  the  town  clerk  and  to 
the  commissioners  of  the  highways. 

XV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 

the  said  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  and  they  are  hereby  au-  Firemen] 
ihorised  and  empowered  to  appoint,  under  the  hand  of  the  presi- 
dent of  the  board  and  seal  of  die  village,  three  -fire  wardens,  and 
a  company  of  fifteen  firemen,  out  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  village, 
eo  have  the  care;  management,  working  and  use  of  the  fire  engine  or

and  implements  for  extinguishing  fires;   and  the  said  trustees,  or  m 

majority  of  them,  are* hereby  authorised  to  remove  or  displace  all  or 

any  of  the  fire  wardens  or  firemen,  so  as  aforesaid  to  be  elected  and 

appointed,  when  and  as  often  as  they  shall  think  fit,  and  others  in 

their  stead  to  elect,  nominate  and  appoint. 

XVI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 

Pmlty  fa  gaid  village,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  elected  or  chosen  a  trustee. 

aeran      Bfld  having  notice  of  his  said  election,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take 

«fee         upon  him  the  said  office,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  who  do 

accept  the  said  office,  to  impose  at  their  discretion  a  fine  upon  any 

person  so  neglecting  or  refusing,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars, 

to  be  recovered  in  tbe  same  manner  as  other  fines  and  penalties  are  to 

be  recovered  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  village. 

Declared  a      XVII.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  be,  and  is  hereby 

public  act.  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  phail  be  construed  beuiguly  and 

favorably  for  every  beneficial  purpose  herein  intended* 


CHAP.  CCXII. 

AN.  ACT  for  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Mohawk 
and  Hudson  Rivers. 

Passed  April  17,  1816. 

WHEREAS  it  is  represented  to  this  Legislature,  that  the  water* 
of  the  Mohawk  river  may  be  connected  with  the  waters  of  the 
Hudson,  by  an  easy  and  practicable  route  for  all  purposes  of  boat 
navigation,  by  means  of  a  canal  and  locks,  to  be  erected  on  the 
Pnamble.  north  **^e  °^  tne  £reat  Cohoes  falls  on  the  said  Mohawk,  and  the 
navigation  of  the  said  Mohawk  river  improved  from  ihe  city  of 
Schenectady  to  the  said  falls,  to  the  great  advantage  of  the  agi  icul-  • 
turat  and  commercial  interests  of  this  state. 

And  whereas  certain  persons  by  their  petition  have  prayed, 
that  an  act  of  incorporation  may   be  passed  for  that  purpose  : 
Therefore,

JM  aflat,  Selah  Strong,  John  I.  Brooks,  and  such  persons -as  shall 
associate  fur  the  purpose  of  making  a  good  and  sufficient  turnpike 
roa<J,«  &  begin  at  the  head  of  the  Blooming-Grove  and  New- Windsor 
turnpike  road,  uear  the  dwelling-house  of  Samuel  Moffat,  and  runs 
Alienee  to  or  near  the  Blooming  Grove  meeting-house,  and'  from 
thence  to  or  near  the  dwelling-house  of  Joseph  Brewster,  keeping 
the  route  or  track  of  the  present  road,  as  nearly  as  may  be  conven- 
ient and  conducive  to  the  interest  of  the  said  company  and  of  the

bridge,  in  the  towa  of  Lysander,  and  pursuing  from  thence  the  most 
direct  and  eligible  route  through  the  towns  of  Lysander  and  Hannibal 
to  the  village  of  Oswego.

Vacancies  overseers  of  highways,  or  fclerk,  of  the  said  village  of  Auburn,  it 
hgw  to  be  ahafl  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  said  village,  or  the  major  part  of 
^^  ttleda,  t6  appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons,  to  fill  such  vacan- 
cy or  vacancies ;  and  the  person  or  persons  so  to  be  appointed  shall 
be  Vested  with  the  like  powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties 
and  restrictions,  as  if  elected  by  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of 
the  said  village.

for  the  lowest  terra  of  years  at  which  any  person  shall  offer  to  take 
the  same,  in  consideration  of  advancing  the  amount  of  the  lax  so  re- 
maining unpaid,  together  with  all  costs  and  charges  accrued  therein; 
and  if  notwithstanding  such  notice  the  owner  or  owoers  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  pay  the  amount  of  such  tax,  with  the  charges  attending 
such  notice  and  advertisement  and  the  costs  and  charges  aforesaid, 
then  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  to  cause  such  lands  and  tenements  to  be  sold  at  public  auction 
for  a  term  of  years,  for  the  purposes  and  in  the  manner  expressed  in 
the  said  advertisement,  and  to  give  a  declaration  of  such  sale  to  the 
purchaser,  under  the  hand  of  the  president,  and  seal  of  the  said  cor- 
poration ;  and  such  purchaser,  his  executors,  administrators  and  as-

CHAP.  CCXVI. 

AJST  ACT  to  authorise  the  commissioners  oftiic  Land-Office  to  sup- 
ply the  deficiencies  in  lots  in  the  tdtm  of  Sterling. 

Passed  April  17,  1816. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Ncro-York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly ',  That  in  all  cases  in  which  grants  have  been 
made,  or  shall  hereafter  be  made,  of  any  number  of  acres  of  land  to 
be  taken  from  any  specified  lot  in  the  town  of  Sterling,  there  shall 
appear  to  be  a  deficiency  in  such  lot,  to  satisfy  the  grant  the  com- 
missioners of  the  land-office  may  and  shall  grant  by  letters  patent,  as 
many  acres  from  a  contiguous  lot,  if  possible,  and  if  not,  then  from 
the  next  nearest  lot  vacant,  and  in  such  form  as  they  may  think  proper, 
as  may  be  sufficient  to  make  up  the  deficiency.

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I  AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Utica  Sugar-refining  Company. 

I  Passed  April  17,  1816. 

WHEREAS  it  has  been  represented  to  this  Legislature,  that 
several  persons  of  the  village  of  Utica  are  desirous  of  an  act  of  iu- 

pifeaoible.  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  loaf  and  lump  sugars, 
and  that  such  an  institution  may  be  the  means  of  evincing,  that  tlrose 
articles  can  be  manufactured  out  of  the  common  maple  of  our  coantry, 
and  therefore  tend  to  diminish  the  amount  of  our  imports  from  for- 
eign nations. 

'And  nhereas  such  an  establishment,  even  if  foreign  sugars  be  used, 

will  be  a  laudable  exertion  of  enterprise,  in  Htipplying  community 

with  an  article  which  long  custom  has  rendered  nearly  indispensable : 

Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  tike  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 

Company    sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  such  persons  as  now  are, 

iaewpora-  or  hereafter  shall  bt  stockholders  of  the  said  company,  shall  be  aod 
are  hereby  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  "  Utica  Sugar- 
refining  Company;"  and  that  they  and  their  successors,  for  the  terra 
of  twenty  years  hereafter,  shall  and  may  have  continual  succession 
and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  snd  alter  the  same

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at  their  pleasure,  aud  by  the  name  aforesaid,  shall  be  persons  io  law 
possessed  of  full  authority  to  contract  with  any  person  or  persons 
whomsoever,  and  with  any  body  corporate  or  politic  whatsoever, 
for  any  of  the  objects  hereinafter  permitted ;  and  ef  being  as  fully 
contracted  with,  and  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being 
impleaded,  defending  and  being  defended,  answering  and  being  an- 
swered unto,  iu  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  and  in  all  manner 
of  actions,  suits,  causes  and  complaints  whatever  ;  and  by  the  name 
aforesaid,  shall  be  capable  of  purchasing  aoy  raw,  and  selling  any 
manufactured  sugars,  and  of  purchasing  all  articles  necessary  and 
proper  to  their  business  as  sugar-refiners.

extraction  of  sugar,  such  person  or  perrons  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  tbecompaoy 
a  trespass,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  like  penalties  which  are  inflict- 
ed for  girdling,  or  otherwise  destroying  fruit  or  orchard  trees  ;  and 
Hich  person  or  persons  may  also  be  prosecuted  by  the  said  corpora, 
lion,  in  aoy  county  where  such  trespass  may  have  been  committed, 
and  before  aoy  court  having  recognizance. of  the  same ;  and  the  said 
corporation  shall  be  permitted  to  hire  by  lease,  or  to  purchase  in  fee 
siaipie  or  otherwise,  such,  and  so  much  real  estate,  or  lands,  as  shall 
be  deemed  convenient  by  the  said  corporation,  for  the  cultivation 
and  extraction  of  maple  sugar,  the  secuiing  of  fuel  to  the  said  cor* 
pmtion,  or  other  purposes  advantageous  to  the  said  corporation, 
fa  the  purpose  of  making  or  refining  such  sugar;  and  the  said  real 
ftoteor  land  so  obtained,  to  hold,  or  to  release,  dispose  of,  sell  and 
recowey,  as  the  interest  of  tha  said  corporation  shall  be  found  tore* 
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quire:  Provukd>  that  the  amount  of  the  real  estate,  so  to  be  held  and 
owned  by  the  said  company,  in  wild  land,  shall  not  at  any  time  ex-

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,   That  Bryan  Johnson,  James  S. 

SobKrip-  Kip  and  Alexander  B.  Johnson,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  joint 
commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  for  so  much 
of  the  stock  created  by  this  act,  as  is  now  remaining  unsubscribed  ; 
and  so  much  shall  be  paid  on  each  share*  at  the  time  of  subscription, 
as  the  said  commissioners  shall  deem  advisable  and  proper;  and  such 
stipulations  and  conditions  shall  be  Attached  to  the  subscription,  as 
they  shall  deem  most  conducive  to  the  interest  of  the  corporation ; 
and  after  the  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  or  so  much  thereof

VL  And  **  *  furihcr  ***<**&>  That  the  directors  for  thes^fce 
being,  shall  have  power  to  make  and  pursue  such  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  as  to  them  shall  appear  needful  aod  proper,  touching  the 
management  and  disposition  of  the  stock,  property,  estate,  effects  and 
concerns  of  the  said  corporation,  the  duties  of  the  officers,  clerks, 
factors,  articles,  agents  and  servants,  by  them  employed ;  the  election 
of  directors,  the  transfer  of  stock,  and  every  other  matter  relating  to 
the  said  corporation,  and  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  any  part  of

AN  ACT  to  authorise  a  new  valuation  of  (he  real  estates  m  Ike 
city  and  county  of  Albany. 

Passed  April  17,  1816/ 

WHEREAS  it  bus  been  represented  to  the  legislature,  that  the 
valuations  of  real  estates  in  the  city  of  Albany,  made  in  pursuance  of 
the  "act  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  passed  April  5th, 
18 13,"  have  become  unequal  and  unjust,  by  reason  of  the  fictitious 
rise  of  real  property  which  had  taken  place  in  certain  parts  of  the 
said  .city,  at  the  time  the  said  valuations  were  made,  and  which  gui- 
ded the  assessors  in  making  the  same,  and  the  great  changes  which 
.  have  subsequently  taken  place  in  the  value  of  the  said  property ;  for 
remedy  thereof, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  Stale  of  New-York,  repre* 
tented  in  Senate  and  Assembly f  That  there  shall  be  a  new  valua- 
tion of  the  real  estates  in  the  city  and  county  of  Albany,  to  be  made 
by  the  assessors  of  the  several  wards  and  towns  in  the  said  city  and 
county  of  Albany,  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of 
July  next,  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  which  said  valuations  shall 
be  made  in  the  same  manner  in  all  respects  as  the  valuations  which 
have  heretofore  been  made  in  pursuauce  of  the  said  act;  and  when 
ihe  said  valuations  shall  be  so  made  and  revised  and  approved  of  by 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  said  city  and  county  of  Albany,  as 
is  directed  in  and  by  the  said  act,  the  same  shall  be  considered  the 
true  valuation  of  real  estates  within  the  said  city  and  county  of  Alba- 
ny, and  shall  not  thereafter  be  varied  except  where  the  value  of  any 
shall  be  increased  by  the  erection  of  houses  or  by  any  other  im- 
provements, or  where  the  value  of  any  may  be  decreased  by  the 
destruction  of  any  erections.

Passed  April  17,  1816. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  If  em-York,  repre* 
Jtouiufc  ot  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  district  of  country  coo* 
ihe  village.  ^-^  w;t|)in  ^]p  flowing  bounds,  that  is  to  say,  all  that  part  of  lot 
number  three,  in  the  town  of  Ovid,  in  the  county  of  Seneca,  lying 
west  of  a  line  to  be  drawn  due  north  and  south,  through  said  lot 
number  three,  fitly  rods  east  from  the  court-house  in  said  town  of 
Ovid,  shall  continue  to  be  known  and  distinguished* by  the  name  of 
Same.       "  Ovid  Village ;"  and  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  who  are  qual- 
ified to  vote  at  town  meetings,  who  may  from  time  to  time  reside 
within  the  aforesaid  limits,  may,  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  next, 
meet  at  the  courthouse  in  the  said  village,  At  such  lime  of  the  day 
as  may  be  appointed  by  any  justice  or  justices  of  the  peace  within 
said  village,  and  notified  to  the  inhabitants  thereof  at  least  one  week 
previous  thereto,  and  then  and  there  proceed  to  elect  five  discreet 
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freeholders,  resident  within  the  said  Tillage,  to  be  trustees  thereof; 
who,  wheo  chosen,  shall  possess  and  exercise  the  several  powers 
and  rights  herein  after  specified  :  And  such  justice  or  justices  shall 
preside  at  such  meeting,  and  shall  declare  the  persons  having  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  to  be  duly  chosen  trustees ;  and  on  every 
first  Monday  in  May  thereafter,  there  shall  be  an  annual  election

IL  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  freeholders  and  in-siyje  a^ 
habitants  residing  within  the  a  foresaid  limits,  be.  and  they  arepowem  of 
hereby  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be,  from  time  to  time,t4ietru,tfce^ 
and  forever  hereafter,  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and 
in  name,  by  the  name  of  "  the  Trustees  of  Qvid  village ;"  and* 
by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  forever  shall  and  may  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  be  persons  capable  in  law  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  defending  and  being 
defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of 
actions,  complaints  and  causes  whatsoever ;  and  that  they  and  their 
successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  the  same  at 
their  pleasure  ;  and  shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  holding, 
receiving  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of 
said  village,  (provided  the  said  real  estate  shall  be  within  the  said 
village ;)  and  of  erecting  any  public  buildings  for  the  use  of  said 
village,  and  of  raising  money  by  tax  for  erecting  such  public  build- 
ings, purchasing  such  real  or  personal  property,  procuring  fire  engines 
and  otter  utensils  for  extinguishing  fires,  and  for  making  a  reasonable 
compensation  to  the  ofliceis  of  the  corporation,  aud  for  making  all 
necessary  repairs  and  improvements  in  said  village ;  which  monies, 
so  to  be  raised,  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  freeholders  and  inhabit- 
ants of  said  village,  according  to  law,  by  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  five  judicious  assessors,  who  shall  be  freeholders  in 
said  village,  to  be  chosen  by  the  inhabitants  of  said  village,  qualified 
to  vote  at  towo  meetings,  and  collected  by  the  collector  of  the  cor- 
poration, to  be  chosen  by  the  trustees  of  6aid  village  annually,  in 
like  manner  as  the  taxes  of  towns  and  counties  are  collected,  by 
virtue  of  a  warrant  to  liim  directed  by  the  majority  of  the  trustees 
aforesaid :  Provided  nevirlluleas^  that  no  tax  shall  be  levied,  or 
monies  raised,  assessed  or  collected,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  or  Prwie*' 
any  other  purposes,  and  no  purchase  or  sale  of  any  real  estate  made, 
and  no  public  buildings  erected  or  disposed  of,  without  the  consent 
of  the  legal  voters  of  the  said  village,  in  open  meeting  duly  warned 
and  notified,  first  given  and  expressed  by  a  majority  of  votes 
then  and  there  given  :  Provided  also,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  the  said  assessors,  in  assessing  the  taxes  to  be  raised  upon  ' 

the  inhabitants  of  said  village,  to  have  regard  both  to  the  property 
and  relative  situation  of  eacli  individual,  so  as,  that  the  said  taxes 
mny  be  assessed  in  an  equitable  and  just  manner,  of  and  from  the 
owners  and  occupants  of  the  bouses  and  lands  in  said  village,  iu 
proportion,  nearly  as   may  be,  to  the  property  and  advantages 

I  i  . 
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which  each  may  be  deemed  to  receive  from  tlie  improvements 
fWiso.  or  purchase  to  be  made  by  said  money  when  collected  :  And 
provided  also,  that  if  aiiy  person  shall  conceive  himself  or  herself 
aggrieved  by  any  such  assessment,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such 
person  to  appeal  from  the  said  assessors  to  the  trustees  of  the  said 
village,  in  ten  days  after  such  assessment  shall  be  made,  and 
public  notice  thereof  given,  giving  notice  to  the  said  assessors  or 
any  one  of  them  of  such  appeal,  aod  of  the  time  and  place  of  de- 
termining thereon  by  said  trustees,  who  Bhall  hear  the  same  and  do 
justice  in  the  premises. 

III.  And  be  it  Jvrther  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Money ,how  inhabitants  of  said  village,  as  often  as  they  shall  vote  to  raise  any 
toben&iaed.  sum  or  sums  of  money  for  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid,  to  specify, 
as  far  as  is  convenient,  the  particular  purpose  for  which  said  sum  or 
sums  of  money,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  appropriated,  that  the 
assessors  may  have  regard  thereto  in  assessing  the  same  upon  the 
respective  inhabitants  of  said  village. 
By-laws.  IV-  And  be  u  fi^1^  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
trustees  of  the  said  village,  or  the  major  part  of  tbem,  and  their 
successors,  to  make,  ordain  and  constitute  and  publish  such  prudeutial 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  from  time  to  time  may  deem 
.  meet  and  proper,  and  such  particularly  as  are  relative  to  the  streets, 
alleys  and  highways  of  the  said  village ;  and  draining,  filling  up, 
paving,  keeping  in  order  and  improving  the  same ;  relative  to 
slaughter  bouses,  and  nuisances  generally ;  relative  to  lighting  the 
streets  of  the  said  village ;  relative  to  restraining  geese,  swine  or 
cattle  of  any  kind  ;  relative  to  the  inspecting  of  weights  and  meas- 
ures ;  relative  to  the  keeping  and  regulating  hay  scales ;  and  rela- 
tive to  auy  thing  whatsoever  that  may  concern  the  public  and 
good  government  of  said  village  ;  but  no  such  by-laws  shall  exteod 
to, the  regulating  or  fixing  the  prices  of  any  commodities  or  articles 
of  provision  offered  for  sale  :  Provided  also,  that  such  by-laws  be 
not  contrary  to,  nor  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  of  the 
United  States:  And  it  shall  also  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees,  te 
require  the  householders  and  occupants  of  buildings  in  the  said  village, 
under  suitable  penalties,  to  furnish  themselves  with  fire  buckets,  and  , 
other  necessary  utensils  for  extinguishing  fire,  and  also  keep  their 
fires  safe  and  their  fire  places  and  chimnies  clean  and  in  good 
repair. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  trustees,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  as  often  as  they  shall  make,  ordain  and  publish 
fiittt  and  any  by-laws  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  may  make,  ordain,  limit 
penalties  &nci  provide,  such  reasonable  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  against 
(he  offenders  of  such  by-laws,  as  they  may  think  proper,  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  dollars  for  any  one  offence,  to  be  prosecuted 
and  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  court  having 
cognizance  of  the  same,  by  the  trustees,  to  and  for  the  use  of  the 
said  corporation  ;  and  in  all  cases  it  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for 
said  trustees,  in  any  suit  or  action  to  be  brought  for  any  such  fines* 
penalties  and  forfeitures,  to  declare  generally,  that  the  defend- 
ant or  defendants  are  indebted  to  the  trustees  of  Ovid  village, 
in  the  amount  of  such  fine,  penalty  or  forfeiture,  to  be  paid  to 
the  said  trustees  for  the  time  being,   when  thereunto  required, 
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nd  under  such  declaration  to  give  the  special  matter  in  evidence; 
and  the  freeholders  and' inhabitants  of  said  village  shall  be  deemed, 
and  are  hereby  declared  competent  to  give  testimony  in  any  cause 
wherein  the  said  trustees  are  a  party,  notwithstanding  any  remote  * 
interest  which  they  may  have  as  members  of  such  corporation. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  person  in  possession  ©f  TtMf  1|0W 
any  real  estate  in  the  village  aforesaid,  at  the  time  any  tax  is  assess-  to  be  unw- 
ed, shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  amount  assessed  thereon;  and  in  case  «l. 
•much  person  is  not  bound  by  contract  or  otherwise,  to  pay  such  tax, 

he  or  she  shall  "and  may  recover  the  same  from  the  owner  or  owners 
•of  such  real  estate,  or  other  person  whose  duty  it  was  to  have  paid 
the  same ;  and  all  taxes  upon  any  real  estate  in  said  village  shall  be 
a  lien  thereon. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  inhabitants  of  said  Ammom, 
village,  qualified  to  vote  at  town  meetings,  at  the  annual  meeting?  Trwunr 
in  every  year  hereafter  to  be  held  for  choosing  trustees,  or  any  *  CUffk» 
other  meeting  duly  notified,  shall,  aod  they  are  hereby  authorised, 

to  choose  by  a  major  vote,  not  leas  than  three  nor  more  than  five 
judicious  freeholders,  inhabitants  of  said  village,  as  assessors,  and 
one  treasurer,  and  one  clerk;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  doings  and  votes  of  the 
inhabitants  of  said  village,  at  their  annual  or^  other  legal  meetings, 
in  a  book  by  him  to  be  procured. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  trustees,  assessors, 
treasurer  and  clerk  shall,  within  ten  days  after  their  election  and       • 
appointment,  and  before  they  proceed  to  exercise  their  several  offices,  ££**  ** 
respectively  take   and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,    before       '    - 
any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  county  of  Seneca,  that  they  will 
faithfully  execute  the  office  or  trust  to  which  they  may  severally 

be  elected  or  appointed. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  treasurer  and  collector, 
hereafter  to  be  elected  or  appointed,  before  they  enter  upon  the  ^°ned2Ju£ 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  shall  give  such  security  for  the  tyttgoan* 
faithful  performance  of  the  trusts  reposed  in  them,  as  the  major  part 

of  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  shall  deem  sufficient. 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  for  the  good  government  of  the  said  p^,,,^ 
village,  that  it  shall  be  more  particularly  the  business  of  some  one 
of  the  said  trustees  of  the  said  village  tp  attend  to  its  more  immediate 
concerns:  Therefore, 

X.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  trustees,  within  ten  days 
after  their  election,  iu  every  year  thereafter,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  shall,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  to  assemble  in  some  PraM"*- 
conveoient  place  in  said  village,  and  there  to  choose  and  appoint  by 
ballot  some  one  suitable  person  of  their  body,  to  be  president  of  said 
board  of  trustees,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  when  present,  to  preside  h»  doty. 
at  the  meetings  of  said  trustees;  to  order  extraordinary  meetings  of 

said  trustees  whenever  he  shall  think  proper ;  to  receive  complaints 
of  the  breach  of  any  of  the  laws ;  to  see  that  the  by-laws,  rules  aod 
ordinances  are  faithfully  executed  and  observed,  aod  to  prosecute, 
in  the  name  of  the  trustees,  all  offenders  against  such  by-laws;  and 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  more  particularly,  to  see  that  the  public 
property  belonging  to  the  said  village,  and  relating  to  the  fire  engines 
and  utensils,  be  suitably  taken  care  of  and  kept  in  order ;  and  to 
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do  such  other  acts  and  things  as  may  be  proper  for  him,  as  president 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  to  do :  Ami  in  case  of  the  death,  removal 
or  disability  of  such  presideut,  the  said  trustees  shall  pioceed  to 
choose  out  of  their  body  a  successor,  as  above  mentioned ;  and 
it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  said  trustees  to  keep  a  record  of 
their  doings,  especially  of  the  passing  of  their  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulatious. 

XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  collector  shall,  within 
such  time  as  shall  be  hereafter  specified  by  the  by-laws  of  said 
corporation,  next  after  the  receipt  of  his  warrant  fcr  the  collection 
of  any  tax  that  may  have  been  ordered  to  be  raised,  collect  and  pay 
over  the  same  to  the  treasurer ;  and  all  monies  at  any  time  in  the 
hands  of  the  treasurer,  shall  be  liable  to  be  drawn  out  by  the  trustees, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  and  applied  and  disposed  of  as  shall  have 
been  directed  by  the  inhabitants  of  said  village. 

XII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  trustees  shall  keep  a 
just  and  accurate  account  of  their  necessary  expenses  and  dis- 
bursements, at  all  reasonable  times  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
inhabitants  of  said  village ;  and  on  exhibiting  the  same  to  the 
treasurer,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  amount  thereof  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury ;  and  that  the  treasurer,  collector,  assessors 
and  clerk  shall  be  paid  for  their  several  services,  such  suitable  com- 
pensation as  the  said  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  by  a  by-law 
of  the  corporation,  shall  provide ;  and  that  the  said  trustees  shall 
receive  for  their  services,  such  reasonable  compensation,  as  the  in- 
habitants of  said  village  shall,  at  their  annual  meetings,,  grant  and 
allow. 

XIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  trustees  to  be  elected 
by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  coutinue  in  office,  and  be  authorised  to 
exercise  all  the  power  and  perform  all  the  duties  in  this  act  con- 
tained, and  belonging  or  appertaining  to  their  office  of  trustees  afore- 
said, until  the  first  Monday  of  May  next  following  after  their  election 
as  trustees  as  aforesaid,  and  until  a  new  election  for  trustees  of  the 
said  village  shall  be  made,  pursuant  to  this  act,  and  until  the  said 
trustees  so  last  chosen  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  or  affirma- 
tion Acquired  to  be  taken  by  this  act. 

XIV.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorised and  empowered  to  appoint  and  elect,  under  die  hand  of  the 
president  of  tlie  board  and  seal  of  the  said  corporation,  four  fire 
wardens,  ami  a  company  of  twenty-four  firemen,  out  of  the  inhabitants 
of  said  village,  to  have  the  care,  management,  working  and  Use  of 
the  fire  engine  or  engines  which  may  belong  to  the  said  village,  and 
also  the  tools  and  implements  for  extinguishing  fires ;  and  the  said 
trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby  authorised  to  remove  or 
displace  all  or  any  of  the  fire  wardens  or  firemen,  as  aforesaid  to  be 
appointed  and  elected,  when  and  as  often  as  they  shall  think  fit,  and 
others  in  their  stead  to  elect,  nominate  and  appoint :  Provided,  the 
said  firemen  shall  not  be  exempt  from  militia  duty,  any  act  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 
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CHAP.  CCXX. 

AN  ACT  appointing  commissioners  to  lay  out  the  road  therein 
mentioned,  from  the  bridge  crossing  the  Genesee  river  opposite  the 
pillage  of  Rochester,  to  the  Four  Corners  on  the  Ridge  Road  in 
the  town  of  Murray. 

Passed  April  17,  1816. 

I.  BE  it,  enacted  by  the  People  of  ike  State  of  New-York,  repre* 
seated  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Johu  P.  Patterson,  George 
G.  Sill  and  Ezra  Davis,  junior,  or  any  two  of  them,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  lay  out  a  public  highway,  of  the 
-width  of  four  rods,  from  the  bridge  crossing  the  Genesee  river  op- 
posife  the  village  of  Rochester,  oo  the  most  direct  and  eligible 
route  to  the  Four  Corners,  on  tbe  ridge  road,  in  the  town  of  Murray 
in  the  county  of  Genesee. 

II.  And  be  it  fttrther  enacted.  That  the  said  commissioners,  be- 
fore they  enter  upon  the  duty  aforesaid,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  to  fay  out  said  road  without  favor 
or  partiality;  and  thev  shall,  after  laying  out  said  road,  cause  to  be 
made  an  accurate  map  of  the  survey  of  tbe  road,  and  cause  the  same 
with  tbe  field  noteaof  tbe  survey  to  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of 
each  town  through  which  the  road  sh.aU  be  laid  out .  and  if  tbe  said 
road  shall  be  laid  through  any  improved  lauds,  the  damages  shall  be 
appraised  and  paid,  and  the  road  opened  and  improved  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  act  to  regulate  highways,  and  the  said  commission- 
ers and  their  surveyor  shall  each  be  allowed  two  dollars  per  day  for 
each  day  they  shall  be  necessarily  employed  in  the  duties  aforesaid, 
together  with  their  necessary  contingent  expenses,  to  be  audited  and 
allowed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county,  and  paid  by  the 
several  towns  through  which  the  said  road  shall  be  laid,  in  proportion 
to  the  distance  it  shall  be  laid  through  such  towns  respectively* 


CHAP.  CCXXI. 

AN  ACT/ar  tiie  relief  of  Daniel  Pool,  and  Hannah  his  wife,  Betsey 
Metiar,  Gabriel  Mettar  and  John  Metiar. 

Passed  April  17,  1816. 

WHEREAS  Peter  Mettar,  an  alien,  late  of  the  town  of  Walkill, 
in  the  county  of  Orange,  was  in  his  life  time,  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  seized  of  a  certain  tract  of  land  situate  in  the  said  town  of 
Walkill,  and  containing  about  fifty-three  acres  of  laud,  and  did  in 
and  by  his  last  will  and  testament,  will  and  desire  that  all  his  real 
estate  should  be  equally  divided  between  Hannah  Mettar,  now  the 
wife  of  Daniel  Pool,  Betsey  Mettar,  Gabriel  Mettar  and  John  Met- 
tar, and  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever:  And  whereas  the  said  last 
will  and  testament  was  witnessed  by  only  two  witnesses,  and  the  said 
Peter  Mettar  afterwards  died  without  having  left  any  person  capable 
of  inheriting  the  said  land,  whereby  the  same  has  escheated  to  die 
people  of  the  state  of  New-York :  Therefore, 
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I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  the  right,  title,  interest, 
property,  claim  or  demand  of  the  people  of  the  state  of  New- York, 
in  and  to  the  real  estate  of  which  the  said  Peter  Mettar  died  seised* 
consisting  of  a  farm  of  land  containing  about  fifty-three  acres,  situate 
in  the  town  of  Walkill,  in  the  county  of  Orange,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  granted  to  and  Tested  in  the  said  Hannah  Pool, 
Betsey  Mettar,  Gabriel  Mettar  and  John  Mettar,  and  their  heirs 
and  assigus  forever,  as  tenants  in  common. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  be  construed 
to  vest  in  the  said  Hannah,  Betsey,  Gabriel  and  John,  in  manner 
aforesaid,  at  and  immediately  after  the  death  of  the  said  Peter,  aH 
the  right  and  title  which  the  said  people  had  or  could  or  might  have 
had  in  and  to  the  lands  aforesaid,  in  as  full  and  ample  a  manner  as 
the  said  people  could  grant  the  same,  in  case  the  title  of  the  said 
people  thereunto  had  become  absolute  by  office  having  been  found 
thereupon :  Provided  alwnys,  that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  affect  or  in  any  wise  impair  any  right  or  interest  that 
the  widow  of  the  said  Peter  Mettar  may  have  in  and  to  the  said  lands, 
either  by  reason  of  her  right  of  dower  in  the  said  lands,  *  or  under  or 
by  virtue  of  any  thing  contained  in  the  said  will  of  the  said  Peter 
Mettar;  but  the  same  shall  be  vested  in  her  as  fully  as  if  the  said 
Peter  Mettar  had  died  lawfully  seised  of  the  said  lot  of  land,  and 
the  said  widow  had  l>een  capable  of  holding  real  estate:  And  provi- 
ded also,  that  the  saiiKDaniel  Pool,  and  Hannah  his  wife,  Betsey 
Mettar,  Gabriel  Mettar  and  John  Mettar,  shall  not  acquire  any  set- 
tlement in  the  said  town  of  Walkill,  by  virtue  of  any  interest  in  the 
•aid  lands  vested  in  them  by  operation  of  this  act. 


CHAP.  CCXXII. 

AN  ACT  to  erect  parts  of  the  towns  of  Litchfield^  in  the  county  of 
Herkimer,  and  Richfield  and  Plainfitld,  in  the  county  of  Otsego, 
into  a  separate  town  by  the  name  of  Winfield. 

Passed  April  17,  1816. 

Town  of  *•  BE  *  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
Winfield  tented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  tenth 
day  of  May  next,  such  parts  of  the  towns  of  Litchfield,  Richfield 
and  Plainfield,  as  are  contained  in  the  followiog  bounds,  to  wit :  begin- 
ning at  the  north-east  corner  of  the  town  of  Bridgwater,  in  the  county 
of  Oneida ;  thence  easterly  to  a  bound  on  the  south  side  of  the  Utlca 
and  Mtndeo  turnpike,  on  the  line  of  the  town  of  Columbia;  thence 
southwardly  along  the  line  of  said  town  to  the  north-west  corner  of 
the  town  of  Richfiefd ;  thence  easterly  along  the  line  of  said  town  to 
the  north-east  corner  of  lot  number  seventy-one ;  thence  southwardly 
along  the  line  of  said  town  to  the  south-east  corner  of  lot  number  sev- 
enty-three ;  thence  west,  to  the  south-west  corner  of  Cochran's  pateot ; 
thence  along  the  line  of  said  patent  northwardly  and  eastwardly  to 
the  southeast  corner  of  the  town  of  Litchfield;  thence  along  the  fine 
•f  said  town  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  erected 
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into  a  separate  town,  by  the  Dame  of  Winfield,  and  tbat*the  first 
town  meeting  shall  be  held  at  the  house  of  Rufus  Dodge  in  said  town, 
and  that  the  remaining  parts  of  the  said  towns  of  Litchfield,  Rich* 
field  and  Plainfield,  shall  be  and  remain  separate  towns  by  the  Dames 
of  Litchfield,  Plaiofield  and  Richfield. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.   That   as  soon  as  may  be  after 

the  first  town  meeting,  the  supervisors  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Poor  money 
said  towns  respectively,  on  notice  being  given  for  that  purpose,  shall  £%it°ib* 
meet  together  and  apportion  the  money  and  poor  belonging  to  the 
said  towns  of  Litchfield,  Richfield  and  Plaiofield,  previous  to  tha 
division  thereof,  agreeable  to  the  last  tax  list,  and  that  each  of  the 
said  towns,  shall  forever  thereafter,  respectively  maintain  and  support 
their  own  poor. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  aforesaid  town  of  Win-  WinitaH 
field,  shall  belong  to  and  be  a  part  of  the  county  of  Herkimer.  Strkimt; 


CHAP.  CCXXIIL 

AN  ACT  further  to  suspend, far  the  period  therein  mentioned*  the 
restriction  en  Banks  issuing  Bills  less  than  the  amount  cf  one 
dollar ,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Passed  April  17,  1816. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  ZWw-ForJfc,  represent* 
ad  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  so  much  of  the  first  section  of 
the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  prevent  the  passing  and  receiving  of  baafc 
notes,  less  than  the  nominal  value  of  one  dollar,  and  to  restain  unin- 
corporated banking  associations,'9  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  sus- 
pended, so  far  as  respects  the  bills  of  any  banks  in  this  state,  until  tha 
first  day  of  May,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven- 
teen ;  until  which  time  it  shall  be  lawful  to  pass  and  receive  tha 
notes  of  any  bank  in  this  state,  of  less  than  the  nominal  value  of  one 
dollar,  any  thing  in  the  said  first  section  of  the  said  act  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  after  the  said  first  day  of 
May,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventeen,  and 
until  the  first  day  of  December  thereafter,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
person  to  offer  or  receive  in  payment  of  any  debt  or  demand,  or  to 
circulate  any  bank  note  of  a  denomination  less  than  the  amount  of  one 
dollar,  which  may  have  been  actually  issued  by  any  bank  within 
this  state,  on  or  before  that  day,  any  thing  in  the  said  act  to  tha 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

III.  And  bo  it  further  enacted,  That  all  bills,  notes  or  tickets, 
in  the  form  or  similitude  of  bank  bills  or  notes,  if  sued  by  any  per- 
son  or  persons,  body  politic  or  corporate,  and  made  payable  in 
the  bills  or  current  notes  of  any  incorporated  company,  shall  and 
may,  ia  case  default  shall  be  made  in  the  payment  of  the  same,  ac- 
cording to  the  tenor  thereof,  be  sued,  prosecuted  and  collected,  by 
and  in  the  name  of  the  holder  or  bearer  thereof,  any  law  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding;  and  the  possession  of  such  note,  bill  or  ticket, 
shall  be  deemed  prima  facia  evidence  of  the  holder  thereof  having 
paid  value  for  the  same* 
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CHAP.   CCXXIV. 

AN  ACT  to  vest  certain  powers  in  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants 
of  the  village  of  Madison,  in  the  county  of  Madison.  . 

Passed  April  )7,  1815. 

T.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  Stale  of  New-York^  repr*  '■ 
scntcd  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That   all  that  district  of  country, 

tovilLire  comprehended  in  lot  number  thirty-six,  of  the  third  town  of  the  twen- 
ty towns,  (so  called)  as  laid  out  into  lots  by  Nathaniel  Locke,  a  map 
of  Which  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  this  state,  in  the 
town  and  county  of  Madison,  shall  hereafter  be  known  by  the  name 

Name.  °^ tne  V1^a©e  °f  Madison,  and  that  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants, 
qualified  by  law  to  vote  at  town  meetings,  who  may  reside 'within 
the  aforesaid  limits,  may  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  next,  meet  at 
the  uow  dwelling  house  of  Benjamin  I.  Starr,  and  then  and  there 
proceed  to  choose  five  freeholders,  residing  within  the  aforesaid  lim- 
its, to  be  trustees  thereof,  and  that  the  justices  of  the  peace,  residing 
within  the  said  limits,  shall  give  such  public  notice  oT  such  meeting, 
ftt  least  one  week  previous  thereto,  and  shall  preside  at  such  meeting, 
and  declare  the  several  persons  having  a  majority  of  votes  as  duly 
chosen  as  trustees ;  and  ou  every  first  Tuesday  of  May  thereafter 
there  bhall,  in  like  manner,  be  a  new  election  of  trustees  of  the  said 
village ;  and  the  trustees,  for  the  time  being,  shall  preside  at  such 
election,  and  shall  in  like  manner  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  holding  the  same. 
'   II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  freeholders  and  inhab-

perpetual  succession,  and  be  persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  and  of  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  of  jus- 
tice, and  in  all  actions  and  causes  of  action  whatsoever,  and  may 
have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure, 
and  shall  be  in  law  capable  of  holding,  purchasing  and  conveying 
any  estate,  real  and  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  village,  to  raise 
money  by  tax  for  erecting  public  buildings,  and  of  making  any  other 
necessary  improvements;  which  money  so  to  be  raised,  shall  be  as- 
sessed upon  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  village,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  relative  value  of  their  property  therein  to  be  assessed, 
and  in  proportion  to  the  advantages  such*  freeholders  and  inhabitants 
will  receive  from  the  appropriation  of  the  monies  so  to  be  assessed,  by- 
three  judicious  assessors,  to  be  chosen  from  among  the  freeholders  of 
said  village,  at  their  annual  meeting,  and  collected  by  a  collector,  to 
be  in  like  manner  chosen,  and  when  so  collected, -to  be  paid  over  to 
the  said  trustees,  or  such  of  them  as  they  may  desiguate,  to  be  ap- 
plied to  the  purpose  for  which  the  same  shall  have  been  raised :  Fro- 
st^// nevertheless,  that  no  tax  shall  be  levied,  or  monies  assessed, 
raised  or  collected  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  nor  any  purchase  or 
sale  of  any  real  estate  be  made,  nor  any  public  buildings  erected  or 
disponed  of,  without  the  consent  of  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of 
the  said  village,  or  the  majority  thereof,  at  a  public  meeting,  dury: 
notified  by  the  tnutees  of  the  said  village. 
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III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  hrwfbl  for  the 

said  trustees  or  a  majority  thereof,  aod  their  successors,  to  make  and  By-law*. 
publish  such  prudential  rules  aod  regulations,  as  (hey  from  time  to 
time  shall  deem  meet,  relative  to  the  draining,  filling  up,  levelling, 
paving,  keeping  in  order,  and  improving  the  highways  and  streets; 
relative  to  all  necessary  means  for  preventing  and  extinguishing  fires; 
relative  to  markets;  relative  to  all  nuisances ;  relative  to  the  exclu- 
sion from  the  commons,  of  cattle,  hogs,  sheep  and  geese,  and  all 
ihingB  which  may  tend  to  the  police  and  good  government  of  the  said 
village ;  vhich  may  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  state;  and  may  make  and  provide 
such  reasonable  fines  against  the  breach  of  such  laws,  as  they  may

That   the  said   trustees  shall  Account* 
keep  a  just  and  accurate  account  of  their  necessary  expenses  and 
disbursements,  and  of  all  monies  received  and  paid  by  them,  during 
ihetrcootinuaoce  in  office ;  and  shall  at  every  aunual  meeting,  prepare 

and  state  their  accounts  of  the  current  year;  and  if  a  balance  shall 
remain  in  their  hands,  pay  the  same  over  to  their  successors  in  of- 
fice; and  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  of  the  6aid  village, 
for  the  time  beioc,  to  pay  the  assessors  and  collector,  such  compen- 
sation for  their  services,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
said  village.

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CHAP.  CCXXV. 

AN  ACT    to  alter  a  part  of  the  route  of  the  Netvhurgh  and 
CoehtfiUm  Turnpike  Road. 

Passed  April  17,  1816. 

I,  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
~  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  route  of  that  part  of  the 

tobt  altered  Newburgh  *°d  Cochecton  turnpike  road,  which  now  passes  in  (lie 
rear  of  the  house  owned  by  Abraham  Hunter,  <Bnd  Isaac  Smith,  and 
William  Bookstaver,  in  the  village  of  Montgomery,  in  the  county  of 
Orange,  be  so  altered  that  the  same  shall  continue  westwardly  along 
the  street  called  Ward  street,  in  the  said  village,  passing  directly  in  . 
front  of  the  said  house  until  it  strikes  Bridge  street,  and  run  from 
thence  northwardly  along  said  Bridge  street,  to  the  south  end  of  the 
turnpike  bridge  across  the  Walkilr;  and  that  all  that  part  of  lot 
cumber  forty -five,  in  the  said  village,  over  which  the  said  turn- 
pike now  runs,  the  same  being  the  lot  upon  which  the  said  house 
stands,  shall  revert  16,  and  hereby  is  vested  in  the  said  Abra- 
ham Iluoter,  Isaac  Smith  and  William  Bookstaver,  and  their  heirs  < 
and  assigns  forever,  as  tenants  in  common,  to  be  held  by  them 
in  the  same  proportion  as  the  residue  of  the  said  house  and  lot  is  now 
held  and  owned '  by  them  respectively ;  and  that  the  said  turnpike, 
where  the  same  shall  run  along  the  front  of  the  said  lot,  shall  be 
opened  four  rods  wide. 

II.  And  be  it  further  endcted,  That  the  president,  and  directors 
of  the  said  Newburgh  and  Cochecton  turnpike  road  company,  instead 
of  the  tolls  now  or  formorly  demanded  in  like  cases,  shall  and  may 
exact  and  receive  at  each  of  their  gates,  the  following  rates  of  toll* 
to  wit :  For  every  cart  or  waggon,  drawu  by  four  horses,  mules  or 
oxen,  thirty -seven  and  an  half  cents;  for  every  can  or  waggon, 
drawn  by  five  hores,  mules  or  oxen,  fifty  cents;  for  every  cart  or 
waggon,  drawn  by  six  horses,  mules  or  oxen,  seventy  five  cents: 
Provided  however,  that  only  one  fifth  of  said  rate  of  toll,  shall  be 
exacted  on  any  carriage,  the  tire  whereof  shall  be  six  inches  broad, 
or  upwards,  and  should  the  same  be  eight  inches  broad,  such  car- 
riage, wilhghe  team  attached  thereto,  shall  be  suffered  to  pass  any 
such  gate  toll  free. 

t  III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  person  or  persons  who 
shall,  by  taking  off  or  from  any  carriage  or  carriages,  any  horse  or 
horses,  mules  or  oxen,  when  near  any  such  gate  or  gates,  or  shall, 
in  any  other  manner,  defraud  the  said  company  of  the  tolls  hereby 
granted,  or  any  part  thereof,  such  person  or  persons  shall  forfeit  to 
said  company,  for  each  and  every  offence,  five  dollars,  with  costs 
of  suit,  to  be  sued  for  and  collected,  by  action  of  debt,  or  otherwise, 
in  the  name  of  the  treasurer  of  said  company :  Provided,  that  car- 
riages used  by  persons  moving  with  their  families,  and  household 
furniture,  and  carriages  or  stages  for  the  conveyance  of  persons; 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  abo^e  increased  rate  of  toll;  And  provided 
further,  that  this  act  shall  not  go  into  effect  until  the  first  day  of 
May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seveu> 
teen,  and  shall  continue  in  force  seven  years. 
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IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Thai  this  shall  be  taken  and 
deemed  to  be  a  public  act.

I.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  John  Matteson,  Winsor  Co-  j.Matto** 
man,  David  Gaston,  Thomas  Morris  and  Aroswell  Lamb,  aod  all  4  <*here  to 
such  other  persons  as  shall  associate  with  them,  to  make  a  good  aDd*0*?01**** 
sufficient  turnpike  road,  to  begin  where  the  Sherburne  and  Lebanon 

salt  spring  turnpike  ends  or  intersects  the  Hamilton  and  Skeneatelas 
turnpike;  thence  running  on  the  most  eligible  and  direct  route  to 
Monis-flats,  near  the  house  of  Thomas  Morris,  in  the  town  of  Ea- 
ton, and  from  thence  on,  until  it  intersects  the  Madison  county  turn- 
pike road,  in  the  village  of  Peterboro',  in  the  county  of  Madison, 
shall  be,  and  are  hereby  created  trbody  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact 
aod  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  "  President,  Directors,  and  Com- 
pany of  the  Madison  county  south  branch  turnpike  road ;"  aod  by  Wyl* 
that  name  and  style  they  and  their  successors  shall  have  continual 
succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being 
sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  beiug  answered 
onto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places 
whatsoever,  and  in  all  manner  of  suits,  actions,  complaints,  causes 
and  matters  whatsoever ;  and  by  the  same  name  and  style,  shall  be 
in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying,  any  estate,  re- 
al or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  corporation :  Provided,  that  such  Pr0Til^ 
estate,  so  to  be  purchased  and  held,  shall  be  necessary,  to  fulfil  the 
objects  of  the  corporation,  and  no  other  purpose  whatsoever :  And 
provided  oho,  that  the  said  company  shall  be  allowed  five  years, 
from  the  passing  of  this  act,  for  the  completing  the  said  road,  any 
thing  in  the  aforesaid  general  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  stock  of  said  company 
shall  consist  of  twelve  hundred  shares,  of  twenty  dollars  eacli ;  and  stockp 
that  John  Matteson,  David  Gaston,  and  Darius  Morris,  be,  and  they 

ate  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  to  receive  subscriptions  for  said 
slock,  in  the  manner  directed  in  and  by  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act 
relative  to  turnpike  companies,"  passed  the  thirteenth  day  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven. 

III.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  company  here- 
by incorporated,  shall  be  entitled  to  erect  on  said  road  two  gates  or  ^^  ^^ 
turnpikes,  and  to  receive  the  following  sums  of  money  from  all  per- 
sons, travelling  or  using  the  same :  For  every  waggon  or  cart,  drawn 

by  two  hones,  mules  or  oxen,  six  cents,  and  one  and  an  half  cents 
far  every  additional  horse,  mule  or  ox,  attached  to  such  waggon  or 
cart;  for  every  waggon,  cart  or  other  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse, 
mule  or  ox,  three  cents,  and  for  every  additional  horse,  mule  or  ox, 
attached  to  such  waggon,  cart  or  carriage,  one  and  an  half  cents; 
for  every  horse  and  rider,  three  cents;  for  every  horse  led  or  drif - 
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ed,  one  and  an  half  cents;  for  every  stage-waggon,  chariot,  coach 
or  coachee,  phaeton,  curricle,  or  other  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by 
two  horses,  twelve  and  an  half  cents,  and  for  every  additional  horse 
attached  to  such  carriage,  three  cents ;  for  every  chaise,  chair, 
sulkey  or  other,  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse,  six  cents, 
and  in  like  proportion  for  every  additional  horse ;  for  every  sled  or 
sleigh,  drawn  by  two  horses,  oxeu  or  mules,  three  cents,  and  for 
every  additional  horse,  ox  or  mule,  one  and  an  half  cents ;  for  every 
sleigh  or  sled,  drawn  by  one  horse,  ox  or  mule,  two  cents;  for  every 
score  of  cattle,  horses  or  mules,  ten  cents  ;  and  for  every  score  of 
hogs  or  sheep,  four  cents,  and  so  in  propoi  tion  for  a  greater  or  less 
number. 
w  IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  company  hereby 

pivflejes.  focOTparated,  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges,  powers  ami 
immunities,  which  are  given  and  granted  in  and  by  the  aforesaid  act, 
entitled  u  an  act  relative  to  turnpike  companies,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  all  the  conditions,  provisions,  restrictions  and  regulations  contain- 
ed in  said  act.

Passed  April  17,  1816. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New- York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Philip  R.  Frey,  Daniel 
Potter  and  John  Fay  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commis- 
sioners, and  they  or  any  two  of  them  are  hereby  empowered  to  lay 
out  a  public  road,  four  rods  wide,  from  the  dwelling  house  of  Johu 
Fay,  in  the  town  of  Northampton,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery, 
to  the  Summer-bouse  Point,  from  theoce  on  the  most  direct  route  to 
the  meetiog- house  in  the  village  of  Kingsbury,  and  from  thence  ou 
the  most  direct  route  the  laud  will  admit  of,  until  it  shall  come  so  far 
into  the  town  of  Stratford  as  to  intersect  the  Stratford  road,  so  called, 
as  near  Haukerson's  tavern  as  the  most  practicable  route  will  admit ;

Passed  April  17,  1316. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  "Assembly,  That  the  inspectors  of  election, 
who  were  chosen  at  the  last  town  meeting  iu  and  for  the  town  of 
Troy,  in  the  county  of  Rensselaer,  under  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act 
relative  to  the  duties  and  privileges  of  towns,"  shall  be  the  inspectors 
of  election  in  the  city  of  Troy,  at  the  next  general  election  within 
this  state,  any  thing  in  the  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Troy  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 


CHAP.  CCXXX. 

AN  ACT    authorising  the  Comptroller  to  loan  money  to  certain 
persons  therein  mentioned. 

Passed  April  17,  1816. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  cf  the  State  of  New-York,  repro- 
U*o  to  be  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  Tnat  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
■tade  to  I.  comptroller  to  loan  to  Isaac  Hutton  a  sum,  not  exceeding  twenty 
HuttoD.  thousand  dollars,  out  of  any  monies  not  otherwise  appropriated,  and 
which  may  not  be  appropriated  for  public  purposes  during  the  present 
session  of  the  Legislature  ;  and  that  the  comptroller  be  authorised  to 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  treasurer  for  the  same  :  Provided,  that  the 
said  loan  shall  not  be  made  until  the  same  be  secured  to  the  people 
of  this  state,  by  a  sufficient  bond,  conditioned  for  the  annual  pay- 
ment of  the  iuterest  thereof,  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  centum  per  an* 
num,  and  the  repayment  of  the  principal  in  five  years,  nor  until  the 
said  payment  shall  be  further  secured  by  a  mortgage  or  mortgages 
oo  real  estate,  exclusive  of  the  the  buildings  erected  thereon,  of 
double  the  value  of  the  amount  so  loaned,  ualess  such  buildings 
shall  be  insured  and  continue  to  be  insured  against  fire,  and  the

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Preamble.    fen  Eyck,  Hoel  Lawrence,  Frederick  White,  Abel  Cole,  and  otfr- 
erb  associated  as  a  company,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Jef- 
ferson county  Bank,"  by  their  petition  presented  to  the  Legislature, 
have  prayed  for  the  privilege  of  being  incorporated  as  a  company 
and  body  corporate :  Therefore, 
Companyin-     I-  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  Stale  of  Nero-York,  rcpre- 
carporated.  scntrd  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  such  persons  as  shall  be 
'  stockholders  of  the  said  bank,  shall   be  and  hereby  are  ordained, 
constitute*!  and  declared  to  be,  from  time  to  time,  and  until  the  first 
day  of  January,  which  will  be  in  the  year  one  thousand  eigl.t  hun- 
dred and  thirty -two,  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and   in 
Style  and    name,  by  the  name  of  the  President,  Directors  and  Company  of  "  the 
powers.

shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  bank  to  issue  any  notes  or  bills,  until 
nn  affidavit  by  the  president  and  csshier  of  said  bank  shall  have 
been  made  and  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  of  Jefferson, 
stating  that  the  mm  of  twelve  and  an  half  per  cent,  upon  each  share 
of  (he  capital  stock  of  said  bank  has  beeu  actually  paid  into  said 
bank  in  specie.

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  Stale  of  N en-Fork,  repre-

their  associates  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  good  and  sufficient  turnpike 
load,  to  begin  at  the  cross  road  near  Nyack  landing,  in  Orange 
town,  in  the  county  of  Rockland,  between  the  houses  of  Teunis 
Smith  and  Peter  Smith ;  running  thence  westerly  along  the  old  mad, 
until  in  front  of  said  Peter  Smith's  dwelling  house,  and  from  thence 
the  most  direct  and  convenient  route  to  the  Orange  turnpike  road, 
and  to  pass  in  front  of  the  dwelling  house  of  John  Suffern,  in  the 
town  of  Heanipstead  in  said  county,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  "  the  President  and  Di- 
Style,  &c  rectors  of  the  Nyack  Turnpike  road  Company,"  and  they  are  here- 
by ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate  an<} 
politic,  in  fact  and  m  name,  and  by  that  name,  they  and  their  suc- 
cessors shall  and  may  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading 
and  being  impleaded,  defending  and  of  being  defended  in  aH  courts 
and  places  whatsoever;  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  purchasing, 
holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  and  personal,  provided  that

Taylor's  mills  to  its  junction  with  the  said  Coohoctoo  river;  Beh- 
cet's creek,  in  the  town  of  Canisteo,  in  the  county  aforesaid,  front 
John  Moor's  mills,  to  its  junction  with  the  Canisteo  river;  Mead's 
creek,  in  the  town  of  Painted  Post,  in  the  county  aforesaid,  from  the 
saw-mill  lately  erected  thereon,  up  the  same,  to  the  town  line  of  the 
towo  of  Jersey,  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  public  highways : 
Provided  howsver,  that  the  owners  of  the  adjoining  lands  may  erect 
drills  w  other  water  works,  store  houses  or  docks,  ou  the  said  waters,

erect  suitable  locks,  so  that  the  said  streams  may  be  safely  navigated,

vise and  adopt  such  measures  as  may  or  shall  be  requisite,  to  facili- 
tate and  effect  the  communication,  by  means  of  canals  and  locks,  be-

CHAP-  I.  I 

AN  ACT  to  suppress  duelling. 

Passed  November  5, 1816. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  bg  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented m  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  if  any  person  whatsoever  shall 
challenge  another  to  fight  a  duel,  with  any  weapon,  or  in  any  man-  ESSJiJ' 
ner  whatsoever,  the  probable  issue  of  which  may  or  might  result  in  •2JJ|JJ,*£ 
the  death  of  the  challenger  or  challenged,  or  if  any  person  shall  ac-  fi^ta&L 
cent  a  challenge  or  fight  a  duel,  with  any  weapon  or  in  any  way 
whatsoever,  the  probable  issue  of  which  may  or  might  terminate  in 

the  death  of  the  challenger  or  challenged,  or  if  any  person  shall 
knowingly  be  the  bearer  of  any  challeoge  or  message,  sent  for  the 
purpose  of  requesting  or  inviting  any  other  person  to  meet  the  per- 
son so  sending  su  h  challenge  or  message  or  any  other  person,  with 
inteot  to  fight  such  duel,  such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
public  otieace,  and  being  convicted  thereof,  shall  be  incapable  of 
boldiqg  or  being  elected  to  any  post  of  profit,  trust  or  emolument) 
civil  or  military,  under  this  Mate.

BE  it  enacted  by  ihe  people  ef  the  State  of  New-York*  repre- 
sented m  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for,  and  the  comptroller  of  this  state  is  hereby  required,  to  extend  the 
term  of  credit  on  (he  bonds  and  mortgages  due  to  the  people  of  this 
state,  oo  that  part  of  the  lands  in  the  East  Cayuga  Reservation,  situ* 
ate  in  the  county  of  Cayuga,  for  the  term  *f  two  yean  from  the  pas- 
sage of  thi*  act :  Provided  however*  that  the  several  owners  of  the 
lands  so  jwwtgaged,  shall,  within  one  year  from  the  passing  of  this 
Bet,  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  state,  all  the  interest  which  shall 
then  be  actually  due  on  the  said  mortgages  respectively,  and  shall 
also  satisfy  the  comptroller,  that  the  extension  of  credit  will  not  en- 
danger the  ultimate  payment  of  the  money  secured  by  the  mortga- 
ges oo  the  property  by  them  severally  owned. 


CHAP.  HI, 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  James  W.  Dmninick. 

Passed  November  12,  1816. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly*  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  all  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties,  which  may  have  been 
incurred  by  James  W.  Dominick,  under  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act 
for  the  more  effectual  prevention  of  fires  in  the  city  of  New-York," 
passed  April  II,  181 5,  by  reason  of  the  erection  of  a  building  owned 
by  him,  and  situate  on  the  corner  of  Chatham-street  and  Chatham- 
square,  in  said  city,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  remitted,  and  that 
the  said  building  so  erected  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a 
common  nuisance,  nor  liable  to  be  indicted,  abated  or  removed  as 
such  uoder  the  act  above  mentioned. 


CHAP.  IV. 

^  AN  ACT  concerning  Daniel  Northrop. 

Passed  November  12, 1816. 

WHEREAS  Daniel  Northrop,  was  in  the  month  of  September 
hat,  at  a  court  of  oyer  and  terminer,  in  the  county  of  Saratoga,  con- 
victed of  the  murder  of  Cornelius  Allen,  and  is  bow  under  sentence 
of  death:  And  whereas  the  presiding  judge  hath  reported  that  there 
is  bo  much  doubt  of  the  sanity  of  the  said  Daniel,  at  the  time  of  the 
i  of  the  crime,  that  he  ought  not  to  be  executed;  and  the 
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judge  also  reporting  that  the  insanity  of  the  said  Daniel  renders  it 
unfit  that  he  should  be  confined  in  the  state-prison,  and  that  he  has 
friends  who  are  willing,  at  their  own  expense,  to  provide  for  his  sup- 
port in  some  suitable  asylum :  Therefore, 

I.  hE  it  enacted  by  the  peoph  of  the  State  of  NenhYork,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  execution  of  the  said  Dan- 
iel IS  ori  h rep,  on  the  conviction  aforesaid,  shall  be  suspended  until 
the  first  day  of  March  next ;  and  if  before  such  time,  the  friends  or 
relatives  of  the  said  Daniel  shall  comply  with  the  previsions  herein 
after  contained,  the  said  Daniel  shall,  thereupon,  be  held  to  be  fully 
and  absolutely  pardoned  for  the  offence  aforesaid. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  one  or  more  of  the 
friends  or  relatives  of  the  said  Daniel,  shall  prior  to  the  said  first 
day  of  March,  procure  a  situation  for  him  in  some  lunatic  hospital 
or  assyluro,  which  the  person,  administering  the  government  of  this 
state,  shall  approve  of,  and  give  bond  to  the  people  of  this  state,  in 
such  sum  and  with  such  surety,  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  comp- 
troller of  this  state,  with  condition  forthwith  to  convey  the  said  Dan- 
iel to  such  hospital  or  asylum,  and  to  keep  and  maintain  the  said 
Daniel  at  such  hospital  or  asylum,  until  he  shall  be  therefrom  dis- 
charged by  permission  of  the  executive  of  this  state,  the  first  or  sen- 
ior judge  of  the  county  of  Saratoga,  shall,  thereupon,  by  warrant  un- 
der his  hand,  order  the  sheriff  of  the  said  county  to  deliver  the  said 
Daniel  to  some  proper  person,  to  be  named  in  such  order,  to  be  con* 
veyed  to  such  hospital  or  asylum  ;  and  the  said  bond  and  warrant 
shajl  be  filed  with  the  comptroller,  and  be  deemed,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  matters  of  record  in  his  office. 


CHAP.  V.

CHAP.  VI.

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  fhat  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
supervisors  of  the  county  of  Dutchess,  to  meet  at  the  court-house  i'tm 
the  said  comfy,  od  the  first  Monday  in  December  next,  and  then  and 
there  to  examine  amt  audit  the  accounts  for  the  repairs  done  to  the 
court-house,  and  for  the  alterations  made  in,  and  articles  furnished 
for,  the  court-room  since  the  first  day  of  July  last :  And  further,  at 
such  meeting,  to  issue  their  warrants  to  the  collectors  of  the  said 
county,  according  to  the  last  assessment  rolls,  to  collect  from  the 
freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  county,  by  way  of  tax,  a  sum 
equal  to  the  aggregate  of  such  accounts,  together  with  the  fees  of  the 
treasurer  and  collector. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  collectors  aforesaid  shall, 
within  file  time  limited  by  the  act  for  the  assessment  and  collection 
of  taxes,  and  io  the  manner  prescribed  by  such  act,  settle  with  the 
county  treasurer  for  the  said  tax;  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the

lage of  Hamilton,  in  the  county  of  Madison,"  passed  April  12,  1816, 
and  that  such*  election  shall  be  as  valid  as  if  the  same  had  been  held 
at  the  time  in  said  act  mentioned ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  offi- 
cers of  said  incorporation,  to  hold  their  respective  offices,  until 
others  shall  be  chosen  in  their  stead ;  and  in  case  the  annual  meet- 
ing for  the  election  of  officers  shall  not  be  held  on  the  days  in  and 
by  said  act  meotione  I,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  inhabitants  to 
meet  en  such  other  day  as  shall  be  determined  by  one  of  the  justices 
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of  the  peace,  residing  in  the  said  village :  but  io  that  case,  notice 
shall  be  given  io  the  same  manner  as  notice  for  the  first  meeting  of 
the  said  inhabitants  is  required  by  said  act  to  be  given,  and  not 
otherwise.

WHEBEAS,  by  a  mutual  understanding  between  the  parties,  the 
owner  of  two  acres  of  land  on  the  east  side  of  the  turnpike  road, 
funning  through  the  town  of  Norwich,  in  the  county  of  Chenango, 
opposite  the  ground  on  which  the  court-house  stands,  agreed  to  add 
to  the  court-house  common  the  said  two  acres,  allowing  to  the  Sec- 
ond Baptist  Society,  in  the  towu  of  Norwich,  the  privilege  of  erect- 
ing their  meeting  house  thereon :  And  whereas,  pursuant  to  the  said 
understanding,  said  meeting- house  was  erected,  but  by  omision  in  the 
conveyance  of  the  title  to  the  county  of  Chenango,  no  provision  wai 
made,  securing  to  said  society  said  privilege :  Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
tented  tn  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
supervisors  of  the  county  of  Chenango,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
at  any  meeting  of  their  board,  to  lease  to  the  said  Second  Baptist 
Society,  of  the  town  of  Norwich,  for  such  term  of  time,  and  on  such 
conditions,  as  they  shall  thiak  proper,  so  much  of  the  land  belonging 
to  said  county,  on  the  east  side  of  the  public  square,  iu  the  village  of 
Norwich,  as  will  embrace  the  ground  on  which  the  meeting-house  of 
said  society  now  stands,  and  sufficient  space  adjacent,  in  which  to 
dig  a  well  for  the  use  of  the  same.

CHAP.  XL 

AN  ACT  for  the  rdief  of  the  Stockholders  of  (he  Stephentown 
Turnpike  Road. 

Passed  November  12,  1816. 

WHEREAS  an  act,  to  establish  a  turnpike  corporation  for  im- 
proving the  road,  in  the  town  of  Stephentown,  in  the  county  of 
Rensselaer,  was  passed  the  third  day  of  April,  1861,  and  the  said 
road  laid  out  and  completed  agreeable  to  the  provisions  of  the  said 
act,  and  a  licence  obtained  from  the  governor  to  erect  a  gate  on 
said  road :  And  whereas,  io  consequence  of  the  legislature  incorpora- 
ting a  company  to  erect  a  toll  bridge  across  the  Kinderhook  creek, 
about  one  mile  south  of  the  west  end  of  the  said  road,  ant'  also  incor- 
porating a  company  to  improve  the  road  from  the  village  of  Bath 
to  Massachusetts  line,  with  a  branch  to  Stephentown,  which  said 
roads,  running  nearly  parallel  with  the  said  Stephentown  turnpike 
road,  have  so  reduced  the  travel  on  said  road,  as  that  the  toll  will 
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by  do  means  keep  the  same  io  repair;  the  stockholders  are  there*' 
fere  desirous  to  relinquish  the  whole  stock  in  the  said  road,  and  be 
exonerated  from  the  same.     Therefore, 

I.  Rh,  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Nent-Yprk  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  said  corporation  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  dissolved,  and  the  said  turnpike  shall  be  and 
remain  a  public  highway;  and  the  commissioners  of  highways  of  the

clared to  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the 
style  and      name  of  "  The  Schenectady  Lancaster  School  Society,1'  and  by  that 
St7cty.ofthe  name,  they  and  their  successors,  foever  hereafter,  shall  and  may  hare

Passed  November  12, 1816.. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  goods  damaged  at  sea,  and  sold 
for  the  benefit  of  the  owners  or  insurers,  within  twenty  days  after 
the  landing  thereof,  under  the  inspection  of  the  officers  mentioaed  in 
the  eighth  section  of  the  act  hereby  amended,  shall,  from  and  after 
the  first  day  of  December  next,  be  subject  to  the  like  duties  to  this 
state,  as  if  not  damaged,  any  thing  in  said  act  to  the  contrary  net- 
withstanding  ;  ami  if  an  auctioneer  shall  not  be  employed  in  the  sale 
of  such  goods,  the  officers,  under  whose  inspection  tiiey  shall  be  sold, 
shall  make  the  like  returns  of  sales  and  payment  of  the  duties,  as 
auctioneers  are  directed  to  make,  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  in  res- 
pect to  goods  not  damaged. 


CHAP.  XIV. 

AN  ACT  concerning  Banks, 

Passed  November  12,  1816. 

$E  it  enacted  and  declaredby  the  people  of  the  State  of  Ncw-York9 
represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  no  banking  company 
shall  issue,  or  cause  to  be  issued,  any  bills  or  cotes,  ether  than  for  the 
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payment  of  money ;  and  that  the  sums  which  may  be  expressed  in 
any  bills  or  notes,  which  any  bank  shall  issue,  or  cause  to  be  issued, 
which  are  according  to  the  terms  thereof  receivable  only  in  pay* 
ment  of  debts  due  to  the  bank,  shall  be  recoverable  by  the  bearer, 
pf  such  bills  or  notes,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  same  contained  an 
express  promise  for  the  payment  of  money. 


CHAP.  XV. 

kS  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  concerning  ike  state* 

prison." 

Passed  November  12,  1816. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  (he  inspectors  of  the  state-pris- 
on be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered,  in  conjunc- 
tion and  by  arrangements  with  tlie  corporation  of  the  city  of  New- 
York,  from  time  to  time,  to  cause  to  be  employed,  as  many  of  the 
convicts,  who  are  capable  of  hard  labor,  as  the  said  inspectors  and 
the  said  corporation  shall  agree  upon  for  that  purpose,  upon  any  of 
the  public  avenues,  roads,  streets,  or  other  works  iu  the  said  city, 
undertaken  by  the  said  corporation ;  and  the  said  inspectors  are 
hereby  further  authorised  and  empowered,  to  cause  to  be  employed, 
as  many  of  the  said  convicts,  who  are  capable  of  hard  labor,  as  they 
shall  see  fit,  on  any  other  public  works,  in  the  counties  of  Richmond 
and  Kings,  and  when  so  employed,'the  said  convicts  shall  be  subject 
to  such  regulations,  as  the  said  inspectors,  from  time  to  time,  shall 
prescribe. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  case  any  infectious  dis- 
ease should  break  out  among  any  of  the  convicts,  in  the  state-prison 
aforesaid,  the  said  inspectors  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered, 
forthwith,  to  cause  such  convicts,  so  infected,  to  be  removed  out  of 
the  said  prison,  during  their  illness,  to  some  suitable  place  of  security, 
where  they  may  receive  all  necessary  care  and  medical  assistance; 
and  after  their  recovery,  such  convicts  shall  be  returned  to  the 
state-prison,  to  be  confined  therein,  according  to  their  respective 
sentences,  if  the  same  be  unexpired. 


CHAP.  XVI. 

AN  ACT  for  extending  the  provisions  of  certain  acts  to  the  north* 
ern  frontier  of  this  state,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Passed  November  12, 1816. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  provisions  of  the  act,  pas- 
sed March  18,  1808,  entitled 4<  an  act  supplementary  to  an  act,  en- 
titled "  an  act  to  cede  the  jurisdiction  of  certain  lands,  in  this  state, 
to  the  United  States,  passed  March  20,  1 807,"  and  of  the  act,  enti- 
tled "  an  act  concerning  the  execution  of  writs  ad  quod  damnum," 
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passed  Apiil  13,  ISIS,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  extended  to  the 
island  in  Lake  Champlaio,  opposite  to  Rouse's  Point,  and  lots  num- 
ber sixty-one,  sixty-two,  sixty-three,  sixty-foAr,  sixty-five  and  sixty- 
fix,  in  the  Refugee  Tract. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the-sum  of  sixteen  thousand 
dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  defray  the  ex- 
pense of  erecting  the  lower  bastion  of  the  main  work  of  the  fortifica- 
tions, erectingjuoder  the  authority  of  this  state,  in  the  harbor  of 
New-York, 


CHAP.  XVII. 

AN  ACT  far  the  relief  of  Thomas  Sammons. 

Passed  November  12,  1816. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  Slate  of  NewYork,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  commissioners  of  the  land  office  to  extinguish,  upon  such 
terms  as  they  shall  deem  reasonable,  the  claim  of  Thomas  Sammons, 
his  heirs  or  assigns,  against  the  people  of  this  state,  for  so  much  of  lot 
number  nine  in  the  western  allotment  of  Kingsborough,  to  which  he 
has  derived  a  title,  under  a  sale  and  coovej  ance,  by  the  commission- 
ers of  forfeitures,  for  the  western  district,  to  James  Caldwell,  as  is 
covered  by  a  peramount  title ;  and  to  grant  to  the  said  Thomas  Sam- 
mons, his  heirs  and  assigns,  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the 
said  people,  in  and  to  the  ground  under  (he  water  of  the  East  Cana- 
da Creek,  together  with  the  use  of  the  waters  of  the  said  creek,

city  of  New- York,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  several  section* 
of  the  acts  hereby  amended. 


CHAP.  XXU< 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  incorporate  (he 
,  Richmond  Turnpike  Company?  passed  Match  31,  1(15. 

Passed  January  31,1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  rcpre* 
tented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for,  or 
required  of  the  company,  incorporated  by  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act 
to  incorporate  the  Richmond  Turnpike  Company,9'  passed  the  thir- 
ty-first of  March,  oue  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  to  make  a 
branch  to  Araboy  ferry,  from  the  road  already  completed  by  them, 
leading  from  the  bay  of  New- York  to  the  new  blazing  star  ferry ;  and 
they  are  hereby  released  from  the  same,  without  prejudice  to  any  of 
the  other  rights  aod  privileges  of  the  said  turnpike  corporation. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  stock  of  the  ferry  from 
the  city  of  New- York,  to,  or  near  the  east  end  of  the  Richmond 
turnpike,  and  the  stock  of  the  ferry,  from  the  west  end  of  said  road, 
across  Staten-island  sound,  to  the  new  blazing  star,  in  the  state  of 
New -Jersey,  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  stockholders  of  said  ferries 
and  the  president  and  directors  of  said  turnpike  road,  be  consolida- 
ted ;  and  the  said  road  and  ferries  be  thenceforth  managed  as  one 
concern,  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  Richmond  turnpike 
company,  to  be  chosen  at  the  first  election  after  such  consolidation,  by 
the  stockholders  of  said  ferries  and  road,  jointly,  each  stockholder 
of  the  ferries  having  the  same  number  of  votes  on  the  shares,  held 
by  him  in  the  ferries,  as  by  the  act,  incorporating  said  turnpike  com- 
pany, are  given  to  stockholders  of  the  said  turnpike  company,  hold- 
ing the  same  number  of  shares ;  and  that  the  stock  of  the  said  turn-

fcike  company,  in  case  of  such  consolidation,  as  aforesaid,  shall, 
from  and  after  such  corsolidation,  be  increased  the  amount  of  shares 
of  stock  held  in  said  ferries,  not  exceeding  five  thousand  additional 
shares,  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  and  the  said  increased  shares 
shall  thenceforth  have  all  the  properties,  and  be  liable  to  all  the  re 
gulatioos,  prescribed  by  law,  with  respect  to  the  turnpike  shares 
mentioned  in  said  act:  and  that  the  said  company  may  hold  such 
real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  required  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  of  said  road  and  femes,  but  for  no  other  object,  purpose  or 
intent  whatever. 

That  an  alteration  of  the  old 
road,  Dear  the  house  of  James  Bodiue,  in  Castleton,  in  Richmond 
county,  heretofore  confirmed  by  the  commissioners  of  highways, 
be  and  (he  same  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed. 


CHAP.  XXIII. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  courts  of  common  pleas  and  general  ses- 
sions of  (he  peace  in  the  counties  of  Rensselaer  and  Otsego. 

Passed  January  31,  1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to 
alter  the  terms  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  and  general  sessions 
of  the  peace  in  the  county  of  Rensselaer,"  passed  March  24,  1815, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  that  the  terms  of  the  said 
courts  be  and  remain  as  by  law  established,  prior  to  the  passing 
of  the  act  hereby  repealed  :  Provided,  the  September  term  of  said 
common  pleas,  be  hereafter  held*  on  the  last  Monday,  instead  of 
the  last  Tuesday,  of  September,  in  every  year. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  general  sessions  of  the 
peace,  appointed  to  be  holden  in  and  for  the  county  of  Otsego,  on 
the  last  Tuesday  in  August,  shall,  instead  thereof,  be  holden  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  December.

four,  oo  the  forty  thousand  acre  tract,  continuing  east  until  it  inter- 
sects the  east  line  of  said  towns  and  that  part  of  the  town  of  Perry, 
lying  north  of  a  line  between  lots  eight  and  nine,  and  sixteen  and  se- 
venteen, on  the  Ogden  tract,  cemtinuiog  €*»t  until  it  intersects  the- 
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east  lioe  of  said  town,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  erected  into  a  new 
town  by  the  name  of  Covington,  and  the  first  town  meeting  to  be  held 
at  the  house  of  Jacob  Gray,  in  the  said  town ;  and  that  all  the  re- 
maining parts  of  said  towns  of  Le  Roy  and  Perry  shall  be  and  re- 
main separate  towns  by  the  names  of  Le  Roy  and  Ferry.

supervisors  of  the  towns  of  Le  Roy  and  Perry,  and  Covington  afore* 
said,  shall  meet  together  and  divide  the  money  and  poor  belonging 
to  the  said  towns  ef  Le  Roy  and  Perry  previous  to  the  division: 
thereof,  agreeable  to  the  last  tax  list,  and  that  each  of  the  said  towns 
shall  forever  thereafter  respectively  maintain  and  support  their  owct 
poor. 


CHAP.  XXV. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  cisterns  in  the  streets  of  the  city  ef  New- 
York. 

Passed  January  31,  1817* 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  ef  the  State  &f  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the 
nay  or,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New- York,  in 
common  council  convened,  it  shall  be  expedient  to  make  a  public 
cistern  in  any  of  the  public  streets,  roads,  or  places  in  the  said  city, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  common  council  to  order  the  same  fo> 
be  done  accordingly,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  places  as  they  shall 
think  most  advisable,  and  the  expense  thereof  shah  be  estimated  and 
assessed  among  all  the  owners  or  occupants  of  the  houses  and  lots 
of  ground  intended  to  be  benefitted  thereby,  in  the  manner  directed 
in  and  by  the  one  hundred  and  seventy-fifth  section  of  the  act,  enti- 
tled "  an  act  to  reduce  several  laws  relating  particularly  to  the  cky 
of  New-York  into  one  act,"  passed  April  9th,  1813,  and  shall  be 
binding  and  conclusive,  in  the  manner  therein  prescribed*  and  shall 
fee  collected  in  the  manner  therein  directed,  or  in  the  manner  direct- 
ed in  the  two  hundred  and  fifty  ninth  section  of  the  said  act 


CHAP.  XXVI.

*«*«•»•  purchased  of  Henrietta  Maria  Colden,  a  farm  at  new  Lots,  in  Kings 
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county,  In  this  state,  and  thereupon  took  a  deed  or  conveyance  to 
himself,  of  the  said  farm,  from  the  said  Henrietta  Maria  Coldeq, 
bearing  date  the  15th  day  of  November,  1708 ;  that  by  the  said  act 
it  is  required  that  every  deed  of  conveyance,  executed  in  pursu- 
ance thereof,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  secretary's  office,  within 
twelve  months  from  the  date  thereof;  that  by  another  act  of  the  le- 
gislature of  this  state,  entitled  "  an  act  to  enable  aliens  to  purchase 
and  hold  real  estates  within  this  state,  under  certain  restrictions  there- 
in mentioned,"  passed  26th  March,  1802,  it  is  declared  that  every 
deed  of  conveyance,  executed  in  pursuance  of  the  act  first  above 
mentioned,  aiid  not  recorded  agreeable  to  the  directions  of  the  same, 
shall  and  may  be  recorded  within  twelve  mouths  after  the  passing  of 
the  act  of  the  26th  March,  1802.;  that  the  said  deed  was  not  record- 
ed agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  act  of  the  2d  April,  1708,  but 
the  same  was  recorded  in  the  secretary's  office  on  the  21st  March, 
1803,  which  is  a  few  days  over  and  above  twelve  lunar  months,  af- 
ter the  passing  of  the  act  of  the  26th  March,  1 802 ;  that  doubts  are 
entertained  by  the  parties  interested  therein,  that  such  recording  of

two  oxen,  six  cents,  aud  three  cents  for  every  additional  yoke  of 
oxen;  for  every  waggon,  drawn  by  two  horses,  oxen,  mules  or  asses, 
six  cents,  and  three  ceots  for  every  additional  horse,  ox,  mule  or  ass;

means  of  support :  And  whereas  also,  the  said  tribes  of  Indians  res- 
pectively receive  from  the  people  of  this  state,  a  yearly  annuity : 
Therefore,

sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  treasurer  shall  pay,  on  the 
warrant  of  the  comptroller,  to  the  person  administering  the  govern- 
ment of  this  state,  for  the  time  being,  when  thereunto  required  by 
him,  by  way  of  advance,  so  much  of  the  said  annuities  which  is 
payable  in  the  month  of  August  next,  as  the  person  administering 
the  government  as  aforesaid,  shall  from  time  to  time  think  proper  to 
be  expended  in  providing  the  necesaries  of  life  for  such  of  die  said 
tribes  of  Indians  as  shall  request  the  same  by  their  chiefe  or  agents 
thereunto  lawfully  authorised.

Albany  to  (he  Troy  ferry,  crosses  the  same ;  and  that  the  commis- 
sioners of  highways  account  for  the  said  sum  of  money,  to  the  board 
of  the  supervisors  of  the  said  county,  at  their  next  annual  meeting 
after  the  same  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  said  commissioners. 


CHAP.  XL. 

AN  ACT  vetting  certain  powers  in  the  commissioners  named  in  the 
concurrent  resolution  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  passed  the  I 1th 
My  rf  April,  1816. 

Passed  February  18,  1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  Stale  of  New-York,  repre?

by  a  concurrent  resolution  of  the  senate  and  assembly,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  viewing  the  Hudson's  river,  between  the  villages  of  Troy 
and  Waterford,  and  the  works  erected  thereon,  for  the  improvement 
of  the  navigation  thereof,  passed  Jthe  seventeenth  day  of  April,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen,  shall  have  power  to 
Issue  summons,  under  their  or  either  of  their  hands,  directed  to  any 
person  or  persons,  requiring  them,  or  any  of  them,  to  appear  before 
the  said  commissioners,  at  any  such  reasonable  times  and  places  as 
they  shall  appoint,  to  testify  the  truth,  according  to  their  knowledge, 
concerning  all  such  matters  as  shall  be  required  of  them  by  the  said 
commissioners,  or  any  two  of  them,  in  pursuance  of  the  aforesaid  res- 
olution, and  of  this  act;  and  the  said  commissioners,  or  either  of 
them,  are  hereby  authorised  to  administer  the  necessary  oaths  to  the' 
said  witnesses. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commissioners,  appointed  by  the  resolution  aforesaid,  or  any  two  of 
them,  to  report  their  opinion  as  to  the  most  practicable  and  best  plan 

for  improving  the  navigation,  between  the  now  navigable  waters  of  the  JeteJSS** 
said  Hudson  river,  at  Troy,  and  the  village  of  Waterford;  and  that  tuw. 
they  report  to  the  present,  or  any  succeeding  legislature,  upon  all  the 
matters  referred  to  them  by  this  act,  and  the  resolution  aforesaid. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  services  and  expenses 
of  the  said  commissioners  and  witnesses,  to  be  incurred  under  the 
second  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  by  the  commissioners  for  im- 
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proving  the  navigation  of  the  Hudson  river,  between  Troy  and  If  s> 
terford,  out  of  any  monies  in  their  hands  for  improving  the  said  nav- 
igation, or  which  may  hereafter  come  into  their  hands  for  that  pur- 
pose :  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  coqtaiued,  nor  the  resolu- 
tion upon  which  it  is  predicated,  shall  in  any  wise  be  construed  to 
charge  the  state  with  damages  or  expenses  of  any  kind  whatso- 
ever.

CHAP.  LVL 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Samuel  Be  Forest. 

Passed  February  28,  1 81 7. 

WHEREAS  it  hath  been  made  to  appear  to  the  legislature,  that 
Elyah  Taylor,  collector  of  taxes  for  the  town  of  Ballston,  io  the 
county  of  Saratoga,  is  now  confined  io  the  gaol  of  said  county  for 
debt ;  and  that  in  consequence  of  his  commitment  he  hath  left  a  por- 
tion of  the  taxes  of  last  year  uncollected :  And  whereas  the  said 
Samuel  De  Forest,  being  the  surety  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  the  said  collector,  hath  prayed  the  legislature  to  be  au- 
thorised, in  the  room  of  the  said  collector,  to  collect  the  taxes  so  re- 
maining uncollected,  and  to  have  the  time  for  collection  extended—- 
Therefore, 

BE  it  enaded  by  the  people  jtf  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented i*  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  time  for  the  collection  of 
the  tax,  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen,  for  the 
said  town  of  Ballston,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  extended  to  the  first 
day  of  June  next ;  and  that  the  said  Samuel  De  Forest  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorised  to  collect  the  said  tax,  from  any  individual  or  in- 
dividuals, in  the  town  of  Ballston  aforesaid,  who  shall  appear  to  re-

CHAP.  LVII. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  for  the  inspection  of 
lumber  "  passed  March  27, 1807. 

Passed  February  28, 1 8 1 7. 

1.  Be  it  enaded  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  no  cypress  shingles  shall  be 
exported,  hereafter,  out  of  this  state,  to  any  foreign  market,  but  such 
as  shall  be  inspected  by  one  of  the  inspectors  of  lumber,  nor  unless  c^^% 
they  shall  be  at  least  twenty-two  inches  in  length,  three  inches  and  *«cced. 
one  half  of  an  inch  in  breadth,  and  three  eights  of  an  inch  thick : 
And  further,  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  ship  on  board  of  any 
ship  or  vessel,  for  exportation  to  any  foreign  market,  any  cypress  Penalty  m 
shingles  which  have  not  been  inspected  by  one  of  the  said  inspectors,  Be«le*w 
every  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  thousand  cypress 
ahkgles,  so  taken  on  board,  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  to  be  recovered, 
with  coats  of  suit,  in  any  court  having  cognisance  thereof,  the  one' 
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half  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  suit 
may  be  commenced,  and  the  other  half  to  the  prosecutor. 

II.  And  be  it  further  en  octal,  That  the  said  iuspector  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  for  every  thousand  cypress  shingles,  which  ma/  be 

f«*,  inspected  by  him,  the  sum  of  eighteen  cents,  the  one  half  to  be  paid 

by  the  purchaser,  aud  the  other  half  by  the  seller. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  do  further  or  greater  feci 
shall  be  taken  by,  or  allowed  to,  any  iuspector  of  lumber,  for  the 

tos.  inspection  of  any  raft  timber,  which  may  be  measured  and  inspected 

while  lying  in  the  water,  than  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  every 
hundred  feet,  cubic  measure,  and  twelve  and  one  half  cents  for  each 
hundred  feet  of  sawed  timber,  when  measured  only,  any  law,  usage 
or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 


CHAP.  LVIII. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  William  Bowen  and  Ephraim  Bowen. % 

Passed  February  28, 1817. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  Stale  of  NenhYork,  represent 
led  in  Senate  and  Assembly^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  comp- 
troller, on  receiving  from  William  Bowen  and  Ephraim  Bowen,  of

pay  to  the  said  people  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  which  said 
mortgage  is  given  upon  lot  number  fifty -one  in  the  second  allotment 
of  the  Royal  Grant,  lying  in.  the  town  of  Newport  and  county  of 
ilerkimer  aforesaid,  to  assign  the  said  bond  and  mortgage  to  the 
said  William  Bowen  and  Ephraim  Bowen,  to  their  own  proper  use 
and  benefit;  and  that  thereupon  the  said  William  Bowen  and 
Ephraim  Bowen,  shall  be  possessed  of  all  the  right,  title,  interest, 
property,  claim  and  demand,  which  the  people  of  the  state  of  New- 
York  have  in  and  to  the  same,  and  shall  be  eutilled  to  have,  use  and 
take  all  lawful  ways  and  means,  in  their  own  names,  for  the  colleo 
(ion  of  the  money  due  thereon,  which  the  people  of  the  state  of  New- 
York  now  have  or  may  have  for  the  collection  of  the  same.

That  all  persons  who  now  are,  or 
St?*cpiirf.  hereafter  may  be,  appointed  firemen  by  the  mayor,  aldermen  and 
commonalty  of  the  city  of  New- York,  in  common  council  convened, 
shall,  while  they  continue  such  firemen,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  de- 
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elared  to  be,  members  of  the  fire  department  of  the  city  of  New- 
York. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  fines  and  penalties  im- 
posed by  so  much  of  the  law,  passed  the  Oth  of  April,  1*13,  entitled

WHEREAS  John  G.  Coster,  George  Richards,  Najah  Taylor* 
Andrew  Ogden,  Thomas  C.  Butler,  David  G.  Gillies,  Lemuel  Wella 
aod  divers  other  persons,  have,  by  their  petition,  represented  to  the 
legislature,  that  on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirteen,  in  pursuance  of  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  rela* 
five  to  incorporations  for  manufacturing  purposes,"  passed  the  twen- 
ty-second March,  1811,  they  formed  themselves  into  a  com* 
pany  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  cotton,  woollen  aod  lined

with  them,  to  make  a  good  and  sufficient  turnpike  road,  to  begin  ait 
the  termination  of  the  Hempstead  turnpike  road,  or  in  the  street  op- 
posite and  south  of  the  Episcopal  church  in  the  town  of  Hempstead, 
and  extend,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the  house  now  or  lately  occupied 
by  Isaiah  Jarvis,  in  Huntington  south,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk, 
with  the  privilege  of  extending  the  same  turnpike  road  to  Sag-Har- 
bor, in  the  comity  of  Suffolk,  or  any  part  thereof :  frovided,  such

line  of  the  county  of  Essex,  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be,  and  is  ■*• 
hereby,  erected  into  a  separate  town  by  the  name  of  Minerva,  and 
that  the  first  town  meeting  be  held  at  the  dwelling  house  of  INaihau 
West;  and  that  the  first  town  meeting  be  held' at  the  school  house  in 
school  district  number  four,  in  4aid  town  of  Schroon.

L  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre* 
kented  m  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  David  M'Niel,  Thomas  Stow-  ^ 
er  and  Isaac  Finch,  or  any  two  of  them,  be  and  they  are  herebjr  ap- 
pointed commissioners  to  lay  out  a  public  highway,  of  the  width  of 
four  rods,  from  or  near  the  dwelling  house  of  Josephus  Merriam,  in  the 
town  of  Essex ;  thence  by  the  nearest  and  most  practicable  route,  to 
the  dwelling  house  of  Thomas  Shelden,  in  the  town  of  Essex;  thence 
by  the  most  practicable  route,  through  the  town  of  Lewis,  to  the  inn 
of  Isaac  Finch,  in  the  town  of  Jay  ;  acid  thence  westerly,  by  the 
most  practicable  route,  so  as  to  intersect  the  road  running  from  West- 
port  to  Hopkroton,  at  or  near  the  thirty-one  mile  tree. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  commissioners,  be-  o*th  to  bt

fore,

od  in  Senate  and  Assembly*  That  William  Burnett  and  Michael 
Muaselman,  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered,  in  conjunction 
with  the  said  James  Rose,  to  sell  the  said  lai»d,  and  to  grant  and 
convey  the  same,  in  fee  simple,  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  there- 
of, and  apply  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  purchase  of  other  lands^ 
which  are  improved  and  productive;  the  conveyance  shall  be  to  the 
said  James  Rose  and  his  wife  for  life,  and  after  their  death  to  their

month  as  well  as  the  next  succeeding  election,  may  be  questioned  ? 
for  remedy  whereof — 

I.  BE  tt  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Stnale  and  Assembly,  That  the  electon  of  directors  of 
the  Johnstown  turnpike  company,  held  on  the  first  day  of  the  pre- 
sent month,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  to  be  valid  in  law, 
as  if  the  same  election  had  been  held  by  inspectors  chosen  by  the 
stockholders  at  the  l«Bt  preceding  election. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
>              for  the  stockholders  of  the  said  company,  at  their  next  annual  meet- 
ing, to  choose  inspectors  of  the  election  of  directors,  and  that  sucfar 
election  shall  be  as  valid,  as  if  the  inspectois  had  been  chosen  at 
the  last  preceding  meeting  of  the  said  stockholders. 


CHAP.  LXXI. 

AN  ACT  to  change  the  name  of  Henry  Schoonmaker  Wilkes. 

Passed  March  10,1817. 

WHEREAS  Henry  Schoonmaker  "Wilkes,  hath  by  his  petition 
represented,  that  he  has  from  his  childhood  lived  with  his  uocle, 
Henry  Schoonmaker,  who  having  no  child,  has  adopted  and  has  ex- 
pressed an  intention  of  giving  the  petitioner  a  considerable  portion  of 
Lis  estate,  but  is  desirous  that  the  name  of  the  petitioner  should  be 
changed!  Therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  name  of  the  said  Henry 
Schoonmaker  Wilkes  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  changed  to 
the  name  of  Henry  Y.  Schoonmaker,  by  which  name  he  shall 
henceforth  be  called  and  known,  in  all  cases  whatsoever. 


CHAP.  LXXIL 


AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Sarah  Schenci. 

Passed  March  10,1817. 

WHEREAS  Sarah  Scbenck,  the  widow  of  Peter  T.  Scbenck, 
late  of  the  town  of  Bush  wick,  in  the  county  of  Kings,  hath  by  bet 
petition  to  the  legislature,  represented,  that  in  consequence  of  the 
formation  and  structure  of  the  road  and  bridges  of  the  Williams- 
burgh  turnpike  road  and  bridge  company,  the  navigation  to  her  miH 
and  dock,  situated  in  the  said  town  of  Bushwick,  at  the  junction  of- 
twb  certain  branches  of  the  New-Town  creek,  has  been  greatly  in- 
terrupted, and  at  times  rendered  tedious,  as  well  as  difficult,  ami 
hath  requested  that  she  may  be  authorised  by  law  to  remove  her 
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itfd  fluill,  dock  and  the  other  necessary  buildings,  from  their  present 
situation  to  the  northerly  side  of  the  easternmost  bridge  of  the  afore* 
said  turnpike  road  and  bridge  company :  And  whereas  it  appears  rea- 
sonable to  grant  each  request :  Therefore,  ' 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre^ 
senled  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
Sarah  Schenck,  and  her  heirs  and  assigns,  at  any  convenient  time 
hereafter,  to  remove  her  said  mill,  dock  and  all  other  necessary 
buildings,  from  their  present  situation  to  the  northerly  side  of  the 
easierroost  bridge  of  the  Wilbamaburgh  turnpike  road  and  bridge 
company. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  that  part  of  the  New-Town  - 
creek  aforesaid,  and  lyiug  between  the  said  mill  and  dock  and  a  line 
one  huadred  and  fifty  feet  north  of  the  aforesaid  easternmost  bridge,  , 
and  parallel  therewith,  shall  be  annexe  d  to  and  considered  as  part  of 
the  mill  ponds  of  the  said  Sarah  Schenck,  and  to  be  and  remain  so 
far  ouly  as  thall  be  necessary  for  the  establishment  of  such  mill  and 
dock,  for  the  only  purpose,  use,  benefit  and  behoof  oft  he  said  Sarah 
Schenck,  her  heirs  and  assigns  forever  :  Provided,  That  the  said  Sa- 
rah Schenck,  her  heirs  and  assigns,  shall  indemnify  the  adjoining 
owners  of  land  for  any  damage  they  may  sustain  by  reason  of  the 
erecting  a  dam  across  such  creek* 


CHAP.  LXXIII. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Block-house  and  Port  Glasgow  turn* 
pike  company. 

Passed  March  10,  1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-  York,  represent' 
(din  senate  awl  assembly,  That  Wilhelmus  Mjnderse,  Frederick 
A.  De  Zeng,  Oliver  Whitmore,  Norman  Sheldon,  and  all  such 
other  persons  as  shajl  associate  for  the  purpose  6f  making  a  turnpike 
road,  to  begin  oo  the  north  bank  of  the  Canandaigua  outlet,  opposite 
to  Lauraville,  and  running  thence  to  Port  Glasgow,  on  the  eastern 
shore  of  Sodus  bay,  in  the  county  of  Cayuga,  and  their  successors, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  created,  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
name  of  "the  president,  directors  and  company  of  the  block  house 

.  and  Port  Glasgow  turnpike  company;"  and  they  are  hereby  ordain> 
ed,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in 
fact  and  in  name ;  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall 
and  may  have  continual  succession,  aud  shall  be  persons  in  law, 
capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  an* 
sweriug  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in 
all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of  actions  and  com- 
plaints, matters  and  causes,  and  by  the  same  name  and  style  shall  be 
in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  estate, 
real,  personal  and  mixed,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation :  Provi- 
ded, That  such  estate,  as  well  real  as  personal,  so  to  be  purchased 
and  held,  shall  be  such  only  as  shall  be  necessary  to  fulfil  the  end 
and  intent  of  tfie  Baid  corporation,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever^ 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  stock  of  the  said  company 
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hereby  incorporated,  shall  consist  of  one  thousand  shares,  of  ti 
ty  dollars  each,  aod  that  Wilhelmus  Myoderse,  George  Goundry, 
'  James  Dixon  and  Norman  Sheldon,  be  and  tbey  are  appointed  com- 
missioners to  receive  subscriptions  for  said  stock,  So  the  manner 
directed  by  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  relative  to  turnpike  companies," 
passed  March  13,  1807. 

I U.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  company  hereby 
incorporated,  shall  be  entitled  to  exact  and  receive  at  the  gate  to  be 
erected  on  said  road,  the  following  sums  of  money  from  all  persona 
travelling  or  using  the  earoe,  to  wit :  for  every  score  of  hogs  or  sheep, 
three  cents ;  for  every  score  of  cattle,  horses  or  mules,  six  cents; 
for  every  chair,  sulkey  or  chaise,  with  one  horse,  twelve  and  an  half 
cents ;  for  every  horse  rode,  led  or  driven,  four  cents ;  ior  every 
chariot,  coach,  coachee,  phaeton,  pleasure  waggon  or  pleasure  car* 
riage,  drawn  by  two  horses,  twenty-five  cents  ;  for  every  additional 
horse  six  cents;  for  every  cart  drawn  by  one  horse,  six  cents;  for 
every  stage  waggou  or  other  four  wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  two 
horses,  mules  or  oxen,  twelve  and  an  half  cents;  for  every  addition- 
al horse,  mule  or  ox,  three  cents ;  for  every  cart  drawn  by  two  ox- 
en, eight  cents,  and  for  every  additional  joke  of  oxen,  or  pair  of 
horses  or  mules,  three  cents;  for  every  sled  travelling  said  road  from 
the  fifteenth  day  of  December' to  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  in  each 
year,  one  half  of  the  tolls  herein  demanded  for  carriages  for  the 
transportation  of  burthens. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  company,  hereby 
incorporated,  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  privileges,  powers 
and  immunities,  which  are  given  and  granted  iu  and  by  the  aforesaid 
act,  entitled  "  an  act  relative  to  turnpike  companies,"  and  the  acta 
amending  the  same,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  conditions,  restrict 
tions  and  regulations,  contained  in  the  Bald  general  act. 


CHAP.  fcXXIV. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  election  of  *  governor  and  lieutenant-go** 

ertwr. 

Passed  March  10,  1817. 

WHEREAS  his  excellency  Daniel  D.  Tompkins  bap  resigned 
the  office  of  governor  of  this  state,  whereby,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  constitution,  the  seat  of  government  has  become  vacant,  and  a 
governor  and  lieutenant  governor  are  to  be  elected  at  the  nexteieor 
Son — Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  Ike  state  of  New-York,  represent, 
fdin  senate  and  assembly,  That  at  the  next  anniversary  election,  oo 
the  last  Tuesday  of  April  next,  a  governor  and  lieutenant  governor 
shall  be  chosen  in  the  manner  and  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
act,  entitled  "  an  act  for  regulating  elections,"  and  the  votes  given  at 
such  election  shall  be  canvassed  and  estimated,  calculated  and -ascer- 
tained, agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  said  act;  and  the  clerk  of 
the  senate  shall  immediately  give  notice  of  such  election,  in  the  man* 
per  prescribed  in  and  by  the  third  section  of  the  said  act;  aod  the 
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itjpectors  of  election  in  the  several  towns  and  wards  of  this  state, 
■hut!  give  notice  of  sueb  election  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the 
fourth  section  of  the  said  act 


CHAR  LXXV- 

AN  ACT  authorising  the  mayor*  aldermen  an4  commonalty  of  ike 
city  of  New- York  to  take  possession  of  certain  lands. 

Passed  March  14,  1817* 

WHEREAS  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city 
tf  New- York,  have  represented  to  the  legislature,  that  the  convene 
fence  of  the  said  city  requires  that  they  should  become  possessed,  in 
fee  simple,  of  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  in  the  second 
mud  of  the  city  of  New-York,  bounded  southwesterly  by  Fulton- 
street,  lately  called  Beekmao's  slip,  northwesterly  by  F root-street, 
northeasterly  by  Crane- wharf,  and  southeasterly  by  a  line  ruuning 
northeasterly,  in  the  direction  of  the  northwesterly  side  of  South- 
street:  And  also  of  the  wharves  and  peers  fronting  the  southeasterly 
aide  of  the  above  described  premises,  andlcontiguous  to  South-street, 
together  with  the  right  and  title  to  all  and  all  manner  of  wharfage, 
cranage,  benefits  and  advantages,  growing  and  arising,  or  which 
may  accrue  by,  or  from,  the  same,  or  by  or  from  that  part  of  South- 
street,  which  ties  fronting  the  said  first  described  premises— There- 
fore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  state  of  Nen>-Tork9  repre- 
sented™ Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  may-  CamnJMmi 
or,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New* York,  whenever  enofaS* 
they  shall  judge  proper,  to  cause  application  to  be  made  to  the  su- 
preme court  of  judicature  of  this  state,  or  to  either  of  the  justices 
thereof,  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  per- 
forming the  duties  herein  after  prescribed;  and  upon  such  applica- 
tion it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  court,  or  justice,  to  whom  such 
application  sbaH  be  made,  to  nominate  and  appoiqjt  three  discreet  and 
disinterested  persons,  being  citizens  of  the  said  city,  commissioners 
of  estimate,  for  the  purpose  of  performing  the  duties  herein  after  pre* 
scribed ;  which  said  commissioners,  before  they  enter  upoo  the  du- 
ties of  their  appointment,  shall  severally  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  ' 
aft  affirmation,  before  some  person  authorised  to  administer  oaths, 
faithfully  to  perform  the  trust  and  duties  required  of  them  by  this 
act;  which  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of 
Ihe  city  of  New- York ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commis- 
sioners, as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  their  appointment,  to  d«^ 
snake  a  just  and  true  estimate  of  the  loss  and  damage  to  the  respec- 
tive owners,  lessees,  parties  and  persons,  respectively,  entitled  unto, 
or  interested  in,  the  said  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  prem- 
ises, or  in  the  appurtenances,  privileges  or  advantages,  to  the  same 
belonging  or  in  any  wise  appertaining,  by  and  in  consequence  of  re- 
linquishing the  same  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of 
the  city  of  New- York,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  said  supreme 
*oBrtof^Kiicatuie  without  unnecessary  delay;  and  in  the  said  report 
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the  commissioners,  who  shall  make  the  same,  shall  set  forth  the  nine? 
of  the  respective  owners,  lessee*,  parties  aud  persons  entitled  unto,  or 
interested  in,  the  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises,  hefore 
mentioned,  or  in  the  appurtenances,  privileges  or  advantages  to  the 
same  belonging  or  in  any  wise  appertaining,  and  each  and  every  part 
and  parcel  thereof,  as  far  forth  as  the  same  shall  be  ascertained  by 
them ;  and  an  apt  and  sufficient  designation  or  description  of  the  said 
lots  or  parcels  of  land,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises,  or  in 
the  appurtenances,  privileges  or  advantages  to  the  same  belonging  or 
in  any  wise  appertaining ;  but  in  each  and  every  case  and  cases 
where  the  owners  and  parties  interested,  or  their  respective  estate* 
and  interests,  are  unknown,  or  not  fully  known,  to  the  said  commis- 
sioners, it  shall  be  sufficient  for  them  to  estimate  and  to  set  forth  aud 
state  in  their  said  report,  in  general  terms,  the  respective  sums  to* 
be  allowed  and  paid  to  the  owners  and  proprietors,  generally,  of  such 
lands, tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises,  or  in  the  appurtenan- 
ces, privileges  and  advantages  to  the  same  belonging  or  in  any  wise 
appertaining,  for  the  loss  and  damage  to  such  owners,  proprietors  and 
parties,  interested  in  respect  to  the  whole  estate  and  interest  of  whom- 
soever may  be  entitled  unto,  or  interested  in,  the  said  lands,  tene- 
ments, hereditaments  and  premises  respectively,  or  in  the  appurte- 
nances, privileges  or  advantages  to  the  same  belonging  or  in  any 
wise  appertaining,  by  and  in  consequence  of  relinquishing  the  same 
to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  JVew- 
York,  without  specifying  the  names  or  the  estates,  or  interests,  of  such 
owners,  proprietors  and  parties  interested,  or  of  any  or  either  of 
them ;  and  upon  the  coming  in  of  the  said  report,  signed  by  the  said 
commissioners,  or  any  two  of  them,  the  said  court  shall,  by  rule  or 
order,  after  hearing  any  matter  which  may  be  alledged  against  the* 
same,  either  confirm  the  said  report,  or  refer  the  same  to  the  same 
commissioners  for  revisal  and  correction,  or  to  new  commissioners, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  said  court,  to  reconsider  the  subject  matter*

port shall  be  then  confirmed;  aod  it  it  shall  not  be  then  confirmed, 
then  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be  confirmed  as  aforesaid, 
or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  without  any  suit  or  proceeding  at  law 
tor  that  purpose.  .  . 

II.  And  be  itfttrtiier  cndctca,  That  in  all  cases  where  any  lot  or 
parcel  of  land,  tenements,  hereditaments  or  other  premises,  or  the  Let*  hud 
appurtenances,  privileges  or  advantages  to  the  same  belonging  or  in  taL**** 
any  wise  appertaining,  under  lease  or  other  contract,  shall  be  taken 
by  virtue  of  this  act,  all  the  covenants,  agreements,  contracts  and  en- 
gagements, between  landlord  and  tenant,  or  any  other  contracting 
parties,  touching  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall,  upon  the  con- 
firmation of  such  report  in  the  premises,  as  shall  be  confirmed  by  tlie 
court  aforesaid,  respectively  cease  and  determine,  and  be  absolute- 
ly discharged. 

111.  And  be  itjiirtktr  enacted.  That  the  said  commissioners  of 
estimate,  to  be  appointed  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  after  com- 
pleting their  said  estimate,  and  at  least  twenty-four  days  before  they  copy*  «tu 
make  their  report  to  the  said  court,  shall  deposit  a  true  copy  or  tran-  SJJJjJ  *°  ** 
script  of  such  estimate  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  city  of  New- York, 
for  the  inspection  of  whomsoever  it  may  concern,  and  shall  give  no- 
tice, by  advertisements,  to  be  published  in  at  least  two  of  the  public 
newspapers  printed  in  the  said  city  of  New- York,  of  the  said  depo- 
sit thereof  iu  the  said  office,  and  of  the  day  on  which  their  report 
jrill  be  presented  to  the  said  court;  and  any  persoa  and  persons, 
whose  rights  may  be  affected  thereby,  and  who  shall  object  to  the 
same,  or  any  part  thereof,  may,  within  twenty  days  after  the  first

after  it  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  court,  pay  to  the  respective  per- 
sons and  parties  mentioned  or  referred  to  in  the  said  report,  in  whose 
favor  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  .shall  be  estimated  and  reported  by 
the  said  commissioners,  the  respective  sum  or  sums  so  estimated  and 
reported  in  their  favor  respectively ;  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  de- 
fault in  the  payment  of  the  same,  within  the  time  aforesaid,  the  res- 
pective person  or  persons,  or  party  or  parries,  in  whose  favor  the  same

and  such  payment  shall  be  aB  valid  and  effectual,  in  all  respects,  as 
if  made  to  the  said  owners,  proprietors,  paities  and  persons,  respec- 
tively, themselves,  according  to  their  just  rights,  if  they  had  been 
known  and  had  all  been  present,  of  full  age,  discovert  and  compos 
*a>tUo.       mentis :  And  provided  also,  That  in  all  and  each  and  every  case 
and  cases,  where  any  Buch  sum  or  sums,  or  compensation,  so%  to  be 
reported  by  the  said  commissioners,  iu  favor  of  any  person  or  persons^ 
or  party  or  parties  whatsoever,  whether  named  or  not  named  in  the 
said  report,  shall  be  paid  to  any  person  or  persons,  or  party  or  par- 
ties, whomsoever,  when  the  same  shall  of  right  belong,  and  ought  to 
have  been  paid,  to  some  other  person  or  persons,  or  party  or  parties, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  person  or  persons,  or  party  or  parties, 
to  whom  the  same  ought  to  have  been  paid,  to  sue  for  and  recover 
tlie  same,  with  lawful  interest  and  costs  of  suit,  from  the  person  or 
persons,  party  or  parties,  to  whom  the  same  shall  have  been  paid,  as 
so  much  money  had  and  received,  to  the  use  of  the  said  plaintiff  or 
plaintiffs  by  the  person  or  persons,  party  or  parties,  respectively,  to 
whom  the  same  shall  have  been  so  paid* 

►     V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  case  of  the  death,  resig- 
nation or  refusal  to  act,  of  the  commissioners  of  estimate  to  be  an* 
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pointed  uuder  aod  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  either  of  them,  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  court  aforesaid,  or  any  one  of  the  justi- 
ces thereof,  on  the  application  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commo- 
nalty of  the  city  of  New-York,  as  often  as  such  event  shall  happen, 
to  appoint  a  discreet  and  disinterested  person,  being  a  citizen  of  the

purpose  had  all  concurred  and  joined  therein. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  commissioners  to  be  ap-  Their 
pointed  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  who  shall  enter  upon  the       >rp*7' 
duties  of  their  appointment,  shall  each  be  entitled  to  receive  the 

sum  of  not  more  than  four  dollars,  besides  all  reasonable  expenses 
for  maps,  surveys,  clerk  hire  and  other  necessary  expenses  and  dis- 
bursements, for  each  day  they  shall  respectively  be  actualy  employ- 
ed in  the  duties  of  their  appointment,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  by 
the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New- York. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty,  in  common  council  convened, 

in  their  discretion,  10  order  aod  direct  the  commissioners  who  may  be  v«iaeawibe» 
appointed  as  aforesaid,  to  make  a  just  and  equitable  estimate  of  the  nesttobee* 
value  of  the  benefit  and  advantage  to  the  respective  owners,  lessees, ltaim 
parties  and  persons  respectively  entitled  unto,  or  interested  in,  the 
lauds,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises  which  the  said  com- 
missioners may  deem  to  be  benefited  by  and  in  consequence  of  erect- 
ing upon  the  before  mentioned  and  described  premises  a  public  mar- 
ket, or  by  and  in  consequence  of  removing  the  Fly-market,  so  called, 
in  the  said  city,  and  appropriating  the  ground  upon  which  the 
same  is  now  situated  for  a  public  street,  deducting  from  the  amount 
of  such  estimate,  the  amount  which  the  respective  owners,  lessees, 
parties  and  persons,  respectively,  entitled  unto  or  interested  in  the 
lands,  tenements  and  premises,  may  have  been  induced  to  give  for  the 
same,  subsequently  to  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  March,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  prior  to  the  passing  of  this  act,  in 
consequence  of  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  having 
contemplated  the  election  of  a  public  market  upon  the  premises 
aforesaid,  and  the  removal  of  the  said  Fry-market,  and  appropriating 
the  ground  upon  which  the  same  is  erected  for  a  public  street,  over 
and  above  what  would  otherwise  have  been  the  value  of  the  same: 
and  it  shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to  pro? 
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ceed  accordingly,  and  to  include  io  the  report  which  they  shall  ma]t* 
as  aforesaid,  a  statement  of  the  respective  owners,  lessees,  parties 
ang  persons,  entitled  uoto  or  interested  iu  the  said  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments  and  premises,  as  far  forth  as  the  same  shall  he  ascer- 
'  tained  by  them,  and  an  apt  and  sufficient  designation  or  description 
of  the  said  respective  lots  or  parcels  of  land,  tenements,  heredita- 
ments and  premises,  which  may  be  deemed  to  be  benefited  as  afore* 
paid,  and  also  the  several  and  respective  sums  estimated  as  afore- 
said ;  and  that  all  such  sums  so  to  be  estimated  and  reported,  shall, 
upon  the  said  report  being  confirmed  as  aforesaid,  be  -  a  lien  or 
charge  on  the  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises  in  the 
•aid  report  mentioned  \  or  the  said  respective  sums  may  be  recov- 
ered, with  the  lawful  interest  which  may  accrue  thereon,  from  and 
after  thirty  days  from  the  date  and  confirmation  of  said  report,  and 
all  costs  and  charges,  by  the  said  mayor,  or  aldermen  and  commonalty, 
from  and  against  the  parties  aforesaid,  respectively,  or  the  owner 
or  owners  respectively,  of  the  respective  lands,  tenements,  heredita* 
meets  and  premises,  deemed  to  be  benefited  as  aforesaid,  by  action 
of  debt,  or  assumpsit,  in  which  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  declare  gene* 
rally  for  so  much  money  due  by  virtue  of  this  act,  to  the  said  mayor, 
aldermen  and  commonalty,  and  any  matter  may  be  given  in  evidence 
under  such  general  declaration ;  Provided,  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained, shall  affect  any  agreement  between  landlord  and  tenant,  or 
any  other  contracting  parties,  respecting  the  payment  of  any  sucif 
sums  so  estimated,  but  they  shall  be  answerable  to  tsch  other  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  the  provision  of  this  act  concerning  the  same  had 
not  been  made.  ' 


CHAP.  LXXVI. 

AN  ACT  to  appoint  commissioners  to  fix  the  site  for  a  court  house 
and  gaol  in  the  comUy  of  Saratoga. 

Passed  March  14,  1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  if  the  State  of  NenrYork,  repre* 
sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly;  That  James  Merrill,  of  the  village 
of  Ballston  Spa,  Eiisha  Powell,  of  Milton,  Isaac  Gere,  of  Galway, 
John  Gibson,  of  Ballston  and  Gilbert  Waring,  of  Saratoga,  in  the 
couuty  of  Saratoga,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commission- 
ers to  ascertain  and  determine  upon  a  suitable  place  whereon  to  build 
a  court  house  and  gaol  io  the  county  of  Saratoga :  and  the  said  com- 
missioners, or  a  major  part  of  them,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  April  next,  ascertain  and  determine  upon  the  most  suitable  site 
JjJrtrfJ|j  for  the  said  court  house  and  gaol,  within  the  limits  and  bounds  of 
Hadfrtu"  the  village  of  Ballston  Spa,  in  the  county  aforesaid;  shall  accurate^ 
ly  describe  the  said  site,  and  file  a  description  thereof  under  their 
hands  and  seals  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  said  county :  and  the 
said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorised  and  required  to  procure 
a  good  and  sufficient  conveyance  to  the  supervisors  of  the  said  coun- 
ty, of  a  suitable  lot  of  ground,  including  the  said  site,  for  the  court 
house  and  gaol  aforesaid:  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  com- 
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prisfctooers,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  required,  to  cause  to 
be  erected  and  built  on  the  site  aforesaid,  a  fit  and  convenient  build* 
jog,  or  fit  and  convenient  buildings,  for  a  court  house  and  gaol  for  the 
said  county. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  The  _ 
judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  said  county,  or  a  major  to  certify 
part  of  them,  the  court  house  shall  be  so  far  completed  as  to  be  con-  '^SSoSb! mm 
yeoient  for  holding  courts  therein,  and  the  gaol  for  the/  reception  and  touted. 
confinement  of  prisoners,  they  shall  cause  a  certificate  thereof  under 
their  hands  and  seals,  to  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  said  coun- 
ty, and  a  copy  thereof  to  be  served  on  the  sheriff  of  the  said  coun- 
ty, and  the  said  buildings  shall,  in  one  week  thereafter,  be  and  re- 
main the  court  house  and  gaol  of  the  said  county. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ^    to  ^ 
supervisors  of  the  Baid  county,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  rmneSby  m. 
required,  at  their  next  annual  meeting,  to  cause  to  be  assessed,  col- 
lected, and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  said  county,  the  *nm  of 

five  thousand  dollars,  in  like  manner  as  taxes  to  defray  the  contin- 
gent expenses  of  the  said  county  are  assessed,  collected  and  paid, 
and  in  each  year  thereafter,  iu  like  manner,  the  sum  of  four  thou- 
sand dollars,  until  a  sufficient  sum,  over  and  above  the  ordinary  fees 
of  collection,  shall  have  been  collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury, 
to  satisfy  and  pay  for  the  said  lot  of  ground,  and  building  the  said 
court  house  and  gaol :  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of 
the  said  county,  and  he  is  hereby  authorised  and  required,  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  February  next,  from,  tine  to  time,  to  pay  out 
of  the  treasury  of  the  said  county,  on  the  warrant  of  the  said  com- 
missioners, or  a  major  part  of  tnem,  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding 
in  the  whole  in  one  year  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  in 
each  year  thereafter  a  sum  not  exceeding  four  thousand  dollars,  un- 
til he  shall  have  paid  the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand  dollars,  or  until 
the  expenses  of  purchasing  the  said  lot  of  hod  and  erecting  the 
buildings  shall  be  fully  paid. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  commissioners,  Tettbom- 
be  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  to  borrow,  for  the.purpose  intend-  SJf/bfbw- 
ed  by  this  act,  a  sum  of  money  not  exeeeding  the  sum  of  ten  thous-  «*•*- 
and  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  seven  per  centum 

per  annum;  and  the  treasurer  aforesaid  is  hereby  required  to  pay 
the  same,  on  the  warrant  of  the  said  commissioners,  as  aforesaid : 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commisioners,  before  they  enter 
on  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act,  to  take  an  oath,  well, 
faithfully  and  honestly  to  perform  the  same,  and  shall  immediately 
thereafter,  each  give  a  bond  to  the  supervisors  aforesaid,  with  suffi- 
cient surety,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  clerk  of  the  said  county,  in 
the  penalty  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  ap- 
plication of  the  monies  to  be  by  them  received  or  drawn  as  afore- 
said, and  to  render  a  just  and  true  account  thereof  to  the  said  su- 
pervisors when  thereto  lawfiilly  required. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  commissiones  be  MMerWt  « 
hereby  authorised  to  collect  all  the  materials  of  the  old  court  bouse  the  oidbuii* 
*nd  gaol  recently  consumed  by  fire,  and  to  use  and  dispose  of  the  ££*** 

1  une  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  county. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  commissioners  shall 
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each  be  allowed  and  paid  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for 
each  day's  attendance  oo  the  business  intended  by  this  act,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  monies  before  mentioned. 


CHAR  LXXVII. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  ike  Cayuga  and  Susquehannah  turnpike 

company. 

Passed  March  14,1817. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent 
ted  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  president  and  directors  of  the 
Cayuga  and  Susquehannah  turnpike  company,  shall* have  a  further 
time  of  three  years,  from  the  first  day  of  June  next,  for  the  purpose 
of  completing  the  said  road,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstand* 
ing. 


CHAP.  LXXVIII. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  and  general  sessions 
of  the  peace  in  and  for  the  county  of  Onondaga,  and  the  court  of 
general  sessions  of  the  peace  in  and  for  the  county  of  Clinton* 

Passed  March  14,  1817. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  court  of  common  pleas  and 
general  sessions  of  the  peace,  held  at  the  court  house  in  the  town  of 

lean  in  o-  ^nondaga,  in  aod  for  the  county  of  Onondaga,  shall  be  held  At  the 
wmiiagii  four  several  terms  following,  to  wit :  On  the  fourth  Mondays  of 
May,  August,  November  and  February  $  and  that  the  said  several 
terms  of  the  said  courts  may  be  continued  and  held  from  the  time  of 
the  commencement  thereof,  every  day,  except  Sunday,  until  and  in- 
cluding the  second  Saturday  after  the  commencement  of  each  term : 
Provided,  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorise  the  said  courts 
to  hold  trials  by  jury,  in  any  term  after  the  first  week  thereof:  And 
provided  farther,  That  no  process,  issuing  out  of  said  courts,  shall 
be  tested  or  made  returnable  in  the  second  week  of  any  of  the  said 
terms. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  hereafter  there  shall  be  an 
jJwmlTctin-  additional  term  of  the  court  of  general  sessions  of  the  peace,  held  in 
P*            and  for  the  county  of  Clinton,  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  January,  in 

each  and  every  year ;  and  that  the  said  term  of  said  court  may  con* 
tinue  to  be  held,  from  the  time  of  its  commencement,  until  the  Satur- 
day nest  following,  inclusive.

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  court  house  and  gaol  in  the  county  of 

'  Essex. 

Passed  March  14,  1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  foe 
the  supervisor*  of  the  county  of  Essex,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to 
levy  and  collect,  of  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  couoty  of 
Essex,  in  the  usual  way  of  levying  and  collecting  taxes,  to  defray 
the  contingent  expenses  of  said  couuty,  such  sum  or  sums  as  they,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  shall  agree  on,  not  exceedirg  three  thousand 
dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  completing  the 
court  house  and  gaol  iu  the  said  county  of  Essex. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
treasurer  to  pay  to  the  order  of  the  commissioners,  appointed  to  su- 
perintend the  building  of  a  court  house  and  gaol  in  said  county,  oi 
a  majority  of  them,  so  much  of  the  monies  as  are  necessary,  that 
shall  or  may  have  come  into  the  treasory  by  virtue  of  this  act  or  oth- 
erwise* and  not  appropriated  to  other  purposes;  and  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  to  account  with  the  super- 
visors of  the  said  county  for  the  monies  to  be  drawn  on  their  order 
as  aforesaid,  when  tbereuuto  required. 


CHAP.  LXXX. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  the  president,  directors  and  company  of 
the  Schoharie-kill  bridge  company. 

Passed  March  14, 1817. 

WHEREAS  the  president,  directors  and  company  of  Schoharie* 
kill  bridge  company,  have  made  and  completed  a  turnpike  road,  . 
commencing  at  the  house  of  John  S.  Bradford,  in  the  town  of  BleoT- 
heim,  in  the  county  of  Schoharie,  on  the  nearest  and  most  convenient  PltaBbU 
route  to  the  Schoharie-kill  bridge,  and  from  thence  so  as  to  intersect 
the  Susquehannah  turnpike  road,  at  or  near  the  village  in  Shiogle- 
kill,  in  the  town  of  Cairo,  in  the  county  of  Greene :  And  whereas 
there  are  some  omissions  in  the  form  of  the  appointment  of  the  com- 
missioners to  lay  out  said  road,  and  in  their  return,  and  also  in  the 
appointment  of  the  commissioners  to  assess  the  damages,  and  in  their 
inquisition  and  return ;  for  remedy  whereof, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  JV 'em-York*  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  appointment  of  the  com*  SSSjgSS* 
missioners,  by  the  governor,  to  lay  out  the  road  aforesaid,  and  the  firmed. 
appointment  of  the  appraisers  to  assess  the  damages,  and  proceedings 
and  return  of  the  said  commissioners,  be  confirmed,  any  informali- 
ties in  any  of  the  said  proceedings  notwithstanding. 

And  whereas  the  president  and  directors  of  the  said  company,  to  certain  p«i* 
remove  objections  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Wind-  ££  '££* 
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ham,  in  the  county  of  Greene,  against  confirming  the  proceeding* 
aforesaid,  have  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the  said  inhabit- 
ants to  permit  them  to  pass  the  middle  gate,  on  said  road,  toll  free* 
ou  the  condition  that  such  of  the  said  inhabitants  as  live  ou  the  said 
road,  shall  bestow  three-fourths  of  their  ordinary  road  assessment* 
on  the  said  turnpike  road.     Therefore — 

II.  Be  it  further  enact'd,  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Windham,  shall  hereafter  at  all  times  have  the  right  of  passing  the 
said  gate  without  paying  toll. 

ill.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  such  of  the  inhabitants  of  ihe> 
im ;  said  town  of  Windham,  as  reside  on  the  said  turnpike  road,  shall 
££5S?k<m  work  three  fourths  of  their  assessments  on  the  said  turnpike,  under 
*u  mad.  the  direction  of  the  commmissioners  of  highways  of  the  said  town, 
and  of  the  overseen*  of  highways  in  whose  road  district*  they  shall 
reside;  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  high- 
ways, of  the  said  town,  hereafter  to  cause  the  said  inhabitants,  resid- 
ing on  the  said  turnpike  foad,  to  be  assessed  in  the  same  proportion 
with  the  other  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  and  to  direct  that  three- 
fourths  of  the  labor  be  bestowed  on  the  said  turnpike  road :  Provided 
always,  That  the  said  inhabitants  shall  have  the  same  rfeht  to  com- 
mute as  in  other  cases:  And  provided  aUo,  That  nothing  in  this  act 
contained  shall  confirm  the  doings  of  the  commissioners  who  laid  out 
the  said  road,  or  of  the  appraisers  who  assessed  the  damages  to^  so 
much  of  the  said  road  as  passes  through  the  lands  of  William  Stim- 
aon,  in  the  said  town  of  Windham,  until  the  said  president  and  direc- 
tors shall  have  the  damages,  which  the  said  Stimson  may  sustain  by- 
having  the  said  road  laid  over  bis  land,  assessed,  conformably  to  the 
directions  of  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  relative  to  turnpike  companies," 
and  shall  have  paid  or  tendered  the  damages,  thus  assessed,  to  the 
said  William  Stimson,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  and  then  soly  to  be  con- 
firmed trom  the  time  of  making  such  payment  or  tender,  as  afore- 
said: And  further,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  in  any  wise  impair 
the  rights  of  the  said  company  to  land  they  have  purchased  from  the 
said  William  Stimson  lor  the  said  road,  nor  prejudice  the  rights  of 
either  party  to  any  action  or  actions,  which  is  or  are  now  pending 
between  the  said  William  Stimson  and  the  said  company. 


CHAP.  LXXXI. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Hue  counties  of  Tfc 
oga,  Seneca,  Broome  and  Chenango. 

Passed  March  14,  1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  ft*  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
toted  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  annual  meeting  of  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Tioga,  shall  be  held  at  the  court 
house  in  the  town  of  Spencer,  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  October  io 
each  year ;  and  that  the  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors, 
of  the  counties  of  Seneca  and  Broome,  shall  be  hoiden  at  the  respec- 
tive court  houses,  in  said  counties,  on  the  last  Monday  of  October  in 
each  year,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

WHEREAS  great  inconvenience  has  arisen  from  the  want  of  au- 
thority in  the  commissioners  of  highways,  of  the  several  towns  in  this 
state,  to  alter  and  amend  such  highways  as  are  laid  out  by  special 
acts  of  the  legislature,  commonly  called  state  roads;  and  in  order  to 
prevent  application  Being  made  to  the  legislature  for  every  altera- 
tion in  said  roads,  as  are  supposed  to  be  necessary— Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  bu  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
tented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  he  lawful  for  the  com- 
missioners of  highways  of  any  town  in  this  state,  through  which  a 
state  road  passes,  on  being  applied  to  by  twelve  freeholders  of  such 
tbwn,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  commissioners  of  highways  of  the 
adjoining  towns  through  which  said  road  passes,  to  regulate  and  al- 
ter such  road,  in  the  said  town,  if  in  their  opinio*  the  public  good 
and  convenience  shall  require  the  same:  tr<mdedhowever%  That  no 
sfcch  alteration  shall  alter  the  general  route  of  the  road:  And  also. 
That  the  provisions  of  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  regulate  high- 
ways," relative  to  the  alteration  and  amendment  of  public  roads, 
shall  be  held  to  extend  to  such  alteration,  as  aforesaid,  of  any  state 
road.

aa  half  cents,  for  every  additional  home,  mule  or  ox,  three  cents;

CHAP.  LXXXVIII. 

AN  ACT  authorising  the  mayor  of  ike  cily  of  Schenectady  to  per- 
form Certain  duties  of  a  judge  of  the  supreme  court. 

Passed  March  14,  1817. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Sche- 
nectady, (if,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  degree  of  counsellor  at  law  of 
the  supreme  court  of  this  state,)  shall  be,  ex-offieio,  a  commissioner,' 
equally  authorised  and  empowered  with  the  recorders  of  the  cities 
of  New- York,  Albany  and  Hudson,  to  do  and  execute  every  act, 
power  and  trust,  which  the  said  recorders  respectively  may  do  and 
execute,  by  virtue  of  the  eleventh  section  of  the  act,  entitled  "  an 
act  concerning  the  supreme  court,"  and  by  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act 
for  giving  relief  in  cases  of  insolvency ;"  and  the  said  mayor  Bhall 
receive  the  like  fees  allowed  by  law,  to  the  said  recorders,  for  such 
'services. 


CHAP.  LXXXIX. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  academe*. 

Passed  March  U,  1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  (he  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly ,  That  whenever  any  trustee,  belong- 
ing to  any  incorporated  academy  in  this  state,  shall  refuse  or  neg- 
lect to  attend  any  two  successive  legal  meetings  of  the  trustees  of 
such  academy,  after  having  been  personally  notified  of  such  meet* 
iog,  and  no  just  and  satisfactory  cause,  for  the  non-attendance  of  such 
trustee,  be  shown,  it  shall  and  maybe  lawful  for  such  trustees,  or  a. 
majority  of  them,  at  a  legal  meeting  of  the  same,  to  declare  the  seat 
of  such  delinquent  trustee  vacant,  and  to  choose  a  fit  person  to  fifr 
and  supply  such  vacancy. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  all  cases  where  the  num- 
ber of  trustees  of  any  acadaroy  within  this  state,  shall  exceed  twelve, 
the  trustees  of  said  academy,  at  their  annual  meeting,  or  a  majority 
of  those  who  meet,  may  reduce  the  number  of  the  original  board  of 
trustees,  by  vacating  the  seats  cf  those  members,  who  may  negteft 
*r  refuee  to  attend  said  meeting,  to  any  number  not  less  than  twpbre? 
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and  a  majority  of  said  board  of  trustees,  so  reduced,  shall  have  pow- 
er to  act  iu  like  manner  as  A  majority  of  tbe  original  numbers  might 
have  had  uuder  existing  lavs,  or  laws  which  may  hereafter  be  pass* 
ed :  Provided,  That  ii  shall  Dot  be  lawful  to  vacate  the  seats  of  any 
ef  said  trustees,  unless  they  shall  have  neglected  to  attend  at  two  sev- 
eral meetings  of  the  said  trustees,  having  been  duly  notified  of  said 
meeting.

AN  ACT  authorishig  assistant  justices  of  the  court  of  common 
pleas  to  take  affidavits  to  be  read  in  all  courts  of  common  flow 
and  general  sessions  of  the  peace  in  this  state. 

Passed  March  14,  1817. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent" 
id  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  assistant  justices  of  the  court* 
of  common  pleas  of  the  several  counties  of  this  state,  shall  be,  and 
hereby  are,  authorised  and  empowered  to  take  and  certify  affidavits 
to  be  read  in  all  the  courts  of  common  pleas,  and  tbe  courts  of  gen- 
eral sessions  of  the  peace,  of  the  several  counties  of  this  state. 


CflAP.  XCI. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Hamilton  college. 

Passed  March  18, 18(7. 

WHEREAS  the  trustees  of  Hamilton  college  have  represented 
(a  tbe  legislature,  that  they  have  been  at  great  expense  in  erecting 
buildings  aad  making  other  improvements,  necessarily  incident  to  a 
hew  establishment;  and,  in  consequence  thereof,  have  been  obliged 
to  contract  large  debts,  which  they  are,  at  present,  unable  to  dis- 
charge without  sacrifices  greatly  jto  tbe  iojuiy  of  the  college,  inas- 
much as  tbey  are  restrained,  by  the  terms  of  the  grant,  from  collect- 
ing tbe  monies  due  upon  the  mortgages  assigned  them  by  the  comp- 
troller, pursuant  to  an  act  for  that  purpose,  and  the  money  granted 
them  by  lottery  cannot,  at  present,  be  realised — Therefore, 

BE  ii  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-  York,  represent- 
ed in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  treasurer  of  this  state,  on  the 
warrant  of  the  comptroller,  pay  to  the  trustees  of  Hamilton  college, 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  in  part  anticipation  of  the  money 
authorised  to  be  raised,  for  tbe  said  college,  by  virtue  of  the  "  act 
Instituting  a  lottery  for  the  promotion  of  literature,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses," passed  April  13,  1814;  and  that  the  said  sum  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  be 
retained  by  the  treasurer,  for  the  use  of  this  state,  out  of  the  sum  of 
forty  thousand  dollars,  by  the  eighth  section  of  the  said  act  directedf 
to  be  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the  said  college;

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  in  the 
city  of  Albany. 

Passed  March  21,  lSi7. 

WHEREAS  it  is  represented  to  the  legislature,  that  great  ine- 
quality exists  it»  the  apportionment  of  the  quota  of  tax,  on  the  seve- 
ral wards  in  the  city  of  Albany,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  sixteen;  and  that  such  inequality  has  arisen  from  an  erro- 
neous mode  adopted  by  the  supervisors,  of  the  city  and  county  of 
Albany,  for  equalizing  the  valuations  of  real  estate  within  the  said 
City  and  county ;  for  remedy  whereof, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  super- 
visors of  the  city  of  Albany,  to  meet  together  at  the  Capitol,  in  the  said 

w  "e  •mioe   c^»  on  tne  fir&*  Tuesday  in  June  next,  and  examine  the  valuations 
Taiou'taD™   of  r'eal  estate,  made  by  the  assessors  of  the  several  wards  in  the  said 
mjjjej»y  as-  c|^  duriDg  the  past  year,  and  without  reference  to  the  assesMneuts 
of  former  years,  to  reduce  or  increase  the  aggregate  amount  of  such

to  draining,  filling  up,  levelling,  paving,  flagging,  gravelling,  impro- 
ving and  keeping  iu  order  the  same;  relative  to  slaughter  houses, 
houses  of  ill  fame,  and  nuisances  generally;  relative  to  a  village 
watch,  and  lighting  the  streets  of  the  said  village;  relative  to  the  re- 
straining of  dogs,  swine,  geese,  goats,  sheep,  horses,  cows,  and  other 
cattle  of  any  kind,  owned  or  found  running  at  large  in  said  village ; 
relative  to  the  better  improvement  of  their  common  lands  and  real 
estate;  relative  to  the  inspection  of  weights  and  measures  and  the 
assize  of  bread;  relative  to  erecting  and  regulating  hay-scales;  re- 
lative to  public  wells,  pumps  and  reservoirs,  or  cisterns  of  water,  for 
the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  for  other  public  purposes;  relative 
Io  establishing,  regulating  and  ordering  their  fire  companies,  and  or- 
dering or  procuring  fire  buckets,  ladders  and  fire  utensils,  and  for 
guarding  against  fire  generally ;  relative  to  keeping  chimnies  and 
fire  places  clear  and  in  good  repair;  relative  to  taverns,  gin  shops 
and  huckster  shops  in  said  village;  relative  to  the  establishing,  pro- 
curing and  keepiog  a  commou  pound  in  said  village;  and  relative  to 
any  thing  whatsoever  that  may  concern  the  good  government  of  the 
r«m«o.       £aid  village :  but  no  such  by-laws  shall  extend  to  the  regulating  of

such  by-laws,   for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  may  make,  ordain,  limit 
and  provide  such  reasonable  fiaes,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  agaiast 
the  offenders  of  such  by-laws,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-live  dollars  for  any  one  offence,  to  be  prosecuted  for 
and  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  with  p^d^m*.

shall  appoint,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  said  village,  a  com- 
pany of  firemen,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  ia  number;  to  ioapect 
the  utensils,  belonging  to  the  said  village,  for  extinguishing  fires; 
aad  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  more  particularly,  to  see  the  engines  and 
fire  utensils,  engine  bouses  and  ail  other  public  property  belonging 
to  the  said  village,  suitably  and  properly  taken  care  of  aad  kept  in 
order,  and  to  do  all  such  otlier  acts  and  things  as  may  be  proper  for 
him,  as  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  to  do;  and  in  case  of  the 
death,  absence  or  inability  of  the  president  to-  discharge  the  several 
duties  before  mentioned,  his  place  shall  be  supplied  in  the  manner 
hereafter  to  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  corporation;  and 
etnk'idutr.  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerk,  to  attend  all  the  meetings  of 
the  said  trustees,  and  of  their  doings,  especially  of  the-  passing  of 
their  by-laws,  rules  aod  ordinances,  to  keep  a  true  aad  faithful  re- 
cord  in  a  book  to  be  provided  "by  the  said  trustees;  and  it  shatt  fur- 
ther be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerk,  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  ail

Virtue  thereof  and  of  this  act,  lawfully  hold  and  enjoy  the  same,  for 
his  and  their  own  proper  use,  against  the  owner  or  owners  thereof, 
and  atl  persons  claiming  under  such  owner  er  owners,  until  his  said 
»  term  therein  shall  be  fully  complete  and  ended,  and  be  at  liberty  U» 
remove  all  buildings  which  he,  she  or  they  shall  erect  thereon, 
during  the  said  term,  within  one  tnottth  after  the  expiration  thereof: 
f  rarii*  Provided  always,  that  no  such  proceedings  by  sale  sis  aforesaid,  shall 
take  place  uncier  any  assessment  to  be  made,  and  confirmed,  unless 
in  cases  when  the  said  assessment  is  declared  by  law  to  be  a  lien  or 
charge  upon  the  lauds  and  tenements  assessed  -.  And  provided  also, 
that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  owner  or  owners  to  redeem  such  lands 
or  tenements  so  sold,  at  any  time  within  two  years  after  such  sale, 
by  paying  the  principal  sum  for  which  the  same  has  been  sold,  to- 
gether with  interest  at  the  rate  of  fourteen  per  cent,  per  annum': 
Ana*  providcdfurther,  that  such  purchaser  or  his  assigns  may  remove 
all  buildings  which  he  or  they  may  have  erected  thereon,  within 
one  month  after  such  redemption.     * 

XIV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  person  in  possession  of 
any  real  estate  in  the  said  village,  at  the  time  any  tax  is  to  be  collect-

CHAP.  XCVII. 

JLN  ACT  to  authorise  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  (he  town  of 
Boston,  in  the  county  of  Washington,  to  appoint  a  collector  to 
perform  certain  duties  omitted  by  their  late  collector. 

Passed  March  21,  1817. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,,  represent* 
ed  in  senate  dnd  assembly.  That  il  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Appointment 
justices  of  the  peace  of  the  towu  of  Eascoo,  id  the  county  of  Wash-  o/»coUm»c 
ingtoo,  to  appoint  a  collector  for  the  said  town,  which  said  collector, 
on  the  receipt  of  the  warrant  aud  tax  list  of  the  late  collector  of  the

BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of 
May  next,  the  town  meetings  in  the  iowu  of  Etlicott,  in  the  county 
of  Chautauque,  shall  be  holden  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March  annu- 
ally;  and  that  ail  such  officers,  whose  duty  it  is  to  meet  on  the  last 
Tuesday  of  March,  shall  meet  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  February,  in 
every  year,  to  do  and  transact  such  business  as  to  their  respective 
offices  may  appertain. 


CHAP.  CVI.

notices,  subpoenas  and  other  proceedings,  issued,  given  or  jiad,  for 
the  said  first  Tuesday  of  April,  shall  enure  and  take  effect  as  though 
the  said  court  had  net  been  postponed,  and  the  proceedings  oo  the 
record  shall  be  in  the  same  form  as  if  the  said  sittings  had  been  open* 
ed  and  held  on  the  said  first  Tuesday  in  April,  and  regularly  ad- 
journed from  day  to  day.

Passed  March  28,  1817. 

I.  BE  k  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented ttt  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  surveyor  general  shall 

cause  the  lands,  purchased  at  a  late*  treaty  with  the  Onondaga  In-  Totew>  j 
dimos,  to  be  surveyed  into  lots  not  exceeding  ooe  hundred  and  sixty  £t«*  ««• 
acres  each,  and  sell  the  same,  with  the  improvements  thereon,  in  the 
.  manner  and  on  the  conditions  mentioned  In  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth 
sections  of  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  concerning  the  c'romissiooers  of

Passed  March  28,  1817* 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre* 
tented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  on  payment  by  Caspares  F. 
Prnyn,  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  a  mortgage  and  bond  execut- 
ed to  the  people  of  this  state,  by  Francis  C.  Pruyn,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  comptroller  to  assign  and  set  over  all  the  right  and  title  of 
the  said  (people  in  and  to  the  said  mortgage  and  bond,  together  with 
the  monies  secured  thereby,  to  the  said  Caspares  F.  Pruyn,  his  ex- 
ecutors, administrators  and  assigns :  Provided  always,  That  such  as- 
signment shall  not  be  construed  to  bind  the  said  people  to  insure  the 
eventual  payment  of  the  mortgage  money  or  interest,  or  the  validity 
of  the  said  mortgage  and  bond.

Passed  March  28,  1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  taie  of  Nem-York9  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly*  That  John  Fay,  John  Watts  Cady 

/tramiarion*  and  Peter  Brooks,  junior,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  com- 

f*  miflsionere  for  designating  the  site  for  a  court  bouse  and  gaol,  to  be 

erected  in  the  county  of  Hamilton ;  and  that  the  said  commissioners 
shall,  previous  to  the  first  day  of  October  next,  repair  to  the  said 
county,  and,  after  exploring  the  same,  ascertain  and  determine  by 
writing,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  be  filed  of  record  in  the 
clerk's  office  of  (he  cou.ty  of  Montgomery,  a  fit,  convenient  and  pro- 
per place,  in  said  couuty,  for  erecting  said  court  house  and  gaol ; 
and  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorised  to  purchase  so 

ha/fasH*  much  land  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  said 
court  house  and  gaol,  not  exceeding  one  acre,  and  to  procure  a  good 
and  sufficient  title  for  the  same  to  the  supervisors  of  the  county  of 
Hamilton,  and  their  successors  in  office,  for  ever,  in  trust,  for  the 
sole  use  and  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  county ;  which  deed 
or  conveyance,  after  befog  duly  recorded,  shall  be  deposited  with

of  said  commissioners,  iq  case  of  non-attendance  of  the  other,  shall 
be  competent  to  discharge  the  trust  aforesaid,  and  the  concurrence 
of  a  majority  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  be  final  and  conclusive 
in  the  premises.

WHEREAS  Edward  N.  Cox,  William  E.  Dunscomb,  Floyd 
Smith,  John  Watts,  jun.  Ferris  Pell  nod  others,  have  formed  thenoj- 
aelves  into  a  society,  under  the  name  and  style  of  "  the  auxiliary 
Kew-Y.ork  bible  and  common  prayer  book  society/'  for  the  purpose 
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of  the  gratuitous  distribution  of  the  holy  scriptures,  and  the  book 
of  common  prayer,  and  have  by  their  petition  to  the  legislature, 
prayed  to  be  incorporated,  in  order  the  better  to  promote  the  above 
laudable  purposes:  Therefore, 

I.   BE  U  enacted  by  the  people .  efthe  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  such  persons  as  now  are, 
or  hereafter  may  became  members  of  the  said  society,  shall  be  and 
hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  appointee  a  body  politic  and  irarponiaf 
corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "  the  auxiliary  New* 
York  bible  and  common  prayer  book  society,"  and  that  by  that  name 
they  and  their  successors  shall  and  may  forever  thereafter  have  con» 
tieual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  iu  all  courts  and  places 
whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of  action  and  actions,  suits,  matters,  com- 
plaints and  causes  whatsoever  $  and  that  they  and  their  successors  may  r^_  _ 
nave  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleas* 
ure ;  and  also  that  they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name  of "  the  aux- 
iliary New- York  bible  and  common  prayer  book  society,"  shall  be  in 
law  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  real  or  per-  2jy JJjjJjL 
social  estate  for  the  use  of  the  said  society :  Provided  always,  thai

CHAP.  CXIV. 

AN  ACT  authorising  the  building  a  toll  bridge  over  the  Osweg* 

river. 

Passed  March  23, 1 8 1 7.

by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  be  persons  iu  law  capa- 
ble of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answer-  Their  w>wtt 
log  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  ib  all 
courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of  suits,  actions  and 
causes  whatsoever;  and  that  they' and  their  successors  shall  be  in

CHAP  CXT. 

AN  ACT  organising  the  county  cf  Cattaraugus. 

Passed  March  28,1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- . 
tented  t*  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  ' 
tnf  the  county  of  Cattaraugus,  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the  rights, 
fwwers  and  privileges  which  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  any 
other  county  in  this  state  are  by  law  entitled  to  have  and  enjoy. 

If.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  held,  In  and 
lor  the  said  county  of  Cattaraugus,  a  court  of  common  pleas  and  gen-  ©•««•.- 
eral  sessions  of  the  peace,  and  that  tfieie  shall  be  three  terms  of  the 
aakl  courts  in  every  year,  to  begin  and  end  as  follows,  that  is  to  say : 
the  first  term  of  the  said  courts  shall  begin  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
Jury  in  every  year,  and  may  continue  to  be  held  unto  the  Saturday 
following,  inclusive;  the  second  term  of  the  aaid  courts  Shall  begin 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  November  in  every  year,  and  may  continue 
to  be  held  unto  the  Saturday  following,  inclusive;  and  the  third  term 
of  the  said  courts  shall  begin  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  February  in  ev- 
ery year,  and  may  continue  to  be  held  unto  the  Saturday  following, 
inclusive. 

If  I.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  courts  of  common  pleas 
and  general  sessions  of  the  peace,  be  holden  at  some  convenient 
place,  from  time  to  time  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  < 
judges  for  the  time  being;  and  that  the  prisoners  of  the  county  of] 
Cattaraugus  be  confined  in  the  gaol  of  the  county  of  Allegany,  until 
farther  legislative  aid  in  the  premises. 

IY.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  circuit  court  or  court  of 
oyer  and  terminer  and  general  gaol  delivery,  shall  be  held  in  and 
for  the  said  county  until  the  same  shall,  in  the  opiniou  of  the  justices 
of  the  supreme  court,  become  necessary. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  taxes,  heretofore  assessed 
within  the  county  hereby  organized,  shall  be  recovered  in  like  man- 
lier as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  until  the  holding  of  the  first  DwrfiWw 
term  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  said  county  of  Cattaraugus,  reconit*. 
all  deeds,mortgages  and  other  conveyances  or  writings,  relating  to 

real  property  situate  in  the  said  county,  shall  be  recorded  in  like  man- 
ner as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed;  and  from  and  after  the  hold- 
pig  of  such  first  term,  all  deeds,  conveyances  aod  writings,  whereby  the 
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right  or  title  to  any  land  or  tenement*,  situated  in  the  paid  comity:, 
may  be  affected  either  in  law  or  in  equity,  shall  be  acknowledged  of 
proved  and  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office'of  the  said  county,  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  the  act,  entitled  "  ad  act  concerning  the  proof 
of  deeds  and  conveyances/' 
conation.      VI1-  And  he  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  said  county  of  Catta- 
il diaufot.     raugus  shall  continue  and  remain  a  part  of  the  twenty-first  congres- 
sional district  in  this  state. 
VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothing  in  this  act  coo-

mtn    '       menced,  or  that  shall  be  commenced  before  the  holding  of  the  first 
term  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  and  genera)  sessions  yf  the  peace 
in  and  for  the  county  hereby  organized,  so  as  to  work  a  prejudice  to 
any  of  the  parties  therein,  or  to  affect  any  criminal  or  other  proceed* 
tngs  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  this  state,  but  all  such  civil  or  crim- 
inal proceedings  shall  and  may  be  prosecuted  to  trial,  judgment  and 
x  execution,  in  like  manner  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 


CHAP.  CXYL 

A.K"  ACT  {o  revive  the  act,  entitled"  an  act  to  incorporate  the  War* 
nick  and  Minuink  turnpike  company,  and  to  extend  the  time  far 
completing  the  road  therein  mentioned. 

Passed  March  28,  Id  17. 

BE  it  enacted  by  tfie  people  of  the  state  ofNeiv-York*  represent? 
ed  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  act,  eulitled  "  an  act  to  incor- 
porate the  Warwick  and  Minisink  turnpike  company,  passed  on  the 
second  day  of  March,  id  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
{en,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  revived,  from  and  alter  the  passing  of 
this  act,  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  the  said  act  of  incorpo- 
ration was  bow  passed :  And  further,  That  the  president  and  direc- 
tors of  the  said  corporation,  hereby  revived,  shall  have  time  until 
the  second  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twen-

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  peopk  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  appraisers  to  be  appointed 
for  the  purpose  of  appraising  the  damages,  agreeable  to  the  third 
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pec&m  of  an  act  relative  to  turnpike  companies,  passed  the  13th  **%*?? 
Jfcfarch,  1807,  shall,  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  be  appoint-  pint**?' 
ed  by  the  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county,  in  open 
court,  and  upon  the  written  application  or  petition  of  the  owner  or 
owners  of  lands  taken  or  used  for  any  turnpike  road ;  And  further. 
That  in  case  any  such  owners  of  lands  shall  neglect  to  make  such 
application  at  the  next  court  of  common  pleas  t0  he  holden  in  the 
county  where  they  reside,  next  after  bring  requested  so  to  do  by  the 
directors  of  any  turnpike,  that  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court, 
io  open  court  as  aforesaid,  to  appoint  Mich  appraisers  upon  the  writ- 
ten application  or  petition  of  such  directors :  Provided  always,  That 
no  6uch  turnpike  company  shall  be  hindered  or  prevented  from  PmiM.i 
working  and  improving  such  turnpike  road,  while  such  application 
before  such  court  as  aforesaid,  is  pending. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  tp  A«*  **»»*•* 
incorporate  the  Walton  and  Franklin  turnpike  company,'9  passed 
March  23d,  1810,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  revived,  with  all  and 
singular  its  provisions  and  restrictions ;  and  that  the  said  company 
stall  have  five  years  to  make  and  complete  the  said  road,  from  and 
after  the  passing  of  this  act. 


CHAP.  CXVIII. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  out,  entitled  "  an  act  to  incorporate  the 
Schoharie  and  CobleskiU  bridge  company"  passed  March  28JJL 
1805. 

Passed  March  28, 1817, 

WHEREAS  it  is  represented  that  the  bridge,  erected  by  the  said 
company  oyer  the  Schoharie  creek,  is  partly  broken  down,  and  the 
part,  still  standing,  in  such  a  plate  of  decay,  as  to  be  entirely  impass- 
able ;  and  that  the  rate  of  toll  heretofore  received,  and  the  unexpir- 
ed term  of  the  said  act  of  incorporation,  will  not  justify  ifre  peti- 
tioners to  rebuild  the  said  bridge,  as  it  would  be  attended  with  a 
sacrifice  of  property,  unless  there  should  be  an  increase  of  toll  and 
an  extension  of  the  charier  of  said  companj.

twenty-eighth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
ope,  any  thing  in  the  said  clause  hereby  amended  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.

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for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation,  a  toll,  not  exceeding  eigjbt  ceotft, 
for  every  one  horse  waggoo,  and  four  and  an  half  cents  for  every  adr 
dilional  horse.  v 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  after  the  passing  of  this  act, 
PftiMent,i    the  president  of  the  said  company  shall  ope  n  a  hook  and  receive  the 
4uij.      '    Bubecriptioiia  of  said  company;  and  shall  give  notice  for  that  pur- 
pose, in  the  newspaper  printed  by  the  printer  to  this  state,  at  least 
four  weeks  successively ;  aid  every  person  holding  stock  iu  said 
company,  who  shall  not,  within  four  weeks  after  the  insertion  of  said 
notice  in  said  paper,  and  a  copy  thereof  put  up  on  the  court  house 
door,  in  the  said  town  of  Schoharie,  for  the  said  term  of  four  weeks, 
subscribe  to  the  amount  of  stock  helden  by  him  or  her,  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  forfeited  the  whole  of  his  or  her  stock,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  remains  unsubscribed  for,  for  the  beuefit  of  said  com- 
pany 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  proviso  in  the  ninth 
section  of  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Schoharie  and 
Cobleskill  bridge  company,"  passed  March  28th,  1805,  and  the  act, 
entitled  "  an  act  to  amend  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  incorporate 
the  Schoharie  and  Cobleskill  bridge  company ,"  passed  12th  April, 
1816,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


CHAP.  CXiX 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Clinton  grammar  school. 

Passed  March  28,  1817. 

WHEREAS  Salmon  Butler  and  others  have,  by  their  petition, 
represented  to  the  legislature,  that  they  have  associated  together  and 
erected  a  building  in  the  town  of  Paris  and  county  of  Oneida,  for 
the  use  of  a  grammar  school,  and  have  prayed  for  an  act  of  incorpo- 
ration— Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Asahel  S.  Norton,  Joel  Bris- 

tol,  Jesse  Curtis,  Seth  Hastings,  junior,  and  Isaac  Williams,  and 

their  successors  in  office,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  de- 
clared to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by 
the  name  of  the  trustees  of  the  Clinton  grammar  school,  and  by  that 
name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and  may  forever  hereafter  have 
continual  succession,  and  be  capable  in  law  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
impleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered  un- 
to, defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoev- 
er, in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits  and  causes  whatsoever;  and  may 

s«aL  have  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  may 

hold,  receive,  purchase,  have  and  possess  real  and  personal  estate, 
and  at  pleasure  sell  and  dispose  af  the  same,  for  the  sole  and  only 
use  of  the  said  grammar  school. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  five  trustees  to 
RrttrwtiM  manage  the  concerns  of  said  corporation,  any  three  of  whom  shall 

be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busiuess ;  and  that  the  five  perr 
sons  last  aforesaid  named,  ksbaU  continue  trustees  until  others  at* 
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chosen  Id  their  stead ;  and  that  when  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall j 
flapped  in  the  office  of  trustees,  by  death,  resignation  or  resioval 
from  the  town  of  Paris  aforesaid,  such  vacancy  or  vacaucies  shall 
be  supplied  by  appointment  of  some  person  or  persons  residing  in  said 
town,  under  the  hands  of  the  remaining  trustees  and  their  corporate 
seaL 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  trustees  and  their 
successors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  and  so  many  officers,  *****•> 
instructors  and  agents,  as  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  think 
proper,  for  the  conducting  and  managing  the  school,  property  and 
concerns  of  the  said  corporation,  and  to  make  all  such  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  as  they  or  a  majority  of  them  may  think  proper  for

or  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses,  twenty-five  cents,  for 
every  additional  horse,  six  cents;  for  eveiy  cart  drawn  by  one 
horse,  six  cents ;  for  every  ?tage,  waggon,  or  other  four  wheeled 
carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses,  mules  or  oxen,  twelve  and  an  half

CHAP.  CXXIV. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act,  entitled  "an  act  to  incorporate  At 
academy  instituted  in  the  city  of  New-York,  for  the  promotion  of 
the  arts." 

Passed  March  2tt,  1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  and  declared  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York*  represen- 
ted in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  county  medical  society,  or- 
ganized in  the  county  of  Sullivan,  on  the  third  day  of  October,

the  anniversary  day  of  the  meeting  of  said  society  be  hereafter  the 
first  Wednesday  after  the  second  Tuesday  in  June,  annually.

fLN  ACT  to  fitide  the  town  of  German*  in  the  county  of  Che- 
nango. 

Passed  March  28, 1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented tn  Senate  and  Assembly*  That  all  that  part  of  the  town  of 
German,  in  the  county  of  Chenango,  comprised  and  known  by  the 
name  of  the  seventh  township,  shall  be  and  hereby  is  erected  into  a 
separate  town,  by  the  name  of  Otselic;  and  the  first  town  meeting 
In  the  paid  town  of  Otselic  shall  be  held  at  the  dwelling  house  of 
Ebenezer  Hill,  in  said  town,  at  the  time  fixed  by  law  for  holding 
annual  town  meetings  in  said  county,  and  that  all  the  remaining  part 
of  the  town  of  German,  shall  be  and  remain  a  separate  town,  by  the 
name  of  Germau,  and  the  next  annual  town  meeting  in  the  said  town 
of  German,  shall  be  held  at  the  dwelling  house  of  Benjamin  Fair- 
child  io  said  own. 
'  IL  And  be  it  further  cnacte^  That  the  said  towns  of  German, 
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aod  Otselic,  and  the  officers  by  them  to  be  elected,  shall  be  entitle^ 
to  all  the  previleges.  and  subjec  to  all  the  penalties,  that  the  other 
towns  in  tins  state  are  by  1m  w  entitled  and  subject  to. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  soon  as  may  be  conven- 
ient, after  the  next  annual  town  meeting  the  supervisors  and  ove»- 
eeers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  towns  of  German  and  Otselic,  on  no- 
tice being  first  given  by  the  said  supervisors  lor  that  purpose,  shall 
meet  together  and  divide  the  money  and  poor  belonging  to  the 
town  of  German  previous  to  the  division  thereof,  agreeable  to  the  last 
assessment  roll,  and  that  each  ot  the  said  towns  shall  forever  there* 
after  respectively  support  their  owo  poor. 


CHAP.  CXXVIL 

AN  ACT  declaring  some  part  of  Mud  creek  to  be  no  longer  a  pub« 
lie  highway. 

Passed  March  23,  1817. 

WHEREAS  all  that  part  of  Mud  creek,  above  its  junction  with 
Canandarque  outlet,  is  almost  useless  as  a  public  highway,  and  as  the 
prosperity  and  convenience  of  the  people  of  that  vicinity  will  be 
promoted  in  a  greater  degree  by  appropriating  the  said  creek  to  the 
use  of  the  mills :  Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  and  d.  clared  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New- 
York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  that  part  of 
Mud  creek  west  of  the  village  of  Lyons,  in  the  town  of  Lyoos, 
shall,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  cease  to  be  a  public 
highway ;  and  so  much  of  the  act,  entitled  <'  an  act  declaring  cer- 
tain waters  to  be  public  highways"  passed  April  2d,  1813,  &s  re- 
lates to  the  aforesaid  part  of  Mud  creek,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed* 


CHAP.  CXXVIII, 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Hamilton  baptist  missionary  society. 

Passed  March  28,  1817. 

WHEREAS  John  Peck,  and  certain  other  persons  have  formed 
Frctmblc     themselves  into  a  society,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "  the  Hamilton 
baptist  missionary  society,"  for  the  purpose  of  propagating  the  gos- 
pel among  the  destitute,  and  have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  bet- 
ter to  promote  their  benevolent  designs :  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  such  persons  as  now  are 
or  hereafter  may  become  members  of  said  society,  according  to  sueh 
rules  as  they  may  agree  on  or  establish,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  or- 
dained, constituted  and  appointed,  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in 
fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  « the  Hamilton  baptist  missionary 
society,"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  aud  may 
**€**•        have  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law,  capable  of  suing  *ud 
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being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and  placet 
whatsoever,  in  all  maimer  of  action  and  actions,  suits,  matters,  caus- 
es and  complaints  whatsoever;  aud  that  they  and  their  succssors 
may  itave  a  commou  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure ;  and  also,  that  they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name  of 
"  the  Hamilton  baptist  missionary  society,  shall  be  in  law  capable  of 
purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for 
the  use  of  said  society:  Provided  always,  that  such  real  and  per-  *•*•• 
sonal  estate  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  the  annual  value  of  two 
thousand  dollars.

CHAP.  CXXIX. 

AN  ACT  declaring  certain  waters  in  Sullivan  county  public  high- 
ways. 

Passed  March  28,  1817. 

I  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  issembly,  That  ib<  stream  of  water,  situate  in  the  county 
of  Sullivan,  in  this  state,  and  usually  called  the  Beaverkill,  shall,  from 
and  utict  (he  passing  of  this  act,  be  a  public  highway,  from  the  Del- 
awaie  river  and  up  the  same  to  the  intersection  of  the  Willewemack 
and  little  Beaverkill:  Prvvidtd,  that  the  owners  of  the  adjoining 
lands  may  erect  mills  or  other  waterworks,  store  houses  or  docks, 
on  the  sa;d  waters,  so  that  the  same  shall  not  obsttuct  the  navigation 
thereof:  Ami  provided  fm  thcr,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construi  d  to  abridge  any  pre-existing  private  rights. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall  hereafter 
obstruct  the  navigation  of  the  'said  highway,  every  such  offender 
shall  forfeit,  for  each  offence,  the  sum  of  five  dollars ;  and  for  the 
continuance  of  such  obstruction  for  every  t went}  -four  hours,  oue 
dollar,  to  be  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit,  by  action  of  debt,  by  any 
person  who  will  sue  for  the  same,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  town  where  the  offence  shall  be  com- 
mitted; and  every  such  offender  shall  also  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  may  be  prosecuted  by  indictment,  and  on  couvic- 
tiou  may  be  imprisoned  not  to  exceed  sixty  days.

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  slate  of  New  York,  represent- 
ed  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  from  ami  after  the  passing  of  this 
act,  all  that  part  of  the  town  of  Brownville,  in  the  county  of  Jeffer- 
son, lying  within  the  boundaries  following,  that  is  to  say :  beginning 
feunts  of    upon  a  line  in  the  centre  of  French  or  Dumas  cret  k,  where  the  west 
*•&«••         ]ine  0f  Penet's  square  intersects  the  same;  thence  south  aloig  the 
west  line  of  said   Penet's  square,  to  the  southwest  corner  thereof; 
thence  along  the  northeasterly  out  line  of  lot  number  four  hundred 
and  fifty-five  in  great  lot  number  four  of  Macomb's  purchase,  to 
the  easternmost  corner  thereof;  thence  along  the  southeasterly  out 
#  line  of  said  lot  number  four  hundred  and  fifty-five,  to  the  northeast- 

erly out  line  of  lot  number  three  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  thence 
along  the  same  to  the  easternmost  corner  thereof;  thence  southwest- 
erly along  the  southeasterly  out  line  of  said  lot  number  three  Imp-

dred  awl  thirty-nine,  and  of  lots  number  three  hundred  and  forty,' 
three  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  three  hundred  and  fifty  nine,  four  hun- 
dred aud  forty-seven,  and  four  hundred  and  forty-six,  all  in  said 
great  lot  number  four,  to  the  southeasternmobt  corner  of  said  lot  num- 
ber four  htiudred  and  forty-six;  thence  north  westerly  along  the  south- 
easterly out  line  thereof,  to  an  arm  of  Chaumont  b  «y ;  thence  through 
the  waters  of  said  bay  to  the  waters  of  lake  Ontario;  thence  through 
the  waters  of  said  lake  to  the  river  St.  Lawrence;  thence  down 
the  same  to  the  mouth  of  French  or  Dumas  creek ;  thence  up  the 
game  to  the  place  of  beginning;  including  within  said  line  Cherry 
island,  the  peninsula,  Fox  island,  Grenadier  island,  Carlton  island, 
and  such  other  small  islands  between  Carlton  island  and  French 
creek  aforesaid,  as  are  now  known  to  be  within  the  limits  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  shall  be  aud  the  same  is  hereby  erected  into  a  separate 
town,  by  the  name  of  Lyme;  and  that  the  first  town  meeting  of  the 
said  town  of  Lyme  shall  be  held  at  the  dwelling  house  of  Luther 
Britton,  in  said  town. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  remaining  part  of  the 

town  of  Brownville  shall  be  and  remain  a  separate  town,  by  the  name  Browiwiiw; 
of  Brownville;  and  that  the  next  town  meeting  shall  be  held  at  the 
place  to  which  the  last  town  meeting  of  the  town  of  Brownville  was 
adjourned. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  soon  as  may  be,  after  the 

first  Tuesday  of  April  uext,  the  supervisors  and  overseers  of  the  Poor&tnoBi 
poor  of  the  towns  of  Brownville  and  Lyme,  aforesaid,  shall,  by  no-  ey  t«  be  <i* 
tice  to  be  given  by  the  supervisors  of  the  towns  of  Brownville  and  *ldcd- 
Lyme  aforesaid,  for  that  purpose,  meet  together  and  apportion  the 
poor  maintained  by  the  said  town  of  Brownville,  previous  to  the  di- 
vision thereof;  and  also  to  divide  all  money  which  is  or  may  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  in  an  equitable  manner ;  and 
if  the  supervisors  and  overseers  of  the  poor  cannot  agree  upon  such 
equitable  divisiou,  then  the  supervisors  of  the  county,  at  their  next 
annual  meeting,  shall  apportion  the  poor  and  money  belonging  to  the 
said  town  of  Brownville,  between  the  said  towns,  and  each  town  shall 
thereafter  support  its  own  poor. 


CHAP.  CXXXL 

AN  ACT  for  Ae  relief  of  the  trustees  of  the  Presbyterian  church 
in  Newtown,  in  Queens  county. 

Passed  March  28,  1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian church  in  Newtown,  in  the  county  of  Queens,  and  their  succes- 
sors in  office,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered  to 
sell  and  dispose  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  real  property,  lately 
purchased  by  them  at  public  auction,  whenever  the  congregation  of 
said  church  shall,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  in  legal  meeting  assembled, 
request  such  sale  to  be  made;  and  with  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  to 
purchase  other  property,  or  to  place  the  said  proceeds  at  interest,  se- 
cured by  bond  and  mortgage,  or  to  invest  the  same,  with  all  other 
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monies  which  they  may  have  in  their  hands,  belonging  to  the  Said 
church,  in  bank  stock,  or  in  the  funded  debt  of  this  state  or  of  the 
United  States. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  fot  the  said 
trustees,  and  they  are  hereby  empowered,  to  apply  the  fund  arising 
from  the  sale  of  the  real  estate,  which  they  were  authorised  to  dis- 
pose of  by  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  authorising  the  trustees  of  the 
Presbyterian  church  in  Newtown,  in  Queens  county,  to  dispose  of 
the  real  estate  therein  meutioned,"  passed  March  8tb,  18 11,  or  so 
much  of  said  fund  as  shall  be  necessary  to  the  payment  of  the  debt 
paid  trustees  have  contracted  by  the  purchase  of  the  real  estate  men- 
tioned in  the  preceding  section,  any  thing  in  the  aforesaid  act  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 


CHAP.  CXXXII. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Frederick  Wentouorth. 

Passed  March  28, 1817. 

WHEREAS  Frederick  Wentworth,  a  collector  in  the  town  of 
Woodstock,  in  Ulster  county,  by  reason  of  severe  sickness  io  his 
family,  has  not  been  able  to  make  bis  returns  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
county,  agreeable  to  an  act  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes: 
Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  f>y  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  said  collector  is  hereby  author- 
ised to  make  bis  returns  to  the  said  treasurer  agreeable  to  the  said 
act ;  and  the  oath  required  by  the  said  act  to  be  administered  to  col* 
lectors,  may  be  administered  to  the  said  collector  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  if  the  said  returns  had  been  made  within  the  time  required  by 
the  said  act. 


CHAP.  CXXXIIt. 

AN  ACT  to  authorise  the  directors  of  the  New-York  society  of  St. 
John  to  alienate  their  real  estate. 

Passed  March  28,  1817. 

WHEREAS  certain  persons,  associated  w  der  the  name  and  style 
of  "  the  New-York  society  of  St.  John,*'  did,  on  the  first  day  of 
November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
tWo,  purchase  a  lot  of  land  io  the  city  of  New- York,  on  which  they 
erected  a  building,  and  vested  the  said  lot  and  building  in  certain 
persons,  as  trustees,  to  manage  the  same,  which  trustees  were  denom- 
inated "the  directors  of  the  New-York  society  of  St.  John:"  and 
whereas  it  is  represented  to  the  legislature,  by  the  trustees  or  direc- 
tors of  (he  said  society,  that  it  is  not  ooly  inconvenient  to  manage  its 
Affaire  under  the  present  deed  or  trust,  but  that  the  said  property  is 
little  productive  to  the  stockholdeas  many  of  whom  are  widows  and 
orphan  children;  and  that  it  will  be  more  beneficial  for  all  persoas* 
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Interested  therein  to  sell  the  said  lot  and  the  building  erected  thereon, 
mod  to  close  its  concerns :  Therefore, 

JL  8c  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  John  Harrison,  Benjamin 
Prince,  John  Hyslop,  William  L.  Mott,  George  McKay,  Thomas  „  §aL  ^ 
Richards,  Cornelius  Bogert,  James  Dobbin  and  Jacob  Schieflfelio,  &e. 
«t  present  trustees  or  directors  of  the  New- York  society  of  St.  John, 
or  the  survivors  of  them,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  authorised  and  em- 
powered to  grant,  bargain  and  sell  all  that  certain  lot,  and  the  build- 
ing erected  thereon,  situated  in  the  city  of  New-Yoik,aod  now  held 
by  the  said  directors  in  trust  as  aforesaid,  for  the  highest  price  and 
upon  the  best  terms  in  their  power  to  obtain;  -and  that  the  before 
named  persoos,  or  the  survivors  of  them,  may  execute  good  and  suf- 
ficient deeds  and  conveyances  in  the  law,  to  the  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers thereof,  ami  hereby  are  authorised  to  take  a  mortgage  for 
such  part  of  the  consideration  money  as  may  remain  unpaid  at  such 
time  or  times  as  they  may  deem  most  beneficial  for  the  persons  in- 
terested therein ;  and  the  before  named  directors,  or  the  survivors 
of  them,  shall,  from  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  pay  all  the  debts  due 
and  owing  by  the  said  society,  and  after  deducting  their  reasonable 
costs  and  charges,  shall  allow  and  pay  to  the  stockholders  or  persons 
interested  in  the  said  property,  their  respective,  equal  and  full  por- 
tions as  soon  as  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  received  by  them. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  of  the  said  stockhold- 
ers shall  be  abseut  or  dead,  and  their  legal  representatives  unknown,  c*it»io  m* 
4hat  the  before  named  directors,  or  the  survivors  of  them,  shall  pay  3J£ri£jT 
t>verthe  portion  which  such  person  or  persons,  so  absent  or  dead,  is 

or  are  entitled  unto,  into  the  hands  of  the  chamberlain  of  the  city  of 
New-York,  for  the  use  of  the  persons  entitled  thereto;  but  no  in- 
terest  shall  be  paid  thereon  by  the  said  chamberlain,  or  by  the  cor- 
poration of  the  said  city;  and  if  no  application  shall  be  made  for  the 
same  in  ten  years  after  such  payment,  the  same  shall  be  applied  to 
the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  city. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  before  named  direc- 
tors shall,  before  they  grant,  bargain  and  sell  the  said  lot  and  the 
bufldiogs  thereon  erected,  enter  into  a  bond,  in  such  sum  and  with  security  * 
such  sureties  as  may  be  judged  sufficient  by  the  mayor  and  record-  **  *"*** 
er  of  the  city  of  New- York,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  distribution 

of  the  monies,  arising  from  such  sale,  among  the  several  stockholders 
or  their  representatives  interested  and  holdiog  shares  therein. 


CHAP.  CXXXIV. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act  incorporating  the  Neversink  turnpike 
road  company*  and  for  altering  the  name  and  style  of  the  said 
company. 

Passed  March  28, 1817. 

WHEREAS  it  has  become  highly  expedient,  that  the  road  be- 
tween Hudson's  river  and  the  territory  within  this  state,  lying  north  preamble 
of  u>e  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  heretofore  intended  to  be  opened 
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by  the  Nevcrsink  turnpike  road  company,  should  be  speedily  com* 
pleted:  and  whereas  the  president  and  directors  of  the  said  compa- 
ny, in  conjunction  with  most  of  the  proprietors  of  the  lands,  as  well 
improved  as  unimproved,  contiguous  to  the  said  road*  have  petition- 
ed the  legislature  to  cause  a  proportionate  assessment  to  be  laid  on 
the  lands,  materially  to  be  benefitted  by  the  making  of  the  said  road, 
*  as  the  most  equitable,  certain  and  practicable  mode  of  creating  a  cap- 
ital to  effect  the  same  object;  and  that  each  proprietor  of  such  prop- 
erty, subject  to  the  said  assessment,  may  become  a  stockholder  in  the 
said  company,  for  the  amount  he  may  in  this  manner  contribute  to- 
wards making  the  said  road ;  and  have  prayed  for  the  aid  of  the  le- 
gislature in  the  premises :  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  state  of  N en-York*  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  person  administeiing  the 
government  of  this  state  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorised  and  requir- 
ed, by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council  of  appointment, 
to  nominate  and  appoint  three  discreet  and  respectable  freeholders  io 
this  state,  in  no  wise  interested  in  the  lands  to  be  assessed,  nor  in  the 
stock  of  the  Neversink  turnpike  road  company,  whose  duty  it  shal) 
be,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  their  acceptauce  of  such  appointment,  to 
make  a  just,  equitable  and  proportionate  assessment  on  all  such  lands, 
lying  in  the  counties  of  Ulster,  Sullivan,  Delaware  and  Broome,  com? 
menciug  at  the  termination  of  the  section  of  road  already  made  and 
finished,  in  the  town  qf  Wawasiog,  and  along  the  site  of  that  part 
of  the  said  road  hereafter  to  be  made,  as  shall,  in  their  judgment,  be 
materially  benefitted  by  the  making  and  finishing  of  the  said  turn- 
pike road ;  the  whole  amount  of  which  said  capital  to  be  assessed  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  and  hereby  is  limited  to  twelve  hundred  dollars 
for  each  mile  of  the  ?aid  road ;  and  in  making  such  assessment,  they 

?*&*  dBt7*  shall  describe  each  lot,  piece  or  parcel  of  land,  with  as  much  cer- 
tainty as  practicable,  and  add  thereto  the  name  of  the  proprietor  or 
owner  thereof,  if  known,  and  where  the  same  cannot  otherwise  be 
distinctly  ascertained,  then  they  shall  employ  such  description  as  has 
been  made  of  such  lot,  piece  or  parcel  of  land,  in  t{ie  last  assessment 
roll  ot  the  asses  ors  of  the  town  in  which  such  lot,  piece  or  parcel  of 
land  is  situate,  which  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  as  a  sufficient 
description;  and  as  soon  as  the  said  assessment  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted, the  said  commissioners  shall  cause  one  copy  thereof,  certified 
with  their  respective  names,  to  be  deposited  in  the  clerk's  office  of 

»be  hm.  ench  of  the  counties  of  Ulster,  Sullivan,  Delaware  and  Broome,  which 
shall  be  open  to  the  examination  and  inspection  of  all  persons  interest- 
ed, and  one  other  copy  thereof,  certified  in  manner  aforesaid,  to  be  de- 
livered to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  said  company;  which 
said  assessment  shall,  upon  being  finally  completed,  become  a  lien  on 
the  respective  lots,  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  so  assessed;  and  that 
for  all  payments  made  in  discharge  of  such  assessment,  the  owner  or 
.  proprietor  shall  be,  and  hereby  is  entitled  to  receive  from  the  said 
company,  a  certificate  or  certificates,  under  the  seal  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, asknowlrdging  him  to  be  a  stockholder,  to  the  amount  of 

fmriio.  such  payment:  Provided  nevertheless,  that  before  the  said  commis- 
sioners shall  deposit  their  assessments  in  manner  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
their  duty  to  cause  notice  to  be  published  for  six  weeks  successively, 
\a  at  least  one  newspaper  published  io  each  of  the  counties  aforesaid 
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io  which  a  newspaper  is  printed,  and  also  in  one  paper  priuted  tu  the 
city  of  New- York,  aod  in  the  paper  priuted  by  the  printer  to  the 
state,  notifying  all  persons  interested,  that  they  have  completed  their 
assessments,  and  that  copies  thereof  are  in  the  hands  of  each  of  the 
said  commissioners,  and  the  places  respectively  where  the  same  may 
be  seen  and  examined,  by  any  bucIi  persou,  or  the  agent  of  any  such  * 
person,  during  one  month  from  and  afier  a  certain  day,  to  be  uamed 
in  the  said  notice,  for  that  purpose;  and  that  attheexpiratiou  of  the

or  inequality  therein,  on  sufficient  cause  being  shewn  to  their  satis* 
faction,  which  assessment,  so  altered,  shall  thereafter  stand  and  re-  , 

main  unalterable :  And  provided  further  y  that  the  said  commissioners 
shall  not  assess  any  lauds  lying  at  a  greater  distance  than  eight  miles 
from  the  site  of  the  said  road,  and  that  the  same  shall  be  in  a  just  and 
reasonable  proportion  in  relation  to  its  distance  from  the  said  site: 
Provided  farther,  that  as  it  respects  so  much  of  the  said  road  as  pass- 
es through  the  lands  of  owners  who  have  not  consented  to  thiB  act, 
And  with  their  assessments,  it  shall  be  at  the  election  of  the  said  own- 
ers to  have  the  said  road  a  free  road,  or  part  of  the  Neversiuk  turn- 
pike road,  as  in  this  act  is  provied,  which  election  shall  be  made  by 
a  declaration  thereof,  to  be  filed  with  the  commissioners  appointed 
by  this  act,  within  six  mouths  after  the  said  assessment  shall  be  conn 
pleted.

fcl  ut§9  gates  and  toll  houses  on  the  said  road,  whereof  they  shall  make  suck 
inquisition  or  inquisitions  as  is  directed  aod  prescribed  to  be  made 
by  appraisers,  in  and  by  the  act  hereby  amended,  the  amount  of 
which  award  shall  be  paid  by  the  said  company,  in  the  stock  of  the 
said  company;  and  the  said  commissi  oners,  under  the  authority  afore- 
said, shall  be  and  liereby  are  fully  authorised,  to  lay  out  for  the  use 
of  the  said  company,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  toll-gates  thereon, 
one  lot  for  every  ten  miles  of  road,  of  sufficient  size  foi  the  accom- 
modation of  a  toll-gatherer,  which  shall  not  exceed  three  hundred

X.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  hereafter  the  name  and  style 
of  the  president  and  directors  of  the  said  company  shall  be  "  the

company ,"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  heieaf- 
ter  be  known  in  the  law,  any  thing  in  the  act  hereby  amended  to  the 
contrary  thereof  notwithstanding. 
XL  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Dtottonto  said  president  and  d  hectors  faithfully  to  apply  and  appropriate  alt 
fee  tttiiifui;    monies  which  shall  be  received  by  them,  in  the  most  beneficial  man- 
ner practicable,  for  and  towards  the  making  the  6a id  turnpike  road, 
and  to  cause  any  section  thereof,  not  being  less  than  teu  miles  in 
length,  when  duly  completed,  to  be  inspected,  and  thereupon  to  ob-

CHAP.  CXXXV, 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Stockholders  of  the  Bank  of  Geneva. 

Passed  March  28,  1817. 

WHEREAS,  Septimus  Evans  Robert  Troup,  Jacob  Dox,  Wil- 
helmus  Mynderse,  Herman  H.  Bogert  and  others,  associated  as  a 
company,  under  the  name  and  style  of  "  the  bank  of  Geneva,"  by 
their  petition,  presented  to  the  legislature,  have  prayed  for  the  privi- 
lege of  being  incorporated  as  a  company  and  body  corporate : 
^Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  NenhYork,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  such  persons  as  shall  be  ] 
stockholders  of  the  said  bank,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are  ordained, 
constituted  and  declared  to  be,  from  time  to  time,  and  until  the  first 
day  of  January,  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact 
and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  **  the  president,  directors  and  company 
of  the  bank  of  Geneva ;"  and  by  that  name,  they  and  their  succes- 
sors, until  that  day,  may  and  shall  have  succession,  and  shall  be  in 
law  persooB  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being 
impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being 
defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  and  in  all  manner  of 
actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  causes  whatsoever;  and  that 
they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change 
and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure;  and  also,  that  they  and  their 
successors,  by  the  aforesaid  name  of  incorporation,  shRll  be  io  law 
capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or 
personal,  for  the  u?e  of  the  said  corporation :  Provided*  that  the  real 
estate  which  St  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold,  shall 
be  ouly  such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  its  immediate  accomodation  io 
relation  to  the  convenient  transaction  of  its  business,  or  such  as  shall 
Jiave  been  bona  fide  mortgaged  to  it,  by  way  of  security,  or  conveyed 
to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  previously  contracted,  in  the  course  of 
dealings,  or  purchased  at  sales  upon  judgments  which  shall  have 
been  obtained  for  such  debts :  And  provided,  that  the  said  bank  shall  n      .     . 

be  established  in  the  village  of  Geneva,  and  that  its  opereration  of  < 

discount  and  deposit  snail  be  carried  on  in  the  said  village  of 
Geneva,  and  not  elsewhere :  And  provided  oho,  that  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  fo  the  said  bank  to  issue  any  notes  or  bills,  until  an  affidavit 
by  the  president  and  cashier  of  said  bank  shall  have  been  made  and 
Jiled  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  of  Ontario,  stating,  that 'the 
sum  of  twelve  and  a  half  per  cent,  upon  each  share  of  the  capital 
stock  of  said  bank  has  been  actually  paid  into  the  said  bank  by  the 
stockholders,  in  specie :  And  further,  that  the  said  corporation  shall ,— r,Wie41* 
not,  directly  or  indirectly,  deal  or  trade  in  business,  or  selling  any 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or  commodities  whatsoever,  or  io  buy- 
fog  or  selling  any  stock  created  under  any  act  of  the  United  States 
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or  of  any  particular  state,  unless  in  selling  the  same  when  truly 
pledged  by  way  of  security  for  debts  due  to  (be  said  corporation, 
stock.  U«  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  capital  stock  of  the 

said  bank  shall  not  exceed  four  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  and  that 
a  share  in  said  stock  shall  be  twenty  dollar?. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Thai  the  stock,  property  affairs 
and  concerns  of  die  said  corporation,  shall  be  managed  and  conduct- 

To  be  mam.  ^  ^  eleven  directors,  to  be  appointed  and  chosen  in  manner  herem- 
ced  by  11  eC  after  mentioned,  who  shall  be  stockholders,  and  citizens  of  this  state, 
ud^hT^  aod  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be 
chosen  in  their  places;  the  election  of  directors  shall  be  held  •  n  Uie 
third  Monday  in  November  in  each  year,  at  such  time  of  day  and 
such  place  within  the  village  of  Geneva  as  a  majority  of  the  direc- 
tors shall  appoint ;  and  public  notice  shall  be  given,  not  less  than 
thirty  days  previous  to  the  time  of  holding  such  elections,  by  an  ad- 
vertisement to  be  inserted  in  each  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  said 
village,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such  election ;  the  said 
election  shall  be  made  by  the  stockholders  in  the  said  corporation, 
either  in  person  or  by  proxy ;  and  all  elections  for  directors  shall  be 
by  ballot;  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  number  of  votes 
according  to  the  number  of  shares  which  he  or  she  shall  have  held 
in  his  or  her  name  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  such  election,  that 
is  to  say,  one  vote  for  each  and  every  share ;  and  the  eleven  persona 
who  shall  have  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
directors;  and  if  it  should  happen  at  any  election,  that  two  or  more 
persons  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  directors  in  of- 
fice, at  the  time  of  such  election,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  shall  pro- 
ceed to  ballot,  and  by  plurality  of  votes  determine  which  of  the  said 
persons,  so  having  an  equaloumber  of  votes,  shall  be  director  or  di- 
rectors, so  as  to  complete  the  whole  number  so  to  be  elected ;  and 
the  directors,  as  soon  as  may  he  thereafter,  shall  proceed,  by  ballot, 
to  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  their  president;  and  if  any  direc-

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  ease  it  should  at  any  time  **j}<>h  •» 
happen,  that  an  election  of  directors  should  not  be  made  oo  the  day  ^£~  °* 
prescribed  by  this  act,  the  corporation  for  that  cause  shall  not  be  <ny* 
deemed  to  be  dissolved ;  but  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any 
other  day,  to  hold  and  make  an  election  of  directors  according  to  the 
by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  said  corporation. . 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  directors  for  the  time 
being,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  hate  full  power  to  make  aud  pre- : 
scribe  such  by-laws,  orders*  rules  and  regulations,  as  to  them  shall 
appear  needful,  touching  the  management  and  dispositions  of  the  stock, 
property,  estate  and  effects  of  the  said  corporation,  and  the  time  and 
manner  oWie  discounts  and  deposits  made  in  and  by  the  same;  the 
duties  *nd  conduct  of  the  officers,  clerks  and  servants  employed 
therein ;  the  election  of  directors,  and  all  such  matters  as  appertain 
to  the  business  of  a  bank;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  soy 
many  officers,  clerks  and  servants,  for  carrying  on  all  and  singular 
the  said  business,  and  with  such  salaries  and  allowances,  as  to  them 
shall  seem  meet :  Provided,  that  such  by-laws,  orders,  rules  and  re- 
gulations be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  find  laws  of  this  state

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  transfer  of  stock  shall  Tnu*fcn. 
be  valid  or  effectual  until  such  transfer  shall  be  registered  in  a  book 

or  books  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the  directors,  and  unless  the 
person  making  the  same  shall  previously  discharge  all  debts  due  by 
nitn  or  her  to  the  said  corporation,  which  exceed  in  amount  the  re- 
siduary stock  of  such  person. 

VOL  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  total  amount  of  debts 
it  any  time,  and  in  any  manner  due  by  the  said  corporation,  mm,** 
Over  and  above  the  specie  then  actually  deposited  in  the  bank, 
shall  not  exceed  three  times  the  sum  of  the  capital  stock  subscribed 
And  actually  paid  into  the  said  bank ;  and  in  case  of  any  excess, 
the  directors  Under  whose  administration  the  same  may  have  hap- 
pened, excepting  those  who  dissented  therefrom,  or  were  not  present 
"When  the  same  aid  happen,  shall,  in  their  individual  and  private  ca* 
parities,  be  liable  for  such  excess,  and  the  estate  of  the  said  corpora* 
Uon  shall  likewise  be  liable  therefor 
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IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  bills  obligatory  and  of' 
Biiuof  cred-  ctnedit,  under  the  seal  of  the  said  corporation,  which  shall  be  made; 
*■  to-any  person  or  persons,  shall  be  assignable  by  endorsement  there- 

on; under  the  haod  or  hands  of  such  person  or  persons,  his,  her  or 
their  assignee  or  assignees,  and  so  as  absolutely  to  transfer  and  vest 
the  property  thereof  in  each  and  every  assignee  or  assignees  respec- 
tively, and  to  enable  such  assignee  or  assignees  to  bring  and  main- 
tain an  action  thereupon,  in  his,  her  or  their  own  name  or  names;'

visable; and  that  the  said  corporation  shall  not  demand  any  greater 
interest  on  a  loan  or  discount  for  a  time  not  exceeding  sixty  days, 
than  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum.

CHAP.  CXXXVI. 

AN  ACT  Ho  incorporate  the  Bank  of  Auburn. 

Passed  March  31, 1817. 

WHERE  AS,  Joseph  Colt,  Eoos  T.  Throop,  Nathaniel  Gaiv 
tow,  Glen  Cuyler,  Roswell  Towsley,  and  others,  associated  as  a 
company,  under  the  name  and  style  of  "  the  bank  of  Auburn,"  by 
their  petition,  presented  to  the  legislature,  have  prayed  for  me  privi- 
lege of  being  incorporated *»  a  company  and  body  corporate; 
Therefore, 

L  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  4f  4*  Sfcte  ofNenhTork,  repre* 
gented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  such  persons  as  shall  be 
stockholders  of  the  said  bank,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are  ordained, 
constituted  and  declared  to  be,  from  time  to  time,  and  until  the  first 
day  of  January,  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact 
and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "  the  president,  directors  and  company 
of  the  bank  of  Auburn;"  and  by  that  name,  they  and  their  success 
aors,  until  that  day,  may  and  shall  have  succession,  and  shall  be  in 
law  persona  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being 
impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being 
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defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  and  in  all  manner  of 
actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  causes  whatsoever;  and  that 
they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal*  and  may  change 
and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure;  and  also,  that  they  and  their 
successors,  by  the  aforesaid  name  of  incorporation,  shall  be  in  law 
capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or 
f>r»Tk*.  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation :  Provided)  that  (he  real 
estate  which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  bold,  shall 
beooly  such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  its  immediate  accomodation  in 
relation  to  the  convenient  transaction  of  its  business,  or  such  as  shall 
Jiave  been  bona  fide  mortgaged  to  it,  by  way  of  security,  or  conveyed 
to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  previously  contracted,  in  the  course  of 
its  dealings,  or  purchased  at  sales  upon  judgments  which  shall  have 
been  obtained  for  such  debts :  And  provided,  that  the  said  bank  shall 
°»ffMI**  be  established  in  the  village  of  Auburn,  and  that  its  opereration  of 
discount  and  deposit  shall  be  carried  on  iu  the  said  village  of 
Auburn,  and  not  elsewhere :  And  provided  also,  that  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  fo  the  said  bank  to  issue  any  notes  or  bills,  until  an  affidavit 
by  the  president  and  cashier  of  said  bank  shall  be  made  and 
tiled  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  of  Cayuga,  stating,  that  the 
sum  of  twelve  and  a  half  per  cent,  upon  each  share  of  the  capital 
stock  of  said  bank  has  been  actually  paid  into  thesaid  bank  by  the 
several  stockholders,  in  specie :  And  further,  that  the  said  corpora- 
Reftrieted  \m  tion  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  deal  or  trade  in  business,  or  selling 
**""*""-  any  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or  commodities  whatsoever,  or  io 
buying  or  selling  any  stock  created  under  the  United  States,  or  of  any 
^particular  state,  unless  in  selling  the  same  when  truly  pledged  by 
way  of  security  for  debts  due  to  the  said  corporation. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  capital  stock  of  said 
corporation  shall  be  four  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  and  that  a  share 
in  said  stock  shall  be  fifty  dollars. 
'  III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  stock,  property  affairs 
To  be  wh>  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation,  shall  be  managed  and  conduct- 
wetJUhof  *d  by  thirteen  directors,  to  be  appointed  and  cHbsen  in  manner  herein- 
after mentioned,  who  shall  be  stockholders,  and  citizens  of  this  state, 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be 
chosen  in  their  places;  the  election  for  directors  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  of  November  in  each  year,  at  such  time  of  day  and  at 
such  place  within  the  village  of  Auburn  as  a  majority  of  the  direc- 
tors shall  appoint ;  and  public  notice  shall  be  given,  not  less  than 
thirty  days  previous  to  the  time  of  holding  said  election,  by  an  ad- 
vertisement to  be  inserted  in  one  of  the  public  oewspapers  printed  in 
said  village  of  Auburn ;  the  said  election  shall  be  made  by  the 
stockholders  in  the  said  incorporation,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy ; 
and  all  elections  for  directors  shall  be  by  ballot;  each  stockholder 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  number  of  votes  equal  to  the  whole  number 
of  shares  which  he  or  she  shall  have  or  hold  in  his  or  her  name  at 
least  thirty  days  previous  to  the  time  of  voting,  that  is  to  say,  one 
vote  for  each  and  every  share;  and  the  thirteen  persons  who  shall 
have  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  directors ; 
and  if  it  should  happen  at  any  election,  that  two  or  more  persona 
jected  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the 
commissioners  hereinafter  mentioned  at  the  first  election,  and  after* 
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wards  the  directors  in  office  at  the  time  of  such  election,  or  major 
pari  of  them,  shall  proceed  to  ballot,  abd  by  plurality  of  votes  deter- 
mine which  of  the  said  persons,  so  having  an  equal  Dumber  of  votes, 
shall  be  director  or  drectors,  so  as  to  complete  the  whole  number 
so  to  be  elected ;  and  the  directors,  as  soon  as  may  be  thereafter,

all  vacancies  in  the  directors  shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year  in  which  they  shall  happen,  by  such  person  or  persons  as  the 
remtinder  of  the  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  appoint. 

IV.  And  be  il  further  enacted.  That  Squire  Muuro,  Samuel  D.  €anmlt^ma 
Lockwood,  Nathaniel  Garrow,  Glen  Cuyler  and  James  Porter,  shall  «•  10  opes 
be  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  on  or  before  the  first  Mou-  book>* 
day  of  June  next,  at  some  proper  place  in  the  village  of  Auburn,  to 

open  books  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  »<**»• 
bank ;  and  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  said  commissioners, i 
of  the  time  and  place  of  opening  such  books,  in  all  the  newspapers 
printed  in  the  county  of  Cayuga,  for  at  least  four  weeks;  and  it 
phall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to  keep  said  books  open 
for  the  space  of  one  week,  and  to  receive  the  subscriptions  of  all 
persons  ioclioed  to  subscribe  therein,  being  residents  of  this  state ; 
and  the  said  commissioners  shall  demand  and  receive  from  any  sub- 
scriber at  the  time  of  subscription,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  in  specie 
on  each  share  so  subscribed ;  and  if  the  number  of  shares  so  Bub- 
acribed,  shall  exceed  eight  thousand  shares,  the  said  commissioners 
shall  apportion  the  same  among  the  several  subscribers  in  proportion 
to  the  amount  of  their  several  subscriptions;  and  the  said  commis- 
sioners shall  be  inspectors  of  the  first  election  of  directors  of  said 
bank,  and  shall  certify  under  their  hands  the  names  of  those  duly 
elected,  and  deliver  over  to  them  the  subscription  books,  together 
with  the  deposit  in  money  on  the  stock  so  subscribed;  and  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  such  first  election  shall  be  fixed  by  said  com- 
missioners, and  public  notice  for  at  least  thirty  days  of  the  time  and 
place  ef  such  electiou  shall  be  given  by  the  said  commissioners  as

other  day  to  hold  and  make  an  election  of  directors  according  to  the 
by-laws  and  regulations  of  said  corporation.

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  total  amount  of  debts

And  be  it  farther  enacted*  That  the  bills  obligatory  and  of 
tArjr,  be  credit  under  the  seal  of  the  said  corporation,  which  shall  be  made  to 
any  person  or  persons,  shall  be  assigned  by  endorsement  thereon, 
under  the  hand  or  hands  of  such  persons,  his,  her  or  their  assignee, 
or  assignees,  and  so  as  absolutely  to  transfer  and  vest  the  property 
thereof  in  each  and  every  assignee  or  assignees  respectively,  and  to 
enable  such  assignee  or  assignees  to  bring  and  maintain  an  action 
thereupon,  in  his,  her  or  their  name;  and  bills  or  notes  which 
may  be  issued  by  order  of  the  said  corporation,  promising  the  pay- 
ment of  money  to  any  person  or  persons,  by  his,  her  or  tbefr  order, 
or  to  bearer,  though  not  under  the  seal  of  the  said  corporation,  shall 
be  binding  and  obligatory  upon  the  same,  io  like  maoner,  and  with 
the  like  force  and  effect,  as  upon  any  private  person  or  persons,  if 
sued  by  him,  her  or  them,  in  his,  her  or  their  private  capacity  or  ca- 
pacities, and  shall  be  assignable  or  negotiable,  io  like  manner  as  if 
they  were  issued  bv  such  private  person  or  persons. 

X.  And  be  it  fitrther  enacted*  That  if,  at  any  time  after  the 
w  passing  of  this  act,  the  said  president,  directors  and  company  should 
refuse,  on  demand  being  made  at  their  banking  bouse,  during  the 
regular  hours  of  doing  business,  to  redeem  io  specie,  or  other  lawful 
money  of  the  United  States,  their  said  bills,  notes,  or  other  eviden- 
ces of  debt,  issued  by  the  said  company,  the  said  president,  direct- 
ors and  company  shall,  on  pain  of  forfeiture  of  their  charter,  wholly 
discontinue  and  close  their  said  bankiog  operations,  either  by  way 
of  discount  or  otherwise,  until  such  times  as  they  the  said  president, 
directors  and  company  shall  resume  the  redemption  of  their  bills, 
notes  or  other  evidences  of  debts,  in  specie,  or  other  lawful  money  of

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CHAP.  CXXXVII. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  slaves  and  servants* 

Passed  March  3 1,1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  slate  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and assembly*  That  every  negro,  mulatto  or  mustee, 
within  this  this  state,  who  is  now  a  slave,  shall  continue  such,  unless 

ftkws  to  such  *Iave  Rna^  De  manumitted  according  to  law ;  and  that  the  bap- 
tizing of  any  such  slave,  shall  not  be  deemed  a  manumission  of  such 
nnlctod.  slave :  Provided  always,  that  every  person  born  a  slave  wilhia  the 
United  States,  and  who  hath  heretofore  been,  or  shall  hereafter  be 
manumitted,  shall  be  deemed,  taken  and  adjudged  to  have  been  ca- 
pable of  taking  by  devise,  descent  or  otherwise,  all  estates,  real  or 
personal,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  or  she  bad  been  born  free,  and 
shall  and  may  at  all  times  hereafter,  and  in  all  courts,  have  the  like 
remedy  for  the  recovery  of  such  estates,  or  for  injuries  done  to  the 
same,  as  if  such  person  had  been  born  free;  but  this  act  shall  not  be 
construed  to  create  a  cause  of  actiou  against  the  former  owner  of 
such  slave  or  his  representatives. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  marriages  contracted,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  contracted,  wherein  one  or  both  of  the  par- 
ties  was,  were  or  may  be  slaves,  shall  be  considered  equally  valid  as 
though  the  parties  thereto  were  free,  and  the  child  or  children  of  any 
such  marriage  shall  be  deemed  legitimate :  Provided,  that  nothing 
in  this  section  contained,  shall  be  deemed  or  construed  to  manumit 
any  such  slave  or  slaves. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  slave  shall  be  a  witness 
in  any  case,  except  for  or  against  another  slave,  in  criminal  cases. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  child  born  of  a  slave 
Fractal  wtet  within  this  state,  after  the  fourth  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our 
«■»•           Liord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  shall  be  free,  but 

shall  remain  the  servant  of  the  owner  of  his  or  her  mother,  and  the 
executors,  administrators  or  assigns  of  such  owner,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  if  such  child  had  been  bound  to  service  by  the  overseers  of 
the  poor,  and  shall  continue  in  such  service,  if  a  male,  until  the  age 
of  twenty-eight  years,  and  if  a  female,  until  the  age  of  twenty- five 
years;  and  that  every  child  born  of  a  slave  within  this  state  after  die 
passing  of  this  act,  shall  remain  a  servant  as  k  foresaid  until  the  age 
of.  twenty-one  years  and  no  longer. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  person  entitled  to  the 
KliT18**  wrvices  of  any  child,  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall,  before 

such  child  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  teach  such  child, 
ar  cause  to  be  taught,  to  read,  so  that  it  may  be  able  to  read  the  ho- 
ly scriptures,  or  shall  give  such  child,  between  the  ages  of  ten  and 
eighteen,  four  quarters  schooling;  and  if  the  person  so  entitled  to 
such  service,  shall  neglect  to  cause  such  child  so  to  be  taught,  or  to 
have  such  schooling,  then  such  child  shall  be  released  from  its  servi- 
tude when  it  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  any  thing  here- 
PnriM.  in  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding:  And  further,  that  in 
every  such  case,  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  city  or  town  in 
which  such  child  shall  or  may  be  or  reside,  nay,  and  it  shall  fctf 
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their -duty,  forthwith  to  bind  out  such  child,  until  it  shall  have  arriv- 
ed at  the  age  of  twenty-one  jean,  in  the  manner  described  by  the 
fourth  and  fifth  sections  of  the  act  concerning  apprentices  and  ser- 
vants. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  person,  being  an  in-  Agcordliy 
iiabitaot  of  this  state,  who  is  or  shall  he  entitled  to  the  service  of  a  ufei  '  ' 
xshild  bona  of  a  slave,  as  aforesaid,  shall,  within  one  year  after  the  ' 
passing  of  this  act,  or  after  the  birth  of  such  child,  cause  to  be  de- 
livered to  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  whereof  such  person  shall  be 
Ad  inhabitant,  an  affidavit  in  writing,  containing  the  name  and  addi- 
tion of  such  person,  and  the  name,  age  and  sex  of  the  child  so  born; 
which  affidavit,  whether  the  same  be  delivered  before  or  after  the 
said  one  year,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  said  clerk  in  a  book  to  be  by 
him  for  that  purpose  provided;  and  such  record  thereof  shall  be 
good  evidence  of  the  age  of  such  child.;  and  the  said  clerk  shall  re- 
ceive from  such  person  twelve  cents  for  recording  every  such  affida- 
vit; and  if  such  persons  shall  neglect  to  deliver  such  affidavit  to  the 
said  clerk,  withiu  the  said  space  of  one  year,  then  the  child  or  ser- 
vant, concerning  whose  birth  such  affidavit  shall  have  been  so  neg- 
lected to  be  delivered,  shall  be  released  from  his  or  her  servitude 
st  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  any  thing  in  any  former  law  notwith- 
standing; and  every  servant  so  released,  shall  be  bound  to  service 
by  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  as  is  directed  in  and  by  the  preceding 
section  of  (his  act 

VIL  And  be  it  JMhcr  enacted,  That  it  *hall  be  lawful  for  the 
owner  of  any  slave,  to  manumit  such  slave,  by  last  will  and  testa-  owner  mi* 
ment,  or  by  any  instrument  in  writing  under  his  band ;  but  if  such  manumit,  in 
slave,  at  the  time  of  such  manumission,  be  above  the  age  of  forty-  SS*"*  U% 
live  yean,  or  within  that  age  and  not  of  sufficient  ability  to  provide 
for  his  or  her  support,  the  person  manumitting  such  slave,  and  his  or 
her  heirs,  executors  and  administrators,  shall  respectively  be  liable 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  slave  so  manumitted,  in  case  such  slave 
shall  become' a  charge  to  any  .city  or  town  within  this  state;  and  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  any  such  city  or  town,  shall  and  may.  from 
time  to  time,  recover  the  amount  of  the  monies  expended  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  person  so  manumitted,  from  the  person  by  whom  he 
or  she  jraa  so  manumitted,  or  from  his  or  her  heirs,  executors  and 
administrators,  by  an  action  of  trespass  on  the  case,  for  money  ex* 
ponded  for  his  use  or  their  use,  in  any  court  having  cognizance 
thereof:  Provided  nevertheless,  that  if  the  owner  of  such  slave,  at  or 
-immediately  before  the  time  of  such  manumission,  shall  obtaiu  a  cer- 
tificate, signed  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  city  or  town  where 
«uch  owner  shall  reside,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  or  if  in  either  of 
the  cities  of  New- York  or  Albany,  by  the  mayor  and  recorder  of 
such  city,  certifying  that  such  slave  appears  to  be  under  the  age  of 
forty-five  years,  and  of  sufficient  ability  to  provide  for  himself  or 
herself,  or  that  the  parent  or  parents  of  such  slave  is  or  are  willing 
and  able  to  maintain  and  provide  therefor,  and  shall  cause  such  cer- 
tificate to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  such  city  or  town, 
such  certificate,  or  certified  copy  thereof,  shall  be  conclusive  evi- 
dence of  the  facts  therein  contained,  and  forever  exonerate  such  own- 
er and  his  representatives  from  the  maintenance  of  such  slaves;  and  JJ^JJfjf 
s  of  the  refusal  of  such  overseers,  or  such  mayor  and  record- 
S 
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ar,  to  grant  such  certificate,  fcuch  owner  may  apply  for  the  same  to 
the  court  of  general  sessions  of  the  peace  ot  the  city  or  county  irt 
which  such  owner  shall  reside,  giving  ten  days  notice  of  such  appli- 
cation, to  the  said  overseers,  or  mayor  and  recorder;  and  if  such 
certificate  be  granted  by  the  said  court,  the  same  shall  be  as  effectu- 
al as  if  signed  by  such  overseers,  or  mayor  and  recorder ;  and  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  such  overseers,  mayor  and  recorder  or 
court,  to  grant  or  refuse  such  certificate,  according  to  the  truth  of  the 
case;  and  for  their  services  in  granting  such  certificate,  such  over- 
seer, or  mayor  and  recorder,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  such 
owner,  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  each,  and  no  more. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  manumissions  of  slaves 
SEnSr"*  made  by  the  people  called  Quakers,  and  others,  before  the  ninth  day 
what  caw.

mitted,  and  the  heirs,  executors  and  administrators  of  such  owner, 
shall  be  liable  for  the  maintenance  of  such  slave,  in  case  such  slave 
hath  or  shall  become  a  charge  to  any  city  or  town  within  this  state, 
and  from  time  to  time  be  subject  to  suits  by  the  overseers  of  the 
poor,  for  monies  expended  by  any  such  city  or  town,  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  provided  in  the  preceding  section  of  this  act.

the  eighth  day  of  April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  one,  as  a  slave,  and  that  every  person  so  imported  or 
brought  into  this  state  and  sold,  or  transferred,  contrary  to  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  shall  be  free,  except  as  is  hereinafter 
otli-  rwise  excepted, 
certain  eon.      XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  indenture,  bond  or  con- 
tract* Toki.    tract  for  pereooai  service,  hereafter  made  or  entered  into  by  any  per- 
son who  has  been  held  or  possessed  as  a  slave  without  this  state,  shall 
be  obligatory  within  this  state,  on  the  person  so  boupd  to  service,

as  a  slave,  shall  have  been,  since  the  day  last  aforesaid,  or  shall 
hereafter  be  indented,  or  bound  by  such  indenture,  bond  or  contract, 
he  or  she  shall  be  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  free, 
stores  may       XII#  *n*  **  it  further  enacted,  That  notwithstanding  any  thing 
*  hired  out.  in  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  all  persons  residing  in  this  stale, 
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who  have  emigrated  from  any  other  of  the  United  States,  between  the 
fifth  day  of  April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred, and  the  first  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ten, 
who  hold  in  their  own  right,  slaves  which  they  lawfully  brought 
with  them  from  either  of  the  said  states,  to  retain  in  service  or  hire

any  court  of  oyer  and  terminer  or  general  sessions  of  the  peace  of 
any  county  in  or  through  which  such  negro,  mulatto,  mustee  or  oth- 
er person  of  color  as  aforesaid  have  been  brought,  taken,  kidnapped, 
confined,  seized  or  inveigled,  or  sold  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  fined  or 
imprisoned,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  before  which  such 
conviction  shall  be  had,  such  fine  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars, 
pod  such  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  fourteen  years  at  hard  labor  io 
the  state  prison;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  court  to  imprison 
suoh  offender  in  the  county  gaol,  provided  the  term  of  imprisonment 
imposed  shall  not  require  the  offender  to  be  sent  to  the  state  prison.

and  that  all  such  town  officers,  whose  duty'  it  was  to  meet  on  the  last 
(Tuesday  in  March,  shall  meet  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  February,  to 
do  and  transact  such 'business  as  to  their  respective  offices  may  ap- 
pertain. 

II.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  all  that  part  of  the  town  of  Rich- 
land, in  the  county  of  Oswego,  known  as  lots  number  one  hundred

Passed  March  31,  1817. 

'  I.  BE  it  enacted  by the  people  qf ike  State  of New' York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Mason  Whiting,  James  Pumpela,  aod  conminio« 
Joseph  Walds,  24,  be  aod  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  ^J.tpp*mt^ 
to  lay  out  the  following  roads  or  highways,  each  four  rods  wide : 
one  coanoeiiciog  at  or  near  the  village  of  Owego*  in  said  county,  and 
running  a  northeast  direction  to  (he  Jericho  and  Ithaca  turnpike,  io 
the  town  of  Lisle,  by  the  most  direct  and  eligible  rotate  j  the  other 
road  to  commence  at  the  west  lioe  of  lot  number  twenty- eight,  in 
Broughan's  patent,  and  running  in  a  northwest  direction,  the  most 
direct  and  eligible  route  to  the  same  turnpike,  in  the  town  of  Berk- 
shire, 

II.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  when  the  said  commission:  Tofl]e  de. 
€ts  shall  have  laid  out  said  roads,  they  shall  cause  a  description  of  Mriptkm. 
t}ie  route  of  each  of  the  said  roads  to  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of 

the  said  county.

lottery  constituted  in  and  by  the  said  act;  and  when  so  raised,  to 
pay  the  same  over  to  the  corporations  of  the  city  of  Hudson  and  vil- 
lage of  Athens,  for  the  purposes  herein  mentioned;

Be  it  enacted by  the  people  cf  the. stale  of  Ntw-York,  represent- 
ed in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
white  person,  under  any  pretence,  or  on  any  account  whatever,  to 
receive  from  any  Indian,  residing  on  a  tract  of  laud  belongiug  to  or 
occupied  by  the  Mohekonnnic  or  Stockbridge  Indians,  or  on  the 
reset  vation  lands  of  the  Oneida  or  Brothertown  Indians,  any  arti- 
cle or  articles  whatsoever,  by  war  of  pawn  or  pledge;  and  that  eve- 
ry person  who  shall  receive  such  pawn  or  pledge,  shajl  forfeit  the 
sum  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  the 
name  of  the  Indian  from  whom  be  shall  have  received  such  pawn 
or  pledge,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof,  with  costs:  and 
that  every  such  pledge  or  pawn,  or  the  value  thereof,  shall  also  be 
recoverable,  with  costs,  by  the  Indian  from  whom  the  same  shall 
have  been  received,  in  an  action  of  replevin  or  tjover,  at  his  elec- 
tion.

Passed  April  5,  1 81 7. 

WIIEREAS  the  trustees  of  (be  foe  school  society  of  New- 
York,  have  by  their  petition  to  the  legislature  solicited  certain  alter- 
ations in  die  act  incorporating  the  said-  society,  ami  also  that  Ibe 
application  of  their  portion  of-  the  school  floppies,  may  b#  extended :

etif  may  present  to  the  chancellor  of  this  state  a  petition,  briefly  set-  ior. 
ting  foTthttJie  reasons  which  induce  them  to  relinquish  their  charter, 
accompanied  with  a  full,  just  and  true  statement  of  all  their  estate 
and  effect*,  real 'and  personal,  and  of  all  debts  d*e  to  and  from  such 
company,  aurtof tall  covenant*,  contracts  aod  engagements  Entered 
into  by  sack  company,  and  which  may  not  hav©  been  fully  satisfied, 
settled  of  otherwise  cancelled,  which. statements  shall  be  verified  by 
such  directors  upon  oath  or  affirmation,  to  be  a  fall  and  true  account 
thereof  as  far  as  they  respectively  know.

fbe  said  chancellor  for  the  dissolution  thereof,  may  appeal  from  any 
such  decree  in  like  manner  as  h>  allowed  fin  all  oilier  cases  of  ap- 
peal from  decrees  of  the  court  of  chancery.

That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  devisees  in  the 
last  will  and  testament  of  Theodorus  Snedeker,  deceased,  to  make 
partition  of  the  real  estate  devised  by  the  said  will  during  the  life 
time  of  his  widow  Effy,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  said  will, 
and  such  partition  shall  vest  the  said  devisees  with  the  same  estate, 
and  be  as  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  if  the  same  was  made 
after  the  death  of  the  said  Effy  Snedeker :  Provided,  that  no  such 
partition  shall  be  maMe,  unless  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  chanceller,  that  the  said  Effy,  and  all  the  other  devisees 
in  the  said  will  who  are  of  full  age,  shall  assent  to  the  said  partition, 
and  that  the  same  will  be  beneficial  to  such  infants  as  have  any  in* 
teres t  therein,  and  unless  the  same  shall,  on  a  review  of  all  the  cir- 
cumstances, be  directed  by  oider  or  decree  of  the  court  of  chan- 
cery.

LS  ACT  to- empower  the  president,  directors  and  company  of  the 
NcnhYork  state  bank  to  reduce  their  capital  stock. 

Passed  April  5,1817. 

WHEREAS  the  president  and  directors  of  the  New-Tork  state 
bank  have,  under  their  common  seal,  represented,  that  the  capital 
stock  of  the  said  bank  is  large  and  inconvenient,  and  have  prayed 
that  they  may  be  authorised  to  reduce  the  same — Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sentedin  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  said  president  and  directors,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  shall  fW 
the  same  convenient,  to  reduce  their  said  capital  stock  by  returning 
to  the  stockholders  such  portion  of  the  stock,  by  them  respectively 
held  in  the  said  bank,  as  the  interest  thereof  may,  in  their  opiniooy 
require :  Provided  always,  nevertheless,  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  the  said  president,  directors  and  company  to  reduce  their  capital 
stock  more  than  three  hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  that  the  total 
amount  of  debts  which  the  said  corporation  shall  at  any-  lime  owe, 
whether  by  bond,  bill,  note  or  other  contract,  over  and  above  the 
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apeefe  adaaMy  deposited  in  the  tank,  shaft  not  exceed  three  timet 
the  capita]  stock  .actually  iD  the  said  bank;  and  in  case  of  such  ex- 
cess,  the  directors  under  whose  administration  it  shall  happen,  shall 
befiaMefortbesameio  their  separate  and  private  Capacities,  but 
this  thall  oet  be  Construed  to  exempt  the  said  Corporation,  or  any8 
estate,  real  or  personal,  which  tfaey  may  hold  as  a  body  Corporate, 
from  also  being  liable  for  and  chargeable  with  such  excess;  but  such 
<rf  (heir  directors  who  shafl  have  been  absent  when  the  said  excess 
vas  contracted,  or  who.majr  bav$  4iq*ented  from  the  resolution  or 
act  whereby  the  same  was  so  contracted,  shall  not  be  so  liable. 

II.  .  And  be  U  further  enacted,  That  as  oft$o  as  the  said  president 
and  directors  shall,'  by  resolution,  declare  that  any  gtfch  reduction 
shall  be  made  in  their  capital  stoct,  they-  shall  cause  a  notice  thereof 
to  beatfcted  fa  at  least  *wo  of  the  public  newspaper*,,  printed  in  the 
tifrof  Albany,  for  the  apace  of  one  month,  in  which  notice  they 
shall  state  the  amount  <of  such  reduction  and  the  period  when  the 
same  shall  be  payable  to  the  stockholders  respectively. 


CHAP.  CXLIX; 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Ralph  Hawaii  and  Ransom  xVoftfc. 

Passed  April  5,  1817. 

WHEREAS  John  Munson,  on  the  eleventh  day  of  March,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  elevep,  obtained 
from  Simeon  De  Witt,  Esquire,  surveyor  general,  a  certificate  of  the 
purchase  of  lot  number  three  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  in  the  Para- 
dox tract,  situate  in  the  town  of  Moriah,  io  the  county  of  Essex, 
and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  state  the  sum  of  fourteen  dollars 
and  twenty  cents,  in  part  payment  of  the  purchase  money  of  the  said 
lot :  And  whereas  by  virtue!  of  a  writ  of  fieri  facias,  issued  out  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Essex,  against  the  goods* 
Chatties,  lands  and  tenements  of  the  said  John  Munson,  the  sheriff  of 
We  county  of  Essex  levied  upon,  and  on  the  third  day  of  January, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twelve,  sold  and  conveyed  the  said 
lot  to  David  A.  Hascali :  And  whereas  the  said  John  Munson  bat 
never  obtained  any  patent  for  the  said  lot  of  land,  nor  paid  ioto  the 
treasury  any  other  part  of  the  purchase  money  than  is  above  stated : 
And  whereas  by  several  mesne  conveyances  the  right  and  possesftkto 
of  the  said  John  Munson  to  the  said  lot  of  land  has  been  transferred 
to  the  said  Ralph  Hascali  and  Ransom  Noble :  and  whereas  the  said 
Ralph  Hascali  and  Ransom  Noble  have  paid  ioto  the  treasury  the 
sum  of  twenty-three  dollars,  io  part  of  the  interest  of  the  purchase 
mooey  agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  said  John  Muasoo :  Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  ofNew-York%  represent* 
td  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  commissioners  of  the  land  of- 
fice be  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  required,  to  issue  letters 
patent  for  the  said  lot  of  land  to  the  said  Ralph  Hascali  aad  Ran- 
som Noble,  as  tenants  in  commoo,  that  is  to  say,  two  equal  undivided 
third  parts  thereof  to  the  said  Ralph  Hascali,  and  one  equal  undivid- 
ed third  part  thereof  to  the  said  Ransom  Noble,  on  the  payment  by 
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(hem  into  the  treasury  of  the  balance  remaining  due,  of  the  principal 
aad  interest  of  the  purchase  money  agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  said 
John  Munson.

WHEREAS  the  trustees  of  the  Hartwick  seminary,  situate  in  the 
town  of  Hartwick,  in  the  county  of  Otsego,  have,  by  their  petition, 
represented,  that  they  own  and  are  in  possession  of  certain  lands  and 
tenements,  situate  in  the  state  of  New- York,  and  that  the  interest  of 
said  institution  might  be  promoted  by  a  sale  thereof,  which  they  arc- 
not  empowered  to  make — Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
trustees  of  the  Hartwick  seminary  to  sell,  dispose  of  and  convey,  ia 
fee  simple,  all  lands  and  tenements  which  have  or  may  come  to  their 
possession,  except  the  lot  of  land  situate  in  said  town  of  Hartwick, 
on  which  the  buildings  of  said  seminary  are  erected,  and  to  loan-  the 
amount  of  the  consideration  money,  which  they  may  from  time  to 
time  receive  therefor,  on  real  security  of  at  least  double  the  value  of 
the  loans,  exclusive  of  improvements  thereon,  or  to  vest  the  same  in 
public  stock,  as  they  shall  deem  most  advantageous  to  the  said  semi- 
nary :  Provided  always,  that  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  trus- 
tees to  expend  the  principal  Bum  or  sums  which  may  arise  from  such> 
sales. 


CHAP.  CLI. 

AN  AC  Tfor  the  relief  of  the  trustees  of  the  twelfth  school  district 
of  the  town  of  Whileslorvn,  in  the  county  of  Oneida* 

Passed  April'  5,  T817. 

WHEREAS  k  is  represented  to  the  legislature,  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  common  schools,  in  the  town  of  Whitestown  and  coun-  - 
ty  of  Oneida,  and  the  trustees  of  district  number  twelve  in  said  town* 
that  a  common  school  was  kept  in  said  district,  in  the  winter  of  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixteen,  agreeable  to  the  requisitions  of  the  act  for 
the  better  establishment  of  common  schools ;  that  a  report  was  made 
out  of  the  number,  of  children  in  said  district,  and  every  other  requi- 
site of  said  act  was  complied  with,  excepting  that  by  reason  of  the  ab- 
sence of  said  commissioners,  and  other  accidents,  the  report  was  not 
delivered  to  the  said  commissioners  until  after  ihc  distribution  of  the 
monies  received  for  the  support  of  common  schools  for  the  year  afore- 
said; that  the  proportion  of  said  school  monies,  to  which  said  dis- 
trict number  twelve  was  entitled,  amounted  to  one  hundred  and  sixty - 
two.  dollars  and  My  cents,  which  sum  said  trustees  had  actually  ex> 
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pended  in  keeping  a  common  school  in  said  district;  and  said  trus- 
tees Irave  prayed  for  relfcf  in  the  premises— Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  commissioners  of  common  •schools 
<if  the  town  of  Whitestown  aforesaid,  be  and  they  are  hereby  requir- 
ed to  pay  to  Nathan  Williams,  Ebenezer  B.  Sherman  ami  Erastus 
Clark,  late  trustees  of  school  district  number  twelve,  in  said  town  of 
Whitestown,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  dollars  and  fifty 
cents,  out  of  tiie  school  monies  in  their  hands,  or  which  may  next 
come  into  their  hands,  and  that  a  division  of  die  residue  of  the  said 
school  monies  be  made  among  the  eohool  districts  in  said  town,  agree- 
able to  the  aforesaid  act,  after  deducting  the  sum  above  mentioned*

of  the  Stockbridgc  Indians,  if  he  considers  any  person  who  now  re» 
aides  or  shall  hereafter  come  to  reside  on  the  lands  of  the  said  In-  Off^*^ 
dians,  who  k  not  entitled  by  taw  to  settle  on  said  lands,  is  likely  to  tettien. 
be  injurious  to  the  said  Indians  by  corrupting  their  morals,  or  by 
injuring  their  lands  or  property,  to  notify  such  person  it  writing  to 
remove  from  said  lands;  and  in  case  such  person  shall  neglect  10  re- 
move for  the  space  of  ten  days  alter  receiving  such  notice,  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  any  one  of  the  superintendents  of  the  said  In-  soptrnteirf

to  take,  divert  aod  use  any  spring  or  springs,  stream  or  streams  of ,tmutt* 
water,  or  so  much  thereof  as  the  said  trustees  or  their  successors 
shall  deem  necessary,  within  the  limits  of  'he  said  village,  or  within 
two  miles  from  the  limits  of  the  said  village,  upon  paying  to  the  To      -

Passed  April  5,  1817. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented  m 
senate  and  assembly,  That  the  comptroller  shall  draw  his  warrant 
on  the  treasuser,  for  the  last  years  interest  accrued  on  the  sum  loaned, 
pursuant  to  law,  by  the  commissioners  appointed  by  law  to  superin- 
tend the  navigation  of  Hudson's  river,  between  the  north  bounds  of 
the  city  of  Albany,  and  Coeymans'  Overslaugh,  in  favor  of  tbe  said 
commissioners,  to  pay  the  debts  which  they  have  contracted  in  the 
execution  of  their  trust,  sod  that  the  amount  of  such  warrant  be 
reimbursed,  whenever  the  said  interest  on  the  said  loan,  shall  be  paid 
into  the  treasury. 


CHAP.  CLV. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  establish  a  turnpike 
corporation  for  improving  the  road  from  the  springs  in  Lebanon, 
to  the  city  of  Albany,  and  a  like  corporation,  for  improving  the 
road  frotn  the  village  of  Bath  to  the  Massachusetts  line,  and  for 
repeating  the  act  therein  mentioned. 

Passed  April  5,  1817. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  if  any  person  shall  with  his 
team,  carriage  or  horse,  turn  out  of  the  turnpike  road  from  the  vil- 
lage of  Bath  to  Sand-Lake,  in  the  county  of  Rensselaer,  within  one 
inOe  from  any  gate  on  said  road,  either  on  ground  adjacent,  or  any 
other  road  or  road*,  and  again  come  on  tbe  said  turnpike  road,  after 
passing  such  gate,  within  one  mile  of  such  gate,  with  intent  to  avoid 
paying  the  toll,  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars, to  be  recoved  by  the  treasurer  of  the  eastern  turnpike  road  com- 
pany, for  tbe  use  thereof,  in  an  action  of  debt. 

HI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
stockholders  of  the  eastern  turnpike  road  company,  at  their  next  an- 
nual election,  to  choose  only  seven  directors  for  the  management  of 
their  concerns,  instead  of  thirteen,  their  present  number.

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  the  heirs  of  John  Tryon,  deceased. 

Passed  April  5,  1817. 
WHEREAS  Eunice  Tryon,  administratrix,  and  Joseph  Brown, 
Phineas  Smith,  Sophia  T.  Smith,  Cornelia  T.  Brawn  and  William 
A.  Tryon,  heirs  of  John  Tiyou,  late  of  the  town  of  Canaan,  in  the 
county  of  Columbia,  Esquire,  deceased,  have  by  their  petition 
presented  to  the  Legislature  represented,  that  Frederick  Smith,  PrBtBlWfc 
Stephen  Hall  and  Thomas  Shephard,  who  were  by  two  certain  acts 
of  the  Legislature  of  this  state,  oue  passed  March  27th,  1809,  the 
other  passed  April  9th,  181 1,  authorised  and  empowered  to  sell  and 
convey  by  deed,  in  fee  simple,  alt  the  real  estate  whereof  the  said 
John  Tryou  died  seized,  other  than  that  part  of  the  real  estate,  ly- 
ing in  the  county  of  Columbia,  reside  without  this  state,  aud  that 
they  are  unable  to  perform  the  duties  in  the  above  tnoutioned  acts 
prescribed,  and  praying  that  Jabez  Foster,  Hoel  Lawrence  and  Eg- 
bert Teu  Eyck,  be  authorised  and  empowered  to  perform  the  same 
acts,  in  relation  tb  the  sale  of  the  said  real  estate :  Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  people  of  the  State  ofNew-York9  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 

the  said  Jabez  Foster,  Hoel  Lawrence  and  Egbert  Ten  Eyek,  or  a  £*2**ec,tte 
majority  of  them,  or  the  survivors  or  surviror  of  them,  to  make,  ex- 
ecute and  deliver,  good  and  sufficient  deed  or  deeds  for  granting, 
bargaining,  selling,  releasing  and  conveying  to  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers,  his  her  or  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever, all  the  real  estate 
whereof  the  said  John  Tryon  cited  seized,  other  than  that  part  of 
the  real  estate  situate  in  the  county  of  Columbia,  except  such  part 
or  parts  of  said  real  estate,  as  have  been  heretofore  conveyed,  or 
have  been  contracted  so  to  be  conveyed,  by  virtue  of  either  of  the 
acts  aforesaid :  Provided,  before  any  conveyance  shall  be  executed, : 
for  any  part  of  the  said  real  estate,  the  said  Jabez  Foster,  Hoel 
Lawrence  and  Egbert  Ten  Eyck,  or  the  survivor  or  survivors  of 
them,  shall  make,  render  and  give  such  security  to  the  heirs  of  (he 
said  John  Tryon  as  the  chancellor  of  this  state  shall  direct,  for  the 
faithful  appropriation  and  payment  of  the  proceeds  of  said  estate. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  none  _  _ 
of  the  persons,  who  by  the  said  two  above  mentioned  acts,  were  author-  iraty  *m* 
ised  andempowered  to  sell  and  convey  any  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  S2£J[ , 
John  Tryou,  deceased,  shall  have  any  power  or  authority  or  right,  "»*• 
to  sell  or  contract  to  convey  any  part  or  parts  of  the  said  real  estate,  but' 
alt  the  powers,  trusts  and  authorities  given  to  them  or  any  of  them 
to  sell  or  contract  to  convey  any  of  the  said  real  estate,  is  hereby  re- 
voked and  made  void :  Provided  nevertheless,  that  in  cases  where  Ptotuo. 
the  said  persou  or  person,  named  and  authorised  in  (he  said  acts,  have 
made  any  contracts  in  writing  to  sell  and  convey  to  any  other  persou 
or  persons  any  part  or  parts  of  the  said  real  estate,  and  where  no 
conveyance  hath  been  made  pursuant  thereto,  then  such  of  the  said 
persons,  so  named  and  authorised  in  the  said  acts,  to  make  such 
sales,  as  may  be  within  this  state,  or  the  majority  of  them,  or  the

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the  purchaser  or  purchasers, a  good  and  sufficient  conveyance  in  tic 
law  for  the  lands  and  real  estate  so  sold,  pursuant  to  such  contract, 
in  as  good  aod  ample  manner,  and  which  shall  be  as  valid,  as  if  the 
same  had  been  made  and  executed  by  all  of  them. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  administrators,  and 
also  the  trustees  or  commissioners  aforesaid,  in  relation  to  such  and 
so  much  of  the  proceeds  of  the  said  real  estate  as  has  or  may  come 
into  their  hands  respectively,  shall  pay  and  distribute  two  third 
parts  thereof  to  the  children  of  the  said  John  Tryon,  of  full  age,  or 
the  husbands  of  such  of  the  females  as  are  married,  and  to  the 
guardian  or  guardians  of  such  of  the  said  children  as  are  infants 
and  unmarried,  in  equal  proportions,  according  to  the  interest  which 
they  had  in  the  said  land;  and  that  they  shall  pay  to  the  widow  of 
the  said  John  Tryon,  the  annual  interest  of  the  remaining  third  of 
the  said  proceeds,  during  her  natural  Kfe^  and  after  her  death,  dis- 
tribute the  principal  thereof  among  the  said  children  or  their  repre- 
sentatives, in  like  manner  as  said  two  thirds  are  directed  to  be 
paid.

cannot  be  found,  and  there  is  ground  to  believe  the  same  is  lost; 
by  reason  whereof  the  said  Bernard  Conolly  is  unable  to  make 
out  his  title,  at  law,  so  as  to  controvert  the  boundaries  of  said  lot  with

CHAP.  CLXI. 

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  bounds  of  the  Hoffman  Township,  and 
the  road  patents,  in  the  county  of  Essex.

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  ofNav-York,  represent- 
ed in  senate  and  assembly.  That  the  third  section  of  the  act,  entitled 
"  an  act  making  provision  for  expenses  in  surveying  certain  lands 
therein  mentioned,  and  for  other  purposes,"  passed  April  2d,  1810," 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  revived,  and  that  the  rights  thereby  in- 
tended to  be  given,  be  confirmed  in  such  of  the  owners  of  any  lots 
or  sub-divisions  of  said  township  or  patents  as  shall  comply  widi 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  act,  within  one  year  from  the  pass- 
ing of  this  act :  Provided  nevertheless,  that  the  persons  who  shall 
obtain  the  benefit  of  this  act,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  interest  on  the 
purchase  money  for  the  lands  aforesaid,  from  the  time  interest  would 
have  accrued  thereon,  had  they  obtained  the  benefit  of  the  pro- 
vision hereby  extended. 


CHAP.  CLXIL 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  James  Wasson. 

Passed  April  5,1817. 

WHEREAS  the  commissioners  of  the  land-office,  by  virtue  of 
an  act  of  the  legislature,  passed  the  uinth  day  of  April,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eleven,  have  issued  letters  patent  to  James 
Wasson,  for  two  hundred  acres  of  land,  in  a  tract  set  apart  for  the 
use  of  the  troops  of  the  line  of  this  state,  serving  in  the  army  of  the 
United  States,  in  the  revolutionary  war,  for  and  during  the  natural 
life  of  the  said  James  Wasson,  and  at  his  death,  to  the  children  of 
the  said  James,  as  tenants  in  common :  And  whereas  the  said  James, 
by  bis  petition  represents,  that  he  is  aged  and  infirm,  and  destitute  of 
prqperty,  and  unable  to  maintain  himself  and  family,  unless  lie  is 
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permitted  to  sell  or  dispose  of  said  land,  and  that  they  will  be  sub* 
ject  to  great  hardships  aod  loss ;  Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  state  of  New- York,  rcprc* 
sented  in  senate  and  assembly*  That  Harroanus  Peek  and  John  G. 
Wassoo,  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered,  io  conjunction  with 
the  said  James  Wasson,  to  sell  the  said  land,  and  to  graujt  and  con- 
vey the  same,  in  fee  simple,  to  the  purchaser,or  purchasers  thereof, 
and. apply  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  purchase  of  other  lands, 
which  are  improved  aod  productive;  the  conveyance  shall  be  to  the 
said  James  Wassop  and  his  wife  for  life-,  and  after  their  death,  to 
their  said  children,  as  tenants  in  common,  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever. 


CHAP.  CLXIII. 

AN  ACT  to  annex  a  part  of  the  town  of  Argyle  to  the  town  of 
Greenwich,  in  the  county  of  Washington. 

Passed  April  5,  1817. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  (he  State  of  New-York,  represent' 
ed  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  all  that  part  of  the  town  of  Ar- 
gyle, io  the  county  of  Washington,  comprehended  within  the  follow- 
ing limits,  to  wit :  Beginning  at  the  northeast  corner  of  the  town  of 
Greenwich,  thence  northwardly  on  the  east  line  of  the  town  of  Ar- 
gyle to  the  northeast  corner  oi  lot  number  seventy-one;  from  thence 
west  on  the  north  line  of  lot  number  seventy-ooe  to  the  north  west 
corner  of  said  lot;  from  thence  on  the  same  course  to  the  east  side 
of  the  lake,  in  the  town  of  Argyle,  known  by  the  name  of  the  Long- 
lake  ;  from  thence  along  the  cast  side  of  the  lake  to  the  north  line 
of  Greenwich,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  annexed  to  the  town  of  Green- 
wich. 


CHAP.  CLXIV. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  trustees  of  Kingston,  and  to  regulate  she* 
rifPsfces  in  Ulster  county. 

Passed  April  5,  1817. 

WHEREAS  the  trustees  of  the  freeholders  and  commoualty  of 
the  town  of  Kingston,  in  Ulster  couoty,  in  their  memorial,  alledge 
that  they  have  assigned  their  estate,  by  direction  of  an  act,  entitled 
"  an  act  to  divide  the  town  of  Kingston,  in  the  county  of  Ulster ;" 
Therefore, 

.  I.  BE  ii  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  all  and  every  the  mortgages  on 
record  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  Ulster  couoty,  payable  to  the 
said  trustees  and  not  assigned  by  them,  being  by  the  said  memorial 
declared  to  be  satisfied,  the  same  are  hereby  declared  to  be  dis- 
charged :  Provided,  that  this  shall  not  release  the  said  trustees  or 
their  predecessors,  or  any  individual  who  has  been  a  trustee,  from 
any  accountability  for  all  or  any  monies  or  other  corporate  funds 
which  may  have  been  heretofore  misapplied,  perverted,  or  unjusuv 
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fiably  wasted,  and  for  which  they  might  otherwise  be  accountable  or 
liable. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  maps,  records,  minutes, 

Eaper*  and  chart,  now  or  heretofore  belonging  to  the  trustees,  shall 
ereafter  be  permanently  deposited  in  the  said  clerk's  office,  for  the 
benefit  and  inspection,  at  all  reasonable  times,  of  the  said  inhabitants 
of  Kingston,  without  fee  or  reward. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  mileage  fees  allowed 
by  law  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Ulster,  for  serving  writs  and 
process,  shall  be  computed  from  the  court  house  in  said  county.

CHAP.  CLXV. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  incorporate  the 
Montezuma  turnpike  and  bridge  company." 

Passed  April  5, 1817. 

.  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  if  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly.  That  the  commissioners  to  lay 
out  the  turnpike  road,  in  pursuance  of  the  act,  entitled  **  an  act 
to  incorporate  the  Montezuma  turnpike  road  and  bridge  company/* 
passed  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifteen,  shall,  in  laying  out  the  said  road,  commence  at  the  west 
end  of  the  turnpike  bridge  in  Throopsville,  in  the  town  of  Mentz,  in 
the  county  of  Cayuga,  instead  of  the  dwelling  house  of  Friend  Bar- 
ber, as  provided  in   and  by  the  said  act  of  incorporation. 

And  whereas*  at  the  first  election  for  directors  of  said  company,  the 
choice  by  tbjp  stockholders  of  persons  to  hold  the  next  election  for 
directors  was  omitted  through  mistake,  and  other  irregularities  were 
committed  in  organizing  said  company,  by  misapprehension,  for 
remedy  whereof, 

II.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  next  election  for  directors 
of  said  company,  shall  be  held  oo  the  first  Monday  of  September 
next,  and  that  the  first  Monday  of  September  in  each  year  there- 
after, shall  be  the  annual  day  of  election  for  directors  of  said 
company,  as  provided  in  and  by  the  act  relative  to  turnpike  com- 
panies, passed  March  the  thirteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seven,  and  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  of  said 
company,  now  acting,  to  make  all  necessary  contracts  relative 
to  said  road,  and  to  do  every  act  which  directors  may  lawfully 
do  in  pursuance  of  the  act  incorporating  the  said  company,  and  the 
said  act  relative  to  turnpike  companies ;  and  it  shall  be  further  law- 
ful for  the  said  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  oo  or  before  the 
first  Monday  of  September  next,  to  appoint  three  persons  to  preside 
at  the  next  election  for  directors  of  said  company,  who  shall  be  an* 
thorised  to  do  every  act  which  such  persons  might  have  done  if 
they  had  been  duly  chosen  by  the  stockholders  of  said  company, 
pursuant  to  the  said  act  relative  to  turnpike  companies ;  and  also 
that  every  person  who  is  now  a  subscriber  to  the  stock  of  said 
company,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  amount  of  his  subscription,  ac- 
cording to  the  tenor  thereof.

AN  ACT  to  facilitate  the  intercourse  betmen  the  western  part  of 
this  slate  and  the  city  of  New-York. 

Famed  April  5, 1817. 

WHEREAS  the  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  counties 
of  Ontario,  Seneca,  Tioga  and  Broome,  to  the  legislature,  represent 
that  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  New-Jersey,  in  and  by  an  act 
passed  the  15th  day  of  February,  1816,  entitled  "  an  act  te  facili- 
tate the  intercourse  between  the  states  of  New-Tork,  Pennsylvania 
and  this  state,'*  did  authorise  certain  commissioners  therein  named, 
to  raise  by  lottery  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  to  appro- 
priate the  same  to  the  purpopse  of  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock 
of  the  president,  managers  and  compaoy  of  the  MHford  and  Owegd 
turnpike  company,  as  incorporated  by  an  act  of  the  legislature  of 
the  state  of  Penasylvana,  entitled  "  an  act  to  authorise  the  governor 
to  incorporate  a  company  for  making  an  artificial  road  by  the  near- 
est aud  best  route  through  the  counties  of  Wayne  and  Luzerne,  be* 
ginning  at  the  Delaware  river,  where  a  bridge  is  to  be  built  near  the 
town  of  MHford ;  thence  through  said  town  and  counties  last  afore- 
said to  or  near  the  forty-third  mile  stone  in  the  south  line  of  the  state 
of  New-Tork :  and  that  the  completion  of  said  road  through  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania  wilt  greatly  facilitate  the  intercourse  between 
the  western  part  of  this  state  and  the  city  of  New- York,  and  open 
to  the  citizens  a  nearer  and  better  market :  Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  ofNenhYork,  representedin 
senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  mry  citi- 
zen or  citizens  of  this  state  to  purchase,  sell  and  dispose  of  the  tick* 
ets  of  the  said  lottery,  any  law  of  this  state  to  the  contrary  notwith* 
standing. 


CHAP*  CLXVIL 

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  Minisink  and  Montgomery  turnpike  road 

company. 

Passed  ApriU,  1817. 

I.  BE  U  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  tfen*-York,  repre- 
unted  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  president,  directors  and 
company  of  the  Minisink  aud  Montgomery  turnpike  road,  may  and 
they  are  hereby  required  to  abandon  that  part  of  the  Minisink  and 
Montgomery  turnpike  road,  beginning  one  chain  south  of  the  house 
of  James  Bodine,  in  the  town  of  Montgomery,  in  the  county  of 
Orange;  from  thence  northeasterly  until  the  said  road  intersects  the 
Kewburgb  and  Cochecton  turnpike  in  the  village  of  Montgomery, 
in  the  town  aforesaid. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  that  part  of  the  said  tarn* 
pike  road  so  abandoned,  shall  be  deemed  and  H  hereby  declared 
a  public  highway,  and  hereafter  to  be  considered  one  of  the.  road 
s&tricts  io  the  town  of  Montgomery  j  and  the  commissioBers  of 
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highways  in  the  towo  of  Montgomery  aforesaid,  are  hereby  requi- 
red and  directed,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times,  to  set  off  on

Passed  April  5,  1817.

Giles 
Kellog,  Stephen  Wells,  John  Jpst  Dietz,  Jacob  Gebhard  and  Peter 
JP.  Snyder,  and  all  such  other  persons  as  shall  associate  for  the  pui- 
pose  of  making  a  good  and  sufficient  turnpike  road,  to  begin  at  or 

Ant*.  near  the  court  house  in  the  town  of  Schoharie,  and  extending  from 
thence  in  the  most  direct  and  practicable  route  to  or  near  Wied- 
man'a  mills,  in  the  towo  of  Bern ;  from  thence  Hi  the  most  direct' 
and  practicable  route,  to  or  near  the  house  of  Alexander  Stalker, 
in  the  towo  of  Bethlehem,  and  from  thence  in  the  most  direct  amf 
practicable  route  to  the  city  of  Albaoy,  and  their  successors,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name

That  as  soon  as  the  road  hereby 
authorised  shall  be  completed,  and  a  license  obtained  in  the  manner 
specified  in  the  act  above  referred  to,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
president,  directors  and  company,  to  cause  three  gates  to  be  erected 
on  the  same  road,  and  at  such  places  as  the  person  administering  the 
government  of  this  state,  for  the  time  being,  shall  deem  necessary  to 
collect  the  tolls  allowable  by  this  act. 
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IY.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  said  president  and  directors  to  appoint  toll-gatherers  to  collect 
and  receive  of  and  from  all  and  every  person  and  persons  using  the  said 
road,  at  two  of  the  said  gates,  the  following  tolls  and  duties :  for  ev- 
ery score  of  hogs  or  sheep,  six  cents ;  for  every  score  of  cattle,  ToU^ 
horses  or  mules,  twenty  cents;  for  every  chair,  sulkey  or  chaise 
with  one  horse,  twelve  cents;  for  every  horse  rode,  four  cents ; 
for  every  led  or  driven  horse,  two  ceuts;  for  every  chariot,  coach, 
coachee  or  phaeton,  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  cart  or  waggon 
drawn  by  one  horse,  six  cents;  for  every  stage,  waggon  or  other 
four  wheeled  carriage  drawn  by  two  horses,  mules  or  oxen,  twelve 
cents,  and  three  cents  for  every  additional  horse  mule  or  ox;  for 
every  sleigh  or  sled,  six  cents,  if  drawn  by  two  horses,  mules  or  ox- 
en, and  in  like  proportion,  if  drawn  by  a  greater  or  less  cumber  of 
horses,  mules  or  oxen :  and  at  the  other  gate,  to  be  erected  nearest 
to  the  city  of  Albany,  the  one  half  of  the  rate  of  toll  allowed  to  be 
received  and  collected  at  the  other  gates :  subject,  nevertheless,  to  the 
several  provisos  contained  in  the  seventh  section  of  the  act  relative  to

Y.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  president,  directors 
and  company,  hereby  incorporated,  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the 
rights,  privileges,  powers  and  immunities  which  are  given  and  grant- 
ed in  and  by  the  before  recited  act,  relative  to  turnpike  companies, 
and  of  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  concerning  turnpike  roads,"  passed 
April  1Mb,  1813,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  conditions,  provision*, 
restrictions,  penalties  and  regulations  contained  in  the  same.

Passed  April  5,  1817. 

BE  it  enacted  hf  ike  people  of  (he  State  of  New-York,  represent- 
fd  m  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
Christopher  Eldridge  and  Noah  Shaw,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to 
maintain  a  dam  across  the  western  branch  of  the  Chenango  river,  in 
the  town  of  Lisle,  in  the  county  of  Broome,  about  two  miles  above 
ibe  Chenango  forks,  so  called,  at  or  near  the  place  where  a  dam  btt 
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heretofore  stood,  not  exceeding  fLve  feet  io  height  above  low  water 
mark ;  Provided  however,  that  there  ahall  be  left  io  said  dam  a  place 
or  sluice-way,  at  least  forty-five  feet  io  width,  which  shall  be  two 
aod  an  half  feet  lower  than  the  other  parts  of  the  dam ;  and  ao  apron 
of  an  even  ascent  at  least  forty-five  feet  long,  to  admit  the  passage 
of  arks  aod  rafts;  and  the  sides  of  the  apron  to  be  well  secured,  to 
prevent  arks,  rafts  and  boats  from  running  off  the  sides  thereof; 
and  it  shall  and  may  be  further  lawful  for  them  to  keep  the  said 
sluice-way  shut  at  all  times  except  in  the  seasons  of  arking  and 
rafting.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  represented 
sn  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  to  fish  with  nets,  spears  or  seines  in  the  Skaneatelas  lake, 
or  the  waters  thereof  in  the  months  of  October,  November  and  De- 
cember; and  every  person  who  shall  offend  therein,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to  be  recovered 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  an  action  of  debt,  together  with 
costs  of  suit,  the  one  half  of  which  forfeiture,  when  recovered,  shall 
be  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  towo  where  such  offence  shall  be 
committed,  and  the  other  half  for  the  use  of  the  person  who  shall

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  qf  New-York,  rtprcsenl- 
ad  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  Ira 
Pratt  aod  Thomas  Metcalfe,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised,  to 
erect  a  dam,  not  exceeding  four  feet  in  height,  across  the  Canisteo 
river,  in  the  county  of  Steuben,  at  or  near  the  place  where  the  mills 
of  the  said  Ira  Pratt  aod  Thomas  Metcalfe  stand;  and  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  same,  Provided,  that  the  said  Ira  Pratt  and  Thomas 
Metcalfe  shall  erect  an  apron  or  lock  in  said  dam,  of  such  construc- 
tion as  to  render  the  passage  safe  and  easy  for  raft*,  arks  and  all  oth* 
er  boats  common  in  said  river,  at  all  times  during  the  continuance 
of  the  said  dam :  And  further,  that  all  such  boats,  arks  aod  rafts 
shall  pass  and  repass  free  from  toll  or  expense  of  any  kind :  And 
provided further,  that  if  the  passage  aforesaid  shall  at  any  time  be 
obstructed,  this  act  shall  be  void*

the  president  and  directors  of  the  Schoharie-kill  bridge  company,  to 
alter  that  part  of  their  road  which  ruos  on  the  north  side  of  the  Ba- 
tavia-kill,  where  it  joins  the  lands  of  William  Stimpsoo  aod  Nathan- 
iel Stimpsoo,  situate  in  the  town  of  Windham,  in  the  county  of  Greene, 
commencing  east  of  (he  dwelling  house  of  William  Stimpsoo,  run- 
ning south  of  the  said  house,  keeping  on  the  north  side  of  the  road 
now  worked  and  near  the  side  hill,  until  it  strikes  the  lands  of  Na- 
thaniel Stimpsoo,  and  from  thence  across  his  lands  so  as  to  intersect 
the  present  road  of  the  said  company,  east  of  his  dwelling  house : 
Provided  however,  that  such  alteration  shall  not  be  made  -unless  Fro** 
twelve  reputable  freeholders  of  the  said  town,  not  interested  in  the 
*tttd  road,  shall  certify  under  oath  that  they  have  carefully  examin- 
ed the  place  where  the  alteration  io  the  said  road  is  contemplated 
to  be  made,  and  that  such  alteration  is  necessary  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  public :  And provided further,  the  said  president  and 
directors  shall  give  at  least  six  days  notice,  to  the  said  William 
Stimpsoo,  of  the  time  when  such  freeholders  will  meet  to  make  such 
examination  aa  aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawfaf 
for  the  said  president  and  directors  to  apply  to  three  of  the  judges

same,  of  the  width  mentioned  in  the  act  hereby  amended,  and  to 
make  a  map  and  tin  vey  of  the  said  road,  which  they  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  file  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  of  Greene ;  and  the 
said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorised,  and  it  is  hereby  made 
their  dui) ,  at  the  time  of  laying  out  the  said  road,  to  appraise  the 
damages  of  the  said  William  Stimpson  and  Nathaniel  Stimpsoo,  for 
the  lauds  u  hich  shall  be  taken  from  them  by  establishing  the  said 
road,  which  appraisement  shall  be  iu  writing,  and  filed  by  the  said

before  the  said  commissioners  bhall  proceed  to  lay  out  the  said  road 
and  to  assess  the  damages  ^foresaid,  k  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  said  president  and  directors  to  give  notice  in  writiog  to  the  said 
Willi jlu!  •  •. -psori  and  JNalhaniel  Stimpson,  at  least  ten  days  prior 
to  the  lime  ivhen  the  said  commissioners  will  meet  to  lay  out  the  said 
road  and  to  assess  the  said  damages :  And  provided  further,  that  be- 
fore the  said  president  and  directors  enter  upon  the  lands  to  be  ta- 
ken for  the  said  road,  they  shall  pay  to  the  said  William  Stimpson 
and  Nathaniel  Stimpson,  all  such  damages  as  shall  be  appraised  to

CHAP.  CLXXIV. 

AN  ACT  to  divide  the  town  of  Harttand,  in  the  county  of  Niagara. 

Passed  April  5,  1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Nertr-York,  represented 
in  senate  and  assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act, 
all  that  part  of  the  town  of  Hartland  denominated  townships-number 
thirteen  and  fourteen,  shall  be  constituted  a  new  town  by  the  name  of 
Royaltoo ;  and  the  first  towu  meeting  to  be  held  at  the  house  of  Air 
mond  H.  Millard,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  supervisors,  town  clerks, 
justices  of  the  peace  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  of  the  towns  of  Hart- 
land  and  Roy alton,  shall  meet  ou  the  second  Tuesday  of  May,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen,  at  the  house  where 
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the  town  meeting  in  Hartland  shall  be  holden,  and  make  such  ar- 
rangements relative  to  poor  and  ail  other  things  as  justice  may  re- 
quire. 


CHAP.  CLXXV. 

AW  ACT  to  divide  the  (o)vn  ofEdm,  in  the  county  of  Niagara. 

Passed  April  5,  1817. 

I.  BE  U  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of 
this  act,  all  that  part  of  the  town  of  Eden,  hi  the  county  of  Niagara, 
lying  within  the  seventh  range  of  said  townships,  with  the  exception 
of  the  west  range  of  lots  in  said  township,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
constituted  a  new  town  by  the  name  of  Boston;  and  that  the  first 
town  meeting  be  holden  at  the  house  of  Oliver  Johnson :  And  far- 
ther, that  all  the  residue  of  said  town  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
constituted  a  new  town  by  the  name  of  Eden*  and  the  first  town 
meeting  be  held  at  the  house  of  John  Hill. 

II.  And  be  it farther  enacted,  That  the  supervisors,  justices  and 
overseen  of  poor,  within  the  said  towns  of  Eden  and  Boston,  shall 
meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  May  next,  (if  the  said  towns  in  the 
mean  time  become  organized)  at  the  htuse  of  John  March,  in  the 
town  of  Eden,  and  divide  their  poor  and  all  monies  belonging  to  the 
original  town  of  Eden,  and  make  such  further  arrangements  relative 
thereto  as  justice  may  require :  Provided  hoivever,  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  prevent  the  said  town,  hereby  erected,  to  do  that  at 
their  annual  meeting  in  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen, 
which  they  are  by  this  act  directed  to  do  at  the  next  annual  meeting) 
if  want  of  time  shall  prevent  the  organization  of  said  towns. 


CHAP.  CLXXVI. 

AN  ACT  to  encourage  the  persons  (herein  named  to  search  for  coal 
in  the  bed  of  Hudson's  river,  near  the  city  of  Troy. 

Passed  April  5,  181 7. 

BE  U  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  represen- 
ted in  senate  and  assembly,  That  Leonard  Sweet,  Daniel  Redding 
and  David  Fuller,  and  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  shall  have 
the  exclusive  privilege,  for  eight  years  from  the  passing  of  this  act, 
of  digging  for  coal  in  the  bed  of  Hudson's  river,  uear  McDonald's 
or  Whale  island,  between  Troy  and  Laosingburgh,  to  ibe  distance 
of  eighty  rods  northerly  of  said  island,  and  half  a  mile  southerly 
(hereof;  and  to  vend  any  coal  they  may  discover  there,  for  the  sole 
benefit  of  them  the  said  Leonard  Sweet,  Daniel  Redding  and  David 
Fuller,  their  executors,  administrators  or  assigns :  Provided  never- 
theless that  the  said  persons,  or  any  of  them,  shall  not  injure  or  ob- 
struct the  navigation  of  said  riverr  nor  cause  the  same  to  be  injured 
or  obstructed,  nor  injure  the  property  of  any  individual  or  individu- 
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als,by  such  digging,  under  the  penalty  of  forfeiting  the  said  exclu- 
sive privilege,  and  of  paying  to  the  said  people,  or  to  such  individu- 
al or  individuals,  all  damages  that  may  ensue  to  either  by  reason  of 
such  obstruction  or  injury  :  And  provided  also,  that  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  commissioners  for  improving  the  navigation  between  Troy 
and  Waterford,  to  prohibit  the  operations  of  the  said  Leonard  Sweet, 
Daniel  Redding  and  David  Fuller,  their  executors,  administrators  or 
assigns,  in  digging  for  coal  as  aforesaid,  whenever  in  the  opinion  of 
the  said  commissioners  the  navigation  aforesaid  shall  thereby  be  in- 
jured or  obstructed  or  in  any  way  endangered;  and  thereupon  this 
act,  and  the  rights  and  privileges  therein  granted,  shall  be  and  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  suspended  until  the  legislature  shall  other- 
wise order  and  direct :  And  further,  the  digging  for  coal  as  aforesaid 
shall  in  no  wise  interfere  with  or  impede  any  future  Improvements 
in  the  aforesaid  navigation* 


CHAP.  CLXXVII. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  (he  act  for  the  relief  and  settlement  of  the 

poor. 

Passed  April  5, 1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  efNero-Ymk,  rtpre* 
Hooe-  to  te  sented  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  monies  authorised  to  be  rais- 
■**■•*.         ed  for  the  support  of  the  poor;  by  the  twenty-third  section  of  the  act 

hereby  amended,  be  raised  as  well  at  a  special  as  the  annual  town 
meeting. 

II.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of 
this  act*  no  person  removing  from  or  out  of  any  other  state,  or  from 

ftetidtme,  Upper  or  Lower  Canada,  to  reside  or  inhabit  in  any  city  or  town  j 
kaw  gained.  w|thio  this  state,  shall  be  deemed  or  adjudged  to  have  gained  a  set- 
tlement in  such  city  or  town,  unless  such  person  shall  have  purchas- 
ed a  real  estate  in  such  city  or  town,  of  the  value  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  and  actually  shall  have  paid  for  the  same,  or  shall 
actually  and  bona  fide  have  rented  and  occupied  a  tenement,  of  the 
yearly  value-  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  upwards  for  four  years, 
and  actually  have  paid  such  rent,  or  shall  have  executed  some  pub- 
lic office  in  such  city  or  town  during  three  whole  years,  or  shall  have 
been  bound  an  apprentice  or  servant  by  indenture,  or  by  deed,  con- 
tract or  writing  not  indented,  and  shall,  in  consequence  of  such  bind- 
ing, have  served  a  term  uot  less  that  seven  years,  any  thing  u>  Uie 
act  hereby  amended  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  such  person,  as  here* 
in  before  meutioned,  shall  come  from  any  other  stale,  or  from  Upper 

tier*  may  or  Lower  Canada,  to  reside  in  any  city  or  town  within  this  state,  and 
nacre  poor,  jf  aoy  two  justices  of  such  city  or  town,  upon  examination  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  seventh  section  of  the  act  hereby  amended, 
shall  find  that  such  person  is  likely  to  beconie  chargeable  to  such 
city  or  town,  and  hath  not  gained  a  legal  settlement  in  any  city  or 
town  io  this  state,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  justices,  at  their 
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discretion,  to  order  that  such  person  be  removed  directly  to  the  place 
where  such  person  was  last  legally-  settled  without  this  state.

shall  bring  or  remove,  Or  cause  to  be  brought  or  removed,  any  poor  |j|M  for  •*?"«• 
or  indigent  person  ioto  any  city  or  town  within  this  state,  and  there  1SS  SS^.mt° 
leave  such  poor  or  indigent  person,  not  having  a  legal  settlement 
therein,  and  without  legal  authority  so  to  do,  such  person  or  persons 

shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  twenty -five  dollars,  to  be  sued  tor  and  recov- 
ered in  an  action  of  debt,  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  overseers  of  the' 
poor  of  the  city  or  towri  where  such  indigent  or  poor  person  was  left, 
with  costs  of  suit,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  thereof; 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted*  That  the  supervisors  of  the  several  jjjjft? 
counties  of  this  state,  shall  audit  all  accounts  for  the  support  of  such 
poor  as  are  by  law  chargeable  upon  and  to  be  provided  for  by  the 
county,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors  to  allow  such  ad- 
vances as  to  them  shall  appear  just  and  necessary,  and  no  more,  not- 
withstanding the  poor  masters  of  the  respective  towns  may  have  paicT 
or  disbursed  any  greater  amount 


CHAP.  CLXXVIII. 

AN  ACT  authorising  Ansyl  Ford  to  erect  a  dam  across  the  Sits- 
,  quehannah  river. 

Passed  April  5, 1817. 

L  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre* 
sentedin  senate  and  assembly,  That  itshall  and  may  be  lawful  for  An- 
syl Ford,  bis  heirs  and  assigns,  to  build  and  maintain  a  rolling  dam 
across  the  Susquehannah  river,  Opposite  the  land  of  the  said  Ansyl 
Ford,  in  the  town  of  Fraoklin,  not  exceeding  three  and  an  half  feet 
in  height  from  the  bottom  #of  the  river. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Ansyl  Ford  shall 
tnake  and  keep  in  good  repair,  a  sufficient  and  convenient  lock, 
through  said  dam,  for  boats,  arks  and  rafts  to  pass  up  and  down  said 
river;  the  said  lock  to  be  made  and  completed  at  such  time  and  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  ordered  and  directed  by  the  court  of  com- 
Bkm  pleas  of  the  county  of  Otsego;  aud  when  so  completed,  the  said 
lock  shall  be  free  for  all  boats,  rafts  and  arks  to  pass  up  and  down 
the  said  river,  through  the  same,  without  any  charge  or  toll  therefor, 
any  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding :  Provid- 
ed always,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  te  so  construed  as  to  author- 
ise the  said  Ansyl  Ford,  or  his  assigns,  to  obstruct  the  stream  of  the 
said  liver  so  as  to  cover  any  land  with  water,  unless  the  consent  of 
the  owner  or  owners  thereof  be  first  had  and  obtained :  And  further, 
this  act  shall  be  and  remain  in  force  for  the  term  of  fifteen  years  and 
uo  longer.

AN  ACT  for  the  UmUatim  of  writs  of  error  r  and  for  quklimg 
judgments. 

Passed  April  5,  1817. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed in  senate  and  assembly,  That  all  write  of  error  upon  judgment,  in 
any  court  of  common  pleas  or  mayor's  court,  snail  be  brought  within 
five  years  after  rendering  such  judgments,  aod  not  after ;  and  that  no 
judgment,  in  either  of  the  said  courts,  shall  be  set  aside  on  motion 
for  irregularity,  after  one  year  from  the  time  of  rendering  the  same* 


CHAP.  CLXXX. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  destruction  offish  in  the  town  of  Beekman. 

Passed  April  5,  1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-  York,  represent- 
ed in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  per- 
son or  persons  at  any  time,  or  in  any  manner,  before  the  first  day  of 
April,  which  will  be  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
nineteen,  to  take  any  fish  of  any  kind  in  the  waters  of  a  certain  pond 
in  the  town  of  Beekman,  in  the  county  of  Dutchess,  commonly  known 
by  the  name  of  the  Great  Pond. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  take  any  fish  in  the  waters  of  the  said  pond,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  the  snm 
of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  sued  for  and  recov- 
ered by  any  person  who  will  prosecute  for  the  same,  in  an  action  of 
debt,  in  his  own  name,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  any  court  having  cogniz- 
ance of  the  same,  the  one  moiety  of  whfch  sum,  when  recovered, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  person  recovering  the  same  to  the  overseers  oft 
the  poor  of  the  said  towoof  Beekman,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  there* 
of. 


CHAP.  CLXXXI. 

AN  ACT  in  amendment  of  an  act,  entitled  an  act  to  prevent  firing 
the  woods" 

Passed  April  5,  1817. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented 
art  senate  andassembkj,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  and 
maliciously  set  fire,  or  cause  fire  to  be  set,  to  woodland  in  any  part 
of  this  state,  he,  she  or  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemean- 
or, and  being  convicted  thereof  by  due  course  of  law,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  fine,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment not  to  exceed  one  year,  .or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court 
before  which  such  conviction  shall  be  bad. 
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CHAP.  CLXXXIL 

AN  ACT  to  enable  the  mayor,  recorder  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of 
New-York  io  raise  money  by  a  tax. 

Passed  April  5,  1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  She  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  mayor,  recorder  and  alder- 
men of  the  city  of  New-Y ork,  as  the  supervisors  of  the  city  and  *™T  tD  , 
county  of  New- York,  or  a  majority  of  them,  of  whom  the  mayor  or  7kj£>£cZ£?' 
recorder  shall  be  one,  shall  be  aod  hereby  are  empowered,  as  soon  ptt*d* 
as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  to  orderaod 
cause  to  be  raised  by  tax  on  the  estates,  real  and  personal, ^)f  the  free* 
holders  and  inhabitants  of  and  situated  within  the  said  city,  aod  to 
be  collected,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  applied  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
•city  and  county,  the  support  aod  maintenance  of  criminal  persons, 
the  support  of  common  schools,  the  support  and  repairs  of  the  bride- 
well aod  penitentiary  of  the  said  city,  the  repairing  and  taking  care 
of  other  public  buildings  of  the  said  city  belonging  to  and  under  the 
custody  and  care  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the 
city  of  New- York,  the  making,  regulating,  repairing  and  improving 
the  public  roads  in  said  city  and  county,  the  defraying  of  other  con- 
tingent expenses  arising  within  and  properly  chargeable  to  the  said 
city  aod  county,  and  for  the  defraying  the  expenses  which  the  mayor, 
aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  said  city  of  New- York  may  sus-

▼esanUtreet,  and  through  the  middle  thereof  to  the  East  river,  to  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  so  many  watchmen  as  the  mayor,  alder- 
men and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New- York,  io  common  council 
convened,  shall  appoint  and  employ  for  watching  aod  guarding  the 
said  city,  to  the  purchasing  of  oil,  providing  lamps  and  putting  up 
4he  same,  and  repairing,  cleansing  and  lighting  those  which  now  arc 
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or  may  hereafter  be  erected  within  that  part  of  the  said  city  last  de- 
scribed, to  the  cleansing  and  repairing  public  wells  and  pumps  in  ibe 
said  city,  and  to  defraying  the  other  contingent  expenses  arisiog 
within  and  properly  chargeable  to  that  part  of  the  said  city,  to  the 
southward  of  the  line  aforeaaid,  as  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and 
commonalty,  in  common v  council  convened,  may  from  time  to  time

AN  ACT  granting  to  Gilead  Sperry,  and  his  associates,  the  exclu- 
sive right  of  running  stages  from  Sandy-Hill  through  Plattsburgh 
to  Canada  line. 

Passed  April  5,  1817.  ' 

I.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  people  of  the  State  of  Nero-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly.  That  William  {I.  Price,  Halsey  Ro- 
gers, John  Baird  aod  Gilead  Sperry,  their  respective  executors,  ad- 
ministrators aod  assigns,  shall  have,  possess  and  enjoy,  for  the  term 
of  eight  years  from  tbs  passing  of  this  act,  the  sole  and  exclusive  Pmu**©* 
right  to  contract  with  any  person  or  persons,  from  time  to  time,  to 

erect,  run  and  drive,  or  cause  to  be  erected,  run  and  drove,  during 
the  term  aforesaid,  such  and  so  many  stage  waggons  and  sleighs,  from 
aod  to  the  village  of  Champlaio,  in  the  county  of  Clinton,  and  the 
yillage  of  Sandy-Hill,  in  the  county  of  Washingtoq,  aloog  the  most 
usual  route  now  established,  or  hereafter  to  be  established,  on  the 
west  side  of  lake  Champlain,  through  the  village  of  Pittsburgh,  as 
they  may  judge  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  accommodating  such  a 
number  of  passengers  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  apply,  so  as  to  be 
connected  with  the  route  now  run,  or  caused  to  be  run,  by  Robert 
Hoyle,  from  the  city  of  Montreal  to  Champlain;  and  that  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  any  other  person  or  persons,  during  the  term  aforesaid, 
to  erector  establish  a  stage  or  stages  on  said  route,  under  the  penal- 
ty of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  the  said  William,  Hal- 
sey, John  and  Gilead,  their  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  to 
their  own  use,  together  with  costs,  in  any  court  of  record  having  cog- 
nizance of  the  same. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  William,  Halsey, 
John  and  Gilead,  their  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  shall  To|_ 
cause  to  be  furnished  and  provided  as  many  stage  waggons,  sleighs  stage'iT 
and  horses,  as  shall  be  necessary  on  said  route ;  and  that  the  fare  to 
be  paid  by  each  passenger,  shall  not  exceed  eight  cents  for  every 
mile,  with  the  liberty  to  such  passenger  of  taking  with  him  or  her,  in 
such  carriage,  fourteen  pounds  weight  of  baggage ;  and  that  for  eve- 
ry one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  weight  of  baggage,  over  and  above 
such  fourteen  pounds,  the  sum  of  eight  cents  for  every  mile,  aod  so  in 
proportion  for  every  greater  or  less  quantity;  and  that  such  stage 
waggons  or  sleighs  shall  proceed  at  least  once  in  every  week,  on  the 
aforesaid  line,  to  commence  each  and  every  year,  during  the  said  term, 
immediately  after  the  steam  boats  stop  running  on  lake  Champlain, 

in  the  fall  or  winter,  in  consequence  of  the  coldness  of  the  season,  and 
to  continue  until  they  commence  running  again  in  the  spring,  not  how- 
ever to  include  the  present  spring :  Provided  always,  that  if  the  said  ft°rii* 
William,  Halsey,  John  and  Gilead,  their  executors,  administrators 
or  assigns,  shall  neglect  to  perform  the  duties  aforesaid,  according  to 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  for  the  term  of  two  weeks, 
this  act  shall  cease,  and  the  right  and  privilege  hereby  granted  be- 
come null  and  void :  Provided  always,  further,  that  in  case  the  said 
William,  Halsey,  John  and  Gilead,  their  executors,  administrators 
or  assigns,  shall  neglect  to  cause  to  be  run  a  stage  or  stages  as  afore- 
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«aid,  oo  any  part  or  the  whole  of  said  route,  for  the  space  of  twe 
weeks  during  that  part  of  each  season  when  the  steam  boats  shall 
run  oo  the  lake  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  aod  may  be  lawful  for  any  per- 
son or  persons  to  run  any  stage  or  stages  on  such  part  or  the  whole 
of  said  route  as  shall  be  neglected  to  be  run  as  aforesaid,  for  that  par- 
ticular season  while  (lie  said  steam  boats  shall  continue  to  run,  aod  oo 
longer,  aod  shall  not  thereby  be  liable  to  the  above  penalty  :  Provi- 
ded further,  that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prevent  of  the  running  of  stages,  by  any  person  or  persons,  from 
any  place  south  of  lake  George,  to  and  from  lake  George :  Provided 
further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  or  construed 
to  prevent  any  future  legislature,  at  any  time  within  the  period  afore- 
said, to  repeal  or  in  any  manner  modify  and  amend  this  act. 


CHAP,  CLXXXIV. 

AN  ACT  to  enlarge  Herkimer  county. 

Passed  April  7, 1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed in  senate  and  assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  second  day  of 
May  next,  all  that  pa*  t  of  the  county  of  Montgomery,  iocludiug  the 
towns  of  Salisbury  and  Manheim,  and  that  part  of  the  town  of  Mio- 
den,  beginning  on  the  southerly  bank  of  the  Mohawk  river,  opposite 
the  mouth  of  east  Canada  creek,  and  running  thence  south  to  the 
north  line  of  Otsego  county,  on  a  line  parallel  with  the  western  boun- 
dary line  of  said  town  of  Minden,  shall  be  annexed  to  the  county  of 
Herkimer. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  that  part  of  the  town  of 
Minden,  included  witin  the  limits  aforesaid,  be  a  separate  town  by 
the  name  of  Danube ;  and  the  first  town  meeting  therein  shall  be  held 
At  the  dwelling  house  of  Thomas  and  £.  B.  Hitchcock,  in  the  said 
town,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  May  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon; and  as  soon  thereafter  as  conveniently  may  be,  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  the  said  town  of  Danube,  and  the  said  remaining  town  of 
Minden,  shall  divide  the  poor  and  poor  monies  of  the  said  preseot 
towu  of  Minden,  according  to  the  present  tax  lists ;  and  all  other  town 
charges  already  incurred  by  the  said  present  town  of  Minden,  shall 
be  audited  and  levied  by  the  supervisors  of  the  counties  of  Montgo- 
mery and  Herkimer  respectively,  in  proportion  to  the  present  assess- 
ment lists  in  said  town;  and  after  the  said  first  town  meeting  in  said 
town  of  Danube,  the  future  town  meetings  therein  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  March  in  each  year. 
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CHAP.  CLXXXV. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bank  of  Washington  and  Warren. 

Passed  April  7,  1817,, 

WHEREAS,  Ztna  Hitchcock,  Micajah  Pittit,  Roswell  Weston, 
Roger  Skinner,  William  A  Moore  and  John  Dot y  and  others,  asso- 
ciated as  a  company,  uoder  the  name  aod  style  of  "  the  bank  of  preamble* 
Washington  and  Warren,"  by  their  petition,  presented  to  the  legisla- 
ture, have  prayed  for  the  privilege  of  being  incorporated  as  a 
company  and  body  corporate :  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  such  persons  as  shall  be  Wm 
stockholders  of  the  said  bank,  shall  be,  aod  hereby  are  ordained,  body"! 
constituted  and  declared  to  be,  from  time  to  time,  and  until  the  first  nt* 
day  of  January,  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact 
and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "  the  president,  directors  and  company 
•f  the  bank  of  Wasjiington  and  Warren  j"  and  by  that  name,  they  and 
their  successors,  until  that  day,  may  and  shall  have  succession,  and 
shall  be  in  law  persons  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleadiog  aod 
being  impleaded*  answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and 
being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  and  in  all  manner 
of  actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  causes  whatsoever;  and  that 
they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  aod  may  change 
and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure ;  aod  also,  that  they  aod  their 
successors,  by  the  aforesaid  name  of  incorporation,  shall  be  in  law 
capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or 
personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation:  Provided,* that  the  real 
estate  which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold,  shall 
be  ooly  such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  its  immediate  accomodation  in 
relation  to  the  convenient  transaction  of  its  business,  or  such  as  shaft 
have  been  bona  fide  mortgaged  toit,  by  way  of  security,  or  conveyed 
to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  previously  contracted,  in  the  course  of 
its  dealings,  or  purchased  at  sales  upon  judgments  which  shall  have 
beeo  obtained  for  such  debts :  And  provided,  that  (he  said  bank  shall 
be  established  in  the  village  of  Sandy-Hill,  and  that  its  operations 
of  discount  and  deposit  shall  be  carried  on  in  the  said  village  of  SJj^wil* 
Sandy-Hill,  and  not  elsewhere :  And  provided  also,  that  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  the  said  bank  to  issue  any  notes  or  bills,  until  an  affidavit 
by  the  president  and  cashier  of  said  bank  shall  be  made  and 
flJed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  of  Washintoo,  stating,  that  the 
sum  of  twelve  and  a  half  per  cent  upon  each  share  of  the  capital 
stock  of  said  bank  has  been  actually  paid  into  the  said  bank  by  the 
several  stockholders,  in  specie :  Ana  further,  that  the  said  corpora-  m 

tioo  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  deal  or  trade  in  buying  or  selling  JSSJJJ4  ** 
any  goods,  wares,  merchandises,  or  commodities  whatsoever,  or  in 
baying  or  selling  any  stock  created  under  the  United  States,  or  any 
particular  state,  unless  in  selling  the  same  when  truly  pledged  by 
way  of  security  for  debts  due  to  the  said  corporation. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  suet 
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corporation  shall  be  four  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  and  that  a  share 
in  said  stock  shall  be  fifty  dollars. 
III.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  stock,  property  affairs 
fri1?;??™'  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation,  shall  be  managed  and  conducted 
ow  by  thirteen  directors,  to  be  appointed  aud  chosen  in  manner  herein- 
after mentioned,  who  shall  be  stockholders,  and  citizens  of  this  state, 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be 
chosen  in  their  places;  the  election  for  directors  shall  be  held  od  the 
first  Monday  of  November  in  each  year,at  such  time  of  the  day  and  at 
such  place  within  the  village  of  Sandy-Hill  as  a  majority  of  the  di- 
rectors shall  appoint ;  and  public  notice  shall  be  given,  not  less  than 
thirty  days  previous  to  the  time  of  holding  said  election,  by  an  ad- 
vertisement to  be  inserted  in  one  of  the  public  newspapers  printed  near* 
est  the  said  village  of  Sandy-Hill ;  the  said  election  shall  be  made 
by  the  stockholders  in  the  said  corporations  either  in  person  or  by 
proxy;  and  all  elections  for  directors  shall  be  by  ballot;  each 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  number  of  votes  equal  to  the  whole 
number  of  shares  which  he  or  she  shall  have  held  in  his  or  her  name 
at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  the  time  of  voting,  that  is  to  say,  one 
vote  for  each  and  every  share ;  and  the  thirteen  persons  who  shall 
have  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  directors; 
and  if  it  should  happen  at  any  election,  that  two  or  more  persons 
elected  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  (hen  the 
said  commissioners,  at  the  first  election,  and  afterwards  the  direct- 
ors in  office  at  the  time  of  such  election,  or  major  part  of  them,  shall 
proceed  to  ballot,  and  by  plurality  of  votes  determine  which  of  the 
said  persons,  so  having  an  equal  number  of  votes,  shall  be  director  or 
drectors,  so  as  to  complete  the  whole  number  so  to  be  elected;  and 
the  directors,  as  soon  as  may  be  thereafter,  shall  proceed,  by  ballot, 
to  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  their  president;  and  if  any  direct- 
or liviog  in  the  village  of  Sandy-Hill,  shall  remove  pat  of  the  same, 
his  office  shall  be  considered  as  vacant;  and  all  vacancies  in  the 
directors  6hall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  in  which  they 
shall  happen,  by  such  person  or  persons  as  the  remainder  of  the  di- 
rectors, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  appoint. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  Mtcajah  Pettit,  ftoswell 
Weston,  John  A.  Ferris,  Halsey  Rogers,  William  A.  Moore,  John 
jo  open  Biisg  aod  Daniel  Shepherd,  shall  be  commissioners,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  June  next,  at  some  proper 
place  in  the  village  of  Sandy-Hill,  to  open  books  to  receive  subscript 
WMiae.  t*ous  *°  t*ie  caP^  Btocfc  °f  *e  8a*d  bank ;  and  public  notice  shall 
be  given  by  the  said  commissioners,  of  the  time  and  place  of  open- 
ing such  books,  in  all  the  newspapers  printed  in  the  counties  of 
Washington  and  Warren,  for  at  least  four  weeks;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to  keep  said  books  open  for  the  space 
of  ooc  week,  aod  to  receive  the  subscriptions  of  all  persons  in- 
clined to  subscribe  therein,  being  residents  of  Ibis  state;  and  the 
■aid  commissioners  shall  demand  and  receive  from  any  subscribers 
at  the  time  of  the  subscription,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  on  each  share 
so  subscribed  in  specie;  and  if  the  number  of  shares  so  subscri- 
bed, shall  exceed  eight  thousand  shares,  the  said  cornmiasioners

eight  thousand  shares  should  not  be  subscribed  for  in  the  books  di- 
rected by  this  act  to  be  opened  by  the  commissioners  as  aforesaid, 
within  the  time  aforesaid,  then  subscriptions  shall  be  opened  and 
kept  open,  under  the  directions  of  the  said  commisioners,  at  such 
limes  and  places  as  they  shall  think  proper,  until  the  whole  number 
of  shares  shall  be  subscribed. 

.  Y.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  case  it  should  at  any  time 
happen,  that  an  ejection  of  directors  should  not  be  made  on  the  day 
prescribed  by  this  act,  the  corporation  for  that  cause  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  dissolved,  but  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  on  any 
other  day  to  bold  and  make  an  election  of  directors  according  to  the 
by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  said  corporation. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  directors  for  the  time  Bylaws, 
being,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  full  power  to  make  and 
prescribe  such  by  laws,  orders,  rules  and  regulations  as  to  them  shall 
appear  needful,  touching  the  management  and  dispositions  of  the 
stock,  property,  estate  and  effects  of  the  said  corporation,  and  the 

time  and  manner  of  the  discounts  and  deposits  made  in  and  by  the 
same;  the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers,  clerks  and  servants 
.employed  therein,  the  election  ot  directors,  and  all  such  matters  as 
-appertain  to  the  business  of  a  bank;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  ap- 
point as  many  officers,  clerks  and  servants,  for  carrying  on  all  and

Sroperty  thereof  id  each  and  every  assignee  or  assignees  respective- 
r,  and  to  enable  such  assignee  or  assignees  to  brrog  an«*  maintain 
an  action  thereupooyio  his,  her  or  their  own  name  or  names;  and 
bilk  or  notes  which  may  be  issued  by  order  of  the  said  corporation* 

Eromising  the  payment  of  money  to  any  person  or  persons,  his,, 
er  or  their  order,  or  to  bearer,  though  not  uoder  the  seal  of  the  said 
corporation,  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  upon  the  same,  in  like 
manner,  and  with  the  like  force  and  effect,  as  upon  any  private 
person  or  person*,  if  issued  by  him,  her  or  them,  in  his,  her  or  their 
private  capacity  or  capacities,  and  shall  be  assignable  or  negotiable*, 
in  like  manner  as  if  they  were  so  issued  by  such  private  person  or  per- 
sons. 

X.  And  tie  it  further  enacted,  That  if,  at  any  time  after  the

notes  or  bilk  or  evidences  of  debt,  due  fromrthem,  which  shall  have 
been  so  demanded,  and  which  shall  not  have  been  paid  in  specie  as- 
aforesaid,  damages  at  and  after  the  rate  of  ten  per  centum  per  an- 
num, until  the  same  shall  be  so  paid  or  otherwise  satisfied  r  And  in 
case  the  said  president,  directors  and  company  shall  at  any  time  here- 
after offend  against  either  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  attorney-general  of  this  state,  by  information  or  other- 
wise, to  prosecute  said  company  for  such  offence,  and  on  conviction 
thereof  their  charter  shall  be  deemed  void ;  and  in  case  the  said  cor- 
poration shah"  at  any  time  be  dissolved,  the  stockholders  thereof  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  debts  of  the  said  corporation,  to  the  amount  of 
the  stock  held  by  each  at  the  time  of  such  dissolution.

WHEREAS  Ebenezer  Waldoft  and  others  have  associated  diem- 
selves  together,  andt>y  their  petition,  presented  to  the  legislature, 
have  prayed  for  the  privilege  of  being  incorporated  as  a  company 
and  body  corporate— Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  rcpre* 
tented  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  all  such  persons  as  shall  be 
stockholders  of  said  company,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  constituted

CHAP.  CLXXXVIII. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  South  Oyster-Bay  turnpike  company* 

Passed  April  7, 1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  reprc* 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  Henry  F.  Jones,  Stephen  Car- 
man, George  Hewlett,  Thomas  Wbitson.  David  R.  Floyd  Jouea, 
6amuel  Strong,  Thomas  Ketchum  and  John  T.  Champlin,  and  aH 
such  other  persons  as  shall  associate  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
good  and  sufficient  turnpike  road,  to  begin  at  Hempstead,  fin  the  Row 
county  ef  Queens,  in  front  of  the  Episcopal  church,  and  running  on 
ot  near  the  main  south  post  road  to  the  house  of  Ichabod  BedtJls, 
near  the  village  of  Babylon,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  pursuing  the 
best  and  most  convenient  route  so  as  tp  promote  the  interest  of  the 
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public;  and  this  corporation  aod  their  successors  be  and  they  are 
hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  pre- 
nyls, sident,  directors  aod  company  of  the  South  Oyster-Bay  turnpike 
company,  and  they  are  hereby  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to 
Privilege*,  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name;  and  by  that 
name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and  may  have  continued  suc- 
cession, and  shall  be  persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered  unto, 
defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  aod  places  whatsoever, 
in  all  manner  of  actions  and  complaints,  matters  and  causes;  aod  by 
the  same  name  and  style  shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  hold- 
ing and  conveying  any  estate,  real  and  personal,  for  ihe  use  of  the 
Frorito.  gaid  corporation :  Provided,  that  such  estate,  as  well  real  as  person- 
al, 60  to  be  purchased  and  held,  shall  be  necessary  to  fulfil  the  end 
and  intent  of  the  said  corporation,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatso-

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  stock  of  the  said  compa-

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  before  mentioned  Ste- 
phen Carman,  George  Hewlett,  Thomas  Whitsoo,  David  R.  Floyd 

ml!f  "*  J00^  Samuel  Strong,  Thomas  Ketchum  and  John  T.  Champlin, 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  lay  out  the  road 
directed  in  and  by  this  act,  subject  to  the  directions,  regulations  and 
restrictions  in  all  respects  as  are  prescribed  and  contained  in  and  by 
the  aforesaid  act,  entitled  "  an  act  relative  to  turnpike  companies :" 
And  further,  that  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  of  the 
above  named  commissioners,  that  a  majority  of  those  remaining  shall 
be  and  are  hereby  empowered  to  elect,  constitute  and  appoint  an- 
other person  in  his  place  and  stead,  and  to  execute  and  perform  all 
the  duties,  matters  and  things  therein  mentioned,  as  fully  as  if  (lie 
above  named  commissioners  had  been  appointed  in  the  manner  di- 
rected in  and  by  the  act  herein  before  referred  to.

for  every  score  of  cattle,  horses  or  mules,  ten  cents,  and  so  in  pro- 
portion for  a  greater  or  less  number ;  for  every  horse  or  mule  and 
rider,  or  led  horse  or  mule,  five  cents;  for  every  chair,  chaise,  gig 
or  sulkey,  drawn  by  one  horse,  ten  cents,  and  for  every  additional 
horse,  five  cents;  and  for  every  coach,  coachee,  chariot,  phaeton  or 
curricle,  drawn  by  two  horses,  twenty-five  cents ;  for  every,  cart, 
stage,  waggon  or  other  four  wheeled  carriage,  not  before  mentioned, 
draws  by  two  horses,  mules  or  oxen,  ten  cents,  and  for  every  addi- 
tional horse,  mule  or  ox,  four  cents;  for  every  sleigh  or  sled,  drawn 
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by  two  horses,  mules  or  oxen,  eight  cents,  and  for  every  additional 
bone,  mule  or  ox,  three  cents;  for  every  cart,  waggon,  sleigh  or 
•led,  drawn  by  oue  horse  or  mule,  six  cents:  Provided  always,  nev-  p^^ 
ertheless,  that  the  president  and  directors  of  the  said  company  may 
commute  with  any  person,  for  the  privilege  of  using  the  said  road, 
by  the  year  or  for  any  less  time. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall  pass  ei- 
ther of  the  said  gates,  on  the  said  road,  without  paying  toll,  upon  pre-       .    - 
teoce  of  being  exempted  therefrom  uuder  the  act  before  referred  to,  *™u£g 
every  person  so  offending  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  r  ~ 
pay  to  the  aforesaid  company  ten^doUars,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action 
of  debt  by  the  treasurer  of  the  said  company,  in  his  own  name,  in  any 
court  having  cognizance  thereof;  and  if  any. person,  claiming  an 
abatement  of  toll,  shall  give  false  information  to  the  collector  of  tolls 
of  the  distance  he  or  she  has  travelled  on  the  said  road,  every  per- 
son so  offending  shall  forfeit,  for  each  offence,  to  the  said  company, 
five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  by  the  treasurer, 
in  his  own  name,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof.

Passed  April  7,1817.

X.  And  be  il  further  enacted,  That  all  that  part  of  the  township 

of  Ovid,  which  lays  in  the  county  of  Tompkins,  a«  before  directed*  c^Tert 
shall  be  a  separate  town  by  the  name  of  Coveit,  and  the  first  towo 
meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventeen,  at  the  house  of  Chauncey 
Pratt,  in  said  town ;  and  the  remaining  part  of  said  township  of  Ovid 
shall  remain  a  separate  town  by  the  name  of  Ovid,  and  the  first  town 
meeting  shall  be  held  at  the  house  of  Daniel  Scott 

XL  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  all  that  part  of  the  township  sttrfbf. 
of  Sterling,  which  lays  in  the  county  of  Seneca,  according  to  tho 
tine  as  herein  before  mentioned,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  annexed  to 
the  town  of  Wolcot. 

XIL  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  supervisors  and  over- 
seers of  the  poor  in  the  town  of  Ovid,  and  the  town  of  Covert,  shall  Poor  &  „»*. 
meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  May  next,  at  the  house  of  Daniel  Jj^1*  * 
Scott,  in  the  town  of  Ovid;  and  also  the  supervisors  and  overseers  of     -

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  court  house  and  gaol  of 
the  county  of  Tompkins,  shall  be  erected  at  such  place  in  said  vil- 
lage of  Ithaca,  as  the  surveyor  general  shall  designate :  Provided, 
That  in  case  of  the  death  or  refusal  of  the  said  surveyor  general  to 
designate  sueh  site  for  said  court  house  and  gaol,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  May  next,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  judges  of

veyed to  the  supervisors  of  said  county,  and  their  successors  forever: 
And  provided  further,  That  the  said  freeholders  and  inliabitants 
shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  next,  have  executed  to  the 
supervisors  of  said  county,  and  their  successors  in  office,  good  and 
sufficient  bonds,  with  approved  security,  to  the  amount  of  seven 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times,  as

XV.  And  be  it  further  enacted*  That  Luther  Gere,  William  JL 
Collins  and  Daniel  Bates,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  to  superiatend  the  building  of  said  court  house  and 
gaol,  in  said  county  of  Tompkins,  and  shall  account  to  the  supervi- 
sors of  Slid  county  for  all  monies  which  they  may  have  received* 
whenever  thereunto  required :  Provided*  That  the  said  commission- 
ers shall  first  have  given  bonds,  with  approved  security,  to  the  said 
supervisors,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  trust  reposed  in  them,

oeca,  on  such  lot  as  the  said  commissioners  shall  select :  Provided, 
and  lot  shall  first  hare  been  conveyed  to  the  supervisors  of  the  said 
county  of  Seneca  and  their  successors  forever. 

XVII.  And  be  U  further  enacted f  That  the  supervisors  of  the  sev- Motteyt 
era)  towns  in  the  county  of  Seoeca  for  the  time  being,  or  a  majority  raued, 
of  them*  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  required,  to 
jflirect  to  be  raised  and  levied  on  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of 
the  said  county,  the  sura  of  four  thousand  dollars,  with  the  additional 
sum  of  Ave  Cents  on  each  dolfar  for  collecting  the  same ;  which  sum 
shati  be  raised  at  such  times*  and  levied  and  collected,  in  the  same 
maimer  as  the  other  contingent  charges  of  the  county  are  levied  and 
collected;  Provided*  that  before  the  said  supervisors  shall  order  the  ProTUa 
said  sum  <rf  moneyto  be  raised  as  aforesaid,  they  shall  have  re- 
ceived a  certificate  from  the  said  commissioners*  or  a  majority  of 
them,  that  *  sum  equal  to  that  which  they  shall  order  to  be  raised, 
has  been  subscribed  by  voluntary  donation  towards  the  building  of 
said  court  bouse  and  gaol. 

-  XVIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  commissioners,  comaiis**. 
or  a  majority  of  them,  may  contract  with  the  workmen,  and  purchase  en' dtty' 
materials,  for  building  said  court  house  and  gaol,  and  shall  from 
time  to  time  draw  upon  the  treasurer  of  the  said  county  for  such 
sums  of  money,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  as  shall  come  into  the 
treasury  by  virtue  of  this  act;  and  the  treasurer  is  hereby  required, 
otit  of  the  monies  aforesaid,  to  pay  to  the  order  of  the  said  commis- 
sioners, the  several  sums  of  money  to  be  by  them  drawn  for;  and  it 
is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  to  account  with 
the  supervisors  of  the  said  county  for  the  monies  which  they  shall 
have  received  from  the  treasury,  when  thereunto  required.

CHAP.  CXC. 

AN  ACT  fa  incorporate  tke  EUmrabridgt  company. 

Passed  April  7,  1817. 

I.  KE  it  enacted  by  Ike  people  of  ike  State  of  New-York,  repro* 
stnttd  in  senate  and  assembly \  That  Matthew  Carpenter*  ^Samuel 
Tutbill,  George  C.  Edwards  and  Solomon  L.  Smith,  and  their  pre* 
sent  and  future  associates,  their  successors  and  assigns,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the 

*yi»  president  and  directors"  of  the  Elmira  bridge  company,"  for  the 
purpose  of  building  a  bridge  over  the  Chemung  river,  at  or  new 
the  village  of  Newtown,  in  the  county  of  Tioga,  and  they  are  here- 
by ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  cor^ 
porate  in  fact  and  in- name,  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  succes- 
sors shall  and  may  have  continual  succession,  aod  shaft  be  persons 
in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  implead- 
ed, answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being  de- 
fended, in  all-courts  andplaces  whatsoever*  and  aa  to  remain  for  the 
term  of  thirty  years;;  aod  that  they  and  their  successors  may  have 
a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  and 
also  that  they  and  their  successors,  by  the  same  name  aod;  style,  shall 
be  iu  law  capable  of  purchasing^  holding  and  conveying  any  estate* 
real  and  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation:-  Provided, 
that  the  real  and  personal  estate  so  to  be  holden,  shall  be  such  only 
%as  shall  be  necessary  to  promote  or  attain,  the  object  of  this  incorpo- 
ration.

<and  tbey  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  do  and  perform 
4he  several  duties  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say,  they  shall  oa  ********* 
-or  before  the  first  Tuesday  of  July  next,  procure  four  books,  and  in 
each  of  them  enter,  as  follows,  to  wit: u  We,  whose  oamesare.hereuoto 
subscribed,  do,  for  ourselves  and  our  legal  representatives,  promise 
to  pay  to  the  president,  directors  and  company  of  4he  Elmira

Passed  April  7, 18 it. 

WHEREAS  Reuben  EL  Wat  worthy  Samuel  Moore,  Melaocton 
Smith,  Levi  Piatt,  Lewis  Ransom  and  others,  associated  as  a  com- 
pany, under  the  name  and  style  of  "  the  bank of  Pittsburgh,"  by 
"     thepri- 


their  petition,  presented  to  the  legislature,  have  prayed  for  the  pi 
▼ilege  of  being  incorporated  as  a  company  aod  body  corporate  :— 
Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  rtpn- 
oented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  aU  such  persons  as  shall  be  __ 
stockholders  of  the  said  baofc,  shall  be,  aod  hereby  are  ordained,  *»*j 
constituted  aod  declared*  to  be,  from  time  to  time,  and  until  the  first tto 
day  of  January,  which  will  be  id  the  yea*  of  our  Lord1  one  thousand 
-eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  a  bod;  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact 
and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "  the  president,  directors  and  company 
of  the  bank  of  Pittsburgh ;"  and  by  that  name,  they  and  their  succes- 
sors, until  that  day,  shall  and  may  have  succession,  aod  shall  be 
in  law  persons  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being 
impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  be* 
log  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  aod  in  all  manner

order  of  the  said  corporation,  promising  the  payment  of  money  to  any 
person  or  persona,  by  his,  her  or  their  order,  or  to  the  bearer,  though 
not  under  the  seal  of  the  said  corporation,  shall  be  binding  and  obli- 
gatory upon  the  same,  in  like  manner,  and  with  the  like  force  and 
effect,  as  upon  any  private  person  or  persons,  if  issued  by  bim,  her 
or  them,  in  his,  her  or  their  private  capacity  or  capacities,  awl  shall 
be  assignable  or  negotiable,  in  like  manner  as  if  they  were  issued 
by  such  private  person  or  persons. 

X.  And  be  it  further  enaeUd,  That  if,  at  any  time  after  the 
passing  of  this  act,  the  said  president,  directors  and  company  should 
refuse,  on  demand  being  made  at  (heir  banking  house,  during  the 
regular  hours  of  doing  business,  to  redeem  in  specie,  or  other  lawful 
money  of  the  United  States,  their  said  bills,  notes,  or  other  eviden- 
ces of  debt,  issued^  by  the  said  company,  the  said  president,  direct- 
ors and  company  shall,  on  pain  of  forfeiture  of  their  charter,  wholly 
discontinue  and  close  their  said  banking  operations,  either  by  way 
of  discount  or  otherwise,  until  such  times  as  they  the  said  president, 
directors  and  company  shall  resume  the  redemption  of  their  bills, 
notes  or  other  evidences  of  debt,  in 'specie,  or  other  lawful  money 
of  the  United  States ;  and  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  aaid  notes, 
bills  or  other  evidences  of  debt,  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  from  the 
aaid  corporation,  damages  at  and  after  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per 
annum,  over  and  above  the  sum  expressed  in  the  said  notes,  bills  or 
other  evidences  of  debt,  until  the  said  president  and  directors  shall 
pay  or  discharge  the  same  in  specie,  or  other  lawful  money  of  the 
United  States  f  and  in  case  the  aaid  president,  directors  and  company 
shall  at  any  time  hereafter  offrod  against  either  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attorney-general  of  this  state,  by 
information  or  otherwise,  to  prosecute  said  company  for  such  offence, 
and  ooHxmviotieo  thereof  their  charter  shall  be  deemed  void;  and  in 
case  the  said  corporation  shall  %e  at  any  time  dissolved,  the  said 
stockholders  shall  severally  be  liable  to  the  creditors  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, to  the  amount  of  the  stock  held  by  them  respectively,  er 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  the  debts  due  from 
the  said  corporation. 

XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  di- 
rectors for  the  time  being,  to  call  and  demand  of  the  stockholders 
respectively,  all  such  sums  of  money  by  them  subscribed,  or  to  be 
subscribed,  at  such  time  and  in  such  proportions  as  they  shall  see  fit, 
under  pain  of  forfeiture  of  their  shares,  and  aH  previous  payments 
made  thereon,  to  the  said  company;  always  however  giving  sixty 
days  previous  notice  of  such  call  and  demand,  in  one  or  more  efc 
the  oewspapets  published  in  the  village  of  Plattsborgh. 
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TLII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  foe  the  duty  of  the  WHtafc 
director*  to  make  half-yearly  dividends  of  so  much  of  the  surplus 
.profits  of  the  said  back,  as  they  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  deem 
-advisable;  aod  that  the  said  coiporatioo  shall  uot  demand  aoy  great- 
er interest  on  a  loan  or  discount,  for  a  time  oot  exceeding  sixty  days, 
Uiau  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum. 

Xlii.  And  be  it  further  enactid9  That  the  present  act  of  incor- 
poration shall  in  no  wise  be  forfeited  by  any  non-user  whatsoever,  at 
nuy  time  before  the  first  day  of  December,  in  .the  year  one  thou* 
sand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  on  that 
•day  for  the  stockholders  above  mentioned,  to  assemble  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  the-eame  into  effect,  any  waul  of  notice,  in  the  man- 
ner above  prescribed  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
.  XIV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  president  and  cashier  of  said  bank,  for  the  time  being,  to  make  Ae«Mnt«r 
•a  return,  tinder  oath,  to  the  comptroller  of  this  state,  on  the  first  day  fuad»'  **• 
of  January  in  each  year;  which  return  shall  contain  a  full  and  true 
•account  of  the  funds  aod  property  of  the  said  baok,  the  amount 
;of  its  capital  -stock  subscribed  and  paid,  the  amount  of  debts  due  to 
and  from  th&said  bank,  the  amouutof  the  bills  and  notes  emitted  by  the 
said  bank  in  circulation,  and  the  amount  of  specie*  in  die  said  bank, 
at  the  time  of  making  such  return.  And  in  case  the  said  president 
aod  cashier  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  such  return  as  aforesaid, 
within  thirty  days  after  the  time  prescribed  as  aforesaid,  the  legisla- 
ture may  at  any  time  thereafter  .in  their  discretion  dissolve  the  said 


XV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  be  deemed  a 
public  act,  aod  shall  be  benignly  and  favorably  construed,  for  all  ApnUfetct. 
the  purposes  therein  expressed  .and  declared,  in  all  courts  and  pla- 
ces whatsoever. 


CHAP.  CXCII. 

AS  ACT  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Utica. 

Passed  April  7, 1817. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  Ne*~York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly*  That  aH  that  district  of  country,  in 
the  county  of  Oneida,  contained  within  the  boundary  lines  of  the 
-village  of  Utica,  as  now  established  by  law,  to  wit :  beginning  at  a 
point  or  place  on  the  south  side  of  the  Mohawk  river,  where  the  di- 
vision line,  between  lots  number  09  and  100,  io  Cosby 's  manor, 
strikes  the  said  river;  thence  running  southerly  in  the  said  division 
line  to  a  point  in  the  same,  fifty  chains  southerly  of  the  great  road 
leading  to  fort  Stanwix;  thence  east  thirty-seven  degrees  south,  to 
the  easterly  Koe  of  the  county  of  Oneida;  thence  oortherly  in  the 
aaid  county  line  to  the  Mohawk  river;  thence  westerly  up  the  mid- 
dle of  the  waters  of  the  said  river  to  the  place  of  beginning;  and  aH 
the  freemen  of  this  state,  inhabitants  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  be 
aod  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be,  from  time 
to  time,  aod  forever  hereafter,  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact 
£nd  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  trustees  of  the  village  of  Utica,  *b<1

Powew,  foy  that  name  tbey  and  their  successors  forever  hereafter  shall  and 
may  have  perpetual  succession,  and  -shall  be  persons  in  law  capable 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering, 
and  being 'answered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  ail  court* 
and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits,  complaints*  mat* 
ters  and  causes  whatsoever,  and  of  what  kind  and  nature  soever;  and 
that  theyand  their  successors  may  Irave  a  common  seal,  &  may  change 
and  alter  the  same  at  tlieir  pleasure ;  and  also,  that  they  aod  their  sue* 
cessors,  by  the  name  of  the  trustees  of  the  village  of  Utica,  shall  be* 
in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  re- 
al or  personal,  for  the  public  use  of  the  said  corporation;  and  that 
the  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  be* 
come  and  be  absolutely  and  completely  vested  with,  possess  and  en- 
joy, all  the  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  property,  rights,  causes) 
of  action,  privileges,  immunities  and  estate  whatsoever,  both  in  law 
and  equity,  in  possession,  reversion  or  remainder,  which  at  the  time 
of  passing  this  act  are  vested  in  or  belong  to  the  present  trustees  of 

fnmo.  tnc  v|y8ge  0f  Utica:  Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall 
affect  any  suit  or  suits  now  pending  iu  the  name  of  the  present  trus* 
tees  of,  the  village  of  Utica. 

II.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  said  village  shall  be  di- 
vided into  three  wards,  in  manner  following,  to, wit:  all  that  part  of 

ward*  {j|e  Hid  village  contained  within  the  following  bounds,  to  wit:  be* 
ginning  in  the  northerly  lioe  of  said  village,  where  the  centre  or  mid- 
dle of  Genesee- street  extended  would  strike  the  said  northerly  bounds, 
running  thence  through  the  centre  or  middle  of  Genesee-street  to  the 
centre  or  middle  of  John-street;  thence  along  the  centre  or  middle 
of  John-street,  to  the  centre  or  middle  of  Broad-street;  thence  east- 
erly through  the  centre  or  middle  of  BroaoSstreet,  to  the  centre  or 
middle  of  First-street;  thence  southerly  on  a  direct  line  through  the 
centre  or  middle  of  First-street  to  the  southerly  lioe  of  the  said  vil- 
lage; thence  easterly  along  the  southerly  bounds  of  said  village,  to. 
the  easterly  line  of  said  village ;  thence  northerly  along  the  said  e&st*  - 
erly  line  of  said  village  to  the  northerly  line  of  the  said  village; 
thence  along  the  northerly  bounds  of  the  said  village  to  the  place  of 
beginoing,shall  constitute  one  ward,  and  shall  be  denominated  the  first 
ward :  and  all  that  part  of  the  said  village,  contained  within  the  fol- 
lowing bounds,  to  wit :  beginning  in  the  northerly  line  of  said  village 
where  the  centre  or  middle  of  Geoesee-street  extended  would  strike 
.  the  said  northerly  bounds;  thence  southerly  along  the  westerly  line 
of  first  ward  to  the  southerly  bounds  of  said  village;  thence  westerly 
along  the  southerly  bounds  of  said  village  to  the  centre  or  middle  of 
Genesee-street;  thence  northerly  through  the  centre  or  middle  of 
Genesee  street  to  the  centre  or  middle  of  Hotel-street;  thence  through 
the  centre  or  middle  of  Hotel-street  to  Whitesborough-street ;  thence 
across  Whttesborough-street  to  the  southeasterly  comer  of  the  York  * 
house ;  thence  along  the  easterly  side  of  said  York-honse  in  a  direct 
line  to  the  northerly  bounds  of  the  saki  village;  thence  along  the 
northerly  bounds  of  said  village  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  con- 
stitute one  ward,  and  be  denominated  the  second  ward :  aod  all  thai 
part  of  the  said  village,  contained  within  the  following  bounds,  to  wit : 
begiumug  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the  second  ward,  running  thence 
southerly  along  the   westerly  line  of  said  second  ward  to  the 
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southerly  bounds  of  said  village;  theoce  westerly  along  the  southerly 
bounds  of  said,  village  to  the  westerly  bounds  of  sa^d  village ;  theoce 
northerly  along  the  westerly  bounds  of  said  village^o  the  northerly 
bounds  of  the  said  village;  thence  easterly  along  the  northerly  bounds 
of  the  said  village  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  constitute  one 
ward,  and  be  denominated  the  third  ward*  often. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  be,  and  forever  here- 
after there  shall  be,  in  and  lor  the  said  village,  one  president,  six  trus- 
tees, one  clerk,  one  treasurer,  one  supervisor,  one  collector,  three  as- 
sessors and  two  constables. 

IV.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  person  administering 

the  government  of  this  state,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  howl^n*** 
the  couocil  of  appointment,  shall  annually,  during  the  session  of  the  •*• 
legislature,  or  at  such  time  as  the  said  council  shall  be  assembled, 
next  before  the  first  day  of  May  in  every  year,  nominate  and  ap- 
point, out  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said .  village,  one  fit  and  discreet 
freeholder  to  be  trustee  of  said  village,  who  shall  be  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  village,  which  said  president  shall  be  ex- 
officio  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  have,  possess  and  exercise,  within 
the  limits  of  the  said  village,  the  same  power  and  authority  as  are  by 
law  Vested  in  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  and  for  the  county  of  Oneida, 
and  shall  continue  in  his  said  office  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  his 
said  appoiotmeut,  and  until  some  other  person  shall  be  appointed  and 
sworn  in  his  stead.  xtoetfom, 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  elections  for  trustees,  su-  towcoodatg 
pervisor,  assessors  and  constables,  held  in  any  of  the  wards  of  said 
village,  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the  election  for  trustees  and  assessors 

shall  be  conducted  as  follows :  every  person  qualified  to  vote  at  any 
such  election,  who  shall  offer  himself  to  vote,  shall,  at  such  election, 
openly  deliver  his  ballot  to  one  of  the  officers  holding  the  said  elec- 
tion, which  ballot  shall  be  a  paper  ticket,  containing  the  names  of 
two  persons  for  trustees,  and  the  name  of  a  person  for  assessor  of  the 
ward  in  which  such  elector  shall  reside,  or  sudi  or  so  many  of  them 
respectively,  as  he  shall  think  proper  to  vote  for,  designating  who 
axe  voted  for  as  trustees  and  who  for  assessor,  and  for  whom  the 
said  elector  shall  think  proper  to  vote;  aod  the  said  paper  ticket 
shall  be  so  folded  er  closed  as  to  conceal  the  writing  thereon,  and 
on  the  receipt  of  every  such  ballot,  the  officers  holding  6uch  election 
shall,  without  suffering  the  same  to  be  opened  or  inspected,  cause  the 
same  to  be  put  into  a  box  to  be  provided  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  rod* 
said  village  for  that  purpose :  And  further,  that  the  poll  of  such 
election  shall  be  opened  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  shall 
continue  open  until  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  sanpie  day, 
and  no  longer ;  and  that  the  name  of  each  elector,  voting  at  such 
election,  shall  be  written  in  the  poll  lists  to  be  kept  at  such  election 
by  the  officers  holding  the  same ;  and  that  after  finally  closing  the 
poll  of  any  such  election,  the  officers  holding  the  same  in  any  of  the 
said  wards,  shall  proceed  without  delay  publicly,  first  to  couot  the 
said  ballots  unopened ;  and  if  the  number  of  ballots,  so  counted,  shall 
exceed  the  number  of  electors  contained  in  the  poll  lists,  the  officers 
holding  such  election  shall  draw  out  and  destroy,  unopened,  so  many 
of  the  ballots  as  shall  amount  to  the  excess ;  and  if  two  or  more  bal- 
lots; are  found  rolled  ojrfolded  up  together,  they  shall  not  be  estimat* 
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ed ;  and  thereupon  the  officers  holding  auch  election  shall  inune&» 
titely  proceed  openly  and  publicly  to  canvass  and  estimate  the  votes 
given  at  such  election,  aod  shall  complete  the  said  canvass  aod  esti- 
mate on  the  same  day,  aod  shall  thereupon  certify  aod  declare  the 
number  of  votes  given  for  each  person  for  each  respective  office* 
and  shall  file  such  certificate  io  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  said 
village  od  the  same  day ;  and  the  persons  having  the  greatest  number 
of  votes  for  each  of  said  office  s,  iu  each  ward,  shall  be  declared  to- 
be  duly  elected  to  such  offices  respectively;  and  the  assessors  ae 
elected,  shall  possess  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  arasseq 
of  any  towo  in  this  state* 

VI.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  an  election  shall  be  held  io 
each  of  the  wards  of  the  said  village,  en  the  second  Monday  of  May, 
iu  each  year,  forever  hereafter,  at  such  place  as  the  board  ef  true* 
.  tees  of  said  village  shall  appoint,  and  of  which  place  public,  notice 
shall  be  given  in  writing,  iu  at  least  tliree  public  places  in  said  ward, 
by  the  inspectors  thereof,  at  which  election  two  trustees  and  one  as* 
gestor  shall  be  annually  chosen  10  each  of  the  said  wards  respective* 
iy ;  of  which  election  the  trustees  in  each  ward  respectively,  for  the 
time  being,  or  such  other  person  or  persons  as  the  board  of  trustee* 
of  the  village  shall  for  that  purpose  appoint,  shall  be  inspectors,  .ex- 
cepting ihat  the  first  election  in  the  several  wards  of  the  said  village* 
00  the  second  Monday  iu  May  next,  shall  be  hejd.io  such  place,  la 
.each  of  the  said  wards,  and  under  the  direction  of  such  persons  aa 
the  present  trustees  of  the  said  village  of  Utica  may  for  that  purpose 
appoint  as  inspectors  of  such  election,  and  as  pioper  places  for  hold- 
^^^  ing  such  first  election ;  and  every  person  ottering  to  vote  at  auyaucb 
ifx^JT^u  election  shall,  at  the  time  of  offering  bis  vote,  be. an  actual  resident 
of  the  ward  in  which  the  same  is  offered,  and.  shall,  if  required  by 
any  person  qualified  to  vote  thereat,  before  he  is  permitted  to  vote, 
take  one  of  the  following  oaths^  viz.

**  I  — ?-  — -,  do  solemnly  swear  and  declare,  (or  affirm*  aa  the 
case  may  be,)  thai  I  am  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  have  resided  within  this  village  for  sue 
months,  last  past,  and  that  I  am  possessed  of  a  freehold  within  the 

said  village,  and  now  actually  reside  within  the ward  of  ^rie 

village,  and  have  not  been  before  polled  at  this  election."—  Or, 

"  I  — ■ — ,  do  solemnly  swear  and  declare,  (or  affirm,  as  the 

case  may  be,)  that  I  am  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  of  the  age  of 
twenty  ooe  years,  and  have  resided  within  this  village  for  six  mouths 
last  past,  aod  have  rented  a  tenement,  of  the  yearly  value  of  fkw 
dollars,  for  the  term  of  ooe  year,  within  the  said  village,  next  imme- 
diately preceding  this  election,  and  now  actually  reside  within  the 

ward  of  this  village,  and  have  not  been  before  polled  at  thia 

election." 

And  upon  taking  such  oath  he  shall  be  forthwith  permitted  to  vole,; 
and  if  any  person  shall  knowingly  swear  falsely  in  the  premises,  i*e 
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•halt  be  deemed  guilty  of  wilful  aod  corrupt  perjury,  and  punished 
accordingly  before  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof. 

VII.  And  be  k  farther  enacted,  That  oo  the  second  Monday  id  superrhergc 
May  aforesaid,  in  every  year  hereafter,  the  inhabitants  of  the  re-  gyff!*,, 
speetive  wards  in  said  village,  qualified  as  herein  before  mentioned, 
when  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  electing  the  officers  herein  before' 
mentioned,  shall,  by  ballot,  elect  and  choose  one  supervisor  and  two' 
constables  for  said  village,  for  the  year  then  ensuing;  and  the  ballot 
abalt  be  a  paper  ticket,  containing  the  name  of  one  person  for  super* 
visor  and  the  names  of  two  persons  for  constables,  or  such  of  them  as 
such  elector  shall  vote  for,  designating  in  said  ticket  who  is  voted 
for  for  supervisor  and  who  for  constables ;  and  the  said  paper  ticket 
shall  be  so  folded  or  closed  as  to  conceal  the  writing  thereon,  and 
shaH  be  delivered  to  one  of  the  officers  holding  such  election,  who, 
without  suffering  the  same  to  be  opened  or  inspected,  shall  put  the 
same  into  a  box,  to  be  provided  by  the  said  board  of  trustees  for 
that  purpose,  and  different  from  the  box  in  which  the  ballots  for  trus- 
tees and  assessor  shall  be  put,  and  a  poll  list  shall  be  kept  of  the  per* 
sons  voting  for  supervisor  and  constables,  by  the  officers  holding  such* 
election;  and  alter  closiog  the  poll  of  any  such  election,  and  on  the 
same  day,  the  officers  holding  such  election  shall  lock  the  poll  lists 
k>  the  box  containing  such  ballots,  and  shall  seal  the  said  box  in  such 
manner  that  no  ballots  can  be  taken  out  or  put  into  said  box  with- 
out breaking  such  seal,  and  oo  the  same  day  shall  deliver  said  box, 
so  sealed,  and  containing  said  ballots  and  poll  lists,  to  the  clerk  of 
said  village,  who  shall,  at  the  then  next  meeting  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  said  village,  deliver  the  box  containing  the  said  ballots  to  the 
takf  board*  of  trustees,  who  shall  then  and  there  proceed  to  canvass  Cffcmtm 
and  examine  the  said  ballots ;  and  the  person  who,  npon  such  can- 
jrasa.  is  found  to  have  the  greatest  number  of  ballots  in  the  whole 
village  for  supervisor,  shall,  by  said  board  of  trustees,  be  then  and 
there  declared  to  be  supervisor  in  and  for  said  village,  for  the  year 
ensuing;  and  any  two  persons  having  the  greatest  number  of  ballots 
hi  the  whole  village  for  constables,  shall,  by  said  board  of  trustees, 
be  then  and  there  declared  to  be  constables,  in  and  for  said  village, 
for  the  year  ensuing :  Provided  that  no  such  canvass  or  determina-  rwrfe* 
Hon  by  said  board  of  trustees,  shall  be  valid,  unless  at  such  meeting 
there  he  present  at  least  two  thirds  of  alt  the  trustees  of  said  village ;  * 

and  the  supervisor  and  constables,  so  elected,  shall  possess-  the  pow- 
ers and  perform  the  duties  of  supervisor  and  const  JfiHes  of  any  town 
ft  this  state. 

YHf.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  there  shall  happen  any 
vacancies  in  the  officers  so  chosen,  by  death,  resignation  or  other* ' 
wise,  before  an  annual  election  shall  be  held,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  board  of  trustees  of  said  village  to  direct  sn  election  to  be  held 
to  supply  such  vacancy,  which  election  shall  be  held  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  said  trustees  shall  direct,  and  in  all  respects  coo- 
ducted  in  the  same  manner  as  the  said  annual  election,  and  the  offi- 
cers thus  chosen  shall  hold  ther  offices  until  the  next  annual  elec- 
tion. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  freeman  or  inhabit-  p«naitrftr 
ant  of  the  said  village  shall  be  elected  to  the  office  of  tnistee,  super-  J*?"*  •* 
visor,  assessor,  constable  or  dollector,  of  the  said  village,  aad  baring 
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notice  thereof,  shall,  for  the  apace  of  five  days  after  such  notict,  M- 
fuse  or  neglect  to  take  upon  himself  such  office,  he  shall,  by  such 
neglect  or  refusal,  forfeit  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  recov- 
ered 10  the  name  of  the  treasurer  of  the  said  village  for  the  use 
thereof,  in  an  action  of  debt,  with  costs,  to  be  taxed  in  any  court 
having  cognizance  of  actions  to  that  amount. 
_  X.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  trustees,  or  a  majori- 

T™-u~      ty  of  them,  assembled  on  village  business,  shall  constitute  the  board 
of  trustees;  and  die  said  board  of  trustees  shall  be  summoned  and 
,  held  at  such  times  and  places,  in  said  village,  as  the  president,  or  in 

his  absence  or  sickness,  any  two  trustees  of  said  village  shall  appoint : 
and  the  president  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees ;  and  if  he  be  absent,  one  of  the  trustees  may  be  appointed  by 
the  members  present,  as  chairman  pro  hoc  vice :  and  the  said  board 
of  trustees  shall  annually  meet  at  some  place  in  said  village,  on  the 
1*7  moist  third  Monday  of  May,  in  each  year  forever,  aod  by  plurality  of 
el**,  fee.  ^^  appoint  one  clerk,  one  treasurer,  one  or  more  collectors,  and 
overseers  of  the  poor,  and  one  or  jnore  pound-roasters,  and  feoce 
viewere.porterSjCanriergjC^rtei^tmckmeOjpacke^beadle^beAUBCD, 
common  criers,  scavengers,  measurers,  surveyors  and  guagen,  or  such 
of  them  as  they  shall  think  proper;  and  the  clerk,  collectors,  over- 
seers of  the  poor,  fence  viewers,  and  pound-masters*  so  appointed, 
shall  severally  possess  the  powers  of  clerk*  collectors,  overseers  of 
the  poor,  pound-masters  and  fence  viewers,  of  any  town  in  this  state, 
subject  to  any  regulations  concerning  them  to  be  made  by  the  board 
of  trustees,  in  their  discretion. 

XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  present  firemen  of  Iher 
;  lift-  present  village  of  Utica,  shall  be  aod  are  hereby  declared  firemen 

of  the  said  village,  subject  however*  to  be  removed  by  (he  said  board 
of  trustees,  in  like  maimer  as  other  firemen  of  die  said  village. 

XII.  And  be  it  farther  enacted*  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
president  of  said  village,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  village,  to  grant  permits  for  retailing  spir* 
ituous  liquors  under  five  gallons,  and  for  keeping  taverns  in  said  vil- 
lage, at  the  time  and  under  the  regulations  prescribed  in  the  act,  en- 
titled **  an  act  4o  lay  a  duty  on  strong  liquors,  aod  for  regulating 
inns  and  taverns,"  and  take  the  recoguizance  prescribed  by  the 
same  act;  and  also  exact  and  receive  from  the  several  persona  to 
whom  such  permits  aball  be  granted,  the  same  excise  duties  as  are 
allowed  and  prescribed  by  tire  said  recited  act,  to  be  paid  over  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  said  village,  and  applied  for  the  support  of  the  * 
poor  of  the  said  village,  beside*  a  fee  of  two  dollars  for  every  such 
permit,  as  a  compensation  for  (he  services  of  said  president.

bled in  his,  her  or  their  house,  shop,  out-house,  yard,  garden  or 
premises,  nor  permit  at  any  time  any  manner,  of  gaming,,  quarrel 
log,  or  other  disorderly  practice  or  conduct,  nor  keep  auy.  billiard  SJTJS?  pr°" 
table  or  other  instmmeot  or  device  used  for  gaming ;  and  that  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  president  of  said  village,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  any  two  other  justices  of  the  peace  in  tlte  county  of  Oneir 
da,  to  hear  and  determine,  in  a  summary  way,  any  complaint  which 
may  be  preferred  against  any  tavern  keeper,,gTocer*  or  other  person 
as  aforesaid,  for  any  offence  in  the  premises ;  and,  in  case  they  shall  -

retail  strong  and  spirituous  liquors,  to  be  drank  in  his,  her  or  their  "*• 
house,  shop,  out-house,  yard,  garden  or  premises,  within  the  said  vil- 
lage, in  pursuance  of  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  lay  a  duty  on 
strong  liquors,  and  for.  regulating  inns,  and  taverns,9'  passed  April 
7lh,  1801,  and  the  recognizances  of  other  persons  aforesaid,  to  be 
taken  and  entered  into  as  aforesaid,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  instead  of  being  entered  into  aid  acknowledged,  to  and  in  the 
name  of  the  people  of  the  state  of  New- York,  shall  be  taken  in  the

Restrain  disorderly  and  gaming  houses,  billiard  tables  and  other  in- 
struments and  devices  used  (or  the  purpose  of  gaming;  to  direct 
the  keeping  and  returning  bills  of  mortality,  and  to  impose  penalties- 
ou  physicians,  sextons  and  other  persons  for  any  default  in  the  pre- 
mhes;  to  regulate  the  keeping,  carting,  conveying  and  transporting 
of  gun  powder  or  other  combustible  or  dangerous  materials,  and  the 
use  of  candles  and  lights  in  livery  or  other  stables;  to  prevent  the

laid  out  or  altered ;  also  to  cause  common  sewers,  drains  and  vaults 
to  be  made  in  any  part  of  the  said  village;  and  to  order  and  direct 
the  pitching,  levelling,  raising,  repairing,  amendiog,  cleaning  and  pa- 
ving any  of  the  streets,  alleys,  roads  or  highways,  within  the.  said  vil-

same  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  such  owner, 
occupant,  or  other  person  interested  therein,  refusing  or  neglecting  to 
pay  the  same,  rendering  the  overplus,  (if  any)  after  deducting  the 
charges  of  such  distress  and  sale,  to  such  owner,  occupant  or  other 
person  interested  therein,  or  his  or  her  legal  representatives:  Provi- 
ded akoays,  that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  affect  any  agree- 
ment between  any  landlord  and  tenant,  respecting  the  payment  of  any 
such  charges ;  but  they  shall  be  answerable  to  each  other  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  this  act  bad  never  passed  :  And  further >  that  if 
any  money,  so  to  be  assessed,  shall  be  paid  by  any  person,  when  by 
agreement  or  by  law  the  same  ought  to  have  been  borne  or  paid  by- 
some  other  person,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  person  paying  the 
same*  to  sue  for  and  recover  the  same,  with  interest  and  costs  of  suit, 
in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof,  as  so  much  money  paid  for 
the  use  of  the  person  who  ought  to  have  paid  the  same;  and  the 
assessment  aforesaid,  with  proof  of  payment,  shall  be  conclusive  ev- 
idence in  such  suit :  And  provided  further,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  *■»  'pf* 
any  person,  woo  may  conceive  himself  aggrieved  by  any  act  or  acts 
of  the  said  trustees  or  assessors,  by  virtue  of  this  section,  to  appeal 
therefrom  at  the  next  court  of  common  pleas  to  be  held  in  and  for 
the  said  county  of  Oneida;  and  that  in  case  of  such  appeal  and  due 
notice  thereof,  with  the  reasons  to  be  given  by  the  appellant  to  the 
said  trustees,  to  make  a  full  return  of  the  facts  and  circumstances 
relative  to  such  act  or  acts,  and  the  principles  wherein  the  same  is 
or  are  founded,  to  such  court  of  common  pleas,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  hear  aod  examine  the  allegations  of  the  parties  touching  the  premis- 
es, and  to  make  such  order  thereupon  as  such  court  shall  deem  equit- 
able, which  order  shall  be  conclusive  and  final. 

That  in  case  any  estimate  or     ifimy 
assessment  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  have  been  complied  with,  and  the  £«![*£** 
sums  thereby  assessed  shall  not  have  been  paid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  ***•  ' 
the  board  of  trustees  to  cause  the  same  to  be  advertised  io  one  or 
more  of  the  public  newspapers,  printed  in  the  said  village,  for  six 
months,  thereby  requiring  the  owners  of  such  lots 'respectively,  to 
pay  the  sum  at  which  the  said  lots  shall  be  assessed,  to  the  treasurer 
it  the  said  village ;  and  that  if  default  shall  be  made  in  such  pay* 
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tfient,  eucb  lot  will  be  sold  at  public  auction,  at  a  day  and  place 
therein  to  be  specified,  for  the  lowest  term  of  yeare  at  which  any 
person  shall  ofler  to  take  the  same,  in  consideration  of  advancing 
the  sum  assessed  on  the  same,  for  the  expense  aforesaid,  with  the 
interest  thereof;  and  if  notwithstanding  such  notice  and  demand,  the 
owner  or  owners  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  such  assessment,  with 
the  charge  of  appraisement  and  advertisement,  and  the  interest  as 
aforesaid,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  board  of  trustees  to 
cause  the  said  lot  to  be  sold  at  public  auction,  for  a  term  of  years,

stay  alter  &  XXII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  in  the  opinion  of  said 
•  board  of  trustees,  the  public  interest  of  said  village  requires  (hat  any 
street  or  alley  in  said  village  should  be  altered,  by  widening  or  air 
let iog  (lie  course  of  the  same,  or  that  any  new  street  should  be  laid  ou 
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and  opened  in  said  village,  that  the  land  of  any  person  or  persons,  on

That  from  and  after  the  pass- 
ing .or  this  act,  all  that  part  of  the  town  of  Whitestown,  within  the  ^w1,ofV*i' 
limits  of  the  village  of  Utica,  as  described  io  this  act,  shall  be,  and 
fiereby  is  erected  into  a  separate  town  by  the  name  of  ittica.

CHAP.  CXCIIL 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act,  cntWed  u  an  act  to  vest  certain  powers 
vt  thr  f  re 'holders  and  inhabitants  of  the  village  of  Montgomery* 
m  the  county  of  Orange"  passed  February  17, 1810. 

Passed  April  lls  1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  oj  the  State  of  New-York,  reprc- 
wtmiii  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  the 
county  of  Orange,  residing  in  the  said  village  of  Montgomery,  any 
freeholder  or  inhabitant  of  said  village,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  de» 
clared  corapeteot,  respectively,  to  give  testimony  id  any  cause  where- 
in the  said  trustees  are  par  ies,  notwithstanding  any  remote  interest 
they  may  have  in  the  eveut  of  such  suit,  as  members  of  the  corpo- 
Lou  may  be  ration  of  said  village. 

M>iAforia*er  jj#  jnd  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  case  any  tax,  assessed  up- 
on the  owner  of  any  real  estate  lying  in  said  village,  cannot  be  col- 
lected by  distress  of  personal  property  fn  possession  of  the  occupant, 
or  in  case  no  person  shall  be  in  the  occupation  of  such  real  estate, 
then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees,  and  their  successors,  or  a 
major  part  of  them,  to  cause  so  much  of  the  real  estate,  so  charged 
with  said  tax,  as  they  may  deem  sufficient  therefor,  to  be  sold  at 
public  vendue,  within  said  village,  for  the  lowest  term  of  time  that 
any  person  or  persons  shall  offer  to  take  the  same,  in  consideration  of 
advancing  the  sum  assessed,  and  the  expen:es  of  such  assessment 
and  sale,  giving  one  month's  ijbtice  thereof  in  onflfcf  the  newspaperr 
printed  in  the  said  county  of  Orange,  (if  any)  and  io  the  paper  prin- 
ted by  the  printer  of  this  state ;  aod  to  execute  to  the  purchaser  oi 
purchasers  thereof  a  sufficient  conveyance  for  the  same;  and  the  said 
purchaser  or  purchasers,  his,  her  or  their  heirs,  executors,  admiois* 
trators  or  assigns,  ?ball  and  may  by  virtue  thereof,,  aod  of  this  act, 
lawfully  hold  aod  enjoy  the  same,  for  his,  her  or  their  own  proper  use 
and  benefit,  against  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  aod  all  persona 
claiming  under  him,  her  or  them,  until  his,  her  or  their  term  shall  be 
folly  completed  and  ended,  being  at  liberty  to  remove  all  the  build- 
Tt9ybo*  iogs  and  improvements  which  he,  she  or  they  may  erect  or  place 
thereon :  Provided,  the  same  be  removed  within  a  reasonable  time 
after  the  termination  of  said  term. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  the  said  trustees, 
or  a  major  part  of  them,  shall  deem  it  necessary  or  proper,  it  shall  be 
fa^oJt"  &  lawful  for  them  to  lay  out,  open  or  widen  any  street  or  alley  within 
•Jeett!  the  said  village,  or  to  remove  any  building,  erection  or  obstruction, 
for  the  improvement  of  any  street  or  alley  already  laid  out  or  open* 
ed,  without  being  considered  as  trespassers;  and  if  the  said  trustees, 
or  a  major  part  of  them,  cannot  agree  on  the  value  of  the  lands  so 
taken  iu  the  laying  out,  opening  or  widening  of  any  6treet  or  alley, 
as  aforesaid,  or  of  any  building,  erection  or  obstruction  so  removed 
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as  aforesaid,  with  tfce  owner  or, owners  thereof,  the  same  shall -be.de-  »■*■£•**» 
termined  and  the  true  value  set,  .and  approved  by  the  oath  of  three'*™ 
.freeholders,  riot  inhabitants  of  said  village,  who  shall  be  summoned 
by  a  constable  of  the  county  of  Orange,  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  from 
the  president  of  the  *aid  trustees;  and  said  constable  shall  attend  and 
swear  the  said  freeholders,  and  sit  with  them  upon  bearing  the  par- 
ties, and  shall  swear  the  witnesses,  but  shall  not  be  present  with  the 
aaid  freeholders,  or  give  his  vote  with  them,  in  assessing  or  making 
the  valuation  as  aforesaid.;  and  the  said  freeholders,  in  making  such 
^valuation, shall  take  into  .consideration  the  advantages  as  well  as  the 
.disadvantages  of  such  improvement  or  alteration,  aud  shall  uily  es- 
timate and  assess  the  injury  or  damage  actually  sustained  thereby, 
after  .weighing  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  as  aforesaid,  and 
within  three  days  after  such,  hearing,,  the  said  freeholders,  or  any 
rtwo  of  them,  shall  make  such  valuation  in  writing,  and  shall  deliver 
4i  copy  thereof  to  each  of  the  parties;  and  in  all  cases  of  such  laying  t«. 
out,  opening  or  widening  of  streets  or  alleys,  or  removals  of  build- 
jugs,  erections  or  obstructions  aforesaid,  the  value  of  the  lands  or 
damages,  .whether  agreed  6n -between  the  parties  or  -assessed  by  the 
freeholders. as  aforeseidi  sharl  be  levied  as  a  tax  by  die  trustees,  on 
the  inhabitants4 and  freeholders  of  said  village,  without  calling  a 
Tseeting  of  said  freeholders  and  inhabitants,  and  shall  be  assessed  and 
reflected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  taxes  of  the  village,  and 
all  the  charges  and  expenses  of  making  the  said  valuations  shall  be 
'borne  by  the  said  corporation*  , 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  Shall  and  may  be  lawful  ^Jf*0* 
for  the  said  trustees  to  provide  and  keep  a  pound  within  said  village, 
and  tcr  appoint  a  pound  master,  who  shall  bold  his  office  during  their 
pleasure.;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  fox  the  said  trustees  to  make  such 
regulations  relative  to  the  said  pound,  and  impose  such  charges  up- 
on the  creatures  so  impounded  therein,  exclusive  of  damages,  as  they 
Shall  deem  necessary  and  proper ;  and  if  the  owner  qf  any  creature 
or  creatures  impounded  shall  not  pay  the  damages,  (if  any)  for  which 
•aid  creature  or  creatures  -shall  be  so  impouoded,  and  the  pound 
(sea,  with  reasonable  charges  for  feeding  and  keeping  them,  not  ex- 
ceeding three  cents  ibr  every  creature  for  twenty- four  hours  such 
creatures  shall  be  impounded  and  fed.  within  six  days  after  the  same 
•shall  be  impounded,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  pound  master  to 
sell  such  cigature  or  creatures  at  public  vendue,  giving  forty-eight 
hours  notice  of  such  sate  by  advertisement  to  be  put  up  at  the  pound, 
and  at  three  of  the  most  public  houses  io  the  said  village,  and  out  of 
the  monies  arising  from  such  sale  to  pay  the  said  .damages,  and  ^re- 
tain in  his  hands  the  pound  Jees,  and  charges  of  keeping  and  feeding 
•said  creature  or  creatures,  ^nd  of  such  sale,  and  return  the  overplus 
Xo  the  owner  of  said  creature  or  creatures;  aod  if  no  owner  shall 
appeir  and  claim  such  overplus,  within  six  calendar  months  after 
such  sale,  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  trustees  for  the-use  of 
said  corporation.  Rt-ftwjn*  u 

.    V.  And  be  it  fmiher  enacted,  That  if  any  person,  who  shall  be  S£ 
appointed. poufid  master,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  take  upon  him  the 
duties  of  said  office,  aod  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  trustees, 
iwithio  five  days  after  notice  of  his  appointment,  he  shall  forfeit  the 
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sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  said  trustees,  for  the.  use  of 
the  corporation,  io  the  manner  prescribed  In  aed  by  the  act  hereby 
amended. 


CHAP.  CXCIV, 

AN  ACT  extending  the  time  for  the  payment  ef  certain  loans. 

Passed  April  11,1017. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  tiie  State  of  New-York,  represented 
in  senate  and  assembly  y  That  the  time  for  the  re-pay  raeot  of  loans 
made  out  of  the  treasury  of  ibis  state,  to  aid  individuals  or  incorpo- 
rated companies  io  carrying  on  any  manufacturing  business  within 
this  state,  shall  be  and  hereby  is  extended  to  all  such  as  shall  regu- 
larly pay  up  the  interest  on  their  loans  respectively,  until  the  first 
day  of  June,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  :  Provided,  that  all  such  loans  as  were  made  at  a  less  rate  of 
Interest  than  seven  per  cent  per  annum,  shall,  from  and  after  the 
time  they  became,  or  may  become  due,  bear  interest  at  and  after 
the  rate  of  seven  per  centum  per  annum :  and  provided  also,  thai 
this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  e*tend,thc  time  for  the  repayment 
of  such  loans  as  were  not  applied  to  the  objects  contemplated  by  the 
legislature  io  the  acts  authorising  the  loans,  nor  to  extend  the  time 
for  the  repayment  of  any  loan,  which  the  attorney  general  and 
comptroller  shall  have  reason  to  believe  may  not  be  wdl  secured: 
Provided,  and  this  act  is  upon  the  express  condition,  that  the  credit 
hereby  given  shall  not  be  continued  to  any  individual  or  company, 
Unless  such  individual  or  company  shall  in  each  year  obtain  a  cerr 
tificate,  signed  by  three  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas 
in  the  county,  not  interested  in  such  loan,  in  which  they  reside  or 
Carry  on  their  business,  that  the  debt  due  from  them  is  veil  secured 
to  the  state,  and  file  sueh  certificate  with  the  comptroller. 


CHAP.  CXCV. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  running  of  stages. 

Passed  April  11,1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  rf  the  stale  ofNcnhY&rk,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  no  owner  or  owners  of  any 
stage-coach,  waggon  or  sleigh,  tunning  or  travelling  upon  any  road 
in  this  state,  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  shall  hereafter  em- 
ploy or  continue  in  employment  any  person  or  persons  to  drive  such 
stage,  who  is  or  are  addicted  to  drunkenness,  or  the  excessive  use  of 
ardent  spirits,  or  any  spirituous  liquor  whatever ;  and  if  the  owner 
or  owners  of  any  stage  so  running  as  aforesaid,  shall  employ  or  com 
tiuue  in  his  or  their  employment  any  person  or  persons  to  drive  such 
stage,  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  he  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  to  the  people  of  this  state,  for  each  and  every  month 
foe  or  they  shall  continue  in  employment  any  such  driver  as  aforesaid^ 
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at  and  after  the  rate  of  one  hundred  dollars,  with  coats,  to  be  sued 
for  aod  recovered  in  aoy  court  having  cognizance  of  the  sane,  in 
an  actioo  of  debt,  to  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  said  people,  by 
the  district  attorney  in.  and  for  the  district  in  which  such  offence 
shall  happen ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  several  district 
attornies  within  this  state  to  prosecute  the  offender  or  offenders  for 
the  amount  of  the  said  penalty,  upon  the  reasonable  complaint  of  any 
person  or  persons,  and  to  account  for  ali  monies  he  may  recover  io 
any  such  action  to  the  comptroller  of  this  state.  * 

*  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  no  person  hereafter  dri- 
ving such  stage-coach,  waggon  or  sleigh  as  aforesaid,  upon  any  pub- 
lic highway  in  this  state,  with  any  passenger  or  passengers  in  such 
stage-coach,  waggon  or  sleigh,  shall  run  his  horses  to  pass  or  prevent 
being  passed  by  any  other  such  stagecoach,  waggon  or  sleigh  at 
aforesaid,  qr  any  other  waggon  or  sleigh,  or  on  any  other  occasion* 
or  for  any  other  purpose;  and  every  person  who  shall  be  guilty  of 
an  offence  against  the  provisions  of  tnis  section  of  this  act,  shall 
for  every  each  offeace  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  live  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  in  an  action  of  debt,  before  any  justice 
of  the  peace,  by  any  person  who  will  sue  for  the  same. 

III.  And  be  U  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
any  owner  or  owners  of  any  line  of  stages,  that  may  have  commen- 
ced, or  may  hereafter  commence  running  on  any  road  in  this  state, 
to  exact  or  receive  from  any  passengers  more  than  seven  cents  per 
mile  far  each  passenger. 


CHAP.  CXCVI. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  navigation  of  the  Hudson  river,  between 
Troy  andJfaterford. 

Passed  April  11, 1817. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  tfNerv-York,  rcpre*  i.mmkWn}m^n, 
sented  in  senate  and  assembly.  That  it  shaH  be  and  hereby  is  made  en*  duty. 
the  duty  of  the  acting  commissioners  for  the  improvement  of  the  nav- 
igation of  the  Hudson's  river,  between  the  city  of  Troy  and  the  vil- 
lage of  'Waterfbrd,  to  alter  or  amove  the  dams  and  works,  erected  in 
the  said  river,  in  such  manner  as  the  commissioners  hereafter  named 
in  this  act,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  determine  to  be  necessary,  io 
order  as  well  to  prevent  any  further  obstruction  to  the  channel  or 
navigation  of  the  said  river,  below  the  said  works,  as  injury  to  indi- 
viduals, aod  that  the  same  be  done  with  all  convenient  speed,  after 
such  determination  shall  be  made  and  delivered  to  them,  or  either  of 
them,  in  writing,  under  the  hands  of  the  said  last  mentioned  commis- 
sioner^ or  a  majority  of  them;  and  that  they  conform  to  such  fur- 
ther directions  in  relation  to  the  said  dams  and  works  as  may  be  so 
as  aforesaid  given  to  them,  by  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority 
of  them. 

And  whereas  it  is  not  only  proper  aod  expedient  to  prevent  as 
much  as  possible,  any  injury  to  the  navigation  of  said  river,  below 
the  said  dams,  by  the  increased  rapidity  of  the  current,  or  the  depo< 
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be  duly  convicted,  to  cause  him  to  be  imprisoned  for  a  term  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  flays  id  the  common  gaol  of  the'  county  of  Oneida; 
and  that  tilt  fees  and  expeoces  of  prosecuting  and  punishing  offen- 
ders under  the  said  by-laws  shall  he  defrayed  by  the  said  trustees, 
witaenet  &  XVI.  And  be  it  further1  enacted,  That  upon  the  trial  of  any  issue* 
juror*.  *  •  or  upon  the  taking  or  making  of  any  inquisition,  or  upon  the  judicial 
ibvestigalioo  of  any  facts  whatever,  to  which  issue,  inquest  or  inves- 
tigation, the  trustees  of  the  village  are  a  party,  or  in  which  they  are 
interested,  no  person  shall  be  deemed  an  incompetent  judge,  justice, 
witness  or  juror,  by  reason  of  his  being  an  inhabitant,  freeholder  or 
freeman,  of  the  said  village;  and  that  if  any  persoo  shall  be  sued  or 
impleaded,  by  reason  of  any  thing  done  by  virtue  of  this  act,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  such  person  to  plead  the  general  issue,  and  give  this 
act  and  the  special  matter  in  evidence  at  the  trial, 

XVII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  board  of  trustees 
MMwyt*  be  shall  and  may,  from  year  to  year,  cause  a  sum  not  exceeding  the 

sum  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  to  be  raised  by  tax,  1o  de- 
fray the  expenses  of  lighting  the  streets  of  said  village,  supporting  a 
night  watch  thereto,  and  for  defraying  the  expense  of  any  local  im- 
provement, and  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  in  said  village,  which 
may  be  nefcessary,  to  be  rated  and  assessed  upon  the  estates,  in  said  vil- 
UowauoMd  jage^  real  and  personal,  among  the  owners  and  occupants,  in  a  just 
and  equitable  manner,  in  proportion  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  ad^ 
vantages  and  sefcurity  which  each  shall  be  deemed  to  acquire  there- 
by, in  the  same  manner  as  the  taxes  of  the  county  of  Oneida  are  to 
be  assessed ;  which  money,  so  to  be  assessed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
Collected  ib  the  same  manner  as  the  taxes  of  said  county  are  collect- 
ed,by  the  collector  or  collectors  of  said  village,  by  virtue  of  a  war- 
rant signed  by  the  president  of  raid  village,  under  the  common  seal 
of  said  village,  and  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  said  vil- 
lage, to  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  board  of  trustees:  Provided^ 
no  assessment  be  made  bo  any  vacant  lot,  owned  by  a  non-resident, 
for  the  expense  of  lamps  or  lighting  the  same.   v " 

XVIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  said  board  of  trustees  to  lay  out,  make  and  open,  any  street,  alley, 

itay  i»t  out  road  or  highway/,  in  any  part  of  said  village,  and  to  cause  any  street; 
iw^fe'  alley,  rodd  or  highway,  already  laid  out  in  any  compact  part  of  said 

'     '  village,  to  be  opened  or  altered,  whenever  and  as  often  as  they  shall 

judge  the  public  good  requires  the  same  to  be  done:  And  provided; 
such  street,  alley,  road  or  highway,  shall  not  be  laid  out  or  altered 
so  as  to  run  across  or  over  the  site  of  aoy  house  or  building  erected 
before  the  same  street,  alley,  road  or  highway  shall  be  by  them  so 
laid  out  or  altered ;  also  to  cause  common  sewers,  drains  and  vaults 
to  be  made  in  any  part  of  the  said  village;  and  to  order  and  direct 
the  pitching,  levelling,  raising,  repairing,  amending,  cleaning  and  pa- 
ving  any  of  the  streets,  alleys,  roads  or  highways,  within  the  said  vil- 
lage ;  and  to  eause  to  be  made  estimates  of  the  expense  of  conform^ 
ing  to  such  regulations,  and  a  just  and  equitable  assessment  thereof 
femong-ihe  owners,  occupants  and  others,  interested  in  all  the  houses 
And  lots  intended  to  be  benefited  thereby,  in  proportion  as  nearly  as 
may  be  to  the  advantages  which  each  shall  be  deemed  to  acquire*; 
and  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  five  disinterested  free* 
bolder*  of  the  said  village,  to  make  every  such  estimate  and  \ 
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meat,  w«ho,  before  they  enter  upon  the  execution  of  their  trust,  shall 
pe  duly  sworn,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Onei- 
da, to  make  the  said  estimate  aqd  assessment  fairly  and  impartially, 
according  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment;  and  a  certificate 
in  writing  of  such  estimate  and  assessment  being  returned  to  the  said 
board  of  trustees,  and  ratified  by  them,  shall  be  binding  and  conclu- 
sive upon  the  owners,  occupants  and  others  interested  in  such  hous- 
es and  lots,  so  to  be  assessed  respectively ;  and  such  owners  and  oc- 
cupants, and  others  interested  in  such  houses  and  lots,  shall  also  re- 
spectively, on  demand,  pay  to  such  persons  as  shall  be  authorised 
by  said  board  of  trustees  to  receive  the  same,  the  sum  at  which  such 
feouse  or  lot  shall  be  assessed,  to  be  applied  towards  the  making, 
altering,  amendiog,  pitching,  paving,  cleaning  and  scouring  such 
streets,  roads,  highways  or  alleys,  and  making  and  repairing  such 
vaults  and  sewers  as  aforesaid r  and  in  default  of  such  payment,  or 
any  part  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  board  of  trustees  of 
said  village,  by  warrant,  under  the  seal  of  the  village,  to  levy  the 
same  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  such  owner, 
occupant,  or  other  person  interested  therein,  refusing  or  neglecting  to 
pay  the  same,  rendering  the  overplus,  (if  any)  after  deducting  the 
charge*  of  such  distress  and  sale,  to  such  owner,  occupant  or  other 
person  interested  therein,  or  his  or  her  legal  representatives:  Prmi* 
ded  ahvays,  that  nothing  iu  this  act  contained  shall  affect  any  agree- 
ment between  any  landlord  and  tenant,  respecting  the  payment  of  any 
such  charges ;  but  they  shall  be  answerable  to  each  other  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  this  act  had  never  passed  :  And  further,  that  if 
any  money,  so  to  be  assessed,  shall  be  paid  by  any  person,  when  by 
agreement  or  by  law  the  same  ought  to  have  been  borne  or  paid  by 
some  other  person,  then  it  shall  be  law  Ail  for  the  person  paying  the 
same,  to  sue  for  and  recover  the  same,  with  interest  and  costs  of  suit, 
in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof,  as  so  much  money  paid  for 
the  use  of  the  person  who  ought  to  have  paid  the  same;  and  the 
assessment  aforesaid,  with  proof  of  payment,  shall  be  conclusive  ev- 
idence in  such  suit :  And  provided  farther,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  ****  W^ 
any  person,  who  may  conceive  himself  aggrieved  by  any  act  or  acts 
of  the  said  trustees  or  assessors,  by  virtue  of  this  section,  to  appeal 
therefrom  at  the  next  court  of  common  pleas  to  be  held  in  and  for 
the  said  county  of  Oneida;  and  that  in  case  of  such  appeal  and  due 
notice  thereof,  with  the  reasons  to  be  given  by  the  appellant  to  the 
said  trustees,  to  make  a  full  return  of  the  facts  and  circumstances 
relative  to  such  act  or  acts,  and  the  principles  wherein  the  same  is 
or  are  founded,  to  such  court  of  common  pleas,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  bear  and  examine  the  allegations  of  the  parties  touching  the  premis- 
es, and  to  make  such  order  thereupon  as  such  court  shall  deem  equit- 
able, which  order  shall  be  conclusive  and  final. 

XIX.  And  be  U  further  enacted,  That  in  case  any  estimate  or     i?%m*y 
assessment  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  have  been  complied  with,  and  the  *u,f  •••*■* 
spins  thereby  assessed  shall  not  have  been  paid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  i 
the  board  of  trustees  to  cause  the  same  to  be  advertised  in  one  or 
more  of  the  public  newspapers,  printed  in  the  said  village,  for  six 
months,  thereby  requiring  the  owners  of  such  lots 'respectively,  to 
pay  the  sum  at  which  the  said  lots  shall  be  assessed,  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  sand  village;  and  that  if  default  shall  be  made  in  such  pay; 
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£ardow  reservation,  as  tbe  same  arc  described  and  bOonfaA  if* 
auch  conveyance,  be  and  tbe  fame  is  hereby  declared  to  be  rati- 
fied and  confirmed. 


CHAP.  CXCVIIL 

AN  ACT  U>  amend  Ou  ad,  entitled  "an  act  relative  to  the pilots 
qf  the  port  of  Wen-York." 

Passed  April  11,  1817. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  stale  of  New-York,  represented 
in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  wardens  and  pilots  of  the  port 
of  the  city  of  New-York,  shall  not  exact  or  receive  from  the  sub- 
jects of  the  united  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  any  other  or  greater 
fees  than  they  are  authorised  to  exact  and  receive  from  tbe  citizen* 
of  the  United  States,  for  any  services  thejr  may  be  called  upon  to 
perform  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  said  act:  Provided,  that  the  in- 
tercourse bet#een  this  state  and  his  Britannic  majesty's  possessiooa 
in  the  West  Indies,  and  on  The  continent  of  North  America,  shall  bt 
in  no  wise  aflfecteq  by  this  act 
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AN  ACT  to  intorporate  the  Cppenheim  and  Minden  bridge  compa- 
ny, and  for  other  purposes. 

Passed  April  11, 1817. 

I.  BEt  it  enacted  by  (he  people  of  (he  state  of  Nets-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  David  Fox,  Jacob  Maxkell, 
Peter  C.  Fox,  Augustus  Deifeodorf,  Jacob  A.  Keller  and  Peter  • 
Lanpman,  and  their  present  and  future  associates,  their  successors 
geiined^  god  assigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  lor  the  term  of  forty  years;  by  the  name  of  "  the  president 
and  directors  of  the  Oppenbeim  and  Minrieu  Bridge  company,"  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  a  bridge  over  the  Mohawk  river,  at  a  place 
where  said  river  divides  the  farms  in  the  occupation  of  James  Coch- 
ran and  John  Snyder,  the  former  in  the  town  of  Oppenbeim,  and 
the  latter  in  the  town  of  Minden,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery  j 
and  the  said  bridge  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  impede  the  pre* 
sent  or  future  navigation  of  said  river ;  and  they  are  hereby  ordain- 
ed, constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in 
feet  and  in  name,  for  the  term  aforesaid,  and  by  that  parae  tbey  and 
their  successors  shall  and  may  hare  succession,  and  shall  be  persons 
in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  implead- 
ed, answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being  defend- 
ed, in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of  suits  and 
actions  whatsoever  \  and  that  they  and  their  successors  shall  be  in 
law  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real 
or  personal,  for  the  public  use  of  tbe  said  corporation :  Provided, 
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that  the  whole  of  (he  estate  of  the  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed 
fire  thousand  dollars.

such  fire  person  who  shall  have  the  greatest  number  of  votes  at 
such  election  as  directors,  shall  be  directors,  and  shall  hold  their  res- 
pective offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their 
places ;  that  if  any  vacancies  shall  happen  among  the  directors, by  y  .^^ 
death,  resignatiooor  otherwise,  such  vacauciesaball  be  filled  up  for  b©w  aim. 
the  remainder  of  the  year  io,  which  they  shall  happen,  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  other  directors  for  the  time  being,  or  a  majority  of 
them;  and  that  the  first  directors  shall  be  Jacob  Markell,  Peter  C.  _.tj. 
Fox,  Peter  Lampmao;  Jacob  A  Keller  and  Augustus  DeiffendorC;  «£? 
and  that  David  Fox  be  the  first  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their  res- 
pective offices  until  the  first  Tuesday  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen,  and  until  othess 
shall  be  chosen  to  succeed  them ;  and  that  the  said  directors  shall  at 
their  first  meeting  after  such  electioo,  appoint  one  of  their  number 
president.

mule,  three  cents;  every  score  of  neat  cattle,  ten  cents,  and  in  that 
proportion  for  a  greater  or  less  number ;  every  score  of  sheep  or  hogs, 
who  exempt  teo  &nt»,  and  sain  proportion  for  a  greater  or  less  number :  Provided 
fromtou.  nevertheless,  that  any  troops  in  tbe  service  ef  the  United  Slates,  or 
of  this  state,  or  of  any  other  state,  in  time  of  war,  and  all  waggons 
and  other  carriages  with  property  of  any  kind  belonging  to  them,  or 
either  of  them,  shall  be  permitted  to  pass  tbe  same  toll  free. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  tbe  president  and  direct- 
Dividends,     ere,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January  next  after  the  said  bridge  shall 

be  completed,  and  shall  have  been  certified  by  the  said  judges,  la 
manner  aforesaid,  and  yearly  thereafter,  shaH  make  a  dimdend 
among  the  stockholders  of  the  said  corporation,  ef  tbe  production  of 
the  toll,  previously  deducting  therefrom  the  amount  of  aH  monies  by 
them  expended  in  making,  repairing  and  rebuilding  the  said  bridge, 
and  iu  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  the  said  corporation*  giv- 
ing previous  notice  of  such  dividend,  in  the  public  papers  printed 
either  in  the  county  of  Montgomery  or  the  city  of  Albany,  as  is 
herein  before  directed. 
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VIII-  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  tbe  expi- 
ratioo  of  said  term  of  forty  years,  the  said  bridge,  with  its  appurte*  initio* 
fiances,  shall  become  the  property  of  and  be  vested  in  the  people  of 
this  state.

I.  BE  it  enacted  hi/ tke  people  qf  the  State  of  Ninhfork,  represent- 
edm  senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  person  administering  the  gov- 
ernment of  this  state  be  authorised  tb  apbbint  three  disinterested  per- 
sons commissioners,  to  perform  certain  duties  mentioned  in  the  act 
hereby  amended;  and  that  it  shall  be  tbe  duty  of  the  treasurer,  men- 
tioned io  said  act,  to  pay  to  the  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by

^N  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Pilots'  charitable  society. 

Passed  April  11,  1817. 

WHEREAS  John  Mineugh,  Robert  Mitchell  ami  certain  otbe* 
persons,  hare  formed  themselves  into  a  society  for  the  relief  of  dis^ 
tressed  and  decayed  pilots,  and  of  pilots*  widows  and  children,  by 
tbe  name  of  the  pilots'  charitable  society,  and  have  prayed  to  be  in- 
corporated io  order  tbe  better  to  promote  tbe  benevolent  purposes  of 
the  said  society — Therefore, 

-  I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  such  persons  as  now  are  or 
hereafter  may  become  members  of  the  aforesaid  society,  shall  be  and 
are  hereby  ordained,  constituted  and  appointed  a  body  corporate  anq 
politic,  in  fact  add  in'  name;  by  the  name  of  *  the  pilots*  charitable 
society;"  and  byT  that  paroe  they  and  their  successors,  shall  and 
may  forever  hereafter  have  continual  succession,  and  shall  be  per- 
sons io  law  capable  of  stung  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  In  all  manner  of  action 
and  actions,  suits,  matters,  complaints  and  causes  whatsoever ;  and 
that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may 
change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure ;  and  shall  be  in  law  ca- 
pable of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  per^ 
sonal,  for  the"  use  of  the  said  society :  Provided  always,  that  audi 
real  and  personal  estate  shall  be  only  si|ch  as  is  necessary  for  the 
purposes  of  this  incorporation,  and  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  the 
annual  value  of  three  thousand  dollarf. 

II.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  for  the  better  carrying  into 
execution  the  objects  of  the  said  society,  there  shall  be  a  president, 
vice  president,  treasurer,  secretary  and  five  trustees,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year,  or  until  others  shall  b°.  chosen  in  their 
room;  and  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Mondayof  February  in  eve- 
ry year,  or  at  such  other  time  and  at  such  place  as  tbe  corporation 
shall  from  time  to  time  appoint ;  and  that  evey  such  election  shall  be 
by  ballot/  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  every  such  meet- 
ing; and  in  case  any  vacancies  shall  happen  in  either  of  (he  said  of- 
fices, by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  such  vacancies  shall  and 
may  be  filled  up  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  by  the  remaining  trus- 
tees, by  a  by-law  of  the  corporation. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  John  Mineugh  shall,  be  the 
first  president,  and  James  Kelso  the  first  vice  president  of  tbe  said 
society;  and' that  Nathaniel  Funk,  Israel  Navarro,  Robert  Mitch* 
jell,  Thomas  Bennett  and  David  Mitchell,  shall  be  the  first  trustees  ; 
^Thomas  Hope  the  first  treasurer,  and  Peter  Sawyer  tbe  first  secreta- 
ry, of  the  said  society,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  respectively  until 
the  first  Monday  of  February  next,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen! 
in  their  room. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  society  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions, for  the  management  of  their  funds  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, tbe  admission  of  members,  the  holding  of  meetings,  the  anouaj 
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£pm  to  be  paid  by  the  members,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  deem- 
ed expedient :  Provided,  that  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
iball  not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state  or  of 
the  United  State*.

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre-     ^ 
tented  w  senate  and  assenibiy,  That  William  Bristol,  Seymour  Kel- 
logg and  Elizur  Webster,  or  any  two  of  them,  be  and  they  are  here- 
by appointed  commissioners  to  lay  out  a  public  highway,  of  the  commad^ 
width  of  four  rods,  from  the  village  of  Canada  way,  in  the  county  of  en* 
Chautauque,  on  an  easterly  direction,  to  cross  the  Cattaragus  creek 
at  or  near  Aldridge's,  thence  on  the  best  and  most  eligible  route  to 
intersect  the  Allegany  road,  at  or  near  Matthias  Lemon's  in  the  town  RoQte; 
of  Perry,  in  the  county  of  Genesee. 

-  II.  And  be.  it  further  enacted,  That  the ^aid  commissioners,  be- 
fore they  enter  upon  the  duties  aforesaid,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  to  lay  out  said  road  without  favor 
or  partiality ;  and  they  shall,  after  laying  out  said  road,  cause  to  be  ^  ^ 
made  an  accurate  map  of  the  survey  of  so  much  of  said  road  as  shall  ShT« 
fall  within  the.  county  of  Genesee,  and  cause  the  same,  with  the  field 
notes  of  the  survey,  to  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  said  county;       r  -1    - 
and  shall  cause  to  be  made  a  like  map  of  the  survey  of  so  much  of 

said  road  as  shall  (all  within  other  counties,  with  the  field  notes  there- 
of, to  be  filed  in  the  clerks'  offices  of  such  counties  respectively; 
And  shall  also  cause  a  like  map  and  field  notes  of  so  much  of  said 
road  as  shall  fall  within  each  town,  to  he  filed  in  the  clerks'  offices 
of  such  towns  respectively;  and  if  the  said  road  shall  be  laid  through 
any  improved  lands,  the  damages  shaU  be  appraised  and  paid,  and 
the  road  opened  and  impaoved  in.  the  same  manner  prescribed  in 
the  act  to  regulate  highways;  and  the  commissioners,  and  their  tur- 
veyor,  shall  be  allowed  each  two  dollars  -and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  * 
the  time  they  shall  be  necessarily  employed  in  the  duties  afore- 
said, and  such  reasonable  lum  for  contingent  expenses  as  the,  su- 
pervisors shall  direct;  and  if  either  of  the  said  commissioners  shall 
4k  and  perform  the  duties  of  surveyor,  he  shall  be  allowed  ooe  dol- 
c  lar  per  day,  in  addition  to  his  pay  as  commissioner  as  aforesaid.

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  gospel  and  school  lot  intke'town  of  East- 
em,  in  the  county  of  Chenango. 

Passed  April  11,  1817. 

WHEREAS  it  has  been  tepresented,  that  a  certain  lot  of  land, 
containing  one  mile  square,  knowo  by  lot  Dumber  fifty,  situated  in 
the  town  of  Eastern,  in  the  county  of  Chenango,  was  about  sixteen 
years  since  let  out  to  divers  settlers,  on  perpetual  leases,  by  the  town 
of  Oxford,  reset  ving  annual  rents  thereon  for  the  use  of  the  gospel  and 
school,  and  doubts  having  arisen  as  to  the  validity  of  said  leases— 
Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  NerihYork,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly \  That  the  said  leases  shall  be  deemed 
good,  effectual  and  valid  in  the  law;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of. the 
supervisors  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  of  the  towns  of  Eastern  and 
Oxford,  to  meet  together  at  the  house  of  William  Cable,  in  the  town 
of  Eastern,  on  or  before  the  last  Tuesday  in  June  next,  and  then  and 
there  to  make  an  equal  division  of  all  monies,  notes,  bonds  and  other 
securities,  arising  from  said  lot;  which  said  notes,  bonds  and  otbet 
securities  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  recoverable  in  any  court  having  cog* 
nfcance  thereof,  for  the  benefit  of  the  town  to  which  the  same  may 
fall  by  said  division,  and  may  be  sued  and  prosecuted  in  the  name 
of  (be  overseers  of  the  poor  of  said  towns  of  Eastern  and  Oxford  re* 
apectively* 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  supervisors  and  over* 
seers  of  the  poor  df  the  said  towns  of  Eastern  add  Oxford,  shall,  and 
it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  at  the  time  of  their  meeting  ©b  the  last 
Tuesday  In  June  next,  to  make  an  equal  division  of  the  territory  of 
said  lot,  agreeable  to  the  subdivision  of  the  same,  and  file  a  record 
thereof,  signed  by  a  majority  of  them,  with  each  of  the  town  clerks 
of  said  two  towns ;  and  they  shall  afeo,  within  thirty  days  thereafter, 
cause  a  notice  to  be  given  to  each  of  the  settlers  or  lessees  of  said  lot 
to  whioh  of  the  said  towns  of  Eastern  or  Oxford  that  part  of  the  lot, 
by  him  occupied,  may  fell  by  saM  territorial  division;  which  said 
occupants  or  lessees,  (after  notice  so  given)  shall  hereafter  recognise 
the  town  to  which  their  part  of  said  lot  may  fall  as  aforesaid,  as 
the  one  entitled  to  all  rents  due  or  to  become  due  thereon  by  virtue 
of  the  leases  above  mentioned. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  each  of  the  said  towns  of 
Eastern  and  Oxford  shall,  from  and  after  the  time  the  territorial  di* 
vision  of  said  lot  takes  place,  is  confonsf  ty  with  the  provisions  of  Una 
act,  be  liabte  to  support  all  paupers  who  may  .hereafter  gain  a  rest> 
dence  on  its  respective  division  of  said  lot,  and  become  chargeable  as

AN  ACT  authorising  tin  raising  of  a  sum  of  money,  in  the  Bounty 
of  Ontario,  to  be  patf  to  the  commissioners  for  building  a  bridge 
over  the  Genesee  river. 

Passed  April  11,  1817. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  ike  State  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed  m  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Ontario,  at  their  annual  meeting  in 
October  next,  to  cause  to  be  raised  by  tax  the  mm  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty-six  dollars  and  eighty-seven  cents,  over  and  above  the  ordi- 
nary expenses  of  collecting  the  same;  which  may  be  levied  and  col- 
lected in  the  same  manner  as  the  contingent  charges  of  the  county  are 
levied  and  collected ;  and  when  collected  shall  be  paid  to  John  H. 
Jones  and  Hugh  McNair,  commissioners,  appointed  to  erect  a  bridge 
over  the  Genesee  river,  between  the  towns  of  Geneseo  and  LieceMer, 
in  discharge  of  a  recovery  against  them  by  one  Asa  Johnson,  for 
building  such  bridge. 


CHAP.  CCV. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  members  of  ike  religious  society  ef 
Roman  Catholics,  belonging  to  the  congregation  of  St.  Peter's 
church  in  the  city  and  county  of  IS  ew- York. 

Passed  April  11,  1817. 

WHEREAS  the  members  of  the  Roman  Catholic  religious  soci- 
ety, belonging  to  St.  Peter's  church  and  to  Si.  Patrick's  cathedral, 
in  the  city  of  New- York,  have,  presented  their  petition  to  the  legis- 
lature, setting  forth  that  it  is  the  desire  of  the  petitioners  that  distinct 
acts  of  incorporation  should  be  passed  for  each  of  them,  the  said 
church  and  the  said  cathedral,  to  the  end  that  each  may  separately 
manage  and  direct  the  temporalities  unto  each  belonging :  And  where- 
as doubts  have  arisen  whether  the  members  belonging  to  the  said 
church  and  to  the  said  cathedral,  can  form  separate  incorporations 
-without  the  intervention  and  sanction  of  the  legislature,  in  as  much 
as  the  said  church  and  the  said  cathedral  are  now  incorporated,  joiut- 
ly,  under  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation 
of  religious  societies"  passed  April  $tb\  1813:  And  whereas  the  le- 
gislature deems  it  proper  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition- 
Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  peopU(f  the  StaU  of  NmYark,  represented 
in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  members  of  the  religious  society 
of  Roman  Catholics,  belonging  to  the  congregation  of  St.  Peter's 
church,  in  the  city  of  New- York,  now,  or  at  any  time  hereafter,  are, 
and  from  and  immediately  after  the  passing  of  this  act  shall  be,  and 
hereby  are  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  hi 
law,  by  the  name,  style  and  description  of  "  the  trustees  of  St.  Pe-  g^ . 
ter's  church  in  the  city  of  New- York;"  and  that  the  said  trustees 
and  their  successors,  to  be  elected  as  faeteiu  after  ordered  and  di- 
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rected,  and  not  otherwise,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  and  td 
the  number  as  herein  after  prescribed,  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
rrWffcgtt.  sioo,  aud  shall  be  entitled,  and  are  hereby  authorised  and  empower- 
ed, tor  take  into  their  possession  and  custody,  find  to  hold,  posses* 
and  enjoy,  all  that  portion  of  the  joint  property  and  estate,  both  real 
and  personal,  in  law  or  in  equity,  in  reversion  or  remainder,  which 
belongs  to  such  churchy  or  the  said  congregation  or  religious  so- 
ciety, whether  such  real  estate  may  have  been  given,  granted  or  de- 
vised, or  whether  such  personal  estate  may  have  been  given  or  de- 
vised directly  to  such  church  or  congregation,  or  to  any  other  per- 
son of  persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate,  for  the  use  of  such  church' 
or  congregation,  or  religious  society,  and  to  bold,  recover  and  enjoy 
all  the  debts,  demands,  rights  and  privileges,  and  the  said  church 
and  burial  place  thereto  adjoining,  with  all  the  appurtenances  and 
all  the  estates  belonging  to  sucp  phurch,  congregation  or  society,  in 
whatsoever  manner  the  same  may  have  been  acquired,  or  in  whose 
name  soever  the  same  may  have  been  held,  as  fully  and  amply  as  if 
the  right  or  title  thereto  had  originally  been  vested  in  the  said  trus- 
tees :  And  further,  that  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shalf 
be  capable  in  law  to  purchase,  take,  have,  hold,  receive  and  enjoy, 
to  themselves  and  their  successors  forever,  in  fee  simple,  or  by  any 
lesser  title,  any  estate  or  interest  in  any  lands,  tenements  or  heredit- 
aments, and  the  rents,  issues  and  profits  thereof,  the  yearly  income 
or  rent  of  which  shall  not  exceed  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars,  whether  the  same  be  by  gift, grant,  bargain  or  sale;  and  also 
to  purchase,  take,  hold,  possess*  and  enjoy,  any  monies  or  other  per- 
sonal estate  whatsoever,  by  gift,  grant,  bargain  and  sale,  bequest  or 
otherwise ;  and  the  same  land*,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  or  per- 
sonal estate,  to  give,  graut,  demise,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  as 
to  them  Bhall  appear  propcfr  and  just,  according  to  the  best  of  their 
judgment,  for  the  use,  benefit  and  advantage  of  the  said  church  and 
congregation:  Provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  author- 
ise the  said  trustees  to  sell  the  real  estate  unto  the  said  church  or 
congregation  belonging,  without  the  concurrence  of  the  chancellor  to 
be  first  had  and  obtained  in  the  manner  specified  in  the  eleventh  sec- 
tion of  the  act,  entitled  "an  act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of 
religious  societies:"  And  also,  that  the  said  trustees  and  their  suc- 
cessors, by  the  name  aforesaid,  shall  be  able  and  capable,  inlaw  or 
equtiy,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  defend  and 
be  defended,  in  any  court  or  courts,  in  as  full  and  effectual  a  manner 
as  any  other  person  or  corporation  within  this  state  taay  or  can  do. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  .be  lawful  for  the  said 
trustees  and  their  successors  to  make,  .have  apd  use  one  common  seal 
with  such  device  and  inscription  as  they  may  think  proper,  and  the 
same  to  break,  alter  or  renew  at  •pleasure;  'and '.the  said  trustees  and 
their  successors,  by  their  name  aforesaid,  shall  have,  hold  and  enjoy v 
all  and '  singular  the  rights,  privileges  and  liberties,  franchises  and 
protection,  for  themselves  and  the  said  church  and  congregation,  in- 
cident and  belonging  to  a  private  religious  corporation  or  body  poli- 
tic within  this  state. 

III.  And  be  k  further  enacted,  That  the  right  reverend  Roman 
Catholic  bishop,  in  the  city  of  New-York,  for  the  time  being,  shall 
ever  be  considered  ez-officio  the  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,

Provide  1  nevertheless,  that  io  the  case  of  the  absence  or  death  of 
the  said  right  reverend  Roman  Catholic  bishop,  the  said  board  of 
trustees  shall  have  the  {power  to  appoint  a  chairman  pro  tempore : 
And  furthers  that  the  first  trustees  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
Composed  of  the  following  persons,  viz.  Douriaick  Lynch,  junior,  TrujteM- 
Francis  Cooper,  Francis  Depau,  Robert  Fox,  Joho  R.  Skiddy, 
Lewis  Larue,  John  George  Gottsberger,  James  Matthews  and  Gar* 
ret  Byrnes;  which  persons  shall  continue  in  office  until  Easter  Mon- 
day, in  the  year  of  uur  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  cigh* 
teeo :  And  further,  that  nine  lay -members  of  the  8a  id  congregation, 
worshipping  in  and  contributors  to  the  said  church,  shall  be  appoint-  S?^direi- 
ed  and  elected  in  manner  and  form  as  follows,  that  b  to  say ;  it  shall  •*• 
be  the  duty  of  all  the  male  persons  of  full  age  belonging  to  the 
said  church,  or  so  many  of  them  as  thiak  proper  to  attend,  being 
pew-holders  or  stated  hearers,  and  contributing  to  the  said  church 
not  less  than  four  dollars  annually,  in  quarterly  payments,  and  not 
more  than  sii  mouths  in  arrear,  to  meet  on  Easter  Monday,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen,  between 
the  hours  of  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  three  o'clock  io  the 
afternoon,  and  elect  nine  lay  trustees  by  ballot,  at  such  place  io  the 
said  city,  and  under  such  directions  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  whereof  due  notice  shall  be  given  three  Sundays 
successively  in  said  church  during  divine  service,  and  immediately 
preceding  said  election;  and  thr  trustees  elected  as  herein  last  men* 
tiooed,  shall  continue  in  office  for  three  years  from  the  day  of  their 
election;  and  immediately  after  such  election,  the  said  trustees  shall  jtUnm  # 
divide  themselves  into  three  classes,  numbered  one,  two,  three,  and 
the  seats  of  the  members  of  the  first  class,  shall  be  vacated  at  the 
Expiration  of  the  first  year,  and  the  members  of  the  second  class  at

place  in  the  said  city,  and  under  such  directions  as  shall  be  agreed 
Upon  by  the  board  of  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  whereol  due 
notice  shall  in  like  manner  foe  given  three  Sundays  successively  in 
said  church,  during  divine  service,  and  immediately  preceding  such 
,  election;  and  the  three  trustees  so  'elected  annually  to  fill  such  va- 
cancies, shall  in  like  manner  with  the  trustees  first  elected  continue 
in  office  for  three  years;  and  the  electors  at  all  such  subsequent 
elections,  shall  possess  the  same  qualifications,  and  contribute  in  like 
manner,  as  the  electors  for  the  first  election ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  trustees  to  keep  a  book  to  register  all  the  names  of  the  to  regi.ur 
electors  so  qualified,  and  to  produce  such  book  at  the  elections;  in  namc** 
order  to  test  the  qualifications  of  the  electors,  in  case  the  same  should 
be  questioned ;  and  if  any  vacancy  io  the  office  of  trustee  happen 
by  resignation,  death  or  otherwise,  the  remaining  trustees  may  make  mectinr* 
temporary  appointments  until  the  next  annual  election,  which  ap- 
pointments shall  then  fill  such  vacancies,  to  the  end  that  do  elector

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  trustees  shall  appoint 
out  of  their  number  a  suitable  person  for  the  oftice  of  treasurer, 
and  may  elect  a  clerk  from  the  members  generally ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  keep  the  minutes  of  all  their  proceedings, 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose ;  and  the  said  treasurer  shall  exhibit 
a  full,  true  and  just  account,  quarter  yearly,  to  the  board  of  trustees, 
of  the  state  of  the  funds  of  the  said  church,  and  of  the  free  school 
thereunto  belonging;  and  the  said  electors  shall  likewise,  at  every 
election  for  trustees,  elect  two  of  the  said  congregation,  who  are  en- 
titled to  a  vote  as  auditors,  to  inspect  and  examine  the  treasurer's 
books,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  a  report  to  the  congregation, 
giving  a  statement  of  the  funds  of  the  said  church,  and  the  free 
school  thereunto  belonging;  the  treasurer  to  give  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  trust,  in  such  sum  as  the  said  trustees 
shall  think  proper. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  trustees  of  St.  Peter's 
church  aforesaid,  shall  assume  and  become  responsible,  and  they 
are  hereby  made  liable,  jointly  with  the  trustees  of  St.  Patrick's 
cathedral  in  the  city  of  New-York,  for  the  debts,  bonds,  notes  and 
other  demands  which  the  trustees  of  St.  Peters  church  in  the  city 
of  New-York  have  lieretofore  contracted  and  are  now  liable  for; 
and  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  the  funds,  revenues  and  receipts  of 
each  of  the  aforesaid  churches  shall  be  and  continue  and  remain 
pledged  and  liable  for  the  final  liquidation,  redemption  and  extinguish- 
ment of  the  responsibilties  heretofore  incurred  by  the  trustees  of  St. 
Peter's  church  last  aforesaid,  and  that  an  account  of  the  revenue  and 
expenditures  of  either  church  shall  be  mutually  rendered  by  the 
trustees  of  each  church  to  the  trustees  of  the  other  church  at  the 
end  of  every  year,  at  which  time  the  surplus  funds  of  both  and  ei- 
ther of  them  shall,  after  deducting  all  necessary  expences,  be  deliv- 
ered and  paid  over  towards  the  payment  and  satisfaction  of  the  res- 
ponsibilities and  pecuniary  engagements  incurred  as  aforesaid,  until 
the  same  sb«dl  be  satisfied  and  extinguished. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  said  trustees  of  St  Peter's  church  aforesaid,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  may  require,  at  the  call  of  any 
two  of  such  trustees,  to  meet  together  for  the  purpose  of  transacting 
the  business  of  the  society  under  their  care ;  and  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  meeting  duo  notice  shall  be  given  to  all  the  said  trus- 
tees at  least  one  day  before  the  said  meetisg,  (excepting  in  cases  of 
emergency)  and  if  five  of  said  trustees  shall  attend,  they  shall  form 
a  quorum  or  board  of  trustees,  and  shall  have  power,  by  a  majority 
of  votes,  to  make,  ordain  and  establish  such  rules,  orders  and  regu- 
lations for  the  management  of  the  temporal  concerns  of  the  said  con- 
gregation, and  for  the  government  of  the  schools  attached  to  the  said 
church,  as  to  them  shall  seem  just  and  proper :  Provided,  that  such 
rules,  orders  and  regulations  be  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  and  con- 
stitutution  of  this  and  of  the  United  States :  Provided  also,  that  the 
aaid  trustees  shall  not  enter  into  any  expences,  other  than  the  ordina- 
ry contingent  and  necessary  expences,  without  the  consent  and  con* 
currence  of  the  trustees  of  St.  Patrick's  cathedral,  in  the  city  of 
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New- York,  first  to  be  had  and  obtained,  iiBtil  the  final  extinguish- 
ment and  satisfaction  of  all  the  debts,  responsibilities  and  engagt  ments 
heretofore  incurred  by  the  trustees  of  St  Peter's  church,  and  here- 
by assumed  in  equal  portions  by  the  trustees  of  the  said  cathedral 
last  mentioned  and  of  the  said  church  herein  mentioned. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  esse  of  a  dissolution  of  men  tbe^ 
this  corporation,  or  forfeiture*  of  its  charter  by  means  of  any  non-user  ">«y  be  i3»- 
or  neglect  to  exercise  any  of  the  powers  now  given,  it  shall  be  law-  cor*or*tel1, 
fill  for  the  said  congregation,  having  a  right  to  vote  at  elections,  to 

cause  themselves  and  this  society  to  be  re-incorporated  in  the  mode 
prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  under  the  present  charter  of  in- 
corporation ;  and  thereupon  all  the  real  and  personal  property  which 
•did  belong  to  such  dissolved  corporation  at  the  time  of  its  dissolu- 
tion, and  all  property  given  or  granted  for  the  benefit  of  such  corpo- 
ration, congregation  or  religious  society,  shall  vest  in  such  new  in- 
corporation for  the  said  society. 

VIII.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  joint   iocorpora-  j€|B|  il|for#

CHAP.  CCVJ. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  gaol  liberties  in  the  county  of  Oswego* 

Passed  April  11, 1317. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  ike  State  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed in  senate  and  assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  judges  of  the  eourt  of  common  pleas  in  and 
.for  the  county  of  Oswego,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  appoint  and  estab-' 
lish  gaol  liberties  at  the  two  several  sites  already  established  for 
.building  court  houees  and  gaols  in  said  county,  in  the  same  way  and 
manner  as  the  judges  or  courts  of  common  pleas  in  the  several  coun- 
ties of  this  state  are  authorised  to  do  by  virtue  of  the  fourth  section 
-of  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  relative  to  gaols,"  passed  the  6th  of  Apri], 
,18,13. 
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CHAP.  CCVII. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  New-York  female  assistance  society. 

Passed  April  11,  1817. 

WHEREAS  a  petition  hath  been'  presented  to  the  legislature, 
from  certain  ladies  of  the  city  of  New- York,  representing  that  they 
have  heretofore  associated  for  charitable  purposes,  under  the  namte 
and  style  of"  the  New- York  female  assistance  society,"  for  the  re- 
lief of  sick  poor  women  aud  children,  and  praying  to  be  incorporate 
ed-^Thcrefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York*  tepre* 
sotted  in  senate  attd assembly,  That  all  persons  who  now  are  or  may 

Bod?  eorpo-  hereafter  become  members  of  the  said  society,  shall  be  and  hereby  ate 
"***  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 

in  fact  and  ia  name,  by  the  style  and  description  of  "  the  New-Yoik 
female  assistance  society,"  until  the  second  Monday  of  November, 
which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty;  by  which  name  and  style  they  and  their  successors  chall 
Priytefei.  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  capable  of  suing  and  being 
sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered 
unto,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever;  and  they  and  their  succes- 
sors may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same 
at  their  pleasure :  And  also,  that  they  and  their  successors,  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  of  the  New- York  female  assistance  society, 
shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  es- 
tate, real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation :  Provided, 
that  the  yearly  value  of  the  same  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  the 
amount  of  three  thousand  dollars. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  officers  of  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  a  directress,  second  directress,  treasurer  and  secreta*- 

POeex*.  ,7» aD<*  twe*ve  Managers,  and  as  many  assistant  managers  as  the  said 
society  shall,  from  time  to  time,  deem  necessary  to  appoint,  (such  of- 
ficers being  inhabitants  of  the  said  city  of  New- York,  and  members 
of  the  said  corporation,)  and  shall  be  elected  (the  assistant  managers 
thereof  excepted)  on  the  second  Monday  in  November  in  every 
year,  at  «Uch  time  and  place  in  the  said  city  as  shall  be  designated 
by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  corporation;  and  such  persons,  being  fe- 
males, who  shall  at  any  such  election  have  the  greatest  number  of 
votes  for  the  said  offices  respectively,  shall  be  deemed  duly  elected 
to  the  said  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  iu 
their  places;  and  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  prevent  the  re-election  of  any  or  either  of.  the  said  officers;  that  if 
any  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  happen  among  the  said  officers,  (as- 
sistant managers  excepted)  by  any  cause  whatever,  the  same  shall 
be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  by  a  special  election,  to  be 
notified  aud  held  for  the  purpose,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual 
elections,  at  such  times  and  places  as  shall  be  fixed  on  by  the  offi- 
cers, or  ascertained  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  corporation;  and  that 
Ann  Strong  shall  be  first  directress,  Hester  Smith  the  second  di- 
rectress, Sarah  Hall,  treasurer,  Mary  W.  Morgan,  Fccrclary,  Sarah 
Vamlerpool,  Tamelia  Lamplin,  Eliza  Day,  Harriet  Wheeler,  Fran- 
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jccs  Tappan,  Hilab  Russel,  Susan  Seaman,  Susan  Willing,  Jane 
.Oakley,  Catharine  Wallace,  Rebecca  Burling  and  Mary  Johnson, 
managers;  and  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  the  second 
Monday  in  November  next,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their 
places. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted*  That  in  case  it  should  happen 

that  an  election  of  officers  should  not  be  made  on  any  day  wheu  by  Elections 
4he  direction  of  this  act  it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  said  corpo-  "tf"** 
ration  shall  not  for  that  cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved,  but  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  on  any  other  day  to  make,  have  and  hold  an 
election  of  officers,  in  such  maoner  as  shall  have  been  prescribed  by 
the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  said  corporation. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted*  That  the  said  meetings  and  elec-  Election., 
lions  of  officers  shall  be  held  and  made  at  a  place  certain,  to  be  fix- 
ed by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  corporation,  and  eight  members  of  the 

said  corporation,  including  any  one  of  the  officers  thereof,  shall  be 
considered  a  quorum,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  do  and  transact 
all  the  business  of  the  said  corporation. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  directress  and  second  di- 
rectress, treasurer  and  secretary,  shall  be  ex-officio  managers;  and  M-ni|Ber9 
that  the  managers,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  full  power,  from  power*. 
lime  to  time,  to  make  by-laws  and  ordinances  relative  to  the  man- 
agement and  disposition  of  the  estate  and  concerns  of  the  same,  and 

the  regulating  the. persons  exercising  the  offices  aforesaid :  Provided, 
euch  by-laws  and  regulations  be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  or 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  managers  shall,  at 

leaBt  once  in  every  year,  on  the  second  JVJonday  in  November,  im-  To  •CC0B|tf' 
mediately  previous  to  the  election  of  officers,  exhibit  to  the  mem- 
bers thereof,  in  and  at  their  annual  meeting,  an  account  of  their  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  of  the  then  last  twelve  months. 

'  VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  husband  of  any  married 
woman,  who  is  or  may  be  or  become  a  member  or  officer  of  this  Hnibtndf, 
corporation,  Bhall  not  be  liable  to  the  said  corporation  for  any  loss  whe"taM* 
occasioned  by  the  neglect  or  misfeasance  of  his  wife,  upon  any  sub- 
scription or  arrangement  of  his  wife ;  but  if  he  shall  have  received 
any  money  from  his  wife,  belonging  to  the  said  corporation,  or  if  lie 
shall  have  knowingly  and  willingly  applied,  or  suffered  to  be  applied 
to  his  use,  any  such  money  or  monies,  he  shall  be  accountable  there- 
for; or  if  the  husband's  goods  shall  be  attached,  or  if  he  shall  have 
become  insolvent,  such  money,  if  received  after  the  passing  of  this 
act,  shall  be  paid  in  preference  to  all  other  debts. 

VIII,  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  the  said  corporation  wbcn  dUf0l^ 
shall  apply  their,  or  any  part  of  their  funds,  10  any  other  purpose  ved. 
than  those  contemplated  by  this  act,  and.  shall  be  thereof  convicted 

in  due  course  of  law,  that  then  the  said  corporation  shall  cease  and 
determine,  and  the  estate  real  and  personal  thereof  shall  be  forfeited 
to  and  vested  in  the  people  of  this  state :  And  further,  that  nothing 
in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  legislature,  at 
any  time,  in  their  discretion,  within  the  period  aforesaid,  from  alter- 
ing ot  repealing  this  act 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  that  the  same  be  construed 
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in  all  courts  and  places  benignly  and  favorably,  for  every  charitable 
.purpose  therein  mentioned. 


CHAP.  CCVIIT. 

AN  ACT  fortiu  relief  of  the  infant  heirs  of  Battis  Denio.  t 

Passed  April  11,  1817. 

WHEREAS  Battis  Denio  died  in  possession  of  a  certain  lot  of 
land  situate  in  the  towo  of  Delhi,  and  county  of  Delaware,  leaving 
several  infant  heirs,  without  sufficient  personal  estate  to  support  and 
educate  them :  and  whereas  the  aforesaid  infant  heirs  cannot  prove 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  chancellor  that  the  said  Battis  Denio  was 
lawfully  seized  of  said  premises,  and  therefore  canuot  obtain  re-

CHAP.  CCIX. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  William  BuUerfield  and  others. 

Passed  April  II,  1817. 

WHEREAS  by  the  thirtieth  section  of  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act 
for  the  payment  of  certain  officers  of  government,  and  for  other 
purposes/9  passed  April  !£,  1814,  it  is  required,  that  in  the  several

<led:  Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  state  of  New- York,  represent- 
ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  commissioners  of  highways 
last  choseu  within  and  for  the  town  of  Putnam,  in  the  county  of 
Washington,  be  and  they  hereby  are  authorised  to  do  and  to  per- 
form alt  acts  incident  to  their  said  office,  as  effectually  as  though

Passed  April  11, 1817. 

I.  BE  U  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  no  person  residing  out  of  this 
state,  shall  rake,  gather  or  take  any  shell  or  other  fish  io  any  of  the' 
waters  of  this  state,  or  oa  the  shores  adjoining  such  waters;  and  eve- 
ry such  person  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  for 
every  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty-fire  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  on  the  complaint  of  any  citizen  of  this? 
state,  who  will  sue  for  the  same  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  with- 
in this  state,  io  a  summary  way ;  one  moiety  whereof,  when  recover- 
ed, shall  be  paid  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  the  city  or  town  where  such  offender  shall  be 
prosecuted,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  thereof. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  instead  of  fifty  dollars,  the 
forfeiture  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars,  for  any  offence  under  the  se-

WHEREAS  the  act  declaring,  among  other  things,  that  the 
Owasco  creek,  or  outlet  of  the  Owasco  lake,  shall  be  a  public  high- 
way up  to  the  first  fall  in  the  same,  is  uncertain,  inasmuch  as  it  ii 
difficult  to  ascertain  where  the  first  fall  in  said  creek  or  outlet  is 
situated;  and  the  owners  of  lands  adjoining  thereto  are  unable  to  de- 
termine whether  the  erection  of  mill  dams  on  certain  parts  thereof, 
are  obstructions  of  a  public  highway  or  not,  to  the  great  detriment 
of  the  public  interest — Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  state  of  NenhYork,  repre- 
sented in  senate  ana  assembly,  That  the  act  declaring  the  Owasco 
creek,  or  outlet  of  the  Owasco  lake,  now  within  the  bounds  of  the 
county  of  Cayuga,  a  public  highway,  shall  be  so  construed  as  not  to 
prohibit,  in  any  manner,  the  erection  of  mill  dams  across  said  creek 
or  outlet,  wherever  the  fall  in  the  same  is  such  as  to  admit  of  a  pond 
being  raised  sufficiently  high  to  drive  any  mill  machinery,  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  owners  of  the  land  adjoining  said  creek  or  outlet,  or 
flowed  thereby,  might  have  done  if  said  law  had  never  been  passed.

WHEREAS  by  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  granting  the  pre-emp- 
tion right  to  certain  lands  to  William  Sternbergh,"  passed  Marcir 
24th,  1815,  the  said  Sternbergh  was  authorised  to  locate  two  hun- 
dred acres  on  any  unappropriated  land,  belonging  to  the  people  of 
this  state,  in  the  late  Oneida  reservation :  Provided,  that  oo>such  lo- 
cation should  be  made  or  received  on  any  lot  of  land,  in  the  said  re* 
serration,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  surveyor  general,  ought  not 
to  be  granted;  and  it  appears  from  the  report  of  the  surveyor  gen* 
eral,that  he  permitted  said  Sternbergh  to  make  such  location  on  any 
of  said  lands:  Provided,  that  if  there  were  any  improvements  on  the 
land,  so  to  be  located,  he  should  produce  proper  releases  of  the 
same  from  the  Indian  occupants  thereof;  that  in  order  to  effect  said 
location,  the  said  Sternbergh  procured  a  release  from  the  said  Jacob 
Dockstader,  one  of  the  Indian  occupants,  of  his  improvements,  for 
which  the  said  Sternbersh  made  him  a  payment  in  part,  and  gave 
written  obligations  for  the  residue  of  the  consideration;  that  there 
were  other  improvements  on  the  land  described  by  said  Sternbergh, 
as  intended  to  be  located,  of  which  he  did  not  procure  a  release,  and 
lor  which  the  Indian  occupants  have  been  paid  on  the  part  of  the 
people  of  this  state  r  And  whereas  it  appears  from  these  facts,  that 
the  said  Sternbergh,  through  a  failure  in  performing  the  conditions 
ef  the  aforesaid  act,  has  forfeited  the  right  thereby  intended  to  be 
given  to  him :  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of the  State  of Nem*York,  represented 
in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  person  admin- 
istering the  government  of  this  state,  to  pay  to  the  said  Jacob  Dock- 
stader the  value  of  the  improvements  which  were  released  as  afore- 
said, as  the  same  has  been  appraised  by  the  persons  for  that  purpose 
appointed  on  the  part  of  the  state,  deducting  therefrom  the  amount 
which  he  has  actually  received  from  said  Sternbergh  in  considera- 
tion of  such  release :  Provided,  that  he  assign  to  the  people  of  the 
state  the  obligations  he  has  received  from  said  Sternberg  for  the  re- 
sidue of  such  consideration ;  and  in  that  case  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  person  administering  the  government  of  this  state,  to  cause  to  be 
delivered  to  the  said  William  Sternbergh  such  obligations,  and  pay 
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Mm  (he  amount  which  be  has  actually  paid  to  the  said  Jacob  Dock- 
stader  as  aforesaid :  Provided,  he  the  said  Sternberg!!  shall  execute 
a  release  to  the  people  of  this  state,  for  all  claim  he  may  have  by- 
virtue  of,  or  under  pretence  of,  the  aforesaid  act.

passed  the  6th  day  of  April,  1813,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  extended 
to  the  fifth  ward  of  the  said  city,  so  far  as  the  same  relate  to  opening, 
extending,  widening,  straightening  or  hying  out  any  street  or  high- 
way, 'and  to  pitching,  levelling,  forming  and  paving  such  street  or 
highway,  or  repairing,  cleaning  and  sweeping,  and  scraping  ihesame, 
and  to  making,  scouring  and  repairing  common  drains  or  sewers.

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed in  senate  and  assembly,  That  no  pickled  or  salted  fish,  in  bar- 
rels or  half  barrels,  shall  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale  within  this  state, 
unless  put  up  and  inspected  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  the  act,  en- 
titled "  an  act  for  the  inspection  of  fish,"  passed  the  26th  day  of 
March,  1813;  and  that  every  person  who  shall  sell  or  offer  to  sell 
any  pickled  or  salted  fish,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
forfeit,  for  each  barrel  thereof,  the  sum  of  twelve  dollars,  and  for

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act,  entitled  "mart  relative  to  incorpora- 
tions/or mamtfactwring  purposes." 

Passed  April  14,181,7. 

BE  it  enacted  by  tfe  people  of  the  Stale  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented t»  Seriate  and  Assembly  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of 
this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  five  or  more  persons, 
irho  shall  be  desirous  of  forming  a  company  for  the  purpose  of  ma- 
nufacturing Morocco  and  other  leather,  to  associate  together  and 
form  such  company,  according  to  the  directions  and  restrictions 
mentioned  in  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  relative  to  incorporations  for 
manufacturing  purposes,"  passed  March  22d,  181 1 ;  and  such  com- 
pany when  formed,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  in  fact  aod  in  name,  with  all  the  privileges,  capacities  and 
liabilities  in  said  act  mentioned  and  contained :  Provided,  neverthe- 
less, that  no  company  or  companies  who  shall  become  a  body  corpo- 
rate under  this  set,  shall  be  allowed  to  locate  their  establishment  in>

WHEREAS  the  trustees  and  stockholders  of  the  Farmers'  and

Prodded,  that  no  banking  business  shall  in  any  manner  be  carrltU

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  Chenango  turnpike  road. 

Passed  April  14,  18 It. 

WHEREAS  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Chenango  turn- 
pike road,  have  under  their  corporate  seal  relinquished  and  surren- 
dered all  the  light,  title  and  property  which  the  said  company  hare 
in  and  to  he  road  mentioned  in  their  charter  of  incorporation,  and 
the  toll  bridges  thereto  belonging,  and  in  particular,  the  road  from 
Oxford  to  the  Uuadilla  river,  erected  by  virtue  of  the  act,  entitled 
"  an  act  supplementary  to  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  establish  a  turn- 
pike corporation,  for  opening  and  improving  a  certain  road  therein 
described,  within  the  counties  of  Oneida  and  Chenango,"  passed 
April  4ib,  1 H03 ;  and  also,  all  the  right  and  authority  which  the 
said  company  have  to  build,  have  and  hold  a  toll  bridge  over  the 
Unadilla  river,  by  virtue  of  the  at  aforesaid :  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  represented 
in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  above  said  turnpike  road  is  here* 

PaUfek'igb.  by  declared  to  be  a  public  highway,  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
"*f*~  the  commissioners  of  highways,  in  the  respective  towns  of  this  state 

through  which  the  Chenango  turnpike  road  passes,  to  divide  the  said 
turnpike  road  into  convenient  road  districts,  and  to  assess  such  per- 
son or  persons  as  reside  on  ihe  said  road,  in  the  same  manner  as 
others  are  assessed  in  said  towns. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
take  effect  and  be  obligatory  immediately  after  the  passing  of  the 
same,  any  thing  in  the  act  to  regulate  highways  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.

thority or  appointment  whatsoever  from  the  govemmeot  of  the  United 
States,  and  any  person  or  persons  acting  in  aid  or  assistance  of  such 
<fenrt  or  officers,  by  their  request,  the  said  court  or  any  judge  thereof  in  vm* 
ordering  cation,  may  at  his  or  their  discretion,  upon  application  or.  due  proof 
fiottediDgi.  by  affidavit,  order  a  stay  of  proceedings  therein,  until  the  plaintiff 
shall  give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  such  security  as  the  said  court  or  any 
judge  thereof  may  approve,  to  pay  to  the  defendant  all  such  costs  as 
by  any  order  oi  judgment  of  the  said  court  may  be  awarded,  or  order- 
dered  to  be  paid  to  the  defendant  by  the  plaintiff  in  such  suit;  and 
if  such  securi  y  shall  not  be  given  within  such  reasonable  time  as  the 
■aid  court  or  judge  may  direct,  the  said  defendant  may  thereafter 
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cater  anile  for  judgment,  as  Id  the  case  of  a  nonsuit;  and  in  every  J""*  *» 
aiicb  suit,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  defendant  or  defendants  e^*£l££c 
to  plead  the  general  issue,  and  give  the  special  matter  in  evidence  Jud*nK,»u 
en  the  trial  thereof. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  where  any  suit  shall  be  com- 
menced by  any  person  or  persons,  as  informer  or  otherwise,  to  re- 
cover any  penalty  or  forfeiture,  which  penalty  or  forfeiture,  or  any 


rt  thereof,  if  recovered,  is  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  the  plaintiff  in  when  pUin- 
Ich  suit,  such  plaintiff  shall  be  liable  to  the  defendant  for  the  costs  deflate

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-  York,  represent- 
ed in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Joel 
Northrop,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  after  the  first  day  <jf  May  next,  to 
demand  and  receive  from  all  persons  passing  said  bridge,  the  follow- 
ing rates  of  toll,  to  wit :  For  every  waggon  with  two  horses,  mules, 

or  oxen,  twelve  and  an  half  cents,  and  for  every  additional  horse,  Tot 
mule  or  ox,  three  cents ;  for  every  one  horse  cart,  nine  cents  ;  for 
every  coach,  coachee,  curricle  or 'phaeton  with  two  horses,  twenty- 
five  cents ;  for  every  sulkey,  chaise,  chair,  or  other  pleasure  car- 
riage drawn  by  one  horse,  twelve  cents ;  for  every  enrt  drawn  by 
two  oxen,  twelve  cents,  and  for  every  additional  yoke,  six  cents ; 
for  every  horse  and  rider,  six  cents,  and  for  every  led  horse,  three 
cents ;  for  every  sleigh  or  sled  drawn  by  one  horse  or  mule,  six 
cents;  for  every  sleigh  or  sled  drawn  by  two  horses,  mules  or  oxen, 
twelve  cents ;  for  eveiy  additional  horse,  mule  or  ox,  three  cents ; 
for  every  footman,  three  cents;  for  every  score  of  horses,  mules  or 
oxen,  twenty-five  cents,  and  so  io  proportion  for  a  greater  or  lesser 
number ;  and  for  every  score  of  sheep  or  hogs,  twenty  cents,  and  so 
in  proportion  for  a  greater  or  less  number  :  I  rovidedy  nothing  here-  ProYi$> 
fa  contained  shall  authorise  the  said  Joel  Northrop  to  demand  and 
receive  toll  for  the  passing  of  the  said  biidge  from  any  person  who 
has  contributed  tow  ards  building  the  same. 

II.  And  be  t  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Joel  Northrop,  his 
beirs  and  assigns,  may  erect  and  continue  at  either  end  of  the  said 
bridge,  within  the  bounds  of  the  highway,  a  gate  and  toll  house  of

easterly  by  Elizabeth-street;  unless  the  legislature  release  to  the  said 
Matthias  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  which  the  people  of  this  state

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent* 
•ed  tn  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of 
the  people  of  this  state,  in  and  to  the  aforesaid  lot  of  ground,  with  the 
appurtenances,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  vested  in  the  said  Matthias 
Schnip,  his  heirs  and  assigns :  Provided  always,  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  prejudice  the  right  or  title  of  any 
other  person  in  and  to  the  said  lot  with  the  appurtenances. 


CHAP.  CCXXIX. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  the  oetual  settler s  an  lands  sold  by  the* 
state  in  the  eastern  district. 

Passed  April  14,  1*17. 

BE  it  enacted  by  (he  people  cjf  the  State  of  New-York,  repr* 
sentcd  m  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  collection  of  both  principal 
«ad  interest  due  to  the  people  of  this  state,  for  or  op  account  of  the 
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purchase  monies  for  lauds  sold  pursuant  to  the  act,  entitled  u  an  act 
concerning  the  commissioners  of  the  land  office  and  the  sale  of  the 
unappropriated  lands,"  io  the  eastern  district,  to  actual  settlers,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  suspended  for  one  year,  from  and  after  tha 
Jirst  day  of  July  next:  Provided  always,  and  the  provision  of  this 
aet  is  upon  condition,  that  the  debtors  aforesaid,  who  are  actual  set- 
lers  on  the  land  so  as  aforesaid  purchased,  shall  pay  the  one  half  of 
the  interest  owing  by  them  to  the  said  people  of  this  state  in  six 
months,  and  the  residue  in  twelve  months  from  the  passing  of  this 
act;  and,  that  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend  to  any  per- 
sons excepting  actual  settlers.

BB  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  comp- 
troller to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  treasurer,  for  the  payment  of 
the  commissioners  appointed  in  and  by  the  aet,  entitled  "  an  act  ap- 
pointing commissioners  to  lay  out  the  road  therein  mentioned,  with- 
in the  counties  of  Lewis  and  Jefferson,  passed  April  17tb,  1816,* 
the  amount  of  the  tax  authorised  to  be  assessed,  collected  and  paid, 
for  the  purpose  of  opening  and  making  the  said  road,  as  the  same 
tnay  have  been  or  shall  be  returned  to  the  comptroller's  office,  or

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  Sylvanus  Smalley  and  Ze- 
bulen  Douglas,  of  the  county  of  Madison,  are  hereby  authorised  and 
required, to  pay  over  to  the  said  John  Joslin,  any  money  they  may 
have  in  their  hands  unappropriated,  being  surplus  money  granted  to 
them  as  commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  bridge  acros* 
the  Oneida  creek,  and  a  bridge  across  the  Chttteningo  creek. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  commissioner  appoint- 
ed by  this  act  is  authorised  to  expend  on  said  road,  all  the  money  he 
may  receive  by  virtue  of  the  second  section  of  this  act,  and  no  more  ;

^  and  heading,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  on  every  thousand  merchanta- 

ble staves  and  heading  which  shall  be  culled  in  the  city  and  county  of 
New- York,  ten  cents,  one  half  to  be  paid  by  the  buyer,  the  other 
half  by  the  seller;  and  for  all  such  staves  and  heading  as  are  culled 
out,  and  not  merchantable,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  of  the  pro* 
prietor  thereof,  the  one  half  of  the  above  mentioned  compensation: 
Caiton'Oet  *nd  the  cullers  of  staves  and  heading  in  the  city  and  county  of 
inNtw-Tork.  New- York,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  as  a  compensation  for  cul- 
ling every  thousand  pipe  Waves,  th^e  sum  of  seventy  cents ;  for  every 
-thousand  hogshead  staves  and  tieading,  the  sum  of  sixty  cents ;  for 
every  thousand  barrel  staves,  the  sum  of  fifty  cents;  for  every 
thousand  long  butt  staves,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents;  for 
every  thousknd  short  butt  staves,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  tweuty- 
five  cents,  and  no  more;  one  half  to  be  paid  by  the  buyer,  and  the 
(  other  half  by  the  seller;  and  for  all  such  staves  and  heading  as  are 
culted  out,  and  not  merchantable,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  of 
the  proprietor  thereof!  the  one  half  of  die  price  of  the  culling  of 
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merchantable  staves  or  heading :  and  the  cullers  in  the  other  cities 
and  counties  of  this  state  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  as  a  compen- 
sation for  culling  every  thousand  pipe  staves,  the  Bum  of  fifty  cents; 
for  every  thousand  "hogshead  staves  or  heading  the  sum  of  thirty- 
seven  and  an  half  cents ;  for  every  thousand  barrel  staves,  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  cents;  and  for  every  thousand  long  butt  staves,  one 
dollar  and  twenty-five  cents;  and  for  every  thousand  short  butt 
staves,  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  and  no  more  allowing  twelve  hundred 
staves  or  heading  to  the  thousand;  the  one  half  to  be  paid  by  the 
buyer  and  the  other  half  by  the  seller:  and  for  all  such  staves  or 
headiog  as  are  culled  out,  and  not  merchantable,  the  cullers  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  of  the  proprietor  thereof,  the  one  half  the  price  of 
culling  merchantable  staves  or  heading. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enicted.   That  all  white  oak  hogshead  Hogitatf 
heading  shall  be  two  feet  eight  inches  long,  and  shall  not  be  less  than  h«*du* 
%.ve  inches  broad,  clear  of  sap,  two  thirds  of  which  shall  be  fit  fur 
middle  pieces,  and  shall  not  be  less  than  three  fourths  of  an  inch 

thick  on  the  thin  edge,  and  be  otherwise  good  and  sufficient ;  any 
thing  in  the  act  hereby  amended  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Doty  or  in. 
inspector-general  of  staves  and  heading,  to  furnish  (he  different  cut*  ISTtorge"* 
lers  of  staves  and  heading,  in  the  city  of  New- York,  with  a  copy 

of  the  law  to  regulate  the  culling  of  staves  and  heading:  And  further, 
that  the  said  inspector-general  shall  be  subject  to  pay  a  fine  of  ten 
dollars,  for  every  wilful  neglect  or  omission  in  carrying  said  law  into 
effect,  to  any  person  who  shall  prosecute  for  the  same,  before  any 
court  having  cognizance  thereof.

BE  it  enacted  by  (he  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented 
in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors 
of  the  county  of  Madison,  at  their  next  annual  meeting,  to  levy  and 
raise  by  tax,  on  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Ca- 
seoovia,  in  the  county  of  Madison,  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars, to  be  paid  to  commissioners  of  highways  for  the  town  of  Caze- 
novia,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  bridge  across  the  Mill  Pond,  \m 
ibe  village  of  Cazenovia,  in  the  county  of  Madison.

mSm  sankd  in  smote  aniasson*  fa  That  k  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  as- 
sessors of  the  several  towns  in  the  county  of  Genesee,  through  which 
the  road  laid  out  by  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  authorising  commis- 
sioners to  lay  out  a  road  from  Batavia  to  the  lower  bridge  over  the 
Otfltetciiru^  passrd  April  Ftth,  1815,  aod  the  road  laid  out  by 
an  act,  entitled  u  an  act  appointing  commissianers  to  lay  out  the 
mad  therein  mentioned,  from  the  bridge  crossing  the  Genesee  river, 
opposite  the  village  of  Rochester,  to  the  four  corners  on  the  ridge 
*oad,  in  the  town  of  Murray,"  passed  April  17th,  I&16,  passes;  and 
they  aw  hereby  authorised  and  directed,  at  their  next  annual  asBese- 
ttotfftNi  ment,  to  make  out  an  accurate  list  of  all  the  lots  of  land,  with  the 
owners  of  the  same,  wherever  it  can  be  done,  stating  the  number  of 
acres  so  owned,  lying  immediately  adjacent  to,  and  on  each  ode  of

and  purposes,  as  well  in  the  cases  of  execution*  as  otherwise,  in  the 
same  manner,  and  with  tha  like  effect  as  the  same  would  or  might 
have  been  continued,  proceeded  in  and  concluded,  if  the  act  to 
which  this  act  is  an  addition,  had  not  been  passed ;  any  thing  in  the 
said  act  contained  to  the  contrary  notwitlistaodiog. 


CHAP.  CCXXXVIII.

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre-

•ppoinud.  often  and  from  time  to  time,  as  to  such  council  may  seem  necessary  * 
asuffioient  number  oPfit  and  proper  persons,  not  to  exceed  thirty  \a 
the  whole,  to  be  branch  pilots  of  tbe  port  of  .New- York,  so  far  as  re* 
lates  to  the  pilotage  of  ships  and  vessels  to  and  from  the  said  port  by 
tlie  way  of  Sandy-Hook :  Provided  nevertheless,  that  no  person  shall  be 
commissioned  as  a  branch  pilot,  until  he  shall  have  obtained  a  certi- 
ficate from  the  master  and  wardens  of  the  said  port,  or  any  three  of 
them,  under  their  hands,  that  he  is  duly  qualified  for  such  office : 
And  provided  further,  that  tbe  said  braach  pilots,  so  appointed,  con- 
form in  all  things  to  the  law  hereby  amended  as  licensed  pilots  art 
therein  required  to  do* 

II.  And  be  itfurther  enacted*  That  it'  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  Sandy-Hook  pilots  now  acting,  and  those  who  may  hereafter 

But?  of  sui-  from  time  to  time  be  appointed,  to  elect  one  pilot  from  each  pilot  boat* 
i£F°°k  **"  engaged  in  the  service  of  said  Sandy-Hook  pilotage,  who  together 
shall  form  a  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  regulate  tbe  busi- 
ness of  the  pilots  in  said  service,  and  to  report,  from  time  to  time,  any 
and  all  delinquents  who  shall  neglect  their  duty,  or  be  guilty  of  aoj 
impropriety  in  their  office;  and  the  said  committee  shall  also  inspect 
(he  conduct  of  the  apprentices  and  boat  keepers  engaged  io  such  ser> 
vice,  and  see  that  they  are  well  instructed  in  their  profession ;  and  at 
the  close  of  their  apprenticeship,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commit- 
tee to  report  such  apprentices  and  boat  keepers,  as  are  found  worthy 
of  becoming  deputy  pilots,  to  tbe  board  of  wardens  of  tbe  city  of  New- 
York  ;  and  that  no  person  shall  be  apponted  to  the  office  of  a  de- 
puty pilot  in  said  service!  who  shallnot  have  been  so  reported  to  the 
said  wardens. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  person  whatever  shall 
be  eligible  to  the  office  of  a  deputy  pilot  in  tlie  said  service,  unless 
such  person  shall  have  served  an  apprenticeship  of  at  least  five  years 
in  succession  in  the  said  service,  under  lawful  indentures  and  under 
one  or  more  of  said  branch  pilots :  Provided  nevertheless,  that  ap- 
prentices who  are  such,  at  or  before  the  passing  of  this  act,  and  shall 
serve  out  their  apprenticeship,  agreeable  to  the  terms  of  their  inden- 
tures, shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  a  deputy  pilot;  any  thing  ict 
this  section  of  this  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

IV.  Ami  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  vessels  now  subject  to  pi- 
lotage* shall  pay  twenty-five  cents  per  foot  in  addition  to  tbe  pilotage 
already  allowed  by  law,  for  coming  into  and  going  out  of  the  port  of 
New-York,  by  the  way  of  Sandy-Hook. 

Y.  And  be  itfurther  enacted,  That  British  vessels,. coming  direct- 
ly from  any  port  or  ports  iu  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  shall  not,  da- 
ring the  existence  of  the  present  treaty  between  the  United  States  and 
tbe  united  kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  be  subject  to  pay 
the  additional  pilotage  allowed  by  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  relative 
to  the  pilots  ot  tbe  port  of  New- York/'  passed  10th  April,  18)3;

Wew-Yofk,  or  the  governor  of  this  state,  in  tike  manner  as  is  pre- 
scribed by  the  two  hundred  and  eighty -fourth  section  of  the  act  here- 
by amended,  and  that  the  time  allowed  lor  making  such  appeal  shall 
be  fifteen  days.

CH\P.  CCXXXIX. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  members  of  the  religious  society  of 
Roman  Catholics  belonging  to  the  congregation  of  Si.  Patrick's 
Cathedral,  mine  city  of  JS/ew-YorL 

Passed  April  14, 1817. 

WHEREAS  the  members  of  the  Roman  Catholic  religious  soci- 
ety belonging  to  St.  Peter's  church  and  to  St.  Patrick's  cathedral,  in 
the  city  of  New- York,  have  presented  their  petition  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, setting  foith  that  it  is  the  desire  of  the  petitioners  that  distinct 
acts  of  incorporation  should  be  passed  for  each  of  them,  the  said 
-church  and  the  said  cathedral,  to  the  eud  that  each  may  separately 
manage  and  direct  the  temporalities  unto  each  belonging':  And 
nhereas  doubts  have  arisen  whether  the  members  belonging  to  tlie 
said  church  and  to  the  said  cathedral  can  form  separate  incorpora- 
tions without  the  intervention  and  sanction  of  the  legislature,  inas- 
much as  the  said  church  and  die  said  cathedral  are  now  and  have 
been,  heretofore  incorporated  jointly,  under  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act 
to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  religious  societies,"  passed  April 
5th,  1813;  and  whereas  the  legislature  deems  it  proper  to  grant  the 
prayer  of  the  said  petition :  Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
•sented  in  senate  and  assembly.  That  the  members  of  the  religious 
society  of  Roman  Catholics,  belonging  to  the  congregation  of  St. 
Patrick's  cathedral,  in  the  city  of  New- York,  now  or  at  any  time 
tiereafter  are,  and  from  and  immediately  after  the  passing  of  this  act, 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  erected  into  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
in  fact  and  in  lav,  by  the  name,  style  and  description  of  "  the  trus- 
tees of  St.  Patrick's  cathedral,  in  the  city  of  New-York,'*  and  that  ■*tos 
the  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  to  be  elected  as  hereinafter 
ordered  and  directed,  and  not  otherwise,  by  the  name  and  style 
aforesaid,  and  to  the  number  as  hereinafter  prescribed,  shatt  have  PriTa€»M' 
perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  entitled  and  are  hereby  authorised 
,  and  empowered,  to  take  into  their  possession  and  custody,  and  to 
Jiold,  possess  and  enjoy  all  that  portion  of  the  joint  property  and  es- 
tate, both  real  and  personal,  in  law  or  in  equity,  in  reversion  or  re- 
mainder, which  belotfgs  to  such  cathedral,  or  the  said  congregation 
*r  religions  society,  whether  such  real  estate  may  have  been  given, 
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granted  or  devised,  or  whether  such  personal  estate  may  bave'beeqf 
j*iven  or  devised  directly  to  such  cathedra)  or  congregation,  or  to 
any  other  person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate,  for  the  use  of 
%  such  cathedral  or  congregation  or  religious  society,  and  to  hold,  re- 
cover and  enjoy  all  the  debts,  demands,  rights  and  privileges,  and  the 
said  cathedral  and  burying  place  thereto  adjoining,  with  all  the  ap- 
purtenances and  all  the  estates  belonging  to  such  cathedral,  congre- 
gation or  society,  in  whatsoever  manner  the  same  may  have  been  acr 
quired,  or  in  whose  name  soever  the  same  may  have  been  held,  as 
fully  and  amply  as  if  the  right  or  title  thereto  had  originally  been 
vested  in  the  said  trmstees :  And  further  >  that  the  said  trustees  and 
their  successors  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  purchase,  take,  have,  held, 
receive  and  enjoy  to  themselves  and  their  successors  forever,  in  fee 
simple,  or  by  any  lesser  title,  any  estate  or  interest  in  any  lands,  ten- 
ements or  hereditaments,  and  the  rents,  issues  and  profits  thereof,  the 
yearly  income  or  rent  of  which  shall  not  exceed  in  the  whole  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  whether  the  same  be  by  gift,  grant,  bar- 
gain or  sale,  and  also  to  purchase,  take,  hold,  possess  and  enjoy  any 
monies  or  other  personal  estate  whatsoever,  by  gift,  grant,  bargain 
and  sale,  bequest  or  otherwise,  and  the  same  lands,  tenements  aod 
hereditaments  or  personal  estate,  to  give,  grant,  demise,  lease  or  oth- 
erwise dispose  of,  as  to  them  shall  appear  proper,  just  or  lawful,  ac- 
cording to  the  best  of  their  judgment,  for  the  use,  benefit  and  advash 
rrotifo.  lage  °f  tne  8a*d  cathedral  and  congregation :  Provided,  that  nothing 
)ierein  contained  shall  authorise  the  said  trustees  to  sell  the  real  es- 
tate unto  the  said  cathedral  or  congregation  belonging,  without  the 
concurrence  of  the  chancellor,  to  be  first  had  and  obtained  in  the 
manner  required  by  law:  And  also,  that  the  said  trustees  and  their 
successors,  by  the  name  aforesaid,  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law 
or  equity  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  aod  be  impleaded,  to  defend 
and  be  defended,  in  any  court  or  courts,  in  as  full  and  effectual  * 
manner  as  any  other  persons  or  corporation  within  this  state  may  or 
can  do. 

II.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  trus- 
Cfuunonieti  tees  and  their  suocessors  to  make,  have  and  use  one  common  seal, 

with  such  device  and  inscription  as  they  may  think  proper,  and  the 
same  to  break,  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure;  and  the  setki  trustees  and 
their  successors,  by  their  name  aforesaid,  shall  have,  bold  and  enjoy- 
all  and  singular  the  rights,  privileges,  liberties,  franchises  and  protec- 
tion, for  themselves  and  their  said  cathedral  and  congregation,  incident 
and  belonging  to  a  private  religious  incorporation  or  body  politic 
within  this  state.  .    , 

III.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  That  the  right  reverend  Boman 
Catholic  bishop,  in  the  city  of  lie w-> York, for  the  time  being, shall- 
ever  be  considered  ex- officio  the  .president  of  the  board  of  trustees : 
Provided  nevertheless,  that  in  U)e  case  of  the  absence  or  death  of 
the  said  right  re? ercod  Roman  Catholic  bishop,  the  said  board  of 
trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  .chairman  pro  tempore: 

Trait**  And  further,  that  the  first  trustees  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
composed  of  the  following  persons,  viz. :  Thomas  Stoughton,  An-

pew-holders  .or  stated  hearers,  and  contributing  to  the  said  cathedral 
not  less  than  four  dollars  annually,  in  quarterly  payments,  and  not 
jnbre  than  six  months  in  arrear,  to  meet  on  Easter  Monday,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen,  between 
the  hours  of  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  three  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  and  elect  nine  lay  trustees  by  ballot,  at  such  place  in  the 
said  city,  and  under  such  directions  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  whereof  due  notice  shall  be  given  three  Sundays 
successively  in  said  cathedral  during  divine  service,  and  immediately 
preceding  said  election ;  and  the  trustees  elected  as  herein  last  above 
mentioned,  shall  continue  in  office  for  three  years  from  the  day  of  their 
election;  and  immediately  after  such  election,  the  said  trustees  shall 
divide  themselves  into  three  classes,  numbered  one,  two,  three,  and  iSES,** 
the  seats  of  the  members  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the 
expiration  of  the  first  year,  and  the  members  of  the  second  class  at 
the  expiratiou  of  the  second  year,  and  the  members  ot  the  third 
class  at  the  expiration  of  the  third  year,  to  the  end  that  the  third 
part  of  the  whole  number  of  trustees  may  be  chosen  annually,  who

be  questioned ;  and  if  any  vacancy  happen  in  the  office  of  trustee 
by  resignation,  death  or  otherwise,  the  remaining  trustees  may  make

IV.  And  be  it  farther  enacted.  That  the  trustees  shall  appoint  TreMWr  k 
put  of  their  number  a  suitable  person  for  the  office  of  treasurer,  dSk. 
and  may  elect  a  clerk  from  the  members  generally;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  keep  the  minutes  of  all  their  proceedings, 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose ;  and  the  said  treasurer  shall  exhibit 
*  full,  true  aod  just  account,  quarter  yearly,  to  the  board  of  trustees, 

~~tf  tfce  state  of  the  funds  of  the  said  cathedral,  and  of  the  free  school 
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thereunto  belonging;  and  the  said  electors  shall  likewise,  at  ieveijf 
election  for  trustees,  elect  two  of  the  said  congregation,  who  are  en- 
titled to  a  vote  as  auditors,  to  inspect  and  examine  the  treasurer's 
books,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  a  report  to  the  congregation, 
giving  a  statement  of  the  funds  of  the  said  cathedral,  and  the  free 
school  thereunto  belonging;  the  treasurer  to  give  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  trust,  in  such  sum  as  the  said  trustees 
shall  think  proper.  " 

V.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  trustees  of  St.  Patrick's 
cathedral  aforesaid,  shall  assume  and  become  responsible,  and  they 
are  hereby  made  liable,  jointly  with  the  trustees  of  St.  Peter's 
church  in  the  city  of  New  York,  for  the  debts,  bonds,  notes  and 
other  demands  which  the  trustees  of  St.  Peters  church  in  the  city 
of  New- York  have  heretofore  contracted  and  are  now  liable  for; 
*nd  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  the  funds,  revenues  and  receipts 
of  each  of  the  aforesaid  churches  be  and  continue  and  remain 
pledged  and  liable  for  the  final  liquidation,  redemption  and  extinguish- 
ment of  the  responsibilties  heretofore  incurred  by  the  trustees  of  St. 
Peter's  church  last  aforesaid,  and  that  an  account  of  the  revenue  and 
expenditures  of  either  church  shall  be  mutually  rendered  by  the 
trustees  of  each  church  to  the  trustees  of  the  other  church  at  the 
«nd  of  every  year,  at  which  time  the  surplus  funds  of  both  and  ei- 
ther of  them  shall,  after  deducting  all  necessary  oxpences,  be  deliv- 
ered and  paid  over  towards  the  payment  and  satisfaction  of  the  res* 
ponsibilities  and  pecuniary  engagements  incurved  as  aforesaid,  until 
the  same  sh  \\\  be  satisfied  and  extinguished. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  trustees  of  St  Patrick's  cathedral  aforesaid,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  may  require,  at  the  call  of  any 
two  of  Fuch  trustees,  to  meet  together  for  the  purpose  of  transacting 
the  business  of  the  society  under  their  care ;  and  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  meeting  due  notice  shall  be  given  to  all  the  said  trus- 
tees at  least  one  day  before  the  said  meeting,  (excepting  in  cases  of 
emergency)  and  if  five  of  said  trustees  shall  attend,  they  shall  form 
a  quorum  or  board  of  trustees,  and  shall  have  power, by  a  majority 
of  votes,  to  make,  ordain  and  establish  such  rules,  orders  and  regu- 
lations, for  the  management  of  the  temporal  concerns  of  the  said  cod* 
gregation,  and  for  the  government  of  the  schools  attached  to  the  said 
cathedral,  as  to  them  shall  seem  just  and  proper:  Provided,  that  such 
orders  and  regulations  be  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  and  corj- 
stitututiou  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States:  Provided  also,  tint  the 
said  trustees  shall  not  enter  into  any  ex  peaces,  -other  than  the  ordina- 
ry contingent  and  necessary  expences,  without  the  consent  and  con- 
currence of  the  trustees  of  St.  Peter's  church,  io  the  city  of 
New- York,  first  to  be  had  and  obtained,  until  the  final  extinguish- 
ment and  satisfaction  of  all  debts,  responsibilities  and  eugag<  meats 
heretofore  incurred  by  the  said  trustees  of  St  Peter's  church,  and 
hereby  assumed  in  equal  portions  by  the  trustees  of  the  said  church 
last  mentioned  and  of  the  said  cathedral  herein  mentioned. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  c*se  of  a  dissolution  of 
thiB  corporation,  or  forfeiture  of  its  charter  by  means  of  any  non-user 
or  neglect  to  exercise  any  of  the  powers  now  given,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  said  congregation,  having  a  right  to  vote  at  elections,  to 
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jeanse  themselves  and  this  society  to  be  re-incorporated  fa  tile  mode 
.prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this  slate,  under  the  present  charter  of  in- 
corporation ;  aod  thereupon  all  the  real  and  personal  property  which 
■did  belong  to  such  dissolved  corporatioo  at  the  time  of  its  dissolth- 
rioo,  aod  all  property  given  or  granted  for  the  benefit  of  such  corpo- 
ratioo, congregation  or  religious  society,  shall  vest  in  such  new  in- 
corporation for  the  said  society. 

VIII.  And  be  it  fiirther  enacted,  That  the  joint  incorpora- 
tion of  St.  Peter's  church  and  of  St.  Patrick's  cathedral,  now  exist-  Joint  ii 
iogin  the  city  of  New- York,  under  the  name,  style  and  description  ^S^ 
of  **  the  trustees  of  St.  Peter's  church  in  the  city  of  New- York,"  be 
Aodtbe4ame  is  hereby  dissolved:  Provulcd,  that  all  grants  or  gifts 
of  property,  real  or  personal,  heretofore  made  for  the  benefit  of  the 
said  trustees  of  St.  Peter's  church  in  the  city  of  New- York,  or  for  the 
benefit  or  advantage  of  the  religious  societies  incorporated  uoder 
the  name  last  mentioned,  and  all  acts  of  the  legislature  of  this  state 
heretofore  passed  for  the  benefit  thereof,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
ratified  and  confirmed. 


CHAP.  CCXL.

Passed  April  15,1817. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  slate  of  New-York,  represented 
fn  senate  and  assembly.  That  the  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth, 
seventh,  eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh  and  twelfth  sections  of  the  act, 
eutitled  "  an  act  for  the  encouragement  of  manufactures  of  wool* 
feo  cloth,  and  for  other  purposes,"  passed  June  19th,  1812,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  revived. 


CHAP.  CCXLI. 

AN  ACT  la  enable  Clement  C.  Clark  to  sell  certain  lands  therein 

mentioned* 

Passed  April  1 5, 1817. 

r  "WHEREAS  Mary  Clarke,  of  the  city  of  New  York,  by(her  last 
will  and  testament,  made  and  published  in  due  form  of  law,  devised 
to  Elizabeth  Mannsell,  Benjamin  Moore  aod  Charity  his  wife,  and

I.  Be  U  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly.  That  John  Joslio,  of  the  county  of 
Hadison,  be  and  be  is  hereby  appointed  commissioner,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  improving  the  state  road,  on  the  Oneida  Reservation,  be- 
tween the  Oneida  creek  and  the  Chiteningo  creek. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  Sylvanus  Smailey  and  Ze- 
bulen  Douglas,  of  the  county  of  Madison,  are  hereby  authorised  aud 
requiredjto  pay  over  to  the  said  John  Joslio,  any  money  they  may 
have  in  their  hands  unappropriated,  being  surplus  money  granted  to 
them  as  commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  bridge  acrosi 
the  Oneida  creek,  and  a  bridge  across  the  Cbitteningo  creek. 

•  III.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  commissioner  appoint- 
ed by  this  act  is  authorised  to  expend  on  said  road,  all  the  money  he 
may  receive  by  virtue  of  the  second  section  of  this  act,  and  no  more ; 
and  that  the  commissioner  shall  be  allowed  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents

one  acre,  nor  less  than  one  half  acre,  for  that  purpose:  And  further, 
that  thereupon  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  men- 
tioned in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  be  and  they  are  hereby  autho- 
rised and  empowered  to  proceed  to  erect,  build,  put  up  and  com- , 
plete  the  said  gaol  oo  the  said  land  so  procured  by  the  said  super- 
visors as  aforementioned :  Provided,  however,  that  if  the  said  super- 
visors should  not  think  proper  to  change  the  location  of  the  site  for 
•aid  gaol,  then  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  to 
proceed  to  erect  and  complete  a  gaol  on  the  ground  now  owned  by 
the  people  of  said  county. 


CHAP.  CCXLV. 

AN  ACT  to  direct  (he  Surveyor-General  in  regard  to  certain  con- 
fiscated lands  in   the   Freemason's  patent,  in  the  county  of 
Oneida. 

Passed  April  15, 1817. 

WHEREAS  it  appears  from  the  statement  of  the  surveyor-gene- , 
ral,  that  in  consequence  of  a  verdict  given  in  the  year  1803,  io  the 
circuit  court  for  the  county  of  Oneida,  the  attorney-general  gave  a 
certificate,  that  the  title  of  certain  lands  in  the  Freemason's  patent, 
fa  said  county,  was  vested  in  the  state  by  the  attainder  of  John

Wea&erbead;  "whereupon  the  surveyor-general,  pursuant  to  the  laws 
of  the  state,  proceeded  to  have  said  lands  surveyed  and  appraised, 
aod  conveyed  some  of  them  to  the  occupants  who  were  entitled  to 
the  right  of  pre-emption ;  but  discontinued  the  execution  of  said  laws, 
in  consequence  of  advice  from  the  attorney-general,  that  new  trials 
were  intended  to  be  bad,  in  which  the  title  of  the  state  would  proba- 
bly fail,  and  the  title  of  the  state  in  said  lands  having  since  been 
perfected  by  removing  the  incumbrances,  the  occupants  are  entitled 
to  the  benefits  granted  by  the  second  section  of  the  "  act  to  facilitate 
the  discovery  and  sale  of  the  estates  of  attainted  persons,"  passed 
March  31, 1802;  but  said  act  requiring  that  the  occupants  should 
pay  into  the  treasury  one  sixth  part  of  the  appraised  value  within 
Dine  months  after  the  appraisement,  and  the  residue  within  eight 
years  thereafter,  with  iriterest,  special  directions  for  the  duty  of  the 
surveyor-general  in  this  case  have  become  necessary :  There- 
fore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  Stale  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  if  any  of  the  occupants  reported  by 
the  appraisers  of  said  lands,  or  their  heirs  or  assigns,  shall  within 
nine  months  from  the  passing  of  this  act,  pay  into  the  treasury  the 
one  sixth  part  of  the  consideration  for  the  land,  to  the  pre-emption 
of  which  he  or  they  are  entitled  by  virtue  of  the  aforesaid  act,  and 
execute  a  mortgage  to  the  people  of  this  state  for  the  residue,  pay- 
able eight  years  thereafter,  with  interest  annually,  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent  per  annum,  the  surveyor-general  shall  give  a  conveyance 
for  such  land  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  and  the  considera- 
tion of  such  land  shall  be  the  sum  at  which  the  same  has  been  valued 
by  the  appraisement  thereof,  made  by  Evans  Wharry  and  John 
Meyer,  and  filed  in  the  surveyor-general's  office  on  the  twenty-sixth 
day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  four,  with  the  addition 
of  (he  interest  thereon,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum,  from 
the  twenty-sixth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
five. 


CHAP.  CCXLVL 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  to  raise  monies  for  building  a  new  court 
house  andfre  proof  cleric's  office  in  ike  county  of  Ulster. 

Passed  April  15, 1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre» 
sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  third  section  of  an  act, 
entitled  "  an  act  to  raise  monies  for  building  a  new  court  house  and 
fire  proof  clerk's  office  in  the  county  of  Ulster,"  be  and  is  hereby 
repealed  :  Provided,  however,  that  the  said  court  house  and  gaol 
and  clerk's  office  shall  be  erected  on  the  lot  on  which  the  present 
court  house  in  said  county  is  situated. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  the  second  sec* 
tion  of  the  said  act,  as  authorises  the  supervisors  of  the  said  county 
to  appoint  commissioners  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the  commission- 
on  named  in  the  said  act,  be  and  hereby  is  repealed  ;  and  the  said 
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power  shall  be  exercised  by  tbe  person  administering  tbe  govern* 
■sent  of  this  state,  and  that  any  appointment  of  any  coimnisaioner  by 
the  said  supervisors  heretofore  made,  shall  be  and  hereby  fey* 
•  cated.

CHAP.  CCXLVII. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  the  heirs  of  Henry  CronkhiU,  Junior^ 

deceased* 

Passed  April  15, 1817. 

WHEREAS,  William  Green  and  Josiah  Crane,  administrators, 
of  the  goods  and  chattels,  rights  and  credits  of  Henry  Cronkbite, 
Junior,  late  of  Minden,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  deceased,  have 
represented  to  the  legislature,  that  on  the  eighth  day  of  October,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred,  William  Alexander,  as  attor- 
ney for  Alexander  Ellice,  deceased,  did  by  articles  of  agreement  un- 
der his  hand  and  seal,  covenant  to  execute  a  conveyance  in  fee  sim- 
ple to  the  said  Henry  Croukhite,  Junior,  for  lot  number  fifty-two, 
containing  one  hundred  and  eleven  acres  of  land,  in  a  patent  of  land 
commonly  called  Yaughan's  patent,  in  the  town  of  Minden,  in  the 
county  of  Montgomery,  for  which  tbe  said  Henry  Cronkbite,  Junior, 
covenanted  to  pay  the  sum  of  one  thousand,  and  fifty-seven  dollars  • 
and  fifty  cents,  in  tbe  manner  and  at  the  times  in  said  articles'  of 
agreement  mentioned:  That  the  said  Henry  Cronkbite,  Junior, 
thereupon  took  possession  of  said  lot,  and  has  made  valuable  im- 
provements thereon,  and  no  deed  for  said  land  has  been  delivered 
under  the  said  articles :  And  whereas  tbe  said  Heury  Cronkbite, 
Junior,  lately  died  intestate,  leaving  issue  and  heirs  at  law,  Hannah 
Cronkbite,  wife  of  the  said  William  Green,  Polly  Cronkbite,  wife  of 
the  said  Josiah  Crane,  John  Cionkite,  Cornelius  Cronkbite,  Henry 
Cronkbite,  Alida  Cronkbite,  Jeremiah  Cronkbite,  James  Cronkbite, 
Jacob  Cronkbite  and  Eliza  Cronkbite,  the  seven  last  of  whom  are 
infants  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  that  part  of  the  con- 
,  aideration  money  is  still  due  for  said  lot  of  land :,  To  the  end,  there-

£Tt?uS?  hereby  authorised  to  convey  to  the  said  William  Green  and  Josiah 
iMa,  he  Crane,  above  mentioned  as  aforesaid,  and  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
tbeBaid  lot  of  land  as  described  in  said  articles  of  agreement,  and 
that  the  said  William  Green  and  Josiah  Crane,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  trustees  for  the  heirs  at  law  of  the  said  Henry 
Cronkbite,  Junior,  with  full  powers  to  them  to  grant,  bargain  and 
sell  tbe  said  lot  of  land,  and  to  execute  good  and  sufficient  deeds 
and  conveyances  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof,  and  the 
monies  arising  from  such  sale,  after  deducting  the  amount  of  the  debt 
due,  or  which  may  become  due  for  said  lot  of  land  to  the  said  devi- 
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H»  and  heirs  at  law  of  the  said  Alexander  Ellice,  shall  be  by  then 
paid  over  and  applied  to  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  heirs  at  law  of  die 
said  Henry  Cronkhite,  Junior,  in  such  manner  and  upon  such  secu- 
rity as  the  chancellor  of  the  state  shall  think  proper  and  direct :

CHAP.  CCXLVIII. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  lot  of  land  appropriated  for  ike  useofth* 
missionary  to  the  Oneida  tribe  of  Indians. 

Passed  April  15, 1817. 

WHEREAS  it  doth  appear  by  "  an  act  for  the  speedy  sale  of 
unappropriated  lands  within  this  state,  and  for  other  purposes  there- 
in mentioned,"  passed  3th  May,  1 786,  that  there  was  appropriated  in 
trust  to  the  use  of  Samuel  Kirkland,  missionary  to  the  Oneida  tribe 
of  Iodians,  a  lot  of  land  containing  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres, 
in  the  former  Oneida  reservation,  now  town  of  Westmoreland,  in  the 
county  of  Oneida,  and  that  by  virtue  of  the  two  several  acts  passed 
the  1 1th  April,  1808,  and  the  10th  April,  1813,  the  northern  mission- 
ary society  were  authorised  to  lease  the  same  for  a  term  not  exceed- 
ing ten  years,  and  to  apply  the  rent  to  the  promotion  of  morality  and 
religion  among  the  said  Iodians :  And  it  also  appears  by  the  petition 
of  the  said  Indians,  that  the  northern  missionary  society  have  no  per- 
son at  present  preaching  among  said  Indians,  nor  are  the  baid  society 
doing  any  thing  to  promote  their  knowledge  in  the  principles  of  re- 
ligion and  morality :  Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-Yoik,  rqpreseni' 
ed  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  Na- 
than Williams,  Morris  S.  Miller  and  Samuel  Itoyee,  of  the  county 
of  Oneida,  to  take  in  charge  the  said  lot  of  land,  and  they  or  any 
two  of  them,  are  hereby  authorised,  from  and  after  the  expiration  of 
any  lease  or  leases  which  may  have  been  given  by  the  northern 
missionary  society  by  virtue  of  the  said  acts,  parsed  the  1 1th  April, 
1808,  and  10th  April,  1813,  to  lease  the  said  land  to  such  person  or 
persona,  and  in  such  parts  or  parcels,  as  shall  appear  to  them  to  be 
the  most  productive,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years  from  the 

King  oi  this  act,  and  the  rent  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  or  persons  so 
log  the  same  to  the  said  Nathan  Williams,  Morris  S.  Miller  and 
Samuel  Royce,  or  to  their  agent,  agreeable  to  the  conditions  of  such 
lease  or  leases,  and  when  so  received,  be  appropriated  to  the  promo- 
tion of  morality  and  religion  amongst  the  said  Oneida  tribe  of  lads*

CHAP.  CCXLIX. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "an  ad  to  reduce  several  lams 
relating  particularly  to  the  city  of  New-York,  into  one  act?* 

Passed  April  15,1817. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-  York,  represent- 
ed in  secate  and  assembly,  That  the  justices  court  of  the  city  of 
New- York,  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear,  try  and  determine  all 
actions  of  debt,  detinue,  account,  covenant,  trespass  on  the  case, 
and  trespass,  including  trespass  on  any  land  or  other  real  estate, 
wherein  the  sum  or  balance  due  or  tiling  demanded,  shall  exceed 
twenty-five  dollars,  and  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars :  And  also, 
ail  actions  and  informations  upon  any  statute  of  this  state,  and  upon 
the  charter  or  any  by-law  of  the  corporation  of  the  said  city,  where 
the  penalty  or  forfeiture  shall  exceed  twenty-five  dollars,  and  not 
exceed  one  hundred  dollars;  any  thing  in  the  one  hundredth  aod 
sixth  section  of  the  act  hereby  amended  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing :  Provided  nevertheless,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  repeal  or  abolish  any  of  the  restrictions  or  limitations 
of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  justices  court  prescribed  by  the  pro- 
viso of  the  said  one  hundredth  and  sixth  section  of  the  act  hereby 
amended. 


CHAP.  CCL. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  One  Hannibal  and  Vohuy  bridge  compa- 
ny, and  for  other  purposes. 

Passed  April  15,  1817. 

mt£  J.  BE  it  enacted  by  ihe  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 

sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  Ichabod  Brackett,  James  Ly- 
on and  Reuben  Bristol,  and  their  present  and  future  associates, 
their  successors  and  assigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  "  the  president  and  directors 
of  the  Hannibal  and  Yolney  bridge  company,"  to  build  a  bridge 
above  the  Oswego  Falls,  in  the  county  or  Oswego,  or  receive  toll 
ritfttt*.  'or  P*80*0*? tne  bridge  by  them  already  built;  and  they  are  hereby 
ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, in  fact  and  in  name,  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  succes- 
sors shall  and  may  have  continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons 
la  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being 
defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  and  so  to  remain  for 
the  term  of  thirty  years ;  and  that  they  and  their  successors  may  have 
a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure; 
and  also  that  they  and  their  euocewors,  by  the  same  name  and  styfe» 
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•hall  be;  in  law,  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  Ichabod  firacket,  Jataes  < 
Lyon  and  Reuben  Bristol,  be  and  are  hereby  appointed  com-  cn* 
missioners,  to  do  and  perform  the  several  duties  hereinafter  mention- 
ed, that  is  to  say:  they  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Tuesday  of  June  Tbe5rd1^ 
next,  procure  three  books,  and  in  each  of  them  enter  as  follows  : 

"  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  for  ourselves  and 
our  legal  representatives,  promise  to  pay  to  the  president,  directors 
and  company  of  the1  Hannibal  and  Yolney  bridge  company,  fifty 
dollars  for  every  share  of  stock  set  opposite  to  our  names  respective- 
ly, in  sUch  manner  and  proportion,  and  at  such  time  and  place,  as 
shall  be  determined  by  said  president,  directors  and  company,  on 
pain  of  forfeiting  our  shares,  and  all  payments  previously  thereon 
made :"  and  that  every  subscriber  shall,  at  the  time  of  sobscribing, 
pay  the  said  commissioners,  or  one  of  them,  five  dollars  for  each 
share  so  subscribed ;  and  the  said  commissioners,*  or  some  one  of 
them,  shall,  as  soon  as  twenty  shares  are  subscribed,  cause  notice  to- 
be  published  in  a  newspaper  printed  inlaid  county,  or  ihe  next  ad- 
joining county,  giving  at  least  ten  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
when  and  where  the  said  subscribers  shall' meet  to  choose  directors;

shall  hold  their  offices,  and  have  like  powers  as  though  such  election 
had  taken  place  on  the  day  for  the  annual  election. 
*%»2»  VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  the  said  bridge  has 
^^  been  completed,  and  the  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleat  is 

the  county  of  Oswego  or  Onondaga,  or  any  two  of  them,  not  being 
stockholders  in  said  company,  shall,  upon  inspection,  certify  under 
their  hands,  that  the  said  bridge  is  well  and  sufficiently  construct- 
ed and  built,  and  will  admit  of  the  passage  of  teams  and  loaded 
carriages,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  president  and  di- 
rectors to  erect  a  gate  at  either  end  of  said  bridge,  and  demand,  re* 
eeive  and  take,  for  the  use  of  said  corporation,  a  toll  oot  exceeding 
the  following  rates,  to  wit :  For  every  four  wheel  pleasure  carri- 
age, drawn  by  four  horses,  fifty  cents,  if  drawn  by  two  horses, 
thirty-one  cents ;  every  curricle,  chaise,  chair  or  sulkey,  drawn  by 
one  horse,  twenty- five  cents,  if  drawn  by  two  horses,  thirty-one  cents  ; 
every  waggon  and  two  horses,  eighlen  cents,  and  six  and  a  quarter 
cents  for  every  additional  horse;  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  by 
two  horses,  eighteen  cents,  and  six  and  a  quarter  cents  for  every 
additional  horse ;  each  ox- waggon,  cart,  sleigh  or  sled,  drawn  by 
two  oxen,  eighteen  cents,  and  each  additional  yoke  of  oxen,  six  and 
three  quarter  cents;  every  one  hone  cart,  twelve  and  an  half  cents; 
every  one  horse  waggon,  sleigh  or  sled,  twelve  and  an  half  cents; 
every  man  and  horse,  twelve  and  an  half  cents ;  every  foot  passen- 
ger, six  cents;  every  horse,  jack  or  mule,  four  cents;  every  cow  or

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  expire* 
tion  of  said  term  of  thirty  years,  the  said  bridge,  with  its  appurte- 
nances, shall  become  the  property  of,  and  be  vested  in  the  people  of 
this  state. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  president  and  di- 
■rkv*  rectors,  for  the  time  being,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  shall  have  pow-

chancellor,  it  shall  be  conformed  to  in  all  cases  of  the  settlement  of 
*uch  accounts.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act  relative  to  district  attornies,  to  regulate 
sheriff's  fees  in  the  county  of  Tompkins,  andto  appoint  a  commis- 
sioner to  perform  certain  duties  relative  to  a  certain  dam  and  lodes 
on  the  Seneca  river* 

Passed  April  15,  1817, 

'  I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  counties  of  Seoeca,  Tomp- 
kins, Cortland  and  Broome,  be  and  hereby  are  erected  into  a  sepa- 
rate district,  aa  to  all  proceeding*  uader  the  act  relative  to  district 
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aitormes,  pawed  April  4, 1801 ,  and  the  acts  amending  the  game  and 
relating  thereto;  and  it  shall  tie  the  duty  of  the  person  administer- 
ing the  government  of  this  state,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  coun- 
cil of  appointment,  to  appoint  and  commission  a  proper  person  qual- 
ified according  to  the  said  recited  acts,  to  the  office  of  district  attor- 
ney, in  the  said  district,  who  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  and 
have  the  like  powers,  and  be  entitled  to  the  like  compensation,  as  is 
provided  by  law  for  the  other  district  attornies  respectively. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sheriff's  fees  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Tompkins  shall  be  computed  from  the  village  of  Ithaca,  in  said 
county* 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  the  legislature,  that  the  dam  erected

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  tJu  PeopUofthe  Stale  of  New  York,  repre- 
sented tn  senate  and  assembly ,  That  the  exchange  of  touts  made  with 
the  second  christian  party  of  the  Oneida  nation  of  Indians,  by  a 
treaty  dated  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  March,  of  the  present  year, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  confirmed.

WHEREAS  John  ATDonald  and  Archibald  M'Intyre,  of  the 
city  of  Albany,  have  by  their  petition  reptesented  to  the  legisla- 
ture, that  they  are  the  owners  of  a  milt  site  and  mill  at  Waterford,  at 
the  junction  of  the  northern  branch  of  the  Mbhawk  with  the  Hud- 
son river :  That  they  purchased  the  site  about  five  years  ago  with 
a  full  impression  that  a  perfect  title  had  been  conveyed  to  thera  of 
the  right  to  erect  a  dam  across  said  branch  of  the  Mohawk,  with  the 
privilege  of  using  a  portion  of  the  waters  thereof;  but  that  they  are 
now  advised  that  the  title  to  the  said  waters  and  the  lands  under 
them  may  be  vested  in  the  people  of  this  state,  and  have  prayed  for 
a  grant  in  order  to  quiet  them  in  their  privileges :  And  whereas 
Robert  M'Queen,  of  the  city  of  New- York,  hath  also  by  his  petition 
represented,  that  he  hath  purchased  a  mill  site  at  the  place  aforesaid, 
with  a  right  to  use  a  portion  of  the  waters  of  said  branch,  and  bad 
supposed  his  title  to  said  waters  to  have  been  perfect,  until  lately  ad- 
vised that  the  same  may  be  vested  in  the  state,  and  bath  prayed 
for  a  grant :  Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  Nero-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly.  That  all  the  right,  title  and  interest 
of  the  people  of  this  state  in  and  to  so  much  of  the  lands  under  the 
waters  of  said  northern  branch  of  the  Mohawk  river,,  as  is  occupi- 
ed by  the  dam  erected  for  the  use  of  the  said  mill  of  the  said  John 
JM'Donald  and  Archibald  M'Intyre,  and  of  the  mill  site  of  the  said 
Robert  M'Queen,  and  of  the  said  lands  which  are  overflowed  by 
the.  waters  of  the  said  dam,  when  they  are  at  the  greatest  height,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  vested  in  the  the  said  John  M'Dooald  and 
Archibald  M'Intyre,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  and  the  said  Robert 
M'Queen,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  extent  and  in  the  proportion 
that  they  may  be  entitled  by  their  respective  purchases:  Provided, 
that  this  grant  shall  not  be  construed  to  interfere  with  or  in  any  wise 
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to  impair  any  right  which  others  may  have  to  use  the  waters  afore- 
said for  mills  or  the  propelling  of  machinery  of  any  kind;  saving 
however  to  the  people  of  this  state  the  right  to  improve  the  naviga- 
tion of  the  Mohawk  river,  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  pawed .  And 
provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed,  held  or 
taken  to  allow  or  permit  the  said  Archibald  M'Intyre,  John  M'Doo- 
ald  and  Robert  JVTQueen,  or  either  of  them,  to  overflow  the  lands 
of  any  person  or  body  politic,  nor  to  restrain  ady  other  person  or 
persons,  owning  lands  onnill  seats  adjoining  the  said  Mohawk  river, 
on  either  side  thereof  below  the  Cohoes  falls,  from  building  mills 
thereon,  and  using  tlie  water  of  the  said  river  for  such  nulls,  sub-  * 
ject  to  the  like  saving  as  is  herein  above  contained  in  favor  of  the 
people  of  this  state* 


CHAP.  CCLIX- 

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  militia  of  thin  state. 

Passed  April  15,  1817. 

I.  BE  it  enactedby  the  people  of  the  State  ofNetv-York,  represent- 
ed in  senate  and  assembly.  That  all  that  part  of  the  forty  third  sec- 
tion of  the  act  to  organise  the  militia  of  this  state,  passed  March 
29th,  1800,  exempting  musicians  from  taxation,  be  and  the  same  it 
hereby  repealed. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  uniform  of  the  officers 
of  the  infantry  of  this  state  shall  be  conformable  to  the  uniform  of 
the  officers  of  the  army  of  the  United  States;  and  all  non-commis- 
sioned officers  who  shall  hereafter  uniform  themselves,  shall  adopt 
the  uniform  of  the  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  army  aforesaid : 
Provided  nevertheless,  that  the  colour  of  the  epaulets  and  buttons, 
and,  the  uniform  of  musicians  shall  be  directed  by  the  brigadiers 
respectively ;  and  of  all  other  corps  by  the  commander  in  chief. 

III.  And  be  itjurther  enacted,  That  the  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  field  exercise  and  manoeuvres  of  the  infantry  of  this  state 
shall  be  conformable  to  those  of  the  infautry  of  the  United  States 
for  the  time  being.

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  Neiv-Yvrk,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  any  person  who  shall  be  con- 
fined io  the  jail,  in  the  city  and  county  of  New-York,  upon  any  execu*  men     , 
tiooor  other  process,  or  by  virtue  of  any  judgment,  or  order  of  any  keepr^y 
court  of  justice,  or  by  warrant  from  any  judge  or  justice,  for  any  *»«miw 
sum  of  money  due  upon  any  contract  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
dollars,  exclusive  of  cost*,  such  person  may  apply  to  aoy  judge  or

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justice  of  tbc  said  city,  and  upon  making  oath  before  said  judge  or 
justice,  in  writing,  that  ail  his  real  or  personal  estate  does  not  exceed, 
in  value,  the  sum  of  twenty  five  dollars  over  and  above  finch  articles 
as  are  by  law  exempt  from  seisure  by  execution,  such  judge  or  jus- 
tice shall  order  the  keeper  of  the  said  jail  to  discbarge  such  person 
from  custody ;  and  the  jailer,  on  being  served  with  a  copy  of  such  or- 
der, shall  discharge  the  said  prisoner  from  jail  without  taking  any 
fee  or  detaining  him  for  or  on  account  of  any  jail  fees ;  and  the 
said  judge  or  justice  shall  forthwith  file  the  said  affidavit  in  the  office 
Not  to  be  irt.  of  the  clerk  of  said  city  and  county.

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CHAP.  CCLXI. 


AN  ACT  for  the  payment  of  certain  officers  of  government 

Passed  April  15,  13 IT. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly.  That  the  treasurer  pay,  on  the  war-  The  payor 
rant  of  the  comptroller,  to  each  of  the  several  clergy,  who  shall  have  cUa^lltiuf' 
attended  the  legislature  as  chaplains,  duriug  the  present  session  of  the 
legislature,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  every  day  they 

nay  have  so  atteLded,  and  that  the  number  of  days  each  shall  have 
attended,  shall  be  certified  by  the  president  of  the  senate  and  the 
speaker  of  the  aseembly .

CHAP.  CCLXII. 

AN  ACT  respecting  navigable  communications  between  the  great 
western  and  northern  lakes  and  the  Atlantic  ocean. 

Passed  April  15,  1817. 

WHEREAS  navigable  communications  between  lakes  Erie  and 
Champlaio,  aod  the  Atlantic  ocean,  by  means  of  caoals  connected  1 
with  the  Hudson  river,  will  promote  agriculture,  manufactures  and 
commerce,  mitigate  the  calamities  of  war,  and  enhance  the  blessings 
of  peace,  consolidate  the  union,  and  advance  the  prosperity  and  ele- 
vate the  character  of  the  United  States :  And  whereas  it  is  the  in- 
cumbent duty  of  the  people  of  this  state  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
means  which  the  Almighty  has  placed  in  their  hands  for  the  produc- 
tion of  such  signal,  extensive  and  lasting  benefits  to  the  human  race : 
Now,  therefore,  in  full  confidence  that  the  congress  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  states  equally  interested  with  this  state  in  the  com- 
mencement, prosecution  and  completion  of  those  important  works, 
•will. contribute  their  full  proportion  of  the  expense;  and  in  order 
that  adequate  funds  may  be  provided,  and  properly  arranged  and 
managed,  for  the  prosecution  and  completion  of  all  the  navigable 
communications  contemplated  by  this  act : — 

I.  BE  it  enacted  bi/  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented 
in  senate  and  assembly,  That  there  shall  be  constituted  a  fund  to  be 
denominated  the  canal  fund,  which  shall  consist  of  all  such  appro-  endfarf. 
priations,  grants  and  donations,  as  may  be  made  for  that  purpose  by 
the  legislature  of  this  state,  by  the  congress  of  the  United  States,  by 
individual  states,  and  by  corporations,  companies  and  individuals;  comaiaEoB- 
which  fund  shall  be  superintended  and  managed  by  a  board  of  com-  ""* 
missioners,  to  be  denominated  "  the  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund,"  _.  .  .  . 
consisting  of  the  lieutenant  governor,  the  comptroller,  the  attorney  &  j"* 
general,  the  surveyor  general,  secretary  and  treasurer,  a  majority  of 
whom  with  the  comptroller  shall  be  aquornm  for  the  transaction  of 
business;  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  to  receive, 
arrange  and  manage  to  the  best  advantage  all  things  belonging  to  the 
*aid  fund ;  to  borrow,  from  time  to  time,  monies  on  the  credit  of  the 
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people  of  this  state,  at  a  rate  of  Interest  not  exceeding  sue  per  cent- 
um per  annum,  and  not  exceeding  in  any  one  year  a  sum  which,  to- 
gether with  the  net  income  of  the  said  fund,  shall  amount  to  four  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars;  for  which  monies,  so  to  be  borrowed,  the 
comptroller  shall  issue  transferable  certificates  of  stock,  payable  at 
such  time  or  times  as  may  be  determiaed  by  the  said  board;  out  of 
the  said  fund  to  pay  to  the  canal  commissioners  hereafter  mentioned, 
the  monies  so  t*  be  borrowed  and  the  income  of  the  said  fund,  reser- 
ving at  all  times  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  all  monies  that  shall 
have  been  borrowed  by  the  said  board;  to  recommend  from  time  to 
time  to  the.  legislature,  the  adoption  of  such  measures  as  may  be 
thought  proper  by  the  said  board  for  the  improvement  of  the  said 
fuod,  and  to  report  to  the  legislature  at  the  opening  of  every  session 
thereof  the  state  of  said  fund ;  and  that  the  comptroller  and  treasur- 
er shall  open  separate  books,  and  keep  the  accounts  of  the  said  fund 
distinct  from  the  other  funds  of  the  stale. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  commissioners  appointed 
Tonnereom-  by  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  provide  for  the  improvement  of  the 
SS     internal  navigation  of  this  state,9*  passed  April  17,  1816,  shall  con- 
tinue to  possess  the  powers  thereby  conferred,  and  be  denominated 

AntborUed  " the  canal  commissioners;"  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and 
cau^ST0*  empowered,  in  behalf  of  this  stale,  and  on  the  credit  of  the  fund  here- 
in pledged,  to  commence  making  the  said  canals,  by  openiog  com- 
munications by  canals  and  locks  between  the  Mohawk  and  Seneca 
rivers,  and  between  lake  Champlain  and  the  Hudson  river;  to  re- 
ceive from  time  to  time  from  the  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund, 
such  monies  as  may  be  necessary  for  and  applicable  to  the  objects 
hereby  contemplated ;  to  cause  the  same  to  be  expended  in  the  most 
prudent  and  economical  manner,  in  all  such  works  as  may  be  proper, 
to  make  the  said  canals ;  and  on  completing  any  part  or  parts  of  the 
works  or  canals  contemplated  by  this  act,  to  establish  reasonable 
tolls  and  adopt  all  measures  necessary  for  the  collection  and  pay* 
ment  thereof  to  the  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund;  that  a  majority 
of  the  said  commissioners  shall  be  a  board  for  the  transaction  of  bu- 
siness, each  of  whom  shall  take  an  oath  well  and  faithfully  to  execute 
the  duties  of  his  office,  and  shall  report  to  the  legislature  at  each 
session  thereof,  the  state  of  said  works  and  expenditures,  and  recom- 
mend such  measures  as  they  may  think  advisable  for  the  accom- 
vaeaneta  plishment  of  the  objects  intended  by  this  act :  and  in  case  of  auy  vm* 
bow  filled.  cancv  ia  tue  office  of  commissioner,  during  the  recess  of  the  legisla- 
ture, the  person  administering  the  government  may  appoint  a  person 
to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  legislature  shall  act  in  the  premises. 

III,  And  be  d  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  said  canal  commissioners,  aud  each  of  them,  by  themselves

Endi"&«.  °  by  them,  to  enter  upon,  take  possession  of,  aud  use  all  and  singular 
any  lands,  waters  and  streams  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the 
improvements  intended  by  this  act,  and  to-  make  all  such  canals, 
feeders,  dykes,  locks,  dams  and  other  works  and  devices  as  they  may 
think  proper  for  making  said  improvements,  doing  nevertheless  do 
unnecessary  damage;  and  that  in  case  any  lands,  waters  or  streams, 
taken  and  appropriated  for  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  not 
be  given  or  granted  to  the  people  yf  this  state,  it  shall  be  the  duty  • 
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the  canal  commissioners,  from  time  to  time,  and  as  often  as  they 
think  reasonable  and  proper,  to  cause  application  to  be  made  to  th6 
justices  of  the  supreme  court,  or  any  two  of  them,  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  appraisers;  and  the  said  justices  sh.aU  thereupon,  by  writing,  Appmiim 
appoint  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  discreet,  disinterested  ^<be*w°'Bl 
persons  as  appraiseis,  who  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
their  appointment,  severalty  take  aad  subscribe  an  oath,  or  affirma-  2^°  ^

parties  Interested  in  the  premises,  so  required  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, by  and  in  consequence  of  making  and  constructing  any  of  the 
works  aforesaid;  and  the  said  appraisers,  or  a  majority  of  them,  Tomatoes* 
shall  make  regular  entries  of  their  determination  and  appraisal,  with  tries* 
an  apt  and  sufficient  description  of  the  several  premises  appropriat- 
ed for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  in  a  book  or  books  to  be  provided  and 
kept  by  the  canal  commissioners,  and  certify  and  sign  their  names  to 
such  eptries  and  appraisal,  and  in  like  manner  certify  their  deter- 
mination as  to  those  several  premises  which  will  suffer  no  damages, 
or  will  be  benefited  more  than  injured  by  or  in  consequence  of  tbe 
works  aforesaid ;  and  the  canal  commissioners  shall  pay  the  damages 
so  to  be  assessed  aod  appraised,  and  the  fee  simple  of  the  premises, 
so  appropriated,  shall  be  vested  in  the  people  of  this  state. 

IV.  And  be  ti  further  enacted,  That  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of 
Hie  canal  commissioners,  it  shall  be  for  the  interest  of  this  state,  for  wmtfnLiL 
the  prosecution  of  the  works  contemplated  by  this  act,  that  all  tbe  in-  n.  c.  ma?  w 
terest  and  title,  (if  any)  in  law  and  equity,  of  the  Western  inland  .Su?1 
lock  navigation  company,  should  be  vested  in  the  people  of  this  state, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  canal  commissioners  to  pass  a  resolu- 
tion to  that  effect ;  and  that  it  shall  then  be  lawful  for  the  president  of 
the  canal  commissioners  to  cause  a  copy  of  such  resolution,  with  a 
notice  signed  by  himself  and  the  secretary  of  the  said  commission-

Passed  April  16,1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  Few-York,  represent- 
ed in  senate  and  assembly,  That  so  much  of  the  second  section  of 
the  aet,  entitled  "  so  act  to  incorporate  the  stockholder*  of  the  bank 
of  Orange  county,"  passed  April  6th,  IS  13,  as  declares  that  no  in- 
-dividaal  shall  hold  at  any  one  rime,  more  than  two  hundred  shares 
*f  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  bank,  be  and  tbesame  k  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

IL  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  president,  directors  and 
>era&.  company  of  each  of  the  incorporated  banks  in  the  state  of  New- 
ToW  York,  shall  hereafter  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  an  interest 
'***  not  exceeding  seven  per  centum  per  annum,  on  all  loans  and  dis- 
counts made  by  each  of  them  for  a  longer  period  than  sixty  days, 
any  thing  in  the  acts  of  incorporation  of  any  of  the  said  banks  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding.

extended  and  continued  in  force  until  the  first  Tuesday  of  June,  la 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two. 


CHAP.  CCLXIV. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  members  of  the  New-York  institution 
for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf  and  dumb. 

Passed  April  15,  1817. 

WHEREAS  by  a  petition  presented  to  the  legislature  from  cer- 
tain inhabitants  of  the  city  of  New-York,  it  is  represented,  that  theyt 
together  with  their  associates,  have  formed  an  institution  for  the 
purpose  of  affording  the  necessary  means  of  instruction  to  the  deaf 
and  dumb,  and  also,  to  provide  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
those  in  that  condition,  whose  parents  are  unable  to  maintain  them 
during  their  course  of  tuition :  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Smote  and  Assembly,  That  all  such  persons  gs  now  ate, 
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#r  hereafter  may  become  members  of  the  said  institution,  shall  bet, 
and  are  hereby  ordained,  constituted  and  appointed,  a  body  corpo- 
rate aod  politic,  io  fact  and  in.name,  by  the  name  of w  theJNew-York  to****** 
institution  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf  aod  dumb,"  aod  by  that  ** 
Mine  they  aod  their  successors  shall  and  may  have  succession,  and 
■ball  be  in.  lav  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being 
impleaded,  defending  and  beiog  defended,  in  all  court*  aod  places 
whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of  action  and  actions,  suits,  matters,  com* 

Elaints  and  causes  whatsoever ;  and  that  they  and  their  successors 
ave  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at 
their  pleasure;  and  also,  they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  "  the  New-York  institution  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf 
and  dumb,"  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  purchasing,  holding  and  con- 
veying any  real  and  personal  estate,  for  the  purposes  of  this  incor- 
poration, and  none  other,  which  at  any  time  shall  not  exceed  the  an- 
nual income  of  five  thousand  dollars. 

II.  And  be  it  farther  enacted*  That  for  the  better  carrying  into 
effect  the  objects  of  the  said  incorporation,  there  shall  be  a  presideut,  oocea. 
two  vice-presidents,  a  treasurer  and  a  secretary,  who  with  twenty 
other  members  shall  constitute  a  board  of  directors,  and  shall  have 
power  to  manage  all  its  affairs ;  the  officers  and  other  directors  shall 

be  elected  by  ballot,  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members,  to  hold  Election, 
their  office  tor  one  year,  or  until  others  be  elected  id  their  room,  and 
that  such  election  shall  be  held  at  such  times  aod  places  as  the  said 
corporation  shall  by  their  by-laws  from  time  to  time  appoint  and  di- 
rect, and  that  the  aforesaid  officers -shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  present  at  such  election,  and  in  case  of 
any  vacancy  or  vacancies  in  either  of  the  said  offices,  by  death,  re- 
signation or  otherwise,  the  said  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  / 
to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  until  the  next  annual  election :  of 
the  directors,  at  least  two-thirds  shall  be  residents  of  the  city  and 
county  of  New- York,  and  seven  shall  constitute  a  quorum.

Miller,  William  L.  Rose,  Gurdoo  S.  Mumford,  Benjamin  A.  Aker- 
ly,  Silvester  Bearing,  James  Thompson,  Robert  Troup,  Solomon 
Southwick  and  James  Emott,  directors. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  board  of  directors 

shall  have  power  to  make  such  by-laws  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  power  to 
necessary,  relative  to  the  management,  disposition  of  the  estate  and  £*e  ***  ' 
concerns  of  the  said  corporation,  and  the  regulation  of  the  persons 
exercising  the  offices  aforesaid,  not  contrary  to  law,  and  may  ap- 
point such  other  agents  and  servants  as  they  deem  necessary  to 
transant  the  business  of  the  said  corporation  and  designate  their 
duties. 

V.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  continue  and  be 
in  force  until  the  first  day  of  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  end  thirty-seven :  Provided  «fofy»,  Thatif  the  said  coipo-  Pl0Tk9. 
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ration  shall  apply  their,  or  any  of  their  funds,  to  any  other  purpose* 
than  those  contemplated  by  this  act,  that  then  the  said  corporation 
shall  cease  and  determine,  and  the  estate  real  and  personal  thereof 
shall  be  forfeited  to  and  vested  in  the  people  of  this  state. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  be  and  is  hereby 
declared  a  public  act,  and  that  the  same  be  construed  in  all  courtr 
and  places  benignly  and  favorably,  for  every  humane  and  benevo- 
lent purpose.

sident and  directors  of  the  said  company  may  direct,  and  be  applied 
by  them  towards  the  compledon  of  the  Bald  road. 


CHAP.  CCLXVL 

AN  ACT  directing  circuit  courts  to  be  held  in  the  counties  of  Onei- 
da and  Dutchess* 

Passed  April  15,  1817. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  a  circuit  court  and  court  of 
oyer  and  terminer  and  gaol  delivery  be  held  in  the  counties  of 
Oneida  and  Dutchess,  twice  in  each  year,  at  such  times  and  places 
as  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court  may,  by  order,  (to  be  published 
in  the  usual  manner,)  from  time  to  time  appoint ;  and  that  such  courts 
in  Oneida  county  shall  be  held  alternately  at  each  of  the  court  houses 
therein.

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from  the  village  of  Aogelica,  in  the  county  of  Allegany,  in  the  i 
est  and  best  direction  the  country  will  admit  of,  through  the  towns  of 
Caneadea,  Rushford  and  Ischua,  to  intersect  in  the  town  of  Concord, 
a  road  already  established  between  the  towo  of  Olcan,  in  the  county 
of  Cattaraugus,  and  the  village  of  Buffalo. 

12.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  the  said  road  shall  be 
laid  out,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to  file  a  map, 
wilh  their  names  thereunto  subscribed,  in  the  clerk's  office  of  Alle- 
gany and  Niagara  counties ;  and  that  it  shall  be  lawful  from  thence- 
forth, for  the  inhabitants  of  said  counties  of  Allegany,  Cattaraugus 
and  Niagara,  to  open  and  imp^ave  the  said  road;  and  each  of  the 
said  commissioners  shall  be  allowed  three  dollars  a  day,  for  every 
day  he  *hail  be  necessarily  employed  iu  laying  out  said  road ;  and 
that  the  supervisors  of  the  said  counties  of  Allegany,  Cattaraugua- 
and  Niagara,  shall  respectively  audit  the  accounts  of  the  commis- 
sioners for  laying  out  said  road  within  its  limits,  and  cause  the 
amount  thereof  to  be  assessed,  collected  and  paid,  as  part  of  the  cod* 
tingeat  expenses  of  each  said  counties. 


CHAP.  CCLXIX. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  conccrnbig  the  Slate 

Prism." 

Passed  April  15,1817. 

r  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  ofNen^York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly.  That  from  and  after  the  last  day  of 
May  next,  all  prisoners  coufined  in  the  state  prison,  in  the  city  of 
Skid?  «•!•  New- York, shall  be  supplied  with  provisions  and  hospital  stores  by 
*^  r     #  contract,  annually  to  be  made  and  entered  into  by  the  agent,  under 
the  direction  of  the  inspectors,  with  such  person  or  persons  as  may 
be  willing  to  do  it  on  the  lowest  terms,  at  a  fixed  yrice  per  diem, 
for  each  person  so  imprisoned,  the  articles  of  food  and  the  quantities 
of  each  to  be  ascertained  and  determined  by  the  inspectors,  and  to 
■  far-  De  inserted  in  such  contract  $  and  so  many  rations  shall  be  furnished 


ahhed  for     and  delivered  at  the  prison,  as  there  are  convicts  confined  therein 
*"*  ***      dally,  or  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  agreed  on ;  and  to  ascer- 
tain who  will  furnish  the  said  supplies  on  the  lowest  terms,  due  no-  « 
tice  shall  be  given  of  the  particular  supplies  wanted,  and  that  pro- 
posals will  be  received  until  a  certain  reasonable  time  for  furnishing; 
said  provisions ;  and  also,  all  hospital  stores  required  for  the  sick  pri- 
soners, such  proposals  to  specify  the  lowest  price  per  ration  per  diem ; 
Contactor    aD<i tne  contract  shall  be  made  with  such  persons  whose  terms  shall 
jJSJrifjr     be  most  advantageous  to  the  state,  and  who  shall  give  satisfactory- 
security  for  the  performance  of  their  contract. 

II.  -And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  said  last 

day  of  October  next,  there  shall  not  be  purchased  any  materials 

trhntAiia  whatsoever,  to  be  wrought  or  worked  up  for  sale  by  the  convicts 

XSiiXf     confined  in  the  state  prison,  on  account  of  the  state ;  but  the  said 

*hml!  ua,   eotivlc^s  *fod\  thereafter  be  solely  employed  in  working  up  such  ma-# 

^  terial*  as  may  then  remain  unmade  up  and  unfinished,  and  after  the 
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vauieare  finished,  they  shall  be  sofely  employed  In  manufacturing 
and  making  up  of  such  materials  as  may  be  brought  to  the  said  pri- 
son, by  or  for  individuals  or  companies  to  whom  such  materials  may 
belong,  to  be  manufactured  at  fixed  prices  for  the  labor  bestowed 
upon  them,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  the  goods  to  the  agent  of  the 
said  prison,  for  the  use  of  this  state;  and  the  said  agent  is  hereby 
required  to  give  public  notice  in  the  newspapers  in  the  city  of  New- 
York,  that  the  said  prisoners  will  be  so  employed,  and  shall  use  all 
-other  proper  means  in  his  power,  to  obtain  materials  for  such  kinds 
of  work  si  the  said  convicts  are  most  capable  of  doing  well,  and  as 
-will  be  most  for  the  advantage  of  the  state,  in  relation  to  which,  he 
shall  follow  Buch  regulations  and  instructions  as  may  be  given  him 
from  time  to  time  by  the  inspectors :  Provided  nevertheless,  that  the  *■■**»* 
said  agent  may  in  his  discretion,  with  the  approbation  and  under  the 
.direction  of  the  inspectors,  until  the  said  last  day  of  October  next, 
and  not  afterwards,  purchase  on  account  of  the  state  such  materals 
as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  him  to  cause  to  be  worked  up  to  ad- 
vantage such  articles  as  have  been  lieretofore  purchased ;  which 
irork  shall  be  finished  and  completed  on  or  before  that  day,  if  possi- 
ble, and  for  which  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars  is 
hereby  appropriated :  And  provided  further,  that  the  said  agent  Ftuttarpr** 
may  purchase  such  articles  of  timber  for  the  chair-maker's  business,  ™°a 
iron  and  coal  for  blacksmiths,  material*  for  carpenters,  for  machine 
makers,  painters  and  tailors,  and  dye  stuffs,  not  exceeding  annually 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  for  all  the  said  several  purposes 
and  objects,  in  such  proportions  and  in  such  manner  as  the  inspect- 
ors may  direct  from  time  to  time. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  agent  shall,  as 
soon  as  it  can  conveniently  and  advantageously  be  done,  sell  all  the  wimiimf 
manufactured  articles  now  made  and  unsold, 'or  that  may  be  here-  ££&*"' 


after  made,  to  the  best  advantage,  so  that  all  the  accounts  of  the 

said  institution  may  and  shall  be  brought  up  and  completed  on  the 

day  last  above  mentioned,  if  possible ;  for  which  purpose,  and  to 

close  the  same,  he  may  sell  such  articles  as  may  then  remain  on 

hand,  at  public  auction,  which  he  is  authorised  and  required  to  do, 

in  such  manner,  and  at  such  time  and  place,  as  the  inspectors  may 

direct ;  and  he  shall  also  collect  and  enforce  the  payment  of  all  tad  ^u^ 

debts  due  to  the  institution,  as  soon,  and  with  as  little  expense  to  the  <*ebu. 

state  as  possible ;  but  he  may  nevertheless,  with  the  approbation  of 

the  inspectors,  obtain  and  accept  of  such  security  from  the  debtors, 

on  granting  time,  as  maybe  deemed  most  conducive  to  the  interests 

of  the  state,  the  monies  to  be  received  to  be  applied  to  the  discharge 

of  the  debts  of  the  institution  now  remaining  uupaid. 

And  whereas,  it  is  believed  that  a  habit  of  industry  is  the  best 
preveutive  of  vice — to  encourage  which  habit  in  the  criminals  in  the 
state  prison,  whom  the  state  are  desirous  of  reforming,  it  may.be 
useful  to  allow  them  a  reasonable  portion  of  the  fruits  of  their  labor, 
to  be  set  apart  and  secured  for  them  or  their  families :  Where- 
fore, 

IT.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 

agent,  from  and  after  the  last  day  of  October  next,  to  keep  a  sepa- 

-  rate  accouut  for  each  prisoner,  charging  such  prisoner  with  the  cost 

•f  clothing,  provisions  and  hospital  expenses,  and  allowing  credit  Cent 
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wliat  has  been  teamed  by  such  prisoner,  which  account  shall  be 
when  to  p«r  el08**!  quarterly ;  and  if  the  said  prisoner  shall  have  behaved -well, 
cent,  aiiow-  {here  shall  theu  be  set  apart  twenty  per  cent  of  the  balance  of  the 
^/erafe*!',  *atd  account,  if  arty  balance  there  should  be  in  favor  of  the  prison- 
er, which  sums  so  reserved,  shall,  quarter-yearly  or  ofieoer,  be  in* 
nod  insetted  vested  io  some  public  stock  of  the  United  Stales,  bearing  interest, 
•t£k. State>  under  the  direction  of  the  inspectors,  and  when  the  said  prisoner 
shall  be  regularly  discharged  from  prison,  if  he  or  she  shall  produce 
satisfactory  proof  to  the  inspector**  by  the  certificate  of  the  princi- 
pal keeper,  or  otherwise,  that  he  or  she  has  been  of  good  behaviour 
during  the  time  of  his  or  her  confinement,  the  amount  thereof  shall 
be  paid  to  him  or  her ;  or  if  any  prisoner,  having  behaved  well, 
should  die,  previous  to  his  or  her  discharge,  the  amouot  so  due  to 
MwUetSe?  *uch  prisoner  shall  be  paid  to  the  husband,  wife  or  children  of  such 
prisoner,  if  any,  who  shall  apply  for  the  same,  and  prove  their  right 
to  the  satisfaciion  of  the  inspectors,  within  three  years  from  the 
death  of  such  prisoner,  otherwise  the  same  shall  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  for  the  use  of  the  state;  and  the  inspectors  may,  from  time 
to  thue,  hi  their  discretion,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  keeper,  of  the 
regular  good  conduct  of  any  prisoner,  and  at  such  prisoner's  re- 
quest, cause  to  be  paid  to  the  wife,  husband  or  children  of  such 
prisoner,  any  sum  be  or  she  may  desire,  not  exceeding  one  half 
the  amount  so  due,  always  leaving  to  the  credit  of  such  prisoner,  a 
sum  not  less  than  ten  dollars ;  and  where  any  of  the  prisoners,  con- 
victed of  crimes  and  sentenced  to  be  confined  in  the  state  prison,  or 
at  labor  on  public  works,  shall  work  regularly  and  faithfully,  and 
behave  well,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  agents  or  proper  persons, 
as  have  the  care  and  direction  of  such  prisoners,  to  cause  to  be  kept 
a  true  account  of  the  expense  of  such  prisoner's  maintenance  as 
aforesaid,  and  credit  him  with  a  fair  allowance  for  his  work,  and 
such  prisoner  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  proportion  thereof,  and 
the  same  shall  be  invested  and  paid  on  the  same  conditions,  and  in 
like  manner,  as  if  such  prisoner  had  continued  to  work  in  the  state 
.prison,  and  had  been  discharged  or  had  died  there. 

Y.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  where  the  court,  before  whom 
•^cttr^liay  ai>T  P"90aer  w**  convicted,  shall  have  adjudged  such  prisoner  to 
»brjto  the  confinement  in  the  state^prison,  or  at  hard  labor  oa  the  public  works 
S2mSl.con  for  a  certain  terra,  noNess  than  five  years,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
inspectors,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  principal  keeper,  or  other  sa- 
tisfactory evidence,  that  such  prisoner  has  behaved  well,  and  has 
acquired  by  the  means  aforesaid,  in  the  whole,  the  nett  sum  of  fif- 
teen dollars,  or  more,  per  annum,  to  abridge  the  period  of  confine- 
ment and  labor,  declared  in  such  sentence,  one  fourth  part,  and  to 
discbarge  such  prisoner  accordingly,  and  to  pay  to  such  prisoner  the 
amount  then  standing  to  his  or  her  credit  in  the  prison  books,  as  upon 
.  a  completion  of  the  sentence ;  but  such  sums  shall  be  forfeited  by 
•any  disorderly  or  disobedient  conduct  and  by  any  attempt  to  escape, 
and  shall  in  no  case  be  allowed  on  a  second  or  any  subsequent  con- 
viction. 

co««  to  be     VL  And  he  U  /,aP*ter  ««fc4  That  from  and  after  the  last  day 
disbursed,  j  of  May  next,  the  present  officers  and  men  composing  the  atate  pri- 
son guard  in  the  city  of  Hew-York,  be  and  they  are  hereby  thence- 
forth discharged,  and  the  captain  of  the  said  guard  shall  then  deliver 
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up  to  the  agent,  in  the  presence  of  the  principal  keeper,  the  arms, 
accoutrements  and  ammunition,  and  all  other  public  property  now 
io  the  possession  of  the  said  guard,  or  auy  of  them,  who  are  hereby 
required  to  deliver  up  aud  are  made  accountable  for  the  same ;  and 
the  said  captain  shall  require  duplicate  certificates  of  such  delivery 
from  the  agent  and  keeper,  one  of  which  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
inspectors,  and  by  them  be  transmitted  to  the  comptroller  ;*  aud  the 
said  arms  and  ammunition  shall  be  kept  in  readiness,  and  be  used 
if  occasion  may  require,  by  the  keepers  under  the  direction  of  the 
principal  keeper  for  security  of  the  prison  and  prisoners :  Provided 
however,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  inspectors  of  the  said  prison  to 
retain  so  many  of  the  present  guard  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  safety  of  the  prisoners,  until  the  number  of  prisoners  shall 
be  reduced  to  five  hundred  and  fifty. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  for  the  safety  of  the  said 

prison  and  securing  the  prisoners,  there  shall  be  formed  and  organ-  oneeomp* 
ized,  from  persons  residing  nearest  to  the  state  prison,  and  liable  to  JJ£  J  ™l1[2*' 
militia  duty,  one  company,  to  consist  of  one  captain,  one  lieutenant,  Siguuzed, 
one  ensign,  two  sergeants,  two  corporals,  one  drummer,  one  fifer,  *°* 
and  twenty-five  privates,  who  shall  receive  arms,  accoutrements  aud 
ammunition  from  the  public  arsenals  at  New- York,  giving  receipts 
to  be  accountable  therefor,  to  be  formed  and  organized  under  the 
orders  of  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  militia;  and  the  said  com- 
pany shall  keep  their  said  arms,  accoutrements  and  ammunition  in 
good  order,  and  be  always  ready  for  immediate  service,  and  shall 
repair  with  their  arms  on  the  first  alarm,  or  notice  from  the  princi- 
pal keeper  to  the  prison,  and  there  aid  and  assist,  under  his  direc- 
tion, in  defence  of  the  prison,  and  to  prevent  the  escape  or  any  mis- 
chief meditated  or  threatened  by  the  prisouers,  or  any  of  them,  or 
danger  to  the  prison  from  any  other  cause ;  aud  as  an  inducement 
and  reward  to  the  persons  composing  the  said  company,  they  shall 
be  exempted  from  all  other  militia  duty  and  from  serving  on  the 
grand  or  petit  jury,  during  the  time  of  their  being  a  part  of  said 
company. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  last  offlcw 
day  of  May  next,  the  officers  for  the  management  of  the  state  pri  thc^Iuoa 
goo  and  prisoners  therein,  in  New  York,  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit:  JSJiJt?* 
One  agent,  to  have  his  office  in  the  prison,  annual  salary  two  thou- 
sand dollars;  one  clerk  (or  the  prison,  salary  seven  hundred  and  fif- 
ty dollars ;  one  principal  keeper,  to  reside  in  the  prison,  to  have 

room  for  his  family  there,  salary  two  thousand  dollars ;  sixteen  as- 
sistants, under  the  orders  of  the  principal  keeper,  at  tour  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  each,  and  that  the  said  principal  keeper  shall  re- 
ceive annually,  the  additional  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars for  the  accommodation  of  the  inspectors,  when  they  attend  io 
the  prison  for  performing  the  duties  herein  assigned  them ;  and  that 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  per  annum,  be  appropri- 
ated to  pay  the  board  of  the  attending  physician,  aud  all  the  station- 
ary, fuel  and  light  used  in  and  for  the  prison,  shell  be  furnished  at 
the  expense  of  this  state;  the  said  agent,  clerk,  principal  keeper  and  JjpK?1!.11 
assistants  to  be  appointed  by  the  inspectors,  and  they  shall  previous  |™l»  ^jjj 
to  their  entering  on  the  execution  of  their  respective  duties,  take  miUuJiu. 
an  oath  or  affirmation;  to  be  subscribed  by  them  before  the  mayor  "££**  **

and  perform  the  duties  required  of  thein  by  this  act,  according  to 
the  best  of  their  skill  and  ability ;  the  said  assistants  to  be  under  the 
immediate  command  of  the  principal  keeper,  whose  orders  they  are 
required  to  obey  4  and  the  said  agent  and  principal  keeper,  and  his 
deputy,  shall  conform  in  all  things  to  the  direction  of  the  inspectors, 
e^p!^°?7  oot  contrary  to  this  act-;  and  the  said  principal  keeper  is  hereby  au- 
umau  *"*  thwfccd  and  empowered  to  engage  and  employ  a  corporal  and 
melu        twelve  men,  who  shall  receive  arms  and  ammunition  and  accoutre- 
ments from  those  herein  before  mentioned,  who  shall  be  subject  to  his 
command,  and  may  be  dismissed  at  pleasure  by  him,  to  act  as  a 
guard  for  the  safety  of  the  said  prison  and  prisoners,  and  that  he 
contract  with  such  persons  for  their  pay,  not  exceeding  thirty-five 
JJjjSf  *•    dollars  per  month  for  the  corporal,  and  thirty  dollars  per  month  per 
man  for  the  guard,  they  furnishing  themselves  with  every  thing  ex- 
cept fuel  for  the  guard  room,  and  their  arms,  ammunition  ami  ac- 
coutrements. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
agent  to  keep  a  regular  and  correct  account  of  all  monies  received 
from  the  visiting  fund,  rents  of  the  wharf  or  other  property,  and 
from  all  other  sources  or  means  whatsoever,  and  of  the  sums  paid 
by  him,  to  whom  and  for  what  purpose;  and  to  make  out  and  deliv- 
er to  the  inspectors,  at  their  monthly  meeting,  a  return  of  all  monies 
received  and  paid  by  him,  on  account  of  the  state  prison,  for  the 
preceding  month ;  specifying  from  and  to  whom  received  or  paid, 
and  on  what  account;  and  shall  also,  on  or  before  the  twenty -third 
day  of  February,  in  eachjy  ear,  render  to  the  comptroller  the  account 
required  by  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  hereby  amended,  to  all 
which  accounts  there  shall  be  an  attestation,  or  oath,  by  the  agent 
and  his  clerk,  taken  before  the  mayor  or  recorder,  that  the  said  ac- 
counts are  correct  and  true  in  every  particular,  to  the  best  of  their 
knowledge  and  belief. 

X.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  commissioners  for  build- 
ing another  state  prison,  at  the  village  of  Auburn,  shall  proceed  in 
the  said  work  as  soon  as  possible,  and  use  all  the  means  they  have  to 

howtopio-  cause  at  least  one  wing  thereof  to  be  completed  for  the  reception  of 
prisoners,  before  the  setting  in  of  the  next  Winter:  for  which  purpose 
a  sum  not  exceeding  forty  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated; 
and  all  the  male  convicts  hereafter  adjudged  to  be  confined 
to  hard  labor,  in  the  state  prison,  in  the  several  counties  here- 
after mentioned,  that  are  of  strength  and  ability  to  work,  shall 
be  committed  to  the  prison  of  the  county  where  the  trial  was  had; 
and  if  there  be  no  prison  therein,  then  to  the  prison  nearest  thereto; 
the  keeper  whereof  is  hereby  required  to  receive  and  keep  such 
prisoner  safely,  until  the  commissioners,  or  one  of  them,  for  building 
the  said  prison  at  Auburn,  shall  give  an  order  in  writing  to  the  sher- 
iffs of  the  said  counties,  to  transport  the  prisoners  so  cotifiued  to 
the  prison  at  Auburn;  and  the  said  respective  sheriffs  shall,  thereup- 
on, deliver  the  prisoners  so  confined,  if  any,  to  the  person  appoint- 
ed by  the  said  commissioners  for  the  reception  of  the  said  prisoners 
JExpetms,'  al  Auhuro,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  seutence  of  the  court;  and 
taSPtf.  the  said  commissioners  shall  pay  to  such  sheriffs,  their  expenses  for 
transporting  such  prisoners,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  act 
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hereby  amended  -r  which  sums,  so  by  them  paid,  for  transportation  of 
said  prisoners,  sbali  be  reimbursed  to  the  said  commissioners  upon  ' 
producing  to  the  comptroller,  the  proper  vouchers  for  such  payments, 
by  his  warrant  upou  the  treasurer  for  the  same :  and  the  said  prison- 
ers shall  work  under  the  direction  of  the  said  commissioners  and 
their  agents,  upon  the  public  works  at  Auburn,  and  may  be  secured 
as  by  them  maybe  thought  necessary;  and  the  said  prisoners  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  allowances  hereinbefore  directed:  the  counties 
herein  before  referred  to  are  Oswego,  Oneida,  Madison,  Chenango 
and  Broome,  and  all  the  counties  within  this  state  lying  westward  of 
these  last  mentioned,  and  between  lake  Ontario  and  the  Pennsylva- 
nia line.  J 

XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  id  all  cases  of  conviction  for  ^tU^ 
larceny,  which  may  hereafter  be  had  and  made,  thesame  shall  be  ad-  I*Atl"uo, 
judged  petit  larceDy,  unless  the  goods  so  stolen  shall  be  of  the  value 

of  more  lhan  twenty-five  dollars. 

XII.  And  be  it  farther  enacted.  That  the  canal  commissioners 
shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered  to  contract 

with  any  individual  or  individuals,  company  or  companies,  for  the  SXSLST 
labor  ot  any  number  of  convicts  in  the  state  prison  to  be  employed  "°*y~«»«* 
upon  the  canal  contemplated  by  the  act,  entitled  «  Mactrespectinir^^ 
navigable  commumcations  between  the  great  western  and  northern 
lakes  and  the  Atlantic  ocean,"  and  that  the  said  individual  or  indi- 
viduals, company  or  companies,  shall,  before  receiving  the  said  con- 
victs into  their  care  and  custody,  give  good  and  sufficient  bonds,  in 
such  sum  or  sums  of  money  to  be  approved  of  by  the  said  commis- 
sioners, and  conditioned  that  the  said  convicts  shall  be  kept,  sup- 
ported and  maintained,  free  of  any  expense  to  the  people  of  this  state 
and  that  none  of  the  said  convicts  shall  be  taken  out  of  the  said 
prison  to  labor  on  said  canals  for  any  shorter  period  of  time  than 
six  months ;  and  that  in  case  any  of  the  said  convicts  shall  escape  c«"*««  «• 
while  so  employed,  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  apprehended  and  coo-  caFin*J 
victed  thereof,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  court  where  such 
conviction  shall  be  had,  to  banish  such  convict  or  convicts  from  the 
state,  on  pain  of  death,  if  such  convict  or  convicts  shall  return  to  this 
state,  or  continue  therein,  after  such  sentence  as  aforesaid. 
^   XIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  prisoner  confined 
in  the  state  prison,  or  any  other  person,  shall  wilfully  and  malicious-  b^ST' 
ly  set  fire  to  the  said  prison,  or  to  any  of  the  workshops,  or  other 
erections  within  the  walls  thereof,  or  procure  the  same  to  be  done, 
or  aid  or  abet  the  doing  thereof,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  an  assault  and 
battery,  with  an  intent  to  commit  murder  upon  any  officer  of  said 
prison,  such  person  being  thereof  convicted,  shall  be  adjudged  guil- 
ty of  felony,  and  shall  sufFer  death. 

XIV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  following  sections  of 

the  act  hereby  amended,  viz,  the  fifth,  seventh,  eighteenth,  nineteenth  Seefilu  * 
twentieth,  twenty  first,  twenty-second,  twenty-third,  twenty-fourth'  Pe*^ 
twenty-fifth,  twenty-sixth,  twenty-seventh,  twentyeighth  and  thirty- 
fifth,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

XV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  «, 
keeper  of  the  state  prison,  and  other  poblic  officers  or  agents  having  *££?* 
the  charge  of  prisoners  confined  iq  the  said  prison,  or  at  the  public  **""* 
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works,  to  cause  to  be  read  to  the  said  prisoners,  once  in  three  months 
-at  least,  the  fourth,  fifth  and  twentieth  sections  of  this  act. 

XVI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  following  sum  foe  and 
AppropiU-  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  following  purpose,  viz.  for  support  of 
*""•          the  institution  oi  the  state  prison  in  the  city  of  New  York,  twenty 

thousand  dollars;  and  the  appropriations  herein  mentioned,  shall  be 
paid  to  the  commissioners  for  building  the  state  prison  at  Auburn, 
and  to  the  agent  of  the  state  prison  in  the  city  of  New-York,  respec- 
tively, by  a  warrant  from  the  comptroller  on  the  treasurer,  from  time 
to  time,  for  such  sums  as  may  be  wanted  to  carry  oft  and  accom- 
plish the  purposes  for  which  they  are  given ;  and  five  thousand  dol- 
lars for  the  necessary  repairs  of  said  prison,  in  the  city  of  New- 
York. 

XVII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  compensation  to  be 
■heriS!"*'"  allowed  to  the  sheriffs  of  this  state,  for  transporting  prisoners  to  the 

state  prison,  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit:  for  transporting  one  prison- 
er at  one  time,  the  sum  of  twenty -five  cents  per  mile;  and  for  each 
and  every  other  prisoner,  conveyed  by  him  at  the  same  time,  five 
cents  per  mile  in  addition  to  the  said  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  a 
single  one,  and  seventy-five  cents  per  day  for  keeping  each  criminal 
while  on  the  way  to  the  state  prison,  which  allowances  shall  be  in  fall 
for  services  and  expenses. 

XVIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  of  the  assistant  keep- 
Keepeft  de-  my  one  Bhall  be  appointed  by  the  keeper  his  deputy,  and  be  enti- 
pmy*          tied  to  cue  hundred  dollars  in  addition  to  his  yearly  pay  as  assis- 
tant. 

XIX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  person  administering 
the  government  of  this  state,  for  the  time  being,  may  from  time  to 
time,  in  his  discretion,  authorise  and  permit  the  employment  of  any 

▼Sr^'be  number  of  convicts,  condemned  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison, 
employed,  when  the  number  exceeds  four  hundred  and  fifty,  in  such  way  and 
for  such  purposes,  and  on  such  terms  and  conditions,  and  under  such 
persons,  as  he  may  judge  proper  and  may  direct;  and  he  may  em- 
power such  agent  or  agents  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  to  carry 
the  same  into  effect ;  and  all  officers  and  others,  having  charge  of 
persons  convicted  and  condemned  to  imprisonment  as  aforesaid,  are 
hereby  required  to  follow  such  orders  and  directions  as  may  law- 
fully be  given  in  relation  to  the  premises;  and  all  such  prisoners 
who  shall  behave  well  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  fifth 
section. 


CHAP.  CCLXX. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Ogdensburgk, 

Passed  April  15,  1817. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  district  of  country  con- 
tained within  the  following  bounds,  to  wit :  Beginning  at  a  black  oak 
tree  standing  on  the  eastwardly  bank  of  the  Oswegatchie  river,  be- 
ing the  northwestwardly  corner  of  a  lot  of  land  now  owned  by  William 
Wells,  and  running  thence  north  sixty-one  degrees  and  ten  minutes 
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fast,  one  hundred  and  eleven  chains  and  thirty  links,  to  the  south- 
west  warily  corner  of  a  lot  of  land  now  owned  by  Timothy  Burr; 
thence  along  his  bounds    north   twenty-four  degrees    aid  thirty 
minutes  west,  sixty-five  chains  aud  eighty-one  links  to  a  cedar  post, 
on  the  margin  of  the  river  St.  Lawrence ;  thence  continuing  the 
same  course  into  said  river  to  the  bounds  of  the  county  of  St.  Law- 
rence; thence  along  the  said  bounds  westwardly  to  a  point  opposite 
the  middle  of  Oswegatchie  river;  thence  along  the  middle  of  the 
Oswegatchie  river,  to  a  point  opposite  the  place  of  beginning;  and 
thence  to  the  place  of  beginning ;  and  all  the  freemen  of  this  state,  in- 
habitants within  the  limits  aforesaid,  be  and  they  hereby  are  ordain- 
ed, constituted  and  declared  to  be,  from  time  to  time,  and  forever  Boi  'm    * 
hereafter,  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  ntef.torp°' 
name  of  the  trustees  of  the  village  of  Ogdeosburgh;  and  by  that  name  St,le* 
they  and  their  successors,  forever,  shall  and  may  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, and  be  persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  and 
of  defending,  in  all  courts  and  places   whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of 
actions  whatsoever;  and  that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  Col,lllBoniW, 
common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  privileges, 
shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any 
lands  or  tenements,  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  to  and  for  the  com* 
moo  use  and  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  village. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  the  male  persons  above 
the  age  of  twenty -one  years,  who  shall  be  possessed  of  a  freehold  EI  ^ 
within  the  aforesaid  limits  of  the  value  of  fifty  dollars,  or  shall  have  Trustees* 
rented  a  tenement  of  the  yearly  value  of  five  dollars,  for  the  term  of  wheucho,c* 
one  year,  within  the  aforesaid  limits,  may,  on  the  second  Monday  of 
May  next,  meet  at  some  proper  place,  to  be  appointed  and  notified 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  village,  by  any  justice  of  the  peace 
within  the  county  of  St.  Lawrence,  at  least  one  week  previous  to  the 
said  second  day  of  May  next,  and  then  and  there  proceed  to 
choose  five  freeholders,  resident  within  the  aforesaid  village,  to  be 
trustees  thereof,  who,  when  chosen,  shall  possess  the  several  powers 
and  rights  herein  after  specified;  and  such  justice  shall  preside  at 
such  meeting,  aud  declare  the  several  persons  having  a  majority  of 
votes  as  aforesaid,  duly  chosen  trustees ;  and  on  every  second  Mon- 
day of  May,  after  the  first  election  of  trustees,  there  shall  in  like 
manner  be  a  new  election  of  trustees  of  the  said  village;  aud  the 
trustees  for  the  time  being  shall  perform  the  several  duties  herein  re- 
quired from  such  justice,  in  respect  of  notifying  the  meeting  of  the 
electors  of  the  said  village,  and  presiding  at  such  election. 

HI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  trustrees,  or  a  ma-  Board  oftrti 
jority  of  them,  assembled  on  village  business,  shall  constitute  the  board  """ 
of  trustees;  and  the  said  board  of- trustees  shall  be  summoned  and 
held  at  such  times  and  places,  in  the  said  village,  as  any  two  of  the 
trustees  shall  appoint ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  board  of 
trustees,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  and  their  successors,  to  make,  or- 
dain and  publish,  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  from  Byhw,# 
time  to  time  shall  deem  meet  and  proper,  relative  to  the  public  mar- 
kets, streets,  alleys  and  highways  of  the  said  village,  tb  draining,  fill- 
ing up,  levelling,  paving  and  keeping  in  order  the  same;  relative  to 
slaughter  houses,  houses  of  ill  fame  and  nuisances  generally ;  relative? 
to  restraining  geese,  swine  or  cattle  of  any  kind  j  relative  to  erecting. 
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and  regulating  hay  scales ;  relative  to  licensing  public  porters,  cart- 
men,  gaugers,  weigh  masters,  measurers,  inspectors  of  beef  and  pork, 
of  wood,  of  staves,  of  heading  and  of  lumber ;  relative  to  public 
wells,  pumps,  and  reservoirs  of  water  to  be  kept  filled  for  die  ex- 
tinguibhmem  of  fires ;  and  relative  to  compelling  tbe  inhabitants  of 
the  said  village  to  furnish  themselves  with  a  sufficient  number  of 
fire  buckets,  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires ;  and  to  the  purchase,  on 
behalf  of  the  aforesaid  inhabitants,  of  such  a  number  of  fire  engines,. 
ladders  and  other  implements  for  (he  extinguishment  of  fires,  aa  may 
be  deemed  necessary ;  also,  to  the  providing  suitable  places  and 

BroYifo.  buildings  for  the  uecessary  preservation  thereof:  Provided,  that  no 
such  by-laws  shall  extend  to  the  regulating  or  fixing  the  prices  of 
any  commodities  or  articles  of  provisions,  except  the  article  of 
J)read,  that  may  be  offered  for  sale  :  And  provided  dtsoy  that  such 
by-laws  be  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state 

jMty  impose  or  of  the  United  States:  and  it  shall  be  further  lawful  for  the  said 

*•**- .  board  of  trustees  to  impose  such  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  against 
any  person  or  persons  violating  any  such  by-laws,  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  any  one  offence,  to  be  prosecu- 
ted and  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  by  the  trustees,  to 
and  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation;  and  in  all  cases  it  sbaH  be 
sufficient  for  the  said  trustees,  in  any  suit  or  action  to  be  brought 
for  any  such  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  to  declare  generally  that 
the  defendant  or  defendants  are  indebted  to  the  trustees  of  the  village 
of  Ogdeosburgh,  in  the  amount  of  such  fine,  penalty  or  forfeiture,  to- 
be  paid  to  the  said  trustees,  for  the  time  being,  when  thereto  requh> 
ed,  and  under  such  declaration  to  give  special  matter  in  evidence  i 

JIm*."*1  and  the  freeholders  of  the  said  village  shall  be  deemed,  and  are  here- 
by declared  to  be,  competent  to  sit  as  jurors,  and  to  give  testimony 
in  any  cause  wherein  the  said  trustees  are  a  parly,  notwithstanding 
any  interest  which,  as  inhabitants  of  the  said  village  and  members 
of  the  said  corporation,  they  may  have  in  the  said  suit ;  and  the  said 
board  of  trustees  are  hereby  empowered,  from  time  to  time,  to  con- 
stitute a  clerk  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  said  board;  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tbe  said 
clerk  to  record  all  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  made  by  the 
said  board,  in  a  proper  book  to  be  by  him  provided  for  that  purpose ; 
that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  treasurer  to  receive  and  safely 
Keep  all  monies  belonging  to  the  aforesaid  corporation,  and  to  dis- 
burse the  same  in  such  manner  as  the  aforesaid  board  shall  direct; 
and  the  aforesaid  clerk  and  treasurer  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
direction  of  the  said  board :  Provided  however,  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  taken  to  prevent  the  aforesaid  board  from  appoint- 
ing the  aforesaid  clerk  and  treasurer  from  out  their  own  body,  or  to 
prevent  the  person  so  appointed  from  holding  the  offices  of  trustee 
and  of  clerk  or  treasurer  conjointly. 
IY.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 

MgMjrto  be  visage  qualified  as  aforesaid,  at  their  aforesaid  annual  meetings,  and 
at  such  other  times  in  the  year  aa  the  said  trustees,  or  a  majority  of 
them  may  think  necessary,  to  advertise  for  that  purpose,  at  least  one 
week  before  such  meeting,  shall  have  power  to  ordain  and  deter- 
mine what  sum  on  the  aggregate  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collect- 
ed from  the  inhabitants  of  tbe  said  village,  for  procuring  a  fire  a* 
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gtae  and  other  implements  for  extinguishing  fires,  and  for  other  ne- 
cessary or  beneficial  purposes,  and  to  fix  the  time  when  the  same  Tnlltew 
shall  be  paid;  and  thereupon,  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  make  shall  main 
out  a  tax  roll,  apportioning  the  said  sum,  and  the  per  centage  of  the  J^n*  *** 
collector,  which  they  are  hereby  authorised  to  add  to  the  sum  so  to 
be  collected,  amongst  the  several  persons  liable  to  pay  the  same,  and 
shall,  by  their  warrant,  appoint  and  authorise  some  proper  person  to 
collect  the  said  tax,  aod  pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  aforesaid,  collector 
retaining  in  his  hands  five  cents  on  every  dollar,  which  he  shall  levy  jj2JlJ£J.thc 
and  collect  and  pay  over  as  aforesaid,  and  such  person  shall  proceed 
in  like  manner  in  making  such  collection,  as  collectors  of  town  and 
county  taxes  are  by  law  directed  to  proceed,  and  shall  pay  the 
amount  so  collected  by  him,  except  his  aforesaid  per  centage,  to  the 
aforesaid  treasurer,  at  the  time  specified  iu  his  aforesaid  warrant,  and 
shall  be  in  like  manner  accountable  to  the  said  treasurer  and  liable  t^aSlS^ 
to  the  same  process,  as  the  collectors  aforesaid  are  by  law  made  ac- 
countable and  liable  to  and  from  the  treasurers  of  the  respective 
counties ;  and  in  case  any  sum  assessed  upon  any  owner  or  occupier 
of  lands  or  houses  within  the  said  village,  cannot  be  collected  in  the 
manner  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  remain  a  debt  of  record  against 
such  owner  or  occupier,  aod  may  be  sued  and  recovered  by  and  in 
the  name  of  the  aforesaid  trustees)  with  costs :  Provided  always,  P"****- 
that  the  sum  so  raised  shall  not  in  any  one  year  exceed  two  hundred 
dollars,  exclusive  of  the  collector's  per  centage. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  board  of  trustees 

shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  hereafter,  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  SSSSf0^1 
men,  willing  to  accept,  not  exceeding  twenty- five  in  number,  out  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  aforesaid  village,  to  have  the  care,  manage- 
ment and  working  of  the  fire  engine  or  engines,  belooging,  or  which 
may  belong  to  the  said  inhabitants,  and  also  the  tools  and  implements 
for  extinguishing  fires ;  and  the  said  board  of  trustees  may,  at  any 
meeting,  remove  or  displace  all  or  any  of  the  firemen  so  as  afore- 
said to  be  appointed,  and  may  appoint  others  in  their  place,  and 
may  nuke  and  establish  such  rules,  orders  and  regulations  for  the 
government,  conduct  and  duty  of  the  said  firemen  as  to  them  shall  ' 
from  time  to  time  seem  proper. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees 
shall,  whenever  sufficient  monies  belonging  to  the  said  incorporation  j,^. 
shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  have  power  to  purchase  one  am  engines. 
or  more  fire  engines,  and  other  tools  and  implemements  for  extin- 
guishing fires,  ai.d  to  have  the  same  kept  in  good  order  and  fit  for 
immediate  use,  which  aforesaid  engine  or  engines,  tools  aod  imple- 
ments, shall  be  in  the  eharge  and  custody  of  the  said  firemen,  subject 
however,  to  the  control  and  direction  of  the  aforesaid  board. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  at  least  one  month  before 
the  aforesaid  annual  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  village, 

the  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the  aforesaid  board  of  trustees,  a  de-  Tpe**»«* 
tailed  report  of  the  fuiuls  of  the  said  incorporation,  including  all  the  ii* account 
monies  received  into,  piid  out  of,  and  remaining  in  the  treasury,  0'n,n** 
specifying  the  particular  accounts  on  which  the  several  items  in  the 
said  report  were  received,  and  how  paid  out ;  and  the  said  trustees 
shall  then,  or  at  such  timp  thf-rcaft<;r  a*  th<y  shall  appoint,  proceed 
to  examine  the  aforeoaid  reports  of  the  »aiU  treasurer,  aod  the  funds 
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of  the  said  incorporation,  and  shall  lay  before  the  aforesaid  inhaUt- 
statement  of  ante,  and  at  their  next  annual  meeting,  a  full  statement  of  the  funds 
bSfbebiS*   of  the  said  incorporation,  and  for  the  objects  on  which  expenditures 
inhabitants.  oa7e  been  made ;  and  if  the  said  treasurer  shall  be  guilty  of  any 
fraud  or  neglect  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  bis  office,  be  shall 
TretrorerK-  be  liable  to  respond  to  the  said  incorporation  in  double  the  amount  of 
gtettorferi  the  damages  sustained  by  such  neglect  or  fraud,  together  with  costs 
of  suit,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  by  the  said-trustees  for  the  time 
being,  in  the  name  of  the  trustees  of  the  village  aforesaid,  in  any  court 
in  this  state  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  in  an  action  of  trespass  on 
the  case ;  and  the  said  trustees,  clerk  and  treasurer,  shall  be  allow- 
ed for  their  service,  6uch  compensation  as  the  aforesaid  inhabitants, 
so  assembled,  shall  deem  reasonable;  aud  the  said  trustees  shall 
.within  ten  days  after  their  election,  and  the  said  clerk  and  treasurer 
shall  within  ten  days  after  their  appointments,  respectively  take  and 
subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  io 
and  for  the  county  of  St.  Lawrence,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  village  of  Og- 
xm*  dinrkt  densburgb,  together  with  that  part  of  the  road  commonly  called  the 
state  road,  leading  from  the  said  village  to  the  east  end  of  the  east 
branch  bridge,  near  the  house  of  Jairus  Remington,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  constituted  a  road  district,  subject  to  be  subdivided  by  the 
said  board  of  trustees,  and  that  the  same  be  exempt  from  the  super- 
intendance  of  the  commissioners  of  highways,  of  the  town  of  Oswe- 
gatchie ;  and  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  all  the  powers 
over  the  said  road  district,  and  discharge  all  the  duties  which  by 
law  are  given  to  or  enjoined  upon  the  said  commissioners  of  high- 
ways, subject  to  the  like  restrictions  and  appeals  ;  and  it  is  hereby 
declared  lawful  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  village,  at  their  annu- 
al meetings  as  aforesaid,  to  choose  an  overseer  of  highways  for  each 
and  every  subdivision  in  said  road  districts,  that  shall  be  laid  out 
by  the  said  trustees,  which  overseers  or  path-masters  shall  have  all 
the  powers,  and  discharge  all  the  duties,  in  their  several  districts  or 
subdivisions,  which  by  law  are  given  to  or  enjoined  upon  other 
highways' ^1  overseers  of  highways,  giving  in  their  lists,  being  accountable  to  said 
•ounubie  to  trustees  in  the  same  manner  as  other  overseers  of  highways  are 
*ustcct*  bound  by  law  to  do  to  the  town  clerk  and  to  the  commissioners  of 
highways. 


CHAP.  CCLXXI. 

AN  ACT  authorising  a  state  road  to  be  laidotd  and  improved  from 
Utica  to  JVinficld,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Passed  April  15, 1817. 

T.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  Asa  Shepherd,  Spencer  Brigga 
and  John  Davis,  or  any  two  of  them,  are  herebv  appointed  commis- 
sioners to  lay  out  a  state  road,  of  the  width  of  four  rods,  from  the 
village  of  Utica  southerly,  the  most  direct  and  eligible  route,  by  the 
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first  Methodist  Episcopal  church  in  the  town  of  Paris,  thence  by 
Asa  Babcock's  in  Bridgewater,  in  the  county  of  Oneida,  to  Joseph 
Martin's  in  Winfield,  in  the  county  of  Herkimer;  to  order  to  be 
discontinued  so  much  and  such  parts  of  the  old  highway,  near  the 
road  to  be  laid  out,-  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  commissioners  the  0tlb  to  u 
public  good  may  require;  and  that  the  said  commissioners,  before  taken* 
they  enter  upon  the  dudes  of  their  office,  shall  take  and  subscribe 
an*  oath,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Oneida,  faith- 
fully to  perform  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act,  without  fa- ' 
vor  or  partiality. 

'.  II.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  after  laying  out  the  said  road,  r>ie  •m»p)fc 
the  said  commissioners  shall  cause  to  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  neetadoB* 
each  town  through  which  the  said  road  shall  pass,  an  accurate  map  tioDi" 
and  field  notes  of  such  part  of  said  road  contained  within  such  town, 
together  with  the  order  for  discontinuing  the  old  highway  as  afore- 
said :  And  further,  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorised  to 
receive  and  collect  donations  and  contributions,  by  subscription  or 
otherwise,  for  the  purpose  of  opening  and  improving  the  road  afore- 
said, and  to  lay  out  and  expend  the  same  in  a  discreet  and  prudent 
manner  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  on  the  said  road,  so  as  to  improve 
the  same  as  equally  as  possible  in  all  its  parts. 

III.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  Appaiijen# 
through  whose  land  the  said  road  shall  be  laid  out,  shall  refuse  to 

have  the  same  opened  and  improved  without  compensation  for  the 
damages  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  lo 
apply  to  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  where  such  land  may 
be,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  appoint  three  discreet,  disinterested 
freeholders  to. appraise  the  damages  (if  any)  above  the  benefit  re- 
ceived by  such  person  or  persons,  by  reason  of  such  road  passing

be  sufficient  for  that  purpose. 

IV.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  Russel  Williams,  Ivory  ^mi,liMlF 
Holland,  junior,  and  William  Crandall,  or  any  two  ef  them,  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  lay  out  a  state  road,  of  the  width 

of  four  rods,  from  the  third  Great  Western  turnpike  road,  within 
one  mile  of  the  dwelling  house  of  Dorastus  Hatch;  in  the  town  of 
Richfield,  southeasterly  the  most  direct  and  eligible  route  at  or  near 
the  outlet  of  Schuyler's  lake,  from  thence  to  strike  the  second  great 
western  turnpike  company's  road,  between  the  sixty -sixth  and  sev- 
enty-first mile  stones  upon  said  road;  to  order  to  be  discontinued  so 
much  and  such  parts  of  the  old  highway,  near  the  road  to  be  laid 
out,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  commissioners  the  public  good  may 
require;  and  that  the  said  commissioners,  before  they  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  office,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath,  before  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Otsego,  faithfully  to  perform  the 
duties  required  of  them  by  this  act,  without  favor  or  partiality. 

V.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  after  laying  out  said  road,  Mtp&don 
die  said  commissioners  shall  cause  to  be  filed  ifl  the  clerk's  office  of fi 
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each  towo,  through  which  said  road  shall  pass,  and  accurate  nap 
and  field  notes  of  such  part  of  said  road  contained  within  such  town, 
together  with  the  order  for  discontinuing  the  old  highway  as  afore- 
said :  And  further  y  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorised  to 
receive  ant)  collect  donations  and  contributions,  by  subscription  or 
otherwise,  for  the  purpose  of  opening  the  road  aforesaid,  and  to  lay 
out  and  expend  the  same,  in  a  discreet  and  prudent  manner,  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid  on  the  said  road,  so  as  to  improve  the  same  aa 
equally  as  possible  in  all  its  parts, 
ftypratanj  VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons* 
through  whose  land  the  said  road  shall  be  laid  out,  shall  refuse  to 
have  the  same  opened  and  improved  without  compensation  for  the 
damages  thereof,,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to  ap- 
ply to  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  whose  duly  it  shall  be  to 
appoint  three  discreet,  disinterested  freeholders  to  appraise  the  dam- 
ages (if  any)  above  the  benefit  received  by  such  person  or  persons, 
by  reason  of  such  road  passing  through  such  land ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  freeholders,  or  any  two  of  them  so  appointed,  to 
appraise  the  said  damages;  and  when  appraised,  the  said  commis- 
sioners shall  pay  the  amount  of  said  appraisement  out  of  the  moniea 
which  may  be  subscribed  or  contributed  as  aforesaid ;  and  when  paid 
the  said  commissioners  shall  cause  the  said  road  to  be  opened  and 
worked  to  the  extent  of  the  balance  of  donations,  so  made  as  afore* 
said,  remaining  in  their  hands* 

VII.  4nd  be  it  further  enacted,  ^hat  after  said  road  is  opened  as 

vtow  tape*  aforesaid,*  it  shall  be,  in  common  with  other  roads  in  the  respective 

•J.  towns  through  which  it  shall  pass,  laid  out  into  road  districts,  and  be 

improved  in  the  same  manner  as  other  public  highways  are  improv- 

*  ed  by  the  existing  laws  on  that  subject. 


CHAP.  CCLXXIL 

AN  ACT  for  the  incorporation  and  support  of  (he  Hudson  Laneas* 
ter  society. 

Passed  April  15, 1817. 

WHEREAS  Elisha  WilliflmB,  Thomas  Jenkins,  Judah  Paddock 
4nd  others,  have  associated  themselves  for  the  laudable  purpose  of 
establishing  a  school  in  the  city  of  Hudson,  for  the  diffusion  of  com- 
mon education :  Therefore, 


FMtmblc. 


I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  Nm-York>  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  Elisha  Williams,  Thomas  Jen- 

kins,  Judah  Paddock,  and  all  ?uch  other  persons  as  now  are  or  shall 

Bodrenp*  hereafter  become  members  of  the  said  society,  shall  be  and  are  here- 
by ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "  the  Hudson  Lancaster 
society  $"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors,  forever  here- 
after, shall  and  may  have  succession ;  and  by  that  name  shall  be 
persons  in  law  capable  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
answer  and  be  answered  unto,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts 
and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of  suits,  action?,  complaints, 
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matters  and  causes  whatsoever;  and  that  they  and  their  successor* 
may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at 
their  pleasure ;  and  that  they  and  their  successors,  by  their  Dame, 
shall  be  forever  capable  in  law  to  purchase,  take,  receive,  hold  and 
enjoy,  any  estate,  real  and  personal,  whatsoever,  of  what  nature  or 
quality  soever,  to  the  use  of  them  and  their  successor :  Provided 
always,  that  such  real  estate  shall  be  such  only  as  is  required  to  . 
carry  this  law  into  effect,  and  that  the  yearly  income  of  the  real  and 
personal  estate  and  hereditaments,  held  by  the  said  corporation,  do 
not,  nor  shall  not  at  any  time,  exceed  the  sum  of  live  thousand  dol- 
lars :  and  that  they  and  their  successors  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  lease  such  real  estate  aud  hereditaments,  on  such  terms 
as  they  shall  judgfe  most  beneficial ;  and  also  to  dispose  of  all  such 
estate,  real  and  personal,  at  their  will  aud  pleasure,  as  shall  appear 
to  them  most  advantageous  for  promoting  the  benevolent  purposes  of 
(he  said  institution.

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  on  the  first  Monday  of  May,  ^^  &h^

Monday  of  May,  there  shall  be  a  general  meeting  of  the  members  of

CHAP.  CCLXXIIL 

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  toll  bridges  within  this  state. 

Passed  April  15,  1817. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  represented 
in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  crossing  any  toll  bridge  within  this  state,  and  riding  any 
horse  or  mule,  or  driving  any  carriage,  team,  cattle,  horses  or 
mules,  to  travel  faster  than  on  a  walk;  and  that  any  person  or  per- 
sons who  shall,  in  passing  over  said  bridge,  designedly  or  wilfully 
ride  any  horse  or  mule,  or  drive  any  carriage,  team,  cattle  or  hors- 
es, faster  than  on  a  walk,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  one  dol- 
lar for  each  and  every  such  offence,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered 
by  and  in  the  name  of  the  toll  gatherer  for  the  times  being  of  such 
bridge,  in  an  action  of  trespass,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  of 
the  same;  which  action  shall,  in  every  instance,  be  considered 
transitory  in  its  naure :  Provided,  the  said  toll  gatherer  or  the  pro- 
prietors of  such  bridge,  shall  cause  a  notice,  in  large  capital  letters, 
of  the  above  penalty,  to  be  fixed  at  some  public  aud  conspicuous 
place  at  each  end  of  such  bridge :  Provided  however,  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  relate  to  the  bridges  over  the  Cayuga  lake. 


CHAP.  CCLXXIV. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  and  for 
other  purposes. 

Passed  April  15, 1817. 

WHEREAS  the  members  of  an  association  instituted  in  this  state 
for  the  purpose  of  educating  pious  young  men  to  the  gospel  ministry, 
have  petitioned  for  an  act  of  incorporation,  the  better  to  enable  them 
to  attain  the  objects  of  their  association :   Therefore, 

BE  it  enacled  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  Ncw-Yotk,  represent- 
ed  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  John  Stanford,  Matthias  B.  Tall- 
madge,  John  Wethington,  Thomas  Stokes,  John  Williams,  Archi- 
bald Maclay,  Edward  Probyn,  John  Cauldwell,  Robert  Thompson, 
Charles  Postley,  Leonard  Bleecker,  Eliakim  Raymond,  Thomas 
Garniss,  and  company,  and  such  other  persons  as  now  are  or  hereaf- 
ter may  be  associated  with  them,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  constituted 
a  body  corporate  aud  politic  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of

Passed  April  15, 1817. 
I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  ef  the  state  of  Nets-York,  repre-

est bidder,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  duties,  each  and  every

ue for  which  the  same  shall  be  sold ;  and  for  all  other  goods,  wares, 
merchandizes  and  effects  whatsoever,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for 
every  hundred  dollars  of  the  value  for  which  the  same  shall  be  sold, 
and  at  and  after  the  same  rate  for  any  greater  or  less  sum,  to  be  paid 
by  the  person  who  shall  so  sell  the  6ame.  And  in  all  cases  where 
the  auctioneer  or  the  owner  of  such  goods  so  exposed  to  sale,  or  any 
person  employed  by  them,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  the  highest 
bidder,  the  said  goods,  wares,  merchandizes  or  effects  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  payment  of  the  same  duties  as  if  they  had  been  sold  to 
any  other  person.

ple  of  this  state,  with  two  sufficient  sureties,  being  freeholders,  in  the  Stcrei  into. 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  the  du- 
ties herein  before  mentioned,  to  the  treasurer  of  this  state,  and  also  that 
be  shall  in  all  thingB,  well,  truly  and  faithfully  behave  and  conform 
himself  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act;  which 
recognizance  shall,  in  the  cities  of  New- York,  Albany,  Hudson,  Sche- 
nectady and  Troy,  be  taken  by  the  mayor  or  recorder  of  the  said  ci- 
ties respectively ;  and  in  the  counties  of  Albany,  Columbia,  Schenec- 
tady and  Rensselaer,  and  the  other  counties  of  this  state,  by  aoy 
judge  of  the  court  of  commom  pleas  for  such  county ;  and  duplicates 
shall  be  made  of  the  record  of  every  such  recognizance,  by  the  per- 
son taking  the  same,  one  whereof  shall  be  delivered,  or  cause  to  be 
delivered  by  such  auctioneer,  within  ten  days  after  the  date  of  such 
record,  to  the  comptroller  of  this  state,  and  the  other  shall  be  retail- 
ed by  the  person  takiog  the  recognizance*  And  every  auctioneer 
who  shall  sell  any  goods,  wares,  merchandizes  or  effects,  by  way  of  fKJj2c, 
public  auction,  without  having  entered  into  such  recognizance  as 
aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  and  every  article  so  exposed  to  sale,  to  be  sued  for  by  the 
attorney-general,  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  people  of  this 
state,  in  any  court  of  record  having  cognizance  thereof. 
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,  T.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  auctioneer  duly  appoint' 
ed  and  authorized  by  virtue  of  this  act,  in  and  for  the  city  of  New- 
AMM»t  or  York,  who  shall  sell  any  goods,  wares,  merchandizes  or  effects  at 
Sdto'ihom  PuM'0  auction  or  vendue,  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  the  first 
Etadaed.  days  of  April,  July,  October  and  January  of  the  year  for  which  he 
shall  have  been  appointed,  render  to  the  mayor  or  recorder  of  the  said 
city,  a  true  and  particular  account  in  writing,  of  Uie  monies  or  sums 
for  which  any  goods,  wares,  merchandizes  or  effects,  shall  have  been 
sold  at  every  sale  at  auction  by  him  made,  from  the  time  of  his  en- 
tering into  the  recognizance  aforesaid,  or  the  time  that  the  last  account 
was  rendered  by  him  in  conformity  to  this  act,  of  the  amount  of  each 
da)  's  sale,  and  the  days  when  the  same  were  respectively  sold,  dis- 
tinguising  the  sales  made  by  himself  personally,  or  in  his  presence, 
and  those  made  by  his  partner  or  partners,  or  clerks,  in  consequence 
of  his  absence,  from  inability  to  attend,  by  sickness  of  himself  or  fam- 
ily, by  his  duties  as  a  fireman,  by  reason  of  military  ordeis,  or  by 
necessary  attendance  upon  any  court  of  justice  as  a  witness,  juror  or 
party  to  a  suit ;  setting  forth  also  the  amount  of  6ales  of  all  goods, 
wares,  merchandizes  and  effects,  sent  or  entrusted  to  lum,  his  partner 
or  partners  for  sale,  and  by  him  or  them  sold  on  commission  at  pri- 
vate sale,  and  the  days  on  which  the  same  were  sold,  and  particu- 
larizing the  amounts  of  the  several  duties  chargeable  on  the  said  sales 
at  auction,  or  at  private  sale,  by  virtue  of  this  act;  and  shall  there- 
upon take,  before  the  said  mayor  or  recorder,  the  following  oath  or 
affirmation,  as  the  case  may  require :  "  I,  do  6olemuly  and 

«»tfe  to  be  sincerely  swear  (or  affirm)  that  the  account  now  exhibited  by  me,  and 
**  to  which  I  have  subscribed  my  name,  contains  a  just  and  true  account 
of  all  the  goods,  wares,  merchandize  and  effects  sold  or  stntck  off,  or 
bought  in  by  me  at  public  Bale,  or  sold  by  me  at  private  sale  on  com- 
mission, whether  subject  to  duty  or  not,  or  sold,  struck  off,  or  bought 
in  as  aforesaid,  by  others  in  my  name,  or  under  my  direction,  or  for 
.  my  benefit,  within  the  time  mentioned  in  the  said  account ;  nnd  of 
the  days  upon  which  the  same  were  respectively  sold  :  and  that  I 
have  attended  personally  such  of  the  said  public  sales  as  are  not  sta- 
ted in  the  said  account  to  have  been  made  without  my  attendance, 
and  that  the  causes  therein  mentioned,  of  my  absence  from  such  safes 
as  I  did  not  attend,  are  truely  stated  :  That  I  have  examined  the  en- 
tries of  all  the  sales  mentiooed  in  said  account,  in  the  book  kept  by 
roe  for  that  purpose,  and  fully  believe  this  account  to  be  in  all  res- 
peets  correct ;  and  further,  that  I  have,  during  the  time  therein  men- 
tioned, conformed  in  all  things  to  the  true  iutent  and  meaning  of  the 
act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  regulate  sales  at  auction,"  according  to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge,  information  and  belief."  •  And  all  and  every 
the  partner  and  partners  of  any  such  auctioneer  shall  also  make  and 
subscribe  an  oath  to  be  endorsed  on  the  said  account,  that  he  or  they 
respectively  believe  the  said  account  to  be  correct  and  true  in  every 
particular.  And  every  such  auctioneer  shall  within  ten  days  after 
the  rendering  such  account,  and  taking  such  oath  or  affirmation,  pay 
the  amount  of  duty  upon  such  account  of  sales  to  the  bank  of  New- 
Mfief  viae  York,  for  the  use  of  this  state,  which  monies  shall  be  credited  by 
£**■*»  the  said. bank  to  ihe  treasurer  of  this  state;  and  the  account,  with 
the  oath  or  affirmation  endorsed,  and  the  receipt  for  the  payment  of 
the  money  to  the  bank,  shall  by  the  person  rendering  such  account,

troller, to  be  filed  io  his  office';  and  the  comptroller  shall  thereupon 
certify  the  same  to  the  treasurer,  and  charge  him  with  the  amount 
thereof.

city  or  county  of  this  state,  if  he  make  no  sale  of  goods,  wares  mer- 
chandize or  effects,  at  public  auction,  or  of  articles  sent  or  entrusted

pay  the  money  due  from  him  to  the  state  for  duties  according  to  law,  fcitim  ap- 
or  to  make  oath  or  affirmation  as  directed  in  the  fifth  or  the  sixth  KHSSui. 
section  of  this  act,  as  circumstances  may  require,  or  to  transmit  to  the 
Comptroller  of  this  state  such  account,  receipt  or  oath  or  affirmation  as 
directed  by  this  act,  the  said  comptroller  shall,  in  every  such  case, 
certify  and  publish  such  neglect  or  refusal  in  one  or  more  of  the  pub* 
lie  newspapers  printed  in  this  state ;  and  from  the  time  of  publishing 
Bitch  advertisement,  such  delinquent  auctioneer  shall  be  deemed  to

assignees  pursuant  to  any  law  concerning  bankrupts  or  insolvents,  or 
transferred  or  conveyed  to  assignees  by  a  general  assignment  for  the 
benefit  of  all  his  creditors,  utensils  of  husbandry,  goods  damaged  at 
•sea  and  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  owners  or  insurers,  within  twenty 
-days  after  the  same  shall  be  landed,  under  the  inspection  of  the  war- 
dens of  the  port  of  New-Xork,  or  of  sucli  inspector  or  inspectors  as 
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are  bereiu  after  mentioned,  horses,  peat  cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  alt  articles 
of  the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  this  state,  except  distilled 
spirits,  and  all  fabrics  of  cotton,  wool,  hemp  and  flax,  manufactured 
within  the  United  States  or  any  of  the  territories  thereof,  shall  In  no 
vise  be  subject  to  but  are  hereby  exempted  and  declared  free  from 
the  duly  aforesaid,  (and  may  be  sold  by  any  person  being  a  citizen 
of  this  state,  in  any  part  of  this  state,  other  than  the  city  and  county 
of  New  York;  and  that  goods  damaged  at  sea,  and  sold  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  owncis  or  insurers,  in  any  other  city  or  county  than  the 
city  of  New*  York,  shall  be  sold  under  the  inspection  of  such  person 
or  persons  as  shall  be  thereunto  appointed,  in  the  cities  of  Albany  and 
Hudson  by  the  mayor,  or  in  case  of  his  sickness  or  absence,  the  re- 
corders of  said  cities  respectively ;  and  in  the  counties  of  Albany 
and  Columbia,  and  the  other  counties  of  this  state,  by  the  first  judge, 
or  in  case  of  his  sickness  or  absence,  any  other  judge  of  the  court 
of  common  pleas  for  such  county  ;  and  the  said  civil  officers  are 
hereby  authorised  and  required  to  appoint,  in  each  such  city  and 
county,  one  or  more,  not  exceeding  three,  discreet  persons  to  be  in- 
spectors ef  such  damaged  goods  as  aforesaid.

usually  been  sold  at  auction  in  ware  houses,  or  in  the  public  streets 
or  wharves,  at  or  near  the  place,  than  in  the  respective  liouacs  and 
stores,  to  be  designated  as  is  hereby  directed ;  and  if  any  auctioneer 
in  either  of  the  said  cities  shall  enter  upon  the  execution  of  his  office, 
or  shall  permit  any  person  to  act  in  his  behalf,  without  designating 
his  said  house  or  store,  or  his  said  partner  or  partners,  if  any,  io  the 
manner  and  form  herein  prescribed,  or  shall  hold  any  auction  at  any 
other  place  than  the  place  so  designated,  except  for  the  sale  of  the 
articles  herein  above  excepted,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  en  conviction  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  Dot  exceeding  two 
huudred  and  fifty  dollars ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  be- 
fore whom  such  conviction  is  had,  to  transmit  forthwith  a  particular 
report  thereof  to  the  person  administering  the  government  of  this 
state,  who  is  hereby  authorised  io  his  discretion,  in  the  recess  of  the 
council  of  appointment,  to  inhibit  the  person  so  convicted  from  acting 
as  auctioneer  as  long  as  such  inhibition  shall  continue :  Provided  al- 
ways, That  the  mayor,  aldermen  and, commonalty  of  the  said  cities 
respectively,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  authorised  to  designate  such 
place  or  places,  for  the  sale  of  horses,  carriages,* and  household  furni- 
ture, as  to  tlicm  shall  seem  proper  and  expedient.

four  rods  wide,  beginning  at  the  west  line  of  Montgomery  county, 
near  the  house  of  Erastus  Hamblin,  in  the  town  of  Fairfield,  in  the 
county  of  Herkimer,  and  running  theoce  to  the  college  in  said  town  ;

Passed  April  15, 1817. 

WHEREAS  by  a  petition,  presented  to  the  honorable  the  legisla- 
ture, from  a  number  of  persons  residents  in  the  city  of  New- York,  pjfaynbk. 
it  is  representf  d  that  they,  together  with  their  associates,  have  form- 
ed a  society  for  he  humane  and  laudable  purposes  of  assisting  and 
relieving  the  poor,  and  of  protecting  and  educating  orphan  children, 
and  hare  prayed  to  be  incorporated :  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  all  such  persons  as  now  are  or  Botypoiiat. 
hereafter  may  become  members  of  the  said  society,  shall  be  aud  are 
hereby  ordained,  constituted  and  appointed  a  body  politic,  in  fact 
and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  "  Roman  Catholic  benevolent  so-  5tr|* 
eiety  in  the  city  of  New- York;"  and  that  by  that  name  they  and 
their  successors  shall  and  may,  forever  hereafter,  have  continual 
succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being 
sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatso- 
ever, in  all  manner  of  action  and  actions,  suits,  matters,  complaints 
and  causes  whatsoever ;  and  that  they  and  their  successors  may  have 
a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and 
also,  that  they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name  of  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic benevolent  society  in  the  city  of  New- York,  shall  be  in  law  ca- 
pable of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  per- 
sonal, for  the  use  of  the  said  society:  Provided  always,  that  such  real 
and  personal  estate  shall  be  such  as  is  necessary  for  the  purposes  of 
this  incorporation,  and  none  other,  and  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed 
die  yearly  value  or  income  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  for  the  better  carrying  into 
execution  the  objects  of  the  said  society,  there  shall  be  a  president,  omstru 
three  vice  presidents,  a  secretary,  two  assistant  secretaries,  a  treasur- 
er and  thirteen  managers,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year 
or  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  room,  and  shall  be  elected  on  J^^f tow 
Whitsun-Monday  iu  every  year,  or  at  such  other  time  and  at  such 
places  as  the  corporation  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint;  and  that 
every  such  election  shall  be  by  ballot,  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  at  every  such  meeting ;  and  that  in  case  any  vacancies  should 
happen  in  either  of  the  said  offices,  by  death,  resignation  or  other- 
wise, such  vacancies  shall  and  may  be  filled  up,  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year  in  which  they  shall  happen,  by  a  special  election  for  that 
purpose,  to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  elections  are 
made,  and  at  such  places  and  times  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  said  corporation. 

III.    4nd be  it  further  enacted,  That  Stephen  P.  Lemo'ne  slnll  Firttoffiten. 
be  the  first  president,  Luke  Brannan,  J.  13.  A.  itf.  Dcscze  and 
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Charles  Del  Vechio  the  first  vice  presidents,  Mark  Desabaije  the 
Ant  secretary,  Michael  O'Conner  and  Hugh  Sweeny  the  ftwt  m- 
sistant  secretaries,  John  White  the  first  treasurer,  and  Cornelias 
Heeny,  Francis  Cooper,  Anthony  McDonald,  John  G.  Gesberger, 
L.  SU  Juiien  Bourdell,  Robert  Fox,  John  B.  Lasala,  Patrick  Walsh, 
George  Boweo,  John  Graham,  John  Olliff,  Garrit  Byrne  and  Fran- 
cois Evard  the  first  managers  thereof,  who  shall  bold  their  offices 
respectively  until  Wbitsuo-Monday  io  May  next,  or  until  others 
shall  be  chosen  in  their  room. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  at  every  ordinary  or  extra- 
ordinary meeting  of  the  society,  when  twenty-one  members  are  met, 
they  shall  have  full  powers  to  do  and  transact  all  the  business  thereof. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  corporation  and 
their  successors,  shall  have  full  power  to  make,  constitute,  ordain 
and  establish  such  by-laws,  rules,  ordinances  and  regulations  as  they, 
from  time  to  time,  shall  judge  proper,  for  the  election  of  their  officers, 
for  the  election  or  admission  of  new  members  of  the  said  corporation, 

l,^  and  the  terms  and  manner  of  adnfission,  and  the  sums,  that  shall  be 
paid  yearly  by  the  members  of  the  said  society :  Provided  always, 
that  such  sum  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  three  dollars  yearly  and 
every  year;  and  also  for  the  management  and  disposition  of  their 
stock,  property,  estate  and  effects,  for  the  purposes  of  carrying  into 
effect  the  objects  of  this  society,  and  for  fixing  the  times  and  places 
of  the  meetings  of  the  said  society,  and  touching  the  duties  and  con- 
duct of  the  officers  of  the  said  corporation,  .and  such  other  matters 
as  appertain  to  the  business,  end  and  purposes  for  which  the  said 
corporation  is  by  this  act  constituted,  and  tor  no  other  purposes 
whatsoever :  Provided  alwajjs,  that  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  state. 

Ar+fieaet  VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  be  and  hereby  is 
declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  that  the  same  be  construed  in  all 
courts  and  places,  favorably  for  every  purpose  therein  mentioned 
and  intended. 


CHAP.  CCLXXXVII.

Passed  April  15, 1817. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  commissioners  of  the  land 
office,  or  a  majority  of  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and 
empowered,  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  this  state,  to  enter  into  any 
agreement  or  arrangement  for  a  final  adjustment  and  settlement  of 
all  manner  of  controversies  and  disputes  whatsoever,  now  existing  or 
which  may  exist  at  the  time  of  such  agreement,  between  this  state 
and  all  and  every  person  and  persons  whatsoever,  having  or  claim- 
ing  any  right  or  interest  in  the  lands  granted  to  George  Scriba  by 
letters  patent  from  this  state,  dated  the  twelfth  day  of  December,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-four;  or  in  a  certain  tract  of 
land  therein  reserved  to  the  people  of  this  state,  whereon  the  viliagt

ftf  Bast  Oswego  dow  stands,  and  definitely  to  fix  the  bounds  of  the 
said  reservation,  sod  the  rights,  privileges  and  benefits  of  the  water* 
fall  oo  the  rfver  there,  and  all  matters  relating  thereto,  in  such  man- 
ner as  they  may  think  just  and  proper;  which  agreement  shall  be 
binding  and  conclusive  on  this  state,  ia  the  same  manner  as  other 
parties  thereto. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  the  said  commissioners 
cannot  effect  a  settlement  of  all  controversies  relating  thereto,  by

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  NeivYork,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  commissioners  of  the  land  office,  and  they  are  hereby  directed, 
to  sell  a  tract  of  land,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  acres,  adjoining 
the  pond  called  Tuckseeto  pond,  in  Orange  county,  to  Peter  Loril- 
iard and  George  Loriliard,  for  such  sum  as  shall  be  adjudged  the 
Value  thereof,  by  Roger  Pamele,  Isaac  Pierson  aad  Hector  Craig, 
or  any  two  of  them,  which  sum  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  this 
state  previous  to  the  granting  of  such  letters  patent.

''  public  worship,7'  as  used  in  the  act  which  this  is  intended  to  amende 
h  hereby  declared  to  extend  only  to  those  going  to  and  from  the 
place  of  public  worship  to  which  tjaey  usually  resort,  within  tea  miles, 
of  their  place  of  residence, 
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CHAP.  CCXCII. 

AJff  ACT  for  the  relief  of  David  Berner  and  William  Borst. 

Passed  April  15,1817. 

BE  it  enacted  by  thi  people  of  Ou  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  comptroller  may  lake  from 
Pavid  Berner  and  William  Borst,  such  security  as  shall  be  deemed 
satisfactory  to  him,  for  the  sum  of  eleven  hundred  aod  twenty-five 
dollars  aod  thirty-si*  cents,  with  interest  from  the  first  day  of  June, 
io  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirteen,  payable  in  eight 
equal  annual  instalments,  with  interest  on  the  whole  sum  annually ; 
and  that  the  attorney-general,  on  receiving  a  certificate  that  such  se- 
curity has  been  given,  shall  to  that  amount  discharge  tiie  said  David 
Berner  and  William  Borst  from  the  judgment  and  execution  against 
them,  at  the  suit  of  the  people  of  this  state,  on  a  bond  given  by  Har- 
mantu  Bouck  and  Jeremiah  Brown,  former  commissioners  of  loans 
for  the  county  of  Schoharie,  with  the  wd  David  and  William,  and 
others,  as  sureties,  on  their  paying,  the  costs  on  such  judgment  and 
execution.

company.

WHEREAS  it  has  been  represented  to  this  legislature,  by  the  p*EWDWe' 
petition  of  the  president,  directors  and  company  of  the  eastern  branch 
of  the  Schoharie  turnpike  road,  under  their  corporate  seal,  that  it 
-would  be  of  public  and  individual  benefit,  to  allow  the  president  and 
directors,  for  the  time  being,  to  sell  or  dispose  of  the  said  road  in

BE  it  enacted  fry  the  people  of  the  state  ef  New-York,  repre-  ^S^S' 
sented  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  ^p*« 
the  said  president  and  directors  to  sell  the  turnpike  road  of  said  com-  ""* 
paoy,  aid  under  their  corporate  seal,  to  convey  the  same :  Provided, 
four  fifths  in  amount  of  the  stockholders  shall,  in  writing,  signify  their 
assent  to  such  sale,  and  the  said  sale  may  be  made  in  one  entire  par- 
cel or  in  not  more  than  three  portions,  eaeh  portion  to  contain  tea 
Biles  of  road  and  one  gate. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  money  which  the  said  *£3J£ 
president  and  directors  shall  receive  upon  the  sale  of  the  said  road,  p*j  *-■— 
shall  be  applied  by  them  to  the  payment  of  the  debts  due  from  said 
company,  in  equal  proportions,  according  to  the  amount  of  their  res* 
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pective  debts',  tad  the  surplus,  if  any,  shall  be  divided  among  tbe 
stockholders  according  to  the  number  of  their  respective  shares. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  purchasers  may  form

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  new  corporations 
shall  respectively  have  the  same  powers  aod  privileges,  and  be  lia- 
ble to  tlte  same  restrictions  and  penalties  as  are  contained  in  the  sev- 
eral grants  to  the  aforesaid  corporations. 


CHAP.  CCXCV. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  if  Raymond  Taylor* 

Passed  April  15,  Ifl  7. 

WHEREAS  Raymond  Taylor,  of  the  county  of  Saratoga,  by 
petition  hath  represented  to  the  legislature,  that  at  the  time  of  the  des- 
truction by  fire  of  the  court  house  and  goal  of  said  county,  he  was 
keeper'of  said  gaol,  thatduring  said  fire  his  undivided  attention  was 
necessarily  devotM  10  the  relief  of  liie  ^  wooers  and,  that  before  his 
exertions  for  their  preservation  aod  security  could  be  remitted,  a 
very  considerable  part  of  the  private  property  of  the  petitioner  was 
tlestroyed  by  fire :  Therefore,  for  the  relief  of  the  petitioner, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  stale  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  so* 
pervisors  of  the  county  of  Saratoga,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised 
teeinutbe   and  directed,  at  their  annual  meeting,  in  October  next,  to  examine 
S5!?of      and  determine  as  to  the  equity  of  the  petitioner's  claims,  and  the  ex- 
tent of  his  loss  by  said  fire,  and  to  cause  such  sum  (if  in  their  opin* 
ion  he  should  be  entitled  to  any)  as  they  may  deem  a  remuneration 
Bow  naeh    of  his  loss,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  levied  on  the 
2*1"1**   freeholders  aod  inhabitants  of  said  county,  together  with  the  addi- 
tional sum  of  five  cents  on  each  dollar  for  collecting  the  same,  which 
sum  so  allowed,  shall  be  levied,  collected  and  paid  unto  the  said 
Raymond  Taylor  or  Us  representatives,  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
other  contingent  expenses  of  said  county  are  raised,  levied*  coBectei 
aod  paid  over.

CHAP.  I. 

AN  ACT  to  assign  a  certain  mortgage  (herein  mentioned. 

Passed  February  7,  1818. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  (he  State  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  new 
loan-officers  of  the  couoty  of  Albany,  or  either  of  them,  on  Her- 
manns Peek,  paying  the  principal  and  interest  of  a  certain  mort- 
gage, executed  by  Eldert  Anient,  now  deceased,  to  the  new  loan- 
officers  of  the  county  of  Albany,  dated  on  or  about  the  sixteenth 
day  of  July,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-two,  to  assign 
and  set  over  the  said  mortgage  to  the  said  Hermanus  Peek,  his 
heirs  ami  aiulgas,  to  hie  and  their  own  proper  use  and  benefit ;  and 
that  thereupon  the  «ud.  Hermanus  Peek,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  shall 
be  possessed  of  all  the  right,  title,  interest,  property,  claim  and.  de- 
mand, which  the  people  of  the  state  of  New- fork,  and  the  said 
new  loan-officers,  or  either  of  them,  have  in  and  to  the  same,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  have,  use,  and  take  all  lawful  ways  and  means  in 
his  own  name  for  the  collection  of  the  money  due,  or  to  become 
due  thereon,  which  the  said  people  and  the  said  new  loan-officers, 
or  either  of  them,  now  have,  or  may  have,  for  the  collection  of  the 
same:  Provided  the  people  of  the  state  are  in  no  event  to  be  liable 
to  repay  the  principal  or  interest  of  the  said  mortgage,  or  any  part 
thereof,  in  case  the  same  is  not  recovered  of  the  mortgagor. 


CHAP.  II. 

AN  ACT  respecting  the  collection  of  the  tax  of  the  year  one  thou* 
sand  eight  hundred  and  seventeen,  for  the  town  of  Franklin,  in 
the  county  of  Delaware. 

Passed  February  7, 1818* 

"WHERE  \S  it  is  represented  to  the  Legislature,  that  Ira  Smith, 
tftte  collector  of  taxes  in  the  tows  of  Franklin,  died  suddenly,  leav- 
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log  uncollected,  a  portion  of  the  tax  of  the  year  one  thousand  eigjt 
huudred  and  seventeen :  Therefore, 

I.  *ie  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly y  That  William  Tayler,  one  of  the 
sureties  of  the  said  collector,  or  such  person  as  the  justices  of 
said  town,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shaH  appoint,  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorised,  until  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  next,  to  receive  and 
collect  all  such  sum  or  sums,  as  may  still  remain  due  on  account  of 
the  said  tax,  iu  the  said  town ;  and  that  the  time  for  the  collection 
of  said  tax,  and  of  accounting  with  the  county  treasurer,  be,  and 
is  hereby  extent  led  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  next ;  and  also, 
that  the  said  William  Tayler,  or  such  other  person  as  aforesaid, 
be  authorised  to  make  returns*  on  or  before  said  day,  of  the  arreara- 
ges of  taxes  on  lands  of  non-residents  ;  and  that  such  returns,  if 
sworn  to,  and  certified  as  required  by  law,  shall  be  as  valid  as  if 
made  by  the  collector,  wiihin  the  time  prescribed  by  the  act  for  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  taxes. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enaend,  That  the  said  William  Tayler,  mr

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  ike  State  of  New-York*  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  David  Linus,  John  Denny,  oth- 
erwise called  John  Denny,  junior,  John  Harris,  James  O'Brien  and 
Koswell  T~  Pratt,  respectively,  be  add  they  are  hereby  pardoned 

Mm^D^m^*,  of  the  murder  whereof  tbey  were  respectively  convicted,  at  a  couit 
Koswcii  r!  of  oyer  and  terminer,  held  in  and  for  the  county  of  Oneida,  io  the

HMrii  &  a*,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Oneida  county,  forthwith,  to 
coufinJi0  i£  remove  the  said  John  Harris  and  James  O'Brien,  from  the  pris- 
tkeftateprit-  on  \Q  $&  e9\c\  county  of  Oneida,  and  them  safely  deliver  to  the 
keeper  or  keepers  of  the  said  state  prison ;  and  that  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  keeper  or  keepers  of  the  said  state  prison,  to  re* 
ceive  the  said  John  Harris  and  James  O'Brien  into  the  said  prison, 
and  them  to  keep  during  their  natural  lires. 
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III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  pardon,  granted  io  and  by

CHAP.  IV. 

IN  ACT  respecting  the  settlem'nt  of  the  demands  of  this  state 
against  the  United States ',  and  for  other  purposes. 

Passed  February  10, 1818. 

T.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  person  administering  the 
government  of  this  state  is  hereby  authorised  to  appoint  an  agent, 
•with  full  power  to  adjust  and  settle  die  demands  of  this  state  again* 
the  United  States.    • 

IL  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  person  administering  the  government  of  this  state,  to  institute 
a  ne^ociation  with  the  government  ofrtbe  United  States,  for  the  sate 
of  the  fortifications  and  buildings  belonging  to  this  state,  at  the  Nar- 
rows,, on  Statemlsland,  and  the  lands  connected  therewith,  and  to 
report  the  same  to  the  legislature,  at  thair  next  session,  their  for  con- 
sideration. -  

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  agent  shall  obey 
such  instructions  as  he  shall  receive  from  time  to  time,  from  the 
person  administering  the  government  of  this  state,  in  relation  to  the 
powers  given  him  by  this  act,  and  shall  also  perform  such  further 
services  as  shall  be  enjoined  on  him  by  the  person  administering  the 
government  as  aforesaid,  for  the  attainment  of  the  objects  contem- 
plated by  the  next  preceding  section. 


CHAP.  V, 

AN  ACT  extending  the  powers  of  the  officers  and  ministers  of 
Justice,  in  relation  to  the  conveyance  of  prisoners. 

Passed  February  10, 1818. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  rcpre- 
tented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of 
Jois  act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  sheriff,  coroner,  consta- 
te, or  other  officer  or  minister  of  justice,,  of  any  of  the  counties  of 
*"**  state,  bavins;  the  charge  and  custody  of  any  prisoner  or  prison- 
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era,  by  virtue  of  legal  process,  civil  or  criminal,  to  pass  over,  across 
and  through  any  and  all  such  parte  of  any  other  couoty  or  counties, 
as  lie  in  auy  of  the  ordinary  routes  of  travel,  from  the  place  where 
such  prisoner  or  prisoners  shall  be  anested,  to  the  place  where  the 
said  sheriff,  coroner,  constable,  or  other  officer  or  minister  of  jus- 
tice, shall  in  and  by  such  process  be  commanded  to  convey  or  de- 
liver such  prisoner  or  prisoners. 

J  I.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  such  prisoner  or  prisoners, 
so  held  in  custody,  or  the  officer  or  officers  so  holding  such  prison- 
er or  prisoners  in  custody,  while  passing  over,  across  or  through 
6uch  part  or  parts  of  auy  such  county  or  counties,  shall  not  be  lia- 
ble to  arrest  on  civil  process;  and  that  such  conveyance  as  afore* 
said  shall,  in  no  case,  be  deemed  an  escape. 


CHAP.  VI. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Ann  Warner. 

Passed  February  10,  1818. 

Be  it  enacted  by  (he  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent' 
td  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of 
the  people  of  this  state,  in  and  to  a  certain  lot  or  piece  of  ground, 
situate  in  the  city  of  New-York,  with  all  the  buildings  and  improve- 
ments thereon,  whereof  Jeremiah  Warner,  late  of  said  city,  mason, 
died  seized,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  wholly  relinquished  and 
released  unto  his  widow  Ann  Warper,  of  said  city,  her  heirs  and  as- 
signs forever :  Provided,  That  in  case  the  said  Jeremiah  Warner  was 
pot  the  legal  owner  of  the  said  lot  and  improvements  thereon,  that 
this  act  shall  be  considered,  ia  all  respects,  null  and  void. 


CHAP.  VII. 

AN  ACT  to  appoint  a  Treasurer  of  this  stale. 

Passed  February  13, 1818. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Gen-it  L.  Dox  be  and  be  hereby 
is  appointed  Treasurer  of  this  state,  to  remain  in  office  until  the 
twelfth  day  of  February,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  nineteen. 


CHAP.  VIIJ. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "an  act  appointing  commis- 
sioners to  lay  out  the  road  therein  mentioned,  within  the  counties 
of  Oneida  and  Jefferson,"  passed  April  18,1815. 

v  Passed  February  20,  1818. 

WHEREAS,  by  the  last  section  of  said  act,  the  commission, 
cw,  appointee)  therein,  are  to  receive  a  compensation  for  their  servV 
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fces,  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  for  each  day  they  shall 
necessarily  spend  in  laying  out  and  establishing  said  road,  and  all 
incidental  expenses  connected  therewith,  which,  by  said  section, 
shall  be  levied  and  paid  by  the  counties  of  Oneida  and  Jefferson^ 
as  the  contingent  charges  of  said  counties  :  And  Whereas,  since  the 
passing  of  said  act,  the  county  of  Oswego  has  been  erected,  and 
the  charges  for  the  services  of  the  said  commissioners,  which  were 
to  have  been  audited  by  the  county  of  Oneida,  ought  to  be  audited 
and  paid  by  the  county  of  Oswego ;  Therefore, 

Be  it. enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of New-York,  represent* 
ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  supervisors  of  t^e  county  of 
Oswego  and  Jefferson,  shall,  at  their  annual  meeting,  audit  and  al- 
low all  such  accounts,  for  daily  services,  rendered  heretofore  or 
hereafter  by  said  commissioners,  in  laying  out  and  attending  to  the 
duties  under  the  act  aforesaid,  and  which  have  not  been  heretofore 
allowed  by  the  counties  of  Ooeida  and  Jefferson;  and  all  inciden- 
tal expenses  for  surveying  the  same,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  by 
said  counties  of  Oswego  and  Jefferson,  as  the  contingent  charges 
in  said  counties  are  levied,  collected  and  paid. 


CHAP.  IX. 

AW  ACT  to  authorise  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of 
Tioga  to  raise  money  by  tax,  for  the  erection  of  a  fire-proof 
clerk's  office,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Passed  February  20, 1318. 

New- York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  "That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Tioga,  at  their  annual 
meeting  in  October  next,  or  at  any  subsequent  meeting,  to  cause  to  j^J^H 
be  raised  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  m, 
over  and  above  the  ordinary  expenses  of  collecting  the  same,  which

WHEREAS  General  Richard  Montgomery,  a  citizen  of  this 
state,  distinguished  himself,  by  his  valor  and  patriotism,  among  tlie 
earliest  of  (he  heroes  of  the  revolution,  and  was  slain  while  io  the 
act  of  gallantly  leading  the  attack  on  Quebec :  Andrvhereeut  the  re- 
mains of  the  said  General  Richard  Montgomery,  are  interred  near  the 
battleground,  undistinguished  by  any  respectful  mark:  And  where- 
as  a  monument  has  been  erected  to  his  memory,  with  others,  in  Saint 
Paul's  church,  in  the  city  of  New-York,  by  the  congress  of  the 
United  States  :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  (he  State  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  person  administering  the  go- 
vernment of  this  state,  for  the  time  being,  be  and  he  is  hereby  au- 
thorised, to  cause  such  measures  to  be  taken,  as  he  shall  deem  ex* 
pedient,  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  government  of  Canada,  to  the 
removal  of  the  remains  of  General  Richard  Montgomery,  from 
Quebec,  to  the  city  of  New -York,  there  to  be  deposited  in  Saint 
Paul's  church,  near  the  monument  thoro  erccied  to  his  memory; 
aod  that  he  shall  cause  such  removal  to  be  made,  when  such  con- 
sent is  obtained,  at  the  expense  of  the  state*. 


CHAP.  XL 

AN  ACT  for  Ae  relief  of  Thomas  Nelson  end  other*. 

Passed  February  27, 1818. 

WHEREAS  Thomas  Nelson  and  others,  by  their  petition  pre- 
sented to  the  legislature,  have  set  forth,  that  the  colonial  govern- 
ment, in  the  year  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  eigbty-six,  by  pa- 
tent, granted  to  to  Robert  Saunders  and  Myndert  Ueennance,.  a

I.  Be  ft  enacted  buths  PtojAcqftiu  State  of  N*w-Y*rky  reprt-' 
sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  the  lands,  included  in* 
certain  patent  of  cenfirfnatioYr,  granted  by  the  colonial  government 
to  Leonard  Levis,  on  the  sixth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  se- 
ven hundred  and  nineteen,  and  which  were  a  part  of'  the  tract  of 
bad  granted  by  patent,  on  the  twenty  fourth  day  of  October,  in  tte 
year  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty  -six,  to  Robert  Saunders 
and  M yndert  Heenosftee,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  exonerated 
anddtscharged  from  their  legal  proportion  of  the  quit  rents,  dueor  tt 
grow  due  on  the  said  patent  to  Saunders  and  Heermance.

ATC  ACT  directing  the  confinement  of  Diana  SeUick  m  the  state' 
prison  for  life. 

Passed  February  27, 1 8 18. 

WHEREAS  Diana  Sellick,  at  a  court  of  oyer  and  terminer, 
held  io  and  for  the  city  aod  county  of  New-York,  on  the  nineteenth 
day  of  December,  io  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  aod  six- 
teen, was  convicted  of  the  murder  of  Hetty  Johnson,  and  sentenced 
to  be  executed  accordingly,  the  execution  of  which  sentence  was, 
by  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  this  state,  passed  the  fifth  day  of 
April,  io  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventeen,  suspended  until  the  third  Friday  in  April  next:  And 
nhereas  it  appears  that  the  said  Diana  SeUick,  on  account  of  her 
*  bodily  infirmities*  p  an  unfit  subject  for  capital  punishment ;  There- 

fore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed in  senate  and  assembly,  That  instead  of  the  punishment  of  death, 
the  said  Diana  SeUick  shall  be  aod  she  b  hereby  directed  to  be 
i  confined  in  the  state  prison  during  the  term  of  her  natural  Mo ; 

and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  the  city  and  county  of 
New- York,  forthwith  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  to  remove  the 
said  Diana  SeUick  from  the  prison,  in  the  eity  of  New- York,  and 
ber  safely  detiver  to  the  keeper  or  keepers  of  the  said  state-prison  ; 
and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  keeper  or  keepers  of  the 
■aid  state-prison,  to  receive  the  said  Diana  Sellick  into  the  said 
state-prison,  and  her  to  keep  during  her  natural  life.

That  whenever  any  debtor,  im- 
prisoned in  the  jail  of  any  county  in  this  state,  shall  present  In* 
petition  to  any  court,  out  of  which  process  may  have  issued,  on 
which  such  debtor  is  imprisoned,  praying  to  be  discharged  from, 
hi*  imprisonment,  agreeable  to  the  provisions  of  the  fourth  section  of 
the  aforesaid  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  whom  such- 
petition  may  be  presented,  to  withhold  the  discharge  of  such  debt- 
or, until  the  said  debtor  shall  have  made  an  actual  delivery  of  atf 
the  property  mentioned  in  the  inventory  accompanying  his  said  pe- 
tition, or  such  part  thereof  as  the  said  court  shall  direct,  to  the 
trustee  or  trustees  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  court,  or  shall  have 
given  such  security  for  the  future  delivery  of  the  same,  as  the  i 
court  shall  approve.

at  the  house  of  Sparrow  ^age ;  and  that  the  remainder  of  the  said 
town  of  Cambria,  shall  be  and  remain  a  separate  tow*  by  the  name  of 
Cambria,  and  the  next  town  meeting  aha))  he  held  at  the  bouse  of 
John  Gould. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  soon  as  may  be  after 
the  first  day  of  May  next,  the  supervisors  and  overseers  of  the 
poor,  of  the  respective  towns  of  Lewiston  and  Cambria,  on  notice 
being  first  given  for  that  purpose,  by  the  said  supervisors,  shall 
meet  and  divide  the  poor  and  money  belonging  to  the  said  towns, 
according  to  the  last  tax  list.

WHEREAS  it  has  been  represented  to  the  legislature,  by,  and 
on  behalf  of  the  New- York  Firemen  Insurance  company,  that  the 
capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation,  having  been  greatly  reduced 
by  losses,  the  directors  of  the  said  company,  with  the  consent  and 
approbation  of  nearly  all  the  stockholders,  expressed  by  them  in 
writing,  have  come  to  the  determination  to  cease  making  insurance 
upon  the  said  capital  stock,  and  to  close  and  wind  up  die  business 
and  concerns  in  relation  thereto :  and  did  further  consent,  that  a 
second  swbscrifttioo  should  be  opened  for  a  a**  af  fivefapadred 
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thousand  dollar* ;  and  that  the  stockholders  thereof  should,  atth« 
future  elections  to  be  held,  alone  choose  directors  of  the  company, 
which  said  directors  should  have  the  power  of  adjusting  end  settling 
the  concerns  of  the  original  subscription,  aod  dividing  among  the 
holders  of  said  s'ock  the  balances  that  may  remain,  after  all  its  en- 
gagements have  been  settled  :  And  whereas  a  subscription  of  five 
juiudred  thousand  dollars,  divided  ioto  shares  of  twenty -five  dollar* 
each,  bath  been  subscribed  and  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid  by  stock- 
holders of  the  said  corporation  aod  others,  aod  the  said  subscribers 
to  the  said  last  mentioned  capital  stock,  are  deawetts  of  continuing 
the  business  and  operations  ol  the  said  corporation,  as  stockholders, 
upon  the  said  last  mentioned  capital  stock,  and  of  having  the  time 
of  the  duration  of  the  said  corporation  prolonged  and  extended  to 
-the  second  day  of  March,  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  one  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three  ;  aod  the  president  aod 
directors  of  the  said  company,  having  prayed  for  an  act  of  the  Le- 
gislature, for  the  more  effectual  accomplishment  of  said  purposes;

the  extinguishment  of  all  the  covenants,  contracts  and  engagements 
of  the  said  corporation,  contracted,  made  and  entered  into,  du4nr 
its  operations  on  the  said  original  capital  stock,  shall  be  distributed 
among  the  said  stockholders  according  to  their  rights  therein;  and  that

clared to  be  a  body,  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
fityfe&d     "  *'*lc  New*^ork  Firemen  Insurance  Company;'*  and  that  they* 
ftSoo.     "**  and  their  successors,  by  such  name,  shall  and  may,  until  the  second

WHEREAS  Adodram  Chandler,  Mortises  Swain,  Thomas 
Kennedy,  Augustus  J\  Searing,  WiUtaju  Grattau,  James  R,  Bey* ****** 
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notdf ,  And  others,  have  associated  themselves  together,  under  the 
name  and  description  of  "  The  New- York  Typographical  Society,* 
for  the  purpose  of  affording  relief  to  indigent  and  distressed 
members  of  said  association,  their  widows  and  orphans,  and  others, 
who  may  be  found  proper  objects  of  their  charity  :  and  they  there- 
fore  pray  that  the  legislature  will  be  pleased  to  incorporate  then 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  under  such  limitations  and  restrictions 
as  to  the  legislature  may  seem  meet :  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  state  of  New-York*  repre- 
dsntcdin  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  such  persons  as  now  are,  or 
shall  from  time  to  time  hereafter,  become  members  of  said  society, 
shall  be  and  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  hod  declared  to  be 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  deed,  fact  and  name,  by  the  title 

■Me&*ow  and  designation  of  "  The  New- York  Typographical  Society  ;" 
***"  and  that  by  that  name,  they  and  their  successors  shall  have  succes- 

sion, and  shall  be  persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered  unto, 
defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever, 
inatt  manner  of  actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  causes 
whatsoever ;  and  that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  change  and  alter  it  at  their  pleasure  ;  and  that  they 
and  their  successors,  by  the  same  name  and  title,  shall  be  capable 
in  law,  to  purchase,  take,  receive,  hold  and  enjoy,  to  them  and 
their  successors,  any  real  estate,  in  fee  simple,  or  for  a  term  of  life 
or  lives,  or  otherwise,  and  any  goods,  chattels  or  personal  estate, 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  the  better  to  carry  into  effect  the 
benevolent  design  of  affording  relief  to  the  indigent  and  distressed 
of 'heir  members  or  society :  Provitltd,  That  the  yearly  value  of 
such  real  and  personal  estate,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thou* 
sand  dollars ;  and  that  they  and  their  successors  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  give,  grant,  sell,  lease,  demise  and  dispose 
of  the  said  real  and  personal  estate,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  their 
will  and  pleasure  ?  and  that  they  and  their  successors  shall  have 
power,  from  time  to  time,  to  make,  constitute  ordain  and  estab- 
lish, repeal,  alter  and  amend  such  bylaws  and  regulations,  as 
they  shall  judge  proper,  for  the  admission,  government  and  expul- 
sion of  members,  for  fixing  the  times  and  places  of  the  meetings  and 
elections  of  the  officers  of  their  society,  for  the  management,  appli- 
cation and  disposition  of  the  estate,  property  and  funds  of  the  said 
corporation,  for  regulating  and  determining  the  obligations  and  du- 
ties of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  society,  for  imposing  and  col- 
lecting fines  and  penalties  for  the  violation  and  breach  of  said  by- 
laws, and  generally  to  carry  into  effect  all  the  before  mentioned  pow- 
ers, and  promote  the  charitable  and  laudable  objects  of  the  institu- 
tion :  Provided  always,  That  such  bylaws  and  regulations  shall 
contain  nothing  in  them  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  this  state.

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hereby  appointed  and  shall  be  president ;  Mortines  Strain  the  vice- 
president  ;  Thomas  Kennedy  the  treasurer,  and  Augustus  P.  Sear- 
ing the  secretary,  of  the  said  corporation  or  society,  until  the  next 
annual  or  periodical  meeting  of  the  society,  for  the  election  or  ap- 
pointment of  officers,  or  for  such  periods  or  terms  as  the  by-laws 
of  the  society  may  provide  and  determine.

Beit  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  represent* 
bd  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this 
act,  until  the  first  day  of  April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  twenty-three,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  auy 
person  or  persons  whatsoever,  to  fish  or  angle  io  the  three  natural 
ponds,  situate  in  South  Salem,  in  the  county  of  Westchester,  call- 
ed the  north  pood,  south  pood  and  long  pond,  or  in  any  of  the  wa- 
ters running  into  or  issuing  from  said  poods  within  said  town  ;  an<{ 
every  person  offending  herein,  shall  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  any  person  who  will  sue 
for  the  same,  by  an  action  of  debt,  with  costs,  before  any  court  ha>r* 
fat  cognizance  thereof* 
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CHAP.  XIX. 

AN  ACT  to  alter  the  time  Of  holding  town  meetings  hi  the  tbrtti 
of  Lysander,  in  the  county  of  Onondaga. 

Passed  February  27,  1818. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  stole  of  New  York,  represent- 
ed in  senate  ma  assembly,  That  the  annual  town  meeting*  in  th* 
town  of  Lysander,  in  the  county  of  Onondaga,  shall,  after  die  fint 
Tuesday  of  April  next,  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March  an* 
inalry,  and  that  all  such  town  officers,  whose  duty  it  was  to  neeC 
on  the  last  Tuesday  in  March,  shall  meet  on  the  last  Tuesday  i* 
February,  to  do  and  transact  such  business  as  to  their  respective  ot 
fleet  may  appertain. 


CHAP.  XX. 
AN  ACT  for  the  reUefof  Henry  UotL 

Passed  February  27, 18 1 «. 

WHEREAS  Henry  Mott,  late  a  collector  of  taxes  in  the  towrf 
of  Hempstead,  in  Queens  county,  by  his  petition  represents,  thai 
by  reason  of  sickness  he  was  unabl  to  collect  all  the  tax  of  said 
town,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventeen,  with* 
in  the  time  limited  by  his  warrant,  and  prays  that  a  law  may  be 
passed  authorising  him  to  collect  the  same :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  NenhYork,  represent- 
ed in  senate  and  assembly.  That  the  time  limited  in  the  said  war- 
rant for  the  said  Henry  Mott,  to  collect  and  pay  over  the  said  tax, 
be  extended  to  the  first  day  of  July  next :  Provided,  That  nothing 
contained  id  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  discharge  the  surety  orsure- 
ties  of  the  said  Beary  Mott,  from  any  liability  they  may  have  incur- 
red or  shall  incur  by  reason  of  any  misfeasance  or  negligence  or  any

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CHAP.  XXII. 

AN  ACT  for  the  rdief  of  George  Tkroop,  Dean  Edson  and  Dele- 
van  Delance. 

Passed  February  27,1818. 

*  WHEREAS  the  act,  entitled  «  an  act  to  alter  and  improve  Ihi 
road  in  the  towns  of  Willsborough  and  Chesterfield,  iu  the  county 
of  Essex,"  passed  June  18,  1812,  appointing  George  Throop, 
Bean  Edson  and  Delevao  Delance,  commissioners  for  improving 
said  road,  makes  do  provision  for  compensation  for  their  services : 
Therefore, 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  NenhTorky  represented 
in  senate  and  assembly.  That  on  a  final  settlement  of  the  accounts 
of  said  commissioners,  the  comptroller  is  authorised  and  required  to 
make  such  allowance  to  said  commissioners,  for  their  services  and 
expenses,  as  be  shall  deem  just  and  reasonable ;  which  allowance 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  monies  in  the  hands  of  sai<i  commission- 
ers, oot  appropriated  for  the  improvement  of  said  road. 


CHAP.  XXIII. 

AIT  ACT  for  incorporating  the  Chittenengo  Canal  Company. 

Passed  March  6,  1818. 

WHEREAS  John  B.  Yates,  William  K.  Fuller,  ElUha  Carey, 
John  Knowles  and  Peter  Smith,  have  formed  an   association  for  Pretax 
making  a  Canal  from  the  Chittenengo  Village  to  the  Great  West- 
ern Canal,  and  have  prayed  to  be  incorporated  for  the  purpose  : 
.  Therefore, 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York^  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assenMy,  That  the  said  John  6.  Yates,  Wil- 
liam K.  Fuller,  Elisha  Carey,  John  Knowles,  Peter  Smith  and 
their  present  and  future  associates,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constitu- 
ted a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  "  the  president 
and  directors  of  the  Chittenengo  canal  company/9  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  de-  *$?*&* 
fended  in  all  actions  and  matters  whatsoever  ;  shall  have  a  common 
seal,  and  may  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and* may  take,  hold  and 
convey  any  real  or  personal  estate,  provided  such  real  estate  shall 
not  at  the  time  of  acquiring  the  same,  exceed  six  thousand  dollars 
in  value  over  and  above  the  real  estate  necessary  to  effect  the  ob- 
jects of  this  incorporation  :  And  further,  the  said  president  and  di- 
rectors shall  and  may  from  time  to  time  make  and  pass  such  by-laws, 
ordinances  and  resolutions,  for  regulating  the  concerns  of  the  said 
corporation,  the  conduct  and  duty  of  their  members,  officers,  agents 
and  servants,  the  compensation  to  be  granted  to  them  respectively, 
die  manner  of  making  transfers  of  stock,  the  time  and  place  of  con- 
vening and  holding  the  meetings  of  said  president  and  directors,  and 
all  other  matters  relating  to  the  said  corporation,  as  to  them  shall 
seem  expedient;  with  power  to  alter  or  repeal  ihe  same  at  pleasure ;

CHAP.  XXVL 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  amend  an  act,  en- 
titled "  an  act  for  giving  relief  in  cases  of  insolvency". 

Passed  March  6,  1318. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre* 
stntedin  senate  and  assembly^  That  any  imprisoned  debtor,  who' 
shall  hereafter,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  second  section 
of  the  act  hereby  amended,  deliver  to  the  chancellor,  judge  or  con> 
missiooer,  therein  named,  an  account  of  the  debts  due  and  owing  by 
him,  shall  include  in  such  account  the  debts  of  mortgages  or  judg- 
ment creditors  ;  but  that  nor  person  having  any  mortgage,  judgment  or 
Other  security  of  or  upon  any  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  goods 
or  chattels,  or  any  chose  iu  action  whatsoever,  either  to  such  per- 
son or  to  any  other  in  trust  for  such  person,  for  securing  the  pay- 
Blent  of  any  sum  of  money  from  such  imprisoned  debtor,  shall  not, 
for  such  stmt,  request  ao  assignment  of  such  debtor's  estate,  or  con- 
sent to  the  discharge  of  such  debtor  as  aforesaid,  unless  such  per- 
son, upon  signing  such  request  or  consent,  shall  add  to  his  name, 
subscribed  to  the  same,  a  declaration  in*  writing,  that  he  doth  relin 
quish  and  give  up  to  the  assignee  or  assignees,  who  may  have  been, 
or  are  to  be  appointed  by  virtue  of  the  act  hereby  amended,  such 
judgment,  mortgage  or  other  security,  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  credi- 
tors of  the  said  imprisoned  debtor;  and  any  such  mortgage,  judg- 
ment and  security  so  relinquished,  and  the  lands,  teoemeots,  here- 
ditaments, goods  aud  chattels,  and  choses  in  action  affected  thereby, 
shall  be  transferred  to  and  vest  in  the  assignee  or  assignees  of  such 
debtor's  estate,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  aforesaid. 

II.  And  he  it  further  enacted*  That  every  creditor  of  any 
imprisoned  debtor,  who  shall  hereafter  apply  for  relief,  in  pursuance 
of  the  provisions  of  the  act  hereby  amended,  shall  make  such  appli- 
cation in  the  county  where  such  debtor  shall  be  imprisoned,  and  the 
chancellor  or  other  officer,  to  whom  such  application  is  made,  shall 
pot  make  any  order  for  publication,  as  by  the  said  act  ia  directed, 
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until  he  shall  have  satisfactory  evidence,  by  the  oath  of  audi  credi- 
tor, that  such  debtor  is  imprisoned  iu  the  county  where  such  appli- 
cation is  made. 

III.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  every  creditor  who  shall 
apply  for  .relief  by  virtue  of  the  act  hereby  amended,  shall  at  the

That  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the 
people  of  this  state,  of,  in  and  to  the  real  estate  whereof  the  late 
John  Johnston,  of  the  fourth  ward  in  the  city  of  New  York,  inn- 
keeper, was  lawfully  seized  and  posseesd  at  the  time  of  bis  death,  be 
and  the  same  hereby  is  vested  in  Eliza  Hatfield,  late  Eliz*  Johnston, 
•bis  wife,  and  her  heirs  and  assigns  forever:  Provided,  That  in  case 
.  the  said  John  Johuston  was  not  the  legal  owner  of  the  said  lot  and  im- 
provements thereon,  that  this  act  shall  be  considered  in  all  respects 
null  and  void ;  and  if  the  said  Johnston  left  debts  unsatisfied,  the  a 
shall  be  satisfied  out  of  the  property.

the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day  :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York,  represented 
to  male  <md  assembly,  That  the  supervisors  of  the  county  of  & 
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sex,  tt  (heir  oext  annual  meeting,  cause  to  be  assessed,  levied  and  col- 
lected on  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  towns  of  Ticondero* 
ga,  Crown  Point,  Moriah  and  Elizabethtown,  in  the  said  county  of 
Essex,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  one  dollars  aod  fifty- 
cents,  together  with  the  costs  of  collection,  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  oilier  contingent  charges  of  the  said  towns  are  by  law  directed 
to  be  levied  and  collected,  to  be  apportioned  according  to  the  tax* 
able  property  in  the  said  several  towns ;  and  that  the  collectors  of 
the  said  towos,  pay  the  said  sum  of  money  into  the  treasury  of  the 
county  of  Essex,  to  be  paid  to  the  said  Ebenezer  Douglass,  for  his 
services  in  opening  and  improving  said  road. 

CHAP.  XXXVI. 

AN  ACT  further  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  for  establish* 
ing  a  turnpike  road  from  opposite  the  village  of  Troy  to  the  city 
ef  Schenectady. 

Passed  March  6,  1818. 

I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New- York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly.  That  it  shall  aud  may  be  lawful  for 
the  president,  directors  and  company,  of  the  Troy  and  Schenecta- 
dy turnpike,  to  remove,  place  and  keep  the  eastern  gate,  now  erect- 
ed upon  the  said  road,  to  any  place  which  they  may  deem  most  ex- 
pedient :  Provided,  that  the  said  gate  shall  not  he  placed  nearer  to 
the  eastern  extremity  of  said  road  than  one  and  an  half  miles,  nor 
further  west  than  within  a  half  mile  east  of  the  dwelling-house  of 
Ebenezer  Hill,  on  said  road. 

II.  And  be  itfktrther  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  said  president,  director*  and  company,  to  exact  and  receive 
at  each  of  thefcgates  on  said  road,  *.f  and  from  all  and  every  person 
and  persons  using  the  said  road,  for  every  waggon  drawn  by  one 
horse,  a  toll  not  exceeding  ten  cents  ;  and  for  every  sled  or  sleigh,  - 
drawn  by  one  horse,  a  toll  not  exceeding  four  cents ;  and  for  every 
wheel  carriage,  sled  or  sleigh,  loaded  with  hay,  turf,  fire  Troed  o«: 
coals,  and  for  waggons  or  other  carriages,  belonging  to  or  In  the  ser- 

.  vice  of  the  United  States,  foi  each  respectively,  the  same  tolls  as 
they  are  now  authorised  to  receive  for  waggons  or  other  carriages 
drawn  by  a  like  number  of  horses  or  oxen,  s 

III  And  be  it  further enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  person*  shaH, 
with  his  or  their  team,  carriage  or  horse,  turn  out  of  the  said  road 
and  pass  either  of  the  said  gates,  to  avoid  tlte  payment  of  toH,  such 
person  or  persons  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  the  said  president,  directors  aod  com- 
pany, for  their  use,  by  an  action  of  debt,  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  of  the  county  where  the  offence  shall  be  committed,  ar 
where  the  offender  may  be  found. 
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CHAP.  XXXVII. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  the  purchasers  of  certain  lands. 

Passed  Match  6,  1818. 

Be  it  masted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  represented 
in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  purchasers  of  lots  from  the  peo- 
ple of  this  state,  in  the  village  of  Black  Rock,  shall  not  forfeit  the 
same  for  not  having  erected  buildings  thereon,  in  pursuance  of  their 
stipulations :  Provided,  they  shall  erect  such  buildings  thereon  by 
the  first  day  of  November  next 


CHAP,  XXXVIII. 

•  AN  ACT  concerning  the  Ooimnusioncrsfor  loaning  money. 

Passed  March  13,  1818. 

Bt  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-  York,  represented 
in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission- 
ers for  loaning  money,  appointed  pursuant  to  the  act,  entitled  "  an 
act  authorising  a  loan  of  monies  to  the  citizens  of  this  state*"  passed 
(he  eleventh  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  to 
exhibit  to  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  their  respective  counties,  at' 
the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  supervisors,  and  annually  thereafter, 
all  the  mortgages  taken  by  them  for  loans  under  the  said  act,  togeth- 
er with  their  books  of  account,  minutes  and  vouchers,  in  order  that 
the  said  boards  of  supervisors  may  ascertain  whether  the  monies 
committed  to  the  charge  of  the  said  commissioners  respectively, 
have  been  loaned' and  continue  to  be  kept  on  loan  according  to  the 
provisions  of  said  act ;  aod  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  raid  boards 
of  supervisors  to  examine  the  said  mortgages,  accounts  and  miuutes 
so  to  be  annually  exhibited  to  them,  and  thereupon  to  certify  under 
their  hands  the  state  in  which  they  shall  find  the  monies  committed 
to  the  charge  of  the  said  commissioners,  and  to  transmit  their  certifi- 
cate by  mail  to  the  •Comptroller  of  this  state  ;v  and  if  it  shall  appear 
to  the  comptroller  from  any  such  certificate,  that  the  whole  of  the 
monies  committed  to  the  charge  of  the  said  commissioners  respective > 
ly,  have  not  been  loaned  as  directed  by  said  act,  it  shall  be  his  du- 
ty to  report  the  commissioners  iu  default  to  the  person  administer- 
ing the  government  of  the  state,  in  order  that  such  commissioners 
may  be  removed  and  others,  be  appointed  in  their  stead  ;  and  it 
shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  to  order  suits  on  the  bonds 
of  sucb  commissioners  so  found  in  default.

Passed  March  13, 1818. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  represented

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act,  the  town  of  Division,  in  the  county  of  Tompkins,  shall  be  know* 
and  called  by  the  name  of  Grotoo. 


CHAP.  XL. 

AN  ACT  authorising  the  Treasurer  of  the  county  of  Onondaga, 
to  receive  the  returns  of  the  collectors  of  taxes  in  the  towns  there- 
in mentioned. 

Passed  March  13,  1818. 

L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  treas- 
urer of  the  county  of  Onondaga,  at  any  time  before  the  first  day 
of  April  next,  to  settle  with  the  collectors  of  the  towns  of  Lysao- 
der  and  Cicero,  and  to  administer  to  the  said  collectors  the  oath  fe- 
atured by  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  for  the  assessment  and  collec- 
tion of  taxes,"  and  shall  receive  the  returns  of  the  said  collect*** 
in  the  same  form  and  manner  as  though  the  collectors  had  mad* 
their  returns  within  the  time  limited  by  law. 

II.  jtnd  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  treasurer  of  the  county 
of  Onondaga,  within  twenty  days  after  making  a  settlement  with 
the  collectors  aforesaid,  shail  transmit  to  the  comptroller  the  returns 
of  the  arrears  of  taxes  for  the  said  towns,  and  the  comptroller  is 
hereby  authorised  to  accept  of  the  same,  and  to  proceed  in  the  col- 
lection of  said  taxes  as  in  ordinary  cases. 


CHAP.  XLI. 

AN  ACT  to  alter  the  May  term  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  and 
general  sessions  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Lewis. 

Passed  March  13,  1818. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  represented 
in  senate  and  assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  next  May  tern, 
the  courts  of  common  pleas  and  general  sessions  of  the  peace  in  and 
for  the  county  of  Lewis,  shall  be  hotdeo  on  the  third  Tuesday  in 
April  instead  of  the  first  Tuesday  in  May,  and  may  continue  until 
Saturday  of  the  same  week  inclusive. 


CHAP.  XLII.

I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  stale  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  pres- 
ident, directors  and  company  of  the  Johnstown  turnpike  company*

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ijoad,  to  require  it  to  alter  the  route  of  the  said  road  between  the 
house  of  Peter  D.  M* Vean  and  the  village  of  Johnstown,  and  from 
the  said  Tillage  eastward  so  as  to  intersect  the  Mobavk  turnpike 
between  the  house  of  Hugh  Sandford  and  the  village  of -Amster- 
dam :  Provided,  that  the  damages  to  be  sustained  by  the  owners  of 
the  lands  through  which  the  said  road  may  pass,  shall  be  assessed 
and  paid  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

TI.  Jjid  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  part  of  the  streets  of  the 
yillage  of  Johnstown  shall  be  deemed  or  taken  as  forming  part  of 
the  said  turnpike  road.

AN  ACT  to  enable  the  trustees  of  the  Presbyterian  Charih,  in, 
Cedar -street  in  the  city  of  New  York,  to  hold  real  and  personal 
estate  to  the  annual  value  or  income  therein  mentioned. 

Passed  March  13, 1818. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  Nttv-York,  represent* 
id  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
tellgious  congregation  or  society,  in  the  city  of  New-York,  iocor- 

E>rated  under  an  act  of  the  legislature,  entiled  "  an  act  to  provide 
r  the  incorporation  of  religious  societies,9'  by  the  name  and  style 
of  "  the  Presbyterian  Church,  in  Cedar  street,9'  to  hold  real  and 
personal  estate  of  an  annual  value  or  income  not  exceeding  ten  thou- 
sand dollars ;  any  thing  in  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  provide  for 
the  incorporation  of  religious  societies"  contained  notwithstanding  : 
Provided,  That  the  said  property  Bhall  be  such  only  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary for  the  purposes  of  such  religious  incorporation.

purchase  and  hold  any  such  stock  or  funded  debt,  for  the  purpose  of

K ration,  shall  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  said  corporation,  and  toteaaie/ 
subscriber)  by  the  president  or  presideut  pro  tempore,  and  attest- 
ed by  the  secretary,  or  be  subscribed  and  attested  by  such  other 
persona  as  shall  be  d*  signaled  lor  that  purpose  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
said  corporation ;  and  being  so  sealed,  signed  and  attested,  shall  be    ' 
Mndirg  and  obligator}   on  the  said  corporation,  according  to  the 
tenor,  intent  and  meaning  of  such  policies  or  contracts;  and  aH  such 
policies  or  contracts  may  be  so  signed,  sealed  and  attested,  and  the 
business  of  the  said  corporation  may  be  otheiwise  conducted  and 
earned  on,  by  committees  or  otherwise,  without  the  presence  of  a 
board  of  directors,  and  the  same  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  on 
the  said  corporation  :  Previd  rf,  the  same  be  done  under  or  in  con*  rwuo. 
fertility  to  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  said  corporation. 

X.  And  be  it  further  emitted.   1  hat  this  act  shall  be  deemed  and  Tkbhtpfe 
tak  en  to  be  a  public  act,  and  (hat  the  same  shaH  be  construed  be-  Hem. 
rrignly  and  favorably  for  every  beneficial  purpose,  and  that  this  act 

shall  continue  in  force  until  the  y  ear  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
six. 

XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted*  That  before  the  (iresident  and  di- 
rectors of  said  company  shall  assume  any  risk  in  pursuance  of  this  stock  bow  to 
act,  that  the  amount  of   capital  stock  already  subscribed  for,  or  *•*•*• 
hereafter  to  be  subscribed  for  in  the  said  company,  shall  be  paid 

by  the  subscribers  for  the  same,  to  the  said  president  and  directors, 
and  by  them  securely  invested  either  in  any  of  the  public  funds  or 
debts  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  state,  or  in  the  stock  of  any  of 
the  incorporated  Hanks  of  the  city  of  New  York,  or  loaned  to  in- 
dividuals upon  their  bond  or  bonds,  secured  to  be  paid  by  mortgage 
or  mortgages  upon  improved  unincumbered  real  estate  within  this 
state,  of  the  value  of  fifty  per  cent,  more  than  the  amount  of  the 
turn  or  suras  so  to  be  loaned  as  afoiesaid ;  and  if  the  said  president 
and  directors  shall  at  any  time  neglect  so  to  do,  they  shall  be  held 
to  be  responsible  in  their  individual  and  private  capacities  for  any 
loss  or  losses  which  may  be  sustained  by  any  person  or  persons  by 
reason  of  such  negligence. 


CHAP.  XL VI. 

AN  ACT  far  (he  relief  of  Jasper  Hopper. 

Passed  March  13, 1818. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New- York,  represented 
in  senate  and  as  emblu,  That  the  treasurer,  on  the  warrant  of  the 
comptroller,  pay  to  Jasper  Hopper,  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
dollars  and  thirty -eight  cents,  for  so  much  disbursed  by  him  in  erect- 
fpg  gn  armory  on  the  state  ground  at  Onondaga  arsenal,  and  for 
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famishing  certain  tools,  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  and  putting  in 
order  the  military  stores  in  said  arseoal. 


CHAP.  XLVIL 

AN  ACT for  the  relief  of  Eunice  Chapman,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Passed  March  14,1818. 

WHEREAS  Eunice  Chapman,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  four,  was  lawfully  married  to  James  Chapman,  by 
whom  she  had  three  children,  and  with  whom  she  lived  until  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eleven,  when  the  said  James 
Chapman  abandoned  his  said  wife,  without  leaving  her  aoy  meant 
of  support,  and  soon  after  joined  the  society  of  Shakers,  in  Nyska- 
una,  io  the  county  of  Albany :  And  whereas  the  said  James  Chap* 
man,  since  joining  the  society  of  Shaken,  has  taken  from  his  wife 
her  children,  and  now  keeps  them  concealed  from  her,  and  insists 
that  the  marriage  contract  between  him  and  his  said  wife  is  annul* 
led,  and  that  he  is  uot  bound  to  support  her,  and  has  publicly  for- 
bid all  persons  from  harboring  her,  and  declared  that  he  would  not 
be  responsible  for  her  debts :  Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly ,  That  the  marriage  contract  between 
the  said  Eunice  Chapman  and  her  said  husband  James  Chapman, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  to  be  dissolved,  and  the  said 
Eunice  Chapman  entirely  freed  from  the  same  :  Provided,  that  the 
dissolution  of  such  marriage  shall  io  no  wise  affect  the  legitimacy 
of  the  children  thereof. 

II  And  be  it  further  enacted  That  io  all  cases  where  any  husband 
or  wife,  having  any  child  or  children  of  the  marriage,  shall  hereafter 
separate  the  one  from  the  other,  and  shall  or  have  attached  him  or 
herself  to  the  said  Shakers,  and  shall  also  take  or  have  taken  with 
him  or  her  such  child  or  children,  being  under  age,  the  chancellor 
or  aoy  judge  of  the  supreme  court,  for  the  time  being,  on  the  appli- 
cation of  the  husband  or  wife  not  having  joined  the  said  Shaken, 
and  being  an  inhabitant  of  this  state,  may  allow  a  habeas  corpus  to 
bring  such  child  or  children  before  him ;  and  if,  on  the  return  there* 
of,  such  child  or  children  cannot  be  found,  and  it  shall  appear  that 
such  child  or  children  is  or  are  concealed  or  secreted  by  and  a- 
mong  any  society  of  shakers  in  this  state,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
chancellor  or  judge,  as  the  case  may,  be  io  his  discretion^  issue  a 
warrant  directing  the  sheriff  or  other  proper  officer  of  the  county 
where  the  said  society  resides,  in  the  day  time,  to  search  the  dwell* 
ing-houses  and  other  buildings  of  the  said  society,  or  aoy  members 
thereof,  for  such  child  or  children ;  and  on  bringing  such  child  or 
children  before  the  chancellor  or  judge,  he  may,  on  due  considera- 
tion, award  the  charge  and  custody  of  such  child  or  children,  so  to 
be  brought  before  him,  or  any  of  them,  to  that  parent  who  shall  not 
have  joined  the  said  society  of  Shakers,  for  such  time,  and  under 
such  regulations  and  restrictions,  and  with  such  provisions  and  di- 
rections, as  to  the  said  chancellor  or  judge  shall  seem  proper,  ape}  ai

die  ewe  may  require ;  and  the  chancellor  or  any  judge  of  the  su> 
preme  court,  shall  at  all  times  thereafter  have  power,  on  sufficient 
cause  shewn,  to  annul,  vary  or  modify  the  order  bo  to  be  made  ; 
and  such  warrant  of  the  chancellor  or  judge  shall  justify  the  sheriff 
or  other  officer,  and  those  who  by  their  order  shall  come  to  their  aid, 
in  making  such  search  as  aforesaid,  and  if  sued  therefor,  may  plead 
the  general  issue,  and  give  this  act  and  the  special  matter  iu  evi- 
dence: And  further,  if  any  members  ot  the  said  society  of  Sha- 
kers, or  any  other  person,  shall  send  or  carry,  or  cause  to  be  sent 
or  carried,  any  such  child  or  children  out  of  this  state,  or  shall  se- 
crete or  cause  to  be  secreted  within,  the  same,  any  such  child  or 
children,  so  that  the  said  writ  of  habeas  corpus  caunot  be  executed, 
such  member  of  the  society,  and  every  other  person  concerned 
therein,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and  on  coo- 
viction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars, 
or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court  before  whom  such  such  conviction  may  be  had. 


CHAP.  XLVIII. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  respecting  the  set* 
tlement  of  the  demands  of  this  state  against  the  United  States, 
and  for  other  purposes. 

Passed  March  10, 1818. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  represented 
in  senate  and  assembly.  That  the  person  admininistering  the  go- 
vernment of  this  state,  is  hereby  further  authorised  to  institute  a  ne- 
gotiation with  the  government  of  the  United  States,  for  the  sale  of 
the  ordnance  and  other  apparatus,  belonging  to  or  connected  with 
the  fortifications  belougibg  to  this  state,  at  theJNarrowB  onStaten- 
Island,  and  to  report  the  same  to  the  legislature  at  their  next  session, 
for  their  consideration. 


CHAP.  XLIX. 

AW  ACT  to  prevent  the  destruction  offish  in  the  towns  of  Kinder- 
hook  and  Chatham,  in  the  county  of  Columbia. 

Passed  March  19, 1818. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly ;  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons,  at  any  time  or  in  any  manner,  before  the  first 
day  of  June,  which  will  be  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-one,  to  take  any  fish  in  any  of  the  lakes,  ponds  or  Streams 
following,  situate  in  the  towns  of  Kinderhook  and  Chatham,  in  the 
county  of  Columbia,  to  wit :  the  lakes  or  ponds  known  aod  distin- 
guished by  the  names  of  the  fish  lake,  the  little  lake,  the  snyder 
lake  and  dickuppa  lake,  or  in  the  small  stream  which  connects  the 
tiaid  fish  lake  with  the  said  tittle  lake,  or  in  a  certain  cieek  which 
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empties  iota  the  fish  lake,  aforesaid,  below  the  4m  formerly  eroei- 
ed  by  Joseph  Vail,  and  oear  the  premise*  now  occupied  by  Ricfc- 
ard  S.  Peck,  or  jo  any  place  along  the  mill  pond  of  John  Niver,  in 
the  creek  which  flows  oat  of  the  said  fish  lake,  or  io  any  other 
stream  or  streams  which  empty  ioto  or  flow  from  (he  said  lakes :  nor 
shall  it  be  lawful  at  any  time  hereafter  to  take  fish  of  aay  kind  m 
the  waters  aforesaid,  by  means  of  seios,  nets  or  spears,  or  io  any 
manner  other  than  with  hooks  and  lines. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  fish  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  be  shall 
forfeit  the  sum  of  twenty  fire  dollars,  for  each  and  every  offence, 
to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  by  any  person  who  will  prosecute 
for  the  same,  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  bis  own  name,  with  costs  of 
suit,  in  any  court  within  this  state,  having  cognizance  thereof ;  the 
one  half,  when  recovered,  to  be  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
the  town  in  wluch  such  forfeiture  shall  be  incurred,  and  the  other 
half  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  person  who  shall  so  prosecute. 


CHAP.  L. 

AN  ACT  to  explain  (he  duties  of  the  several  collectors  of  taxes  in 
this  state. 

Passed  March  10,  1818. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  Stoic  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  whenever  any  collector  of  taxes, 
in  any  of  the  towns  in  this  state,  shall  receive  from  the  board  of  su- 
pervisors of  the  county  io  which  such  collector  resides,  a  warrant 
ordering  the  said  collector  to  collect  of  and  from  the  inhabitants  of 
the  said  town,  any  tax  or  taxes,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  col- 
lector to  call  at  the  dwelling-house  of  each  of  the  said  inhabitants) 
against  whom  he  may  have  a  tax  or  taxes,  and  demand  payment  of 
the  same,  and  in  case  the  said  tax  or  taxes  are  not  paid,  on  such  de- 
mand being  made,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  collector  to 
levy  on  the  personal  property  of  any  inhabitant  or  inhabitants,  re- 
fusing or  neglecting  to  pay  the  said  tax  or  taxes,  of  sufficient  value 
to  secure  the  amount  ot  the  said  tax  or  taxes,  tegether  with  the  costs 
of  such  levy  and  sale,  and  to  proceed  to  the  sale  thereof,  at  public 
vendue,  giving  at  least  six  days  notice  of  such  sale,  by  advertise- 
ment to  be  posted  up  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  the  town 
where  such  collector  resides,  describing  the  said  property  so  to  be 
exposed  to  sale,  and  the  time  and  place  of  such  sale. 


CHAP.  LI. 

AN  ACT  declaring  certain  waters,  therein  mentioned,  a  pAfk 
highway. 

Passed  March  19,  1818. 

I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  so  much  of  the  waters  of  fib 
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fcreefc,  jp  the  county  of  Allegany,  as  runs  below  the  house  of  Samu- 
el H.  Morgan,  in  the  town  of  Friendship,  to  its  confluence  with  the 
Ischua  or  (Mean  creek,  in  the  county  of  Cattaraugus,  be  and  it 
hereby  declared  a  public  highway. 

II.  And  be  U  further  enacted,  that  so  much  of  the  Genesee  riv- 
er, from  the  confluence  of  the  Canasaraga  creek,  up  to  the  bridge 
near  the  house  of  Philip  Church  Esquire,  in  the  townot  Angelica, 
in  the  county  of  Allegaoy,  except  from  the  foot  of  the  falls  to  the 
head  of  the  rapids,  in  the  town  of  JNunda,  and  so  much  of  said  river 
as  is  included  from  the  Pennsylvania  line,  down  to  Philipeburgh 
Mills,  in  the  said  town  of  Angelica,  be  and  is  hereby  declared  a 
public  highway :  Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  con- 
strued to  extend  to  or  affect  any  mill  or  dam  for  the  use  thereof, 
that  may  have  been  erected,  or  the  building  thereof  commenced,  on 
either  of  the  said  streams  of  water,  before  the  passing  ot  this  act 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  hereafter  cut  or  fell  any  tree  or  trees  into  tbe  said  streams,  ot 
roll  any  log  or  logs  therein,  except  for  the  purpose  of  rafting  tbe 
same,  or  place  any  other  obstruction  therein,  and  shall  not  remove 
the  same  out  of  the  said  streams,  within  forty -eight  hours  thereafter, 
every  such  person  or  persons  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  for  every  such  offeuce,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered,  with 
coats  of  suit,  agreeable  to  the  fifth  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act 
declaring  certain  waters  to  be  public  highways,"  passed  April  2, 
1813 :  Provided  nevertheless,  That  if  any  person,  erecting  any  mill 
or  other  works  on  either  of  the  above  mentioned,  streams,  shall  cut 
or  dig  a  sufficient  canal,  or  make  a  sufficient  lock  or  locks,  so  that 
tbe  navigation  of  the  same  be  not  injured  by  means  of  such  dam  ot 
dams,  mill  or  works,  such  persons  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  of  the 
penalties  of  this  act

€&ecuted  a  bond  with  Jacob  S.  Lawyer,  collector  of  the  town  of 
Middleburgh,  as  sureties :  And  whereas  the  said  Jacob  S.  Lawyer, 
after  collecting  a  great  portion  of  said  tax,  absconded :  And  when* 
Of  by  a  warrant  issued  by  the  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Schoharie,

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  NenhYork,  repress* 
ted  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  Comptroller  is  hereby  an* 
thorised  and  required  to  take  security  from  the  said  Simon  Hager, 
Martina*  Van  Slyck,  John  Brown  and  Wilhelmus  Pouck,  or  eith^

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of  them,  for  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  being'the  coot 
sidrration  money  of  said  sale,  for  such  thne  aud  in  such  manner  a* 
tie  is  directed  to  loan  monies  belonging  to  the  school  fund,  in  the 
2nd  section  of  "  an  act  concerning  the  funds  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  common  schools,"  and  the  comptroller,  upon  receipt  of  such 
security,  shall  credit  the  same  to  the  sureties  aforesaid,  and  issue  bis 
receipt  to  the  sheriff^  of  the  county  of  Schoharie,  that  the  said  sum

do,  by  virtue  of  his  warrant. 

IV.  And  be  k  further  enacted,  That  it  eball  not  be  lawful  for 
tbe  said  Simon  Hager,  to  proceed  to  the  collection  of  the  monies* 
due  on  said  tax  list,  until  he  shall  have  entered  into  sufficient  bonds, 
with  two  sureties  to  the  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Middleburgb,  for 
the  faithful  return  of  all  monies  which  may  come  into  his  hands  as 
aforesaid,  and  the  said  bond  shall  be  proceeded  on  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  is  directed  in  and  by  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  for  the  assess- 
ment and  collection  of  taxes"  in  the  cases  of  proceedings  against 
collectors. 


CHAP.  LI II. 

AN  ACT  in  addition  to  an  act;  entitled  «  an  actio  amend" an  ad, 
entitled  "an- act  concerning  the  State  Prison." 

Passed  March  24,  181  a. 

WHEREAS  in  and  by  the  amendatory  act  above  mentioned; 
fbe  inspectors  are  authorised  to  retain  so  maoy  of  the  juaidas  they 
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way  deem' necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  prisoners,  until  the  Dum- 
ber shall  be  reduced  to  five  hundred  and  fifty ;  And  whereas  in  and  • 
by  said  act  die  law  making  provision  far  the  pay.  clothing,  &c  of 
-the  said  guard,  was  Absolutely  repealed  :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  ike  St  tie  of  New-  York,  represent- 
td  in  Smite  and  Assembly,  That  the  nineteenth,  twentieth,  and 
twenty-seventh  sections  of  the  act  of  the  twenty-first  of  May,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twelve,  entitled  u  an  act  concerning 
the  state  prison"  he  and  the  same  are  hereby  revived  to  all  intents 
and  purposes  whatsoever,  and  sfaali  be  continued  in  force  until  the 
guard  shall  be  discharged  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventeen, 
above  mentioned. 


CHIP.  LIT. 

AN  ACT  to  vest  certain  powers  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
the  county  of  Dutchess. 

Passed  March  24,  1818. 

WHEREAS  it  is  represented  to  the  legislature,  that  owing  to  the 
great  and  unusual  destruction  of  the  hridges  in  the  county  of  Dutch- 
ess by  the  late  rains,  the  provisions  of  the  existing  laws  for  the  re- 
building and  repairing  of  bridges  are  inadequate  :  Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-  York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembl  ,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  su- 
pervisors of  the  several  towns  in  the  county  of  Dutchess,  to  meet  at 
the  court -bouse  in  said  county  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  next, 
anc|  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered  at  their  said  meetiog 
to  raise  by  tax,  on  said  comity,  such  sum  of  money  as  they  shall 
deem  proper  to  be  applied  to  the  rebuilding  and  repairing  of  such  of 
the  bridges  in  said  county,  as  have  been  destroyed  or  injured  by 
the  late  rains  ;  which  sum  of  money  so  be  raised  shall  be  apportion- 
ed among  the  several  towns  in  said  county,  iu  such  manner  as  the 
said  supervisors  shall  think  just  and  equitable. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commissioners  of  highways  of  the  several  towns  in  .said  county,  on 
or  before  said  first  Tuesday  of  Ma} ,  to  make  and  deliver  to  the  super* 
wisors  of  said  towns,  respectively,  au  estimate  of  the  sum  of  money 
necessary  to  be  raised  for  tht  purpose  of  rebuilding  and  repairing 
the  bridges  so  destroyed  or  injured  in  the  said  towns  respectively  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  supervisors  to  cause  the  sum  so

CHAP,  LV. 

AN  ACT  authorising  (he  appointment  of  commissioner*  to  tajke 
the  acknowledgments  of  deed  >  and  special  Bail*  to  take  affidavits 
to  he  read  in  courts  of  record,  and  to  restrict  the  number  of  mas- 
ters tit  chancery. 

Passed  March  24, 1818. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  (he  People  rf  the  State  of  New-York*  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  tssembly,  That  it  shall  aod  any  be  lawftrf, 
and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  couucil  of  appointment,  to 
appoint  aod  cause  to  be  commissioned  a  sufficient  number  of  com- 
missioners in  ea*h  county,  who  are  hereby  authorised,  when  duly 
sworn,  in  coofi  rarity  to  the  act  concerning  oaths,  to  take  the  proof 
and  acknowledgement  of  deeds  and  discbarges  of  mortgages,  the 
acknowledgment  of  special  bail,  and  any  affidavit  or  other  oath  to 
J>e  read  or  used  in  any  court  of  record  in  this  state,  as  fully  and 
with  as  ample  powers  as  any  master  in  chancery,  judge  of  any  court 
of  common  pleas,  or  commissioner  for  taking  affidavits  to  be  read 
In  the  supreme  court,  may  of  right  do  and  b>  law  possess, 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted*  That  after  the  first  day  of  July 
next,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  master  in  chancery  to  take  the 
proof  or  acknowledgment  of  ai>y  deed  or  other  writing,  nor  to  take 
any  affidavit  or  other  oath,  except  such  as  are  to  be  read  or  used 
in  the  court  of  chancery,  nor  to  do  any  other  official  act  which  does 
not  exclusively  appertain  to  bis  duties  as  a  master  in  the  court  of 
chancery. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  after  the  first  day  of  Ju- 
ly next,  no  report,  order,  taxation  or  other  proceeding  of  any  mas- 
ter in  chancery,  shall  be  deemed  valid,  unless  such  master  sJiaR 
have  been  of  the  degree  of  counsellor  in  the  supreme  court,  or  of 
solicitor  or  counsellor  in  the  court  of  chancery :  Provided*  that  this 
section  shall  not  be  applicable  to  any  proceedings  referred  to  or  in 
the  hands  of  ?uch  master  before  that  day,  and  finished  afterwards.

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted*  That  after  the  said  first  day  of 
July  next,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  secretary  of  this  state,'  or 
the  clerk  of  any  city  or  county  within  this  state,  to  record  or  regis- 
ter any  deed,  mortgage  or  other  writing,  the  proof  or  acknowledg- 
ment whereof  shall  have  been  taken  before  a  judge  of  any  court  of 
common  pleas,  or  a  commissioner  to  be  appointed  by  virtue  of  this

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ty  io  which  the  said  judge  or  commissioner  shall  reside  :  that  the 
■aid  judge  or  commissioner  was  at  the  time  of  taking  the  stud  proof 
or  acknowledgment  duty  authorised  to  take  the  pame,  and  that  he 
is  acquainted  with  the  hand  writing  of  the  said  judge  or  commis- 
sioner, and  verily  believes  the  signature  to  the  said  certificate,  of 
the  proof  or  acknowledment,  to  be  his  proper  hand  writing  ;  and 
that  the  said  secretary  or  clerk  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  such 
certificate  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  :  Provided,  that  this  section 
shnll  nut  apply  to  any  deed  or  deeds  executed  by  Joseph  Ellicott, 
for  the  Hotlandland  company.

CHAP.  LVL 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  and  improve  the  finances  of  the  city  of  41* 

bony. 

Passed  March  24, 1819. 

WHERFAS  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Commonalty  of  the  ci- 
ty of  Albany,  have,  by  their  memorial  to  the  legislature  represent- 
ed, that  by  reason  of  the  great  expense  which  they  have  incurred 
in  opening  streets,  digging  down  and  levelling  hills,  filling  up  low 
places,  in  the  erection  of  public  buildings,  in  the  purchase  of 
ground  for  public  purposes,  and  in  various  other  improvements  in 
the  said  city,  they  have  found  the  ordinary  revenues  of  the  said 
city,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  a  portion  of  Iheir  real  estate, 
inadequate  to  meet  the  demnnds  which  those  expenses  have  produ- 
ced ;  and  that  they  have  therefore  from  time  to  time  been  obliged 
to  raise  money  by  bond  under  the  corporate  seal  to  defray  those 
expenses  ;  and  that  in  consequence  of  the  great  depreciation  of  re- 
al estate  which,  prevents  them  from  making  sales  to  that  amount 
which  otherwise  they  might  do,  and  of  the  great  expenditures  for 
the  two  last  years  in  the  erection  of  an  academy  and  Lancaster 
school  house,  they  are  unable  to  raise  the  requisite  monies  to  dis- 
cbarge their  boods  and  other  debts  without  legislative  interference 
in  their  behalf;  and  praying  that  the  legislature  may  pass  an  act 
permitting  them  to  fund  their  present  debt,  by  creating  a  stock  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  and  five  thousand  dollars ;  And  whereas 
the  prayer  of  the  said  memorial  appears  reasonable :  Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre-  BfoaK  t 
sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  outed. 
to  and  for  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  Al- 
bany, as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  afier  the  passing  of  this  act, 
locreateapubKc  fund,  or  stock  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and 
five  thousand  dollars,  and  to  be  denomin  ated  the  "  Albany  city 
stock,"  and  that  a  proper  book  or  books  for  receiving  subscriptions 
to  such  stock  may  be  opened  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  com- 
missioners to  be  appointed  by  this  act  may  from  time  to  time  direct 
/ftyd  prescribe,  to  continue  open  each  time  so  long  as  the  said  wuv 
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misstofierfl  may  direct,  and  until  such  sum* at  they  direct  shall to 

rcetfw.  subscribed  for  :  Provided,  that  all  sums  bo  subscribed  for  shall  not 
exceed  id  the  whole  the  sum  of  two  huodred  and  five  thousand  del- 
Jars ;  and  that  the  sums  subscribed  thereto,  shall  be  payable  at 
such  times  and  places,  and  la  such  manner,  as  shall  for  that  purpose

half  yearly  or  quarter  yearly,  as  the  said  commissioners  may  see 
fit  to  direct,  and  the  said  principal  not  fo  he  redeemed  until  toe 
years  after  the  date  of  such  certificate.

chamberlain  of  said  city,  together  with  (he  chairman  of  the  fi-

.  same  into  effect,  and  for  all  the  purposes  therein  specified ;  and  that

hereby  confirmed. 


CHAP.  LIX. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "an  act  to  incorporate  tke 
Brooklyn,  Jamaica  andFlatbush  turnpike  company,  and  for  otk* 
er  purposes". 

Passed  March  24,  1818. 

WHEREAS  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Brooklyn,  Ja- 
maica and  Flatbush  turnpike  company,  have,  by  their  petition,  rep- 
resented to  this  legislature,  that  since  the  passing  the  act  incorpo- 
rating the  said  company,  expensive  pleasure  waggoos  have  been 
introduced  as  substitutes  for  gigs,  coaches  and  other  pleasure  car- 
riages, some  of  which  pay  twenty-five  cents  toll ;  and  that  the  above 
raid  pleasure  waggons,  when  drawn  by  one  horse,  now  pay  only 
four  cents,  and  when  drawn  by  two  horses,  pay  only  nine  cents,  and 
praying  that  the  toll  be  increased  on  said  pleasuie  waggonB :  There* 
fore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre. 
aented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  toll  on  the  waggons  above 
described,  when  used  exclusively  for  pleasure  on  said  road,  and 
drawn  by  one  horse,  shall  be  increased  to  ten  cents;  and  when  drawn 
by  two  horses  to  fifteen  cents,  for  the  whole  distance  of  said  road, 
and  in  the  same  proportion  for  a  less  distance  of  the  said  road ;  any 
thing  in  the  act  hereby  amended,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  whereas  the  president,  directors  and  company,  of  the  Jerico 
turnpike  road,  have,  by  their  petition  to  the  legislature,  made  a 
similar  application  as  the  one  above  described  ;  Therefore, 

V.  And  0£  it  further  enacted,  That  the  toll  on  the  waggons 
above  described,  when  used  exclusively  for  pleasure,  on  the  said 
Jerico  turnpike  road,  and  drawn  by  one  horse,  shall  be  increased  to 
ten  cents,  and  when  drawn  by  two  horses,  to  twenty  cents,  for  every 
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ten  miles  of  (he  said  road,  and  in  the  same  proportion  for  a  greater 
or  less  distance  of  the  said  road  ;  any  thing  in  the  act  hereby  a-, 
mended,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 


CHAP.  LX. 

AN  ACT  to  limit  the  number  of  Judges  of  the  courts  o£t 
pleas,  and  justices  of  the'peace,  in  the  several  counties  of  Ms 
state,  and  to  abolish  the  office  of  assistant  justice. 

Passed  March  27, 1818. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented at  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of 
this  act,  it  shall  not  be  (awful  for  the  the  council  of  appointment  Co 
appoint  any  tnorc  judges  of  the  courts  of  roaioion  pleas,  than  five 
judges,  including  the  first  judges,  in  any  of  the  counties  of  this  state* 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passing 
of  this  act,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  appoint  any  more  than  four  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  in  any  town  in  this  state  :  Provided,  that  nothing 
in  this  section  shall  be  so  constrained,  as  to  prevent  the  judges  of  the 
courts  of  common  pleas  from  being  abo  appointed  justices  of  the 
peace.

AN  ACT  dire&ng  the  execution  of  Abraham  Keskr,  convicted 
of  murder. 

Passed  March  27,  1818. 

WHEREAS  a  at  court  of  oyer  and  terminer,  held  in  and  for 
the  county  of  Schoharie,  in  the  piontb  of  September  last,  a  certain 
Abraham  Kesler  was  convicted  of  the  murder  of  Catharine  Sealer, 
and  sentenced  to  be  executed  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  October  last : 
And  whereas  his  excellency  the  .governor  has  suspended  U>e  exe- 
cution, and  reported  the  case  of  the  said  Abraham  fester,  to  the  le- 
gislature, in  order  that,  iq  obedience  to  the  injunction  of  the  consti- 
tution, the  said  legislature  might  either  pardon  or  direct  the  execution 
of  the  criminal,  or  grant  a  further  reprieve :  And  yhereas,  from  an 
examination  of  the  same,  nothing  has  appeared  of  sufficient  weight 
to  warrant  a  favorable  interposition :  Therefore, 

Be  ifcnacitdby  the  People  of  the  State  of  NeuhYcrk,  reprcscntij 
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in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Scno- 
bane,  shall  cause  the  said  Abraham  Kesler  to  be  executed  on  the 
last  Friday  in  May  next,  between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  three  iu 
the  afternoon. 


CHAP.  LXII; 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Qj> 
wgo  bridge  company,"  passed  Jpril  17, 18*6. 

Passed  March  27, 1818. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Ae  peopUtf  the  state  of  New- York,  represented 
m  senate  and  assembly.

to  the  said  town  of  Pittsford,  between  the  said  towns,  and  thaleaefc 
town  shall  forever  thereafter  maintain,  its  own  poor.

Be  U  enacted  by  Unpeople  of  the  state  of  New-York,  represent* 
id  in  senate  and  assembly,  'J  bat  from  and  after  the  first  day  of 
April  next,  suvb  prtsof  the  towo  of  Hillsdale,  as  lie  northerly  of 
a  line  beginning  on  the  east  bounds  of  «aid  town,  one  hundred  rods 
southerly  of  the  dwellirg  house  of  James  Deyo ;  and  from  thence 
running  smith,  eighty  degrees  and  thirty  minutes  east,  to  the  eastern 
sounds  of  this  state  ;  and  all  such  parts  of  the  town*  of  Canaan  and 
Chatham,  as  lie  southerly  of  a  line  beginning  on  the  northern  boun-

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Ezra  Ames,  Richard  Hat-  jg^jgj 
field,  Joseph  Eoos,  junior,  John  Biush,  Ebenezer  VYadswortb  and     ponied. 
Isaac  Hempstead,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  de* 

clared  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the 
Dame  of  the  "  Grand  Chapter  of  the  state  of'Mew-York ;"  and 
that  by  that  name,  tbey  and  their  successors  shall  and  may  have  sue-  stxjfc. 
cession,  and  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being 
impteaded,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places 
whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and 
causes  whatsoever,  and  that  they  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  al- 
ter the  same  at  pleasure.

as  for  the  army  of  this  state  and  of  the  United  States :  And  whereas 
the  plan  of  the  said  village  was  altered  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifteen ;  and  a  new  cemetry  laid  out,  and  now 
used  aa  such :  And  whereas  it  would  be''  desirable  and  proper  to 
have  the  remains  of  the  bodies  removed  to  the  present  burying 
ground,  and  decently  intered  in  the  same :  And  whereas  it  is  im- 
proper that  a  building  should  be  erected  on  the  said  lot,  without  such 
removal:  Therefore,

to  the  said  Olmstearf  Cbaniberkio  for  such  removal.

Melick,  Samuel  A.  Lawrence,  Robert  Benson,  junior,  and  their  as- 
sociates, and  all  such  persons  as  shall  hereafter  become  stockholders 
in  the  said  company,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  declared  to  be  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "  The  { 
Union  Insurance  Company,"  and  by  that  name  tbey  and  their  sue-  7  * 
ceseors  shall  and  may  have  continual  succession,  and  shall  be  capa-

Hayes,  and  all  such  persons  residing  in  siriri  village,  as  have  asso- 
ciated and  may  associate  with  him,  (not  exceeding  twenty  in  turn* 
ber)  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  one  or  ra»re  engines  aid  other 
implements  for  extinguishing  fires  in  said  village,  to  meet  together 
on  the  first  Monday  of  May  next,  and  choose  not  less  than  thiee, 
nor  more  thau  five  of  their  number  to  be  trustees,  to  be -called  the 
"  Rom4;  fire  company,'9  who  shall  be  a  body  *  orpoiale ;  and  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  by  that  name  be  capable  of  suing 
and  being  sued  in  all  courts  and  places,  in  all  manner  of  actions ; 
and  may  take,  hold  and  convey  property,  real  and  personal,  neces- 
sary for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  fires,  and  the  preservation  of 
the  engines,  tools  and  implements  of  said*  company* 

II  Jnd  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  trustees,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  nominate  and  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  firemen,  (williug  to 
accept)  not  exceeding  tweoty,  to  manage  the  engines  and  'all  the 
implements  aforesaid  ,*  and  who  shall  be  ready  at  all  times  to  as- 
sist in  extinguishing  fires, '  and  be  exempt  from  ordinary  militia 
duty,  and  serving  as  jurors ;  and  that  said  trustees,  or  a  majouty 
of  them,  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  remove  ary  fire* 
men  so  appointed,  and  appoint  others  in  their  stea<!,  wher  »nd  as 
often  as  they  shall  think  proper ;  to  establish  and  ordafn  rules  for 
the  government,  duty  aud  behavior  of  the  firemen,  and  for  regulat- 
ing the  times,  places  and  manner  of  ho1di<  g  their  future  annual 
meetings ;  to  appoint  a  clerk  f>  om  time  to  time,  who  tbnll  make  entries 
W  shook,  to  be  by  him  kept  of  the  names,  of  the  names  of  the  firemen, 
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and  the  proceedings  of  the  trustees,  and  of  the  annual  meetings  ; 
aod  to  establish  reasonable  fines,  to  be  paid  by  the  firemen  (not  ex-. 
cceding  five  dollars  for  one  offence}  for  violating  such  rules,  which 
fyies  may  be  recov  ered  by  either  of  said  firemen,  in  his  own  name, 
before  any  just  ice  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  and  shall  be  paid 
to  said  trustees,  and  be  by  them  appropriated  in  procuring  and 
repairing  implements  for  said  company.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  stale  of  \ew  York,  represented 
in  senate  and  assembly,  That  Samuel  Erwin,  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorised  to  erect  a  dam  acress  the  Conhoc'on  creek,  at  or  near 
the  head  of  b  a  saw  mill  race,  in  the  town  of  Painted  Post,  in  the 
county  of  Steuben,  for  the  use  of  his  said  mill ;  which  dam,  when  so 
erected,  shall  not  exceed  eighteen  inches  above  the  bed  of  the  creek : 
Provided,  the  snid  Samuel  Erwin.  his  heirs  or  assigns,  shall  at  f  11 
times  hereafter  keep  in  repair  a  safe  and  easy  passage  for  all  bo  ts, 
arks  aad  raits,  commoo  on  eaid  creek,  and  whenever  he  or  they  shall 
neglect  so  to  keep  in  repair  such  passage,  this  act  shall,  with  its  pre- 
virions,  become  void.

and  John  Porter,  occupants  of  lot  number  twenty  eight,  in  Free- 
mason's patent,  forfeited  by  the  attainder  of  John  Westherhead, 
'  shall,  within  nine  months  from  the  passing  of  this  act,  pay  into  the 
treasury  of  this  state,  the  one  sixth  part  ol  the  consideration,  for

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  rcpre- 
seated  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  John  Whiting,  Samuel  Col- 
grove  and  Christopher  Hurlbut,  senior,  or  any  two  of  them,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  lay  out  a  public  high- 
way of  the  width  of  four  rods,  beginning  at  such  place  in  Troups- 
burg,  in  'he  line  of  the  old  state  road,  as  the  said  commissioners  shall 
deem  most  proper;  thence  by  the  most  eligible  route  through  the 
town  of  Addison,  to  the  village  of  Bath,  in  the  town  of  Bath,  in  the 
County  of  Steuben. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  commissioners,  be- 
fore they  enter  upon  the  duties  aforesaid,  shall  take  and  subscribe

'  and  inhabitant  of  the  town  of  Hounsfield,  in  said  county,  in  man- 
ner prescribed  ta  law  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes, 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  over  to  Ebenezer  Allen, 
Hiram  Steele  and  William  M.  Lord,  who  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  applying  the  same  towards  the  re- 
building the  bridge  which  connects  the  town  of  Hounsfield  with  the 
town  of  Brownville.

"WHEREAS  ft  appears  from  the  report  of  the  commissioners  un- 
der said  act,  that  from  certain  unexpected  occurrences  the  opera- 
tion of  said  law  is  now  suspended,  although  partially  carried  into 
effect,  as  well  in  behalf  of  the  state  as  many  individuals  :  There- 
fore, 

I.  Be  it  eniptfd  hy  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly.  That  the  said  act  be  revived  and 
continued  in  full  force,  and  that  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said 
county  be  hereby  required,  at  their  next  animal  meeting,  to  issue 
their  warrants  for  the  collection  of  the  taxes  assessed  or  to  be  assess- 
ed for  the  purposes  of  laying  out  and  improving  said  roads,  in '  the 
tame  manner  as  provided  for  hj  the  said  act ;  until  which  time,  the 
persons  assessed  for  making  said  roads,  are  authorised  to  work  out 
their  respective  assessments  as  contemplated  in  said  act.

as  may  be  more  conducive  to  their  interests,  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  public  good,  or  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  act 
hereby  amended. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  compensation  to  be  al- 
lowed the  collectors  for  the  collection  of  said  taxes,  be  fixed  at  the 
late  of  two  and  a  half  per  cent,  upon  all  monies  actually  received 
and  paid  oyer  by  them  in  relation  to  said  assessments.

the  surviving  trustee,  U>raa  Tarbell.

Passed  April  10,  1811.

of  record,  by  virtue  of  any  statute  of  this  state,  as  well  by  and  of 
executors  and  administrators  as  others,  and  as  well  against  attoroies 
and  other  officers  of  any  court  of  justice  of  this  state  (except  during 
the  sitting  of  such  court)  as  other*,  shall  be  cognisable  before  any

WHEREAS  tbe  New* York  insurance  company  have  repre- 
rifeamMe<    seated  to  the  legislature,  that  their  act  of  incorporation  will  expire 
on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  twenty,  and  have  prayed  for  an  extension 
of  their  charter,  and  for  sundry  amendments  thereto  :  Therefore, 
I.'  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  Nero-  York,  repre* 
i*mtio»  of  sented  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  period  heretofore  limited 
tended!*  **  **y  'BW  f°r  tne  exP*ral>oa  or  dissolution  of  the  said   corporation, 
shall  be  and  hereby  is  extended  to  the  first  Monday  in  January,  which 
will  be  in  the  y  ear  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty,

WHEREAS  Qjiirin  Henry  Cazenove,  of  Geneva,  in  Switzer- 
land, as  executor  of  the  la-t  will  and  testament  of  Charles  Theopbihis 
Cazenove,  deceased,  and  as  the  guardian  and  on  behalf  of  the  in- 
fant children  of  the  said  Charles  Theophilus  Cazenove,  Julia  Caz- 
enove Roguin,  of  Geneva  aforesaid,  the  widow  of  the  said  Charles 
Theophilus  Cazeoove,  and  Charles  Francis  Cszenove,  of  the  city 
of  London,  merchant,  the  eldest  son  of  the  said  Charles  Theophi- 
lus Cazeoove,  have  presented  their  certain  petitition  to  the  legisla- 
ture; and  Herman  Le  Roy,  William  Bayard  and  Isaac  Iselin,  of 
the  city  of  New- York,  merchants,  the  attornies  of  the  said  Quit-in 
Henry  Cazenove,  Julia  Cazenove  Roguin,  and  Charles  Francis

I.  B*  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sentsJ  in  senate  and  assembly*  That  John  McKay,  his  heirs  and  J(MeKa.f^ 
assigns,  be  and  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered,  at  his  own  thoriwd  » 
expense,  to  build  a  toll  bride  over  the  Genesee  river,  in  the  townbaad*br<*p 
of  Nuoda,  in  the  said  county  of  Allegany,  at  the  rapids  above  the 
upper  falls  of  the  said  river,   agreeably  to  the  directions  and  di- 
mensions following,  to  wit :  the  said  bridge  shall  be  built  upon  good 
atone  abutments,  and  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  two  feet  in  width,  and;

through  the  town  of  Williuk,  in  the  county  of  Niagara,  and  shall 
not  remove  the  same  within  two  days  out  of  said  creek,  such  persou 
or  persons  shall  for  each  and  every  such  offence,  forfeit  the  sum  of 
five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costB,  in  any  court  hairing  cogni- 
sance thereof,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  town  in  which  such 
offence  shall  be  committed :  Provided  always,  that  this  act,  nor  any

proper  person  as  a  commissioner,  to  reside  either  iu  the  county  of 
Tioga  or  Steuben,  who  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  be  authorised 
and  required  to  perform  the  duties  of  a  judge  of  the  supreme  court, 
and  to  do  and  execute  every  power  and  trust,  which,  according  to 
the  practice  of  the  said  court,  the  judge  thereof  may  perform  and 
execute  out  of  court,  in  all  cases,  both  civil  and  criminal,  to  allow

Ppsed  April  15t  1818. 

WHEREAS  by  a  treaty  holden  by  commissioners  on  the  part 
of  the  state  of  New-York,  and  the  chiefs  and  warriors  of  the  Onon- 
daga tribe  of  Indians,  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  July,  in  the  year 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-five,  it  was  stipulated,  that 
the  said  tribe  should  receive  an  annual  annuity  of  two  thousand  dol- 
lars per  year*  one  thousand  of-  which  sum  was  to  be  paid  at  Ca- 
nandaigua,  and  the  residue  at  Onondaga,  but  the  recent  removal  of 
almost  the  whole  tribe  to  Onondaga,  renders  it  necessary  that  the 
whole  sum  should  be  paid  at  Onondaga  :  And  whereas,  the  said 
chiefs  and  warriors  have  petitioned  that  the  whole  sum  may  be  paid 
at  Onondaga,  in  order  that  a  more  equitable  distribution  may  be 
made :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre* 
sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  person  whose  .duty  it 
shall  he  to  pay  the  annual  annuity  to  the  Onondaga  Indians,  shall, 
instead  of  paying  one  thousand  dollars  at  Canandaigua,  pay  all  the 
money  due,  or  which  may  hereafter  become  due,  to  the  sqjd  tribe 
at  Onondaga,  any  usage  or  tostm  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Firemen  of  the  city  of  Albany,  end 
for  other  purposes. 

Passed  April  20,  1818. 

'  WHEREAS  the  firemen  of  the  city  of  Albany,  have,  by  their 
petition  to  the  legislature,  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  m6re 
effectually  to  enable  them  to  provide  adequate  funds,  for  the  relief 
of  disabled  and  indigent  firemen,  and  for  other  purposes :.  Therefore, 
I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  Nerv^York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  ami  assembly ,  That  all  such  persons  as  now  are, 
or  hereafter  shall  belong  to  any  of  the  fire  engines  and  implements 
in  the  city  of  Albany,  for  the  extinguishing  of  fires,  shall  be,  and 
hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  and  continue, 
until  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  one  thousand  eight  huodred  and 
thirty-eight,  a  body  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the 
u  fire  department  of  the  city  of  Albany,"  and  that  by  that  name,  they  ** 
and  their  successors,  for  the  term  aforesaid,  shall  and  may  have  sue* 
cession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  •

M^iar*  sented  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  no  person  shall,  after  the  firsi 
th+pleiiee  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty  one,  be  ad* 
j£5£j£CMd  mitted  to  an  examination  as  a  candidate  for  the  practice  of  physic 
and  surgery  in  this  state,  unless  he  shall  have  previously  studied 
medical  science  four  years  after  the  age  of  sixteen,  with  a  regular 
physician  and  surgeon,  but  any  portion  of  time  not  exceeding  one 
•  yea<,  during  which,  any  person  after  the  age  of  sixteen,  shall  have 
pursued  any  of  the  studies  pursued  in  either  of  the  colhges  in  this 
state,  shall  be  accepted  io  lieu  of  an  equal  portion  of  time  of  the 
study  of  medical  science,  and  if  any  person  shall  have  attended  one 
or  more  complete  courses  of  medical  lecture*,  delivered  by  each  of 
the  professors,  on  all  the  branches  of  medical  science,  in  either  of  the 
medical  colleges  or  institutions  in  this  state  or  elsewhere,  the  same 
shall  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  one  year  spent  in  the  study  of  medical 
cmHkate  science  as  aforesaid ;  and  the  persou  with  whom  the  student  shall 
reared.       commence  his  studies,  shall  file  a  certificate  with  the  president  of, 
the  board  to  which  he  belongs,  certifying  that  the  person  hath  com- 
menced his  studies  with  him ;  and  the  day  of  the  filing  of  sucji  certi- 
ficate shall  be  the  commencement  of  such  term  of  study ;  and  if  the 
term  of  study  shall  be  intended  to  be  for  less  than  four  years,  by 
reason  that  the  person  hath  pursued  the  studies  pursued  iu  colleges 
as  aforesaid,  or  that  be  hath  attended  lectures  as  aforesaid,  then,  on 
application  to  the  said  president,  be  shall  on  examining  the  matter,

CHAP,  CCXIV. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Obadiak  Bois. 

Passed  April  20,  181*. 
WHEREAS  it  has  been  represented  to  the  legislature,  that  the 
house  of  Obadiah  Bois,  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Cortland,  hat 
been  broken  open,  and  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  three  dollars, 
of  the  money  belonging  to  the  said  county,  feloniously  taken  there* 
from;  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  &t  people  of  the  state  of  Non-York,  reprt- 
anted  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
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the  board  of  supervisors**!  the  raid  county  of  Cortland,  at  their  next 
.  annual  meeting,  to  cause  to  be  raised,  levied  and  collected,  the  said 
ram  of  three  hundred  and  three  dollars,  over  and  above  the  ordina- 
ry fees  for  collecting  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  contingent 
charges  of  the  said  county  are  raised,  levied  and  collected ;  and  the 
said  sum,  when  so  collected,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  said  Obadiah 
Boh,  as  an  indemnity  for  the  loss  sustained  by  the  said  Obadiah 
Bote  as  aforesaid  :  Provided  however,  that  nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained, shall  be  so  construed  as  to  make  it  obligatory  on  the  said 
board  of  supervisors,  to  cause  said  sum  of  money  to  be  levied,  if  in 
the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  said  board  it  shall  be  deemed  improper* 


CHAP.  CCXV. 

AN  ACT  to  annex  part  of  the  town  of  Hurley,  in  Ulster  county, 
to  the  town  of  Esopus  in  said  county,  . 

Pa5sed  April  20,  1818. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  and  alter  the  passing  of 
this  act,  all  that  part  of  the  town  of  Hurley,  in  Ulster  county,  com- 
prised in  the  following  limits,  viz  beginning  at  the  Wallkill,  on  the 
eastern  side  thereof,  where  the  division  line  of  NewPaltz  and  Hur- 
ley intersect  said  creek;  thence  down  the  Wallkill  until  its  junc- 
tion with  the  Ruodout  creek,  and  thence  down  the  Kuudout  creek, 
along  the  eastern  bank  theieof,  until  the  point  vhere  the  eastern 
boundary  line  of  Hurley  intersects  the  said  Rundout ;  thence  along 
the  said  line  of  Hurley  as  it  now  runs  to  the  line  of  New- Pa  I  tz,  and 
so  along  the  same  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  annexed  to  the  town  of  Esopus.

hereby  amended  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

Passed  April  20,  1818. 

WHEREAS  the  directors  of  said  company  have  expended  large 
suns  ia  making  said  road,  and  have  Dearly  completed  the  same,  but 
have  lately  discovered,  that  by  the  limitation  of  the  act,  entitled  "  an 
act  relative  to  turnpike  companies,"  the  said  corporation  is  dissolv- 
ed :  And  nhereasy  it  appears  that  the  completion  of  said  road 
would  be  of  public  utility,  and  as  there  appears  to  be  no  objection* 
to  renewing  and  cootinuiog  in  force  the  said  act  of  incorporation  t 
Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New- York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly y  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of 
this  act,  the  said  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Parishville 
turnpike  compaoy,"  be  revived  and  continued  in  force,  the  same  in  all 
respects  as  though  the  said  act  bad  been  passed  at  the  present  ses- 
sion of  the  legislature. 


CHAP.  CCXVIII.

dollars,  with  two  good  and  sufficient  securities,  to  be  approved  of 
Cwdit"D  by  the  mayor  and  chamberlain  of  the  said  city,  conditioned  that  he 
will  on  every  Monday  during  the  month  of  May,  and  on  the  first 
Monday  of  each  succeeding  mouth,  during  the  time  he  shall  contin- 
ue to  hold  said  office,  deliver  to  the  chamberlain  of  the  said  city,  a 
list  of  the  names  of  the  persons  to  whom  be  shall  grant  licences  to 
keep  an  inn  or  tavern,  or  to  sell  and  retail  strong  or  spirituous  liquors 
in  tlie  said  city,  together  with  the  sums  which  he  may  receive  from 
them  respectively,  and  that  he  shall  at  the  respective  periods  of 
time,  pay  over  to  the  said  chamberlaio,  the  sums  which  he  shall  re- 
ceive for  the  licences  which  he  shall  grant  as  aforesaid :  And  fur* 
thery  that  he  will  in  all  respects  discharge  and  perforin  the  duties  el 
his  office  according  to  law.

AN  ACT  to  divide  the  town  of  HadLey>in  the  county  of  Saratoga. 

Passed  April  20,  1818. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  ike  State  of  New-York,  repre~ 
sented  in  senate  and  assembly  ^  Tbat  from  and  after  the  first  day  of 
March  next,  all  tbat  part  of  the  town  of  Hadley,  in  the  county  of 
Saratoga,  lying  south  of  a  line  to  be  drawn,  beginning  on  the  west 
bank  of  Hudsons  river,  six  miles  north  from  the  south  line  of  said 
town,  and  running  west  parallel  with  the  south  line  of  said  town,  to, 
the  west  tine  thereof,  be  erected  into  a  separate  town,  by  the  name 
of  Corinth,  and  that  the  first  town  meeting  to  be  bolden  in  and  for 
said  town,  be  held  at  the  house  of  John  Ensign  ;  and  that  all  of  the 
remaining  part  of  said  town  of  Hadley,  be  and  remain  a  towu  by  the, 
name  of  Hadley,  aad  tbat  the  first  town  meeting  m  said  town,  be* 
held  at  the  bouse  of  Doty  Colimer. 

II.  Jnd  be  it  further  enacted,  Th*t  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
supervisors  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  towns  of  Corinth 
and  Hadley,  within  ten  days  after  the  first  town  meeting  to  be  hol- 
den  in  aud  for  said  towns,  to  meet  and  divide  the  poor  and  poor  mo? 
ney  belonging  to  the  said  towns,  agreeable  to  the  amount  of  real  and 
personal  estates  in  said  towns,  and  each  of  the  towns  shall  forever  % 
thereafter  keep  and  support  their  own  poor ;  and  if  at  the  time  at 
such  division,  the  town  of  Hadley  should  be  in  debt  for  or  on  ac- 
count of  the  former  support  of  their  poor,  such  debts  shall  be  divid* 

ed  between  the  said  towns  of  Corinth  and  Hadley,  to  be  ascertained 
in  maimer  aforesaid. 


CHAP.  CCXX.

board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Warren, ,  at  their  next  annual  {ffiJ^ 
lileeting,  and  they  are  hereby  required  and  directed,  to  cause  to  be 
levied  and  collected,  from  the  taxable  inhabitants  in  said  county,  in 
Xhe  same  manner  as  is  directed  by  law  to  be  levied  and  *#tleet«d  to 


♦hen  to  be 
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defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  county,  the  sun  of  six  fattsv 
dred  and  fifty  dollars,  together  with  five  cents  on  the" dollar  for  col- 
lector's fees,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  fire-proof  clerk's  office 
for  said  county,  which  said  office  shall  be  built  on  such  part  of  the 
lot  where  the  court  house  now  stands,  as  the  said  board  of  supervi- 
son,  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  direct,  and  the  said  board  of  super- 
visors are  hereby  authorised  and  directed  to  appoint  some  suitable 
person  or  persons,  to  build,  or  cause  to  be  built  the  aforesaid  office, 
and  to  draw  his  or  their  warrant  on  the  treasurer  of  said  county,  far 
so  much  of  the  money  to  be  collected  as  aforesaid,  as  to  defray  the 
expense  of  building  the  said  fire-proof  clerk's  office. 
.  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted*  That  whenever  the  said  clertfs 
office  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  completed,  it  snail  be  the  duty  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  of  Warreo,  to  more  all  the  books,  papers  and  re- 
cords, belonging  to  said  county,  into  said  office,  and  to  keep  the  i 
therein  until  otherwise  directed  by  law. 


CHAP.  CCXXI. 

AN  ACT  authorising  the  health  commissioners  of  the  city  of  Nem- 
Vork9  to  lay  out  a  road  on  Stolen  Island. 

Passed  April  20,  1818. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  (he  People  of  the  State  of  Net+York,  repre* 
oented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
health  commissioners  of  the  city  of  New* York,  to  lay  cut  a  road  _ 
two  rods  wide  on  the  north  line  of  the  Quarantine  ground  oo  Stateu 
Islaod,  from  the  road  at  the  northwest  corner  of  said  quarantine 
ground,  to  the  upper  edge  of  the  snore  or  bank  of  the  bay  or  har- 
bour :  Provided,  the  owners  of  the  adjoining  ground  shall  lay  off  an 
equal  quantity  of  their  ground  aforesaid,  so  that  the  road  hereby 
contemplated  faiay  be  four  rods  wide,  except  that  part  of  said  road 
on  which  the  house  of  Garrit  Fountain  stands. 


CHAP*  CCXX1L 

AN  ACT  to  organise  (he  MiHtia. 

Passed  April  21, 1818. 

WHEREAS  by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  congress 
have  power  to  provide  for  organizing,  arming  and  disciplining  the 
militia,  and  for  governing  such  parts  of  them  as  may  be  employed 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to  the  states  respective- 
ly, the  appointment  of  the  officers,  and  the  authority  of  training  the 
militia  according  to  the  discipline*  prescribed  by  the  congress :  And 
whereas,  the  congress  did,  on  the  eighth  day  or  May,  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  ninety- two,  pass  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  more 
effectually  to  provide  for  the  national  defence,  by  establishing  an 
uniform  mttitfc  throughout  the  United  States/'  the  fife  first,  and

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instil  section  of  which  are  now  in  force,  and  are  in  the  words  fol- 
lowing, to  wit : 

L  BetimacUdby  the  senate  and  hwu  of  reprcKntrtives  of  the    Aof0feoifc 
United  8taie$  of  America,  in  congress  asssmbltd.  That  each  and  gjj** 
every  free  able-bodied  white  male  citizen  of  the  respective  states, 
resident  thereto,  who  is  or  shall  be  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and    *J»*y* 
tinder  the  age  of  forty-five  years,  except  as  is  herein  after  except-  JjJIJ^S^ 
«d,  shall  severally  and  respectively  be  enrolled  to  the  militia,  by  «**"7> 
Hie  captain  or  commanding  officer  of  a  company  within  whose 
bounds  such  citizen  shall  reside,  and  that  within  twelve  months  af-     '

cept  as  before  excepted,  shall  come  to  reside  within  his  bounds, 
and  shall  without  delay,  notify  such  citizen  of  the  said  enrolmeut, 
by  a  proper  non-commissioned  officer  of  the  compauy,  by  whom 
such  notice  may  be  proved  :  that  every  citizen  so  enrolled  and  no-  i 

tified,  shall  within  six  months  thereafter,  provide  himself  with  a 
good  musket  or  firelock,  a  sufficient  bayonet  and  belt,  two  spare 
flints  and  a  knapsack,  a  pouch,  with  a  box  therein  to  contain  not 
less  than  twenty-four  cartridges,  suited  to  the  bore  of  his  musket  or 
firelock,  each  cartridge  to  contain  a  proper  quantity  of  powder 
and  ball,  or  with  a  good  rifle,  knapsack,  shot  pouch  and  powder 
horn,  twenty  balls  suited  to  the  bore  of  his  rifle,  and  a  quarter  of  a 
pound  of  powder,  and  shall  appear  so  armed,  accoutred  and  pro- 
vided when  called  out  to  exercise,  or  into  service,  except  that  when 
called  out  on  company  days  to  exercise  only,  he  may  appear  with- 
out a  knapsack  :  that  the  commissioned  officers  shall  severally  be 
armed  with  a  sword  or  hanger  and  espontoon,  and  that  from  and  a£> 
ter  five  years  from  the  passing  of  this  act,  all  muskets  for  arming  the 
militia,  as  herein  required,  shall  be  of  bores  sufficient  for  balls  of 
the  eighteenth  part  of  a  pound ;  and  every  citizen  so  enrolled,  and 
providing  himself  with  the  arms,  ammunition  and  accoutiements  re- 
quired as  aforesaid,  shall  hold  the  same  exempted  from  all  suits,  dis- 
tresses, executions  or  sales  for  debt,  or  for  the  payment  of  taxes. 

And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  vice-president  of  the  United    vtmmm 
States,  the  officers,  judicial  and  executive  of  the  government  of  the  JJf, 
United  States,  the  members  of  both  houses  of  congress  and  their  res-  » 

pective  officers,  all  custom-house  officers  with  their  clerks,  all  post 
officers  aod  stage  drivers,  who  are  employed  in  the  care  and  con- 
*  vey  ance  of  the  mail  of  the  post-office  of  the  United  States,  all  ferry- 
men employed  at  auy  ferry  on  the  post  road,  all  inspectors  of  ex- 
ports, all  pilots,  all  mariners  actually  employed  in  the  sea  service,  of 
any  citizen  or  merchant  within  the  United  States,  and  all  persons 
who  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be,  by  the  laws  of  the  respective 
states,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  exempted  from  militia  duty  not* 
withstanding  their  being  above  the  age  of  eighteen  and  under  the  an 
pf  forty-five  yean.

as  many  of  the  said  rendezvous  and  parades  as  practicable,  to  re- 
view and  superintend  the  exercise  of  the  same,  and  to  make  report 
to  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  most  meritorious  officers  at  such 
review. 

XLII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  persons  being  of  the  q01kentll| 
people  called  shakers,  or  the  society  called  quakers,  who  would  o-  shaken, 
therwise  be  subject  to  military  duty,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  who 
shall  refuse  personal  military  service,  shall  be  exempted  therefrom, 
on  paying  annually  the  sum  of  four  dollars  each  for  such  exemption, 
and  who  shall  produce  a  certificate,  signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  so- 
ciety to  which  he  belongs,  that  he  actually  belongs  to  such  society ; 
and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  captaio  of  infantry,  within 
three  mouths  after  he  shall  have  received  his  commission,  and  yearly 
thereafter,  or  of  the  commanding  officer  of  such  company  of  infantry, 
for  the  time  being,  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  May,  to  make  a  list  of  the 
names  of  all  persons  within  his  beat,  being  of  the  people  called  quak- 
ers,or  of  the  society  of  friends  called  shakers,  subject  to  military 
duty  aforesaid,  and  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  personally  to  per- 
form the  same,  and  deliver  such  list,  signed  by  him,  to  one  of  the  ' 
assessors  of  the  town  or  ward  where  such  persons  so  neglecting  or 
refusing  to  perform  such  military  service  Bhall  respectively  reside ; 
and  the  said  assessors  shall  deliver  the  same  list  to  the  board  of  su- 
pervisors of  the  county  wherein  they  reside,  at  the  time  they  deliv- 
er the  assessment  roll  of  the  town  or  ward  whereof  they  are  asses- 
sors ;  and  the  said  supervisors  shall,  at  their  first  meeting  after  the  de- 
livery o(  such  list,  cause  tax  lists  to  be  made  out  according  to  such 
lists  so  delivered,  with  warrants  thereon,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  warrant* . 
directed  to  tho  collector  of  the  ward  or  town  in  which  such  persons  H*n»tU**>' 
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named  io  such  lists  respectively  reside,  far  levying,  within  sixty- 
days  thereafter,  die  sum  of  four  dollars,  of  the  goods  and  chattels 
of  each  of  the  persons  named  in  the  said  lists  ;  aod  the  said  collec- 
tors are  hereby  respectively  authorised  and  required,  to  demand  and 
receive  of  each  of  the  persons  named  in  such  list,  the  sum  of  four 
dollars,  and  in  default  of  payment,  such  collector  shall  levy  the  said 
sum  of  four  dollars,  by  distress  and  sale  of  ihe  goods  and  chattels  of 
the  persou  so  neglecting  or  refusing  to  pay  the  same  ;  aod  in  case  . 
any  per&on  named  in  any  such  tax  list,  shall  be  under  age  and  live 
with  his  father  or  mother,  or  shall  be  then  an  apprentice  or  servaot, 
the  master  or  mistress,  father  or  mother,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  the  said  sum  of  four  dollars,  for  such  person  so  under 
age,  and  in  default  of  payment,  the  collector  shall  levy  the  same  by 
distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  aod  chattels  qf  such  father  or  mother, 
master  or  mistress  ;  and  the  said  respective  collectors  shall,  within 
twenty  days  after  the  said  monies  shall  be  so  collected,  respectively 
pay  the  same  to  the  cuuuty  treasurer,  who  shall,  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  in  March,  in' every  year,  pay  the  same  to  Hie  trea- 
surer of  this  state,  deducting  his  fees  for  receiving  the  same ;  aod 
the  said  collectors  and  county  treasurers,  shall  have  the  like  fees 
for  collecting  and  receiving  the  said  monie*,  as  they  are  respective- 
ly entitled  to,  for  collecting  and  receiving  the  monies  for  defraying 
the  necessary  and  contingent  charges  of  the  city  or  county  in  which 
they  reside, 
when  they  XLIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  case  any  member  of 
prS^iT*"  aaid  society  of  shakers,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  the  said  sum 
»  of  four  dollars,  to  be  assessed  as  aforesaid,  together  with  the  fees  for 

collecting  thq  tame,  and  shall  have  no  goods  or  chattels  whereof  the 
same  can  be  levied  in  manner,  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
officer  to  whom  the  warrant  for  collecting  the  same  shall  be  direct- 
ed and  delivered,  to  take  the  body  of  the  person  so  neglecting  or  re- 
fusing,  and  convey  him  to  the  gaol  of  the  county  in  which  lie  shall 
reside,  and  deliver  him,  together  with  the  said  warrant,  to  the  jailor, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  the  same,  and  to  detain  the  said 
person  so  ueglecting  or  refusing,  in  close  confinement,  in  the  said 
gaol,  until  he  shall  pay  the  sum  specified  in  such  warrant,  with  the 
fees  accrued  thereon,  together  with  the  usual  jailor's  fees :  Provide 
f  J,  such  confinement  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  term  of  twenty  days, 
©rtfbbythe  *XLIV-  And  be  ^farther  enacted,  That  if  at  any  Umehereafc 
^raftodct  ter,  it  shall  become  necessary  for  the  commander  in  chief  to  order  a 
draft  from  the  militia  for  public  service,  it  shall  be  made  byrtot,  to

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  In  all  cases  wherein  special  Aet  to  apply 
provision  is  not  made,  the  general  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  t^^SSrt*- 
to  the  infantry  and  brigade  of  New- York  state  artillery  and  cavai-  r«riu 
xy,  in  the  city  of  JNew  York,  except  the  company  and  regimental 
parades  for  military  exercise  as  provided  for  by  this  act.

WHEREAS  it  is  represented  to  the  legislature,  that  great  iae- , 
quality  exists  in  the  apportionment  of  the  quota  of  tax  on  the  town 
of  Duanesburgh,  in  the  county  of  Schenectady,  for  the  year  ope 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  that  such  inequality 
has  arisen  from  the  operation  of  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  providing 
more  effectually  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  true  value  of  real 
estate  within  this  state,  and  for  other  purposes,5*  passed  April  15tb, 
1817:  For  remedy  whereof, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-Yor^  repre*  mBeof  < 
sentedin  senate  and  assembly,  That  k  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  stt»  *»i«eaurjb 
pervisors  of  the  county  of  Schenectady ,  to  meet  together  at  the  court  *  **,liBz*i « 
oouse  in  the  city  of  Schenectady  ou  the  first  Tuesday  of  June  next, 
or  at  their  stated  meeting  in  October  next,  and  examine  the  valua- 
tions of  real  estate,  made  by  the  assessors  of  the  several  wards  and 
towns  io  the  said  county  during  the  past  years,  and  without  re- 
ference to  the  assessments  of  former  years,  to  reduce  or  increase 
the  aggregate  amount  of  such  valuation  io  the  said  respective  wards 
and  towns,  in  such  manner  and  proportion  as  they  shall  deem  jolt 
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and  reasonable,  for  the  purpose  of  equalizing  the  same  as  nearly  ari 
may  be,  according  to  the  actual  value  of  Buch  real  estate  to  each 
ward  and  towo. 
Tuutobe  II-  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
"  "*  supervisors  of  the  eity  and  county  of  Schenectady,  after  the  first 
Tuesday  of  June  next,  or  at  their  stated  meeting  in  October  next, 
the  supervisors  of  the  said  county  shall  return  true  lists  of  the  valu- 
ations, as  veil  of  the  personal  as  of  the  real  estate,  within  the  seve- 
ral wards  and  towns  of  the  said  county,  so  as  aforesaid  equalized 
by  them ;  and  that  it  shaft  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors  of  I  he  sahl 
city  and  county  to  apportion  the  amount  of  tax  assigned  to  the  said 
county  for  the  present  year  among  the  several  wards  and  towns  of 
the  said  county,  according  to  the  amount  of  real  and  personal  estate 
within  the  said  respective  wards  and  towns,  as  appearing  from  the 
aforesaid  lists,  any  law.  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 


CHAP.  CCXXIV. 

AN  ACT  making  an  appropriation  to  defray  the  expense  of  filing 
up  committee  rooms  in  the  capitoijor  the  use  of  the  legislature. 

Passed  April  21,  1818. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repro* 
sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  treasurer  of  this  state  be 
and  he  is  hereby  authorised  and  required,  to  pay  to  John  F.  Bacon 
aad  Aaron  Clai  k,  clerks  of  the  senate  and  assembly,  on  the  war- 
rant of  the  Comptroller,  six  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars  and  sixty- 
two  cents,  out  of  any  monies  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropri- 
ated, for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  said  John  F.  Bacon  and  Aaron 
Clark  to  pay  and  satisfy  such  persons  as  were  employed  by  them  in 
fitting  up  and  preparing  four  committee  rooms  in  the  capitol,  for  the 
use  of  the  legislature,  agreeably  to  a  jaint  resolution  of  the  senate 
and  assembly,  and  also  for  materials  purchased  by  the  said  John  F. 
Bacon  and  Aaron  Clark,  and  used  in  making  said  repairs. 


CHAP.  CCXXV. 

AN  ACT  to  authorise  the  purchase  of  the  lam  of  the  state  for  the 
purposes  therein  mentioned. 

Passed  April  21,  18 1&. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  secretary  of  this  state  h 
hereby  authorised,  under  the  direction  6f  the  person  administering 
the  government,  to  purchase  from  time  to  time  as  many  sets  of  the 
laws  of  the  state  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  supply  of  new  coun- 
ties and  towns,  and  for  the  other  objects  required  by  law ;  and  that 
the  comptroller  shall  issue  hi*  warrant  on  the  treasurer  from  time  to 
lime  for  the  payment  of  such  purchases* 
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CHAP.  CCXXVI. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  price  of  printing  in  certain  cases* 

Passed  April  21,  1813. 
Be  it  enacted  hy  the  People  of  the  Slate  of  New-York,  represent 
ted  in  senate  and  assembly  y  That  in  any  county  in  this  state,  ex- 
cept in  the  city  and  county  of  New- York,  where  it  is  by  law 
required  to  publish  in  one  of  the  newspapers,  if  any  there  be 
printed  io  said  county,  a  nolice  of  aoy  sale,  by  virtue  of  a  pow- 
er contained  in  auy  mortgage,  or  a  notice  of  a  saJe  of  any  real 
crtate,  to  be  made  by  virtue  of  a  writ  of  fieri  facias,  or  any  or* 
der  of  the  judge  of  probates,  or  any  surrogate,  to  appear  be- 
fore stich  judge  or  surrogate,  to  shew  cause  why  the  real  estate 
of  any  deceased  person  should  not  be  sold,  or  any  notice  of  the 
sale  of  any  real  estate,  by  virtue  of  any  order  of  the  judge  of 
probates,  or  aoy  surrogate,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  printer  ot 
proprietor  of  such  newspaper,  to  demand  or  receive  for  printing  and 
publishing  auy  such  notice  or  order,  more  tbau  thirty  cents  for  the 
first  insertion  or  publication  of  each  and  every  folio,  containing 
seventy-two  words,  of  such  notice  or  order,  nor  more  than  fifteen 
cents  for  every  insertion  or  publication  after  the  first,  of  every  fo- 
lio of  such  notice  or  order;  and  io  case  such  priuter  or  proprietor 
shall  refuse  to  print  and  publish  any  such  notice  or  order  for  such  ' 
price  or  compensation,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  to  publish  the  same  io 
the  newspaper  printed  by  the  printer  for  the  state,  any  law  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  state 
printer  to  demand  or  receive  any  greater  price  or  compensation  for 
the  publication  of  any  such  notice  or  order  than  above  stated  :  Pro* 
vided  always*  that  when  notice  of  a  sale  by  virtue  of  a  power  con- 
tained in  any  mortgage  shall  be  published  in  the  state  paper,  by  vir- 
tue of  this  act,  a  copy  of  the  said  notice  shall  be  served  on  the 
person  in  possession  of  the  mortgaged  premises  io  all  cases 
where  the  same  are  occupied,  and  in  cases  where  the  mortgaged  * 

premises  are  not  occupied,  and  the  mortgagor  shall  reside  in  the 
county  where  they  lie,  then  a  copy  of  Baid  notice  shall  be  served 
on  the  mortgagor,  and  in  either  case  such  notice  shall  be  served  at 
)east  six  weeks  before  the  time  of  such  sale,  and  proof  of  such  no- 
tice may  be  made,  certified  and  recorded  In  the  same  manner,  and 
shall  have  the  like  power  aud  effect,  as  is  provided  for  the  proof  of 
other  notices  of  mortgage  sales.

«■**•  shall,  after  the  expiration  of  hi*,  her  or  theit  term,  bold  over,  and 

continue  in  possession  of  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  without  t^e 
leave,  consent  or  permission  of  the  landlord  or  lessor,  or  bis  or 
their  assigns,  and  the  said  landlord,  or  lessor  or  assigns,  shall  have 
left  a  wrkteo  or  printed  ootice  at  least  three  months  previous  to  the

T.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Net*  York,  represen- 
ted in  senate  and  assembly,  That  St  shall  be  lawful  for  the  freehol- 
ders and  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Scott,  io  the  county  of  Cortland, 
at  their  annual  town  meeting,  to  elect  three  trustees,  being  inhabi- 
tants and  freeholders  of  the  town  of  Scott,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
call  on  and  demand  from  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Preble,  for  the 
amount  of  twenty-two  forty-ninth  parts  of  the  sum  due,  and  thai  has 
been  received  for  the  purchase  of  the  gospel  and  school'  lot,  sold 
by  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Preble,  either  iu  bonds,  mortgages  of 
notes ;  but  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  over  as  aforesaid, 
then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Scott,  to  sue 
for  the  amount  of  the  twenty-two  forty-mirth  parts  of  the  amount  of 
the  said  gospel  and  school  lot,  and  recover  the  same  in  any  c*t»rt 
having  cognizance  thereof,  for  the  support  of  the  gospel  and  schools 
for  the  said  town  of  Scott,  to  be  appropriated  in  such  manner  as  the 
freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  at  their  annual  town 
meeting  shall  order  and  direct. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
trustees  of  the  town  of  Scott,  to  render  a  just  and  true  account  of 
their  proceedings,  as  is  directed  by  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  con* 
ceroing  gospel  aud  school  lots,  passed  the  second  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirteen.

act, demand  or  ask,  or  be  allowed  any  greater  or  other  fee  or  re* 
ward,  for  or  in  respect  of  any  service  hereafter  to  be  done  or  per* 
formed  by  such  counsellor  or  solicitor,  than  after  the  rate  hereinaf- 
ter specified,  that  is  to  say : 

Counsellor's  fees     A  retaining  fee  in  each  cause  five  dollars,  but 
1  no  retaining  fee  to  be  allowed  for  more  than  one  counsel... 

Perusing,  amending  and  signing  every  bill,  answer,  plea,  demur- 
rer, interrogatories  and  exceptions,  if  not  done  by  the  persoo  acting 
as  solicitor  in  the  same  cause,  two  dollars  and  filly  cents.

Arguing  before  a  master  upon  exceptions,  of  other  matters  refer- 
red, two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  but  no  allowance  to  be  made  for 
more  than  one  counsel. 

Arguing  upon  every  bearing  of  a  cause  set  down  down  for  hearing 
Upon  the  merits,  eight  dollars,  but  no  taxation  for  more  than  two 
counsel ;  and  this  allowance  not  to  apply  to  cases  of  bills  taken  pro 
umfessoy  though  set  down  for  hearing,  as  on  bills  to  foreclose  mort- 
gages, and  in  cases  of  adultery ;  in  which  cases  of  hearing  ex  parte, 
an  allowance  only  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  and  ouly  to  one 
counsel.

CHAP.  CCXXXVIII. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Cherry  Valley  Bank. 

Passed  April  21, 1818. 

,  WHEREAS  Joseph  White,  Jesse  Johnson  and  others,  have  as- 
sociated! as  a  company,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Cherry 
Valley  bank,"  and  by  their  petition  presented  to  the  legislature,  have 
prayed-to  be  incorporated  as  a  body  cotporate,  with  banking  pri- 
vileges :  Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  senate  and  assembly,  That  all  such  persons  as  shall  bo 
stockholders  of  the  said  bauk,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  ordained, 
constituted  and  declared  to  be,  from  time  to  time,  and  until  the  first 
day  of  January,  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty  three,  a  body  corporate  ^and  politic,  in  fact 
and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "  the  president,  directors  and  company 
of  the  Central  bank,"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors, 
until  that  day,  shall  and  may  have  succession,  and  shall  be  in  law 
capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  an- 
swering and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  io 
all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  and  in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits, 
complaints,  matters  and  causes  whatsoever ;  and  that  they  and  their 
successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the 
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same  at  their  pleasure;  and  also  (bat  they  and  their  successors,  by 
the  aforesaid  name  of  incorporation,  shall  be  in  law  capable  of  pur- 
chasing, holding  and  couveyiug  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the 
use  of  the  said  corporation :  P,  ovided,  that  the  real  estate  which  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold,  shall  be  only  such 
as  shall  be  requisite  for  its  accommodation  in  relation  to  the  conven- 
ient transaction  of  its  business!  or  such  as  shall  have  been  bona  fide 
mortgaged  to  it,  by  way  of  security,  or  conveyed  to  it,  in  satisfac- 
tion of  debts  previously  contracted  in  the  course  of  its  dealings,  or 
purchased  at  sales  upon  judgments  which  shalf  have  been  obtained 
for  such  debts:  And  provided,  that  the  said  bank  shall  be  establish- 
ed io  the  village  of  Cherry  Valley,  and  that  its  operations  of  dis- 
count and  deposit  shall  be  carried  on  in  the  said  village  of  Cherry 
Valley,  and  not  elsewhere :  And  provided  also,  that  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  the  said  bank  to  issue  any  notes  or  bills,  until  an  affida- 
vit, .by  the  president  and  cashier  of  said  bank,  shall  be  made  and 
filed  ia  the  clerk9  office*of  the  county  of  Otsego,  stating  that  the  sunt 
of  twelve  and  an  half  per  cent,  upon  each  share  t>f  the  capital  stock 
of  said  bank,  has  been  actually  paid  into  the  said  bank,  by  the  sev- 
eral stockholders,  in  specie :  And  farther)  that  the  said  corporation 
shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  deal  or  trade  in  buying  or  selling 
any  goods,  wares,  merchandize  or  commodities  whatsoever,  or  ia 
buying  or  selling  any  stock  created  under  the  United  States,  or  of 
any  particular  state,  unless  in  selling  the  same  when  truly  pledged 
by  way  of  security  for  debts  due  to  the  said  corporation. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  said 
corporation  shall  be  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  that  a  share 
in  said  stock  shall  be  fifty  dollars. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  stock,  property,  affairs 
and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation,  shall  be  managed  and  conduct- 
ed by  thirteen  directors,  to  be  appointed  and  chosen  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  mentioned,  who  shall  be  stockholders  and  citizens  of  this 
state,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  shall 
be  chosen  in  their  places ;  the  election  for  directors  shall  be  holdeu 
on  the  first  Monday  of  November  in  each  year,  at  such  time  of  day, 
and  at  such  place  within  the  village  of  Cherry  Valley,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Otsego,  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  appoint ;  and  pub- 
lic notice  shall  be  given,  not  less  than  thirty  days  previous  to  the 
time  of  holding  said  election,  by  an  advertisement,  to  be  inserted  in 
one  of  the  public  newspapers,  printed  in  the  county  of  Otsego ;  the 
said  election  shall  be  made  by  the  stockholders  in  the  said  corpora- 
tion, either  in  person  or  by  proxy ;  and  all  elections  for  directors 
shall  be  by  ballot,  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  number  of 
votes  equal  to  the  whole  number  of  shares  which  he  or  she  shall 
have  or  bold  in  his  or  her  name,  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  the 
time  o(  voting,  that  is  to  say,  one  vote  for  each  and  every  share  ; 
and  the  thirteen  persons  who  shall  have  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  directors  ;  and  if  it  should  happen  at  any  eleo 
tion,  that  two  or  more  persons  elected  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  an 
equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  commissioners  hereinafter  mention- 
ed, at  the  first  election,  and  afterwards  the  directors  hi  office  at  the 
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time  of  such  election,  or  major  part  of  them  shall  proceed  to  ballot, 
and  by  plurality  of  votes  determine  which  of  the  said  persons,  so 
having  au  equal  uumbe-  of  votes,  shall  be  director  or  directors,  so 
as  to  complete  (he  whole,  oumber  so  to  be  elected;  and  the  direc- 
tors, as  sqoo  as  may  be  thereafter,  shall  proceed  by  ballot,  to  elect 
ooe  of  their  uumber  to  be  their  president ;  and  if  airy  director,  living 
io  the  village  of  Cherry  Valley,  shall  remove  out  of  the  same,  his 
office  shall  be  considered  as  vacant ;  and  all  vacancies  in  the  direc- 
tors, shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  in  which  they  shall 
happen,  by  such  person  or  persons  as  the  remainder  of  the  directors, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  appoint 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  1  hat  Henry  R  Cox,  William 
Campbell,  Levi  Beardslry,  William  W.  Enrters  and  George  Mo- 
rell,  shall  be  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  lie,  oo  or  hefore  the 
fiist  Monday  of  August  next,  at  some  proper  place  in  the  village  of 
Cherry  Valley,  to  open  books  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  the  said  bank  ;  and  public  not  ce  shall  be  given  by  the 
said  commissioners,  of  the  time  and  place  of  opening  said  books,  io 
all  the  newspaper*  printed  in  the  counties  of  Otsego  and  Montgome- 
ry, for  at  least  four  weeks ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  com- 
missioners to  keep  said  books  open  for  he  space  of  one  week,  and 
to  receive  the  subscriptions  of  all  persons  im  lined  to  subscribe  there- 
in, being  residents  of  this  state ;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall 
demand  and  receive  from  every  mbscriber,  at  the  time  of  subscrip- 
tion, the  sum  of  one  dollar  in  specie,  on  each  share  so  subscribed  ; 
aud  if  the  number  of  shares  so  subscribed  .shall  exceed  four  thousand 
shares,  the  said  commissioners  e.hall  apportion  tlie  same  among  the 
several  subscribers,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  cf  their  several  sub- 
scriptions ;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  be  inspectors  of  the 
first  election  of  directors  of  said  bauk,  and  shall  certify  under  their 
hands,  the  names  of  those  duly  elected,  and  deliver  over  to  them 
the  subscription  books,  together  with  the  deposit  io  money  qp  the 
stock  so  subscribed  ;  aud  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such  first 
election,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  said  commissioners  as  aforesaid  ;  and 
public  notice,  for  at  least  thirty  days,  of  the  time  and  place  of  such 
election,  shall  be  given  by  the  said  commissioners  as  aforesaid,  and 
the  direct 01  s  so  chosen,  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  firtt  Mon- 
day of  November  next;  and  in  case  the  said  number  of  four  thou- 
sand shares  should  not  be  subscribed  for,  in  the  books  directed  by 
this  act  to  be  opened  by  the  commissioners  as  aforesaid,  within  the 
time  aforesaid,  then  subscriptions  shall  be  opened  aud  kept  open,  un- 
der the  diiections  of  the  said  commissioners,  at  such  times  and  pla- 
ces as  they  shall  think  proper,  until  the  whole  number  of  shares 
shall  be  subscribed. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  case  it  should  at  any  time 
happen  that  an  election  of  directors  should  not  be  made  on  the  day 
prescribed  by' this  act,  the  corporation  for  that  cause  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  dissolved,  but  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  ou  any 
other  day  to  hold  and  make  an  election  of  directors,  according  to 
the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  said  corporation. 
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VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  directors  for  the  time       * 
being,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  full  power  to  make  aod  £ratonu°* 
prescribe  such  bylaws,  orders,  rules  aud  regulations  as  to  them  shall 

appear  needful,  touching  the  management  and  disposition  of  the 
stock,  estate  and  -effects  of  the  said  corporation,  and  the  time  and 
manner  of  the  discounts  and  deposits  made  in  and  by  the  same  ; 
the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers,  cleiks  and  servauts  employ- 
ed therein  ;  the  elec< ion  of  directors,  and  all  such  matters  as  apper. 
tain  to  the  business  of  a  bank,  and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint 
so  many  officers,  clerks  and  servants,  for  carrying  on  all  and  singu- 
lar the  said  business,  with  such  salaries  and  allowances  as  to  them 
shall  seem  meet :  Provided,  that  such  by-laws,  orders,  rules  and 
.  regulations,  be  not  repuguant  to  the  constitution  and  the  laws  of  this 
state  or  of  the  United  States.  .  ( 

VII.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  no  transfer  of  stock  shall    ^rm^^ 
be  valid  or  effectual,  until  such  transfer  shall  be  registered  in  a  book  stock. 

or  books  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the  directors,  and  unl<  ss 
the' person  making  the  same,  shall  previously  discharge  all  debts 
due  by  him  or  her  to  the  said  corporation,  which  exceed  in  amount 
the  residuary  stock  of  such  person. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  total  amount  of  debts    iccoamflt 
at  any  time  aud  in  airy  manner  due  by  the  said  corporation,  over  deott« 

and  above  the  specie  then  actually  deposited  in  the  bank,  shall  not 
exceed  three  times  the  sum  of  the  capital  stock  subscribed  and  actu- 
ally paid  in  the  bank  ;  and  in  case  ofauy  excess,  the  directors  un-  ' 
der  whose  administration  the  same  may  hive  happened,  excepting 
those  who  dissented  therefrom,  or  were  not  present  when  the  same 
did  happen,  shall  in  their  individual  and  private  capacity  be  liable 
for  such  excess,  and  the  estate  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  lia- 
ble. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  bills  obligatory  and  of    Ltahl,ltyrf- 
credit,  uuder  the  seal  of  the  said  corporation,  which  shall  be  made  corpora** 
to  any  person  or  persons,  shall  be  assigned  by  endorsement  thereon, 

under  the  hand  or  hands  of  such  persons,  his  or  their  assignee  or 
assignees,  and  so  as  absolutely  to  transfer  and  vebt  the  property 
thereof  in -each  and  every  assignee  or  assignees  respectively,  and  to 
enable  such  assignee  or  assignees  to  bring  aud  maintain  an  action 
thereupon  in  bis  or  their  name  ;  and  bills  or  notes  which  may  be  is- 
sued by  order  of  said  corporation,  promising  the  payment  of  money 
to  any  person  or  persons,  by  his,  her  or  their  order,  or  to  bearer, 
though  not  under,  the  seal  of  the  said  corporation,  shall  be  binding 
and  obligatory  upon  the  same,  in  like  manner,  and  with  like  force 
and  effect,  as  upon  any  private  person  or  persons,  if  issued  by  him, 
her  or  them, in  his,  her  or  their  piivate  capacity  or  capacities,  aod 
shall  be  assignable  or  negociable,  in  like  manner  as  if  they  were  is- 
sued by  such  private  persou  or  persons. 

X.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  at  any  time  after  the  pas*-    j^aTcm 
log  of  this  act,  the  said  president,  directors  and  company  should  re-  not  redeem. 
fuse,  on  demand  being  made  at  their  banking  house  duriug  the  re-  jjg  *»  *»* 
gular  hours  of  doing  business,  to  redeem  in  specie  or  other  lawful 

money  of  the  United  States,  their  said  bills,  notes  or  other  evidej* 
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ces  of  debt  issued  by  the  said  company,  the  said  president,  direc- 
tors aud  company  shall,  on  pain  of  forfeiture  of  their  charter,  wholly 
discontinue  and  close  their  said  banking  operations,  either  by  way 
of  discount  or  otherwise,  until  such  time  as  the  said  presideot,  di- 
rectors and  company  shall  resume  the  redemption  of  (heir  bills, 
notes  or  other  evidences  of  debt,  in  specie  or  other  la*  ful  money  of 
the  United  States  ;  and  the  said  bank  shall  be  liable  to  pay  for  all 
notes,  bills  or  evidences  of  debt  due  from  them,  which  shall  have 
been  so  demanded,  and  which  stall  not  have  been  paid  iu  specie  as 
aforesaid,  damages  at  and  after  the  rate  often  per  centum  per  annum 
until  the  same  shall  be  paid  or  otherwise  satisfied. 

XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
directors  for  the  time  being,  to  call  for  and  demand  of  the  stock- 
holders respectively,  all  audi  sums  of  money  by  them  subscribed  or 
to  be  subscribed,  at  surh  times  and  in  such  proportions  as  hey  shall 
see  fit,  under  paiu  ol  forfeiture  of  their  shares  and  all  previous  pay- 
ments made  thereon  to  the  said  company  :  always  however  giving 
sixty  days  previous  notice  of  such  call  and  demand  in  one  or  more 
of  the  newspapers  printed  aud  published  in  the  county  of  Otsego. 

iKfridendr.  XII.  Jtnd  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
directors  to  make  half  yearly  dividends  of  so  much  of  the  sur phis 
profits  of  the  said  bank,  as  they  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  deem 
advisable,  -and  that  the  said  corporation  shall  not  demand  any  great- 
er interest  on  a  loan  or  disccunt  for  a  time  not  exceeding  sixty 
days,  than  at  and  after  the  rate  of  six«per  centum  per  annum. 

rtontber.  XIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  present  act  of  incor- 
poration shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  forfeited  by  any  non-user  what- 
soever, at  aoy  time  before  the  first  day  of  May,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  nineteen ;  and  it  shall  and  may  be  law- 
ful for  the  stockholders  above  mentioned,  to  assemble  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  the  same  into  effect,  any  want  of  notice  in  the  manner 
above  prescribed  to  the  contrary  in  any  wise  notwithstanding 
AimM  re.      XIV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 

p««requit   president  aod  cashier  of  the  said  bauk  for  the  time  being,  to  make  a 

td'  return  under  oath  to  the  comptroller  of  this  state  annually,  on  the 

first  Tuesday  of  January  in' every  year,  after  the  said  bauk  goes 
into  operation,  which  return  shall  contain  a  full  and  true  account  of 
the  funds  and  property  of  the  said  bank,  the  amount  of  its  capital 
stock  subscribed  and  paid,  the  amount  of  debts  due  to  aod  from  the 
said  bank,  the  amount  pf  bills  and  notes  emitted  by  the  said  bank  in 
circulation,  and  the  amount  of  specie  in  the  said  bank,  at  the  time 
of  making  such  return  ;  and  in  case  the  president  and  cashier  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  make  such  return  as  aforesaid,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  time  above  specified  as  aforesaid,  the  legislature  may 
at  any  time  thereafter  in  their  discretion  dissolve  the  said  corpora- 
tion. 

XV.  And  be  it  futther  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  be  deemed  ar 
public  act,  and  shall  be  benignly  and  favorably  construed,  for  all 
the  purposes  therein  expressed  aod  declared,  in  all  courts  and  pla- 
ces whatsoever.

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CHAP.  CCXXXIX. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  t)u  acts  for  giving  relief  in  cases  of  insol- 
vency. 

Passed  April  21,  1818. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  Sent-York^  reprcsenr 
ted  in  senate  and  assembly,  That  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  amend 
ao  act,  entitled  an  act  for  giving  relief  in  cases  of  insolvency,*'  pas* 
aed  Much  sixth.  1818,  >hall  be  so  construed  as  uot  to  affect  or 
change  m  any  respect  the  operation  of  the  acts  thereby  ameuded, 
so  far  as  it  relates  to  any  application  which  might  have  been  pending 
for  relief  under  the  acts  so  amended  on  the  said  sixth  day  of  March, 
1818. 


CHAP.  CCXL. 

AN  ACT  ordering  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  convicts 
confined  in  the  goals  of  part  of  the  counties  in  this  state. 

Passed  April  21,  1818. 

WHEREAS,  by  the  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  amend  an  act  con-  Prounhk, 
cerning  the  state  prison,"  passed  April  15th,  1817,  the  counties  of 
Oswego,  Oneida,  Madison,  Chenango  and  Broome,  and  all  the 
counties  west  of  tjiem  in  this  state,  were  required  to  retain  and  keep 
ifi  their  said  county  goals,  all  male  convicts  adjudged  to  be  con- 
fined at  hard  labor  in  the  state  prison,  until  the  commissioners  for 
building  the  state  prison  at  Auburn,  should  give  an  order  for  their 
removal  to  that  prison :  And  whereas,  considerable  expense  for 
boarding,  clothing  aod  medical  aid  has  beeq  necessarily  incurred  by 
the  aforesaid  counties :  And  wlicreas,  it  is  just  aud  proper  that 
such  expense  should  be  borne  by  the  whole  state :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  cf  the  state  of  New- York,  represent*  trmw^ 
ed  in  senate  and  assembly.  That  the  treasurer,  on  the  warrant  of  the  JJJ^ 
comptroller,  pay  to  the  treasurers  of  the  several  counties  in  this 
state,  all  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  due  their  respective  coun- 
ties, and  have  heretofore  been  audited  by  their  supervisors,  for  the 
maintaining  of  convicts  which  were  detained  in  the  goals  of  the  said 
counties,  by  virtue  of  the  tenth  section  of  the  above  recited  act 


CHAP.  CCXLI. 

AN  ACT  to  open  and  improve  a  road  in  the  counties  of  Cayuga, 
Seneca  and  Ontario. 

Passed  April  21,1 8 18. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre-     

tented  in  senate  ami  assembly,  That  Jacob  W.  Hallett,  Enoch  JjJ  ****** 
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Morse,  JarvU  Mudge,  Abner  Hollhter  and  Gavio  I*.  Nicholas,  be 
acid  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  lay  out  and  im- 
prove a  road  from  the  termination  ol  the  Westmoreland  and  Sodus 
Bay  turnpike,  in  the  town  of  Cato,  in  the  county  of  Cayuga,  by 
the  most  direct  and  practicable  route  to  some  point  on  Qreat  Sodus 
Bay,  where  vessels  usually  navigating  lake  Ontario  can  convenient- 
ly come,  and  thence  to  the  bouse  of  Enoch  Turner,  in  the  town  of 
Sodus  and  county  ol  Ontario. 
Bt  II.  And  be  tt  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  assessed,  paid 
and  collected,  lor  the  purpose  ol  opening  and  making  said  road,  via: 
on  every  acre  of  land  lying  within  one  mile  of  said  road  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twenty  cents,  nor  less  than  twelve  cents;  and  on  every 
acre  ol  land  )yii#  within  two  miles  of  said  road  and  more  than  one 
mile,  a  sum  not  exceeding  twelve  cents,  nor  less  thau  eight  cents ; 
exiept  the  lauds  belonging  to.  the  people  of  this  slate,  and  also  all 
lands  within  two  miles  of  said  road  which  are  interacted  by  a  parallel 
toad  heretofore  laid  out  and  improved. 

;  III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  the  said  commission- 
ers, or  a  majority  of  thro,  shall  have  laid  out  said  road,  they  shall 
cause  a  description  of  the  route  of  the  same  to  be  filed  in  the  offices 
of  the  clerks  of  the  several  towns  through  which  the  said  road  shall 
pass,  and  then  proceed  to  examine  and  make  a  fair  assessment  on  the 
lauds  herein  nude  subject  to  the  tax  aforesaid ;  which  said  assess- 
ment shall  be  made  So  proportion  to  the  value  of  the  land,  and  to  the 
advantages  resulting  to  the  owners  thereof,  by  the  establishment  of 
said  road  :  Provided,  that  if  the  owner  of  any  land  which  by  this 
act  is  liable  to  the  tax  aforesaid,  has  heretofore,  or  shall  hereafter, 
at  his  own  proper  cost  and  expense,  make  a  good  and  substantial  road 
through  his  said  land,  the  said  CGmmissiooeis  slnll  examine  the 
same ;  and  if  in  their  opinion  the  taid  road,  so  made  as  aforesaid,  is 
equally  good  and  durable  with  the  remainder  of  said  road,  then  and 
in  such  case  the  said  commissioners  shall  exempt  the  said  land  from 
payment  of  the  tax  assessed  thereon 
Anetmenu  IV.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  when  the  said  assessment 
j»w  con**.  gbg||  ke  compirtu^  rj,c  ^d  commissioners  sh.ll  cause  a  copy  of  the 
same,  duly  authenticated,  to  be  filed  in  the  comptrollers  office;  and 
after  three  months  notice  to  be  given  of  the  time  when  the  said  tax 
shall  be  collected,  direct  the  collectors  of  the  different  towns  through 
which  the  said  road  shall  pass  to  proceed  in  the  collection  of  the 
same,  and  to  pay  over  the  sums  so  collected  upon  the  order  of  the 
comptroller  to  such  person  as  the  said  commissioners  aba II  desig* 
nate  for  that  purpose,  after  deducting  the  expense  of  collecting  the 
same;  and  in  defau't  of  the  payment  of  the  strid  tax,  the  same  pro* 
ceedings  shall  be  had  thereon  as  is  required  in  and  by  the  act  for  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  other  taxes. 
comiBinioB-  V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  before  the  said  commission*

Passed  April  21, 1818. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  repre-  PrtMa*tfe,f*. 
fentcdin  senate  and  assembly |  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  iaiiiBE  he*th 
kill  any  heath  hens,  within  the  counties  of  Suffolk  or  Queens,  or  J^Siia&iJg 
•hall  kill  any  partridge,  quail  or  woodcock,  within  the  counties  of  *«* 
Queens,  Kings,  Suffolk,  or.  within  the  city  and  county  of  JSew- 
York,  within  the  times  herein  after  mentioned  that  is  to  say,  with 
respect  to  heath-hens,  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  the  first 
Wednesday  in  October ;  and  with  respect  to  partridge  and  quail, 
between  the  fifth  day  of  January  and  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  Sep- 
tember; and  with  respect  to  woodcock,  between  the  first  day  of 
February  and  the  first  day  of  July,  io  any  year,  after  the  passing 
of  this  act  (including,  nevertheless,  the  present  year)  every  such 
person  or  persons  snail,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the 
following  sums*  that  is  to  say:  for  every  heath-hen  so  killed,  the

for  the  same,  and  the  other  half  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  where  the  conviction  shall  be  bad ;  and  if  any  heath- 
hen,  partridge,  quail  or  woodcock,  so  killed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
found  in  the  possession  of  any  person  or  persons,  such  person  or  per-

That  the  comptroller  be  and  be  hereby 
is  authorised,  to  loan  out  of  the  surplus  school  food  not  otherwise 
disposed  of,  a  sum  not  exceeding  six  thousand  dollars,  to  James  B. 
Mo  wet,  to  enable  him  to  erect  suitable  works  for  manufacturing 
iron  within  this  state,  slitting  and  rolling  the  same,  aod  cutting  Mails, 
tacks  and  brads  by  water:  Providd*  that  the  said  loan  shall  not  he 
made  until  the  same  shall  be  secured  to  the  people  of  this  state,  by 
a  sufficient  bood,  conditioned  for  the  annual  payment  of  the  inter- 
est thereof,  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  ceotum  per  annum,  and  the  re- 
payment of  the  principal  in  three  years,  nor  until  the  said  payment 
aball  be  further  secured  by  mortgage  on  unincumbered  real  estate, 
within  this  state,  of  double  the  value  of  the  amount  so  loaned,  exclu- 
sive of  any  buildings  thereon,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  comptroller ; 
And  further,  that  the  form  of  said  bond  and  mortgage  shall  be  pre- 
scribed, and  the  title  examined  and  approved  of,  by  the  attorney- gen-

£ET  ACT  for  the  reUef  the  President,  Directors  and  Company  of 
the  HilLdale  and  Chatham  turnpike  road. 

Passed  April  21, 1818. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  StnU  of  NenhYink,  represent- 
ed in  Senate  and  Assembly  y  That  it  stall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
president,  directors  aod  company  of  the.  Hillsdale  and  Chatham 
turnpike  road,  to  execute,  under  their  seal,  a  release  to  the  people  of 
Miis  state  of  all  their  right  and  title  in  and  to  all  that  part  of  the  said 
wood,  commencing  at  the  intersection  thereof  with  the  Reosselaer 
feud  Columbia  turnpike  road,  and  extending  from  thence  southerly 
the  distance  of  five  miles  aod  no  more,  and  to  cause  such  release  to 
be  entered  of  record,  in  the  book  of  deeds  kept  by  the  clerks  of  me 
counties  of  Columbia  and  Rensselaer  respectively,  and  that  from  and 
immediately  after  the  entry  of  such  release,  the  said  president,  di- 
rectors and  company  shall  be  released  from  all  responsibility  and 
liability  to  keep  that  part  of  the  said  road  so  released  in  good  or- 
der and  repair,  and  that  all  that  part  of  the  said  road  so  released, 
ahall  thenceforth  be  deemed  aod  considered  a  public  highway,  to  be 
kept  in  repair,  and  subject  to  such  regulations  and  alterations  aa  the 
other  highways  within  this  state :  Provided  however,  that  such  re* 
lease  shall  cobtaio  a  clause  releasing  the  right  of  said  company  to 
erect  the  additional  toll  gate  authorised  by  the  tenth  section  of  (hew 
act  of  incorporation:  And provided  further*  that  oothing  in  this  act 
contained,  sball.be  construed  to  defeat  or  impair  the  right  of  said 
Company,  or  to  release  them  from  the  obligation  imposed  upon  them 
by  the  said  act  of  incorporation,  as  to  the  residue  of  the  road  au- 
thorised or  directed  to  be  made,  improved  and  kept  in  repair,  ii

the  same,  the  one  half  to  be  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  in  the 
town  or  towns  in  which  the  offence  shall  have  been  committed,  and 
the  other  half  to  the  person  prosecuting  for  the  same. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothiug  herein  contained 
•hall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any  person  owning  a  mill  seat  or 
other  privilege  on  said  outlet  from  erecting  a  dam  or  dams  across 
the  same,  provided  such  dam  or  dams  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not 
io  interfere  with  the  privileges  intended  to  be  given  by  this  act. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enaetedy  That  if  any  person  shall,  after    ^/^^ 
the  passing  of  this  act,  so  obstruct  the  navigation  of  said  outlet,  by  ob*^gy 
the  erection  of  any  dam,  or  by  falling  timber  across  or  into  the  "^V1™" 
same,  the  pessbo  so  offending  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  twenty -five  dol- 
lars for  every  such  oflenee,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  by 

any  person  who  shall  prosecute  for  the  same,  the  one  half  to  be 
paid  to  the  overseers  of  die  poor  of  the  town  in  which  the  offence 
shall  have  been  committed,  the  other  half  to  the  person  prosecuting 
for  the  same. 

V.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  person  or  persons  who  Dat.  ^o^, 
•hall  consider  themselves  aggrieved  by  any  obstruction,  for  the  want  of  £J££-  ™ 
an  apron  on  any  such  dam  or  dams,  that  are  now  or  shall  hereafter  pron»totiKfc 
be  constructed  on  the  said  outlet,  such  owner  or  owners,  on  the  ap-  ™* 
plication  of  such  person  or  persons,  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  thereaf- 
ter, so  construct  such  apron  as  will  admit  the  floating  logs  over  the 

same,  agreeable  to  (he  intentions  of  this  act ;  and  such  owner  or 
owners,  so  constructing  their  dam  or  dams  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  from  such  person  or  persons, -so  applying  for  the 
building  surh'aproo,  such  reasonable  expenses  as  the  same  shall  cost,

CHAP.  CCLXXXVIL

Passed  April  21, 1818. 

WHEREAS,  John  Cochran,  junior,  on  the  first  day  of  July,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  Htousand  and  eight  hundred,  obtained  a 
grant  by  letters  patent  of  lot  number  sis,  in  a  patent  of  land  granted 
to  Nathaniel  Matlory  and  others,  and  in  order  to  secure  the  payment 
of  two  hundred  and  ninety  one  dollars  and  twelve  cents,  with  inter- 
est at  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  mortgaged  the  said  lot  of  land  to  the 
people  of  the  state  of  New  York :  And  whereas,  the  said  lot  of  land 
was  stated  in  the  said  letters  patent  to  coutain  three  hundred  and 
seventy-one  acres  and  three  quarters  of  an  acre  of  land :  And  where' 
as,  by  an  inspection  of  the  boundaries  and  description  of  the  said 
Ibi  of  land,  as  contained  in  the  said  letters  patent,  there  appears  to  be 
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a  mistake  and  deficiency  of  eighty-eight  'acres  of  land  io  the  said 
lot :  And  whereas,  the  said  Charles  Hatch  has,  by  hia  petition,  repre- 
sented thai  he  has  purchased  of  the  said  John  Cochran,  jun.  the 
north  end  of  the  said  lot  of  land,  believing  It  contained  two  hun- 
dred and  fifteen  acres  and  three  quarters  of  land,  and  agreed  with 
the  said  John  Cocbrau,  jun.  to  pay  to  the  people  of  this  state  the 
sum  due  to  them  for  so  much  of  the  said  lot ;  and  that  the  said  defi- 
ciency falls  exclusively  on  him  the  said  Charles  Hatch:  Therefore, 
•.  Be  it  enacted  by  Uie<  People  of  the  State  of New-York,  rcpre* 
seated  in  Senate  and  assembly.  That  the  comptroller,  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorised  and  required  to  endorse  on  die  said  mortgage  of 
the  said  John  Cochran,  junior,  the  payment  of  sixty-six  dollars,  to- 
gether with  tike  interest  thereon,  at  six  per  cent  from  the  date  of  the 
said  mortgage,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  Charles  Hatch.

AN  ACT  to  cede  the  jurisdiction  of  certain  lands  on  lake  Ontario 
to  the  United  States,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Passed  April  21,  1818.

of  Schaghticoke,  in  the  county  of  Rensselaer,  containing  about 
one  hundred  and  five  acres  of  land,  w}th  the  appurtenances,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  vested  in  Hendrich  Miller,  George  Mil- 
ler, William  Miller  and  John  Afiller,  the  children  and  heirs  at 
law  of  Hannah,  the  late  w$>  of  Anthony  Stimmel,  deceased,  their, 
heirs  and  assigns,  as  tenants  in  common :  Provided,  that  nothing 
herein  contained,  shall  be  construed  to  prejudice  the  right  or  ti- 
tle of  &ny  other  person,  in  and  to  the  said  premises*

AN  ACT  rdatrce  to  tht  supervisors  ef  tlie  county  of  Seneca* 

Passed  April  21,  1818. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  stale  of  Jftw-Fork,  repre* 
sented  in  senate  and  assembly.  That  the  supervisors  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Seneca,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  re- 
quired, to  direct  to  be  levied  on  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants 
of  the  said  county,  the  sums  authorized  by  law  to  be  levied,  for 
the  building  and  completion  of  the  court  house  and  goal  in 
said  county,  in  two  annual  instalments,  with  interest  from  the 
passing  of  this  act,  in  such  proportions  as  they  shall  deem  most 
expedient  for  the  best  interest  of  the  county,  and  shall  be  allow- 
ed to  hold  extra  meetings  not  to  exceed  three  in  any  one  year, 
for  the  purpose  of  performing  their  duties  under  this  act,  which 
meetings  shall  be  notified  to  each  member  of  the  bostrd  by  the 
clerk  thereof,  at  the  request  of  the  last  president,  as  to  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  them,  ten  days  before  the  said  Meetings,  un- 
less such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  agreed  on  at  a  previous  meet- 
ing,and  the  commissioners  appointed  to  superintend  the  said  build- 
ings, shall,  before  they  receive  from  the  treasurer  of  the  said  coun- 
ty any  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  give  security,  such 
as  shall  be  approved  by  said  supervisors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
for  the  faithful  expenditure  of  the  same  :  And  further,  that  the 
plans  and  probable  expense  of  the  further  erection  and  comple- 
tion of  said  buildings,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  said  board  of  su- 
pervisors at  their  usual  meetings,  and  receive  the  approbation  of 
said  board,  before  the  expenditures  shall  be  applied  by  said  com- 
missioners.
